NOVEMBER,    1883. 

10.— Mr.  C.  W.  Harle  was  appointed  Under-Sheriff  of  Newcastle. 

11.— The  Mayor,  and  other  members  of  the  Corporation,  attended  morning 
•errioe  in  St  l^icholaa'  Cathedral  Church.  The  preacher  was  the  Rev. 
Gbiiod  Uoyd,  Vicar  of  Newcastle.  The  collection,  in  aid  of  the  Medical 
Charities,  amounted  to  £120  14b.  lOd.,  and  with  the  collection  at  the  evening 
■ervice,  the  total  was  £160  128.  lid. 

15.— A  meeting  of  the  ▼ice-preaidents,  general  committee,  and  guarantors 
of  the  North-East  Coast  Exhibition,  held  at  Tynemoath  in  1882,  was  held 
in  the  Wood  Memorial  Hall,  Newcastle,  to-day,  the  President  (Earl  Rayens- 
wortb)  in  the  chair.  The  following  report  of  the  committee  was  adopted  : — 
**  The  duties  of  your  Executive  Committee  having  now  come  to  a  close,  it  is 
with  great  pleasure  they  present  their  final  report  aa  to  the  work  aad  results 
of  thdr  prolonged  labours.  The  exhibition  was  successfully  opened  by  the 
gnsident,  the  Right  Honourable  the  Earl  of  Ravensworth,  on  the  6th 
September,  and  remained  open  until  the  14th  October,  1882,  and  the  support 
accorded  to  the  undertaking  by  the  public  was  gratifying  in  the  extreme, 
vpwards  of  250,000  perdons  having  visited  the  exhibition.  It  may  be 
interesting  to  the  committee  to  hear  that  there  were  aboat  630  exhibitors 
from  all  parts  of  the  kingdom.  Manufacturers  and  others  interested  in 
naval  ardiitecture,  marine  engineering,  fishery,  life-saving  and  coast  lighting 
sod  electric  lighting  appliances,  ftc.,  entered  warmly  into  the  uoderti^Ling ; 
sad  their  generous  support,  combined  with  the  uniform  excellence,  ma^^oi- 
tode,  and  mstructiveness,  of  the  exhibits — which  were  of  a  most  oratifying 
ud  attractive  description — mainly  contributed  to  the  success  of  the  exhibi- 
tion ;  and  your  executive  desire  to  record  their  sense  of  the  obligations  they 
are  onder  to  all  the  exhitors.  Upon  the  report  of  competent  judges,  the 
coounittee  awarded  145  silver  medals,  76  bronze  medals,  and  80  diplomas  of 
merit  In  drawing  your  attention  to  the  financial  results,  the  executive 
ngret  that  circumstances  beyond  their  control  occurred  after  the  closins  of 
tile  exhibition  which  prevented  them  firom  settling  their  accounts  as  speedily 
•sthey  had  hoped  to  do,  but  they  are  glad  to  be  now  in  a  position  to  announce 
that  w  the  difficulties  referred  to  have  been  satisfactorily  adjusted ;  and 

Shave  to  report  that  the  total  receipts  from  all  sources  amounted  to 
B61  2b.  5d.,  and  the  total  expenditure  to  £14,844  Ids.  4d.,  as  per 
^bttraet  of  accounts,  leaving  £1,116  3s.  Id.  in  hand  available  for  distribution. 
7^  expenditure  has  larsely  excee  led  the  original  estimate,  but,  as  intimated 
in  I  prerious  report,  the  undertaking  assumed  much  greater  dimensions 
^  was  at  first  contemplated,  thus  inyolving  largely  increaaed  outlay  for 
Brings  and  extensions,  besides  much  additional  labour  and  incidental 
^penae ;  and  having  resard  to  the  urgency  of  the  demands  made  upon 
ttiMi,  yonr  committee  feu  jmrt^ed  in  sanctioning  the  expenditure  in  order

to  fully  meet  the  requirementB  of  the  case.  The  qaestion  of  appropmtmg 
the  snrplua  funds  has  received  anxious  and  most  careful  consideration  ;  and 
your  committee,  bearing  in  mind  the  technical  character  of  the  exhibition« 
and  witb  a  view  of  keepinff  as  closely  as  possible  to  the  earlier  annonnoe- 
ments  respecting  the  distribution  of  the  surplus  funds,  are  of  opinion  that 
the  largest  proportion  of  the  available  balance  should  be  devoted  to  educa- 
tional purposes,  and  the  rest  to  charitable  institutions  ;  and  they,  therefore, 
recommend  that  a  sum  of  £750  shall  be  invested  with  trustees  to  form  the 
nucleus  of  a  fund  for  the  foundation  of  a  chair  of  engineerio^  and  naval 
architecture  in  the  Durham  College  of  Science  at  Newcastle,  with  power  to 
establish  scholarphips  until  such  time  as  the  arraugemeots  for  foundiog  the 
chair  are  completed.  The  foUowiug  gentlemen  have  agreed  to  act  as  trustees 
for  the  fand  :— Mr.  James  Laing,  Mr.  Charles  Mitchell,  Mr.  Fr^nk  C.  Mar- 
shall, Mr.  H.  £.  P.  AdamsoD,  and  Mr.  Geo.  Benwick.  The  available 
balance,  after  providing  for  the  above  scheme,  is  recommended  to  be  divided 
in  the  following  proportions,  viz. : — The  Society  for  the  Belief  of  Widows 
and  Orphans  of  Shipwrecked  Mariners  (resident  in  the  Tyne  ports,  including 
Blytb),  £120;  the  Wellesley  Training  Ship,  £60;  Sunderland  Orphan 
Asylum,  £60 ;  Royal  National  Lifeboat  Institution,  £90;  Boyal  Shipwrecked 
Fishermen  and  Mariners'  Society,  £80  ;  Boyal  Alfred  Aged  Mer(»iant  Sea- 
men's Institution,  £25 ;  and  Merchant  Seamen's  Orphan  Asylum  (Snares- 
brook).  £26." 

16. — The  annual  meeting  of  the  River  Tyne  Improvement  Commissionen 
was  held  to-day.  Mr.  J.  C.  Stevenson,  M.P.,  in  the  chair.  The  only 
alteration  in  the  members  of  the  Board  was  that  Mr.  Edward  Stout  took  the 
place  of  Aid.  Plummer  as  one  of  the  representatives  of  Newcastle  Corpora- 
tion. Mr.  J.  C.  Stevenson  was  re-elected  chairman.  The  Secretary  i«ad  a 
letter  from  the  Clerk  of  the  Council,  Whitehall,  in  which  was  enclosed,  by 
order  of  the  Lord  President  of  the  Council,  an  order  of  the  Queen  in 
Council,  transferring  from  the  Newcastle  Trinity  House  to  the  Commis- 
sioners the  lighting  jurisdiction  of  the  Tyne. 

19. — Count  Ferdinand  de  Lesseps,  the  originator  of  the  Suez  Canal, 
accompanied  by  his  son,  M.  (Hharles  de  Lesseps,  arrived  at  Newcastle  to-day, 
and  were  received  at  the  railway  station  by  their  host,  Mr.  C.  M.  Palmer, 
M.P.,  and  the  Mayor  and  Sherin  of  Newcastle. 

20. — Count  de  Lesseps  attended  a  meeting  of  shipowners  and  merchants 
in  the  Guildhall,  at  which  a  long  discussion  respecting  the  management  and 
dues  of  the  Suez  C!anal  took  place.  The  Count  was  afterwards  entertained 
by  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  at  a  banquet  in  the  Assembly  Booms. 

—  An  election  of  a  councillor  for  St.  Andrew's  South  Ward  took  place 
to-day,  to  fill  a  vacancy  caused  by  Mr.  T.  P.  Barkas  being  elected  an 
alderman.  The  candidates  were  :--John  Groolden,  pawnbroker  ;  and  Biley 
Lord,  inspector  for  an  insurance  agency.  Mr.  Groolden  was  elected, 
securing  367  votes  to  261  recorded  for  Mr.  Lord. 

21. — Count  de  Lesseps,  after  visiting  the  Ty^e  and  various  works, 
attended  a  public  reception  at  the  Assembly  Rooms,  at  which  an  address 
was  presented  to  him  by  the  Corporation.— The  Mayor,  addressing  Count 
de  Lesseps,  said  that  in  the  name  of  the  Corporation  of  Newcastle,  and  on 
behalf  of  the  citizens,  he  had  the  honour  to  sive  him  a  hearty  greeting,  and 
asked  him  to  receive  at  their  hands  an  address.  His  presence  here  had 
been  esteemed  a  high  honour  and  a  privilege.  His  fame  had  preceded  his 
presence.  (Applause.)  The  work  with  which  he  had  been  associated  had 
not  only  conferred  a  benefit  upon  the  present  time,  but  throughout  all  aces 
humanity  would  derive  the  result.  The  genius  which  associated  me 
Mediterranean  with  the  Red  Sea,  opened  out  a  great  water  way  for  the  com- 
merce of  the  world  ;  and  in  doin^  that  M.  le  Comte  de  Lesseps  brought  the 
industries  of  the  west  into  proximity  with  the  huge  populations  and  the 
great  marts  of  the  east.  As  a  commercial  people  we  were  gratefuL  Oar 
gratitude  was  warm,  and  the  address  which  womd  be  presented  that  night 
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mJC^t,  he  (the  Mayor)  trusted,  find  a  place  in  M.  le  Comte  de  Legseps' 
■tudy  at  home,  and  call  back  tiie  somewhat  hard  days  he  had  spent  on 
Tvneside,  which,  it  was  trusted,  had  not  been  without  some  pleasure.  He 
(toe  Mayor)  sincerely  trusted  that  Providence  had  in  store  many  years  of 
uaefnlness  for  him,  so  that  he  miffht  be  enabled  to  reap  the  richest  reward 
of  human  industnr — the  ^titude  of  mankind.  (Applause.) — The  Town 
Clerk  read  the  address,  which  is  as  follows  : — ''To  Monsieur  le  Comte  de 
Lesseps,  G.C.S.I.  We,  the  Mayor,  Aldermen,  and  citizens  of  the  city  and 
county  of  Newcastle-upon-Tyne,  beg  to  offer  you  a  hearty  welcome  to  New- 
castle, and  our  sincere  congratulations  on  the  success  which  has  attended 
the  ^;reat  undertaking  with  which  your  illustrious  name  will  ever  be 
associated,  and  to  express  a  hope  that  your  present  visit  to  England,  and 
your  conferences  in  the  great  commercial  centres  of  this  country  with  those 
most  concerned  in  the  snipping  interests,  will  result  in  the  Suez  Canal  beinff 
rendered  even  yet  more  serviceable  to  the  commerce  of  this  country  and  of 
the  world.  Given  under  our  common  seal  this  19th  day  of  November,  1883. 
Henkv  William  Nkwton,  Mayor;  Thomas  Nelson,  Sheriff;  Hill  Motum, 
Town  Clerk." — The  Mayor:  In  the  name  of  this  ancient  Corporation,  M. 
le  Come  de  Lessens,  I  have  the  pleasure  and  honour  of  presenting  this 
sddress  to  you.— -M.  de  Lesseps  replied  in  French,  and  his  speech  was 
interpreted  by  his  secretary.  He  said  he  regretted  very  much  that  he  was 
not  able  to  address  them  in  the  English  language ;  but  he  understood  the 
language  very  well.  He  offered  to  the  Mayor  and  Corporation  his  best 
thanks  for  the  address  which  they  had  just  presented  to  nim,  and  also  for 
the  most  cordial  welcome  which  liad  been  given  to  him  in  Newcastle.  That 
day,  when  goinff  down  the  Tyne  from  Newcastle  to  the  German  Sea,  he  had 
seen  with  wonder  the  enormous  increase  which  had  taken  place  in  the 
industries  on  the  banks  of  the  river,  in  places  which  seemed  to  him  like  a 
desert  when  he  came  here  for  the  first  time,  28  years  ago.  (Applause. ) 
He  had  seen  upon  the  Tyne  examples  to  the  whole  world  of  what  private 
entorprise  comd  do.  He  had  admired  aU  that  private  enterprise  had 
accomplished,  and  more  especially  had  his  admiration  been  aroused  when 
he  visited  the  works  of  Mr.  Palmer,  which  were  an  illustration  of  what  one 
man  could  initiate  and  accomplish  for  the  good  of  his  country.  (Applause. ) 
When  he  saw  in  the  shipbuilding  yards  on  the  Tyne  that  day  so  many  ships 
ready  to  be  launched,  and  some  of  which  would  be*  engaged  in  trading 
through  the  Suez  Canal,  he  congratulated  himself  as  having  been  one  of  the 
means  by  which  the  trade  and  wealth  of  the  Tyne  had  been  increased. 
(Applause. )  He  had  that  day  seen  a  ship,  built  on  the  Tyi^e,  ready  to  sail 
to-morrow  for  Australia  ;  and  it  would  pass  through  the  Suez  Canal.  Li  a 
few  years — 4  years — he  would  open  the  Manama  Canal ;  and,  in  his  opinion, 
the  town  of  Newcastle  and  the  Tyne  district  would  benefit  still  more  by 
that  canal  than  they  did  by  the  Suez  Canal.  (Applause. )  The  Suez  Canal 
was  only  a  pasaace  to  go  to  the  far  east,  whereas  uie  Panama  Canal  would 
open  ont  to  traders  quite  new  countries  and  new  territories  on  the  west 
coast  of  that  enormous  continent  which  stretohed  from  the  north  pole  to 
the  south  pole.  He  congratulated  himself  upon  being  here  among  his  own 
eoontrymen.  His  family  originally  came  from  Scotland.  He  was  not  an 
engineer,  but  had  been  a  diplomat.  One  of  his  ancestors  was  a  workman  ; 
for  he  remembered,  when  he  visited  Edinburgh,  that  he  was  shown  a  vestry 
book  in  which  was  an  entry  to  the  effect  that  the  Cathedral  had  been  buUt 
by  a  Lesseps.  In  France  there  was  no  other  Lesseps  than  himself  and  his 
famOy  ;  but  in  Scotland  there  were  many — Lascelles,  Lessella,  Lasseps,  and 
Lesseps.  (Applause. )  Many  members  of  the  Scoteh  family  were  in  the 
Scotcn  Gnaros  in  France  a  long  time  ago.  One  of  his  direct  ancestors  was 
with  James  11.  at  St.  Germam,  and  remained  there  with  James  II.  and 
Louis  XIV.  of  France  up  to  the  death  of  James  11.,  and  it  was  at  that  time 
that  the  family  settled  m  France.  Newcastle  was  the  last  town  he  would 
visit  in  the  North  of  England  ;  and  he  was  very  happy  in  being  present  at 
this  reception,  which  concluded,  in  a  most  friendly  way,  his  business  here. 
9«  was  jfimaoA  to  see  so  many  ladies  preaentf  as  he  was  very  fond  of  th« 
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ladies.  He  especially  liked  the  English  ladies,  and  was  happy  to  see  ao 
many  around  him  here.  He  had  always  been  of  opinion  that  the  women 
were  much  better  than  the  men ;  and  if  it  were  not  for  the  women  who 
had  the  charge  of  bringing  up  children,  the  men  would  become  barbariana. 
(Applause. ) 

22. — A  public  meeting,  convened  by  the  East  End  Ratepayers*  Associa- 
tion, was  held  to-night  in  the  Leighton  School,  Byker,  "  to  consider  the 
recent  action  of  the  City  Council  respecting  the  purchase  of  Byker  Bridge." 
Resolutions  in  favour  of  the  Corporation  purchasmg  the  bridge  and  openixig 
it  free  to  the  public  were  passed. 

23. — The  Mayor  of  Newcastle  opened,  at  the  Central  Exchange  Art 
Gallery,  an  exhibition  of  photographs,  under  the  auspices  of  the  Newcastle 
and  Northern  Counties'  Pnotograpnic  Association. 

24. — An  election  of  a  councillor  for  All  Saints'  East  Ward,  to  fill  a 
vacancy  caused  by  the  resignation  of  Mr.  John  Carr,  took  place  to-day. 
The  candidates  were  : — John  Donald  Annan,  a^ent ;  and  Robert  Kniffht, 
secretary  of  the  Boiler  Makers'  and  Iron  Shipbuilders'  Association.  Mr. 
Annan  was  elected,  the  voting  being — ^Annan,  1,459  votes ;  and  Knight 
798. 

27. — A  public  meeting  was  held  to-day,  in  Newcastle  Town  Hall,  in 
favour  of  the  total  and  unconditional  repeal  of  the  Contagious  IMseasea 
(Women)  Act.    The  Mayor  was  chairman. 

28. — ^The  Rev.  Oliver  Churchyard,  for  many  years  vicar  of  Long  Benton, 
was  instituted  into  the  incumbency  of  St  Matthew's  Parish,  Newcastle,  in 
succession  to  the  late  Rev.  Robert  Daunt. 

29. — Mr.  William  Hunter,  coalowner,  Newcastle,  died  to-day  in  London, 
aged  70  years.  He  was  bom  at  Newbum-on-Tyne.  His  father  was  tiien 
engaged  as  a  viewer  at  Walbottle  Pit,  and  Mr.  Hunter  commenced  his 
career  in  connection  with  that  colliery.  He  was  afterwards  appointed 
viewer  of  the  colliery  at  Spital  Tongues,  Newcastle,  which  position  he 
occupied  for  some  years.  Many  years  ago  he  became  connected  with  Sir 
George  Elliot  in  the  Charlaw,  Sacriston,  and  Felline  collieries,  besides 
being  himself  an  extensive  coalowner  in  this  district  and  in  Yorkshire.  He 
was  also  a  prominent  shareholder  in  the  North  Eastern  Engineering 
Company,  and  was  associated  with  many  other  commercial  and  industriu 
undertakings  in  the  North  of  England.  On  the  16th  June,  1857,  he  entered 
the  Newcastle  Town  Council  as  the  representative  of  St.  Andrew's  North 
Ward,  succeeding  Mr.  R.  P.  Philipson,  who  had  been  elected  an  alderman. 
Under  the  Mayoralty  of  Mr.  Hedley,  in  1863-4,  Mr.  Hunter  was  Sheriff 
for  the  town  ;  and  two  years  later,  in  1866,  he  succeeded  Aid.  Dodds  as 
chief  magistrate.  Li  1867,  on  the  death  of  Aid.  Keenleyside,  Mr.  Hunter 
was  elected  to  the  vacant  place  on  the  aldermanic  bench.  There  was  a 
keen  contest  for  the  honour,  the  late  Mr.  George  Forster  being  the  other 
candidate,  and  the  voting  gave  Mr.  Hunter  a  majority  of  only  two  out  of 
41  who  voted.  During  Iwl  Mr.  Hunter's  health  beean  to  fail,  and  in  con- 
sequence he,  in  October  of  that  year,  resigned  his  aldermanship. 

DECEMBER. 

3.— The  Clapham  Memorial  Home,  4,  Saville  Place,  Newcastle,  was 
formally  openea  to-day  by  Earl  Percy,  M.P.,  and  the  Mayor  and  Sheriff 
took  part  m  the  proceedioffs.  The  establishment  of  this  Home  for  young 
women  was  a  work  in  which  the  late  Mr.  Henry  (^apham  took  a  great 
interest,  and  his  death  only  occurred  a  day  or  two  before  the  scheme  for 
the  purchase  of  the  house,  4,  Saville  Place,  was  placed  before  the  public, 
and  at  a  public  meeting,  held  later  on,  it  was  resolved  that  the  institution 
be  called  the  "  Clapham  Memorial  Home." 

.  5.— In  furtherance  of  a  scheme  for  supplying  the  spiritual  wants  of  the 
piurbhos  on  the  north  bank  of  the  river  ^pi9,  two  public  meetiogB  were 
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held  to-day,  the  first  in  the  ABsembly  RoomB,  Newcastle,  and  the  seoond  in 
the  Town  £LslL  The  Bishop  of  Newcastle  (Dr.  Wilberforce)  presided  at  both 
meetings.  At  the  meeting  at  the  Assembly  Booms,  the  Bishop  explained 
that  he  some  time  ago  appointed  a  commission,  composed  of  clergymen  and 
laymen  to  enquire  into  this  subject,  and  the  commissioners  in  their  report,  he 
said,  pointed  out  the  extreme  necessity  of  increasing  the  number  oi  clergy 
who  were  working  amongst  the  population — that  among  285,000  people 
there  were  74  clergymen  working,  and  that  that  number  was  far  too  few. 
They  proposed  an  addition  of  12  new  parishes,  which  would  bring,  he 
hoped,  24  deigymen  and  17  additional  clergy,  as  well  as  vastly  reducing  the 
number  of  the  people  who  would  be  in  some  sense  committed  to  the  charge 
of  each  clergyman,  rendering  it  far  more  possible  for  a  clergyman  to  be  a 
hooee-going  parson,  and  therefore  of  making  people  church-going  people. 
He  prqpoeed  to  do  nothine  alone  of  himself.  The  commissioners,  he  hoped, 
womd  be  the  central  body  of  consultation,  from  which  all  work  would 
emaziate,  and  by  whom  all  grants  would  be  made.  He  thought  himself 
tiiat  the  best  way  of  beginning  the  work  would  be  by  supplying  the  means, 
and  in  finding  the  living  agents  to  go  out  and  work  among  the  people. 
These  men  should  be  planted  down,  under  the  direction  of  incumbents  of 
parishes,  in  certain  parts  of  the  parish,  and  wherever  possible  there  should  be 
a  temporary  erection  where  the  agent  could  gather  together  his  machinery. 
With  regard  to  the  subscriptions  towards  the  object  m  view,  any  one  who 
liked  to  entrust  them  with  the  money  to  be  devoted  only  to  spiritual  agency 
would  be  able  to  do  so  ;  any  one  who  liked  to  entrust  them  with  money  for 
church  building  only,  or  for  mission  room  building  only,  would  be  able  to  do 
flo ;  and  any  one  who  liked  to  send  a  contribution  for  a  particular  spiritual 
agent,  or  particular  church  or  mission  room,  or  particular  parish,  would  be  able 
to  do  80 ;  and  he  had  no  doubt  that  the  commissioners  would  so  use  the  money 
committed  to  tikeir  chaige  as  to  evoke  the  greatest  amount  of  local  aid, 
and  stimulate  local  energy  to  the  greatest  possible  extent.  He  did  not 
believe  that  the  work  they  were  encouraging  that  day  was  to  be  a  work  of 
a  day,  or  a  year  even.  He  thought  weir  contributions  had  better  be 
sfwead  over  a  period  of  five  years.— -The  amount  required  to  carry  out  the 
reeommendations  of  the  commissioners  is  £98,000,  and  by  the  end  of  1883 
aboat  £10,000  was  subscribed. 

12. — Mr.  John  Morley,  the  junior  member  for  Newcastle,  addressed  his 
oooatitnents  in  the  Town  Hall. 

—  A  terrific  storm  of  wind,  accompanied  by  rain,  and  in  some  places  by 
thunder  and  lightning,  passed  over  the  North  of  Ensland,  and  caused  a 
great  amount  of  damage.  Telegraphic  communication  oetween  Newcastle, 
and  nearly  all  parts  of  England,  was  interinipted  for  several  hours. 

14. — Major  Jones,  who  had  been  Consul  in  Newcastle  for  the  United 
States  of  America,  was  to-nisht  entertained  at  a  banquet,  in  the 
Banquetttng  Hall,  Jesmond,  on  we  occasion  of  his  leaving  the  city,  owing 
to  his  being  appointed  Consul  for  Wales.  The  Mayor  of  Newcastle  pre- 
sided, and  presented  to  Major  Jones  a  silver  salver  bearing  the  following 
inscription : — "  Presented  to  Major  Evan  R.  Jones,  at  a  farewell  banquet, 
as  a  testimony  of  the  great  estimation  in  which  he  is  held  by  all  classes  of 
the  oommuni^  ;  in  recognition  of  the  valuable  services  he  has  rendered  to 
Intemational  commerce ;  and  as  an  expression  of  the  ardent  wishes  of  his 
numerous  friends  that  his  career  may  continue  to  be  prosperous  and  distin- 
guished.— Hknst  W.  Newton,  Mayor ;  Thomas  Neisok,  Sheriff. — New- 
eastle-npon-T^e,  December  14th,  1883." 

22. — ^Alderman  Cowen,  the  senior  member  for  Newcastle,  addressed  his 
constituents  in  the  Circus,  Percy  Street. 

31.— During  1883  there  were  in  Newcastle  Cattle  Market  100,096  cattle, 
288,003  sheep,  and  37,847  pigs. 

— Ihe  following  was  issued  by  the  Secretary  of  the  l^e  Improvement 
Coinmianonera :— The  amount  of  the  import  and  export  bnsiaess  of  the 
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1^6  for  the  past  twelve  months,  as  shown  by  the  aoconnts  of  the  Tyo» 
Gommissionera,  may  be  regarded  as,  on  the  whole,  satisfactory.  The 
aggregate  imports  total  ud  to  an  equivalent  tonnage  of  more  than  1,700,000 
tons,  and  the  exports,  including  coal  and  coke,  to  more  than  10^  millions  of 
tons,  being  an  increase  on  the  whole  compared  with  the  previous  year  of  about 
5}  per  cent.  Amongst  the  principal  items  making  up  these  totals  are : — 
Imports. — ^Grain,  flour,  and  feeding  stufib,  209,000  tons  ;  bricks,  clay,  and 
clay  goods,  12,300  tons ;  tea,  co£Se,  sugar,  dried  fruits,  sago,  rice,  Ac., 
S,2iiO  tons ;  raw  fruits  of  various  kinds,  10,400  tons  ;  pig  and  manufactured 
iron,  88,600  tons  ;  lead,  colours,  kc,  31,000  tons  ;  live  stock,  210,400  head ; 
phosphate,  nitrate  of  soda,  guano,  &c.,  37»500  tons;  ores  of  all  kinds, 
840,800  tons;  oils,  tallow,  &c.,  20,500  tons;  butter,  beef,  pork,  bacon, 
eggs,  cheese,  and  other  provisions,  32,300  tons  ;  vegetables,  20,000  tons ; 
esparto  ^rass,  23,000  tons ;  timber  and  wood  goods,  294,000  tons.  Exports. 
-Chemicals  of  all  kinds  and  chemical  manures,  297,000  tons;  cement, 
39,700  tons ;  copper,  12,900  tons ;  canvas,  &c.,  2,300  tons ;  firebricks,  fireclay, 
earthenware,  &c.,  147,600  tons ;  grindstones,  millstones,  flints,  &c.,  14,000 
tons  ;  grain  and  feeding  stufls,  7,700  tons  ;  pig  and  manufactured  iron  and 
steel,  161,300  tons ;  lead  and  lead  goods,  33,600  tons ;  purple  ore,  ftc., 
45,400  tons ;  timber,  4,000  tons ;  coals,  coke,  kc,  9,599,000  tons.  This 
unparalleled  shipment  of  coal  and  coke  maintains  the  Tyne  in  the  position 
it  nas  so  Ions  occupied  as  the  leading  coal  port  in  the  world.  The  number 
of  vessels  which  cleared  outwards  from  the  Tyne  during  the  year  was 
15,379,  of  a  total  nett  register  of  6,289,352  tons,  being  an  increase  of  nearly 
5  per  cent,  over  the  tonnage  of  1882.  From  the  various  shipbuilding  yards 
on  the  Tyne  there  were  launched  during  1883,  159  vessels,  of  a  gross 
tonnage  of  216,573  tons,  or  27  vessels  and  8,167  tons  more  than  in  the 
previous  year.  During  1883  as  many  as  547  vessels  of  all  kinds  entered  the 
Tyne  for  refuge.  The  Commissioners  intend  to  open  their  new  dock  at 
Coble  Dene  (adjoining  their  present  Northumberland  Dock)  for  traffic 
during  1884.  This  dock  has  a  water  area  of  24  acres,  a  quay  space,  of  2,600 
feet,  and  a  depth  of  water  on  the  sill  of  30  feet  at  high  water  spring  tides. 
The  Tyne  Commissioners  having  taken  over  from  the  Trinity  ifouseof 
Newcastle  the  shippin£[  dues  leviable  in  respect  of  the  harbour  lights, 
buoys,  and  beacons,  as  from  the  1st  January,  1883,  have  now  become  the 
lighting  authority  of  the  port. 

JANUARY,    1884. 

1. — No  winter  weather  had  been  experienced,  the  weather  being  more 
like  that  of  April  than  winter.  So  mild  was  the  weather  that  wallflowers, 
primroses,  ana  many  other  flowers  were  in  bloom  in  the  public  parks  and 
gardens. 

11. — The  annual  meeting  of  the  supporters  of  the  Newcastle  Throat  and 
Ear  Hospital  was  held  to-day,  under  the  presidency  of  the  Mayor. — ^The 
report  for  1883  stated  that  the  number  of  new  patients  has  shown  remark- 
able steadiness,  being  for  the  past  year  1,102,  making  in  all,  since  the 
opening  of  the  hospital,  a  total  of  6,758.  The  financial  statement  showed 
that,  includinff  a  balance  of  £20  ISs.  from  1882,  the  income  amounted  to 
£233,  of  which  £147  was  received  from  patients ;  and  after  paying  all 
expenses  there  is  a  balance  of  £14  38.  lOd.  m  hand.  The  assets  amount  to 
£118  4s.  7d. 

14. — ^The  Christmas  guild  of  the  freemen  was  held  to-dav,  in  the  Guild- 
hall, before  the  Mayor  (Dr.  Newton),  who  was  accompanied  by  the  Sheriflf, 
Under-Sheriff,  and  Town  Clerk.  The  Gty  Sessions  were  beinff  held  in  the 
Guildhall,  before  the  Recorder  (Mr.  Seymour,  Q.C.),  and  a  few  minutes 
before  noon,  the  time  appointed  for  the  guild  to  be  held,  he  was  requested 
to  adjourn  the  court,  but  declined  to  do  so  until  the  trial  of  a  prisoner  was 
concluded.  It  was  nearly  half  an  hour  beyond  the  appointed  time  before  the 
guild  was  opened.— Councillor  W.  Wilson,  chairman  of  the  Stewards  of  the 
InoorporatM  Campanies,  said  the  freemen  bad  been  put  out  ol  their  uaual 
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They  were  imwiUIng  to  stop  tiie  boBinees  of  the  Sessioiui  as  far  as 
they  reasQDAbly  oonld,  and  arranged  for  the  first  part  of  their  own  business 
to  be  transacted  in  the  Merchants'  Court,  and  the  guild  to  be  held  at  the 
nsmal  time,  and  in  the  proper  place.  Having  consented  to  that  arrange- 
ment, the  freemen  expected  it  would  have  been  punctually  carried  out ; 
but,  nnfartanately,  the  Recorder  had  not  been  so  punctual  as  thev  coidd 
have  wished.  If  the  Recorder  again  arranged  for  the  Sessions  to  oe  held 
on  the  day  of  the  guild,  the  freemen  would  come  and  take  possession,  and 
the  Recorder  might  shift  for  himself  where  he  liked.  The  freemen  misht 
ooosent  to  thiv  arrangement  for  once  to  meet  the  public  requirement,  but 
they  were  not  going  to  allow  this  to  be  a  precedent.  He  congratulated  the 
Mayor  upon  his  election  to  be  chief  majy^rate.  At  the  present  moment 
there  was  not  anv  particular  burning  question  before  the  Ck>rporation  and 
the  freemen.  lliere  had  been  a  good  deal  of  discussion  tnat  morning 
reepecting  the  desire  of  the  Corporation  to  obtain  26  acres  of  the  Moor 
adjoining  Fenham  Ends.  Many  of  the  stewards  were  of  opinion  that  the 
Moor  should  not  be  curtailed  to  that  extent,  or  any  extent ;  they  thought 
it  sufficiently  curtailed  ;  and  some  stewards  had  gone  so  far  as  to  say  they 
would  take  means  to  prevent  the  enclosure  being  made.  The  question  was 
left  in  ibeyance,  and  the  stewards  would  take  the  opinion  of  the  companies 
and  report  at  the  next  guild ;  and,  no  doubt,  the  stewards  would  be  greatly 
inflaeaoed  by  those  expressions  of  opinions.  Sometimes  if  a  hitch  occurred 
it  was  owing  to  too  much  town-derkism  being  introduced — he  did  not  smt 
this  offensively,  because  it  was  done  in  the  interest  of  the  Corporation.  If 
the  freemen  let  or  sold  to  the  Corporation  any  portion  of  the  ground  they 
possessed,  they  (the  freemen)  ought  in  their  own  way  and  at  their  own 
discretion  to  use  the  money  without  being  hampered  by  provisions  as  to  how 
it  was  to  be  spent.  It  was  sufficient  for  the  Corporation  to  pay  the  money, 
and  leave  the  stewards  to  account  to  their  constituents  how  they  employed 
thftt  money.  He  concluded  by  referring  in  complimentary  terms  to  the 
Sheriff,  Under-Sheriff,  and  Town  Clerk.— -The  Mayor  expressed  his  pleasure 
at  meeting  the  freemen,  and  hoped  the  day  was  far  distant  when  anv 
boming  questions  would  arise  between  them  and  the  Corporation.  His 
impression  of  the  freemen  was  that  they  were  a  very  pleasant,  good-natured 
body  of  men  ;  and  he  thought  equally  well  of  the  Corporation ;  and,  when 
difficulties  did  occur,  that  system  of  arbitration  so  much  talked  about  in 
other  ^heres  might  very  fairly  step  in  between  the  two  bodies  and  adjust 
all  their  differences. — The  Sheriff  thanked  the  stewards  for  the  kind  recep- 
tion they  had  given  him,  and  said  he  yielded  to  no  man  in  the  earnest 
desire  to  uphold  and  maintain  the  time-honoured  institution  of  the  freemen. 
— The  UiiJer-Sheriff  also  returned  thanks. — The  Town  Clerk  said  he  was 
sorry  Mr.  Wilson  had  used  the  term  "town-clerkism."  He  never  heard 
the  term  before,  -*»''  1id  not  know  what  it  referred  to.  Mr.  Wilson  seemed 
to  think  he  (the  Town  Clerk)  was  the  obstacle  in  the  way  of  paying  money 
to  the  freemen  for  land  taken.  •  He  was  not  the  obstacle  to  paying  the 
money,  but  the  acts  of  Parliament  which  were  passed  before  ne  b^ame 
Town  Clerk  ;  and  he  was  only  the  humble  instrument  of  carrying  them  out. 
While  he  was  a  servant  of  the  Corporation  he  was  bound  to  do  his  duty  to 
the  Corporation ;  and  he  had  always  done  everything  he  could  to  promote 
harmony  between  the  Corporation  and  the  freemen. — The  formal  business 
was  then  transaoted,  and  the  guild  concluded. 

10. — ^The  Queen's  Head  Hotel,  Pil^prim  Street,  was  to-day  opened  as  the 
liberal  C^lub  in  Newcastle,  by  the  Right  Hon.  Joseph  Chamberlain,  M.P., 
President  of  the  Board  of  Trade. 

—  A  meeting  of  Newcastle  School  Board  was  held  to-day,  Mr.  George 
Locfclev  in  the  chair. — ^The  Finance  Committee  reported  that  they  had 
eanfolly  examined  the  request  to  the  Corporation  for  the  payment  to  the 
Board  of  a  loan  of  £8,767  lor  the  erection  of  the  Royal  Jubilee  School,  and 
they  now  recommended  that  the  same  be  that  day  sealed.  The  rate  of 
^  to  be  paid  to  the  Corporation  for  this  loan  would  be  at  the  rate  of 
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84  per  oent.,  wheresB  the  Ute  loans  obtained  from  the  Publio  Works  Loan 
CJommiaaionerB  were  at  the  rate  of  44  per  cent.  The  committee  f nrther 
recommended  that  negotiations  shonld  be  entered  into  with  the  Corpora- 
tion with  a  view  to  seeing  whether  they  would  be  willing  to  lend  the  whole 
amount  of  loans  now  borrowed  by  the  Board  from  the  ^blic  Works  Loan 
Commissioners  at  the  rate  of  4^  per  cent.,  upon  the  same  terms  as  the 
present  loan  of  £8,000 — ^namely,  3^  per  cent.,  which  would  be  a  saving  of 
I  per  cent,  per  annum.  The  committee  also  reconmiended  that,  witn  a 
view  to  equalising  the  amount  of  rate  to  be  coHected,  the  Corporation  be 
asked  whether  the  rate  could  not  be  collected  as  a  municipal  rate  instead  of 
as  at  present,  in  the  same  way  as  the  poor  rates. — The  report  was  unani- 
mously agreed  to. — A  soecial  meeting  was  held  for  the  purpose  of  filling  up 
a  vacancy  on  the  Board,  caused  by  the  resignation  of^  the  Rev.  Marsden 
Gibson.  The  Rev.  W.  E.  Houldey  moved,  Mr.  Hoare  seconded,  and  it 
was  unanimously  resolved  that  the  Rev.  Canon  Lloyd,  vicar  of  Newcastle^ 
be  elected  as  Mr.  Qlbson's  successor. 

19. — A  fine  art  exhibition,  promoted  by  the  Bewick  Club,  was  to-day 
opened  in  the  salleries,  89,  rilsrim  Street,  Newcastle,  by  the  Earl  of 
Ravensworth.  The  Mayor  of  Newcastle  presided.  About  600  pictures 
were  exhibited. 

26. — A  storm  of  wind,  accompanied  by  rain  and  a  little  snow,  commenced 
this  afternoon,  and  increased  in  force  at  night,  causing  considerable  damage 
to  property. 

27. — The  storm  of  wind  which  commenced  on  the  previous  day  was  at 
its  height  early  in  the  morning  of  to-day.  The  gale  was  experienced 
nearly  all  over  the  country,  and  great  damage,  att^ded  with  loss  of  life, 
was  caused.  In  all  parts  of  Newcastle  chimnies  were  blown  down,  and 
roofs  injured.  The  most  serious  accident  which  occurred  in  Newcastle 
took  place  in  Sopwith's  Yard,  Painter  Heu^h,  Pilgrim  Street,  where  a  wall 
f  eU  bodily  on  to  the  roof  of  a  room  occupied  by  Patrick  McCHvering,  his 
wife,  and  a  woman  named  Sweeny.  The  falling  wall  carried  in  the  entire 
roof,  and  for  a  time  the  three  occupants  were  buried  in  the  debris.  Prompt 
measures  were,  however,  taken  by  the  neighbours  to  rescue  them ;  in  a 
short  time  the  rubbish  was  removed,  and  the  three  persons  were  extricated 
from  tiieir  unpleasant  position.  The  man  and  lus  wife  were  found  to  be 
unhurt,  but  Sweeny  was  much  injured  about  the  body.  In  the  same 
locality  a  house  was  blown  down  on  the  George's  Stairs,  but  fortunately  no 
one  was  injured.  The  fallinff  rubbish,  however,  completely  covered  the 
stairs,  and  that  thoroughfare  from  Pilgrim  Street  to  the  foot  of  Akenside 
Hill  was  barricaded  and  closed.  A  house  in  St.  Ann's  Row  was  partly  dis- 
mantled, and  at  Byker  HiU  half  of  the  roof  of  a  public  house  was  blown  off 
and  carried  a  distance  of  about  400  yards.  TMs  \b  one  of  the  highest  parts 
of  Newcastle,  and  few  houses  in  the  locaUty  were  left  unharmed.  At  the 
top  of  Gloucester  Road  the  roof  of  a  house  fell  in  upon  a  man  in  bed,  but 
he  escaped  without  harm.  Damage  was  also  done  to  many  buildings  on 
the  Quayside,  and  about  twenty  tons  of  lead  was  blown  from  the  roofs  of 
some  of  the  lar^e  offices  there  and  rolled  up.  One  of  the  vanes  on  the 
steeple  of  St.  Nicholas'  Cathedral  Church  was  broken  off  and  fell  to  the 
ground.  The  most  serious  damage  done  to  any  of  the  public  buildings  in 
Newcastle  occurred  at  All  Saints'  Church,  Pilgrim  Street,  where  the  spire 
was  bent,  and  two  of  the  pillars  supporting  the  lantern  tower  were  so 
damaged  as  to  place  them  in  danger  oi  falling.  The  roof  of  the  body  of 
the  church  was  also  in  a  precarious  state,  as  aU  the  lead  was  torn  off  and 
several  large  holes  made  in  the  slatework.  All  the  tiles  over  the  porch 
were  sent  to  the  ground,  and  the  gas  lamps  and  the  seats  in  the  churchyard 
broken.  Service  was  held  in  the  church  this  (Sunday)  morning,  but  after- 
wards the  diocesan  architect  (Mr.  R.  J.  Johnson),  accompanied  by  the 
Rev.  A.  S.  Wardroper,  made  an  inspection  of  the  roof,  and  he  considered 
its  condition  most  unsafe.    The  churchwardens,  acting  on  his  advice,  closed 
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the  church  for  the  rest  of  the  day,  and  aervices  were  held  in  the  school- 
room. About  50  feet  of  masonry  was  afterwards  taken  down  and  rebuilt 
at  a  cost  of  £1,000.  Great  injury  was  also  done  by  the  storm  at  Gateshead ; 
and  at  Windy  Nook  a  chimney  fell  on  to  the  roof  of  a  house,  and  killed  a 
woman  and  two  children.  The  gale  was  experienced  all  over  England  and 
Scolhuid,  and  the  damage  done  was  great.  A  great  many  people  died  £rom 
ezhaurtbii  and  exposure. 

29.  ~A  public  meeting  was  held  in  the  Town  Hall,  Newcastle,  in  support 
ol  the  moyement  for  obtaining  a  half -holiday  each  week  for  the  persons 
smpioyed  in  shops  in  Newcastle  and  Gateshead.  There  was  a  large  atten- 
dance. In  the  absenoe  of  the  Mayor  of  Newcastle,  the  chair  was  taken  by 
Gooneillor  B.  H.  Holmes,  and  speeches  in  support  of  the  movement  w^ro 
made  bv  the  Bishop  of  Newcastle,  Aid.  Gowen,  M.P.,  Mr.  Gainsford  Bruce, 
Q.G.,  Mr.  John  Barry,  M.P.,  Dr.  William  Murray,  Dr.  H.  E.  Armstrong, 
Dr.  Bntherf ord,  and  Mr.  De  HameL 

90. — ^The  annual  meeting  of  the  supporters  of  the  Newcastle  Ragged  and 
Industrial  Schools  was  held  to-day.  The  Mayor  presided,  and  said  the 
Industrial  Schools  of  this  city  were  a  veritable  beehive  of  industry,  and  the 
amount  of  work  which  had  l>een  put  forth  bgr  the  labourers  was  somewhat 
startiliDg.  During  the  year  the  bundles  of  m-ewood  that  had  been  turned 
oat  amounted  to  the  immense  number  of  596,318,  while  the  number  of  sacks 
made  and  sold  was  59,447.  Mats,  mens'  and  womens'  shoes,  jackets, 
tailoring,  and  various  other  necessaries  of  life  found  manufacturers  within 
tiie  mdJs  of  the  institution.  It  was  very  pleasing  to  find  that  so  many  as 
210  ohildren  were  being  fitted  for  discharging  in  after  life  useful  vocations. 
—Mr.  E.  A.  Hedley  read  the  S6th  annual  report  of  the  committee,  which 
showed  that  the  results  of  the  work  department  were  veiy  satisfactory, 
showing  a  dear  profit  on  the  year's  operations  of  £818  Is.  The  treasurer's 
report,  showed  that  the  total  income  for  the  year  had  been  £3,857  4s.  Id., 
and  the  expenditure  £3, 690  10s.  8d.,  showing  that  the  income  was  £166 13s. 
5d.,  above  the  expenditure. 

FEBBUABY. 
6l— The  annual  meeting  of  the  Newcastle  Literary  and  Philosophical 
Sodety  held  under  the  presidency  of  Sir  W.  G.  Armstrong.  The  committee 
reported  the  number  of  members  to  be  1,179.  The  income  amounted  to 
£1,626  18s.  lOd.,  and  after  paying  expenses,  a  balance  of  £36  17s.  7d.  was 
due  to  the  treasurer. 

—  The  annual  meetins  of  the  governors  of  the  Hospital  for  Sick  Children, 
Kewcastle,  was  held  under  the  presidency  of  Sir  W.  G.  Armstrong.  The 
twenty  first  annual  report  of  the  committee  stated  that  the  number  of  cases 
treated  during  the  year  was — in-patients,  135 ;  out-patients,  2,091 ;  the 
out-patient  caaes  representing  a  total  of  more  than  6,000  attendances.  No 
fewer  than  3,200  sick  children  had  been  treated  as  in,  and  not  far  short  of 
40;0OO  as  out-door  patients  since  1863.  The  total  income  for  the  year  had 
been  £3,466  78.  7d.,  and  after  paying  all  expenses,  there  remained  a  biUance 
of  £422  4s.  lOd.  in  the  hands  of  the  treasurer,  beside  £2,000  invested. 

—  To-day  the  books,  &o.,  formerly  belonging  to  Thomas  Bewick,  the  oele- 
Inted  wood  engraver,  were  sold  in  Newcastle  by  public  auction  by  order  of 
tile  executors  of  Mies  Bewick,  and  fair  prices  were  realised.  The  only  high 
price  realised  was  for  a  copy  of  Bewick  s  History  of  British  Birds  (2  vols., 
QDeat^  1921),  which  was  started  at  £10,  and,  rapidly  rising,  was  knocked 
down  to  Mr.  Mounsey,  of  Sunderland,  at  £105.  Mr.  Bewick,  at  the  wish 
of  hie  eldest  daughter,  wrote  in  pencil  in  this  copy  of  the  "  Birds "  an 
ezpleaation  of  a  lu'ge  number  of  the  tail-pieoes ;  which  she,  to  prevent  from 
bcmg  rubbed  out,  traced  over  in  ink. 

t, — ^Tbe  annual  dinner  of  the  members  of  the  Newcastle  and  Gateshead 
lieansed  Viotoallen'  Association,  was  held  to-day,  the  Mayor  of  Newcastle 
IB  ttie  chair. 
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8.— The  annual  court  of  the  Govemon  of  Newcastle  Infinnary  was  held 
to-day,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Brace  in  the  ohair.  During  1883  the  number  of 
in-patients  was  2,188,  of  which  487  were  persons  suffering  from  accidents. 
The  number  of  out-patients  roceived  by  letter  was  1,140 ;  and  the  number 
of  out-patients  treated  for  accidents  and  without  letters  was  2,331  ;  and 
there  were  also  512  "casuals "  treated  as  out-patients.  The  total  number 
of  "  casuals  "  was  21,750.  There  were  also  1,268  dental  cases  treated  ;  and 
the  honorary  dental  surgeon  also  saw  700  patients.  The  total  ordinaiy 
income  was  £8,030  128.  6d.;  the  expenditure  £11,956  5s.  lid.,  and  indudo 
ing  a  balance  due  to  Treasurer,  £14,023  17s.  2d.  To  meet  this,  not  only 
the  ordinary  income,  but  also  £6,893  4s.  8d.  had  been  deducted  from  the 
legacies  and  donations. 

—  Hr.  Charles  J.  Limpricht,  of  the  firm  of  Johnson,  Limpricht,  and  Co., 
Newcastle,  died  to-day,  aged  50  years.  Mr.  Ldmpricht  took  a  prominent 
part  in  the  commencement  of  the  local  Volunteer  force,  being  one  of  the 
first  ten  members  of  the  rifie  club  formed  in  Newcastle,  in  1859,  under  the 
presidency  of  Sir  John  Fife.  When  the  services  of  the  club  were  accepted 
Dy  the  (Government,  and  it  became  the  let  Newcastle  Rifie  Volunteers,  he 
was  appointed  a  non-commissioned  officer  of  No.  1  company,  and  at  the 
Review  by  Her  Majesty  the  Queen  at  Edinburgh,  in  1860,  was  right  hand 
man  of  the  regiment.  He  became  a  member  of  the  '*  Guards*  Company  " 
on  its  formation,  under  the  late  Captain  Henry  Parker,  and  in  1865  received 
his  coonnission  as  lieutenant  in  No.  9,  or  Captain  Spoors'  company,  to  the 
command  of  which  he  was  promoted  on  Feb.  25th,  18(37,  and  refused  further 
promotion. 

9.— The  Rev.  Walter  Irvine,  who  had  been  Vicar  of  All  Saint's  pariah* 
Newcastle,  since  1852,  died  to-day,  aged  84  years. 

—  The  annual  court  of  the  governors  of  the  Newcastle  Dispensary  was 
held  to-day,  the  Mayor  in  the  chair.— Dr.  de  Burgh  Birch,  resident  medical 
officer,  reported  that  the  number  of  patients  under  treatment  at  the  date  of 
the  previous  report  was  634  ;  admitted  by  letter  during  the  year,  7,017  ; 
total,  7,651  ;  and  of  these  6,371  were  cured  or  relieved ;  91  sent  to  the 
Infirmary,  Fever  Hospital,  &c.;  671  died ;  and  518  remained  under  treat- 
ment. The  number  of  causal  patients  admitted  without  letter  of  recom- 
mendation was  14,315,  making  a  total  of  21,966  patients  treated  during 
1883.  The  total  income  for  1883  (including  balance  in  bank  of  £617  2s.  and 
investments  repaid  £3,500)  was  £13,376  88.  9d.,  of  which  £6,949  lOs.  5d. 
was  from  legacies.  The  ordinary  income  was  £1,595,  and  the  ordinarjr 
expenditure  £2,044  7s.  4d.  £11,000  was  invested  in  the  3)  per  cent,  stock 
of  l^ewcastle  Corporation. 

—  About  a  quarter  past  four  o'clock  this  morning  a  fire  took  place  at  the 
picture  establishment  of  Messrs.  John  Hay  and  Son,  30,  Grainger  Street, 
Newcastle.  At  the  time  named  the  tire  was  first  discovert  by  Mr. 
Fen  wick,  house  steward  at  Messrs.  Bainbridge  and  Co.'s,  Market  Street^ 
whose  warehouse  is  contiguous  to  the  back  part  of  Messrs.  Hav's  premises. 
Mr.  Fenwick  immediately  touched  the  electric  communication  with  the 
night  watchmen,  who  slept  in  the  warehouse.  The  latter,  seeing  the  fire, 
as  quickly  as  possible  connected  the  hose  and  threw  it  out  of  the  warehouse 
window,  so  that  about  three  minutes  afterwards,  while  Messrs.  Bainbrid|[e's 
fire  brigade,  who  reside  on  the  premises,  were  being  aroused,  everythinff 
was  in  readiness  for  them.  Witiiin  five  minutes  water  was  being  played 
upon  the  fiames.  The  fire  briffades  from  the  various  divisions  were  quickly 
upon  the  spot.  The  fire  raged  over  the  greater  part  of  Messrs.  Hay^ 
premises,  and  about  six  o'clock  the  roof  fell  in  with  a  crash.  The  rooms 
above  the  front  shop  which  were  not  oocapied  sustained  very  little  damage, 
although  the  staircase  leading  to  them  was  partially  destroyed.  About 
seven  o'clock  the  fire  was  totaUy  subdued,  although  the  firemen  continued 
to  throw  water  on  the  ruins  for  some  time  after,  in  order  to  prevent  any 
farther  outbreak.    Behind  the  front  shop  was  the  fine  art  gallery,  and  abofre 
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tiwi  aphotpmphio  stadio.  The  picture  frame  maken'  and  gilden'  shops 
were  aitaated  at  the  back  of  the  gulery,  and  in  these  shops  the  fire  is  sup- 
posed to  have  originated. 

12. — ^Tbe  new  chapel  for  the  congregation  worshipping  in  St.  James's 
Cotigregational  Chapel,  Blackett  Street,  Newcastle,  was  opened  to-day. 
The  new  chapel  is  in  Bath  Road,  and  has  accommodation  for  nearly  1,000 
penooo.  The  ooet  of  the  land,  chapel,  schools,  &c.,  was  £16,500,  The 
architect  was  Mr.  T.  L.  Banks,  London. 

14. — ^At  the  meeting  of  the  River  Tyne  Improvement  Commissioners  to- 
day, Mr.  J.  C.  Stevenson,  M.P.,  in  the  chair,  the  Finance  Committee  sab- 
mitted  a  statement  of  the  annaal  income  and  expenditure  of  the  Commission 
dming  1883.  The  amount  of  the  gross  revenue  receipts  for  the  twelve  months 
wmB  ^6,437  88.  2d.,  being  an  increase  over  thoee  of  1882  of  £9,646  3a.  7d.; 
the  revenue  expenditure  for  management,  maintenance,  interest,  and  other 
eherges  amounted  to  £233,845  19s.  7d.,  leaving  a  surplus  of  £42,591  8a.  7d. 
The  amenditore  on  capital  account  was,  on  Tyne  Improvement  Fond, 
M99,7921U,  9d.  (the  chief  item  beio^  £34,020  68.  for  dredgioff  applicable 
to  the  improvement  of  the  river);  River  Moorings  Fund,  £963  ISs.  3d.; 
Tyne  Piers  Fund,  £24,328  Ss.  6d.;  Northumberland  Dock  Fund,  £69,661 
7e-  8d.  (the  chief  item  being  £63,321  17s.  6d.  in  construction  of  Coble  Dene 
Dock) ;  total,  £194,616  38.  Id.  After  deducting  the  surplus  on  revenue 
aoooont,  applicable  thereto,  there  remained  a  balance  of  capital  expenditure 
lor  the  year  of  £152,024  14s.  6d.  The  amount  of  the  mortgage  debt  at  3l8t 
December,  1883.  was  £3,806,935  2s.  lOd.,  charged  as  follows  :— Tyne  Im- 
provement Fund,  £1,928,726  14s.;  River  Moorings  Fund,  £35.000;  Tyne 
Piefs  Fund,  £648,500 ;  Northumberland  Dock  Fund,  £1,194,708  8s.  lOd. 
The  average  rate  of  interest  pajrable  on  the  amount  of  the  mortgage  debt  as  it 
stood  at  Slst  December  last  (exclusive  of  amounts  borrowed  from  the  Publio 
Works  Loan  Commissioners)  was  £4  Is.  lOd.,  being  Is.  6rl.  per  cent,  lower 
than  the  average  rate  on  the  debt  as  at  3l8t  December,  1882.  The  exports 
of  coal  and  coke  from  the  Tyne,  including  coal  taken  for  bunker  purposes, 
were— Coastwise,  3,321,386  tons  ;  oversea,  6,278,035  tons ;  total,  9,599,421 
tons  ;  or  650,625  tons  mora  than  the  quantity  shipped  in  1882.  The  total 
registered  tonnage  of  the  vessels  wmch  cleared  outwards  from  the  port 
daring  the  year  was  6,289,352  tons,  being  an  increase,  compared  with  the 
tonnage  of  1882,  of  286,900  tons— the  average  size  of  the  vessels  in  1883 
being  nearly  409  tons,  as  compared  with  386fir  tons  in  1882.  The  quantity 
of  materia]  raised  by  the  dredgers  durins  the  year  was  3,^6,609  tons,  at  an 
a.ver»ge  ooat  of  4*779d.  per  ton.  Including  vessels  which  put  back  after 
leaving  the  harbour,  547  vessels  used  the  ^^e  for  refuge  purposes  in  1883. 
The  transfer  from  the  Trinitv  House  of  Newcastle  to  the  Commissioners  of 
the  ahippinff  dues  leviable  m  respect  of  the  harbour  rights,  buovs,  and 
baaeops  of  the  l^^e  has  been  completed,  as  from  the  1st  jTanuary, 
1883,  and  the  receipts  from  such  dues  for  the  year  1883  amounted  to 
£2,466  78.  6d.,  and  the  expenditure  charged  against  the  same  amounting 
to  £2,002  88.  7d.  —  The  report  was  adopted.  —  The  Commissioners 
resolved  to  purchase  Bewick  Street  Baptist  Chapel  for  £15,000  as  a  site 
lor  new  offices. 

16.-— The  Fine  Art  Exhibition,  held  in  Kewcastle,  under  the  management 
of  the  Bewick  Club,  closed  to-day.  It  was  visited  by  about  ten  thousand 
persons ;  and  a  sufficient  sum  of  money  was  realised  to  pay  expenses,  and 
leave  a  balance  of  about  £100  in  hand. 

20.— The  annual  meeting  of  the  supporters  of  the  Northern  Counties 
Hoepitsl  for  Diseases  of  the  Chest  was  held  to-day,  the  Bev.  Canon 
Brooiley,  in  the  chair.  The  number  of  out-patients  treated  in  1883  was 
449;  ci  whom  258  were  relieved,  and  160  cured ;  15  in-patients  had  been 
treated.  The  total  number  of  patients  since  the  opening  of  the  hospital 
was  1»782.  The  inoome  amounted  to  £214  lis.  9d.,  and  the  expenditure  to 
£U7aikid. 
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11, — At  a  meeting  of  the  clergy  and  laity  of  the  Rural  Deaneiy  of  West 
Newcastle,  held  to-day,  in  the  Chapter  Hoose,  Newcastle  Cathedral, 
Councillor  T.  G.  Giheon  read  a  paper  on  **  The  Bishop  of  Newcastle's  Fund, 
and  how  it  may  be  augmented."  The  following  are  the  chief  portions  of 
the  paper :— I  have  been  requested  to  make  a  statement  to  this  meeting  aa 
to  the  position  of  the  Bishop  of  Neweastle's  Fund.  In  compliimce  with  this 
request  I  have  to  inform  you  that  the  committee  have  received  promises  of 
sums  amounting  to  £13,276  lOs.  from  about  116  donors,  of  whom  36  are 
clergymen  and  about  80  laymen.  The  great  bulk  of  the  laymen  of  the 
diocese  have  therefore  stiU  to  announce  their  gifts.  The  committee  have 
resolved  that  £200  shall  be  th»  limit  of  any  annual  srant  made  frolp  the 
fund  for  the  stipend  of  a  clersyman  placed  in  charffe  of  a  new  conventional 
district,  and  £150  the  limit  of  any  annual  grant  made  to  an  assistant  curate. 
The  commissioners'  report  to  the  Bishop,  which  the  comnfittee  was 
appointed  to  carry  out,  finds  that  what'  is  most  urgently  required  *'  is  a 
Lurge  increase  in  the  number  of  clergy  labouring  in  the  great  centres  of 
population,"  and  accordingly  the  oonmiittee  have  so  far  devoted  the  bulk 
of  the  fund  at  their  disposal  to  meet  this  want.  They  have  made  eight 
grants  for  five  years  of  sums  necessary  to  bring  up  the  stipends  to  £200  a 
year  each  of  clergymen  to  take  charse  of  eight  conventional  districts,  which 
are  expected  within  that  period  to  develop  into  several  parishes,  all  eligible 
for  grants  of  endowment  out  of  the  common  fund  oi  the  Ecclesiastical 
Commissioners.  The  committee  hope  that  a  considerable  portion  of  these 
stipends  will  be  provided  locally  as  soon  as  the  additional  clergymen  get 
fairly  to  work  in  their  several  districts ;  but  for  the  present  they  must 
assume  that  of  the  fund  entrusted  to  them  £7,000  will  be  required  to  meet 
these  eight  grants.  The  parishes  out  of  which  these  eight  diatricts  are  to 
be  taken  are  :— 1.  Christ  Church,  Shieldfield  ;  2.  St  Michael's,  Byker ;  3. 
St.  Anthony's,  Byker;  4.  St  Stephen's,  Low  Elswick;  6.  St.  James's, 
Benwell;  6.  St  I^hilip's,  Newcastle;  7.  St  Augustin,  Tynemouth ;  8. 
Portions  of  the  parishes  of  St.  John,  St.  Matthew,  and  St.  Stephen,  New- 
castle. The  committee  have  also  made  four  grants  for  five  years  to  as  many 
parishes  to  meet  other  moneys  provided  or  expected  from  various  sources, 
which  together  will  enable  the  vicars  of  the  respective  parishes  to  engage 
the  services  of  an  assistant  curate  in  each.  These  parishes  are  : — 1.  St. 
Cuthbert,  Newcastle ;  2.  Percy,  Tynemouth;  3.  Holy  Trinity,  Tynemouth; 
4.  Earsdon.  These  four  grants  will  probably  be  a  charge  on  the  fund  to 
the  extent  of  £1,400.  Besides  these,  the  committee  have  made  ^ve  other 
grants,  viz.,  two  for  churches,  two  for  mission  rooms,  and  one  to  secure  a 
church  site.  One  of  the  churches  is  St  Augostin's,  Tynemouth,  towards 
which  £3,020  has  been  raised  out  of  £6,000  required ;  and  there  is  every 
reason  to  believe  that  the  grant  of  £600  made  by  the  committee  will  lead  to 
the  opening  of  the  church  at  a  very  early  date.  The  other  church  is  that 
of  St.  Cuthoert's,  Blyth,  towards  which  a  grant  of  £160  has  been  made. 
The  sum  of  £3,000  is  required  in  the  first  instance,  of  which  £2,000  has  been 
jromised,  and  it  is  expected  that  the  grant  made  by  the  couimittee  will 
!ead  to  an  early  completion  of  the  fund  now  wanted.  The  mission  rooma 
towards  which  grants  have  been  made  are  to  be  erected  (1)  near  Shiremoor 
Colliery,  in  the  parish  of  Percy,  Tynemouth,  and  (2)  at  Dudley  Colliery,  in 
the  parish  at  Killin^worth.  These  grants  amount  to  £600.  it  was  shown 
to  be  extremely  desirable  to  secure  a  site  for  a  church  in  a  proposed  new 
parish  at  Byker,  and  a  grant  of  £821  was  made  for  this  object.  Summary 
of  grants : — Towards  the  stipends  of  eight  curates  in  charge  of  districts  for 
five  years,  £7,000 ;  Towards  the  stipends  of  four  assistant  curates  for  ^ve 
^ears,  £1,400 ;  Towards  two  churches,  £660 ;  Towards  two  mission  build- 
mgs,  £600 ;  For  a  church  site,  £821 ;  total,  £10,371.  A  fair  commencement 
has  thus  been  made  in  the  work  before  us.  Within  a  very  short  time  it  is 
expected  that  14  additional  clergymen  will  be  working  in  the  district  of 
North  Tynedde,  bat  it  ia  obviouf  that  great  and  oontimaoiia  «fforti  will 
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kf0  to  b0  made  to  maintaiii  this  advaaoe,  for  the  itipendi  of  12  oat  of  the 
\i  dagpotok  are  only  provided  for  five  years. 

18.— Hie  Rev.  A.  S.  Wardroper,  who  had  been  oorate  in  charge  of  the 
puiah,  was  to-dajr  pablidy  instituted  by  the  Bishop  of  Newcastle  into  the 
mnge  of  All  Saints,  in  tnccession  to  the  late  Rev.  Walter  Irvine,  on  the 
pnaeatatioii  of  the  Vicar  of  Newcastle. 

19.->At  a  meeting  of  Newcastle  School  Board  the  following  resolution 
WM  adopted : — "  That  the  seal  of  the  Board  be  this  day  affixed  to  a  mortgage 
of  the  adiool  fund  and  local  rate,  in  favour  of  the  Corporation  of  NewcasUe, 
toaeearealoan  of  £8^76  *,  repayable  in  100  equal  half-yearly  instalments, 
with  interest  at  3)  per  cent,  on  such  part  as  shall  from  time  to  time  remain 
snpaid  for  the  rebauding  of  the  Royal  Jubilee  SchooL" 

27.— The  final  meeting  of  the  committee  of  the  Newcastle  Bishopric 
bdowment  Fund  was  held  in  Bishop  Oosin's  Library,  Durham,  to-oay. 
The  Bishop  of  Durham  presided.  The  audited  accounts  were  presented  by 
the  treasnreri.  Sir  Ghas.  Trevelyan,  Bart.,  and  Mr.  James  iaiug,  and  the 
fiaal  statement  of  the  affairs  of  the  Bishopric  Endowment  Fund  was  laid 
before  the  meeting  by  the  secretary,  Mr.  J.  J.  Hunter.  The  foilowins  is 
the  statement  of  accounts  :— Dr.— To  the  executors  of  the  late  T.  Hedley, 
£lfi,2>:0;  private  subscriptions,  £49,666  158.  6d.;  church  collections,  £1,871 
21  lid.;  diuroh  congress  appeal,  £2,734  Os.  2d.;  J.  W.  Pease,  estimated 
Table  of  BenweU  Tower,  £12,500 ;  Benwell  Tower,  rents  and  garden  produce 
before  occupation,  £27  8s.

18b.  8d;  Benwell  Tower,  expenses  before  occupation,  repairs  and  alterations,

Ecdeaiastioal  Commissiooers'  expenses,  £142  iSb,  3d.;  Additional  Home 
Biiboprics*  Endowment  Fund  expenses,  £6  78.

178.  6d.  Estimated  annual  value  of  Benwell  Tower  and  grounds,  £500. — 
IIm  Bishop  of  Durham  said  he  rejoiced  that  this  important  business  had 
DOW  been  completed  in  such  a  truly  satisfactory  manner,  and  that  the 
mdowment  obtained  for  the  Bishopric  of  Newcastle  exceeded  that  of  any  of 
the  modem  foundations  of  bishopno.  He  felt  truly  grateful  for  the  active 
eoH^MratioD  given  to  him  from  the  first  to  the  last  bv  the  archdeacons,  rural 
deau,  and  dergv  ^^erally.  To  the  laity  he  and  the  whole  church  of  the 
Borth  were  deeply  indebted  for  their  liberality  and  personal  exertions.  He 
hardly  Imew  how  to  speak  of  one  more  particularly  than  another  for  their 
lelf-denying  work ;  but,  if  he  must  mention  one,  he  would  name  his  friend 
Mr.  J.  J.  Hunter,  with  whom  he  had  had  such  longand  pleasing  intercourse. 
—The  Rev.  B.  Hopper  Williamson  moved,  the  Yen.  the  Archdeacon  of 
Dorham. seconded,  and  it  was  carried  unanimously,  that  the  best  thanks  of 
tins  cooudttee  be  conveyed  to  the  treasurers,  secretaries,  and  other  officers 
ef  the  committee,  for  their  active  services  in  obtaining  the  funds  necessary 
for  founding  the  Bishopric  of  Newcastle. — Mr.  Laing,  in  acknowledging  this 
vote  of  thauu  on  behalf  of  Sir  Charles  Trevelyan  and  himself,  said  he  was 
titt&kfalto  feel  that  they  had  been  enabled  to  accomplish  so  great  a  work 
for  the  spiritnal  good  of  the  two  northern  counties.  Every  day  proved  morO 
asd  more  how  much  the  founding  of  this  new  see  was  required,  and  how 
BisBy  advantages  it  was  conferring,  not  only  on  the  new  diocese,  but  on  that 
of  Dnriuuu.  He  rejoiced  that  he  had  been  able  to  take  a  pert,  however 
hnmble,  in  accomplishing  that  which  he  felt  persuaded  would  for  ages  to 
eooie  he  the  means  of  extending  the  usefulness  of  the  Church  of  Christi  and 
pranotinff  the  means  of  grace  for  the  aalvation  of  soule. — ^Mr.  J.  J.  Hunter 
ako  hrifl^  aoknowledfled  t^e  vote  of  thanks.-^It  was  proposed  by  the  Aroh* 
^■MQiiofKorthiimbanaod,  seoondedby  Mr.  James  Laingy  and  molTad  that

90.— At  the  services  held  to-da^  in  Newcastle  Cathedral,  and  in  nearly  all 
the  chorches  and  chapels  in  the  city  and  district,  reference  was  made  to  the 
sadden  death  of  Prince  Leopold,  Dnke  of  Albany,  at  Cannes,  on  the  28th. 

APRIL. 
7. — ^The  following  letter,  addressed  to  Mr.  John  Hancock,  by  Mr.  Joseph 
Crawhall  and  Mr.  J.  W.  Barnes,  was  published  to-day  : — "  Newcastle- 
npon-Tyne,  March  14th,  1884.— Dear  Mr.  Hancock,— By  the  will  of  the  late 
Miss  Isabella  Bewick,  of  Gateshead,  who  died  on  the  8th  June,  last  year, 
we  were  appointed  executors  and  entmsted  with  the  following  bequest : — 
'I  give  and  bequeath  all  my  paiatings,  water  colours,  prints,  and  engravings 
in  and  about  my  dwelling  house,  and  the  cast  of  the  bust  of  my  late  father 
with  its  pedestal,  to  my  said  executors  absolutely,  in  the  belief  and  confid- 
ence that  they  will  present  or  dispose  of  the  same  to  such  institution  or 
institutions  which,  in  their  uncontrolled  discretion,  they  think  will  best 
perpetuate  and  keep  alive  the  memory  of  my  late  father,  Thomas  Bewidc, 
and  his  ability.'  In  carrying  out  this  direction  of  the  testatrix  we  have 
recorded  the  claims  of  Newcastle-upon-Tyne  as  p  iramount,  and  have  there- 
fore selected  the  articles  enumerated  in  the  schedule  annexed,  and  now  beg 
to  offer  them  as  a  gift  to  the  Newcastle-upon-Tyne  Natural  History  Society. 
May  we  add  that  the  great  interest  you  take  in  the  new  museum,  your  keea 
sympathy  with  Bewick's  work,  aad  your  long  friendship  with  his  family, 
afford  us  additional  pleasure  in  makinff  thia  offer  at  your  hands." — ^At  a 
meeting  of  the  committee  of  the  Natural  History  Society,  held  on  April  2, 
a  resolution  accepting  the  gift  was  passed.  The  bequest  comprises  a  large 
number  of  coloured  drawings  of  birds,  &o.,  by  Thomas  Bewick,  and  other 
members  of  the  family. 

21.— The  Easter  Guild  of  the  Freemen  was  held  to-day,  in  the  Guildhall» 
before  the  Mayor,  who  was  accompanied  by  the  Sheriff,  Uader-Sheriff  (Mr. 
Harle),  and  the  Town  Clerk. — Councillor  Wilson  said  at  the  Christmas 
Guild  he  stated  that  the  stewards  had  decided  to  apply  to  the  oompanies 
for  their  opinion  upoa  the  application  of  the  Corporation  for  25  acres  of  the 
Moor  at  Fenham  Ends  (Nun's  Moor)  to  use  as  a  recreation  ground.  Some 
of  the  companies  had  not  seat  any  reply,  but  most  of  the  companies  had^ 
and  the  resnlt  of  the  returns  received  was  very  nearly  equal;  a  good  many  of 
tiie  companies  were  in  favour  of  granting  the  application  on  certain  condi- 
tions, and  there  were  nearly  an  equal  number  aroolutely  against  it.  One  of 
the  conditions  proposed  by  many  of  the  oompanies  was  that  the  Corporation 
should  take  an  early  opportunity  for  obtaioing  legal  authority  to  make  the 
arrangement.  The  oompanies  hesitated  in  eiving  way  in  a  matter  of  thia 
sort  until  they  were  authorised  by  law  to  do  so.  Other  companies  had  a 
strong  feeling  as  to  the  rent  to  be  paid  for  the  land,  and  declared  that  the 
rent  must  be  unfettered  in  every  respect,  and  its  disposal  left  entirely  to 
the  Stewards'  Committee.  The  matter  was  left  in  this  uncertain  state,  and 
until  legal  authority  was  really  obtained  the  matter  must  stand  in  abeyance. 
There  was  a  general  feeling  on  the  part  of  the  freemen  and  oompanies  that 
the  interests  of  the  people  should  be  met  as  far  as  they  could,  taking  care 
that  the  interests  the  freemen  oave  up  were  fully  paid  for,  and  that  the 
money  should  be  received  and  disposed  of  for  their  benefit.  It  would  be 
for  the  Town  Moor  Management  Committee  of  the  Council  to  consider  the 
matter ;  and,  as  he  believed  the  Corporation  would  be  going  to  Parliament 
next  Seiision  for  a  bill,  there  would  be  no  difficulty  in  putting  this  matter 
right.  He  had  hoped  that  before  this  time  the  bowlinff  track  on  the  Moor 
would  have  been  opened,  and  bowlers  excluded  from  ul  other  parts  of  the 
Moor.— The  Mayor  said  the  bowling  track  on  the  Moor  was  just  completed, 
and  would  no  doubt  in  the  course  of  a  short  time  be  opened.  He  imagined 
that  the  Town  Moor  Manaoement  Committee  would  very  probably  invite 
ioow  of  the  freemen  to  bowl  with  them,  and  open  the  bowlmg  tndk  ia  ^ 
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nmmer  in  which  their  ancestors  nsed  to  do.  With  respect  to  the  proposed 
recreation  ground  oo  the  Moor  at  Fenham  Eods,  it  was  pleasing  to  find  that 
the  freemen  were  qnite  open  to  negotiate  the  matter  on  mir  equitable  terms. 
The  freemen  had  thrown  out  the  olive  brsnch  that  day  ;  and,  although  he 
waa  not  ao  active  member  of  the  Town  Moor  Management  Committee,  he 
would,  on  behalf  of  the  Corporation,  say  it  would  be  cordially  received. 

23. — A  special  meeting  of  the  Newcastle  School  Board  was  held  to-dav. 
The  Finance  Committee  presented  a  report,  containins  a  statement  of  the 
cetimated  income  and  expenditure  of  the  Board  for  the  half  year  ending 
^eptember  29, 1884,  as  follows : — Expenditure :  Current  balance  overdrawn, 
£86  6s.  8d. ;  salaries  of  officers,  £800 ;  legal  and  other  expenses  of  administra- 
tion, £600 ;  salaries  of  teachers,  £5,500 ;  books,  apparatus,  stationery,  £400; 
faeU  light,  cleaning,  repairs,  &c.,  £700 ;  rents,  rates,  taxes,  and  insurance, 
£120;  other  expenses  of  maintenance,  £6,870;  industrial  schools,  £800; 
repayment  of  loans  and  interest,  £2,230 — ^total  expenditure  for  the  half 
year,  £11,386  68.  8d.  Income :  Grants  from  Education  and  Science  and 
Art  Departments,  £3,364  ;  school  fees,  £1,800 ;  books,  &c.,  sold  to  children, 
£200 ;  rents  and  hire  of  rooms,  £50 ;  fees  for  scholarship  examination,  £16— 
total,  £5,430 ;  leaving  a  sum  of  £5,056  68.  8d.  to  be  raised  by  rate.  The 
eommittee  reoonunend  that  a  precept  for  £6,000  be  served  upon  the  rating 
aathority  to  meet  the  expenses  of  the  Board  up  to  September  29th.  The 
report  was  adopted. 

24. — Alderman  Hedley,  chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee  of  the  New- 
castle Corporation,  of  the  Newcastle  and  Gateshead  Gas  Companv,  and  of 
the  T^e  Steam  Shipping  Company,  attained  his  75th  year  on  April  22.  At 
the  ordinary  meeting  of  the  bcutrd  of  directors  of  the  last-named  Company 
to-day,  a  piece  of  plate,  privately  contributed  by  the  directors,  was  presented 
to  the  worthy  alderman,  together  with  an  illuminated  address ;  Councillor 
Stephens  presented  the  address,  and  Aid.  Stephenson  the  plate.  The  senior 
officials  of  the  Company  also  tendered  an  illuminated  address  of  congratula- 
tion ;  and  Aid.  Hedley,  who  was  in  excdlent  health  and  spirits,  expressed  his 
^predation  of  the  kindness  which  had  prompted  such  spontaneous  offerings 
of  attachment  and  esteem.  At  the  Corporation  Finance  Committee  meeting 
to-day,  an  expression  of  hearty  congratulation  upon  the  75th  return  of  the 
alderman's  birthday  was  passed  unanimously,  and  ordered  to  be  entered  on 
the  minutes. 

—  The  Newcartle  and  Northumberland  Assizes  opened  by  Justice 
Hawkins. 

25.— At  the  Newcastle  and  Northumberland  Assises,  Sarah  Jane  Holmes 
(34),  was  chained  with  having  murdered  a  boy  named  John  Holmes  Bums, 
the  son  of  Jonn  Bums,  solicitor's  clerk,  at  North  Shields,  on  7th  April. 
John  Burns,  solicitor's  derk,  Newcastle,  said  he  had  a  child,  John  Holmes 
Boms,  by  his  deceased  wife.  The  child  was  between  eight  and  nine  years 
of  age,  and  died  on  7th  April.  He  had  known  the  prisoner  for  about  five 
yean,  and  since  May,  1883,  had  been  living  with  her  as  man  and  wife  at  38, 
CSmrch  Way,  North  Shields.  About  the  end  of  January  he  took  his  child 
to  live  with  them,  and  the  child  continued  there  until  the  9th  March. 
Before  March  9  he  had  made  a  complaint  against  the  accused  that  she 
oonld  not  keep  herself  sober.  On  that  day  she  was  not  sober,  and  she 
pushed  the  child  into  the  street ;  and  he  therefore  took  him  to  his  father's 
hoaae  in  Goatsworth  Street,  Sunderland.  Between  the  9th  March  and  the 
7tb  April  he  saw  the  prisoner  eight  or  a  dozen  times.  She  pressed  him  to 
letom  to  her  and  take  the  boy  back  with  him.  He  refused  to  do  so. 
AboQt  ten  days  after  the  9th  March  he  met  the  prisoner,  and  refused  to  go 
hack  to  her,  and  she  on  that  occasion  said,  '*  Ton  had  better  be  careful,  as^ 
if  IsofTer,  he  shall  suffer  as  well."  On  the  6th  April  she  told  hiin,  **I 
eaonot  live  this  life,  what  do  you  intend  to  do."  He  said  he  did  not  intend 
to  do  anything  further.  On  the  morninff  of  Monday,  7th  April,  he  left 
Sondsriaad  for  Newcastle.    Before  going  he  law  his  child,  and  gave  him 
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money  to  buy  books  wiib.  Shortly  after  nioe  o'dock  be  received  informa- 
tion which  caased  him  to  go  to  the  pneoner's  honse  at  North  Shielda.  As 
he  was  refaaed  admisBion  he  called  through  the  keyhole,  *'  I  know  yon  have 
got  Johnny  there."  He  received  no  reply,  bnt  the  keyhole  was  immediately 
obecnred.  Shortly  afterwards  be  saw  the  prisoner  standing  in  the  street  in 
her  night  dress.    As  soon  as  she  saw  him  she  said,  *'  IVe  done  it,  Fve  taken 

goison."  She  appeared  as  if  she  was  going  to  fall  into  a  fit,  and  he  caoght 
er  in  his  arms  and  carried  her  into  the  boose.  His  son  was  lying  on  the 
bed  with  arms  raised  and  trembling,  and  when  the  lad  saw  him  he  said  "  O 
dear,  da,  I  am  dying."  Witness  said  «  nonsense,  keep  yonrself  oniet,"  and 
sent  for  a  doctor,  fie  asked  the  child  what  he  had  taken,  and  ne  replied 
"We've  taken  it  together."  The  child  died  soon  afterwards,  bnt  the 
prisoner  recovered.  It  was  proved  that  the  prisoner  had  given  the  boy 
poison  and  also  taken  poison  herself. — The  jury  found  the  prisoner  gnil^  <n 
murder,  but  recommended  her  to  mercy.  She  was  sentenced  to  death,  but 
afterwards  the  sentence  was  commuted  into  penal  servitude  for  life. 

—  William  Brogff  Leighton,  a  well-known  and  highly  respected  dtisen  of 
Newcastle,  died  suddenly.  Mr.  Leiehton,  who  was  74  years  old,  attended 
a  meeting  of  the  Newcastle  Board  of  Quardians  at  four  o'clock  to-day,  and 
shortly  uter  five  went  to  his  home  at  Heaton,  and  there  dropped  down 
dead.  Mr.  Leishton  was  one  of  the  leading  promoters  of  building  societies 
in  the  city ;  and  he  took  an  active  part  in  the  management  of  the  Northern 
Counties'  Building  Society.  For  many  years  he  carried  on  successfully  the 
business  of  a  printer ;  and  on  his  retiring  from  that  trade  he  devoted  all  his 
time  to  discharginff  his  duties  as  trcASurer  of  the  Northern  Counties' 
Building  Society.  Mr.  Leighton  was  a  leading  member  of  the  Primitive 
Methodist  Denomination,  and  for  many  years  was  a  local  preacher  and  class 
leader.  He  was  a  well-known  temperance  advocate,  and  took  an  active 
part  in  promoting  many  movements  navinff  for  their  object  the  religious  and 
social  well-being  of  the  community.  If  Mr.  Leighton  showed  greater  zeal 
and  earnestness  for  the  welfare  of  one  class  beyond  another  it  was  for  the 
children  in  Sunday  schools.  Nearly  aU  his  life  he  was  intimately  associated 
with  the  eastern  portion  of  Newcastle,  and  the  Primitive  Methodist  Chapel 
at  Byker  will  ensure  his  name  beinff  remembered  for  a  long  time  to  oome. 
The  old  chapel  at  the  BaUast  HiUs  was  found  to  be  too  small  for  the 
Primitive  Medodists  in  the  district,  and  in  1875  Mr.  Leighton  give  £1,000 
towards  the  cost  of  erecting  a  new  chapel  and  schools.  In  October,  1877, 
the  building  were  opened,  and  in  recognition  of  theservies  he  had  rendered 
to  the  Prinutive  Methodists  at  Byker  for  so  many  years  they  were  called 
"The  Leighton  Chapel  and  Schools."  Mr.  Leighton  was  one  of  the 
candidates  nominated  on  behalf  of  the  Primitive  Methodists  at  the  election 
of  the  first  School  Board  for  Newcastle,  and  he  was  returned  second  on  the 

Sill  with  7,014  votes.  Aid.  Hamond  beinf[  at  the  top  with  12,220  votes, 
e  remained  a  member  of  the  board  for  six  years,  and  at  the  election  in 
1877  he  was  one  of  the  unsuccessful  candidates. 

28. — The  first  annual  meeting  in  connection  with  the  Newcastle  Diocesan 
Society  for  the  Protection  of  Women  and  Children  was  hcdd  to-day  in  the 
Council  Chamber,  Town  Hall,  Newcastle,  under  the  presidency  of  the  Bishop 
of  Neweastle.  llie  following  is  an  abstract  of  the  first  annual  report  of  the 
ladies'  branch :— "  The  Church  of  England  Diocesan  Society  for  the 
Protection  of  Women  and  Children  has  been  working  steadily  onring  the 
past  year  in  Newcastle,  on  the  lines  laid  down  for  its  oonstitution  by  the 
Lord  Bishop  of  the  diocese,  and,  we  trust,  with  some  success.  Our  branch 
numbers  fifty  working  and  twenty-four  honorary  associates.  About  seventy 
girls  have  been  befriended  in  various  ways  and  under  different  circumstanoes 
by  the  society.  The  preventive  work  hiis  naturally  shown  the  meet  hopeful 
results,  and  it  is  quite  impossible  to  over-rate  its  ^reat  importance.  This 
work  has  developed  much  more  fully  since  the  opemng  of  the  training  home. 
We  ooonpy  at  present  only  one  house  (6,  Bavensworw  Tenaoe),  and  have 
twelve  onudxen  under  our  care.    In  a  few  weeks  we  hope  to  open  Not.  7 
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nd  &  Tlicee  hooaeB  win  then  be  need  as  the  tnining  home.  Here  there 
viD  ibo  be  accommodation  for  four  lady  boarders,  and  we  are  amdons  to 
iadnee  ladiee  to  live  in  the  home  who  (with  the  oonaent  of  the  clergy)  will 
udertake  church  work  in  the  town.  The  honse  now  oocapied  will  be 
vtSiaed  as  a  Reoeiying  Honae,  and  we  shall  then  be  able  to  accommodate 
thirty  children  in  all.  lo  connection  with  the  training  home  we  intend 
vorlong  a  free  Tegistrv,  not  only  for  the  girls  in  the  home,  but  also  for  other 
friendlen  girls  of  ^jood  character,  who  are  in  want  of  sitnations,  or  who 

X'  e  our  help  in  obtaining  a  sufficient  outfit  as  general  servants.  In 
to  secure  a  future  source  of  revenue  a  laundry  is  oeinff  built.  As  soon 
as  Not.  7  and  8,  Bavensworth  Terrace  are  furnished  we  shiQl  use  No.  6  as  a 
BeeeiTing  House,  In  which  girls  will  remain  for  a  short  probation  before 
phdog  them  in  the  training  home,  thus  preventing  the  bad  influence  of  a 
lodden  departure  after  a  few  days'  sojourn.  We  may  state  that  originally 
we  intended  only  to  start  this  small  deceiving  Home,  when  the  generous 
dkt  of  £1,000  was  made  us  by  Mrs.  Harvey,  of  Broadlmds,  In  the  Isle  of 
Wightk  through  the  president,  provided  we  would  start  our  work  on  the 
was  principles  as  those  of  Connaught  House,  at  Winchester.  The  com- 
mittee  determined  to  accept  the  liberal  gift,  and  to  work  with  good-will  to 
edleet  sufficient  funds  to  enable  them  to  carry  on  the  extended  work  of  the 
Tnining  Home. 

MAT. 

2.— A  young  man  named  Herbert  Stanley,  18  years  of  i^  who  resided 
with  his  {atii<ir  in  Den  holme  Street,  Spital  Tonjnies,  oommitted  suicide  by 
ihooting  himself  through  the  heart  with  a  pistol.  The  deceased,  who  was  a 
pQpil  teacher  at  Sir  Wm.  Armstrong's  school,  BSswiok,  left  the  house  about 
Wf-put  eiffht  o'clock  in  the  morning,  as  was  thought  for  the  purpose  of 
attending  the  sohooL  It  was  not  until  six  o'clock  in  the  evenmg  tiiat  a 
■Iter  of  the  deceased,  who  had  occasion  to  enter  the  hen  house  in  the  back 
ysrd  of  their  residence,  found  her  brother  lying  dead,  having  shot  lumself 
with  a  pistol  through  the  heart.  He  had  be^  dead  several  hours.  The 
deceased,  who  had  recently  been  studying  very  hard,  had  failed  to  pass  at 
an  ezsmioation  for  the  civil  service,  and  this  had  evidentlv  proved  upon  his 
Bmd.  An  inquest  was  held  before  the  deputy-coroner  (Mr.  Ijieo.  Hoyle), 
lad  a  Terdict  to  the  effect  that  Stanley  had  oonmiitted  suicide  whilst  in  an 
isaoond  state  of  mind,  in  oonsequenoe  of  overwork,  was  returned. 

1— llie  annual  parade  of  the  horses,  owned  b^r  Newcastle  Corporation, 
took  place  to^ay,  and  was  followed  by  a  competition  for  the  prizes  given  by 
the  Sanitary  Committee.  The  drivers  were  entertained  to  tea  and  concert  at 
the  Northumberland  Hall,  and  after  tea  the  chair  was  taken  by  Councillor 
G.  8.  Smith.  The  Mayoress  (Mrs.  Newton)  presented  the  prizes  to  the 
vinnsTB,  and  before  doing  so  said  :— Before  oommenoinff  the  pleasing  duty 
Miigned  tomethis  mommg^  I  should  like  to  say  a  word  respecting  the  oause 
fat  which  we  are  all  here  assembled,  viz.,  to  encourage  and  rewara  the  men 
who  hsTe  been  humane  and  kind  in  their  treatment  of  the  horses  committed 
to  their  care.  We  have  the  highest  authority  for  sayinj;  '*  A  good  man  is 
Bocihd  to  his  beast^"  and,  judging  from  what  I  saw  this  afternoon,  I  should 
ny  yon  are  all  good  men,  for  your  horses  have  every  appearance  of  being 
veil  groomed,  well  fed,  and  kindly  treated.  Horses  are  second  only  to  dogs 
in  their  faithfulness  and  sagacity.  They  fully  appreciate  kindness,  and  are 
eapable  of  evincing  great  attachment  to  their  owners.  There  are  many  well 
nthenticsted  instanoes  of  horses  having  saved  their  masters'  lives  by  their 
prudence  and  caution,  and  I  am  sure  aU  of  you  have  often  heard  of  horses 
taking  their  drivers  safely  home  i^ter  a  market  dav  or  a  fair  dajr,  on  which 
tensions,  you  must  allow,  the  horse  proves  himself  the  wiser  animal  of  the 
tvo.  Bnt,  of  course,  such  an  experience  could  not  possibly  happen  to  any 
of  oar  (Corporation  cartmen.  We  hope  the  men  who  have  been  fortunate 
cnoQgh  to  gain  a  prize  to-day  will  continue  their  kindness  to  their  horses  in 

ttteensdngyear,  and  those  who  haye  not  been  fortunate  must  just  try 
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affain*  remembering  that  honee,  however  well  tended,  aometimee  QSIke 
bipeds)  decline  to  look  their  best  when  speoudly  reqaested  so  to  do. 

6. — ^The  annual  procession  of  horses,  a  great  many  of  which  were  decorated, 
took  place  in  Newcastle,  onder  the  anspices  of  the  Newcastle  May  Day 
Horse  Procession  Society.  The  horses,  to  the  nomber  of  about  600,  marched 
from  the  Cattle  Market  through  the  chief  streets  of  the  city  to  the  Town 
Moor,  where  the  judging  took  place.  Prizes  to  the  value  of  about  £200 
were  awarded. 

6. — ^A  few  mombers  of  the  congregation  of  Jeemond  Church  presented 
Councillor  John  Cutter  with  a  handsome  silver  salver  and  his  portrait,  in 
recognition  of  his  services  as  church-warden  of  Jeemond  parish  during  the 
past  fifteen  years.  The  presentation  was  made  on  behalf  of  the  donors  by 
the  Vicar's  Chorohwarden  {Blr.  Philip  Mather),  who  referred  to  Mr. 
Cuttar*B  long  and  valued  services  in  connection  with  Jesmond  Churoh,  and 
expressed  a  hearty  desire  that  that  gentleman  mi^ht  soon  be  restored  to  his 
usual  health. — ^In  thanking  the  donors  for  their  handsome  present,  Mr. 
Cutter  stated  that  the  discharge  of  his  duties  at  Jesmond  Church  had  alwajrs 
beoi  a  labour  of  love,  and  that  it  was  very  ffratifving  to  him  to  find  that  his 
services  had  been  so  much  appreciated,  adcung  that  he  hoped  the  afiairs  of 
the  parish  would  go  on  as  harmoniously  as  in  the  past. 

—  Bv  order  of  the  executors  of  the  late  Mira  Isabella  Bewick,  of  Gates- 
head, the  en^praved  wood  blocks  by  the  late  Thomas  Bewick,  were  sold  at 
Messrs.  Christie  and  Manson's  Rooms,  ELing  Street,  Londoo.  There  was  a 
large  attendance.  The  four  lots  consisting  of  the  following  were  acid 
together  in  one  lot : — Bewick,  History  of  Bntish  Birds,  the  complete  set  df 
wood  blocks,  including  all  the  tail  pieces  (658  blocks) ;  Bewick,  History  of 
Quadrupeds,  the  wooa  blocks,  including  aU  the  tail-pieces  (332  blocks) ; 
ifisop,  Fables,  the  wood  blocks,  including  the  tail-pieces  (324  blocks) ; 
Bewick's  Life,  written  by  himself,  the  64  wood  blocks  and  2  copper  plates. 
Mr.  Quaritch,  bookseller,  Piccadilly,  and  Mr.  Ward  (Robt.  Ward  and  Sons, 
printers,  Newcastle),  were  the  competitors.  Mr.  Quaritch  bid  up  to  £2,300; 
and  Mr.  Ward  becune  the  purohaaer  for  £2,360. 

10.— Tha  Rev.  A.  Drysdale,  Canon  at  St.  Mary's  Roman  Catholic  Cathedral, 
Newcastle,  died  to-day  at  Naples.  He  went  to  the  south  of  France  at  the 
end  of  1883  to  seek  restoration  of  health,  and  afterwards  visited  Rome  and 
Naples,  and  died  at  the  latter  city  suddenly  from  heart  disease.  The 
descendant  of  an  old  Northumbrian  family,  CJanon  Drysdale  was  bom  at 
Great  Toeson,  near  Rothbury,  in  the  year  1836.  His  early  education  was 
received  at  Rothbury  Grammar  School,  and  at  Sedcdey  Park,  in  Staffordshire, 
At  the  age  of  fourteen  he  entered  St.  Cuthbert's  College,  Ushaw,  and  there 
oompleted  his  classical  studies.  After  a  brilliant  course  of  philosophy  and 
theology,  he  was  ordained  priest  on  26th  Maroh,  1862,  by  Dr.  Hogarth,  the 
Roman  Catholic  Bishop  of  Hexham  and  Newcastle.  Immediately  after  his 
ordination  he  was  appointed  assistant  priest  at  St.  Mary's  Cathedral,  New- 
castle, where  he  afterwards  constantly  resided.  In  1860,  on  the  elevation  of 
Canon  Eyre,  who  up  to  that  time  had  been  parish  priest  of  St.  Mary's,  to  the 
Archbishopric  of  Glasgow,  Father  Drysdale  was  promoted  to  the  vacant  stall 
in  the  chapter  and  to  the  rectory  by  the  late  Bishop  Chadwick.  In  1873  he 
was  elected  a  member  of  the  Newcastle  School  Bosrd,  of  which  he  continued 
to  be  an  active  member  up  to  the  time  of  his  recent  illness.  The  rev. 
gentleman  was  a  favourite  with  all  classes,  his  candour  and  courtesy 
winning  for  him  friends  in  every  denomination.  He  was  a  zealous  worker 
in  the  cause  of  temperance. 

14. — ^The  annual  meeting  of  the  subscribers  to  the  C])onvaleecent  Society 
was  held  in  Newcastle  Council  Chamber,  the  Mayor  of  Newcastle  in  the 
chair.  Dr.  Philipson  read  the  medical  report,  which  showed  that  dnrinff 
1883  there  had  been  1,227  cases  in  the  Convalescent  Home  at  Whidev,  c3 
this  nomber  879  were  males  and  348  females ;  of  these  caaes,  427  were  from 
NorthomberUnd,  400  from  Newcastle,  300  from  Durham,  8  from  Torkshire, 
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1  horn  Oamberiand,  and  1  from  Sootlaad.  The  Rev.  F.  R.  Wheeler  read 
the  report  of  the  treunrer,  ahowing  reoeiptB  as  f ollowa  : — Balaooe  from  laat 
▼ear,  ^16  4s.  lOd.;  snbsOTiptioDS,  donatiomK  ohuroh  oolleetions,  oolleotioos 
by  workmen,  Hospital  Sunoay  Fond,  patients'  payments,  and  payments  for 
letters,  £2,237  ISs.  lOd.;  legacies,  £1,787 ;  interest  on  investments,  £208 
7s.  Id. — total,  £4,749  5s.  Od.  Expenditore,  maintenanoe  of  Home  at 
Whitley,  £3,074  lis.  Id.;  expenses  of  management,  £116  3s.  2d.;  interest 
on  aoooont^  £4  13s.  6d.;  hnilding  account  (cost  of  new  buildings),  £661  8s.; 
legacy  returned,  £18  Os.;  cash  in  bank,  £736  38.  Id.;  investment  in  Blyth 
and  fyne  Railway  Stock,  £250— total,  £4,749  5s.  9d. 

16.—- In  celebration  of  the  centenary  of  the  birth  of  Thomas  Miles 
Bichaidson,  senior,  a  loan  exhibition  <2  paintings  and  drawings  by  that 
artist,  to  the  number  of  about  200,  was  openei  to<^y  in  the  Central 
Exchange  Art  €hdlery,  in  this  city,  under  the  management  of  Messrs.  T.  P. 
Bsrkas  and  Son,  lessees.  The  Mayor  and  Mayoress  and  the  Sheriff  were 
present  at  the  opening  ceremony.  The  Mayor  said  the  duty  which  devolved 
vpon  him,  whilst  he  accepted  it  with  considerable  hesitancy,  was  of  the 
most  pleasurable  character.  He  would  much  rather  that  some  one  more 
funiliar  with  art  had  had  the  task  allotted  to  him  which  was  his  that  night, 
but  as  a  Newcastle  man  he  had  no  hesitation  in  Joining  in  paying  tribute  to 
the  memory  of  Thomas  Miles  Richardson.  As  Tynesiders  they  were  proud 
of  those  belonging  to  the  same  ilk  as  themselves ;  and  there  were  few 
memories  more  deserving  of  reoognition  than  that  of  T.  M.  Richardson,  the 
iather  and  founder  of  local  art^  and  that  day  through  the  forethought  of 
their  friend  Mr.  Barkas  they  celebrated  ms  centenary.  It  was  just  a 
hundred  years  that  day  since,  on  the  Ballast  Hills,  in  the  parish  of  All 
Saints,  at  the  east  end  of  the  town,  the  founder  of  landscape  and  marine 
painting  in  this  district  first  saw  the  light  of  day.  For  manjr  years  he 
struggled.  We  all  know  that  the  rowards  of  genius  were  oftimee  post- 
humous, and  it  was  now  our  lot,  some  36  years  afier  Richardson  had  oeen 
sathered  to  his  fathers,  to  celebrate  his  memory  in  the  town  which  gave 
him  birth.  To  their  friend  Mr.  Barkas  they  were  indebted  for  the  thought 
of  this  exhibition ;  and  he  was  sure  they  would  all  give  Mr.  Barkas  orMit 
for  having  conceived  a  most  exceDent  and  worthy  idea ;  and  when  they  had 
had  the  opportunity  of  inspectinff  the  collection  he  was  sure  they  would  say 
that  the  manner  in  which  it  had  oeen  carried  out  was  worthy  of  the  con- 
ception. When  they  saw  the  'collection  of  Richardson's  pictures  they  would 
be  quite  surprised  that  on  Tyneside  they  had  ever  had  an  artist  who  could 
paint  such  works  as  he  had  done.  Those  who  had  had  the  privilege  of  seeing 
the  ouUections  at  the  Royal  Gallery,  the  Grosvenor  Gallery,  and  even  the 
National  Gallery  in  London,  might  compare  the  landscapes  there  with  those 
of  Richardson,  and  not  feel  ashamed  of  their  townsman.  Genius  could  not 
be  made  or  educated,  but  was  the  gift  of  our  Common  Maker,  and  if  Thomas 
Miles  Richardson  had  not  been  endowed  with  genius  he  miffht  have  lived 
and  difcd  at  th  >  Ballast  Hills  where  he  first  saw  the  light  of  <&y.  Asachild 
of  seven  or  eight  years  he  showed  a  marked  ability  in  drawing.  The  first 
record  they  had  of  this  was  his  paintiog  one  of  those  familar  roosters — 
chanticleer,  and  he  did  it  so  admirably  that  a  gentleman  rewarded  him  with 
a  shilling  ;  and  a  shilling  to  a  little  boy  nearly  one  hundred  years  aoo  was 
no  small  trifle.  They  further  learnt,  as  a  matter  of  geesip,  rather  than  of 
history,  that  Richardson  was  so  vigorous  in  the  pursuit  of  art,  that  all  the 
doors  in  the  neigbbonrhood  of  his  home  had  chalked  upon  them  drawings  of 
men,  roosters,  and  ships  to  the  great  annoyance,  if  not  the  admiration,  of 
the  nei^bourhood.  His  genius  was  marked,  and  his  father  desired  to  give 
vent  to  it,  and  wished  to  apprentice  his  son  to  an  engraver.  Unfortunately, 
before  the  indenture  was  signed,  the  engraver  got  into  trouble,  his  shop 
was  abut,  and  that  entrance  to  art  was  cksed  to  Thomas  Miles  Richardson. 
He  was  apprenticed  to  a  house  carpenter,  and  underwent  considerable 
drudgery ;  but  during  his  leisure  hours  he  studied  art.  When  his 
apprenticeship  had  bMn  served,  he  left  the  drudgeiy  of  the  bench, 
and  took  up  what,  to  many  of  them,  would  be  even  a  more  irksome 
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task— that  of  a  sofaoolmaater.  A£  an  admirer  of  art»  he  revered 
Biohardflon's  memory  and  appreciated  his  work,  and  believed  they  were 
all  nnder  a  great  debt  and  obligation  to  the  lad  from  the  Ballast  Hills 
for  the  work  he  had  done,  and  for  the  halo  he  had  oast  around  his  nativs 
town.  Tyneside  was  not  generally  recognised  as  the  home  of  art.  People 
beyond  its  limits  were  more  inclined  to  asaooiate  Tyneside  with  heavy  douds, 
with  belching  chimneys,  and  with  dost  and  ooaL  Strangers  were  more 
inclined  to  associate  Tyneside  with  Vnlcan  than  with  the  Muses.  But 
whilst  they  had  been  able  to  cultivate  the  Muses  to  a  very  considerable 
extent,  both  in  poeti^  and  in  art,  they  had  been  able  to  associate  with  them 
arts  of  a  more  material  character.  W  hilst  there  had  floated  on  the  Tyne  to 
the  bosom  of  the  ocean  the  first  iron  vessel  that  ever  was  launched,  in  Aken- 
■ide  Hill  was  launched  into  the  world  one  of  the  sweetest  poets  and  most 
charming  didactic  writers  England  ever  knew.  Tyneside  was  the  cradle  of 
the  locomotive,  and  the  birthpUoe  of  the  most  powerful  military  weapon  of 
the  present  dav.  Whilst  all  this  was  true,  it  was  equally  true  that  they 
had  amongst  them  even  now  artists  who  were  no  unworthy  descendant^ 
and  who  were  entitled  to  bear  the  mantle  which  had  fallen  from  the 
shoulders  of  Thomas  Miles  Richardson.  It  would  be  invidious  on  his  part 
to  mention  specially  any  living  artists.  When  talking  of  art  in  Newcastle 
he  was  not  iMt  because  there  was  not  much  to  talk  about,  but  because  there 
was  an  inmiensity  of  subjects.  He  might  talk  to  them  of  John  Martin, 
Bell,  linnell,  Carmichael,  John  Bewick,  and  many  other  names,  each  of 
which  in  itsdf  would  form  a  sufficient  theme  for  an  hour's  lecture.  He 
concluded  by  declaring  the  Richardson  Centenary  Exhibition  open. 

26.— The  Rev.  George  Bell  was  entertained  at  a  j^ublic  breakfast,  in 
celebration  of  the JubUee  of  his  ministry  in  connection  with  the  congregation 
worshipning  in  Airras  Bridf^e  Presbyterian  Church,  Newcastle.  Aid. 
Cowen,  M.P.,  presided,  and,  m  proposmg  Mr.  Bell's  health,  referred  to  the 
great  ohanffes  which  had  taken  place  during  the  fifty  years  of  his  ministry, 
and  spoke  highly  of  Mr.  Bell's  services  as  a  minister.  A  public  meeting  was 
held  at  night  in  St.  James's  Congregational  Church,  Bath  Road,  the  Rev.  J. 
B.  BbuBtings,  junior  pastor  of  Bams^ridse  Church,  in  the  chair.  Addresses 
were  presented  to  Mr.  Bell  from  the  Newcastle  Presbytery,  and  from  the 
Newcastle  Nonconformist  Ministers'  Association.  The  chairman,  on  behalf 
of  the  Barras  Bridge  Ck>ngregation«  presented  to  Mr.  Bell,  an  address,  a 
silver  salver,  and  £750.  On  the  saWer  is  the  following  inscription  : — 
"  Presented,  along  with  an  address,  and  the  sum  of  £760,  by  the  oonxrega- 
tion  and  friends  of  Barras  Bridge  Presbyterian  Church,  Newcastle-on-Tyne, 
to  the  Rev.  Qeorge  Bell,  on  the  occasion  of  his  jubilee,  26th  May,  1884." 
The  following  is  an  extract  from  the  address  : — '*  Bom  in  Northumberland 
on  the  20th  of  November,  1804,  you  have  spent  your  entire  life  in  your 
native  county,  labouring  devotedly  to  further  the  highest  interests  of  its 
people.  After  the  usual  course  of  study  at  the  University  of  Edinburgh  and 
the  United  Secession  Divinitv  Hall,  vou  were  ordained  as  the  seventh 
minister  of  this  congregation  then  worshipping  in  Carliol  Street,  Newcastle, 
on  the  20th  of  August,  1834.  The  circumstances  of  your  settlement  were 
far  from  encouraging.  The  congregation  was  then  at  its  lowest  ebb.  A 
heavy  debt  hung  over  the  heads  of  tne  few  remaining  members.  The  build- 
ing itself  was  mortgaged  to  an  extent  sufficient  to  tax  the  resources  of  the 
strongest  cause.  I^mic  confidence  in  the  little  flock  had  been  to  a  great 
extent  withdrawn.    Truly,  you  had  a  bold  htart  to  enter  upon  such  a 

Shore.  It  was  a  task,  however,  congenial  to  your  temperament  and  gifts, 
ardly  had  you  besun  your  ministry,  when,  with  characteristic  enersy, 
you  proceeded  with  the  work  of  debt-reduction.  At  great  personal  sacrinoe 
you  succeeded  one  by  one  in  relieving  the  pressing  burdens  of  the  congre^^ 
tion.  Hardly  a  year  passed  without  something  substantial  beiog  done  in 
this  direction,  in  1862,  when  the  mortgage  stood  at  £600,  it  was  found 
necessary  to  repair  and  alter  the  church  premises  at  an  expense  of  over  £200. 
How  hara  the  struggle  was  in  those  early  times,  your  people  belonging 
mainly  to  the  poorer  classes,  we  oan  scarcely  imagine.    Gradually,  however. 
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these  diffieoltiM  were  got  over.  The  oongregetion,  nnder  your  ministry, 
oontmiied  to  make  progress.  At  last  the  necessity  of  having  a  new  place  of 
worship  began  to  press  itself  on  yonr  attention.  In  1872,  it  took  practical 
shape  ;  the  foundation  stone  was  dnly  laid  ;  end,  in  the  following  year,  the 
present  bnilding,  erected  at  a  ooet  of  nearly  £6,000,  was  formally  opened  by 
the  Bev.  Dr.  Cairns.  Of  the  enormous  work  connected  with  snch  an 
enterprise  yon  bore  far  more  than  your  full  share.  It  may  safely  be  averred 
thjbt  yoor  energetic  spirit  was  the  mainspring  of  the  movement.  The  edifice 
is  a  monnment  to  yonr  untiring  zeal.  Smoe  then,  the  congregation  of  Barras 
Bridge  has  steadily  increased,  alike  in  nnmber  and  uwuence,  and  now 
oocapies  a  high  place  among  the  churches  of  the  denomination  to  which  it 
belongs-  In  1876,  the  weight  of  years  and  labours  beginning  to  tell  upon 
yoor  strength,  it  was  deemed  advisable,  in  accordance  with  your  own 
suggestion,  to  secure  for  you  the  services  of  a  colleague  in  the  ministry  ; 
towards  whom,  since  his  appointment,  you  have  maintained  the  most 
honourable  and  affectionate  roiations." — ^Tbe  Bev.  George  Bell,  in  acknow- 
ledging the  present,  spoke  of  the  great  advance  made  in  religious  and  other 
matters  in  I^ewcastle,  and  referring  to  the  sift  of  £750,  ne  said : — The 
oongregation  have  done  themselves  great  crecut  in  presenting  me  with  so 
large  a  sum  at  my  jubilee.  I  wish,  however,  the  whole  oonsregation  to  share 
in  the  joy  connected  with  their  old  minister's  jubilee.  I  tneiefore  give  the 
whole  sum  to  the  reduction  of  the  debt.  Love  of  money  is  not  one  of  my 
besettinff  sins.  I  have  been  engaged  nearly  all  my  life  paying  off  debt  either 
on  the  old  chapel  or  on  the  new,  and  if  I  could  have  my  own  way  I  would 
not  have  one  farthing  of  debt  on  our  church  when  I  die. 

28. — ^The  annual  meeting  in  connection  with  the  Northern  Counties 
Institution  for  the  Deaf  and  Dumb  was  held  at  the  Institution,  Newcastle, 
the  Mayor  in  the  chair.  The  report  stated  that  the  number  of  pupils  in 
the  institution  was  96.  The  income  for  the  year,  including  about  £1,800 
from  legacies,  was  £3,476  17s.  A  special  donation  of  £700  had  been 
receiveain  addition  for  new  buildings.  The  sum  of  £1,100  out  of  the 
legacies  was  invested,  and  a  balance  of  £540  remained  in  hand. 

SOl — ^The  fourteenth  annual  meeting  of  the  members  of  the  Central 
Exchange  Art  Gallery  and  News  Boom  was  held  to-nighl  The  Mayor  of 
Newcastle  presided.  The  Mayor  said  there  was  a  feeling  that  the  civic 
authorities  should  not  interfere  with  private  enterprise ;  but  there  were 
ezoeptionB  to  every  rule.  They  did  not  look  upon  the  Art  Gallery  or 
upon  Aid.  Barkas  as  private  but  rather  as  public  property ;  and  the  inhabi- 
tants  of  the  dty  were  deeply  indebted  to  Aid.  Barkas  for  the  very  great 
artistic  treats  he  offered  them.  It  had  occurred  to  him  that  if  Aid.  Barkas 
and  his  son  were  to  retire  from  the  Gallery  and  close  its  doors,  what  would 
become  of  the  thousand  gentlemen  who  resorted  there  from  dav  to  day  ?  They 
could  not  look  upon  such  an  event  in  any  other  light  than  as  a  public 
calamity.  Since  last  year  a  change  had  taken  place  in  the  management  of 
the  Art  Gallery.  The  proprietors  now  were  Barkas  and  Son ;  and  he  (the 
Mayor)  was  sure  that  at  the  first  annual  meeting  after  their  accession  to  the 
sole  partnerriiip  they  must  all  join  in  most  cordially  wishing  them  a  long, 
happy,  and  prosperous  career.  (Applause.) — Aid.  Barkas  said  the  very 
ele^^t  room  in  which  they  were  assembled  was  built  by  our  townsman, 
Mr.  Grainger,  in  1836,  and  opened  b>  him  as  a  news  room  in  1839.  Prior 
to  that,  in  1838,  there  had  been  an  exhibition  in  connection  with  the  British 
Association  held  there,  though  at  that  time  the  building  was  not  quite 
finished.  From  1839  to  1870  the  the  news  room  underwent  many  vicissitudes. 
It  did  not  meet  with  success,  and  it  had  to  be  given  up  as  an  unpaying  specula- 
tion. In  1878  Mr.  Tweedy  and  himself  took  the  room,  and  from  that  time  it 
bad  been  carried  on  with  unvarying  success.  Mr.  Tweedy,  as  the  Mayor  had 
intimated,  had  now  retired  from  business  and  from  partnership  as  a  proprietor 
of  that  room,  and  it  was  now  under  the  lesseeship  of  his  (Mr.  Barkas)  son 
and  himself.  They  trusted  that  the  enterprise  which  had  characterised  it  in 
the  past  would  be  even  more  actively  displayed  in  years  to  oome. 
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JUNE. 

1.— This  morning  a  young  woman  was  seen  to  jomp  from  the  Bedheiuh 
Bridge,  near  the  Gateshead  end,  into  the  Tyne.  She  was  almost  immediatdy 
rescued  by  the  hands  of  a  passing  taffboat»  and,  to  all  appearances  being 
very  little  the  worse  for  her  fetafxd  leap  and  immersion,  was  given  into 
custody.  She  was  removed  to  the  Gateshead  Borongh  Police  Station  and 
from  thence  to  the  Newcastle  Infirmary,  and  soon  completely  recovered. 

2. — ^The  annaal  scholarship  fund  breakfast  in  connection  with  the  School 
of  Science  and  Art,  Corporation  Street,  Newcastle,  was  held  this  momin^^ 
in  Bath  Lane  HaU.  The  Mayor  (Dr.  Newton)  presided,  and  was  aooorn- 
panied  by  the  Mayoress.  There  was  a  very  large  company  present.  After 
the  breakfast  a  poDlic  meeting  was  held  in  the  ^shorc^  The  Mayor  spoke 
of  the  spread  of  education,  and  the  establishment  of  the  Bath  Lane  Schools 
by  Dr.  Kutherford  and  others,  and  said  the  work  which  had  been  done  in 
mth  Lane  was  somewhat  startling,  and  the  public  were  to  a  very  great 
extent  unacquainted  with  it.  Since  the  establishment  of  tiiose  scholanhip 
breakfasts — ^for  he  believed  the  scholarships  and  the  breakfasts  had  gone  on 
hand-in-hand,  as  he  hoped  they  would  for  many  a  vear — £1,000  had  been 
distributed  through  their  instrumentality. — Dr.  Rutherford  said  scholarships 
and  exhibitions  connected  with  that  institution  were  open  to  the  whole 
community — there  were  no  eccleeiastioal  restrictions  or  obligations  what- 
ever, so  that  boys  and  girls  of  all  churches,  or  of  no  church,  were  free  to  run 
on  equal  terms  the  race  of  intoUectual  improvement.  That  had  always  been 
the  doctrine  at  Bath  Lane.  The  children  of  all  the  public  elemenUiy 
schools  in  the  north  of  England  were  free  to  compete  for  the  scholarships, 
and  the  prizes  that  were  given  were  of  course  open,  without  restriction  and 
without  distinction  to  all  who  might  come. 

3. — ^To-day  (Whit-Tuesday)  a  review  of  the  northern  volunteers  and  a 
sham  fight  were  held  at  Gosforth  Park  by  General  Willis.  Abont  6,600 
volunteers  were  present. 

8. — For  the  week  ending  this  date  the  death-rate  of  Newcastle  was  14*6 
per  1,000,  affainst  19*6  per  1,000  in  the  average  for  the  28  great  towns  in 
England  ana  Wales. 

12.— The  members  of  the  Newcastle  Gorporation  made  an  inspection  of 
the  foreshore  of  the  river  Tyne  ;  they  embarked  from  the  Fish  Quav,  New- 
castle, on  board  the  Charles  AUwood  steamer,  and  after  inspecting  the  lower 
portion  of  the  river  proceeded  to  inspect  the  foreshore  above  bridge. 

13. — A  time-honoured  institution  in  Newcastle  disappeared  to-day,  the 
Goldsmiths'  Company  having,  on  their  last  head  meeting  day,  resolved  to 
resign  the  guardianship  of  the  hall  marks  and  supervision  of  the  stamping 
of  gold  and  silver  plate  in  Newcastle,  and  notice  to  this  efiioct  having 
been  given  to  Her  Majesty's  Commissioners  of  inland  revenue,  the  dies 
for  stamping  silver  plate  were  e£GMed  to-day  in  presence  of  the  officer 
appointed  and  the  widens  of  the  company.  The  Newcastle  Assay  Office 
was  established  in  1702,  and  from  1717  the  Assajr  Office  was  in  Dean  Court, 
in  Painter  Heugh,  leading  from  Dean  Street  to  Pilgrim  Street.  The  follow- 
ing is  sin  extract  from  an  article  on  this  subject  in  the  NewcoiUe  CourarU  of 
June  20, 1884  : — "  The  first  assay  master  whose  name  we  meet  on  the  books 
of  the  company  is  Mr.  Fnncis  Batty,  who  was  appointed  in  1702.  All 
articles  mannfaotured  of  gold  and  silver,  except  watcn  cases,  had  to  be  taken 
to  the  Assay  Office  of  Uie  district,  and  if  found  of  ieg^  quality,  were 
stamped  thus  by  the  assayer.  The  hall  mark  showing  the  district  where 
manufactured,  or  the  hall  where  assayed,  is  at  Birmingham  an  anchor ; 
Chester,  three  wheat  sheaves  or  a  dagger ;  Dublin,  a  figure  of  Hibamia ; 
Edinburgh,  castle  and  lion  ;  Exeter,  castle  with  two  wings ;  Glasffow,  a 
tree  and  a  salmon  with  a  rioff  in  its  month ;  London,  a  kopard's  head ; 
Newcastle,  three  castles ;  Sheffield,  a  crown ;  York,  five  Uons  and  a  cross. 
Then  there  are  standard  marks,  duty  marks,  and  date  marks,  those  little

half  oblitented  marks  on  the  baoka  of  oor  diver  spoons  and  forks,  by  which 
any  ailTenniith  is  able  to  sav  when  and  where  the  article  was  assayed. 
The  standard  mark  for  gold  for  22  carats,  and  silver  Hoc.  2dwts.  is 
for  lg»glM»^  a  lion  fMssant ;  for  Edinburgh  a  thistle ;  for  Glasgow 
a  lion  rampant,  for  Ireland  a  luurp  crowned.  Gold  of  18  carats  fine,  a  crown 
and  fi^nies  18^  silver  of  the  new  standard,  fi^<ure  of  Britannia.  The  dnW 
mark  is  the  head  of  the  sovereign,  and  indicates  that  the  duty  has  been  paicu 
The  date  mark  is  a  letter  of  the  idphabet,  which  is  changed  every  year,  and 
differs  in  different  companies.  From  1702  to  1720  the  record  of  the  date 
mark  in  Newcastle  was  kept  irregularly.  These  marks  were,  of  coarse,  pat 
on  only  those  articles  which  are  ap  to  the  required  standaid,  and  nothing 
was  more  interesting  than  to  observe  the  processes  to  which  they  are  sub- 
jectad  before  they  receive  the  authorised  stamp.  The  assayer,  we  see  from 
a  black  letter  copy  of  William  IIL  statutes,  was  sworn  in  according  to  a 
prescribed  fonn  of  oath,  which  specifically  ennumerates  how  he  shall  perform 
his  datit4.  For  example,  he  promises,  "  That  I  will  touch  no  gold  nor 
silver  but  what  shall  bie  of  the  goodness  of,  and  according  to  the  standard  of 
this  kingdom,  which  for  the  time  being  is,  or  shall  be  appoiuted  by  law  for 
wrought  plate  ;  and  all  such  g|old  and  silver  as  shall  be  Drought  to  me  to  be 
toDcbed  I  will  truly  set  down  in  writing,  and  the  same  at  all  times  as  I  shall 
be  required,  will  duly  and  truly  deliver  again  (except  eight  grains  as  afore- 
said) and  will  true  accounts  make  thereof  when  wereunto  required 
by  the  wardens  of  the  companies  wherein  I  am  chosen  assayer ;  and 
that  I  will  not  assay  make  of  things  new  wrought  before  they  be 
masked  with  the  mark  of  the  maker  or  owner  thereof  and  that  I  will 
not  put  into  the  aforesaid  box  any  silver,  but  that  silver  which  I  shall  have 
scraped  and  takeu  from  the  plate  which  I  shall  assay  and  pass  for  standard, 
BO  help  my  God."  Before  and  subsequent  to  their  separate  incorporation, 
the  goldBmiths  had  rules  and  regulations  pretty  much  akin  to  those  of  the 
other  companies.  No  master  was  to  have  more  than  two  apprentices,  and 
ibe  second  could  only  be  taken  after  the  first  had  served  so  many  years. 
No  apprentice  was  to  marry  before  he  had  completed  his  term;  no 
UDbrotherly  words  were  to  be  uttered  at  meetings,  and  absence  from 
meetingi  entailed  penalties.  Judging  from  the  few  entries  made  in  the 
booka,  fines  did  not  fall  so  tiiick  and  heavy  among  the  ^Idsmiths  as  they 
did  mmoag  other  companies,  and  the  member^  as  their  signatures  show, 
appear  to  have  been  well  educated  commercially.  The  natare  of  their 
bosinesB  prevented  the  interloping  from  which  other  guilds  suffered,  and 
they  had  no  need  to  employ  searchers  for  their  own  protection.  They 
hcfog^t  oharooal ;  they  dined  on  head  meeting  days ;  they  entertained  their 
friends  and  eaoh  other,  and  appear  to  have  gone  on  very  steadily 
md  with  such  success  that  they  furnished  a  mayor  on  three  or  four 
different  occasions.  As  might  be  expected  there  were  offenders,  and 
we  find  that  in  the  year  1730  two  of  the  brethren,  Mr.  Makepeaoe 
and  Mr.  Bullman  sustained  great  loss  by  their  apprentices,  Luke  Killing- 
worth  Potts  and  Robert  Ainsley,  stealing  some  of  tneir  property  and  selling 
it,  one  of  the  purchasers  being  a  brother  who  was  heavily  fined.  There 
being  no  Assay  Hall  nearer  than  York,  and  travelling  in  the  last  century 
being  much  more  tedious  and  costly,  the  Newcastle  ass^er  was  employed 
by  goldsmiths  of  other  towns  in  the  two  counties.  Mr.  Samuel  Thompson, 
in  1761,  brought  spoons  and  milk  pots  from  Durham,  and  the  chief 
goMsmiihs  between  the  Tweed  and  the  Tees  registered  their  punches  or 
tfade  marks  at  the  HalL  We  observed  that  mu^  and  buckles  furnished 
woric  for  the  assayer  to  a  considerable  extent  dunng  the  latter  half  of  the 
seventeenth  century,  end  for  three  years  Mr.  James  Crawford,  whose  shop 
was  at  the  head  of  the  Side,  in  1763  made  nothing  but  buckles.  One  of  the 
prindpid  firms  in  the  tovn  about  tiiat  time  was  Langlands  and  Robertson. 
In  1784,  the  duty  on  silver  was  increased,  aod  immediately  before  the  change 
was  made  that  firm  had  work  stamped  to  the  amount  of  7,305  ounces.  The 
artidea  included  100  coffee  pots,  112  teapots,  190  tongs,  9  dozen  table  spoons, 
and  n  great  number  of  tankards,  pints,  gills,  and  other  measures.    Some  of 
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the  local  goldsmith's  hoBinesses  have  been  long  established.  That  for 
instance  oorried  on  by  Mr.  S»well  in  Dean  Street,  which  was  began  as  far 
back  as  1717,  and  in  that  time  there  have  been  only  fonr  changes  in  the  firm. 
It  was  in  the  family  of  the  Kirkups  for  fifl^-seven  years ;  for  fifty-two  years 
it  was  carried  on  by  Mr.  Watson ;  and  for  thirty-one  by  Mr.  SewelL 
Attempts  have  been  made  more  than  once  to  abolish  the  Assay  Office,  and 
to  remove  the  entire  business  to  London.  Mr.  James  Hobson  is  the  last 
assay  officer." 

16. — ^The  first  annaal  meeting  of  the  Cathedral  Nnrse  and  Loan  Society 
for  the  Sick  Poor  of  the  City  of  Newcastle  was  held  this  afternoon,  in  the 
Oooncil  Chamber,  Town  Hall,  the  fiishop  of  Newcastle  in  the  chair.  The 
following  is  an  abstract  of  the  report  presented  by  Mrs.  R.  J.  Johnson, 
honorary  secretary  : — The  society  was  formed  in  the  sprinc;  of  1883.  The 
appeals  to  the  public  were  well  received,  and  sufficient  f un&  were  raised  by 
November  to  enable  the  committee  to  begin  the  work  with  two  nurses,  who 
lived  in  lodgings  and  commenced  nursiog  in  the  districts  of  St.  Nicholas, 
All  Saints,  and  Jesmond.  A  third  lady  joined  the  work  early  in  December. 
In  February  the  house,  No.  4,  Gresham  Place,  was  taken  and  furnished  as  a 
home  for  the  nurses.  The  staff  took  up  residence  in  the  house  on  the  12th 
of  Febraary ;  and  on  the  28th  it  was  formally  opened  for  the  work  of  the 
society  hj  the  Bishop  of  the  diocese.  At  present  there  are  four  nurses 
engaged  m  nursing,  and  the  area  of  work  has  been  extended  to  the  districts 
of  St.  Philip,  St.  Andrew,  and  St.  Stephen.  Although,  owing  to  the 
elementary  stage  of  the  work,  the  committee  are  only  able  to  record  eicht 
months  nursing  f  i>r  two  nurses,  six  months  for  the  third,  and  four  weeks  tor 
the  fourth,  the  list  of  visits  paid  will  show  that  the  staff  have  not  been  idle. 
Of  course,  in  the  first  dajs  of  beginning  in  a  fresh  neighbourhood,  much 
time  is  taken  up  in  seeking  cases  of  sicluiess,  and  in  mining  the  intentions 
of  the  society  known.  The  number  o^  cares  nursed  has  be^  about  220,  and 
the  number  of  visits  paid  about  3,000. 

18.— A  meeting  of  Newcastle  School  Board  was  held  to-day,  in  the  Board 
Boom,  Grainger  Street,  Newcastle,  Mr.  G^o.  Luckley,  chairman,  presiding. 
— The  Schools  Committee*)i  report  reported  that  the  sub-committee  of  the 
Public  Libraries  Committee  of  the  Corporation  waited  upon  them  on  Tuesday 
to  inquire  if  the  Board  would  be  willing  to  assist  them  m  the  establishment 
of  public  new  s  rooms  at  the  east  and  west  ends  of  the  city  by  muting  the 
use  in  the  evenings  of  a  suitable  room  or  rooms  at  Westmorland  Road  and 
Byker  Board  Schools,  and,  if  bo,  upon  what  terms  and  conditioDS.  The 
deputation  intimated  to  the  committee  that  the  Public  Libraries  Committee 
had  not  the  means  at  present  to  start  more  than  news  rooms,  where  the 
public  might  read  the  uewspapers  and  periodicals  of  the  day.  The  com- 
mittee of  the  Board  expressed  their  deep  regret  at  this,  as  they  were  hopeful 
that  the  Public  libranes  Committee  would  see  their  way  to  start  branch 
libraries  at  Newcastle  by  transferring  books  from  the  central  library  to  the 
proposed  east  and  west  end  branches.  The  committee  recommended  : — 
'*  That  the  Board  grant  to  the  Public  Libraries  Committee  the  use  of  West- 
morland Road  andSyker  Infants'  School  Booms  as  public  news  rooms,  from 
6  to  10  o'clock  in  the  evening  (Sundays  excepted)  free  of  renti  but  on  the 
understanding  that  the  Corporation  defray  all  expenses  of  lighting  and 
heating  during  those  hours,  remunerate  the  care-taker  for  extni  cleaning 
and  attention,  and  provide  all  the  necessary  furniture  and  appliances  for 
the  news  room  proper."  The  report  was  confirmed.— On  the  motion  of  Mr. 
Edward  Sewage,  seconded  by  Dr.  Rutherford,  the  Rev.  Father  Wood,  St. 
Andrew's  Roman  Catholic  Church,  was  elected  a  member  of  the  Board  in 
the  place  of  the  Rev.  Canon  Drysdale,  R.C.,  deceased. 

21.— The  new  vane  was  placed  in  position  on  the  steeple  of  All  Saints' 
Church,  Newcastle,  this  momins.  It  has  been  manufactured  by  Messrs. 
Walker  and  Emley,  of  the  Neville  Works,  Gallowgate.  It  is  of  wrought 
iron,  is  of  6  in.  diameter  by  base  and  3}  in.  at  the  top.  It  is  a  revolving 
vane,  has  a  large  copper  ball,  20  in.  diameter,  and  a  lead  base  let  into  the 
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topmoat  ticme  of  the  steeple.  There  is  a  oontinnoiui  shaft  through  the 
maaoniy,  which  desoeDoU  about  30  ft  into  the  steeple.  The  shaft  has  a 
hesTy  pendalam  attached  to  the  bottom  to  assist  in  oalancing  the  steeple 
when  mored  by  the  wind.  The  entire  length  of  the  vane,  irrespective  of 
the  bshuidng  shaft,  from  base  to  top  is  8  ft.  It  ia  snrmoanted  by  large  gilt 
bsUs,  and  with  its  copper  ball  ana  ornamental  spear,  presents  a  neat  and 
elegsnt  appearance.  Tne  new  vane  is  slightly  higher  than  the  old  one 
vas,  and  being  of  wrought  instead  of  cast  metal,  it  is,  of  course,  much 
stronger. 

25  —The  Northumberland  Plate  was  won  at  Newcastle  races,  held  at 
Gosforth  Park,  by^Mr.  T.  Holmes'  (of  Jarrow)  Lawmioster.  The  value  of 
the  stakes  was  £730.    Over  26,000  paid  for  admission  to  the  Park. 

—  The  third  annual  festival,  promoted  by  the  North  of  England 
Temperance  Festival  Association,  was  commenced  on  Newcastle  Town  lioor 
to^y,  and  was  continued  the  next  day.  The  weather  was  fine,  and  the 
atten<ianoe  very  laree.  Councillor  W.  D.  Stephens,  President  of  the 
Association,  estunated  that  over  a  quarter  of  a  million  persons  were  present 
on  the  two  days. 

27— The  Bishop  of  Durham,  in  the  House  of  Lords,  moved  the  second 
leading  of  the  Newcastle  Chapter  BilL  He  said  : — ^It  will  be  fresh  in  the 
recollection  of  your  lordships  ui%t  in  the  year  1878  an  empowering  Act  was 
passed  for  tbe  creation  of  four  new  bishoprics,  and  amongst  the  sees  affected 
wuooeinthe  dipoeseof  Durham.  The  liberalty  of  imrham  and  North- 
umberUnd  answered  and  contributed  within  lees  than  eighteen  months  after 
the  first  active  steps  were  taken  a  far  larger  sum  than  was  necessary  to 
provide  for  the  endowment  of  the  Bishopric  of  Newcastle,  as  specified  in  the 
Act  The  bishopric  was  created ;  a  young  and  active  diocesan  was 
coDseorated,  and  I  am  quite  sure  that  those  in  the  first  instance  who  were 
either  lukewarm  or  were  opposed  to  the  measuie,  will  now  allow  that  it  has 
been  accompanied  by  tiie  most  beneficial  results.  The  Bishopri ;  Aot»  1878^ 
profided  that  certain  arrangements,  which  were  inmiediately  necessary  for 
the  administration  of  the  diocese,  must  be  dealt  with  by  a>i  Order  in  ConnciL 
It  likewise  enabled  an  Order  in  Council  to  deal  with  patronage  of  the  Bishop 
of  Durham  situated  in  the  diocese  of  Newcastle.  An  Order  in  Council  was 
scoordingly  passed  and  nmtted  in  August^  1882,  which  dealt  with  these 
natters,  and,  with  my  full  consent,  the  whole  of  my  patronage  in  the  diocese 
of  Newcastle  was  handed  over  to  the  bishop  of  that  diocese.  But  there  were 
other  matters  not  provided  for  in  tiiis  way  ;  matters  for  the  completion  of 
the  ecclesiastical  framework  of  the  diocese.  The  bill  which  I  now  have  the 
honour  to  lay  before  your  lordships  deals  with  these  matters.  Its  main 
purport  is  the  creation  of  a  Desn  and  Chapter  in  the  diocese  of  Newcastle, 
sod  the  transference  of  a  canonry  in  the  Cathedral  Church  of  Durham^ 
whieh  is  attached  to  the  Archdeaconry  of  Northumberluid,  to  the  Cathedral 
Chnreh  of  Newcastle.  The  main  port  of  this  bill  is  neither  new  in  its 
mbstaoce  nor  in  its  language.  In  some  details,  of  course,  special  provisions 
nast  be  introduced  ;  but,  for  the  most  part,  it  follows  the  Truro  Chapter 
Act  of  1878  line  by  line  and  word  by  word.  This  remark  applies  to  the  first 
ten  cknses  of  the  bill,  and  I  should  only,  therefore,  be  wasting  your 
lordships'  time  if  I  dwelt  upon  these.  They  have  already,  in  efiect»  received 
the  sanction'  of  the  Lcfpslature,  and  I  need  not  assume  that  your  lordships 
an  discontented  with  what  has  been  done  on  previous  occasions ;  but  I 
thmk  I  shall  economise  time  in  the  end  if  I  venture  to  trespass  while  I  make 
s  few  remarks  with  regard  to  the  last  three  clauses  of  the  bill— 11,  12,  and 
13.  Several  intending  donors  to  the  Newcastle  Bidiopric  were  frustrated 
is  their  intentions  by  death.  In  one  instance  a  very  large  sum  was  promised 
by  a  warm  promoter  of  the  measure,  a  sum  which  appreciablv  affects  the 
iaeome  of  the  Bishopric  of  Newcastle.  I  have  in  my  possession  letters  on  the 
mbject,  and  I  am  informed  that  he  actually  had  ordered  a  cheque  to  be 
Bade  out,  with  other  cheques,  when  his  illness  terminated  fatally,  and  he 
wii  ttnaUe  to  ngn  these  cheques.    The  relatioDBi  I  believe^  are  aozioos 
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thftt  the  iotentioiis  of  the  donor  should  bo  carried  oat^  and  the  ezeentoni 
are  qaite  willing  to  pay  over  the  sum  to  the  endowment  fond  provided  they 
oaii  get  the  necessaiy  authority  to  do  bo.  A  clanee  in  this  bill  (tives  Uiem 
authority  to  do  so,  subjecc  to  an  order  of  the  court  as  a  guarantee.  I  now 
turn  to  the  12th  clause.  It  deals  with  matters  (»f  patronage.  The  patronage 
of  the  Bishop  of  Durham  in  the  county  of  Northumberla*  d  had  alreadv  htSen, 
disposed  of  by  an  Order  in  CounciL  The  patronage  which  this  bill  deals 
wii  n  is  of  a  different  kind.  Besides  the  Bishop  of  Durham,  certain  other 
bishops  have  the  patronage  of  a  number  of  livings — not  a  ver^  large  number 
— in  the  diocese  of  Newcastle.  With  one  sinffle  exception  this  patronage  is 
not,  I  am  told,  the  ance»tral  patronape  of  uifir  respective  sees.  Jt  was 
handed  over  to  them  by  an  Order  in  Cuuocil  not  more  than,  I  think, 
twenty -five  years  ago.  The  reason  it  was  handed  over  to  them  was  this : 
these  bishoprics  were  very  slenderly  endowed  with  patMnage,  and  in  this 
redistribution  it  was  thought  convenient  to  satisfy  their  uMd  by  handing 
over  a  certain  amount  of  patronage  of  the  See  of  Durham.  As  this  was 
done  by  lawful  means,  I  shall  not  venture  to  characterise  the  measure ;  I 
would  only  say  that  the  same  reason  which  was  then  urged  for  the  trans- 
ference of  these  external  bistioprics  is  one  for  the  transference  asked  by  this 
bill.  These  external  sees  now  are  very  richly  endowed  with  patronage, 
whereas  the  patronaice  of  the  ^  ishop  of  Newcastle  is  comparatively  slender. 
It  is  therefore  proposed  likewise  to  hand  over  to  the  Bishop  of  Newcastle 
the  patrtmage  of  certain  livings  within  his  catherdral  city  which  are  at 
present  in  the  hands  of  the  Vicar  of  Newcastle.  It  is  (»bviously  det^irable 
that  the  Bishop  of  Newcastle  should  be  the  most  influential  clergy^man  in 
his  own  cathewd  city,  and  patronage  will  be  one  element  in  that  ^r^ct'on. 
This  proposed  transference  will  be  made  with  the  full  consent  of  the  Vicar 
of  Newcastle.  Oue  point  more  with  resard  to  patronage.  The  Dean  and 
C>>apter  of  Durham  generously  propost^  to  hand  over  to  the  Bi<*hop  of 
Newcastle  and  to  the  Dean  and  Chapter  of  Newoast<e,  when  founded,  a 
certain  amount  of  the  patronage  beli»ng  n^  to  the  county  of  Ni»rthambttiland. 
This  generosity  will  be  more  appreciated  when  it  is  rememberetl  tha'  the 
Dean  and  Chapter  of  Durham  are  trustees  as  regards  their  p«tr<»nage  not 
only  for  the  diocese,  but  likewise  for  the  University  of  Darh^im.  Their 
position  in  this  revpeot  is  exceptional.  I  may  mention  that  this  clause  in 
the  bill  has  the  full  consent  of  all  the  )>ersons  interested  therein,  and,  in 
fact,  this  is  true  and  may  be  said  of  the  whole  bill.  I  now  tarn  to  the  last 
clause  ;  a  few  words  only  will  suffice  to  explain  that.  The  present  owner 
of  the  Archdeaconary  of  Northumberland  is  expected  to  perform  an 
impossible  feat.  He  is  not  only  to  serve  two  masters,  but  he  is  to 
be  in  two  places  at  the  same  time.  The  law,  in  fact,  has  nwt  provided 
for  such  an  emergency.  As  a  Canon  of  Durham  he  has  his  residence  in 
Durham ;  as  Archdeacon  of  Northumberland  be  is  to  leside  within  the 
diocese  of  Newcastle.  It  is  proposed  in  this  bill  to  define  his  stotus  and  to 
allow  him  to  retein  his  residence  in  Durham  until  his  voluntery  aco*^ptanoe 
of  some  stall  or  preferment  in  the  diocese  of  Newcastle  and  he  transfers 
himi*elf  thiiher.  When  his  stall  is  vacated,  eirher  by  rnsignition  or  death, 
then  it  will  be  handed  over  to  the  diocese  of  Newcastle  altogether,  to  be 
dealt  with  in  the  manner  preset  ibed  in  the  previous  part  of  the  bdL  Having 
giving  this  explanation,  i  will  only  ask  your  lordships*  favourable  considera- 
tion of  the  bill  and  request  you  to  afford  to  it  a  second  reading. — ^The  bill 
having  been  supported  by  the  Bishop  of  Carlisle,  was  read  a  second  time. 
The  bill  snooesstnlly  passed  through  the  House  of  Lords  and  Commons. 

JULY. 

1. — ^The  Mayor  of  Newcastle,  acoompanied  by  several  members  of  New- 
castle Corporation,  to-day  opened  the  Ballast  Hills  Burial  Ground,  as  an 
ornamental  garden  for  the  use  and  benelit  of  the  inhabirants  of  that  di»tricfe. 
The  land  at  the  Ballast  Hills  and  that  in  the  Manor  of  Byker  adjoining,  was 
obtained  from  one  Edward  lAwson  by  the  mayor  and  bugesies  of  that  day 
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ra  tibe  raum  of  King  Bdwird  VL,  and  the  prioe  paid  for  it,  £130,  mm  settled 
by  arbitratioo.  The  poaaeeaion  waa  afterwards  confirmed  by  an  Act  of 
Parliafnent  in  the  same  monarch's  reign.  Previooa  to  that  time,  in  the 
rngn  of  Si  ward  the  Fonrth,  the  manor  of  Byker  was  a  grant  to  Newoaatle 
from  the  Crown  on  the  death  of  the  third  £«rl  of  Northumberland.  It  was, 
Imwever,  restored  to  the  son  and  heir  of  the  E  «rl  on  his  coming  of  tigp  in 
1469.  The  1  md  was  nsed  as  a  burying  ground  at  the  time  of  Elizabeth  and 
James  the  First ;  and  the  glass  works  which  have  long  been  there  were 
started  by  the  three  refugee  familes,  Henzell,  Tyzsack,  and  Tittery,  who 
brought  the  art  of  glass  making  to  this  neighbourhood  from  France.  Being 
the  <mly  burying  sround  in  the  town  wh^re  the  religiouB  ceremony  ot  any 
denomination  c  uld  be  performed,  it  was  largely  used  by  Nonconformists, 
more  so  th«n  any  other  burial  place  in  Newcastle.  From  1794  to  1825,  it  is 
eompnted  that  no  fewer  than  16,000  persons  were  interred  there.  For  the 
past  thirty  yeans  or  more  the  pl«oe  has  been  closed.  Some  time  ago 
Cmiocillor  Henzell,  a  descendant  of  the  French  glass  maker  of  Elizabeth's 
time,  moyed  that  a  sam  of  £200  be  spent  in  laying  it  out  and  planting  it 
with  shrubs  and  trees.  Towards  this  sum,  the  trustees  of  the  ground  agreed 
to  band  over  to  the  Corporation  a  balance  of  £45  they  had  in  hand.  The 
Finance  Committee  deputed  to  take  the  matter  in  hand  a  sub-committee, 
eoniating  of  Mr.  Heiisell,  Mr.  Oibaon,  and  the  present  Mayor — ^the  two 
Isft-named  aa  repreaenting  East  All  Saints'  Ward,  where  the  ground  is 
situated ;  and  the  result  of  their  labours  has  be  n  to  make  the  ground  an 
attr  ctive  place  of  resort  for  present  and  future  generations. — Councillor 
Henzell  said  he  waa  glad  the  labours  of  the  committee  bad  been  so  far  com- 
pleted that  they  were  now  able  to  ask  the  Mayor  to  declare  the  ground  open 
to  the  public.  Having  briefly  referted  to  the  history  of  the  burial  groun^l, 
he  said  he  hoped  the  people  in  the  district  would  resort  to  the  ground,  and 
woold  take  care  to  preserve  the  trees  and  fiiwers.  The  firound  had  been 
the  pn*perty  of  the  Corporatio  i  for  well  nigh  three  hundred  yean.  In  the 
reign  of  Charles  il.  the  Attomey-Qeneral  attempted  to  take  the  ground 
away  from  the  Corporation  for  the  Crown  ;  but  ttie  Corporation  were  able 
ti>  maintain  their  right,  and  he  trusted  the  Corporation  would  be  aa  successf  al 
in  the  pr»sent  day  in  regard  to  the  fureshoree  of  the  Tyne. — ^The  Mayor  said 
the  ground  was  not  very  large,  but,  such  as  it  was,  the  people  must  be 
g'stual  for  it.  He  hoped  ola  and  sick  people  would,  on  fine  days,  be  able 
to  walk  about  there  and  enjoy  the  flowers ;  and  he  impressed  upon  the 
ekiliven  the  importance  of  not  plucking  the  flowers.  In  the  name  of  the 
Oorpiiration  he  declared  the  place  open  to  the  public.  The  Mayor  then 
op  ned  the  gite,  and  a  largA  number  of  people^  mduding  fully  a  hundred 
children,  entered  and  walked  about. 

7.~The  Summer  Assizes  for  Newcastle  and  Northumberland  were  fixed 
to  be  opened  to-day.  Justice  Manisty  arrived  in  Newcastle  from  London, 
snd  at  onoe  dr«ive  to  the  Mansion  House,  El  ison  Place,  where  he  robed, 
sfter  which  he  attended  divine  service  at  the  Cathedral.  The  usual  ceremony 
of  formally  opening  the  Aa^izes  by  reading  the  commissions,  &c.,  was 
dispensed  with.  Tbe  calendar  for  Newcastle  contained  the  names  of  seven 
pristoen,  implicated  in  three  charges  ;  and  that  for  Northumberland  con- 
tsined  the  names  of  four  prisoners.  At  the  commencemr-nt  of  the  business 
on  the  next  day,  all  the  usual  formalities  were  d  spensed  with,  the  Grand 
Jory  being  at  tince  sworn  in  and  addressed  by  the  Judge,  who  spoke  in 
condemnatory  terms  of  the  changes,  esp-  cially  of  only  one  judge  being  sent 
to  try  both  criminal  and  civil  canes.  Tne  foreman  of  the  City  Grand  Jury 
handed  to  the  Judge  a  presentment  in  reference  to  the  new  arrangements 
for  the  Asozes.  The  presentment  referred  to  the  inconveniences  which,  in 
the  opinion  of  the  Grand  Jury,' would  rtsult  from  the  new  arrang|ementB, 
particularly  as  to  the  waste  of  time  in  having  only  one  Judge  preaiding. 

9.— The  third  annual  general  meeting  of  the  Society  cf  Chemical  Industiy 
WM  ooounencrd  to-day  lu  the  Lecture  Theatre  of  the  Literary  and  Phiio- 
sophiod  aooiety,  Newoasfeto.     The  ohatr  was  oooopied  by  lir.  Waiter 
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Weldnn,  nrendent  of  the  society.  The  Mayor  (Dr.  Newton)  and  the 
Sheriff  (Mr.  T.  Nelson)  were  present  at  the  openinff  of  the  meeting  and 
welcomed  the  Tidion.    The  conference  lasted  toree  days. 

10. — ^The  annnal  meetiog  of  the  members  of  the  Association  of  Mnnidpal 
and  Sanitary  Engineers  and  Sarveyors  was  held  io  Newcastle  to-day  and 
two  following  davs.    Mr.  W.  G.  Laws,  the  City  Engineer  of  Newcastle,  was 

5 resident  of  the  Asuociation.    The  meeting  was  held  in  the  Gonncil  Chamber, 
'own  Hall,  and  the  Mayor  welcomed  the  members  of  the  Association  to 
the  city. 

11.— At  the  monthly  meeting  of  the  Tyne  Improvement  Ck>mmissioners 
held  to-day,  Mr.  J.  C.  Stevenson,  M.P.,  in  the  chair,  the  secretary  (Mr.  R. 
Urwin)  read  a  letter  ^m  Mr.  F.  KnoUys  to  the  chairman  informioff  him 
that  the  Prince  of  Wales  would  during  the  ^eek  commencing  Angost  18th 
visit  the  Tyne  for  the  purpose  of  opening  the  Coble  Dene  Dock. — ^Tbe 
Chairman  said  he  was  sure  the  Commissioners  would  receive  with  ffratifica- 
tion  this  announcement  of  the  intention  of  the  Prince  to  visit  l^eside. 
He  had  received  no  farther  information  regarding  the  precise  date  of  the 
Prince's  visit  beyond  what  was  stated  in  the  letter.  They  would  all  be  glad 
that  the  Prince  had  agreed  to  the  request  of  the  Commissioners  to  visit 
the  Tyne  and  open  the  Coble  Dene  Dock. — On  the  suggestion  of  the 
Chairman,  the  Commissioners  went  into  committee  for  the  purpose  of 
appointing  a  committee  to  make  the  necessary  arrangements  for  receiving 
the  Prince  in  a  suitable  manner. — ^The  Docks  Committee's  report  contained 
the  following:  "It  was  reported  that  Mr.  Leslie  had  offered  the  Com- 
missioners the  use  of  a  new  passenger  steamer  for  the  conveyance  of  the 
Prince  of  Wales  and  his  party  down  the  river  on  the  occasion  of  the  opening 
of  the  Coble  Dene  Dock,  next  month  ;  and  the  committee  recommend  that 
the  offer  be  accepted  with  the  cordial  thanks  of  the  Commissioners.  The 
committee  also  recommend  that  the  thanks  of  the  Commissioners  be  accorded 
to  Mr.  Leslie  for  his  offer  of  a  cargo  steamer  to  load  coals  on  the  occasion 
fefeired  to,  and  that  the  offer  be  accepted  if  found  desirable."— The  report 
was  adopted. 

la— Lieut.-General  Sir  Gerald  Graham,  V.C.,  K.C.B.,  B.E.,  arrived  at 
Newcastle  to-day,  on  the  invitation  of  the  officers  and  men  of  the  * 
1st  Newcastle  and  Durham  Engineer  Volunteers.  Qeneral  Graham,  who 
had  served  in  the  Crimea  and  Chinese  Wars,  took  part  in  the  recent 
campaign  in  Egypt.  In  1882  he  received  command  of  a  brigade  in  General 
Willis's  division,  and  he  commanded  the  advanced  force  of  Sir  Garnet 
WolMley'a  army.  At  Kassassin,  El  Teb,  and  Tamai  he  displayed  soldierly 
qualities  of  a  high  order,  the  appreciation  of  which  was  shown  in  his 
appointment  as  Lieutenant-General.  On  the  termination  of  the  Sgyptim 
campaign  he  received  the  honour  of  being  appointed  chief  in  command  of 
the  army  of  occupation,  and  when  it  became  necessarv  to  send  an  expedi- 
tion into  the  S«>udan  to  quell  the  rising  of  the  trioes  who  inhabit  the 
neighbourhood,  Gtoeral  Graham  was  selected  to  conduct  the  new  campaign. 
At  the  battle  of  El  Teb,  which  was  fought  on  the  24th  of  February,  1883, 
about  4,000  Englishmen  encountered  and  totally  routed  about  10,000 
Arabs.  The  battle  of  Tamai  occurred  on  the  13th  of  March.  In  that 
desperate  engagement  the  British  line  was  broken  by  the  foe,  and  in  the 
dreadful  struggle  that  ensued  General  Graham  took  a  conspicuous  part. 
His  connection  with  T^eside  is  chiefly  relative  to  the  Newcastle  and 
Durham  Engineers,  which  splendid  regiment  of  citizen  soldiers  he  has  on 
several  occasions  inspected.  In  this  corps  he  has  taken  a  great  interest^ 
and  by  his  soldierly  qualities  and  urban  manners  has  earned  alike  the 
respect  of  officers  and  men.  Thus  it  came  to  pass  that  on  his  return  home, 
after  his  distinguished  services  in  Egypt,  the  corps  determined  to  present 
him  with  a  sword  as  a  mark  of  their  appreciation  of  him  both  as  a  soldier 
and  a  gentleman.  It  was  to  receive  this  sword  that  he  came  down  to  the 
north.  At  the  Central  Railway  Station  Greneral  Graham  was  received  by 
the  Mayor,  Sheriff,  Under-Shenff,  and  the  Membera  of  the  Corporation  of 
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Kevcatlile^  wbo  aocompanied  him  to  the  Stfttion  Hotel.— The  Mayor  of 
NewcMtle,  addreaiing  the  General,  said :  In  the  name  of  the  ancient 
Corporation  of  Newcastle,  I  accord  a  moet  hearty  welcome  to  Lady  Graham 
•ad  yoiuielf.  It  hae  been  oar  privilege  to  obeerve  trom  afar  your  diatin- 
gaiihed  career.  We  now  have  the  privilege  of  receiving  yon  on  what  we 
may  term  yoar  own  native  heath,  for  the  north  country  baa  very  strong 
dsims  npon  yon.  Toar  services  in  the  army  have  added  a  laatre  to  that 
which  had  already  preceded  it,  and  contribnted  very  materially  to  enhancing 
the  reputation  ot  our  gallant  force — (applause) — and  have  shown  to  the 
world  that  that  pluck  which  was  evinced  at  Quebec.  Quatrebras,  and 
Balsdava,  and  a  toousand  other  hard  fought  fields,  is  not  dead,  but  still 
hves  in  its  ranks.  During  the  period  yon  have  worn  Her  Majesty's  nniform 
your  eareer  has  been  one  succession  of  victories.  In  the  Crimea  yoa 
ascended  the  heiehts  of  Al^u^  and  fought  at  lukermao,  and  at  the  Redan 
yoQ  distioguished  yourself  and  earned  the  Victoria  Cross.  It  must  be  some 
istisfaction  to  know  that  we  people  in  the  North  of  England  have  appre- 
ciated your  services.  It  is  our  piivilege  to  receive  you  into  a  new  city,  due 
olti  town  and  somewhat  classic  grounds,  because  we  are  within  a  stone's 
throw  of  the  site  on  which  Lord  Oollingwood  saw  the  light  of  day.  George 
Wsshington  once  said  that  the  surest  way  to  preserve  peace  was  to  be  ready 
for  war.  So  Iting  as  we  are  strong  enough  to  defend  the  ri  ht^  and  so  long 
Si  we  have  men  of  your  character,  Genend  Graham,  who  cao  take  an  interest 
is  the  citizen  soldiers  and  command  armies  inr  the  field,  the  destiuies  of  this 
country  are  safei  I  have  great  pleasure,  in  the  name  of  the  Corporatiou  of 
Ne»  castle,  in  g  ving  you  and  Lady  Gmham  a  must  hearty  and  cordial  wel- 
eoiDe,  and  in  their  name  I  express  sincere  wishes  that  long  life,  health,  and 
happiness  may  be  both  yours  and  your  lady's.  (Applause). — General 
Onbam,  replying,  said  :  I  have  been  greatly  honuured  by  yiur  kind 
nc-eption.  1  thank  you  in  my  name  and  m  that  of  Lady  Graham  for  the 
honoiir  you  have  d<  ne  us.  You  have  alluded  to  my  being  a  nt)rth-country 
man,  and  it  stirs  my  northern  blood  to  have  received  words  of  kiud  welcome 
from  one  of  the  chosen  representatives  of  this  ^;reat,  this  ancient  city — this 
sodent  borough,  bur,  as  you  have  said,  new  city.  You,  representing  the 
neat  industrial  populations  of  the  north,  show  by  your  welcome  that  von 
uiow  bow  to  appreciate  the  services  of  the  army.  (Applause).  Standiog 
bere  as  the  representative  of  those  gallant  soldiers  who  lately  upheld  the 
honour  of  Eijgland  in  the  Soudan,  iaooe^t  with  pride  the  honour  yon  do 
ine,  as  indicating  your  sense  of  their  set  vices.  (Applause).  I  feel  ttio  army 
did  iu  duty  well,  and  that  it  was  merely  representative  of  the  British  army. 
Yun  may  take  them  as  the  stamp  of  men  we  have  in  the  British  army. 
(Applauae).  I  thank  you,  Mr.  Mayor  and  gentlemen,  cordially  and  sincerely 
for  the  great  houonr  yon  have  done  me.  (AppUnse). — Leaving  the  hotel 
the  Qeneral  proceeded  to  the  armoury  of  the  Engineer  Volunteers,  Barras 
Bridge^  and  was  enthusinstically  cheered  by  the  crowds  of  pe4»ple  in  the 
■treettf.  The  Grneral  afterwards  visited  Gateshead,  and  received  an  address 
from  the  Corporation  of  that  borough. 

19.~General  Graham  to-day  visited  the  head-quarters  of  the  Newcastle 
■sd  Durham  Bn^neer  Volunteeis  at  Jarrow,  anil  was  i •resented  by  Colonel 
lUmer,  MP.,  with  a  sword.  The  sword  is  a  splendid  IHmascus  blade  of 
S3  inches  in  leii^;th,  both  surfaces  of  which  are  elaborately  ornamented. 
Od  the  obveise  side  is  the  following  inscription :  — '*  Presented  to  Lieut.- 
Gsneral  Sir  Gerald  Graham,  V.C.,  E.C.B.,  KE.,  by  Lieut. -Colonel 
Ooomandaut  C  M.  Palmer,  M.P.,  and  the  officers,  non-commissioned  officers, 
sad  men  of  the  1st  Newcastle  and  Durham  Engineer  Volunteers,  in 
spprsciation  of  his  gallant  services  to  his  country  in  Egypt,  and  for  his  manv 
Tears  connection  with  the  corps  as  its  inspecting  officer,  1884."  The  hilt 
» of  richly  carved  ivory,  riveted  to  central  plates  of  gold.  The  cross,  or 
inisrd,  is  of  gold,  and  on  the  obverse  side  its  centre  contains  a  medallion  in 
cnsmel,  disj^yingthe  shield,  crest,  and  motto  of  the  Grahams.  The  words 
of  the  latter  are,  "  Reason  oontents  me."  The  surface  of  the  blade  ia 
cMirded  with  elaborate  deagns,  which  are  specially  efieotive  on  the  obvene 
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aide.  On  tbe  reverse  side  is  reproduced  the  hwildxo  bearinss  of  the 
General's  familT,  and  abo^e  them  are  the  two  mottoes  of  tne  Royal 
Engineers,  "Ubiane"  and  '*Qno  fas  et  sloria  dncnnt,"  together  witb  a 
fully -equipped  field  ^un  of  the  old-ftehiooed  stamp.  8nrmountin({  this  is  a 
figure  of  the  Egyptian  sphyiiz.  The  sword-sc  bbard  is  of  solid  eigbteen- 
oarat  gold,  and  its  surface  is  relieyec)  by  three  fine  sections  of  carved  work 
— at  the  mouth,  the  centre,  and  the  base — the  designs  being  bolily-ezecuted 
national  emblems— the  ro«e,  shamrock,  and  •  hutle.  Almost  as  interesting 
and  as  coHtly  is  the  case  in  which  the  sword  is  contained.  This  receptacle 
is  in  the  form  of  a  box,  and  the  wood  of  which  it  is  constructed  is  oak 
taken  from  the  piles  of  the  Roman  hriiige  thrown  across  the  Tyne  at 
Newcastle  by  the  Emperor  Hadrian.  The  box  is  42  inches  in  length,  10 
inches  broad,  and  4^  inches  in  depth :  and  it  is  fitted  h  ith  solid  silver  hinges, 
handles,  and  check-springs.  It  is  lined  with  velvet  of  Royal  blue,  uiat 
colour  being  shown  by  the  facings  of  the  Royal  Eogioeera,  the  oorps  in 
which  Gi-neral  Graham  holds  regimental  rank.  A  silver  plate  on  the  hd  of 
the  case  bears  the  inscription,  "Lieutenant-General  Sir  Gerald  Graham, 
V.O.  K.C.B.,  R.E." 

29. — The  annual  conference  of  the  United  Methodist  Free  Church  opened 
to-day  in  Prudhoe  Street  Chapel,  Newcastle. 

31. — ^The  annual  show  of  the  Northomberland  Agricultural  Society  opened 
to-day,  on  Newcastle  Moor,  and  continued  open  thiee  days. 

AUGUST. 

6. — ^The  forty-first  annual  meeting  of  the  Royal  ArchsBolngical  Institute  of 
Gieit  Britain  and  Ireland  commenced  to-<lay  in  Newcastle.  At  noon,  the 
Mayor  (D<-.  Ne>»t«)n),  the  Sherff,  (Mr.  T.  NeUon),  an<i  members  of  the 
Corporation  of  New<-astle  publicly  received  the  president  and  members  of 
the  Iiibtitute  in  ttie  Town  Hal>.  Tne  c  lair  w^is  occupied  by  Barl  Percy.  M.P., 
prtsidfut  of  the  Institute.  The  Mayor  said  :  My  Lord  P'-rcy,  1  dies,  and 
geotlemen, — In  the  name  of  the  Corporati  'U  of  Newcastle  I  offer  you  a 
beany  wic<»me  to  this  ancient  borough.  Newcastle-upon-Tyne,  which 
prior  to  tne  Roman  conquest  •  f  Britiin  seems  t  >  have  marked  the  boundary 
of  the  territories  of  ibe  Bri^antes  an<i  the  Ottadeni,  had  no  distinguishioff 
features  fiom  the  surrounding  country.  Its  origin  may  be  fairly  traced 
t<i  the  R«>maiis,  under  wh  m  it  occurred  us  onti  of  ttie  stations  on  the 
Wall  of  the  Empeior  Hadrian,  and  bearing  the  title  of  Pons  iElii,  in  honour 
of  iU  founder,  who  waH  of  the  Imperial  fam  ly.  The  wh  le  district,  of  which 
NewcHStle  may  be  fiily  desorihci  as  the  centre,  is  full  of  historical 
memorial-*  of  Roman  p«>wer  and  influence.  As  to  the  controveriiy  which  has 
long  raued,  and  not  altogether  without  bitterness,  at  to  the  builder  c»f  the 
g'cat  Roman  Wail,  we  can  lenYe,  nib  B<ime  degree  of  assurance,  the  solution 
of  i  s  foundation  to  such  a  distiDguished  body  as  that  of  the  Royal  Archaso- 
lo.icsl  Institute  of  G<eat  Britaii  and  Ir  land.  In  Saxon  times  a  ctmsider- 
able  town  sprang  up  to  the  ea»tward  of  the  Roman  Station,  under  the  name 
of  P'tmpedoij,  or  Pandon,  which  is  Hopposed  to  have  been  idtutical  witb  the 
Royal  Village  of  Ad  Murum,  celebrated  by.  the  Venerable  Bede  as  the 
residence  of  Oswy,  King  of  Northumbria,  and  as  the  scene  of  the  bapti-m 
of  two  illustrious  converts  to  Christianity,  viz.,  Paeda,  the  son  of  Penda, 
King  of  Mercia,  and  >igeb  rt,  King  of  the  East  Saxons.  At  a  later  period 
the  Wrtlls  of  the  deserted  Roman  Station  offered  an  inducemeot  t«»  a  com- 
munity of  monks  to  settle  here.  Newcastle  was  fhen  known  as  MoDkce<iStre, 
or  the  fortress  tenanted  by  monks.  The  founders  of  Monkchester  were 
Aldnine  and  two  brethren  of  the  Monastery  of  Evesham.  Tueir  stay  was 
short,  and  the  town  seems  to  have  fallen  aaain  into  d>  cay,  for  it  is  described 
at  a  later  period  as  a  "little  fisher  town.^*  Newcastle  owes  its  name  and 
resuscitation  to  the  foundation,  in  1080,  of  a  fortress,  by  Robert,  eldest  son 
of  the  Conqueror,  called  New  Castle,  in  oontcadistinotion  to  the  old  Roman 
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stniotDre  of  Pan  ^ii,  on  nearly  the  same  lite.    Harding^  tlie  diranioler, 
sjieakiiig  of  William  Rafas,  says : — 

"  He  bnllded  the  Newoutel  upon  Tyne, 

The  Soottes  to  gaiostand,  and  to  defend 

And  dwell  therein.    The  people  to  inollne 

The  town  to  baild  and  wul  ns  did  append, 

Be  gaTe  them  ground  and  gold  fall  great  to  spend, 

Tb  taild  it  well,  and  waU  it  all  aboat. 

And  franohJaed  them  to  pay  a  tree  rent  oat.** 

PHTilegee  were  eooo  granted,  and  laws  eatabliahed  peculiarly  advantageous 
to  the  infant  commnuity,  and  of  these  we  poaeees  an  an  then  tic  re^ird. 
Daring  the  reign  of  Stephen  the  town  was  frequently  favonred  by  the 
reeidenee  of  Henry,  Earl  of  Nortbnmberland,  and  his  fat  er,  David,  Kint; 
of  3iH>tlaDd.  Henry  U.  granted  a  charter  to  the  bnrgesees,  and  established 
a  mint  witbin  the  town.  King  John  coufirmed  bis  father's  charter,  aud  the 
bnrgesses  were  allowed  to  hold  their  town  io  fee-farm  at  a  fixed  rent.  An 
anuoal  fair  at  Lammas  was  conceded,  and  the  same  has  been  held 
nnintermptedly  to  the  present  day.  John's  charters  were  confirmed  and 
enlarged  by  Henry  III.  In  this  reign  the  town  was  privileged  to  elect  its 
own  mayor,  in  lien  of  a  provost  appointed  by  the  Crown.  Daring  the  same 
reign,  the  oi>ening  oat,  if  not  the  o-  iginal  discovery,  of  the  coal  mines  of  the 
diaSriot,  identified  Newcaste  with  its  most  important  industry.  Under 
the  first  three  Edwards  Newcastle  became  the  pnncipal  rendezvoas  for  the 
TA^t  armies  raised  by  these  monarchs  for  their  expeditions  i^s^unst  the'Scots. 
The  population  of  the  town  at  the  time  of  the  Great  Plague  in  the  fourteenth 
century  was  about  4,000  perKons.  Many  negotiations,  truces,  and  treaties 
were  arranged  and  concluded  here  during  the  Scottish  wars.  Baliol  did 
homage  for  the  Scitttish  Crown  in  the  hall  of  the  Castle  to  Edward  L,  as  Hid 
also  his  grnndson,  Edward  Baliol,  to  Edward  III.,  in  the  chapel  of  the  Blaok- 
friazs.  One  of  the  quarters  of  the  mu  tilated  body  of  the  Scottish  hero 
Wallace  was  exhibiteii  on  a  gibbet  here,  in  a  D  1305.  as  was  aUo  aportion 
of  the  remains  of  the  Earl  of  Northumberland,  father  of  the  hist  trie  Eto'spur, 
aftt-r  hi<«  defeat  at  Bramham  Moor,  in  a.d.  1408.  During  the  reign  of 
£duard  VI.  Qateshead  wan  annexed  to  Newcastle,  but  on  the  accession  of 
Mary  this  oonnection  was  dissolved.  Few  towns  suffereil  more  severely 
daring  the  civil  wars  than  Newcastle.  Here  the  unfortunate  Charles  L  was 
deta  ned  by  the  Scottish  army,  to  whom  he  had  confided  his  peFB<m ;  and 
Newcaajble  pr«>ved  to  be  the  firet  stage  on  that  short  but  fatal  journey  which 
terminated  on  the  scaffold  at  WhitehalL  Hinoe  the  c  'mmeucemeut  of  the 
seventeenth  ceotnry  Newcastle  has  gradually  changed  its  characer  from 
that  of  a  fortress  and  gathering  place  of  armies  to  the  more  peaceful,  yet,  at 
the  same  time,  hf>noorable  position  of  the  metropolis  of  the  commercial 
enterprise  of  the  North  of  EnKland.  During  your  meeting  in  this  modem 
city,  but  ancient  borongh,  y<»n  will  find  much  to  interest  jrou  in  y-'Ur  special 
department  of  arot»ologioal  res  arch.  Not  only  is  the  ci'^  it  elf,  but  also 
axe  the  ciuntiea  of  Northumberland  and  Durham  rich  in  antiquarinn  interest^ 
whether  R  'man,  Saxon,  or  medieval.  Eminent  antiquaries,  such  as  Horeley, 
G'ose,  and  Hutton,  have  dralt  with  the  Hrch8B>logy  of  the  district.  The 
hiatory  of  the  two  northern  counties  have  in  the  past  found  excellent 
ezpooents  in  the  persons  of  Gray,  Bourne,  Bran  I,  Hodgson,  Mackeusie, 
Baine,  and  Sortees ;  wh  U  to-day  the  literary  activity  of  the  Society  of 
Aa'iqoaries,  the  Natural  History  Society  of  Northumberland  and  Durham, 
the  Sortees  Society,  and  the  Berwickshire  Naturalists'  Field  Club  gives 
excellent  promise  that  no  historic  fact  or  monument  "f  antiquarian  interest 
will  be  allowed  to  pass  into  oblivion.  The  names  of  Bruce,  Clayton,  Carr- 
Ellieon,  Hodgkin,  and  Longstaffe,  together  with  a  number  of  other  earnest 
workers,  warrants  us  in  belie vmg  that  the  efforts  of  the  past  sod  the  results 
attained  are  only  evidences  of  what  may  be  yet  achieve<l  in  a  field  so  rich  in 
hietoric  interest  as  that  of  the  counties  of  Northumberland,  Durham,  and 
Newcastle.  I  have  great  pleasure  in  welcoming  your  Institute  to  Ne  wcastle, 
and  I  hope  that,  whilst  dealins  with  the  great  histories  of  the  past,  those  of  the 
"*  )  Stephenson  BridgB»  the  magnificent  hydxaolio  inventions  of  Sir 
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Wm.  Armstrong,  andthelampof  onrtownamaii,  Mr.  Swan— will  not  be  beneatii 
the  notice  of  oar  distingaiBhed  visitors.  (ApplMise.)— The  Sheriff  said :  I 
have  great  pleasare  in  supporting  the  cordial  welcome  just  accorded  to  yoa 
bv  the  Mayor,  and  farther  to  express  mv  warmest  gratification,  as  a  member 
of  the  Si)ciety  of  Antiquarians  here,  at  the  honour  ^oa  have  conferred  on  the 
Society  by  your  acce(|tance  of  the  invitation  to  visit  this  city.  It  i«  at  aU 
times  a  matter  for  sincere  congratulation  that  one  of  the  most  pleasant 
dnties  that  fall  to  the  lot  of  public  bodies  is  to  receive  such  illustrioas 
societies  as  your  own,  and  eepscially  when  yoa  have  as  your  president  a 
prominent  and  popular  member  of  a  noble  and  powerful  house  so  closely 
connected  with  Newcastle  and  the  county  of  Northumberland.  ( Applause.) 
With  such  auspicious  surrounding,  it  only  requires  the  continnanoe  of  fine 
weather  to  ensure  this  meeting  beinj;  a  complete  success.  (Applause. )  And 
as  you  have  a  long  and  varied  programme  before  you  to-day,  I  will  not 
detain  von  longer.  I  tbank  you  for  the  honour  yon  have  conferred  on  Uie 
Cooncil  and  the  city  it  represents  by  vour  presence  here  to-day.  (Applause.) 
— Earl  Percy,  M.P.,  said :  I  thank  you  very  much,  on  behalf  of  tbe 
Institute  over  which  I  have  the  honour  to  preside,  for  the  very  kind 
welcome  that  yuu  have  accorded  to  us  to-day.  The  Sheriff  has  reminded  us 
that  we  hare  much  before  us  to  engage  our  attention,  and  I  will  not  detain 
you  with  many  remarks.  But  I  cannot  foroet  that  this  is  not  the  first 
oocasicm  on  which  the  Royal  Archsolofficai  Institute  has  received  the 
hospitality  of  Newcastle-on-Tyne.  (Applause.)  It  is  now  32  years  since 
this  Institution  first  held  its  meeting  at  Newosatle ;  and  although  many  of 
those  who  theo  took  part  in  its  proceedings  are,  alas  I  passed  away  from  as, 
et  I  am  quite  sure  that  in  the  minds  of  many  antiquaries  there  must  be  a 
:een  recollection  of  the  welc  ime  it  then  received,  and  the  good  work  it 
then  achieved.  The  Newcastle  volumes  of  this  Institute  are  amongst 
some  of  the  most  valuable  contributions  to  the  ardbdology  of  Uie 
north,  and,  although  I  am  afraid  some  of  the  antiquities  that  then 
existed  have  ffiveu  way  to  the  ravages  of  time,  yet  since  that  date 
maoy  other  discoveries  have  been  achieved,  and  I  am  not  without 
a  hope  that  the  impetus  then  given  by  tbe  visit  of  this  Association 
to  arohsBology  in  Northumberland  contributed  to  some  extent  to  the 
advances  wbich  have  since  been  made,  and  the  general  interest  now  taken 
in  the  subject.  Speaking  for  the  Institute  I  can  assure  you  that  we  feel 
very  highly  the  aavantages  which  visits  of  this  kind  afford  us,  and  when 
we  bear  an  adiiress  such  as  you  have  delivered,  we  fiad  that  even  in  a  city 
likeNewcas'le,  which  leads  the  van  of  progress  in  the  19th  century,  the 
claims  of  olden  days  are  not  forgotten,  and  tlu^t  the  interest  of  the  pant  will 
not  be  allowed  to  be  forffotten  or  crowded  out  by  those  of  the  present. 
(Applause.)  I  do  not  know  whether  I  ought  to  add  anything  on 
my  own  behalf,  because  I  stand  in  a  somewhat  peculiar  and  double 
position  here  to-day— partly  as  president  of  the  Institute,  and  partly 
as  a  Northumbrian  mysell  But  I  hope  I  may  be  allowed  to  say 
this  much,  that  it  sives  me  the  highest  pleasure  to  think  that  the 
first  meetinjf  held  alter  I  have  been  oallea  upon  to  occupy  the  chair 
should  be  m  my  own  county,  and  in  the  good  oity  of  Newcastle- 
on-Tyne.  (Applause.)  I  should  like  to  take  also  this  opportunitv  of 
remmding  my  hearers  that  this  is  the  first  occasion  on  which  I  have 
occnpied  the  chair,  and  therefore,  I  may  be  somewhat  remiss  in  some 
of  its  duties.  I  can  only  say  that  I  trust  their  kind  indulgence  will  be  given 
to  a  novice,  and  assure  them  that  my  best  endeavours  will  be  employeid  on 
this  occasion  to  secure  the  sucoess  of  the  meeting.  (Applause).  I  have  now 
only  tbe  pleasant  duty  of  calling  upon  the  Duke  of  Northumberland, 
president  of  the  meetioff,  to  take  the  chair.  (Applause).— The  Duke  of 
Northumberland  then  delivered  the  inaugural  address  ;  and  on  the  mocion 
of  Lord  Aberdare,  seconded  by  the  Bishop  of  Newcastle,  a  vote  of  thanks 
was  passed  to  his  Qraoe.— A  reception  was  afterwards  held  by  the  Newcastle 
Society  of  Antiquaries,  at  which  the  Earl  of  Bavensworth  weloomed  tbe 
lottitate.— The  Castle,  Cathedral,  ftc.,  were  afterwards  inspected.    The 
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moetiiig  oontinned  until  Angiut  14th,  and  various  pkoes  of  interest  in  the 
oonnty  were  visited. 

19.— Their  Royal  Highnesses  the  Prinoe  and  Princess  of  Wales  to-day 
arrived  in  Northumberland,  for  the  purpose  of  opening  Jesmond  Dene, 
presented  to  Newcastle  by  Sir  W.  G.  Axmstrong  as  a  park ;  the  new  Museum 
at  the  Barras  Bridge ;  the  Kef erenoe  Department  of  Newcastle  Free  Library ; 
and  the  new  Dock  which  theTyne  Improvement  Commissioners  made  at  the 
CoUe  Dene,  North  Shields,  ^eir  Bo^al  Highnesses  were  accompanied  by 
all  their  family.  Prince  Albert  Victor,  Prince  Georoe,  and  the  three  Fnnoessea, 
The  Rojral  pMt^  travelled  by  special  train  from  London,  leaving  London  at 
11*40  this  mormnff,  and  arrived  at  the  Central  Station,  Newcastle,  at  6*26 
p.m.  nieir  Bo^  Highnesses  did  not  aliffht,  and,  after  a  stoppage  of  five 
minntes,  the  train  left  Newcastle  for  Botnbnry,  which  was  reach^  at  6*45 
p.m.,  and  was  received  at  the  railway  station  b^  Sir  William  G.  Armstrong,  at 
whoaebeantifnlresidence,  Cragside,  the  Royal  visitors  stayed  during  their  brief 
acQOvini  in  Northumberland.  DiiecUy  after  leaving  the  Rothbnry  Railway 
Station,  the  Rev.  Canon  Ainger,  Rector  of  Rothbnry,  presented  the  follow* 
ing  address :— '<  To  His  Royal  Hiffhness  Albert  Edward,  Prince  of  Wales, 
Dnke  of  Saxony,  Prinoe  of  Saxe-C^burg  and  Gotha.— We,  the  inhabitants 
of  Kothbnry  and  its  district,  venture  to  approach  your  Royal  Highness 
with  the  expression  of  our  sincerest  welcome,  and  of  our  gratification  at  your 
being  g^radous  pleased  to  make  your  abode  in  this  neighbourhood  during 
TOST  visit  to  Tyneeide.  This  our  Border-land  is  full  of  historic  interest. 
The  Danish  ancestry  of  its  people  is  attested  by  provincial  words  and 
dialect.  Within  its  range  lie  the  battlefields  of  Otterbum  and  Flodden  ;  it 
has  been  the  scene  of  raid  and  foray,  lawless'Uas,  and  rapine,  forminff 
ronuuitio  themes  for  many  a  tale  and  ballad,  but  now  happuy  »U(>plai>ted 
by  ^aoe  and  lawful  toil  Tet,  amid  all  this  chanffe,  there  survives  the  old 
spirit  of  chivalrous  devotion  which  led  our  funtathers  to  lay  down  thtiir 
bvea  in  the  sf  rvice  of  whomsoever  they  deemed  their  lawful  sovereign,  and 
we  dare  to  affirm  that  in  our  deep  attachment,  and  in  our  honest  loyalty  to 
the  Throne,  we,  their  children,  are  not  unworthy  of  those  who  have  gone 
before  ns.--Signed  Robert  Donkin,  Chairman  of  the  Reception  Committee ; 
CAifON  Q.  H.  AinOBR,  Rector  of  Rothbnry."— The  Prmce  received  the 
address,  and  handed  a  replv  in  writing,  couched  as  follows  : — "  Gentlemen, 
we  thank  you  for  your  address,  and  we  assure  you  that  we  are  much  grati- 
fied  by  the  kind  reception  accorded  to  us  on  the  occasion  of  our  visit  to  the 
Border^ud  of  England,  a  district  so  full  of  historic  and  legendary  interest 
We  rejoice  that  the  scenes  of  lawlessness  and  rapine  to  which  you  refer  are 
now  happily  thin^  of  the  past,  and  have  been  succeeded  by  a  spirit  of 
peace  and  order  with  the  natural  supplement  of  steadily  increasing  pros- 
perity. We  feel  confident  the  sentiment  of  chivalry  and  loyalty  which  in 
ancient  times  animated  the  inhabitants  of  this  part  of  the  island  still  prevails 
amongst  yon  with  all  its  former  fervour,  and  we  desire  to  express  our  warm 
acknowledffments  to  yon  for  your  words  of  devotion  and  attachment  to  the 
Tlirooe.''--The  band  of  the  guard  of  honour  then  struck  up  "God  save  the 
Qneen,"  and  the  Royal  party  took  their  seats  in  the  carriages  already  in 
waiting  for  them.  Hearty  cheers  were  given  on  all  sides,  and  as  the  caval- 
cade drew  away  the  band  struck  up  *'God  bless  the  Prince  of  Wales." 
Proceeding  onwards  down  the  route  from  the  stotion  to  the  bridge,  the 
Boyal  party  was  received  on  all  sides  with  enthusiastic  greetings  from  the 
people  assembled.  At  a  smart  trot  the  Prince  and  Princess's  carriage  led 
the  way  to  the  Market  place,  where  there  was  an  immense  crowd.  Only  a 
brief  stay  here  was  made,  and  once  the  head  of  the  procession  turned 
towards  Cragsid^  it  proceeded  at  a  brisk  rate  from  the  masses  of  spectators 
on  either  side  to  its  aestination.  Rothbury  was  decorated  with  nags,  &c«, 
and  nearly  all  the  population  of  CcNjiuetdale  and  central  Northumberland 
assembled  to  welcome  the  Roval  visitors.  There  was  a  grand  display  of 
fireworks  at  Cragside.  A  striking;  feature  of  the  celebration  was  a  great 
bonfire  erected  on  the  top  of  the  Simonside  range  of  hills.  The  actual  spot 
■sleeted  for  the  demonstration  was  Mr.  George  TumhuU's  Mountain  Farm 
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«t  Great  Tosson.  The  bonfire  ooiiBisted  of  fifty  burelfl  of  tar,  diatribated 
amongst  fifty  hnge  trees,  with  Boveral  tons  of  branch  and  ehmb  to  aasiat  in 
the  borning.  Bonfires  ^  ere  also  lighted  by  Mr.  Hordey  at  Colwellhilly 
Elsdon,  and  at  Sheriff  Hill,  Gateshead.  The  bonfires  were  lighted 
between  ten  and  eleven  o'clock  at  night,  and  were  seen  for  a  distance  of 
fifty  miles. 

20. --To-day  the  Prince  and  Princess  of  Wales,  accompanied  by  their  two 
sons,  arrived  in  Newcastle  from  Cragside  for  the  purpose  of  opening  Jesmond 
Dene,  the  Mnsenm,  and  the  Reference  Department  of  the  Public  labraiy. 
The  first  intimation  to  the  public  of  the  likelihood  of  a  Boyal  visit  being 
paid  to  Tyneside  was  made  about  a  couple  of  years  ago  by  the  Tjme  Im- 
provement Commissioners,  who,  in  anticipation  of  the  early  completion  of 
their  dock  at  Coble  Dene,  endeavoured  to  obtain  the  presence  of  the  Prince 
of  Wales  at  its  opening.  No  definite  promise  to  visit  the  T^ne  was  at  that 
time  made  by  His  Royal  Highness,  who,  however,  undertook  to  give  the 
invitation  of  the  Commissioners  his  careful  consideration  when  the  comple- 
tion of  the  dock  was  nearer  at  hand.  In  the  early  part  of  the  present  year 
communications  were  again  entered  into  with  His  Royal  Highness  upon  the 
subject ;  and  the  Mayor  of  Newcastle,  rightlv  thinking  that  any  visit  p«id 
to  tiie  Tyne  by  the  heir  to  the  Throne  of  the  kingdom  which  did  not  indade 
a  visit  to  the  chief  city  on  its  banks  would  not  be  pleasing  to  the  Prince  and 
the  citizens,  placed  himself  in  communication  with  His  Roval  Hishness,  and 
received  the  gratifying  assurance  that  this  ancient  borough  would  be  once 
more  honoured  witii  &e  presence  of  Royalty.  It  being  the  custom  of  the 
Prince  of  Wales  to  be  the  guest,  whenever  possible,  of  a  citizen  of  any  town 
he  publicly  visits,  the  Mayor  of  Newcastle  and  the  Tyne  Commissioners 
early  took  steps  to  enable  this  practice  of  the  Prince  to  be  followed  in  renrd 
to  Newcastle.  The  citizen  to  whom  all  naturally  turned  was  Sir  William 
George  Armstrong,  whose  position  as  the  head  of  a  firm  which  employs 
some  thousands  of  workmen  in  Newcastie— whose  hi^h  rank  as  a  man  of 
culture  and  science,  and  of  great  wealth,  entitied  him  to  the  honour  of 
entertaining  the  future  King  and  Queen  of  this  realm  ;  and  Sir  William  and 
Lady  Armstrong  at  once  acoaded  to  this  wish.  At  Cragside,  in  the  very 
heart  of  Nortumberland,  the  Royal  visitors  found  a  residence  of  a  most 
unique  character.  Nature  and  art  combined  have  made  Cragside  one  of  the 
most  charming  of  country  palaces,  in  which  the  admirable  taste  of  its  owner 
is  seen  in  even  the  minutest  detiuls.  The  visit  of  the  Prince  and  Princess 
of  Wales  is  associated  with  the  openine  of  a  public  park,  unrivalled  for 
charms  and  beauty,  the  gift  of  Sir  William  Armstrong ;  of  a  museum,  to- 
wards which  Sir  William  and  his  lady  have  been  most  munificent  in  tiieir 
gifts ;  and  of  a  dock,  with  which  the  name  of  Sir  William  must  be  ever 
associated,  as  its  ^tes  are  dosed  and  opened  by  means  of  hydraulio 
machinery,  one  of  his  earliest  inventions.  Anothc  r  public  institution  opened 
by  the  Prince  was  the  Reference  Department  of  the  Public  Library.  It  was 
peculiarly  fitting  that  the  Royal  visit  should  have  taken  place  during  the 
Mayoraltv  of  Dr.  Henry  Wm.  Newton.  A  score  of  years  ago,  upon  the 
motion  of  the  father  of  the  present  Mayor,  the  Town  Council  appomted  a 
committee  to  consider  the  propriety  of  taking  steps  for  the  promoti(m  of  a 
free  library.  No  practical  result  followed,  and  in  1870  the  present  Mayor 
took  up  the  unsuccessful  work  of  his  late  father,  and,  after  many  delays, 
carried"  it  to  a  successful  accomplishment ;  and  with  the  new  building  will 
ever  be  assodated  the  name  of  the  present  Mayoress,  she  having  laid  the 
foundation  stone  in  September,  1880.  To  Aid.  Hamond  must  be  given  the 
honour  of  obtaining  for  Newcastie  the  first  park — the  Leases  Park ;  and  the 
parks  at  ELswick  and  Heaton  are  due  to  a  resolution  proposed  by  the 
present  Mavor.  As  chairman  of  the  Public  Librarv  and  Parks  Com- 
mittees, and  the  Parks  Committee  the  Mayor  has  done  his  utmost  to 
promote  the  education  and  enjoyment  of  the  dtizens ;  and  it  was  most 
appropriate  that  the  crowning  of  his  chief  public  works  bv  the  pre- 
sence of  Royal^  should  take  place  during  the  year  he  hdd  the  honour- 
able position  of  Chief  Magistrate  of  the  dty.    No  lonnal  appotntment 
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€£  oominittoe  wm  nude  fay  the  Conndl,  the  faU  oontrol  of  all  detai]* 
bemc  left  in  the  hands  of  the  Mayor,  who,  however,  has  in  all  he  has  done 
ftded  in  oonjanotion  with  the  chairmen  and  vice-ohairmen  of  the  varions 
OMUuttees  oi  the  CJorporation  and  the  Sheriff;  and  has  received  great  aid 
from  the  Town  Clerk  (Mr.  Hill  Motnm),  and  the  committee  clerk  (Mr.  J. 
E  Amoe).  The  enthnaiasm  of  the  Corporation  spread  qnickly  in  the  city 
lad  aloDff  the  banks  of  the  Tjne,  The  Gorporatioos  of  Gateshead,  Jarrow, 
Sonth  Shields  and  Tynemonth  determined  to  do  honour  to  the  Royal 
linton,  and  voted  loyal  addresses.  The  Gateshead  Council  voted  £200  to 
llie  ICayor  to  defray  expenses ;  whilst  Tynemonth  Corporation  placed  £5(X) 
at  the  diipoaal  of  the  Mayor.  In  order  that  there  might  be  every  outward 
token  of  rejoicing^  the  tradespeople  and  residents  in  the  streets  of  New- 
CHtlfl  throi^  which  the  Boyal  procession  had  this  day  to  pass  appointed 
(wnmittees  to  collect  funds  to  defray  the  cost  of  deooratioDS.  For 
«di  of  the  main  thoroughfares  a  committee  was  appointed,  and,  in  order 
that  there  mij^ht  be  unity  of  action,  a  central  committee,  composed 
€t  representatives  from  the  streets  committee,  was  appointed.  It  was 
decided  bv  the  Mayor  and  his  committee  that  grants  to  the  total  amount 
of  £400  be  made  out  of  the  Corporate  funds  to  aid  io  defraying  the 
eoet  of  decorating  certain  streets,  whi)st  the  tradespeople  in  three  of  the 
gnat  central  streets  Uberally  subscribed  all  that  was  needed  to  decorate 
their  own  streets.  It  is  calculated  that  between  £2,000  and  £3,000  has 
been  expended  upon  decorations  and  illuminations,  the  result  being  that 
Hewcarae  streets  presented  a  festive  appearance  such  as  never  before  was 
vitneesed  here.  The  only  illuminations  comparable  to  those  witnessed  this 
week  were  on  the  occasion  of  the  marriage  of  the  Prince  of  Wales,  in  the 
■priog  of  1883k  when  "  the  seft-king's  daughter,  as  happy  as  fair,*'  became 
the  <*  bride  of  the  heir  of  the  kings  of  the  sea."  It  is  but  justice  to  the 
hbecal-handed  tradesmen  of  Grainger  Street  and  Grainger  Street  West  to 
■tate  that  they  received  no  subaidv  irom  the  Corporation  towards  the  cost 
of  decorating  those  two  streets ;  the  amount  subscribed  by  them  has  been 
about  £300.  The  Qoayside  merchants  and  tradesmen  in  Dean  Street  and 
the  Sandhill  raised  about  £400  to  meet  the  cost  of  deooratinff  that  portion 
d  the  dty ;  and  ae  the  amount  exceeds  the  oost  of  the  work,  the  subaoribers 
have  devoted  the  balaooe  to  the  entertainment  of  poor  neople  in  the  dis- 
trictb  Hie  tradespeople  of  Grey  Street  subscribed  upwards  of  £200,  which 
has  been  expended  m  erecting  a  beautiful  triumphal  arch  spaning  the 
rosdway  in  ttiat  stareet.  All  other  streets  in  which  there  are  decorations 
have  received  grants  from  the  Corporation.  The  cit]^  authorities  being 
most  desirous   to   take  every  precaution  against  accidents,  and  also  to 


the  keepinff  open  of  a  dear  course  for  the  royal  procession, 
decided  to  erect  bamoadee  at  various  places  alonff  the  route.  The 
ipedal  train  from  Rothbary  arrived  at  the  Central  Station,  Newcastle, 
It  11*57  a.m.,  and  their  Royal  Highnesiee  were  accompanied  by  the  Duke 
€f  flatherknd.  Lord  and  I^dy  Hastings,  Lord  Coleville  of  Chilross,  Sir  W. 
>ad  Lady  Armstrong,  Mr.  Geo.  Howard,  M.P.,  the  Hon.  Mr.  Spencer, 
OoL  Clarke,  Mr.  F.  Knollys  (Secretary  to  the  Prince  of  Wales),  Miss 
KnoDys  (in  waiting  on  the  Princeas  of  Wales),  and  Mr.  Caloraft.  There 
vaa  t  guard  of  honour  composed  of  men  selected  from  the  let  Northumber- 
kod  Artillery  Volunteers,  under  the  command  of  Colonel  Addison 
Potter,  G.B.  Their  Royal  Highnesses  were  received  on  the  platform  by 
the  Mayor  and  the  Mayoress,  the  Sheriff  and  Mrs.  Nelson,  the  Recorder, 
tike  Town  Clerk,  and  Aid.  Potter,  C.B.,  Aid.  and  Deputy-Lieutenant 
nsmoDd,  (}ouncillor  Gibsoo,  Aid.  Gregson  (Deputy-Mayor),  Aid.  Wilson,

The  procession  proceeded  bv  way  of  Neville,  CoUingwood,  Mosley, 
Grey,  Market,  Pilgrim,  and  l^ew  Bridge  Streets,  Ridley  VilUs,  Byker 
Bridge,  Shields  Road,  Grafton  Road,  North  View^  Heaton  Park  Road, 
Armstrong  Park,  and  Benton  New  Bridge,  to  the  Banqueting  Hall  at 
Jesmond  Dene.  All  along  the  route  was  crowded  with  people,  and  as  the 
weather  was  very  fine,  the  i^pectacle  was  a  grand  one.  On  the  roof  of  St. 
Nicholas*  Cathedral  were  430  choristers  attired  in  surplices,  belonging  to 
the  various  churches  in  the  city,  and  as  the  procession  passed,  they  sang 
''God  save  the  Qaeen,"  and  «God  blesi  the  Prince  of  Wales."  In 
Armstrong  Park  between  7,000  and  8,(X)0  Dav  and  Sunday  school  children 
were  assembled,  and  they  sang  the  national  anthem  and  "God  bless  the 
Prince  of  Wales."  The  banqueting  Hall  was  tastefully  decorated,  and  on 
their  Royal  Highnesses  entering  the  Hall  about  one  o'clock,  the  Mayor 
presented  to  them  the  following  address  (read  by  the  Recorder) : — '*  To  ' 
their  Royal  Highnesses  the  Prince  and  Princess  of  Wales.  May  it  please 
your  Royal  Highnesses,— We,  the  Mayor,  aldermen,  and  citisens  <a  the 
city  and  county  of  Newcastle-upon-Tyne,  respectfallv  offer  your  Royal 
Hi£[hnessee  a  cordial  welcome  to  the  northern  metroplis  of  Ensland.  We 
dcHire  to  express  our  loyalty  and  dutiful  affection  towards  Her  Majesty  the 
Queen,  your  Royal  Highnesses,  and  the  members  of  your  Royal  house,  and 
our  deep  sense  of  the  distinffuished  honour  which  your  Royal  Highnesses 
have  been  graciously  pleased  to  confer  upon  as  by  visiting  our  oity,  and 
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■woriitfag  that  viait  with  pnblio  objects  of  great  interest  and  importance 
to  the  inhabitants.  The  presence  of  yonr  Roytl  Hidueases  in  onr  ancient 
and  \ayfX  town  and  county,  rich  in  its  history  of  Royal  visits  of  bygone 
days,  will  live  long  in  the  grateful  memories  of  the  Newcastle  people.  To 
o^en  a  park,  the  noble  gift  of  an  honoured  fellow  citizen  ;  a  musem,  filled 
with  the  finest  illustrations  of  natural  history ;  and  a  library,  replete  with 
tiie  treasures  of  literature,  are  indeed  tasks  worthy  of  a  Prince  who  has 
identified  his  name  so  often  with  all  that  promotes  the  health,  the 
education,  and  the  prosperity  of  the  nation.  We  feel  that  the  happiness  of 
the  occasion  is  enhanced  by  the  presence  of  the  moioub  Princess,  who, 
forming  so  bright  a  link  between  the  Royal  Houses  of  Denmark  and  England, 
has  concentrated  round  her  the  personal  attachment  of  the  whole  British 
nation.  We  desire  to  add  our  humble  prayer  that  the  blessing  of  God 
may  ever  rest  upon  our  gracious  and  beloved  Queen,  on  your  Royal 
Highnesses,  and  on  all  the  members  of  yonr  Royal  house.  Given  under 
onr  corporate  sesl  this  6th  day  of  August,  1884.  Hsnbt  Willum 
Kewton,  Mayor;  Thomas  Nblbon,  Sheriff;  Hill  Motum,  Town  Olerk.— 
The  Prince  of  Wales  then  read  the  following  replv :— Mr.  Mayor  and 
gentlemen,  the  Princess  of  Wales  joins  with  me  in  thanking  you  for  your 
address  of  welcome,  and  in  assuring  you  that  it  affords  us  sincere  pleasure 
to  have  an  opportunity  of  visiting  your  important  and  interesting  city.  I  am 
glad  that  we  have  met  here  to-day  to  inaugurate  an  undertaising  of  such 
great  value  as  a  people's  ^k  must  be  to  a  large  and  industrial  town ;  and  it 
is  an  additional  gratification  to  me  to  think  that  we  are  the  guests  of  the 
munificent  donor  of  such  a  splendid  gift — ^your  honoured  fellow  citizen.  Sir 
William  Armstrong.  (Loud  applause.)  A  Library  and  a  Museum  of 
Natoial  History  are  objects  whicn  cannot  fail  to  be  highly  appreciated  by 
the  intoliigent  population  of  Newcastle-upon-Tyne ;  and  these  institutions 
will,  I  trust,  prove  a  continual  source  of  instruction  and  recreation  to  them. 
Let  me,  in  conclusion,  gentlemen,  express  to  you  my  warm  acknowledgment 
for  yonr  words  of  loyalty  and  devotion  towards  the  Queen  and  the  members 
of  the  R«>yal  Family  ;  and  above  all,  let  me  thank  you,  in  the  name  of  the 
Prinoeaa,  for  the  very  kind  terms  in  which  you  so  tonchinely  allude  to  her 
presence  on  this  happy  occasion.  (Loud  cheers.)— The  Mayor,  addressing 
His  Royal  Highness  said  :  I  have  the  honour  to  invito  your  Royal  Highness 
to  open  the  Jesmond  Dene  section  of  the  Armstrong  Park.  It  is  the  gift  of 
a  distinguished  citizen,  and  will  associate  for  all  time  the  honoured  name  of 
Armstrong  with  our  greatest  public  benefactors.  The  Corporation  recognised 
the  Impottance  of  open  spaces,  and  in  1878  purchased  parks  in  the  east  and 
west  ends  of  the  town,  as  near  the  houses  of  the  people  as  possible.  The 
Heaton  Park,  which  consisted  of  23  acres,  had  scarcely  been  opened  when 
8ir  William  Armstrong  endorsed  the  action  of  the  Council  by  generously 
extending  the  area  to  62  acres.  Sir  William  Armstrong  has  recently  added  to 
his  mnnifioence  by  his  gift  to  the  city  of  the  pleasure  grounds  of  Jesmond 
Dene.  They  cover  an  area  of  62  acres,  and  are  charmingly  wooded ;  while 
the  general  formation  of  the  land  presents  every  featore  that  could  possibly 
be  desired  by  the  most  critical  authority  on  landscape  cultore.  The 
Banqnetinff  Hall  and  its  surrounding  are  included  in  the  gift,  and  with 
generous  uioushtfulness,  valuable  residential  property,  the  annual  income 
ariaing  from  which  is  to  be  appropriated  to  maintain  the  park.  The  taste 
displayed  in  laying  out  these  jprounds  is  only  equalled  by  the  noble 
geoerod^  of  their  donor.  This  nark,  while  presenting  great  natoral 
chATina,  is  in  close  proximity  with  a  lar^e  industrial  population — a  circum- 
stenoe  which  cannot  be  too  highly  estimated  or  too  dearly  prized.  The 
rapid  growth  of  the  population  renders  open  spaces  essential,  whether  parks 
or  recreation  ffrounds ;  they  are  the  lungs  of  tne  city,  and  while  contributing 
to  their  health  and  happiness,  add  materially  to  ito  beauty  and  adornment. 
The  inflnence  of  parks  is  beneficial  in  the  hishest  degree ;  they  li£|hten  and 
^adden  the  lives  of  the  people,  and,  aided  by  education  and  the  improved 
dwelltngs  for  artisans,  in  which  your  Hic^ness  is  taking  so  much  interest, 
will  egercise  a  powerful  and  elevating  ixmaence  upon  fatore  genentions.  Jn 
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taking  yoar  Royal  Hu^eia  to  deckre  the  Amutrong  Paxk  open,  I  hAve 
the  honoar  to  present  this  key,  and  to  beg  in  the  name  of  the  Ck>rporation  of 
Newcastle  that  yoar  Royal  Hishness  will  be  pleased  to  aooept  it.  (Cheers). 
— His  Royal  Highoess  received  a  handsome  gold  key  from  the  Mayor,  and 
said,  "  I  declare  this  park  now  open.*' — The  declaration  was  received  with 
load  cheers,  which  were  contiDaed  as  their  Royal  Hishnesses,  followed  hv 
the  company,  walked  down  the  hall  to  the  soaUi  window,  in  front  of  which 
her  Royal  Highness  had  graoioasly  consented  to  olant  a  tree.  On  the 
small  green  plot  in  front  of  the  window  her  Roval  Highness  was  presented 
by  the  Mayoress  with  a  silver  spade,  with  which  to  perform  the  ceremony, 
llie  tree,  a  yoang  Turkey  oak,  presented  by  Messrs.  Wm.  Fell  and  Oo., 
seedsmen,  Hexham,  had  been  placed  loosely  in  the  ground,  and  only 
needed  a  few  spades  of  earth  to  fix  it  securely.  Her  Royal  Highness 
took  the  spade  and,  amidst  great  cheerino,  completed  the  ceremony. 
The  address,  presented  by  the  Mavor  and  Corporation  to  their  Royal 
Highnesses,  is  m  the  form  of  a  magnificent  volume  bound  in  real  morooco, 
having  in  the  centre  the  moooeram  of  the  Princess  interwoven  and 
surmounted  by  a  single  crown  and  the  plumes  of  the  Prince  of  Wales.  It 
is  inlaid  in  proper  heraldic  colours  ana  outlined  in  burnished  flold.  The 
inside  of  the  cover  is  lined  with  beautiful  blue  watered  silk,  instead  of 
following  the  traditionary  method  of  illuminating  and  enriching  the  text  of 
an  addrMs  in  the  style  of  medieval  manuscript,  the  artistic  excellence  of 
this  address  is  unique.  Each  page  is  a  work  of  art  in  itself,  and  in  thorous^ 
harmony  with  moaem  ideas.  TThis  result  is  largely  to  the  credit  of  Mr.  S. 
Joblinff,  the  well-known  local  artist^  who  has  contributed  to  the  address 
sevenu  beautiful  water-colour  drawings  of  the  various  places  of  interest 
associated  with  the  Royal  visit.  The  address  itself,  which  is  executed  in  a 
tasteful  manner  in  golden  colour,  runs  from  page  to  page  between  the 
pictures.  The  decorations  and  arrangement  of  eaon  page  vary  in  character. 
The  first  page  is  occupied  with  the  arms  of  the  Prince  uid  Princess,  in  full 
heraldic  bliusonry,  most  artistically  treated,  and  careful  in  finish.  The 
second — ^the  title  pagc^has  in  an  oblong  |>anel  across  the  top  a  view  of 
Newcastle  from  the  river.  On  the  left  side  is  painted  the  well-known 
symbolic  head  of  Old  Father  Tyne,  and  the  ffleaming  river  with  its  bridges 
appears  across  the  bottom  of  the  page.  At  tne  extreme  right  is  painted  the 
arms  of  the  city,  supported  by  the  two  sea-horses,  and  the  brave  mottoes 
on  a  ribbon  underneath.  The  dedication  occupies  the  intervening  spaces. 
The  address  begms  on  the  third  page  and  extends  over  six  leaves.  At  the 
head  of  this,  the  third  page,  is  a  Uffge  view  of  the  High  Level  and  Swing 
Bridges,  and  tasteful  decorations  at  the  sides.  The  fourth  page  has  a  view 
of  the  epire  of  St.  Nicholas'  Cathedral ;  the  fifth  a  view  of  Castle  Garth  and 
Black  €wte,  West  Moor  Pit  Head,  and  a  coal  staith ;  sixth,  cirotdar  views 
of  Jesmond  Dene  and  Cragside,  and  views  of  the  ruins  of  King  John's 
Palace,  Jesmond  Mill,  and  the  terrace  in  the  East  End  Park;  seventh. 
Natural  History  Museum  and  Albert  Edward  Dock ;  and  eighth  and  last 
page.  Free  Library ;  and  at  the  termination  of  the  address  the  autographs  of 
the  Mayor,  Sheriff,  and  Town  Clerk.  Opposite  the  signatures  is  the 
corporate  seal  of  the  city  in  red  wax,  and  set  in  a  s<iuare  sunken  pand, 
with  blue  silk  as  a  ground.  The  entire  volume  has,  with  the  exception  of 
the  excellent  pictures  by  Mr.  R.  Jobling,  been  illuminated  and  oomtdeted 
by  Messrs.  Mawson,  Swan,  and  Morgan.  The  key  presented  by  the  Mayor 
to  his  Royal  Highness  is  composed  entirely  of  gold.  The  stem  is  beauti- 
fully chased.  At  the  top  of  the  key  are  the  Newcastle  arms  with  supporters 
enamelled  in  their  proper  heraldic  colours.  On  the  reverse  side  there  are 
representations  of  the  rrince  of  Wales'  feathers,  garter,  and  motto.  The 
following  inscription  appears  on  the  wards : — *'  Armstrong  Park,  Newcastle- 
on-Tyne,  opened  by  H.R.H.  the  Prince  of  Wales.  Aug.  20th,  1884."  The 
key,  which  is  six  inches  in  length,  is  enclosed  in  a  handsome  morooco  case. 
The  spade  presented  bv  the  ^yoress  to  the  Princess  is  about  three  feet 
long.  The  blade  and  handle  are  of  silver,  and  the  shaft  is  composed  of  09k 
found  in  the  river  Tjm,    At  the  top  of  the  blade  there  is  a  representation 
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off  ih%  PkiDoe*!  ooroiMt»  and  below  that  the  impaled  tanoB  of  the  Prinoe  and 
Brinoeas.  At  the  lower  part  of  the  blade  is  the  following  inBcription : — 
"Viaitof  their  Royal  Highneaaee  the  Prinoe  and  Princeaa  of  Wales,  New- 
eastle-on-lVne.  Openingof  the  Armstrong  Park,  20th  Angost,  1884."  A 
aQyer  plate  bearing  the  Newcastle  arms  is  attached  to  the  shaft  about 
midway  between  the  handle  and  the  blade.  The  spade  is  arranged  in  a 
dark  moroooo  case  Jined  with  silk.  On  the  outside  of  the  oase  there  is  a 
monogram,  aoorcmet,  and  "Newcastle,  1884."— The  Boyal  party,  leaving 
the  Banquetting  hall,  drove  by  way  of  Jesmond  Dene  Boad,  Matthew  Bank 
Road,  North  Boad,  Barras  Bndge,  and  St.  Mary's  Place,  to  St.  George's 
Hall,  where  luncheon  took  place.  About  800  ladies  and  gentlemen  were 
preaent  at  the  luncheon. — The  Mayor  occupied  the  chair,  and  on  his  right 
hand  were  the  Prinoess  of  Wales,  Sir  W.  Q.  Armstrong;,  Lady  Hastings, 
Prinoe  Qeorae,  Mrs.  Wilberforce,  Earl  Bavensworth,  Miss  Knollys,  Lord 
Haatima,  Mr.  J.  W.  Watson,  Mrs.  Watson,  Sir  Hedworth  Williamson, 
Lady  Williamson,  Sir  James  A.  Picton,  Mr.  L  L.  Bell  (High  Sheriff  of 
Durham),  Mrs.  Bell,  Mr.  Albert  Grey,  M.P.,  Mrs.  Grey,  Mr.  H.  Calcraft, 
Mr.  T.  J.  Bradshaw,  Mrs.  Bradshaw,  Major-General  Willis,  C.B.,  Mr.  C. 
M.  Palmer,  M.P.,  the  Ven.  Archdeacon  Hamilton,  Lady  Louisa  Hamilton, 
Mr.  Joseph  Dodds,  M.P.,  the  Vicar  of  Newcastle  (the  Key.  Canon  Lloyd),

Mr.  8.  Tucker  (Somerset  Herald),  Bev.  Dr.  Iwuce,  Mrs.  Bruce,  Lieut-Colonel 
Bond,  Mrs.  Bond,  and  Captain  Noble.  On  the  left  of  the  Mayor  were  the 
Prinoe  of  Wales,  the  Mayoress  of  Newcastle,  Prinoe  Albert  Victor,  Lady 
Armstrong  the  Duke  of  Sutherland,  the  Bishop  of  Newcastle,  Mrs.  Nelson, 
the  Shenif  of  Newcastle  (Mr.  Nelson),  Lord  Colyille,  the  Hon.  C.  R. 
Spencer,  M.P.,  Lady  Hay,  Sir  J.  C.  Dalrymple-Hay,  Sir  G.  Elliot,  Bart, 
M.P.,  Mr.  G.  J.  Howard,  M.P.,  Aid.  0>wen,  M.P.,  Mrs.  Newton,  the  Bishop 
of  Hexham  and  Newcastle,  Mr.  F.  Knollys,  C.B.,  Mr.  J.  Morley,  M.P., 
Mr.  J.  Dent-Dent,  Colonel  Clarke,  Mr.  W.  A.  Watson,  Mrs.  Potter,  Colonel 
Potter,  C.B,  Mrs.  Steyenson,  Mr.  J.  C.  Steyenson,  M.P.,  Miss  Steyenson, 
the  Yen.  Archdeacon  Martin,  Mrs.  Motnm,  the  Town  Clerk  (Mr.  Hill 
Motom),  Miss  Newton,  Dr.  Bond,  Mrs.  Collinffwood,  Colonel  CoUingwood, 
lin.  Spenser,  and  Lieutenant-Colonel  MelyiUe. — Grace  before  luncheon 
wna  aaid  by  Dr.  Wilberforce,  the  Bishop  of  Newcastle,  and  after  luncheon 
by  Dr.  Bewick,  B.C.  Bishop  of  Hexham  and  Newcastle.  After  luncheon, 
the  Mayor  said :  The  toast  which  I  haye  the  honour  to  propose  is  one  always 
veloonied  by  Noyocastrians.  The  Queen  lires  in  the  hearts  of  her  subjects ; 
and  I  am  sure  that  no  people  in  the  yast  empire,  upon  which  the  sun  never 
■eta,  appreoiate  more  thoroughly  the  exalted  attributes  of  our  Soyerdsn 
Lady  Queen  Victoria  than  her  loyal  citizens  of  Newcastle.  (Cheers.)  Sm 
rsign  has  been  exalted  in  the  highest  sense — art,  science,  inyention,  and 
education  haye  made  unprecedented  progress,  and  will  cast  a  lustre  upon 
the  Victorian  era  which  can  neyer  fade.  (Cheers.)  The  deyoted  manner  in 
which  ahe  has  discharged  the  functions  of  her  lofty  station,  combined  with 


tbe  simplicity  of  her  priTato  life,  haye  enshrined  her  in  the  hearts  of  her 
people.  (Cheers.)  The  historian  of  the  future  will  contrast  her  reign 
iayourably  with  that  of  the  sreatest  monarch  who  ever  guided  the  destinies 


of  a  nation.  ((Theers.)  I  call  upon  you  to  drink  "  the  health  of  the  Queen. 
God  bleas  the  Queen."  (Cheers.)— The  Mayor :  With  the  permission  of  our 
Royal  guesta,  my  lords,  ladiea,  and  gentlemen,  I  have  the  honour  and 
nrivilege  of  proposing  the  toaat  of  the  day — the  health  of  the  Prince  and 
rrinoess  of  Wales  and  the  members  of  the  Royal  Family.  (Cheers.)  Their 
welfaie  is  dear  to  all  British  hearts ;  and  in  submittinff  this  toast  I  beg  to 
eauMeaa  the  thanks  of  the  loyal  dtisens  of  Newcastle  for  the  distinction 
your  Highnesses  have  conferred  upon  ua  by  your  gracious  presence  here 
to-day.  Gur  ancient  town  earned  the  charters  of  its  privileges  for  services 
rsndered  to  the  Throne  *'  in  the  brave  days  of  old,**  and  tne  new  city  is 
ptood  of  the  opportonity  afforded  it  of  evincing  its  loyiJty  and  attachment  to 
Hbm  Royal  Faauly.  (Renewed  cheers.)  The  first  visit  of  the  Prince  and 
PrinosM  of  WalM  to  Tyneside  is  a  memorable  oooaaion.    The  kind  interest 
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your  Bighnemm  hftve  been  gmoioiialy  pleased  to  take  in  oar  local  worka  will 
ever  prove  a  grateful  remembrance.  (Cheers.)  Parks,  mnsenms,  and 
Ubranes  are  amooffst  the  cheering  indications  of  the  progress  of  the  times, 
carrying,  as  they  do,  health,  onltnre,  and  recreation  to  the  masses.  The 
people  are  deeply  indebted  to  your  Highnesses  for  promoting  great  national 
institntions,  wnether  for  the  preservation  of  life  or  ameliorating  its  conditions. 
(Cheers.)  In  the  name  of  my  fellow  citizens,  I  fervently  hope  that  many 
years  of  health  and  hapniness  are  before  your  Highness,  the  Prinoeas  of 
Wales,  and  your  Royal  Family,  and  that  yonr  visit  to  Newcastle  will 
always  be  associated  with  pleasant  memones. — ^The  toast  was  heartilv 
received,  the  company  risins  and  cheering,  and  ladies  waved  their  hand- 
kerchiefs. The  band  played  *<(}od  bless  the  Prince  of  Wales,"  and  the 
Danish  National  Anthem. — ^The  Prince  of  Wales  said :  Mr.  Mayor,  ladies, 
and  gentlemen,  the  Princess  and  myself  have  been  deeply  touched  by  the 
way  in  which  this  toast  has  been  proposed  and  so  kindly  received  by  all  of 
von  to-day.  It  has  been  a  long  time  oar  great  wish  to  visit  the  city  of 
Newcastle.  ((Jheers. )  We  have  passed  along  yonr  railway  bridge  many  a 
time  to  and  fro  from  Scotland,  bat  we  have  not  bad  the  advantage  of  visiting 
voar  city  till  to-day ;  and  I  am  sare,  ladies  and  gentlemen,  that  we  should 
be  indeed  difficult  to  please  if  we  did  not  express  to  you  oar  sincere 
gratification  for  the  kind,  cordial,  and  northern  welcome.  (Loud  cheers.) 
If  I  may  say  so,  the  brightness  of  the  sun  and  the  cordiality  of  the  reception 
which  we  faiave  met  with  have  vied  to|;ether.  Besides  visiting  your  ancient 
and  interesting  city,  it  affords  us  soecial  gratification  to  be  associated  to-day 
with  the  different  works  in  which  all  of  you  are  deeply  interested.  (Cheers. ) 
The  park  we  have  opened  to-day  must  be  a  great  boon  to  a  great  industrial 
town  like  this ;  and  I  am  glad  to  think  that  with  it  is  justly  associated  the 
name  of  that  great  and  distinguished  fellow  citizen.  Sir  William  Armstrong. 
(Cheers.)  Not  only,  ladies  and  gentlemen,  is  his  name  known  in  the  Britiw 
dominions  as  a  great  man  and  a  great  inventor,  but  I  may  safely  say  it  is 
known  all  over  the  world.  And  not  the  least  of  his  great  qualities  are  his 
great  liberality  and  his  great  philanthropv,  which  I  know  nobody  appreciates 
more  than  his  fellow  citizens  of  Newcastle.  (Cheers.)  We  also  will  have 
the  advantage  of  opening  a  Free  Library  and  a  Natural  History  Museum. 
All  these  are  of  great  importance  in  our  great  cities ;  and  especially  for  the 
classes  who  have  Ions  and  laborious  hours  of  work,  there  is  nothing  which 
is  better  for  them  than  to  have  useful  and  good  objects  of  recreation. 
(Cheers.)  Let  me  thank  you  again  most  warmly  and  most  cordiallv  for 
your  kind  reception ;  and  allow  me,  Mr.  Mayor,  to  thank  you  and  the 
Corporation  of  this  city  for  the  admirable  arrangements  and  order  that  have 
prevailed,  and  for  the  kind  way  in  which  ^ou  have  received  us.  In  con- 
clusion I  know  I  cannot  propose  a  toast  which  will  meet  with  more  approval 
than  that  of  the  '*  Mayor  and  Corporation  of  Newcastle."  (Loud  cheers.)^ 
The  Mayor  said :  In  the  name  of  our  ancient  Corporation,  and  on  behalf  of 
the  people  of  Newcastle,  I  have  the  honour  to  thank  your  Highness  for  the 
i^ery  gracious  expression  of  approval  with  which  you  have  been  pleased  to 
favour  us.  Newcastle  is  one  of  the  oldest  centres  qf  population  in  the 
kingdom.  Its  early  history  merges  into  the  dim  unwritten  past,  while  its 
present  is  abreast  the  progress  and  advancement  of  the  times.  Newcastle 
and  the  valley  of  the  Tyne  have  contributed  largely  to  the  intellectual  and 
industrial  growth  of  the  century.  (Cheers.)  The  lifeboat  was  improved 
and  made  seaworthy  by  Tyne  men,  while  iron  shipbuilding  has  its  home  on 
the  banks  of  our  river.  The  miner's  safety  lamp  is  a  local  production,  while 
that  of  Swan  has  carried  consternation  to  the  holders  of  gas  stock. 
(Laughter.)  Chemical  manufactures  and  mining  are  our  staple  indus- 
tries, while  the  inventive  genius  of  the  Stephensons  and  Sir  William 
Armstrong  has  asserted  our  engineering  supremacy  at  home  and  abroad. 
(Cheers.)  Our  pursuits  are  varied  and  countless.  We  can  produce 
aujTthing  between  soda  crystals  and  an  ironclad;  a  member  of  Parlia- 
ment and  a  steam  en^ej  a'  poet  or  a  lord  chanoellor.  (Cheers.) 
We  have  a  splendid  city,  adorned  by  native  architectural  genius,  of 
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which  the  Corporation  and  the  people  are  not  unreasonably  proud. 
Bot  I  miut  conclude — 

"Fbr  breritr  is  the  sool  of  wit, 

TedionaneflB  the  limbs  and  empty  flourishes— 

IwiUbebrieL" 
*  And  can  no  better  answer  make.    But  thanks,  and  thanks,  most  graoioos  Prlnoe." 

(Cheen). — Alderman  Cowen,  M.P.,  who  was  received  with  loud  cheers,  pro- 
posed '*The  lodustries  of  Tyneside."  He  said :  An  ancient  author,  in  a  some- 
what mixed  metaphor,  described  Newcastle  as  **thb  eye  of  the  north  and  the 
hesrth  that  warmeth  the  south  with  fire."  The  north  had  got  other  eyes, 
ind  the  south  other  hearths  since  that  was  written.  Bat  the  panorama  of 
population  and  industry  presented  on  Tyneside  has  lost  none  of  its 
promiaenoe  and  interest.  (Cheers. )  In  few  districts  is  the  continuity  of 
English  history  better  exemplified.  There  are  places,  rich  in  renown,  which 
the  oea^less  but  shifting  currents  of  commerce  have  stranded.  (Hear, 
hear.)  There  are  others  that  only  embody  the  hurried  and  evanescent  life 
of  the  day.  Here  tradition  and  movement,  the  sentiment  of  reverence,  and 
the  spirit  of  enterprise — links  in  an  eternal  chain  reaching  before  and  after — 
harmonise.  We  live  both  with  antiquity  and  posterity — with  antiquity  in 
our  charters,  immunities,  and  monuments — with  posterity  in  our  aspirations 
after  further  development.  The  doughty  Newcastle  burghers  id  olden 
times  oft  rolled  back  the  tide  of  war.  (Cheers.)  Their  sons  contribute  to 
the  national  defence  weapons  of  unrivalled  precision  and  poteocy.  Three 
centuries  ago  the  Tyne  was  the  eighth  port  of  the  kingdom.  Now  it  ranks 
•eeond  in  the  number  of  ships  that  enter  it,  third  in  the  bnlk  of  its  exports, 
sod  fiitt  in  the  universality  of  its  trade.  (Cheers. )  From  its  valley  ooal  was 
fiistdu^  The  same  measures  still  supply  more  of  that  mineral — the  main- 
iprin^  of  material  civilisation — the  source  of  mechanical  motion  and 
chemical  chanee — than  any  other.  This,  too,  was  the  birthplace  of  the 
looomotive,  and  the  nursery  of  the  railway  system.  (Cheers.)  It  is  seldom 
that  modem  industrialism  so  closely  confronts  the  crumbling  relics  of  a 
legendary  and  turbulent  but  memorable  past.  The  susgestive  contrasts 
have  not  been  without  influence  on  the  inhabitants.  A^Northumbriaa's 
ehirscter  is  pre-eminently  his  own.  He  impresses  his  aDcestral  individu- 
ality on  his  surroundings.  He  was  cradled  in  adventure,  and  is  trained  to 
itoray  work.  The  disposition  that  once  made  him  a  reiver,  and  sent  him 
on  forays  across  the  Borders,  makes  now  a  rover,  and  sends  him  to  far 
n?annahs,  where  he  fights  a  brave  battle  for  himself,  his  family,  and  his 
isoe.  The  impulse  that  instifi;ates  adventure,  promotes  the  mental 
flexibility  and  physical  hardihood  which  constitutes  at  once  the  supremacy 
and  safeguard  of  British  mercantile  speculation.  We  do  not  attempt  to 
extract  from  uncongenial  soil  and  climate  incongruous  products.  Nor  do  we 
ftthion  inefficacious  ores  into  inefficient  instruments.  We  purchase  the  crude 
naterial  wherever  it  is  best,  and  bestow  upon  it  that  which  gives  it  value — 
Ishoor.  (Hear,  hear.)  Civilisation  multiplies  pursn its.  Success  is  most  assured 
when  the  largest  number  of  persons  are  thrivingly  employed  in  the  greatest 
diversity  of  ways.  We  make  an  approach  to  tnat  condition  on  Tyneside. 
The  variety  of  our  occapations  is  our  security  and  strength.  When  one 
nSon  all  suffer,  but  not  equally  or  alike.  We  are  passing  throngh  a  period 
of  acate  depression,  but  it  will  only  be  transient,  bepression  is  not  decay. 
An  storms — commercial  as  well  as  atmospheric — rock  themselves  to  rest. 
Sclipses  surprise  children  only,  and  alarm  none  bnt  savai^es.  (Laughter.) 
Refinement  and  culture  create  fresh  wants.  Tosratify  them  intellect  is 
ftwakened  and  effort  stimulated  and  disciplined.  The  keener  the  want  the 
■harper  the  spur,  and  the  lustier  the  growth.  Therein  lies  the  incentive  to 
and  the  guarantee  of  progress.  (Cheers.)  Its  course  may  be  fitful,  but  it 
ii  iooessant  and  immutable.  Spectral  competitors  affright  the  timid.  But 
th^  need  not.  Work  always  seeks  the  best  hands,  and  as  long  as  English 
vtuans  retain  their  skill  and  En^ish  merchants  their  integrity — and  there 
i>  no  eridence  of  decadence  in  either — they  need  never  knuckle  under  to 
^igo  craftmien  or  capitalists.     (Cheers.)     With  all  her  shortcomings  the

world  has  not  seen  so  fair  a  model  of  public  and  private  prosperity — of 
liberty  chastened  by  law,  and  law  softened  by  liberty — or  so  magni- 
ficent yet  so  solid  a  fabric  of  national  contentment  and  grandeur  as  England 
furnishes.  (Obeers)  There  have  been  nations  who  have  equalled,  some 
who  have  excelled,  her  in  the  arts  of  elegant  expression  and  imagination,  in 
the  exact  sciences  and  in  abstract  philosophy,  but  in  that  concentrated 
power  and  resource,  which  gives  man  dommion  over  other  creatures,  and 
enables  him  to  wield  the  elements  and  arm  himself  with  the  force  of  all 
their  lesions,  she  is  unsurpassed.  (Cheers.)  But  while  we  chant  peans  to 
Imperial  stability  and  dignity,  and  pronounce  panegyrics  on  aggregate 
opulence,  we  are  not  oblivious  to  the  lot  of  the  stncken  and  the  desolate— 
apparitions  of  the  underlying  forces  of  society— who  are  doomed  to  endure 
the  pangs  of  povertv  and  the  stings  of  unavailing  care.  In  common  with 
others  more  favourably  found  they  are  throwing  their  shuttles  across  the 
loom  of  time,  and  who  can  say  what  web  they  are  weaving  ?  No  name  can 
be  more  appositely  associated  with  northern  industry  and  public  spirit  than 
that  of  the  founder  and  master  mind  of  Els  wick.  (Loud  cheers.)  He  has 
cast  his  thoughts  into  iron,  invested  them  with  all  the  romance  of  mechanical 
art,  and  achieved  wealth  almost  beyond  the  dreams  of  avarice.  But  he  does 
not  live  for  himself  alone.  He  is  happy  when  others  can  share  in  his 
bounty.  (Cheers.)  Self -prompted,  self -sustained,  and,  to  his  present  pro- 
fession, self-taught,  he  has  worked  his  irresistible  way  through  a  thousand 
obstacles,  and  become  one  of  the  ornaments  of  his  country  when  his  country 
is  one  of  the  oroaments  of  the  world.  (Renewed  cheers.)  He  has  inter- 
woven the  history  of  his  life  with  the  history  of  his  native  place,  and  has 
made  one  of  the  foundations  of  its  fame  the  monument  of  his  virtues.  He 
has  shown  how  the  lofty  aims  of  science  and  the  eager  demands  of  business 
can  be  assimilated — how  the  graces  of  social  taste  and  embellishment  need 
not  be  sullied  by  vulgar  prodigality.  A  man  who  has  won  renown  in  wider 
scenes  feels,  when  his  spirit  wearies  and  his  strength  fails,  that  there  is  no 
admiration  so  acceptable,  no  applause  so  sweet,  as  that  which  springs  from 
those  who  have  followed  his  career,  sympathised  with  his  struggles,  and 
exulted  in  his  triumphs.  At  such  times  and  in  such  circumstances  his 
heart  warms  to  his  own  people,  and  their  hearts  warm  to  him.  There  is 
this  laudable  reciprocity  of  sentiment  between  the  citizens  of  Newcastle  and 
Sir  William  Armstrong. — Sir  W.  G.  Armstrong,  in  response,  said  :  Your 
Royal  Highnesses,  and  my  lords,  ladies,  and  gentlemen  :  on  behalf  of  those 
who  are  engaged  in  the  industries  of  our  noble  river,  I  thank  you  for  the 
honour  you  have  done  us ;  and,  on  my  own  account,  I  thank  you  for  the 
cordial  welcome  that  you  have  given  to  my  name  in  association  with  this 
toast.  (Cheers.)  I  also  thank  the  eloquent  senior  member  for  this  city  for 
the  flattering  expressions  which  he  has  used  towards  me,  and  I  should  have 
felt  more  srateful  to  him  had  he  toned  down  his  remarks  to  the  level  of  my 
merits.  Their  Royal  Highnesses  will  to-morrow  have  the  opportunity  of 
judging  for  themselves  of  the  vast  extent  of  our  industries  eastward  of 
Newcastle  ;  but,  unfortunately,  they  will  not  have  the  same  opportunity  of 
viewing  the  industries  to  the  westward  of  Newcastle.  If  I  may  be  allowed 
to  say  so,  1  think  that  any  inspection  of  our  places  of  industry  which  omits 
even  a  view  of  the  Elswick  Works,  is  rather  like  the  play  of  "  Hamlet " 
with  the  part  of  the  Prince  left  out.  (Cheers  and  laughter.)  I  am  quite 
aware  that  it  would  have  been  quite  impossible  to  have  dovetailed  a  visit  to 
Elswick  with  the  other  things  which  had  to  be  done  on  this  occasion  ;  but 
seeing  that  the  Elswick  Works  may  claim  a  national  importance  on  the 
ground  that,  in  the  event  of  war,  they  will  certainly  take  the  character  of  a 
reserve  arsenal — (cheers)— I  will  venture  to  hope  that  their  Royal  High- 
nesses will  take  some  other  opportunity  of  visiting  these  works  in  a  private 
manner.  (Cheers.)  I  am  sure  they  must  be  well  satisfied  with  the  mani- 
festations of  loyalty  which  they  have  seen  this  day,  and  dispense  with  a 
repetition  of  them  on  the  occasion  of  a  second  visit.  (Cheers.)— This  con- 
cluded the  proceedings,  and  the  Princess  took  the  Mayor's  arm,  and  followed 
by  the  Prince  of  Wales  with  the  Mayoress,  left  the  hall.    Their  Royal 
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S^neasei  And  other  distmgaished  guests  made  a  short  stay  in  the  two 
haodsomely  famished  private  rooms,  and  a  few  minutes  after  four  o'clock 
left  the  hall  for  the  museum.  The  KaturaJ  History  Society  of  Northum- 
berland, Durham,  and  Newcastle,  after  occupying  dingy  and  confined  pre- 
mises in  Library  Place,  Westeate  Road,  for  half  a  century,  to-day  opeoed 
their  large,  well-arranged  building  at  Barras  Bridse,  Newcastle.  A  new 
museum  was  long  needed  for  the  proper  display  of  the  splendid  collection  of 
articles  owned  by  the  Society,  but  the  difficulty  was  the  obtaining  of  the 
necessary  funds.  A  few  years  ago  the  late  Colonel  John  Joicey,  M.P.,  of 
Newton  Hall,  gave  the  sum  of  £12,000  as  a  nucleus  for  a  building  fund ; 
and  afterwards  the  late  Mr.  Edward  Joicey  gave  £4.000 ;  the  late 
Mr.  W.  G.  Hewitson,  £3,000;  Sir  William  G.  Armstrong,  £10,000; 
I^dy  Armstrong,  £2,500  ;  Mr.  I.  L.  Bell,  £1,000  ;  and  other  sums  have 
increased  the  building  fund  to  about  £37.000.  The  Society  purchased  the 
house  and  grouncls,  called  St.  James's,  situate  at  the  junction  of  the  North 
Boad  and  Back  Eldon  Street — an  admirable  site  in  all  respects.  The  ground 
has  to  be  kept  open,  and  laid  out  in  an  ornamental  manner.  Mr.  John 
Hancock  and  a  few  other  well-known  naturalists,  planned  the  internal 
arrangements  of  the  building,  and  Messrs.  Wudle  and  Sons,  architects, 
were  commissioned  to  design  the  outward  walls,  &c.  The  building,  which 
has  a  massive  appearance,  is  designed  in  the  classic  style  of  architecture. 
The  entrance  is  reached  by  a  flight  of  stone  steps  60  feet  in  length,  opening 
into  a  corridor,  from  each  end  of  which  admission  is  gained  to  large  halls, 
and  by  staircases  to  the  galleiT.  In  the  first  room,  which  is  100  feet  long 
by  40  feet  wide,  is  displayed  the  collection  of  fishes,  reptiles,  shells,  insects, 
spoKiges  ;  and  in  the  gallery  is  the  collection  of  drawings  of  birds,  &c.,  by 
Thomas  Bewick,  presented  by  the  executors  of  the  late  Miss  Bewick.  The 
central  hall,  whicn  is  100  feet  long  by  60  feet  in  width,  is  devoted  to  the 
display  of  Mr.  John  Hancock's  splenaid  gift  of  British  birds,  &c.  This  is 
the  finest  collection  of  British  birds  in  the  kingdom,  and  it  is  believed  that 
no  museum  in  the  world  possesses  so  complete  and  beautiful  a  collection  of 
falcons.  The  third  hall,  100  feet  long  by  40  feet  wide,  contains  the 
geological  collections,  including  the  entire  collection  of  the  fauna  of  the  coal 
measures  made  by  the  late  Mr.  Thomas  Athey,  and  presented  to  the 
museum  by  Lady  Armstrong  ;  and  also  the  type  specimens  of  the  flora  of 
the  coal  mAasnres  from  which  the  illustrations  of  the  fossil  flora  of  Lindley 
and  Hutton  were  drawn.  The  generosity  of  Sir  William  and  Lady 
Armstrong  enabled  the  committee  to  erect  a  corridor  at  the  east  side  of  the 
bnilding ;  and  when  funds  are  forthcoming  a  similar  corridor  will  be  built 
at  the  west  side.  In  the  lower  corridor  there  is  placed  the  skeleton  of  a 
whale,  and  a  great  many  other  objects  of  interest ;  and  in  the  upper  corridor 
la  the  ethnological  collection.  The  three  larse  halls  open  into  each  other 
by  means  of  liurge  doorwavs,  and  all  are  well  Uffhted  by  lantern  lights  raised 
above  the  glass  roof.  It  would  be  impossible  to  have  better  internal 
arrangements,  and  certainly  the  contents  of  the  museum  are  of  the  highest 
value,  and  in  many  respects— especially  British  birds  and  the  fauna 
and  flora  of  the  coal  measures — cannot  be  eqalled  by  any  other 
collection  in  the  world.  The  entire  cost  of  the  building  and 
fittings  is  about  £42,000,  of  which  about  £5,000  is  still  to  be  raised. 
Soon  after  four  o'clock  the  Royal  party  arrived  at  the  Museum,  where  a 
guard  of  honour,  consisting  of  Captain  Carr,  Lieutenant  Jobling,  and  98 
non-commissioned  officers  and  men  and  band  of  the  1st  Newcastle  and  Dar- 
ham  Engineers,  were  drawn  up.  As  soon  as  their  Boyal  Highnesses  left 
the  carriage  and  passed  up  the  steps  to  the  entrance  hall.  Sir  Wm.  At  mstrong 
introduced  to  them  Mr.  John  Hancock.  The  party  were  takeu  round  the 
central  room,  where  the  collection  of  birds  is  placed,  and  in  o  the  geological 
room,  the  Princess  desiring  to  see  Lady  Armstrong's  present  of  coal  fossils, 
and  were  shown  round  in  groups  as  follows  : — Prince  of  Wales,  Princess  of 
Wales,  Prince  Albert  Victor,  and  Prince  George,  conducted  by  Sir  W.  G. 
Armstrong,  Mr.  John  Hancock,  Rev.  J.  F.  Bigge,  and  Dr.  Embleton ;  the 
Duke  of  ^therland,  Lord  and  Lady  Hastings,  and  Lord  Colville^  conducted 
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by  Mr.  Fenwick,  Mr.  Adaroson,  and  Mr.  Green  ;  Lady  Armstronsu  Mr.  J. 
W.  Watson,  and  Mrs.  Watson,  conducted  by  Mr.  I.  L.  Bell,  Mr.  Middleton, 
and  Mr.  Glover;  the  Honoarable  C.  R.  Spencer,  M.P.,  Mr.  G.  J.  Howard, 
M.P.,  Mr.  H.  Galcraft,  Mr.  W.  A.  Watson,  conducted  by  Mr.  Browell  and 
Mr.  Stevenson.     There  was  erected  at  the  end  of  the  central  room  a  daiB, 
on  which    were   placed  two  antique  chairs.     The  Prinoe  and  Princess 
mounted  the  dais,   and  were  followed  by  Sir   Wm.  Armstrong,  Prinoe 
Albert  Victor,  and  Prince  George.     Sir  Wm.  Armstrong,  addressing  his 
Royal  Highness,  said :  I  have  to  express  the  pleasure  of  this  institute  in 
having  the  honour  of  your  Royal  Highnesses'  presence  to-day,  and  I  have 
the  honour  of  asking  your  Royal  Highness  to  declare  this  museum  open. — 
His  Royal  Highness  then  said  :  I  declare  this  museum  now  open.    (Load 
cheering.) — ^The  Royal  party  retired  to  private  rooms  prepared  for  them, 
and  signed  the  visitors'  book. — Leaving  the  Museum  the  Royal  visitors 
drove  to  the  Public  Library,  New  Bridge  Street,  and  arrived  at  the  main 
entrance  shortly  before  five  o'clock,  and  were  received  by  a  guard  of  honour 
composed  of  100  men  of  the  5th  D.R.V.,  under  command  of  Captain 
Douglass,  Lieutenant  Ogilvie,  and  Lieutenant  Scott.     The  Mayor  conducted 
them  to  the  Reference  Department,   where,  the  Mayor,  addressing  the 
Prince  of  Wales,  said  :   I  have  the  honour  to  invite   your  Highness  to 
inaugurate  the  permanent  building,  and  to  open  the  Reference  Department 
of  the  Newcastle-upon-Tyne  Pubhc  Library.     It  is  established  under  the 
provisions  of  the  Public  Libraries  Act  of  1850,  which  was  promoted  in 
Parliament  by  the  late  William  Ewart,  to  whose  memory  the  oataloi^e  of 
this  institution  is  dedicated.     So  great  has  been  the  success  which  has 
attended  the  establishment  of  rate-supported  libraries  in  this  country  that 
at  the  present  time,  there  are  iuore  than  100  in  active  operation  in  cities 
and  towns  with  populations  varyins  from  6,000  to  half  a  million  inhabitants. 
The  number  of  volumes  contained  in  these  libraries  exceeds  1,775, 000» 
while  the  issues  over  one  year  is  little  short  of  11,000,000  volumes.    The 
reference  library  which  your  Royal  Highnesses  have  graced  to-day  with 
your  Royal  presence  and  approval  contains  20,000  volumes,  many  of  which 
are  both  rare  and  valuable,  while  all  are  useful.     The  entire  stock  in  the 
Newcastle    Library    is    50,000  volumes;    and  during;  the  3}  years  the 
provisional  lendinff  library  has  been  open  to  the  public  1,000,000  volumes 
have  been  issued  tor  home  reading,  \%  hile  during  the  same  period  only  15 
have  been  lost.     The  beneficent  influence  of  this  and  similar  institutions, 
with  their  vast  circulations,  must  be  great  indeed.     They  will  carry  onward 
and  upward  the  work  of  the  pubhc  elementary  schools,  and  supply  a 
deficiency  in  our  system  of  national  education.     Carlyle  says  : — "The  true 
university  of  these  days  is  a  collection  of  books,"  and  there  is  none  better 
than  a  public  library,  with  its  vast  stores  of  intellectual  wedth,  within  reach 
of  all  who  desire  to  enjoy  its  advantages.     (Cheers.)     He  concluded  by 
briefly  requesting  His  Royal  Highness  to  open  the  reference  library.— The 
Prince  of  Wales  said  :   I  have  great  pleasure,  ladies  and  gentlemen,  in 
announcing  this  reference  library  open.     (Cheers.) — The  Mayor,  addressing 
the  T*rince  of  Wales,  said :  Would  your  Royal  Highnesses  kindly  accept 
catalogues  of  our  library  ?    He  then  handed  to  their  Highnesses  beautifully 
bound  copies  of  the  catalogue,  which  they  graciously  accepted. — The  Mayor 
said  :  I  have  one  more  favour  to  ask,  and  that  is,  that  you  will  graciously 
sign  your  names  in  the  visitors'  book. — The  Prince  and  Princess  of  Wales 
and  the  young  Princes  granted  the  request  amidst  much  hearty  cheering. 
This  concluded  the  ceremony,  and  the  R<»yal  visitors  departed  to  the  Central 
Station  by  New  Bridge  Street,  Blackett  Street,  and  Grainger  Street,  and 
left  by  special  train  for  Cragside  at  a  quarter  past  five  o'clock.     The  New- 
castle Artillery  Volunteers  furnished  a  guard  of  honour  at  the  railway 
Bta  ion.     The  entire  proceedings  were  most  enthusiastic  and  orderly.     At 
night  there  was  a  display  of  fireworks  on  the  Cow  Hill,  Town  Moor. 

21.— Their  Royal  Highnesses  the  Prince  and  Princess  of  Wales  and  Prince 
Albert  Victor  and  Prince  George,  arrived  at  the  Central  Station,  Newcastle, 
to-day,  a  few  minutes  before  noon  from  Rothbury.    The  arnmgements  for 
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their  reception  were  similar  to  thoee  of  the  day  before.  A  guard  of  hononr, 
compoeed  of  a  detachment  of  the  3rd  Volunteer  Battalion  of  the  Northam- 
berland  Fnsiliers,  was  drawn  up  in  the  station,  nader  the  command  of 
Gaptain  Jefferson.  The  cavalcade  proceeded  by  Grainger  Street  West, 
Grainger  Street,  Market  Street,  Grey  Street,  Dean  Street,  Side,  Sandhill, 
and  Close,  to  the  Fish  Quay.  The  cheering  that  greeted  the  royal  visitors 
on  their  passage  throagh  the  streets  was  of  the  heftiest  description.  They 
arrived  at  the  enclosnre  in  front  of  the  Fish  Market  about  a  qaarter-past 
12  o'clock,  and  were  introduced  to  Mr.  J.  G.  Stevenson,  M.P.,  chairman  of 
the  Tyne  Improvement  Commission,  by  Sir  William  Armstrong,  and  after- 
wards to  the  other  members  of  the  Commission.  A  guard  of  honour, 
compoeed  of  members  of  the  1st  Northumberland  Volunteer  Artillery,  gave 
the  royal  salute,  and  the  band  of  the  corps  played  "  God  Save  the  Queen  " 
and  "  God  Bless  the  Prince  of  Wales  "  as  the  party — the  Princess  leaning 
on  the  arm  of  Mr.  Steveuson  and  the  Prince  conducting  Mrs.  Stevenson — 
proceeded  to  the  quay  and  went  on  board  the  Para-^-Amazonas,  lent  for  the 
occasion  by  Mr.  Andrew  Leslie.  Prior  to  starting,  Mr.  Stevenson  pre- 
sented the  following  address  : — "To  their  Boyal  Highnesses  the  Prince  and 
Princess  of  Wales.  May  it  please  your  Boyal  Highnesses, — We,  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Tyne  Improvement  Commission,  contttituted  by  Parliament  for 
the  conservancy  and  improvement  of  the  river  Tyne,  and  rei>re8enting  the 
eommercial  and  maritime  communities  of  the  port  and  its  mining,  manufac- 
turing, and  shipping  interests,  desire  to  declare  our  devoted  loyalty  to  Her 
Most  Gracious  Majesty  the  Queen,  and  the  respect  and  affection  with  which 
■be  is  regarded  by  all  classes  of  her  subjects  on  the  banks  of  the  Tyne.  We 
desire  also  to  express  our  loyal  regard  for  your  Boyal  Highnesses  and  all  the 
members  of  the  Koyal  Family,  and  especially  to  acknowledge  the  kindness 
irhich  your  Boyal  Highnesses  have  so  graciously  shown  in  acceding  to  oar 
request  to  visit  the  Tyne ;  to  inspect  the  great  works  of  improvement 
which  it  has  been  our  duty  to  carry  out ;  and  to  perform  the  ceremony  of 
opening  the  dock  which  we  have  construoted  for  the  accommodation  of  the 
rapidly  increasing  commerce  of  the  port.  We  desire  further  to  specially 
thank  your  Boyal  Hi^ness  for  having  permitted  the  dock  to  be  known 
hereafter  as  the  Albert  Edward  Bock.  The  presence  of  your  Boyal  High- 
nesses on  this  occasion  creates  throughout  the  whole  nation  an  interest  in 
the  Tyne  and  its  industry  and  commerce,  which  we  heartily  appreciate ; 
and  we  look  upon  the  proceedings  of  to-day  as  an  earnest  of  Uie  benefit 
which  this  dock  will  confer  in  extending  the  commerce  of  the  Tyne,  and  in 
adding  to  the  prosperity  of  this  great  maritime  nation.  We  acknowledge 
the  fieah  proof  which  your  Boyal  Highnesses  have  given  us  to-day  of  your 
interest  in  whatever  tends  to  the  development  of  commerce  and  industry 
and  the  promotion  of  the  welfare  of  the  people ;  and  we  humbly  pray  that 
the  blessing  of  Almighty  God  may  rest  on  our  beloved  Queen,  on  yonr 
Boyal  Highnesses,  and  on  all  members  of  the  Boyal  Family.  Given  under 
the  common  seal  of  the  Tyne  Improvement  Commissioners  this  twenty-tirst 
day  of  Angust,  in  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty-four. — 
J  AMIS  C.  Stevenson,  Chairman ;  B.  Ubwin,  Secretary." — The  Prince  of 
Wales  gave  the  foUowing  reply  :  Gentlemen,  I  thank  you  on  behalf  of  the 
Princess  of  Wales  as  well  as  myself  for  the  address  which  you  have  pre- 
sented to  us  on  the  occasion  of  our  visit  to  the  banks  of  the  Tyne ;  and  I 
rejoice  to  hear  of  the  feeling  of  loyalty  and  devotion  to  the  Queen  and  to 
the  members  of  the  Boyal  family  which  exists  among  all  classes  in  this 
thriving  district.  Deeply  interested  as  I  am  in  everything  that  relates  to 
the  development  of  commercial  enterprise  in  all  its  branches  in  this  counti^y, 
I  gladly  avail  myself  of  the  opportunity  afforded  me  of  inspecting  one  of  its 
most  prosperous  centres  ;  ana  1  beg  to  express  my  acknowledgments  to  you 
for  your  invitation  to  perform  the  ceremony  of  opening  the  dock,  which  you 
have  constructed  for  the  accommodation  of  the  rapidly  increasing  trade  of 
this  port.  I  am  very  sensible  of  the  kind  feeling  which  prompted  your 
request  for  this  dock  to  be  named  after  me.  I  assure  yon  I  value  the 
compliment  most  highly,  and  will  with  great  pleasure  grant  the  desired 
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promise.  I  sincerely  trast  that  yonr  well-directed  endeavonrs  may  be  crowned 
with  the  complete  saccess  that  they  deserve,  and  that  the  Albert  Edward 
Dock  may  prove  an  advantage  to  all  classes  of  the  conmianity. — A  procession 
of  steamers  was  formed  as  follows  : — ^The  '<  Para-^-Amazonas,  *'  with  the 
Koyal  party  on  board  ;  Tyne  Improvement  Commissioners'  guests,  the  "J. 
C.  Stevenson ; "  Tyne  Improvement  Commissioners'  gnescs,  the  "  Tyne- 
mouth;"  Newcastle  Corporation,  the  ''Stirling  Castle;"  Newcastle 
Trinity  House,  the  "Charles  Attwood;"  Gateshead  Corporation,  the 
'*Nunthorpe;"  Tynemouth  Corporation,  the  ''Beatrice;"  South  Shields 
Corporation,  the  "John  Clayton;**  Jarrow  Corporation,  the  "Lady 
Florence ; "  Stewards  of  the  Incorporated  Companies^  Newcastle,  the 
"Providence;"  Newcastle  and  Gateshead  Chamber  of  Commerce,  the 
"Loftus  Perkins;"  North  Shields  and  Tynemouth  Chamber  of  Commerce, 
the  "Guide  ;"  North  Eastern  Railway  Company,  the  "Cleveland  ;"  Tyne 
Commissioners'  Officials,  the  "Coble  Dene  ; "  Newcastle Corportion  Officials, 
the  "Great  Britain;"  Tyne  Steam  Shipping  Company,  Limited,  the  "lona;'* 
Hebburn  Local  Board,  the  "  Flying  Scotsman  ;  '^  Walker  Local  Board,  the 
"Coquet"  Licensed  Victuallers,  the  "  Louisa  Crawshay  ; "  North  Shields 
aub,  the  "Wm.  Wouldhave;"  The  Union  Club,  Newcastle,  the  8.8. 
"Africa;"  Tynemouth  Conservative  Association,  the  "Gauntlet;"  A  S. 
Brown,  the  "  Prince  of  Wales  ; "  C.  Hassell,  the  "  Brothers  ;  "  J.  Kell  and 
Co.,  the  "Princess  of  Wales;"  Wm.  Reed,  tdie  "  Annandale."  When  the 
"  Para-^-Amazonas "  had  proceeded  as  far  west  as  Dunn  Street  Gangway 
she  was  brought  round,  and  steered  down  the  south  of  the  river  through  the 
Redheagh  Bridge.  All  the  way  down  the  river  the  banks  were  lined  with 
crowds  of  people,  and  all  the  shipB  were  decorated  with  flags.  The  new 
dock  at  Coble  Dene,  which  was  reached  at  a  quarter  past  two,  has  a  water 
area  of  24  acres,  and  in  connection  with  the  two  docks  there  is  land  to  the 
extent  of  273  acres  for  staodage  and  storage.  The  depth  of  water  on  the 
sill  of  the  entrance  of  the  new  dock  is  30  feet  at  high  water  spring  tides — ^ 
^eater  depth  than  any  other  dock  on  the  east  coast.  The  length  of  quay 
m  the  new  dock  is  about  3,000  feet,  and  the  wall  dividing  it  from  the  river 
has  been  constructed  so  as  to  nve  a  length  of  1,500  feet  of  quay  on  the 
river  side.  Sidings  from  the  North  Eastern  Railway  are  made  to  the  Dock, 
where  there  are  about  thirteen  miles  of  railway  laid  down  for  the  accommo- 
dation of  the  traffic.  A  large  staith  has  been  constructed,  on  each  side  of 
which  are  four  spouts  for  loading  coal.  One  vessel  iOO  feet  long,  or  two  of 
250  feet  length  each,  can  be  loaded  at  each  side  of  the  staith.  The  coal 
can  be  shipped  at  the  rate  of  800  to  1,000  tons  per  hour.  At  the  west  side 
of  the  dock  a  warehouse,  capable  of  storing  40,000  quarters  of  grain,  has 
been  erected,  and  it  is  fitted  up  with  hydraulic  machinery  of  the  most 
modem  description.  The  dock  has  a  tidal  entrance  of  80  feet  wide,  and  a 
lock  entrance  60  feet  wide,  each  fitted  with  gates  made  of  "  green  heart.'* 
The  length  of  the  lock  between  the  gates  is  350  feet,  but  grooves  are  made 
for  cassoons  to  be  placed  outside  the  gates,  so  that  the  lock  may  be 
lengthened  to  400  feet  or  more  if  necessary.  The  depth  of  water  on  the  sills 
of  the  tidal  entrance,  and  the  upper  end  of  the  lock,  is  15  feet  at  low  water, 
and  30  feet  at  high  water  spring  tide.  The  depth  on  the  lower  sill  of  the 
lock  is  21  feet  at  low  water,  and  36  feet  at  high  water ;  so  as  to  enable  vessels 
to  be  locked  from  or  to  the  river  at  low  water  spring  tides.  The  gates  are 
opened  and  dosed  by  hydraulic  power,  the  machinery  for  which  has  been 
made  by  Messrs.  Armstrong,  Mitchell,  and  Co. ,  of  Els  wick.  The  total  amount 
of  excavation  is  2,620,t00  cubic  yards,  and  a  great  part  of  the  work  has  beea 
done  by  steam  navies.  The  dock  can  be  enlarged  by  the  addition  of  20  acres 
further  inland.  The  dock  has  cost  £740,000.  At  half-past  two  the  "  Para-6- 
Amazonas  "  slowly  steamed  into  the  dock,  and  in  doing  so  cut  a  ribbon  which 
had  been  stretched  across  the  tidal  entrance,  and  the  Prince  then  named  the  - 
dock  "The  Albert  Edward  Dock,"  and  declared  it  open.  The  announcement 
was  published  to  the  vast  concourse  of  people  by  the  unfolding,  on  the  front 
of  the  coal  staith,  of  a  banner  bearing  the  words  "The  dock  is  declared 
open  by  H.R.H.  the  Prince  of  Wales."    A  band  played  *'God  blew  the 
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Prince  of  Wales,"  and  a  Bojral  salute  was  fired  by  a  detachment  of  the 
Tynemontb  Artillery  Volunteers  as  the  Royal  steamer  proceeded  to  her 
mooring  place  near  uie  luncheon  pavilion.  About  1,000  ladies  and  ffentlemen 
sat  dnwn  to  luncheon.  Mr.  J.  C.  Steveoson  was  chairman.  After  luncheon, 
the  Chairman  said  :  May  it  please  your  Royal  Highnesses,  my  lords,  ladies, 
and  gentlemen,  the  toast  of  **  Her  Majesty  the  Queen  ''  is  never  an 
inappropriate  one,  but  I  think  on  this  occasion,  when  for  the  first  time  the 
Royal  Standard  of  the  United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  IreUod  has 
floated  over  the  waters  of  the  Tyne  it  is  more  appropriate  than  usual. 
(Cheers.)  In  the  presence  of  a  gathering  representing  the  municipal  life, 
the  manufacturing  industry,  and  the  commercial  enterprise  on  botn  banks 
of  the  river  Tyne,  I  think  1  may  assure  their  Royal  Highnesses,  who  have 
honoured  us  with  their  presence,  that  you  will  receive  the  toast  of  **  The 
Queen"  with  that  cordiality  which  it  always  deserves.  (Great  cheering.) 
The  people  uf  Tyneside  have  always  been  distinguished  for  their  political 
activity  ;  and  I  believe  there  is  here  an  intelligent  interest  in  public  afiEairs 
which  is  not  to  be  found  in  very  many  other  parts  of  the  country  ;  but  I 
am  sure  I  may  claim  for  this  people  all  the  more  intelligent  interest  and 
loyal  affection  for  the  Sovereign  who  rules  over  us — (cheers)— and  who  is  the 
representative  of  a  constitutional  system  which  is  the  envy  of  all  other 
nations  of  the  world.  The  Queen  has  permitted  her  subjects  to  a  large 
degree  to  share  her  joys  and  her  sorrows,  and  her  womanly  sympathies 
have  always  been  ready  in  every  case  of  sorrow  or  distress ;  and  I  need 
not  do  more  on  this  occasion  than  ask  this  assembly,  with  all  heartiness,  to 
respond  to  the  toast  of  "The  Queen."  [**  God  Save  the  Queen  **  by  the  band.] 
The  Chairman  then  said :  May  it  please  your  Royal  Highnesses,  my  lords, 
ladies,  and  gentlemen — After  the  toast  of  Her  Majesty  the  Queen,  which  you 
haTe  bonouredjust  now,  I  think  we  may  render  gratitude  to  his  Royal  Highness 
the  Prince  of  Wales  for  his  great  kindness  in  not  only  bringing  before  so  many 
hnndreds  and  thousands  of  the  loyal  subjects  of  Tyneside,  Her  Royal  Hieh- 
neu  the  Princess  of  Wales — who  after  the  Sovereign  is  the  most  popular 
lady  in  the  land— and  bringing  htr  into  our  midnt,  but  also  for  bringing  to  us 
hia  sailor  sons — (cheers) — who  in  conseciuence  of  their  travels  over  many  parts 
of  the  world  must  be  well  able  to  estimate  the  amount  and  extent  of  the 
commerce  of  this  land.  I  have  no  doubt  they  have  seen  the  flag  of  the 
Tyne  in  almost  every  seaport  which  they  have  visited.  I  am  sure  we 
welcome  their  Royal  Highnesses  as  being  very  well  able  to  appreciate  the 
W4>rk  we  have  done  on  this  river  for  the  extension  of  that  commerce. 
(Cheers.)  Your  Royal  Highnesses  received  a  truly  loyal  reception  from  the 
inhabitants  of  Newcastle  yesterday  ;  not  onl^r  from  the  citizens  of  that  city, 
bat  also  from  the  inhabitants  of  other  Tyneside  towns  who  joined  in  that 
welcome — (great  cheerinff) — and  I  venture  to  say  here  where  would  all  this 
population  have  been  wmch  welcomed  your  Royal  Highnesses  yesterday 
Dot  for  the  river  Tyne?  (Cheers.)  We  may  claim  to  be  the  source  of  all 
this  industry  and  prosperity.  In  the  long  run,  the  river  is  the  fountain  of 
all  the  employment  which  has  been  given  to  the  sons  of  toil  who  mustered 
in  such  large  numbers  to  greet  their  Royal  Highnesses  yesterday,  and  we 
feel  very  ^teful  to  their  Royal  Highnesses  for  coming  on  this  occasion  to 
honour  with  their  presence  the  accomplishment  of  such  an  impoitaut  work 
of  river  improvement  as  this  dock.  ((Jheers.)  It  has  been  the  desire  of  the 
engineers  of  the  River  Tyne  (^mmisjtioners  to  carry  the  salt  water  as  far 
into  the  country  as  possible,  and  I  believe  it  has  been  the  policy  of  other 
maritime  seaports  like  this  to  take  salt  water  as  far  inland  as  they  can.  I 
think  that  the  policy  of  the  Tyne  Improvement  Commissioners  has  been 
justified  by  its  success,  for  the  more  this  river  has  been  deepened  the  more 
we  have  found  ships  larger  and  larger  ready  to  crowd  into  it,  and  to  take 
advantage  of  its  facilities.  The  special  ceremony  of  to-day  is  to  open  a 
dock  intended  to  meet  the  increasing  commerce  of  the  Tyne  by  providing 
acoommodation  for  the  largest  ships  to  discharge  the  urgest  and  most 
▼alnable  cargoes.  (Cheers.)  If  your  Royal  Highnesses  had  been  here 
twenty  years  ago  yon  might  have  seen  a  large  number  of  the  old  colliers 
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who  took  away  coal  and  brought  in  ballast.  On  one  of  the  ballast  hills  yon 
all  Baw  many  children  gathered  together  to-day,  and  that  hill  was  the 
result  of  the  ballast  brought  by  these  ships.  We  wish  to  provide  a  more 
profitable  trade  than  that,  and  our  endeayours  have  been  to  enconrsge 
commerce  in  the  shape  of  profitable  cargoes  and  discourage  the  importation 
of  unprofitable  ballast.  (Cheers.)  We  are  told  that  on  the  Tyce  there  is 
considerable  conmiercial  depression,  and  in  a  sense  that  is  true.  Their 
Hoyal  Hiffhnesses  would  a  year  ago  have  seen  the  shipbuilding  yards  in  a 
state  of  full  activity.  The  truth  is  that  commercial  enterprise  has  gone 
rather  too  far  ahead,  and  we  have  in  years  gone  by  built  rather  more  uiips 
than  we  can  find  profitable  employment  for  at  present.  I  am  jp^Ud,  however, 
to  be  able  to  assure  their  Royal  Highnesses  that  the  trade  of  the  Tyne  on 
the  whole  at  this  moment  has  shown  no  diminatiOD.  In  the  half-yearjust 
concluded  the  amount  of  tonnage  which  has  entered  and  left  the  l^e 
exceeds  the  amount  for  the  corresponding  half  of  the  previous  year. 
(Cheers.)  The  same  thing  which  we  are  now  seeking  to  do  in  the  lower 
reaches  of  the  river  by  such  a  dock  as  this,  we  are  also  seeking  to  do  in  the 
upper  reaches  by  means  of  the  great  work,  the  Swine  Bridge,  which  your 
Ilbyal  Highnesses  passed  through  to-day,  and  by  such  means  we  hope  to 
extend  the  commerce  in  that  direction.  (Cheers.)  We  look  forward  to  the 
time  when  the  trade  and  commerce  will  be  larger  still,  and  we  do  hope  that 
just  as  the  policy  of  the  Commissioners  in  the  past  has  been  justified  by  the 
snocess  which  has  resulted  in  the  increased  trade,  so  the  great  work  of  the 
Albert  Edward  Dock,  the  opening  of  which  by  his  Royal  Highness  has 
taken  place  to-dav,  will  be  no  less  prosperous  and  no  less  successful  than 
the  other  works  of  the  Commissioners.  (Cheers.)  These  are  reasons  why, 
in  a  commercial  community  like  this,  we  should  feel  grateful  to  their  Royal 
Highnesses  for  coming  amongst  us  to-day,  and  the  toast  I  have  to  propose 
and  have  to  ask  you  to  drink  with  'all  heaitiness,  is  '*  Their  Royal 
Highnesses  the  Prince  and  Princess  of  Wales  and  the  other  Members  of 
the  Royal  Family.''  [<'God  Bless  the  Prince  of  Wales"  and  the  Danish 
Anthem  by  the  band.] — ^The  Prince  of  Wales,  who,  on  rising  to  respond, 
was  received  with  great  enthusiasm,  the  gentlemen  loudly  cheering  and  the 
ladies  waving  their  handkerchiefs,  said  :  Mr.  Stevenson,  ladies  and 
gentlemen,  the  toast  which  has  just  been  given  has  indeed  been  moat 
kindly  proposed  and  most  cordially  received  by  you  all,  and  I  know  I  speak 
in  the  name  of  the  Princess,  as  well  as  of  my  t^o  sons  who  accompany  us, 
in  begging  you  to  accept  our  great  thanks  for  the  kind  way  in  which  you 
have  received  us.  (Cheers.)  Yesterday  we  had  a  most  interesting  day  in 
Newcastle,  and  were  most  kindly,  cordially,  and  loyally  received  by  the 
inhabitants.  (Cheers.)  We  had  also  the  opportunity  of  associating  our 
name  with  works  and  institutions  of  importance,  and,  though  to  a  great 
extent  they  afford  recreation  to  the  people,  still  they  are  not  devoid  of 
instruction  at  the  same  time.  (Cheers.)  To-day,  if  I  may  say  so, 
our  duties  have  been  somewhat  different.  We  have  associated  our 
names  with  your  fine  river,  and  I  feel  proud  that  you  should 
have  allowed  this  dock  which  we  have  opened  to-day  to  be  called 
by  my  name,  and  which,  I  trust,  will  greatly  increase  the  prosperity 
and  commerce  of  the  shores  of  the  Tyne.  (Qreat  cheering.)  Indies  and 
gentlemen,  the  reception  we  met  with  in  Newcastle  yesterday  has  been 
equalled  by  that  which  we  have  met  with  on  your  river.  (Cheers.)  We 
are  not  likely  ever  to  forget  those  masses  of  ships  crowded  with  spectators 
all  along  the  line  of  the  Tyne  on  both  sides,  and  the  kind  and  cordial  way 
in  which  you  have  received  us  will  remain  engraven  for  ever  in  our  memories. 
(Cheers.)  Though  nobody  will  deny  that  the  Tyne  is  the  principal  coal 
port  in  the  kingdom,  from  its  natural  and  excellent  harbour  on  the  north-east 
coast)  still  you  are  aware  of  the  difficulties  and  vicissitudes  your  trade  has 
undergone.  Not  five  and  twenty  years  ago  only  vessels  of  400  tons  were 
able  to  come  up  the  river,  and  you  had  only  two  docks — the  Tyne  and  the 
Northumberland  Docks.  Owing  to  the  great  perseverance  and  skill  of 
a  celebrated  engineer,  Mr.  Ure— (great  cheering) — whom  I  know  we  idl 
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deeply  regret  can  no  more  be  in  our  midst— -the  immense  improvements 
were  made  in  the  river  Tyne.  The  natural  disadvantages,  snoh  as  shoals 
and  bars,  had  to  be  overcome.  The  cost  naturally  was  very  great,  but  with 
■kill  and  with  money  these  difficulties  were  got  over,  and  I  believe  that  the 
dredging  machiDes  which  have  been  used  during  that  time  had  as  much 
employment  as  those  used  for  making  the  Suez  OanaL  (Great  cheering.) 
Kow  everything  is  different.  The  largest  vessels  of  the  world  are  able  to  pass 
np  the  river.  (Cheers.)  Yon  have  neither  sand  banks  to  fear,  nor  storms  at 
■ea,  nnlees  they  be  very  great  ones,  to  eucounter.  I  must  also  allude  to  that 
remarkable  work,  the  bwlng  Bridge,  which  we  have  passed  through  to-day. 
(Cheers.)  That  is  a  work  which  has  not  been  copied  elsewhere  yet,  though 
I  hear  that  very  shortly  we  may  hope  to  have  one  in  London,  a  thort 
distance  beyond  London  Bridge.  The  Swing  Bridge  was  also  designed  by 
Mr.  Ure.  Along  with  Mr.  Ure's,  the  name  of  Mr.  Messent,  the  present 
eminent  engineer  of  the  Tyne  Commissioners,  is  associated  with  the  Coble 
]>ene  Dock,  the  work  which  to-day  we  have  inaugurated.  Most  sincerely 
do  I  hope,  as  I  said  before,  that  this  dock  will  help  to  increase  the  trade 
and  prosperity  of  the  Tyne.  (Cheers.)  Let  me  say  one  word  more.  The 
shipping  tonnage  of  the  Tyne  in  1859, 1  believe  would  be  3,000,0(X)  tons. 
IjkMt  year  it  amounted  to  upwards  of  6, 250^000  tons.  (Cheers).  This  large 
increase  speaks  itself  to  the  great  improvement  that  has  been  made  in  the 
river.  I  have  now  nothing  more  to  say,  ladies  and  gentlemen,  but  I 
thank  yon  for  the  kind  way  m  which  you  have  listened  to  the  few  remarks 
I  have  made  to  you,  and  I  now  wish  to  propose  a  toast,  which  I  know  will 
be  heartily  received  by  you — that  of,  "  The  Tyne  Commissioners,  and 
■access  to  the  Albert  Edward  Dock."  (Cheers).  I  beg  to  couple  with 
the  toast,  the  name  of  your  chairman,  Mr.  Stevenson,  to  whom  a  great  part 
td  the  saccess  is,  I  think,  due.  I  beg,  on  behalf  of  the  Princess  and  myself, 
to  thank  him  for  his  kind  reception,  and  for  the  admirable  arrangements  he 
baa  made,  and  for  the  agreeable  cruise  he  has  given  us  to-day  on  the  river 
Tyne.  (Qreat  cheerinff.) — The  Chairman  said,  may  it  please  your  Boyal 
Highness,  my  lords,  ladies,  and  gentlemen, — ^In  the  name  of  the  Tyne  Com- 
miaaioners  I  most  heartily  thank  your  Royal  Highness  for  the  very  kind 
way  in  which  you  have  proposed  our  health,  and  success  to  the  great  work 
which  it  has  been  our  honour  to  undertake,  and  so  far  complete.  I  am 
apeaking  here  not  only  on  behalf  of  the  Tyne  Commission,  but  also  on  behalf 
of  the  whole  manufacturing  industry  on  the  banks  of  the  Tyne — all  those 
whose  industry  depends  upon  the  success  of  the  improvements  in  the  river. 
I  have  only  to  say,  in  regard  to  this,  that  there  is  nothing  which  will  more 
contribnte  to  ensure  the  effective  recognition  of  this  work,  which  it  has 
been  oar  honour  to  accomplish,  than  the  presence  of  royalty  on  an  occasion 
like  this.  Not  only  liave  the  people  of  Tyneside  seen  their  Royal  Highnesses, 
hot  it  is  known  to-day  all  over  England,  and  over  the  world,  that  the 
Prince  has  ioangnrated  this  great  work  of  improvement  on  the  river  I^e. 
(Cheers.)  Before  sitting  down,  let  me  express  on  the  nart  of  the  Commis- 
ssaners,  our  acknowledgment  to  one  of  our  colleagues,  Mr.  Leslie,  for  having 
provided  ns  with  a  vessel  suitable  for  the  voyage  down  the  river  to-day. 
(Cheering.)— This  concluded  the  proceedings  at  the  luncheon,  and  the  Royal 
nests,  who  were  cheered  on  leavins;,  retired  to  their  private  rooms. 
The  procession  of  steamers  was  reformed,  and  left  the  dock  for  Tynemouth, 
which  was  well  decorated.  Their  Royal  Hishnesses  landed  upon  the  Tvne- 
Boath  Pier ;  and  at  the  extreme  west  end  of  the  pier  a  covered  platform 
had  been  erected,  and  when  their  Royal  Highnesses  arrived  they  were 
iceeived  by  the  Mayor  and  Mayoress,  the  Town  Clerk  and  Mrs.  Adamson 
and  Miss  Adamson,  Colonel  Pilter,  and  a  guard  of  honour  consisting  of 
artillery  volunteers  under  the  command  of  Captain  Kidd  and  Lieutenants 
PhiUipe  and  Drummond.  Her  Royal  Highness  was  presented  with  a  bouquet 
by  Miss  Adamson,  and  Mr.  J.  C.  Stevenson  introduced  the  representatives 
el  the  civic  authorities  to  the  Koyal  party.  The  Mavor  said :  May  it 
se  yonr  Royal  Highnesses,  in  the  name  <»  the  borough  of  Tynemouth,  I 
r  yoo  a  hearty  wek)ome  to  this  loyal  town.    Yon  stand  on  classic  groond, 
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where  priooea  hare  often  ■too'l  before— «  place  of  antiqaity  and  renown,  of 
which  yon  monldering  pile  speaks  more  eloquently  thau  any  words  of  mine 
could.  An  to  our  commercial  enterprise,  1  have  only  to  point  to  those 
ci)lo8sal  works  unrivalled  by  the  hand  of  man.  This  royal  visit  gives  as 
nnsp  akable  pleasure,  and  will  ever  be  remembered  by  the  people  of  Tyne- 
mouth.  (Loud  cheers.)  H  s  Worship  then  handed  to  His  Royal  Highness 
an  illuminated  address. — Ttie  Priooe  of  Wales  handed  t><e  fuUowiog  written 
reply  :— '*  Mr.  Mayor  and  gentlemen,— The  Princess  of  Wales  nnites  with  me 
in  thanking  yon  most  heartily  for  your  address,  and  for  your  expression  of 
loyal  attachment  and  devotion  to  the  Queen  and  the  members  of  the  Bnyal 
Family.  Young  as  Tynemnuth  may  be  in  its  mnnioipal  life,  its  history  is 
full  of  ancient  and  interesting  reminiscence.'*,  and  you  have  every  reason  to 
be  proud  of  the  antiquity  of  your  town,  and  of  the  important  place  which  it 
has  always  held  in  the  mtrthem  district  of  the  kingdom.  I  am  thankful  to 
be  able  to  visit  yon  under  more  peaceful  circumstances  than  my  anceators 
were  in  the  habit  of  doing  some  six  hundred  years  ago,  and  to  take  part  in 
the  inauguration  of  so  useful  an  enterprise  as  the  ''Albert  Edward  Dock 
promises  to  be.  We  are  always  anxious  to  contribute,  by  our  presence  and 
enc  luragement,  to  the  advancement  of  all  works  having  for  their  obj  'ct  the 
happiness  and  well-b*  ing  of  our  fellow  subjects,  and  we  are,  Mr.  Mayor  and 
g*  ntlemeo,  highly  senMible  of  the  kind  and  laudatory  terms  in  which  yon 
refer  t«i  our  •  fforts  in  this  diiection." — Their  Royal  Highnesses,  including  the 
Princes,  shook  hands  with  the  Mayor  and  Mavorees,  and  all  who  had  taken 
part  in  the  ceremony,  and  then  took  their  seats  in  the  Royal  carriage  which 
nad  been  brought  down  from  Newcast'e  to  mtet  them.  A  procession  of 
carriag<^B  was  uien  formed,  the  occupants  being  some  of  the  pnucipal  guests 
on  board  the  Royal  steamer.  Fountain  Street,  East  Street,  Percy  Gaideos, 
Grand  Hotel,  Percy  Paik,  Manor  Road,  and  Front  Street,  via  Huntingdon 
Place,  were  t'aveised  amidat  great  demonstratioDS  of  enthusiasm  from  dense 
crowds,  and  the  railway  station  was  entered  by  the  South  Road.  Whilst 
the  Royal  vessel  was  lying  off  the  Haven,  the  Tynemouth  Volunteer  Life 
Brigade  went  through  their  rocket  drill  in  a  most  creditable  manner. 
The  Royal  party  left  Tynemouth  by  special  train  at  6  p.m.  for  Rothbury. 
travelling  v/'a  the  Avenue  branch,  and  Morpeth.  Prior  to  leaving  the  Albert 
Edward  Dock,  their  Royal  Highnesses  received  addresses  from  Newcastle 
Trinity  House,  and  the  Corporations  of  Gateshead,  South  Shields,  and 
Jarrow  ;  and  the  Prince  banded  written  replies.  The  following  is  the  reply 
received  by  the  Trinity  House  :—"  Gentlemen, ^The  Princess  and  I  have 
received  with  much  pleasure  the  address  which  you  have  presented  to  ns, 
on  behalf  of  your  important  body,  on  the  occasion  of  our  visit  to  Newcastle- 
upon-Tyne,  and  we  cordially  thank  you  for  the  words  it  contains  of  loyidty 
to  the  Crown,  and  of  attachment  towards  ourselves  and^the  other  members 
of  the  Royal  Family.  We  desire  to  thank  you  also  for  your  congratulations 
on  the  safe  return  of  our  son,  and  for  the  kind  terms  in  which  you  allude  to 
him.  He  is,  I  can  assure  you,  devoted  to  his  profession,  and  has  recently 
passed  with  credit  through  a  severe  examination.  Let  me,  in  oooclusion, 
gentlemen,  wish  every  success  to  the  important  public  work  which  has  been 
opened  here  to-day." — The  following  is  the  reply  received  by  Gateshead  Cor- 
poration : — **  Mr.  Mayor  and  gentlemen,  the  Princess  of  Wales  joins  with  ma 
m  thanking  you  most  sincerely  for  your  kind  reception  of  us  on  the  occasion 
of  our  first  visit  to  T^neside.  We  remember  with  pleasure  the  loyal  and 
cordial  manner  in  which  the  Corporation  of  OatesheiMl  offered  us  their  con- 
gratulations on  our  marriage,  and  we  rejoice  at  being  accompanied  to-day  by 
onr  sons,  who  are  much  gratified  by  the  welcome  which  they  have  met  with. 
We  have  heard  with  great  interest  of  the  extraordinary  progreas  which  bM 
been  made  by  your  town  in  wealth,  prosperity,  and  commercial  expansion, 
and  that  the  dock  which  I  have  had  so  much  pleasure  in  opening  is  likely  to 
conduce  to  so  high  a  deoree  to  the  welfare  of  the  inhabitants  of  this  district. 
It  will  be  my  agreeable  duty  to  report  to  the  Queen  your  expressions  of  loyalty 
and  affection  to  Her  Majesty.*'-— The  following  is  the  reply  received  by  the 
South  Shields  Corporation :— *'  Mr.  Mayor  and  gsnilomon,  m  b^  yoa  to 
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ifloapt  our  beet  aokoowledgmeate  for  your  kind  words  of  welcome,  and  we 
dtnre  to  aflBare  yon  of  our  sincere  regret  that  the  arrangeinenr a  cooDected 
with  our  visit  prevent  ns  from  baviog  the  pleaanre  of  disembarking  at  yiinr 
vtU-koown  and  floarishing  borough,  and  of  inspecting  the  objects  of  interest 
vhich  it  oODtain*.  We  are  convinced  that  South  Shields  yields*  to  none  in 
joyaity  to  the  Qneen  and  a£fection  to  the  members  of  the  Royal  Family,  and 
b  eompiianoe  with  yonr  request,  I  will  not  fail  to  oommuuicate  to  Her 
Majesty  the  sentiments  of  devotion  and  attachmeut  which  you  express 
towards  her  in  sach  cordial  tenns.  It  affords  us  much  gratification  to  find 
that  we  are  able  to  acoept  an  invitatioo  to  Newcastle-on-Tyne  for  the  pur- 
pose of  opening  places  of  such  great  public  utility  as  those  to  which  yon 
lefdr;  and  we  earoestly  pray  that  they  may  add  to  the  iustruction,  pros- 
perity and  happiness  of  the  inhabitants  of  this  populous  and  thriving 
diitnct." — ^The  dinner  party  at  Cragside  this  evenmg  consisted  of  : — The 
Prince  of  Wales,  the  Princess  of  Wales,  Prince  Albert  Victor,  Prince  George, 
the  IHike  of  Sutherland,  Lord  and  Lady  Hastings,  the  Mayor  of  Newcastle, 
(Dr.  H.  W.  Kewtoo),  and  Mrs.  Mayoress,  the  Sheriff  of  Newcastle  and  Mrs. 
Kelson,  Hon.  Mr.  Spencer,  Colonel  Clarke,  Mr.  Hill  Motum,  (Town  Clerk  of 
Kewcastle),  Mrs.  Motam,  Lord  Colville  of  Culroes,  Mr.  Calcraft,  Mr. 
KnoUys,  Mr.  J.  C.  Stevenson,  M.P.  (Chairman  of  the  Tyne  Improvement 
CommisaionerB),  and  Mrs.  Stevenson,  Mr.  Watson  and  Mrs.  Watson, 
Hiss  Enollys,  Mr.  Dent^  and  Mr.  George  Howard,  M.P. 

22.— To-day,  the  Prince  and  Princess  of  Wales  and  their  family  left 
Orags'de  for  Edinbnrsh.  The  Royal  party  travelled  by  special  train  via  the 
'Waosbeek  Valley  and  Waverley  route.  Their  Royal  Highnesses  expressed 
themselves  as  having  been  pleased  with  their  stay,  and  the  Princess  of 
Wales  gave  tangible  &rm  to  her  feelings  towards  her  hostess  by  placing  on 
Lsdy  Ann8tn>ng*s  arm  a  ooetly  and  beautiful  bracelet,  which  Her  Royal 
Higlinesa  reque-ted  her  to  receive  aa  a  Muvtnir  of  the  royal  visit.  The 
yoenger  members  of  the  family,  the  Princes  and  Piinoesses,  thoroughly 
cDJoyed  their  Tisit  at  Crapside.  During  the  two  days  they,  and  especially 
the  Princesses,  revelled  in  the  novel  scenes  spread  out  before  them,  and 
lambled  among  the  crags  and  the  slopes  of  Roth  bury,  or  rowed  upon  the 
Ukes  with  the  utmoet  freedom.  Toe  Prince  of  Wales  accepted  fr.>m  Sir 
William  a  handsome  album  containing  a  dozen  views  of  Cragside,  and  of  the 
most  charming  acenes  in  its  vicinity,  as  a  memento  of  the  Koyal  visit. 
Jitot  before  the  departure  of  the  tiain  the  Prince  and  Princess  personally 
thanked  the  Mayor  and  Town  Clerk  of  Newcastle  for  the  admirable  arrange* 
meets  and  order,  and  for  the  enthusiastic  reception  they  had  met  with. 
The  tolluwing  letters'  from  the  Prince  of  Wales  s  secreury  were  published 
to-day: — "His  Worship  the  Mayor,  Newca«tle-iipnn-Tyne---Crag8i(ie,  Roth- 
bory,  20th  August^  1884.  Dear  Mr.  Mayor,-!  am  desired  by  the  P>inoe 
sod  Princess  of  Wales  to  convey  to  you  the  sincere  gratification  which  they 
ksve  derived  to-day  from  their  viait  to  Newcabtie-up<*n-Tyne,  and  their 
plessore  at  the  very  cordial  welcome  which  they  received  in  all  quarters  of 
TOOT  interesting  and  important  city.  I  am  at  the  same  time  directed  to 
express  to  yon,  and  to  all  those  concerned,  their  Hoyal  Highnesses  warm 
thinks  for  the  admirable  arrangements  that  were  made  to  ensure  good 
order.  The  way  in  which  these  arrangeaients  were  aided  by  the  zealuua 
sad  voluntary  co-operation  of  all  classes  of  the  inhabitants  were  heartily 
spprectated  by  their  Royal  Highnesses,  who  will  always  retain  a  grateful 
leeolleetion  of  their  reception  by  the  people  of  Ntswc  «8tlt-npon-Tyne, 
—Believe  me,  dear  Mr.  Mayor,  yours  truly,  Francis  Knollys."— 
"J.  0.  Stevenson,  Esq.,  M. P. —Cragside,  Rotnbury,  21»t  Au.ust,  1884. 
Bear  Mr.  Stevenson, — ^The  Prince  and  Princess  of  Wales  desire  me  to  con* 
grstoUte  yon  and  the  members  of  the  Tyne  Improvement  Commission  on 
the  ^reat  success  which  attended  the  procet  dings  In  connection  with  the 
<*pMmg  of  the  new  dock.  Their  Royal  Highne^ses  direct  me  also  to  thank 
7»«mostco'dially  for  the  admirable  airangeaients  which  you  matie  f»r  their 
oomfort.  They  were  much  touchtd  by  the  hearty  demonstration  of  welcome 
vhieh  giseted  them  along  both  shoraa  of  tho  Tyne,  from  the  place  of  embatka* 
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tion  until  they  reached  TTneinoath ;  and  I  may  lay  that  the  sidit  which  met 
their  eyea  to-day  is  one  which  will  be  for  ever  impressed  on  their  minds. — 
Belieye  me,  dear  Mr.  Stevenson,  years  very  truly,  F&akois  Knollts." 

26. — ^The  annual  licensing  meeting  for  granting  renewal  of  licenses  in 
Newcastle  was  held  to-day,  the  Mayor  (Dr.  Newton)  in  the  chair.— The 
Mayor  said  that  before  they  proceeded  with  the  licenaiDg  business  he  ha  1  a 
resolution  to  read  which  had  been  unanimously  adopted  by  the  magistrates 
that  morning.  The  resolution  was  origini^ly  submitted  by  a  committee, 
who  recommended  to  the  magistrates  the  desirability  that  in  future,  after 
due  and  sufficient  notice  had  been  given  to  the  trade,  to  decline  to  renew  or 
transfer  any  licenses  to  persons  not  possessing  a  bona  fide  legal  interest  in 
the  premises  in  respect  of  which  they  sought  to  hold  a  license.  The  resolu- 
tion would  come  into  operation  next  year,  and  it  was  adopted  in  order  to 
secure  an  actual  interest  in  the  premises  of  the  person  conducting  the  license. 

29. — A  meeting  of  tradesmen  and  others  was  held  in  the  Council  Chamber, 
Town  Hall,  Newcastle,  to>day,  for  the  purpose  of  furthering  the  movement 
for  a  testimonial  to  the  Mayor  (Dr.  H.  W.  Newton)  in  recognition  of  his 
services  in  connection  with  the  recent  Royal  visit  to  Newcastle.  There  was 
a  large  attendance.  Aid.  Gregson  was  voted  to  the  chair. — ^The  Chairman 
■aid  that  at  the  urgent  request  of  a  few  individuals  he  had  been  induced  to 
call  the  meeting.  He  thought  it  would  ill  become  them,  after  the  admirable 
manner  in  which  Newcastle  had  vindicated  her  loyalty,  if  they  did  not 
recognise,  in  a  fitting  manner,  the  way  in  which  the  Mayor  had  so  success- 
fully carried  out  all  the  proceedings  in  connection  with  the  recent  Royal 
visit.  The  reception  given  to  the  Prince  and  Princess  of  Wales  was,  he 
believed,  unequalled  by  anything  they  had  experienced  elsewhere.  He  had 
himself  seen  several  Royal  receptions,  but  none  in  which  hearty  loyalty  was 
so  thoroughly  accompanied  by  good  order,  excellent  feeling,  and  sobriety  as 
that  of  Newcastle.  He  knew  that  the  Prince  and  Princess  of  Wales  were 
extremely  gratified  with  all  that  took  place  and  all  that  they  saw.  No 
doubt  much  of  the  work  in  connection  with  the  Eloyal  visit  had  to  be  done 
by  other  people,  but  the  crowning  success  was  due  to  the  exertions  of  the 
Mayor  in  uniting  all  into  the  one  effort  of  making  the  occasion  of  the  visit 
a  success,  fie  believed  all  present  would  agree  it  was  a  proper  thing  to  do 
to  promote  some  testimonial  to  his  worship  for  his  most  successful  services. 
— CaptaJn  Grigs  (Master  of  the  Newcastle  Trinity  House)  moved  the  first 
resolution  as  follows : — ''That  this  meeting  heartily  congratulates  the  Mayw 
and  the  inhabitants  of  the  city  of  Newcastle-upon  -Ty  ne  upon  the  marked  success 
of  the  magnificent  reception  accorded  to  their  Royal  Highnesses  the  Prince  and 
Princess  of  Wales,  on  the  occasion  of  their  recent  visit  to  Newcastle."  He 
thought  that  anyone — even  an  utter  stranger — who  went  through  the  streets 
of  Newcastle,  could  not  but  be  gratified,  apart  from  any  petty  prejudices, 
with  the  visit,  and  also  the  reception  which  the  Royal  party  met  with.  In 
ffiving  the  hearty  reception  to  the  Royal  viaitors  it  showed  the  warmth  and 
feeling  that  exists  in  the  inhabitants  of  Newcastle  towards  her  Majesty  the 
Queen. — Mr.  R.  Brown  seconded  the  resolution,  and  it  was  carried  unani- 
mously.— Mr.  J.  Fleming  moved  the  second  resolution  :  "  That  in  order  to 
commemorate,  and  as  a  recognition  of  the  arduous  labours  of  the  Right 
Worshipful  the  Mayor  of  Newcastle  upon  the  occasion  of  the  Royal  viai^  a 
subscription  list  be  opened  for  the  purpose  of  presenting  his  worship  with  a 
suitable  testimonial,  and  that  a  committee  be  appointed  for  the  purpose  of 
carrying  out  the  above  object,  and  to  decide  upon  the  nature  of  the  presen- 
tation, and  that  Mr.  John  H.  Amos  be  requested  to  act  as  hon.  secretary, 
and  Mi.  Thomas  Cooke,  of  24,  Grainger  Street,  to  act  as  hon.  treasurer  for 
such  undertaking."  He  said  that  the  arduous  duties  which  the  Mayor  took 
upon  himself  and  discharged  deserved  recognition.  He  felt  quite  certain 
that  no  gentleman  who  iuui  undertaken  a  similar  task  had  ever  carried  it 
out  more  satisfactorily  than  the  Mayor  of  Newcastle.  The  Mayor  had 
worked  niffht  and  day,  and  he  thought  the  townspeople  should  show  their 
gratitude  lor  the  manner  in  which  he  had  conducted  the  business  of  the 
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Koyal  Tint.  He  hoped  the  sabeoriptione  would  be  liberal,  80  that  they 
might  provide  the  Mayor  with  Bomething  worth  keeping  in  the  family. — 
Dr.  Rutherford  aeoonded  the  motioii.  He  said  there  wore  times  when  it 
was  a  gi^eat  advaotage  to  forget  their  poUtioal  oonfliots  and  to  feel  that  they 
were  nnited,  and  such  an  occasion  they  bad  last  week.  There  were  things 
m  their  munioipal  life  that  savoured  of  freshness  and  beauty,  and  in  the 
opening  of  the  Reference  Department  of  the  Free  Library,  in  the  opening  of 
toe  Public  Park — the  fruit  of  the  munificence  of  one  of  their  own  townsmen 
— and  the  opening  also  of  a  Museum,  where  their  j^ouog  people  could  study 
the  great  facts  of  natural  history,  they  had  objects  well  worthy  Boyal 
attention.  They  had  a  Ma^or  who  was  able  to  realise  that  these  were 
objects  that  were  likely  to  mtereet  the  Prince  and  Princess  of  Wales  ;  and 
that  he  should  have  been  able  to  carry  the  whole  town  with  him  in  his 
efforts,  that  he  should  so  thoroughly  and  efficiently  organise  the  work  that 
erery  one  felt  happy  about  11^  did,  he  thoni{ht,  the  Mayor  infinite  credit. 
Hia  urbanity,  his  diligence,  his  power  of  interestiDg  others,  and  of  getting 
them  to  do  their  part  of  the  work,  seemed  to  him  to  do  his  Worship  very 
great  credit,  whether  they  had  regard  to  his  antecedents,  to  the  mantle 
that  had  fallen  upon  his  shoulders,  or  to  the  way  in  which  he  had  done  his 
work  all  through,  and  especially  on  the  occasion  of  the  Boyal  visit.  He 
trusted  and  beueved  that  the  town  would  be  uuanimous. — The  resolution 
was  carried. — Canon  Franklin  said  he  had  been  instructed  by  the  Bishop  of 
Hexham  and  Newcastle  to  state  that  business  kept  him  from  attending  the 
maetinff  that  day,  but  he  would  be  glad  to  give  every  support  in  his  power. 
— ^Mr.  Neilsen  proposed  a  vote  of  thanks  to  the  Deputy-Mayor  for  presiding, 
which  was  carried  with  acclamation. — Mr.  Amos  said  they  wished  the 
mbacription  list  to  be  representative  ;  and,  however  small  the  subscriptions 
might  be,  they  would  be  glad  to  receive  amounts  from  anybody.— A 
Sfobacription  list  was  then  opened,  and  over  120  guineas  was  subscribed  in 
the  room. 

SEPTEMBEB. 

5. — ^The  Bev.  John  Beed,  Vicar  of  Newbum,  near  Newcastle,  died  to-day, 
at  the  advanced  age  of  81  years.  The  deceased  gentleman  was  well  known 
in  this  district,  and  could  lay  claim  to  be  the  *'  father  "  of  the  clergy  of  the 
Church  of  Eogland  in  the  diocese  of  Newcastle.  Mr.  Beed  entered  Trinity 
College,  Cambridge,  upwards  of  sixty  ^ears  aso,  and  in  1825  took  the  degree 
of  B.A.  In  1826  he  entered  the  service  of  the  Church  as  a  deacon,  and  in 
the  year  following  was  ordained  a  priest  by  the  then  Bishop  of  Durham. 
JEle  held  the  position  of  Curate  of  Kyton  from  1826  to  1832 ;  and  in  the 
early  pot  of  the  latter  year  was  presented  to  the  living  of  Newbum. 
For  fifty-two  years  Mr.  Beed  held  the  living,  and  during  that  long 
period  he  secured  the  esteem  and  respect  of  his  people.  Mr.  Beed, 
a  few  months  after  big  preferment  to  the  vicarage  of  Newbum,  was 
appointed  by  the  Corporation  of  Newcastle  to  the  poet  of  Afternoon  Lecturer 
at  St.  Nicholas'  Church,  and  up  to  two  or  three  years  aso  he  personally 
discharged  the  duties  of  his  office.  The  Charity  School  children  in  St. 
Kicholaa'  parish  attended  the  af temoon  service,  and  Mr.  Beed  at  the  oon- 
fdoaion  of  the  service,  often  spent  a  short  time  in  talking  to  the  children, 
for  whom  he  had  always  a  pleasant  smile  and  word.  Mr.  Beed  enjoyed 
good  health,  and  up  to  within  a  verv  recent  date  was  able  to  visit  his 
panahioners  and  discbarge  some  of  the  duties  of  his  office.  The  illness, 
which  tenninated  fatally  to-day,  was  of  brief  duration.  The  deceased  gen- 
tkman  was  a  son  of  Colonel  Beed  of  Chipchase  Castle.  The  power  of  cor- 
poiations  to  pay  out  of  rates  stipends  to  ministers  was  done  away  with  by 
the  Municipal  Beform  Act,  and  conceouently  the  Corporation  of  Newcastle 
coald  not  appomt  any  one  to  succeed  Mr.  Beied  in  the  Afternoon  Lectureship 
at  St.  Nicholaa*  Cathedral  Church,  an  office  which  has  been  in  existence 
between  two  and  three  hundred  years. 

9. — Mr.  Bobert  Dickinson,  one  of  the  most  extensive  ooalownen  in  the 
eounty  of  Dnriuun,  died  to-day,  at  his  residence^  Shotley  House,  Shotley 
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Bridge.  Mr.  DiokinsoD,  who  was  76  yean  of  age,  began  life  in  the  hmnble 
capacitor  of  a  farm  servan^  but  what  res<»latioD,  industry,  and  integrity  does 
for  a  lew,  they  did  for  him,  raising  him  ap  to  the  position  of  one  of  the 
wealthiest^  best  known,  and  most  respected  men  in  this  part  of  the  country. 
Besides  being  sole  owner  of  Lilley  Pit,  Dipton ;  Butterknowle  Colliery,  near 
Bishop  Auckland ;  WiUey  Pit,  Annfield  Plain  ;  and  other  collieries  in  the 
neighbourhood  of  Hamsterley,  West  Stanley,  and  CoDsett,  he  was  joint 
owner  of  large  brickworks  at  Consett  and  tbe  South  Derwent  GoUieriea. 
He  was  chairman  of  the  Shotley  Bridge  and  District  Gas  Company,  and  one 
of  the  largest  steamship  owners  in  this  district,  and  was  well  known  upon 
Newcastle  Quay. 

12.— A  notioe  was  issued  by  the  Mayor  informing  the  public  that  on  and 
after  to-day  Jesmond  Dene  Park  would  be  open  to  Uie  public  every  Wednes- 
day, Saturday,  aod  Sunday  from  8  a.m.  until  sunset,  and  every  Monday, 
Tuesday,  Thursday,  and  Friday  from  2  p.m.  until  sunset  When  Sir  W.  Q. 
Armstrong  gave  Jesmond  Dene  to  the  city  it  was  on  condition  that  it 
remained  under  the  care  of  himself  and  Lady  Armstrong,  and  during  their 
lifetime  should  be  open  to  the  public  on  only  two  days  in  each  week. 

23. — Sir  Stafford  Northcote,  M.P.,  the  leader  of  the  Conservative  party  in 
the  House  of  Commons,  was  at  Newcastle  to-day.  He  was  presented  with 
about  80  addresses  from  the  Conservative  associations  in  Nortlinmberland 
'and  Durham,  and  at  night  addressed  a  crowded  meeting  in  the  Circua. 

27. — An  inquest  was  held  at  the  Durham  Ox  Ion,  Newcastle,  before  the 
deputy-coroner  (Mr.  Theo.  Hoyle),  on  the  body  of  Thomas  Dodds,  31,  of 
North  Burns,  Chester-le-Street,  miner,  who  died  at  the  Newcastle  Infirmary, 
on  the  25th  inst.,  from  the  effects  of  injuries  sustaiued  at  11,  Back  Bow, 
Newcastle,  and  alleged  to  have  been  caused  by  John  Murray.  Deceased, 
missed  his  train,  and,  with  three  companions,  he  went  to  the  house  in  Back 
Bow  with  some  women.  Murray,  who  came  into  the  house,  asked  them 
what  they  were  doing  there.  D«>dds*  companions  went  downstairs,  but  on 
looking  up  they  saw  Murray  take  Dodds  by  the  neck  and  throw  him  down- 
stairs. When  picked  up  be  was  in  an  unconscious  condition,  and  remained 
in  that  state  until  his  death.  A  verdict  of  "wilful  murder"  was  returned 
against  Murray. 

29.— Mr.  John  Johnstone,  architect,  of  Newcastle,  died  suddenly  at 
Walker,  where  he  was  engaged  in  his  professional  duties.  Mr.  Johnstone, 
who  was  a  little  over  70  yt^urs  of  age,  was  born  at  Dunfermline,  and  was 
the  son  of  a  contractor.  For  several  years  he  practiced  in  London  as  an 
architect,  and  there  many  large  buildings  were  erected  from  his  plans. 
From  London  Mr.  Johnstone  came  to  Newcastle,  and  entered  into  partner- 
ship with  Mr.  Knowles,  the  firm  then  being  Knowles  and  Johnstone.  During 
that  nartnership  the  present  Newcastle  Town  Hall  Buil<iings  were  designed, 
and  they  were  erected  and  fiuished  under  Mr.  Johnstone's  superintendeuoe. 
Mr.  Johnstone's  abilities  as  an  architect  must  not  be  judged  oy  that  build- 
ing, as  the  site  was  not  a  good  one  on  which  to  place  such  a  structure ;  and 
furthermore  he  was  tied  down  by  a  gr®<kt  many  conditions  anil  requirements. 
Shortly  afterwards  he  designed  we  Town  Hall  and  Com  Exchange,  Hexham, 
one  of  the  most  compact  and  neatest  buildings  to  be  seen  in  any  country 
town.  When  the  Corporation  of  Gateshead  decided  to  erect  a  town  hall 
for  that  borough  Mr.  Johnstone  prepared  plans,  and  bis  design  was  approved 
of  and  accepted.  Mr.  Johnstone  was  the  architect  for  the  chmch  and 
dwelling  house  which  were  built  to  the  order  of  Mr.  A.  Leslie  at  Hebbum. 
The  latter  sentleman's  handsome  residence  at  Cozlodge,  Newcastle,  waa 
also  remodefied  and  built  under  his  supervision.  He  was  a  contestant  for 
the  design  of  the  Liverpool  Exchange,  and  stood  fourth  or  fifth  upon  the 
list^  which  was  a  very  large  one.  He  also  had  the  honour  of  oeiuff  a 
selected  candidate  for  the  Aasize  Courts,  at  Manchester.  The  Town  Hall 
at  Dumfries  was  built  upon  his  plans ;  and  it  may  briefly  be  said  that  some 
ol  the  principal  buildings  in  Newcastle,  and  in  the  ooontiet  of  Northombor* 
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land  and  Dnrham  were  ereetad  from  the  deeigni  made  by  Mr.  Johnstonei 
In  Oiminger  Street  Weife,  the  Bardon  Bailding-i,  inoluding  the  Coaoty 
Hotel  which  f4>nn8  each  a  m^gniticent  feature  in  the  architecture  of  the 
atreet»  and  the  new  offices  of  the  Newcastle  and  Gateshead  Gas  Company 
w«Te  also  ttructares  deaigned  by  him. 

OCTOBER. 

1.— The  winter  session  of  the  Newcastle  College  of  Medicine  was  opened 
to^ay.  Dr.  Gibson  presided,  and  the  Dean  of  Durham  presentea  the 
prizes  to  the  succeasf  ol  students. 

6. — ^Mr.  Ralph  Cook  expired  at  his  residence,  Byker,  to-day,  in  his  74th 
year.  The  deceased  gentleman  represented  Jesmond  Ward  in  the  Ctmncil 
from  NoTemb«*r,  1868,  to  May,  1883,  and  was  ever  an  energetic  and  useful 
member  of  the  municipality. 

6. — ^Three  branch  news-rooms,  in  connection  with  Newcastle  Free 
Library,  were  opened  to  the  public  to-day  in  the  Board  Schools — Heaton 
Park  Bo^  for  Byker ;  Snow  Street  for  Westgate ;  and  Westmorland  Road  for 
Elswick ;  the  use  of  the  rooms  being  kindly  granted  by  the  School  Board. 
The  infant  school-room  at  each  of  the  schools  is  u-ed  as  the  news-room,  and 
the  eztr*  fumishine  required — ^tables,  chairs,  and  paper  stands— have  been 
proride'i  by  the  Libraries  Committee.  These  news-rooms,  which  are 
snpplied  with  local  and  other  papers,  will  be  open  every  evening  (Sundays 
excepted)  from  six  to  ten  o'clock.  The  opening  ceremony  was  performed  by 
the  Mayur  of  Newcastle. 

—  The  Michaelmas  Guild  of  the  Newcastle  freemen  was  held  to-day  in 
the  Oaildhall,  under  the  presidency  of  the  Mayor  (Dr.  Newton),  and  there 
were  also  present  the  Sheriff  (Mr.  Thomas  Neli<on),  the  Under-sheriff  (Mr. 
Harle),  and  the  Town  Clerk  (Mr.  Hill  Motum).— Councillor  William 
Wilson  (chairman  of  the  stewards),  complimented  the  Mayor  upon  the 
arrangements  made  in  connection  with  the  visit  of  the  Prince  and  Princess 
oi  Wales  to  the  city,  and  upon  the  manner  in  which  they  had  been  carried 
oat.  His  Worship  had  in  all  respects  proved  himself  equal  to  the  occasion, 
and  deserved  the  thanks  of  the  city.  At  the  Easier  Guild  attention  was 
called  to  the  bowling  upon  the  Moor,  and  the  freemen  were  assured  that  the 
new  bowling  track  was  ready  for  opening.  From  that  time  to  this  nothing 
had  been  done,  and  the  destruction  of  the  herbaffn  had  continued  consequent 
upon  the  bowling.  He  was  astonicbed  at  this,  because  so  little  was 
required  to  be  done ;  in  his  opinion,  all  that  was  necessary  was  for  the 
Cotporation  t<>  inform  the  public  that  the  bowling  track  had  been  prepared, 
and  was  open  for  the  enjoyment  of  the  people  of  Newcastle,  and  that  the 
police  would  be  instructed  to'summon  any  person  bowling  upon  any  other 
part  of  the  Moor. — The  Mayor  retutned  thanks  for  the  complimentary 
remarks  of  Mr.  Wilson,  and  said  that  both  the  Town  Clerk  and  himself 
would  bring  the  subject  of  bowling  upon  the  Moor  before  the  atten- 
tion of  the  Town  Moor  Management  Committee,  and  if,  after  that  was 
done,  there  was  any  blame,  they  must  not  reflect  it  upon  the  Town 
Clerk  or  himself,  but  mast  de  J  with  the  chairman  of  the  Town  Moor 
Management  Committee.  He  thanked  the  freemen  and  the  people  of  New- 
eaatle  for  the  cordial  support  they  had  given  him  during  his  year  of  office. 
They  had  all  worked  in  harmony ;  there  had  been  but  one  feeling  pervading 
mnnicipa],  social,  and  political  life  during  the  year,  and  that  had  been  to  do 
all  work  as  creditablv  for  Newcastle  as  possible. — ^The  Sheriff,  CJnder- 
8beriff,  and  Town  Clerk  each  briefly  spoke,  after  which  the  formal  business 
of  admitting  freemen  was  transacted.— Cheers  were  given  for  the  municipal 
aathoritiea,  and  the  Guild  cunolnded. 

—  The  fourteenth  session  of  the  Durham  College  of  Science,  Newcastle, 
waa  opened  to-day  in  the  Wood  Memorial  Hall,  Newcastle.  Professor 
Pearoe,  &ib- warden  of  the  University  of  Durham,  presided.  The  inaugural 
addriM  was  delivered  by  Mr.  Ganiett^  Prinoipaf  of  the  CoU^ ;  in  hit 
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addren  he  ezpUuned  a  soheme  for  the  working  of  a  looal  college.— The  Rev. 
Dr.  Plammer  proposed  a  vote  of  thanks  to  the  Mayor  and  members  of  the 
Corporatiun  for  their  presence  that  day.  They  were  deeply  chankfol  for  all 
the  Mayor  and  the  Corporation  had  done  for  them  in  the  put,  but  at  the 
present  moment  their  gratitude  was  to  a  very  large  extent  emphasised  by 
expectations  raised  in  regard  to  the  future.  They  were  jost  on  the  eve  of 
Betting  to  work  on  a  site,  he  believed,  which,  if  not  quite  ideal,  was  a  good 
working  site,  when  the  Mayor  and  Corporation  stepped  in,  and  begged  uiem 
to  pause.  He  would  venture  to  say  most  respectfally  to  them  that  in  so 
doing  they  at  least  incurred  a  considerable  responsibility.  They  sincerely 
hopc^  that  they  had  not  raised  expectations  for  which  there  was  not  ffood 
reason  for  hoping  would  be  fully  and  quickly  realised. — Mr.  E.  F.  Boyd 
seconded  the  motion,  which  was  cordially  carried. — Councillor  Youll, 
replying,  said  that  the  Mayor  had  desired  him  to  say  that  in  the  course  of  a 
few  days  the  committee  to  which  the  question  was  referred  by  the 
Council  would  meet.  They  hoped  the  College  of  Science  and  the 
College  of  Medicine  would  act  in  concert,  and  that  the  desirable 
object  they  all  had  in  view  would  be  accomplished.  The  site  to  which 
their  attention  had  now  been  directed  was  at  the  Moor  Ed(<e.  The  qusn- 
tity  of  land  was  considerably  more  than  that  in  Bath  Boad,  and  they 
believed  that  an  arrangement  could  be  made  by  which  the  building  for  the 
College  of  Science  could  be  proceeded  with  at  once,  and  that  for  the 
College  of  Medicine  afterwards.  They  believed  that  the  land  at  the  Moor 
Edge  was  not  worth  more  than  they  were  about  to  pay  for  the  land  in  Bath 
Road,  and  they  also  believed  that  the  amount  of  money  which  they  proposed 
to  pav  for  the  Bath  Road  site  could  be  handed  back  to  them  for  the  purpose 
of  endowment  or  otherwise.  That  hope  was  based  upon  the  fact  that  if 
they  abandoned  Uie  Bath  Boad  site,  and  the  full  commercial  value  were 
obtained  for  that  site  they  would  get  over  £5,000  more  than  they  had  pro- 
posed to  pay  for  it.  When  the  Schools  and  Charities  Committee  nad 
obtained  that  money  he  hoped  they  would  see  it  hsnded  over  to  the 
authoritiee  of  the  College.  It  had  been  said  that  some  difficulty  had  been 
thrown  in  their  way  by  the  two  colleges  not  agreeing  to  act  in  concert ;  he 
hoped  that  difficulty  would  be  got  over. 

7. — A  public  meeting,  convened  by  the  Mayor  of  Newcastle  (Or.  H.  W. 
Newton),  in  compliance  with  a  requisition,  was  to  held  to-night  in  the 
Northumberland  Hall,  High  Friar  Street,  "to  take  into  consideration  the 
best  means  of  alleviating  the  prevailing  distress  amonest  the  workiuff  popu- 
lation of  the  city.*'  The  hall  was  crowded.  The  chair  was  occupied  by  the 
Mayor.  A  committee  was  appointed  to  deal  with  the  subject,  and  a  8ub> 
scription  was  opened. 

—  The  fourteenth  annual  meetioff  of  the  subscribers  to  the  Newcastle 
Hospital  Sunday  Fund  was  held  to-day.  The  Mayor  (Dr.  Newton)  presided. 
— The  hon.  sec.  (Mr.  R.  H.  Holmes)  read  the  annual  report,  which  stated 
that  the  committee  were  pleased  to  be  again  able  to  record  a  very  substantial 
increase  in  the  collections  for  1883.  The  collections  in  1882  were : — 
Churches  and  chapels,  £2,091  3s.  4d.;  factories  and  workshops,  £1,740  138. 
2d.;  total,  £3.831  168.  6d.  In  1883  they  were :— Churches  and  chapels, 
£2, 172  Is.  lOd.;  factories  and  workshops  £1,953  183.  Ud.;  total,  £4,126 
Os.  9d.,  or  an  increase  of  £294  48.  3d.  It  was  a  source  of  ^reht  satisfaction 
that  for  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the  fund  the  collectionB  had  passed 
£4,000.  The  number  of  admission  letters,  &c.,  to  the  various  charities 
received  by  the  committee  and  distributed  by  them  this  year  was  4,621, 
against  4,633  last  year,  or  an  increase  of  88.  The  total  amount  collected 
for  the  fund  since  1870  was  £44,359  Os.  lOd.,  the  total  number  of  letters, 
&c.,  received  was  42,511. 

13. — The  foundation  stone  of  new  buildings  in  St.  Mary's  Place,  Newcastle, 
for  the  Northumberland,  Durham,  and  Newcastle  Infirmary  for  Diseases  of 
the  Eye,  was  laid  to-day  by  the  Duke  of  Northumberland.  The  prooeediags 
oommenoed  with  a  lunciieon  in  St.  George's  HaU,  under  the  presidenoy  of

the  Mayor  of  Newoastle.  The  Dake  of  Northnmberland,  after  luncheon, 
proposed  eoccees  to  the  Eye  Infirmary,  and  spoke  of  the  advantages  which 
woald  arise  from  the  new  building.  Dr.  Jeaffreson  responded  to  the  toast, 
and  spoke  of  the  valae  of  special  hospitals.  The  Mayor  afterwards  presented 
a  silver  trowel  to  the  Duke,  who  laid  the  foundation  stone  of  the  new 
building. 

18. — 37ie  North  of  England  AdverUser,  a  weekly  newspaper  first  published 
in  Newcastle  in  1855,  by  the  late  Mr.  Robert  Ward,  was  to-day  published 
for  the  last  time,  and  in  future  it  will  be  incorporated  with  the  Newcastle 
Weddy  Chronicle. 

20. — A'  meeting  was  held  to^ay  in  the  Council  Chamber,  Town  Hall, 
Newcastle,  for  the  purpose  of  presenting  the  Mayor  of  Newcastle  (Dr.  Henry 
W.  Newton)  and  the  Mayoress  (Mrs.  Newton)  with  handsome  public 
testimonialB  in  recognition  of  their  services  in  connection  with  the  visit  to 
the  city,  in  August,  of  the  Prince  and  Princt>ss  of  Wales.  Alderman 
Gregson,  Deputy  Mayor,  presided. — Mr.  John  H.  Amos,  the  honorary 
secretary  of  the  Testimonial  Committee,  having  read  several  letters,  asked 
the  Oepu'fy  Mayor  to  make  the  presentation  of  the  foliowinj;  articles  : — A 
ni»>sive  silver  candelabra,  forming  an  epergne  for  flowers,  &c.,  beautifully 
designed  in  the  Renaissance  style ;  the  base  surmounted  with  four  finely 
m<*deUed  figures  emblematical  of  the  seasons,  together  with  side  pieces  for 
frait,  in  the  same  style  of  ornamentation,  aud  decorated  with  figures 
symWical  of  fishing,  sboo'ing,  &c.  The  centre  is  inscribed  as  follows  : — 
••  Presented  to  Henry  W.  Newt«>n,  Esq.,  Mayor  of  Newcastle-upon-Tyne, 
as  a  rec«>gnition  of  his  services  in  connection  with  the  visit  of  their  R«>yal 
Highnesses  the  Prince  and  Princess  of  Wides,  August,  1884." — The  presenta- 
tioo  to  the  Mayoress  couMisted  of  large  single  stone  diamond  earrings  and 
«  heme  shoe  diamond  brooch.  The  case  bore  the  inscription  : — '*  Presented 
to  Mrs.  H.  W.  Newton,  Mayoress  of  Newcastle-Ui>on-Tvne,  August,  1884."— 
The  Chairman  said  it  was  with  the  greatest  pleasure  that  he  rose  on  behalf 
of  the  committee  and  of  the  subscribers  generally,  and  he  would  g*  further 
and  say  on  behalf  of  the  public  of  this  great  town  and  both  banks  of  the 
Tyne,  to  make  this  presentatiun.  (Applause.)  He  had  set-n  many  Ro.>al 
rect-ptions,  but  he  had  never  seen  a  more  cordial,  a  more  orderly,  or  a  )«etter 
behaved  crowd  than  that  which  welcomed  the  Prince  and  Prince»>8  of  Wales 
to  the  North.  In  all  the  arrangements  made  the  ability  of  the  Mayor  was 
(  ooDBpicuoaB.     He  belit  ved  it  was  his  anxiety  night  and  day  to  make 


tiie  reception  a  great  success,  and  there  was  no  doubt  that  success  was 
adiieTea  by  the  actual  pergonal  endeavours  of  the  Mayor.  (Applause.) 
For  the  last  twenty  years  Dr.  Newton  had  been  one  of  the  notables  of  the 
town  ;  his  energy  in  the  public  weal  on  all  occasions  had  shown  that  His 
efforts  to  aooomplish  the  public  good  were  so  well  known  that  he  need  not 
repeat  them.  (Hear,  hear.)  He  need  only  mention  the  Free  Library — 
(applanae)— and  his  efforts  in  connection  with  the  public  parks.  (Applause.) 
The  people  of  Newcastle  had  fully  demonstrated  their  loyalty  by  the 
manner  in  which  they  received  their  Royal  Highnesses.  They  were 
ordinarily  supposed  to  be  not  so  loyal  as  other  parts  of  the  country.  He  was 
osfiain  their  Royal  Highnesses  must  have  been  convinced,  as  all  who  took 
part  in  the  magnificent  spectacle  were,  of  the  devotion  and  loyalty  of  the  peo- 
ple of  the  Noith.  (Applause).  He  did  not  think  that  any  other  part  of  the 
eoontry  eould  have  shown  more  loyalty,  more  sobriety,  or  more  good  feeling 
than  was  exhibited  on  that  oocasion.  He  believed  there  was  no  accident  even 
of  the  slightest  oonsequence,  and  speaking  from  his  own  personal  observation 
ha  did  not  see  a  drunken  individual  during  the  whole  of  that  period. 
(App^Qse.)  Having  said  that  much,  he  had  only  to  wish,  on  behalf  of  the 
SBhKribers,  that  the  Mayor  might  live  long  to  enjoy  the  honours  he  had 
aeqaired,  and  that  when  he  left  this  world  his  descendants  would  be  stimu- 
lated to  follow  his  good  example  by  the  possession  of  these  handsome  testi- 
(Anplanse.)  He  had  only  spoken  of  the  Mayor,  but  there  was  a 
1  MM>  for  the  Mayoress,  who  had  ably  seconded  the  Mayor  in 
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every  effort  he  made  to  give  expression  to  tbe  general  joy  and  public  satis- 
faction. (Loud  applause.)  He  had  before  him  a  handsome  case  of  ornaments — 
earrings  and  a  larse  diamond  brooch.  He  hoped  the  Mayoress  would  live 
long,  and  have  hefdth  strength,  and  happiness  to  wear  them.  (Applause.) 
With  these  few  observations  he  begged  to  present  to  the  Mayor  these  very 
handsome  and  chaste  ornaments,  and  hoped  they  might  long  ffrace  his  hospit- 
able table.  (Loud  applause.) — ^The  Mayor,  who  was  received  with  loud  and 
Erolonsed  ap|)lause,  said  the  task  which  lay  before  was  the  most  difScult 
e  had  haa  to  encounter  during  his  year  of  office.  Kindness  was  some- 
times more  difficult  to  meet  than  antagonism---(hear,  hear) — and  when  he 
found  all  shades  of  society,  people  of  all  political  opinions,  in  all  stations 
in  life,  uniting  to  thank  him  for  his  services,  he  did  feel  he  was  the 
recipient  of  a  great  deal  more  than  his  deserts.  (Applause.)  During  the 
year  which  was  fast  drawing  to  a  close  they  had  had  a  great  deal  of  work  to 
do,  but  with  the  assistance  of  his  brother  councUlors  and  the  able  staff  of 
the  Corporation,  everything  had  gone  on  smoothly  and  as  pleasantly  as  they 
could  possibly  have  desired.  The  event  to  which  the  chairman  had  been 
pleased  to  refer  in  such  gracious  terms  was  an  imdertaking  of  considerable 
magnitude,  but  it  was  not  to  himself — it  was  to  the  whole  of  the  city,  and 
especially  to  those  who  assisted  in  the  work — that  their  thanks  and  their 
congratulations  were  due.  Had  the  civic  authorities  not  been  most  ably 
supported  by  the  entire  community,  the  results  achieved  could  not  possibly 
have  been  arrived  at.  The  Newcastle  people  had  reason  to  be  proud  of  the 
way  in  which  thinss  were  conducted  in  August  last.  (Hear,  near.)  The 
largest  assembly  which  ever  gathered  in  the  northern  metropolis  met  upon 
that  occasion,  and,  as  the  chairman  very  aptly  said,  the  order  was  remark- 
able :  disorder,  in  fact,  was  unknown.  (Applause.)  They  could  not  take 
any  credit  to  themselves  for  that,  but  they  must  take  some  little  pride  in 
being  the  head  of  a  community  which  could  conduct  itself  so  sdmirably 
under  such  difficult  conditions.  (Applause.)  The  gift  which  they  had 
been  pleased  to  present  to  him  to-day  he  took  in  the  same  oordial 
spirit  in  which  it  was  offered.  He  would  treasure  it  so  long  as 
breath  was  in  him ;  and  he  hoped  that  the  chairman's  kindly  ex- 
pressions as  to  the  future  woula  be  realised.  (Hear,  hear.)  The 
prescDt  would  be  an  heirloom  in  their  family ;  and  he  hoped  that  the 
name  of  Newton,  which  had  been  mixed  up  for  some  time  with  pnblio 
affairs  in  this  city,  would  not  sink  out  of  public  life  in  future  generationa. 
(Applause).  If  there  was  one  thing  which  could  make  posterity  emulate 
them  more  than  another  it  would  be  to  have  such  a  handsome  recognition  of 
public  services  before  them.  (Applause).  In  the  name  of  the  Mayoress  he 
thanked  them  for  their  very  handsome  gift.  The  chairman  had  not  paid 
her  any  higher  eulogy  than  she  deserved.  (Hear,  hear.)  Not  only  this 
year,  but  daring  the  whole  of  their  married  life  they  had  been  of  assistance 
to  each  other,  and  during  the  Royal  visit,  and  other  duties  which  had  fallen 
upon  him  during  the  current  year,  he  had  had  a  help-mate  in  the  highest 
sense  of  the  word.  (Applause).  He  could  not  resume  his  seat  without 
expressing  his  profound  thanks  to  Aid.  Gregson — (applause) — ^for  the  very 
kind  support  which  he  has  given  him,  not  only  this  year  but  since  he  entered 
the  Clouncil  Chamber.  They  had  differed,  as  public  men  would,  but  they 
had  never  disa|;reed.  (Hear,  hear.)  Aid.  (Gregson  had  been  extremely 
kind,  and  his  kindness  had  culminated  that  day  in  a  way  which  touched 
him  very  much.  He  (the  Mayor)  was  extremely  grateful  for  all  the  chair- 
man's kindnesses,  and  as  a  brother  medical  man  he  felt  his  kindess  all  the 
more.  (Apolause.)  It  was  somewhat  proverbial  that  " doctor's  differ" — 
(laughter)— but  they  had  yet  to  do  that,  and  he  hoped  it  would  be  many 
years  before  it  occurred.  Once  more  he  thanked  them  most  cordially.  (Loud 
applause.) — TheRev.  Canon  Franklin  moved  avote  of  thanks  to  the  committee, 
coupled  with  the  names  of  Alderman  Oregson,  Mr.  Cooke,  the  treasurer, 
and  Mr.  Amos,  the  secretary.  (Applause.)  He  thought  Mr.  Amos 
deserved  their  thanks,  not  only  on  this  occasion  for  getting  un  the  presenta- 
tion to  the  Mayor,  bat  also  because  he  had  most  ably  aeoonaed  the  efforti 
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of  tite  Mayor  during  the  vimt  of  Royalty.  ( Apjplaase. )  Perhaps  Mr.  Amoe 
was  behind  the  scenes  and  was  not  mnoh  noticed,  bat  he  was  deservinjg^  of 
their  thanks  all  the  more  for  the  work  he  had  done  nnseen.  He  might 
also  say  that  both  the  Mayor  and  the  Mayoress  deserved  everything  at 
their  hands,  as  their  year  of  office  was  a  remarkable  one.  It  had  bridged 
over  two  remarkable  events — the  visit  of  Royalty  and  the  great  distress 
which  was  now  prevailing— «nd  in  both  events  the  Mayor  had  proved 
himself  eqnal  to  the  occasion ;  and  more  than  that,  he  was  found  to  make  a 
most  exoelleat  chief  Magistrate.  (Applaose.) — GouDcillor  T.  Gray  said  he 
had  mnch  pleasure  in  seconding  the  resolution.  He  was  sure  the  work  of 
the  committee  had  been  well  done,  and  it  had  been  a  labour  of  love,  because 
their  never  was  a  Mayor  of  Newcastle  more  deserving  of  the  testimonial 
preaented  to  him  than  the  present  Mayor.  (Applause.)  The  Mayor  had 
wa^ed  heart  and  soul  in  August  last,  and  had  shown  that  he  had  the  cause 
reaUy  at  heart,  and  hia  through  businees  oapabilites  were  exhibited  in  a 
lemarkable  manner  by  that  great  event.~The  resolution  was  carried 
hj  acclamation. — ^The  Chairman,  in  returning  thank,  said  that  so  far 
aa  he  was  personally  concerned,  the  work  had  been  a  labour  of  love 
to  him.  He  had  been  proud  to  see  a  colleague  of  his  own  profession 
holding  the  position  the  Mayor  did  under  such  auspicious  ciroum- 
■tenoea.  He  was  proud  of  his  energy  and  proud  of  his  success,  for  the  event 
they  were  commemorating  was  undoubtedly  an  unparalleled  success  in 
every  sense  of  the  word.  (Hear,  hear.)  With  reference  to  the  handsome 
teatimonials  they  saw  before  them,  the  public  had  folly  and  amply  responded, 
and  ha  thought  they  would  agree  with  him  that  a  handsomer  set  of  oma- 
menta  could  not  be  desired  by  any  peer  of  the  realm. — Mr.  T.  Cooke  said 
tliat  aa  treasurer  it  had  been  a  great  pleasure  to  him  to  be  associated  with 
Mr.  Amos  in  the  work  of  this  testimonial  Mr.  Amos's  business  habits  had 
heen  exhibited  in  this  matter  in  so  thorough  and  remarkable  a  way  that  the 
movement  seemed  to  go  by  itself.  (Applause. )  It  had  also  been  a  pleasure 
to  obaerve  the  genend  expressions  of  sympathy  and  approval  witn  which 
the  nrojeot  had  Men  received  by  every  one  and  in  all  quarters.  He  soarcelj 
neea  aay  that  the  Mayor  and  Mayoress  were  most  worthy  recipients  of  their 
hoooats,  and  he  wished  them  both  long  life  and  happiness  to  enjoy 
them,  and  hoped  that  in  the  possession  of  these  magnincent  expressions 
of  pablio  approval  of  their  conduct  they  would  continue  to  maintain 
the  high  esteem  of  his  fellow  dtiaens.     (Loud  applause.) 

29. — ^To-day  a  meeting  was  held  in  the  Council  Chamber,  Newcastle, 
presided  over  by  the  Mayor  (Dr.  Newton)  for  the  purpose  of  presenting  to 
the  oil^  a  full-size  portrait  in  oils  of  Sir  William  Armstrong.— Councillor 
T.  O.  Gibson  (Ex-Mayor)  said  :  Mr.  Mayor  and  Centlemen, — I  trust  I  mav 
not  be  deemed  guilty  of  digressing  too  widely  from  the  object  of  this  day  s 
proceedings  if  I  venture  to  remind  yon  how  much  of  our  pleasures  is 
eepeadent  on  memory — how  much  that  is  ennobling  and  inspiring  comes  of 
the  exercise  of  that  faculty.  Remembering  the  features  of  an  absent  friend, 
the  echoes  of  his  voice  are  awakened  to  our  mind,  and  the  joy  of  the  time 
pesaed  in  his  socieiy  is  again  a  source  of  satisfaction  ;  and  how  constantly 
ooea  the  memory  of  ^reat  men  and  great  and  noble  deeds  stimulate  others 
to  follow  the  promptings  of  their  better  selves.  But,  aJas  I  the  best  memory 
partakes  of  the  fraillnr  of  our  nature,  and  the  unassisted  memory  of  the 
aveorage  man  is  so  liable  to  err  and  to  fail  him  at  his  need  that  the  '*  treachery 
of  memory  '*  haa  become  a  proverbial  expression.  Hence  aids  to  memory  of 
various  lunds  have  their  origin  and  their  use.  Passing  over  the  thoughts 
sogKeated  by  writing  and  by  undscape  painting,  let  us  look  for  a  moment  on 
the  portrait  painter's  art.  As  an  attendant  upon  civilisation  it  has  its 
begioninff  in  tne  drcle  of  family  life.  The  love  of  those  most  closely  allied 
to  na  seelv  expression  in  the  wish  to  guard  the  treasures  of  our  memory 
against  the  inevitable  foes  of  time  and  separation  by  pictorial  representations 
which  will  enable  us  to  recall  the  outward  forms,  and  with  them  the  mental 
asaoniations  which  gather  round  the  domestic  hearth.  Then,  in  process  of 
time,  aa  civilisation  progresses,  faooily  life  broadens  into  dvic  ana  national 
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life,  the  sffeotionB,  the  aervioee,  and  the  daties  of  domestic  life  become  the 
love  of  country  and  the  virtae  of  patriotiam.  The  walla  of  the  chamber  in 
which  we  are  assembled  bear  witness  to  the  existence  of  these  feelings  in  the 
minds  of  our  forefathers  no  less  than  in  those  of  onr  contemporaries.  In  the 
portraits  of  Lord  £l(1on  and  Lord  Stowell  our  grandfathers  have  left  na 
memorials  of  two  of  their  fellow-tiiwiismen  of  whom  they  were  prond  as 
men  who  had  cast  honour  upon  their  native  place  by  arduous  aud  useful 
labour  in  their  country's  service.  Our  fathers  and  our  contempcnariea 
have  followed  their  example  in  providing  us  with  the  portraits  of  Thomas 
£mers>>n  fleadlam,  Kichard  -Hodgson,  and  Jonathan  Angus,  men  who 
havH  given  many  anxious  hours  and  much  laboriuus  exertion  in  the 
service  of  their  fellow  citizens.  We  of  to-day  are  in  our  turn  proud  to 
remember  that  Newcastle  now  numbers  amongst  her  citizens  one  who  by 
his  scientific  attainments,  his  inventive  genius,  and  his  public  spirit  has 
made  for  himself  a  name  in  his  country's  annals,  and  has  deserved  the  honour 
and  esteem  of  his  fellow  citizens.  I  cannot  now  attempt  anything  like  a 
complete  or  exhaustive  account  of  the  labours  and  achievements  which  have 
procured  for  Sir  William  Armstrong  worldwide  renown.  It  may  suffice  for 
the  present  to  recall  briefly  some  of  the  salient  features  of  a  career  that  has 
been  passed  in  our  midst.  In  the  year  1836  his  attention  was  directed  to 
certain  electrical  phenomena  observed  in  connection  with  the  Si  aton  Delaval 
boiler,  and  his  energies  and  inventive  faculties  were  for  some  months 
directed  to  the  investigation  of  their  significance.  The  result  was  the  pro- 
duction of  an  electrical  machine  more  powerful  than  had  ever  been  heard  of 
before.  It  is  known  as  the  h\  dro-eleciic  machine,  and  excittd  great  interest 
amongst  scientific  men  in  Europe  and  America.  There  was  coiisiderable 
demand  for  these  instruments  by  scientific  institutions  and  private  ffeutle- 
meu,  but  Sir  William — then  Mr.  Armstrong— sought  no  pecuniary  benefit 
from  their  introdoctioo,  though  they  requited  much  of  his  attention.  In 
18  •  6,  after  some  years  of  study  and  investigation,  he  invented  the  well- 
known  hydraulic  crane,  the  first  of  a  long  iSeries  of  machines  for  utilising 
the  power  of  a  column  of  water  which  have  since  come  into  common  use, 
and  of  which  it  must  be  lo4»ked  upon  as  containing  the  germ.  VVe  are  now 
accustomed  to  the  use  of  hydraulic  power  in  the  working  of  hoists,  capstans, 
sluices,  dock  gates,  swing  bridges,  and  numerous  other  labour-savinff 
machines,  all  proceeding  directly  or  indirtctly  from  the  ideas  first  seized  and 
partially  realised  by  the  inventor  of  the  hydrauhc  crane.  He  it  was  who 
seems  first  to  have  really  grai>ped  the  advantages  of  hydraulic  power,  whioh 
he  has  desciib<rd  as  *'a  power  peculiarly  fitted  for  distribution,  admitting 
of  being  conveyed  to  all  parts  of  an  establishment  and  brought  into  opera- 
tion at  any  desired  number  of  points — always  ready  for  act  ion  at  a  moment's 
notice,  and  wholly  unproductive  of  expense  except  when  in  operation — 
perfectly  free  from  danger,  and  capable  of  being  directed  with  more  ease 
and  precision  than  any  other  i>pecies  of  power."  In  18o4  some  of  the 
incidents  of  th*^  battle  of  Inkermaun  turned  Sir  Willam's  attention  to  the 
problems  iuvolveil  in  the  construction  of  guns  of  less  weight  and  greater 
range  and  precision  than  thitse  then  in  use.  He  investigated  the  subject  in 
the  true  spiiit  of  scientific  inquiry  by  actual  experiment  on  the  behaviour 
of  cylinders  of  iron,  steel,  and  gun  metal,  subjected  to  the  explosive  foroe 
of  gunpowder.  Having  settled  in  bin  own  mind  the  principle  of  construction 
to  be  adopted,  an  experimental  gun  was  put  in  hand.  It  required  much  to 
be  done  that  had  no  precedent  in  former  practice,  and  for  which  special 
appliances  were  necesi<aiy.  Every  new  step  in  the  progress  of  construction 
had  to  be  thoucht  out,  and  them*Kle  of  operation  arranged,  and  provided  for 
before  it  couLl  be  committ*  d  to  the  workman,  aid  all  was  done  under  his  con- 
sta  't  personal  care  and  direction.  It  has  been  justly  remarked  that  in  order 
properly  to  appreciate  the  energy  and  industry  of  the  inventor  of  the  new 
gun,  it  is  nectssary  to  bear  in  mind  that  at  that  period  scarcely  anything 
was  known  of  the  theory  of  rifle  projectiles.  Sir  William  was,  th^-refore, 
the  pioneer  in  the  new  science  oi  gunnery.  His  first  gun  was  completed  in 
April,  1855,  when  he  commenced  a  series  of  experiments  which  extended 
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over  aboat  eighteen  months.  In  1857  he  raooeeded  in  manofttoturing  m 
18  poander  gon  weighing  ooe-third  as  much  as  the  guns  previonsly  in  use, 
whiM  its  range  and  aocnracy  were  oonsidered  even  more  extraordinary. 
Sir  William's  ingenuity  and  inyentiveness  in  oonneotion  was  gnnnery  did 
not,  however,  stop  at  the  gan.  The  projectiles  it  discharged  and  the  time 
fnae  which  was  to  ensure  its  most  destructive  effect  at  the  repaired  instant 
Were  likewise  the  outcome  of  his  fertile  brain.  It  only  remains  for  me  to 
notice  in  connection  with,  these  labours  the  unselfishness  and  liberality  with 
which  he  presented  the  result  to  his  country.  General  Peel,  as  Minister  of 
War,  from  his  place  in  the  House  of  CommoDS,  said  :  *'  Great  as  had  been 
the  ingenuity  and  talent  displayed  by  Sir  William  Armstrong  in  regard  to 
this  invention,  they  were  exceeded  by  the  liberality  with  which  he  at  once 
prosented  to  the  Government  the  patent,  for  which  they  must  have  paid 
almost  any  sum  of  money  which  he  liked  to  demand.  He  (Gkn.  Peel)  was 
eoovinced  that  the  House  would  be  of  opinion  that  nothing  could  be  mora 
liberal  tium  the  manner  in  which  Sir  William  Armstrong  hiMl  dealt  with  the 
Oovemment ;  and  would  think  that  he  well  deserved  the  honour  which,  by 
her  own  special  and  personal  desire,  had  been  conferred  upon  him  by  her 
Majesty."  Mr.  Mayor,  the  public  spirit  which  dictated  the  course  of 
action  referred  to  by  General  Peel  in  the  remarks  just  quoted,  has  been  a 
•nineut  feature  of  Sir  William's  character  all  his  life,  and  in  the  eyes  of 

fellow  citisens  constitutes  as  great  a  foimdation  for  the  honour  and 
k  in  which  they  hold  him  as  the  talent  and  ingenuity  displayed  in  his 
nnmerons  inventions.  As  a  young  man,  when  his  time  and  his  thought 
represented  his  chief  capital,  he  freely  gave  of  them  for  the  instruction  and 
entertainment  of  his  fellow  citisens,  as  witness  the  courses  of  lectures 
which  he  delivered  at  the  Literary  and  Philosophical  Institution  in  the 
years  1844  and  1846.  In  more  recent  years,  by  large  pecuniaiy  gifts 
and  by  wise  counsel  and  kindly  s^m^thy,  he  has  not  only  himself 
directly  aided  nearly  every  pubUo  institution  in  the  dty,  but  by  his 
examine  has  ^^reatly  stimulated  the  exertions  of  others  in  the  same 
direction.  It  is  fresh  in  the  recollection  of  every  one  here  present  how 
he  has  quite  lately  enriched  the  city  by  his  noble  gifts  at  Heaton  and 
Jeamoed.  For  reasons  such  as  these  iirhich  I  have  attempted  briefly  and 
imperfectly  to  express,  a  numi-er  of  our  fellow  citizens,  whom  I  have  the 
hononr  to  represent  to-day,  deeming  it  a  pleasure  to  take  part  in  some  act 
which  shall  at  once  testify  their  admiration  for  and  do  somethins  to  prolong 
the  memory  of  so  estimable  a  man,  requested  Sir  William  to  allow  his  por- 
trait to  be  painted  for  presentation  to  the  citizens  of  Newcastle.  Sir  William 
having  indicated  a  wimngness  to  comply  with  that  request*  he  was  desired 
to  name  an  artist  to  whom  the  commission  should  be  given.  He,  in  reply, 
suggested  the  artist  who  has  executed  the  work  now  displayed,  which,  on 
behalf  of  the  subscribers,  whose  names  are  recorded  on  this  paper,  I  now 
ask  yon,  Mr.  Mayor,  to  accept  as  representing  the  citizens  of  Newcastle. 
The  name  of  the  artist  is  Mrs.  Mary  L.  Waller,  and  whilst  I  venture  to  say 
that  her  picture  appears  to  me  to  present  a  f  tithful  and  pleasing  represents- 

L  of  the  subject^  I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  state,  on  much  higher  authority, 


that  it  is  considered  as  a  work  of  art  to  possess  merit  of  a  hii(h  order.  (Loud 
applause.)— The  Mayor  said  :  Mr.  Ex-Mayor  and  ^tlemen,  in  the  name  of 
the  Corporation  and  on  behalf  or  the  municipahty,  I  beg  to  accept  most 
ghwily  the  very  handsome  testimonial  which  you  have  been  pleased  to  pre- 
aent  to  the  city  to-day.  Yoa,  Mr.  Ex-Mayor,  have  reviewed  Sir  William 
Armstrong's  career  so  admirably  that  you  have  left  little,  if  anything,  to  be 
sad  by  thot^e  who  follow  von.  But  I  can  at  least  say  this  on  behalf  of  the 
Corporation  of  the  city,  that  every  word  of  euloKy  to  which  you  have  given 
expre^ion  Sir  William  richly  deserves.  We  know  him  in  Newcastle  and 
on  Tyneside  more  as  a  great  philanthropist  and  friend  than  as  a  gunner,  and  I 
hope  the  da^  is  far  distant  when  the  people  of  Tyneside  and  tibie  country 
generally  will  have  personal  experience  of  the  formidable  weapons  of  war 
invented  by  the  genius  of  Sir  William.  During  the  long  period  he  has  been 
■moHstpd  with  NewoastU  Sir  William  has  luidsted  more  than  any  other 
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num  this  oentnry  in  the  ednoation  of  the  people,  in  the  advancement  of  the 
arte  and  soienoes,  and  in  actins  the  part  of  a  generons  neighboor.  It  ti  in 
the  bat-named  oharaoter  that  I  am  more  pleaaed  to  recognise  Sir  Wm.  than 
as  a  minister  of  war  and  a  manufacturer  of  projectiles  the  need  of  which, 
after  all,  is  not  very  creditable  to  the  hnmnitananism  of  the  aoe.  I  fervently 
tmst  that  the  day  is  not  far  distant  when  Newcastle,  instead  of  being  regarded 
as  a  centre  for  the  manufacture  of  deadly  missies,  will  be  looked  upon  as  the 
home  of  one  of  the  most  munificent  and  nowerful  peace  agento  the  world 
has  ever  seen.  Whilst  this  portrait  will  oe  a  most  agreeable  object  to  the 
present  citizens  of  Newcastle,  it  will  be  priced  and  treasured  by  snooeeding 
generations  who  will  not  have  had  the  pleasure  and  satisfaction  of  Sir 
William's  acquaintance,  but  who  will  be  able  to  appreciate  his  valuable 
benefactions  to  the  city  in  the  shape  of  the  Armstrong  Park  and  the  beautiful 
and  picturesque  Jesmond  Dene.  ?rhe8e  and  other  beneficent  institutiona  will 
ever  be  associated  with  his  portrait.  Lady  Armstrong  has  taken  a  |>rominent 
part  in  many  of  these  works  of  benevolence,  and  I  am  sure  in  receiving  this 
portrait  of  Sir  William,  on  behalf  of  the  city,  I  am  not  only  discharging  an 
agreeable  duty  to  ourselves,  but  performioff  a  task  which  will  be  equallv 
agreeable  to  uuly  Armstrong.  I  ao  not  wisn  ufwu  this  occasion  to  be  at  all 
critical — ^because  I  am  sure  the  portrait  is  evervthing  we  can  possibly  desire- 
but  I  would  like  to  see  it  in  a  better  place.  I  hope  the  Corporation  at  some 
future  day,  will — ^if  thev  cannot  possibly  secure  &  better  chamber  in  which 
to  assemble  for  the  discharge  of  the  work  of  the  municipality — at  least  find 
a  better  home  for  the  picture,  so  that  it  may  be  seen  to  even  more  advantege 
than  it  is  at  present.  I  have  much  pleasure  in  receiving  the  portrait.  We 
are  deeply  indebted  to  you,  Mr.  ex-Mayor,  and  the  committee  who  have 
done  us  the  honour  to  secure  and  present  such  a  valuable  work  of  art  to  the 
city. 

29. — ^The  members  of  the  Newcastle  and  Gateshead  Amalgamated  Friendly 
Societies'  Association  assembled  in  the  Council  Chamber,  Newcastle^  to- 
night, for  the  purpose  of  presenting  to  the  Mayor  (Dr.  Newton)  a  token  of 
their  appreciation  of  his  kindness  and  courtesy  in  invitins  friendly  sodetj^ 
representatives  to  be  present  at  the  Royal  luncheon,  in  St.  George's  Hall, 
on  the  occasion  of  the  visit  to  Tyneside,  in  August  last,  of  the  Prince  and 
Princess  of  Wales.  The  testimonial  consistMl  of  a  framed  collection  of 
photographs,  including  a  number  of  the  members  of  friendly  societies  in 
their  regalia  of  office.  At  the  top  of  the  picture  were  the  portraite  of  the 
Prince  and  Princess  of  Wales,  and  at  the  bottom  those  of  Sir  William 
Armstrong,  and  the  Mayor.  It  also  contained  the  following  inscription  : — 
"Presented  to  Dr.  H.  W.  Newton,  Mayor  of  Newcastle-upon-Tyne, 
by  the  representatives  of  friendly  societies  present  at  the  Royal  lun- 
cheon given  in  honour  of  the  visit  of  the  Prince  and  Princess  of 
Wales  to  Tyneside."  The  President  of  the  Amalgamated  Society 
(Mr.  J.  T.  Graham)  presided,  and  made  the  presentation. — ^The  Mayor 
returned  thanks,  and  said  he  felt  at  a  considerable  loss  in  receiving  this 
expression  of  their  goodness.  It  was  far  beyond  his  deserts,  because  in  the 
discharge  of  his  municipal  duties  he  had  simply  endeavoured  to  do  that 
which  he  thought  was  ri^ht — and  to  find  so  many  kind  friends  coming 
forward  and  approving  of  his  conduct  was  really  more  than  he  could  fairly 
expect.  Upon  entering  upon  his  municipal  year,  which  was  very  nearly  at 
a  dose,   he  had  determined,  as  far  as  he  could,  that  religious  dogmas, 

Klitical  inclinations,  and  trade  ties,  whilst  they  had  considerable  cUims, 
d  no  special  claims  upon  him,  but  that  the  dut^  of  a  chief  magistrate  of  a 
city  like  Newcastle  was  to  throw  the  segis  of  official  life  over  all  and  to  treat 
all  alike.  If  he  had  been  successful  in  carrying  out  that  view  he  was 
extremely  thankful.  But  he  had  done  nothing  more  than  was  a  Mayor's  duty. 
Before  he  knew  that  Council  Chamber  he  knew  friendly  societies. 
They  were  his  oldest  and  earliest  friends,  and  during  his  professional 
career  instead  of  their  friendship  waning,  it  had  increased.  Friendly 
societies  were  simply  provident  institutions.  Men  j<»ined  them  and 
ooDtributed  to  them,  and  they  had  as  much  right  to  reUsf  or  to  make 
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«  eall  npon  the  fondB  as  any  man  who  deposited  money  in  the  Bank 
of  Borland  or  kindred  inststntionB.  He  would  not  talk  to  them  about  trades 
■ocieiies  farther  than  to  say  that  theoretically  he  was  a  freetrader,  and  it 
waa  his  belief  that  if  trade  were  perfectly  free  and  unfettered  all  around 
thorn,  they  bad  got  the  right  key  to  a  solution  of  a  good  deal  that  misht  be 
improTed.  Next  to  attaining  that  honour — the  hiffhest  dignity  to  wnich  a 
citi  -en  oould  atttiin— nof  the  mayoralty,  was  the  feefing  that  he  relinquished 
the  post  with  the  accord  of  those  who  asked  him  to  accept  it.  Everybody 
had  Men  extremely  kind  to  him,  from  Earl  Bavensworth,  who  was  a  free- 
man of  Newcastle,  to  the  humblest  artisan,  and  whilst  he  had  been  so 
fortunate  as  to  receive  a  very  great  amount  of  credit— a  portion  only  of 
which  be  deserved — the  bulk  of  it  should  really  have  gone  to  those  who  had 
assisted  him  by  their  labours  in  workiog  for  him.  He  did  not  want  to  par- 
ticalarise  at  atl,  but  the  members  of  the  Newcastle  Corporation  had  heea 
naost  loyal  to  him  during  the  trying  events  of  the  year  which  was  now 
closing.  Their  friend  the  Town  Clerk  could  not  possibly  have  been  more 
aealoua,  and  their  friend  Mr.  Amos,  whom  he  was  pleased  to  see 
present;  had  also  worked  hard  to  assiBt  him.  And  not  the  least  help  had 
oome  from  gentlemen  whom  he  saw  present,  the  representatives  of  the 
friendly  societies.  He  had  also  been  indebted  te  the  press  for  their  earnest 
and  kmdly  co-operation.  Combined  they  had  shown  to  the  world  that 
Newcastle  stood  second  to  no  other  town  in  the  kingdom  for  ito  loyaUty. 
He  would  treasure  the  testimonial  as  an  heirloom  in  his  family.  The 
Mayoress  would  be  delighted  to  receive  it,  and  he  hoped  it  would  remain  in 
the  possession  of  many  generation  of  Newtons  to  come. 

31. — ^This  morning,  one  of  the  most  terrible  tragedies  that  occurred  in 
Newcastle  for  aome  time  past  took  place  at  the  west  end  of  the  city.  Mr. 
William  Watkin  Bidley,  residing  at  30,  Strickland  Street,  Newcastle, 
and  emp  oyed  ss  a  mechanical  draughtsman  at  Messrs.  Armstrong,  Mitohc^ 
and  Ua  s,  Elswick,  went  to  work  at  twentv  minutes  to  nine  o'clock  this  mom* 
ing;  leaving  his  wife,  B«becoa  Bidley,  and  his  two  children,  Mabel  Bebecca, 
between  two  and  three  years  of  age,  and  Wiiliam  Bertram,  between  two  and 
three  months  old.  Previous  to  leaving  home  he  took  his  wife's  breakfast  to 
her  botlside.  Onretuminff  home  at  one<yclockfor  dinner  he  went  tothe  kitchen, 
but  not  findins  anyone  there,  he  made  his  way  upstairs,  and  on  arrivins  at 
the  stairhead  be  found  his  daughter  lying  with  her  throat  cut,  and  in  close 
proximity  was  the  body  of  the  baby  with  a  large  wound  on  the  right  side  of 
the  neck,  penetrating  the  windpipe.  Next  he  found  the  dead  Ixnly  of  his 
wife,  with  a  terrible  gash  in  her  throat,  in  a  half-standing  position  and 
leaning  partly  against  a  cupboard  and  the  waU.  Her  hands  wero  held  up 
before  her  face.  Close  to  her  body  there  wss  a  large  quantity  of  blood,  and 
her  night  dre^s  was  also  much  stained.  Mr.  Bidley  ran  from  his  house  to 
that  of  a  neighbour,  Mra.  Oliphant,  and  said  "  Come  in,  for  Qod's  sake ;  be 
^nick;  she  has  destroyed  herself  and  the  children."  Mrs.  Oliphant 
immediately  went  for  Dr.  Scott,  who  came  at  once,  and  was  the  first  medical 
man  to  examine  the  bodies.  Jh,  Wicka  shortly  afterwards  arrived  on  Uie 
scene,  but  the  services  of  the  two  gentlemen  wero  of  no  avail,  as  in  esoh 
esse  life  was  extinct.  Sergeant  Armstrong,  accompanied  by  Sergeant 
Henderson  and  P.C.  Eraser,  wero  called  in,  and  they  examined  the 
premisea.  The  kitehen  they  found  in  a  very  orderly  condition,  the  cups 
and  sancers  beinff  found  as  they  had  apparently  been  left  by  Mr.  Bidley  in 
the  morning.  Taey,  however,  found  tne  bedroom  in  a  stete  of  confusion. 
The  carpet  that  covered  part  of  the  floor  was  roughly  placed  at  one  side  of 
the  room  near  the  little  girl's  cot,  and  on  the  bara  IxMtrds  thero  was  found 
drops  of  blood,  continuing  as  far  as  the  stairhead.  On  the  stairhead  P.C. 
mjou  fonnd  a  rasor  covered  with  blood.  The  unfortunate  woman,  who 
waa  aboot  twenty-eiffht  of  years  age,  was  confined  about  three  months  a^o, 
and  since  that  time  line  has  been  aUing,  occssionally  suffering  from  hysteria. 
It  18  generally  believed  that  the  unhappy  woman  fint  cut  the  throato  of 
her  <&ldren  and  then  committed  the  rash  act  upon  herself.— An  inquest 
waa  hdd   upon   the  bodies;  and   the  jury  returned  verdiote  to  the 
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eBeot  tbmt  Mn.  Bidley  died  from  injuries  inflicted  by  herself  whilst 
in  ft  desponding  state  of  mind,  ftnd  that  the  children  died  from  injuries 
inflicted  oy  their  mother. 

NOVEMBER. 

1. — To-day  the  election  of  representatives  of  the  various  wards  in  New- 
castle took  place.  This  was  the  first  election  held  uniier  the  new  Act  of 
Parliament,  which  extends  the  hours  of  polling  from  8  a.m.  till  8  p.m.,  in 
place  of  from  9  a.m.  till  4  p.m.  There  were  contests  in  St.  Nicholas',  St. 
Andrew's  (South),  and  Elswick  wards,  and  the  result  of  the  polling  was 
the  defeat  of  two  of  the  retiring  members,  Mr.  John  MiUing.  in  St^ 
Nicholas's  Ward,  whose  place  was  taken  1^  Mr.  Hugh  Morton,  and  of  Mr. 
Thomas  Oliver,  in  St.  Andrew's  South  Ward,  who  was  succeeded  by  Mr. 
John  A.  Baty.  The  following  is  a  return  of  members  for  wards : — St. 
John's  Ward — William  Owen  and  Adam  Oarse,  re-elected.  All  Saints' 
West  Ward~Wm.  Smith,  G.  F.  Jackson,  re-elected.  All  Saints'  East 
Ward. — Thomas  Bell  end  J.  D.  Anoan,  re-elected.  St.  Andrew's  North 
Ward — ^Ihomas  Richardson  and  J.  H.  Ingledew,  re-elected.  We«tgate 
Ward—W.  A.  Furoess,  re-elected.  Jesmond— Wm.  Sutton,  re-elected. 
St.  Nicholas'  Ward — The  retiring  members  were  Messrs.  John  Milling  and 
Henry  Scholefield ;  and  Mr.  Hugh  Morton,  clothier,  Grainger  Street,  was 
also  nominated.  The  polling  booth  was  in  the  Com  Exchange,  and  Aid. 
Young  was  the  returmng  officer.  At  nine  o'clock  Aid.  Young  announced 
the  votes  to  be  as  follows,  and  declared  Messrs.  Scholefield  and  Mdrtoa 
elected  :— Scholefield,  484 ;  Morton,  461  ;  Milling,  322.  Elswick  Ward>- 
The  retiring  representatives  of  Elswick  Ward  were  Messrs.  Walter  Scott 
and  J.  C.  Laira,  and  there  was  a  third  candidate  in  the  person  of  Mr. 
Thomas  Telford.  The  polling  took  place  in  Westmorland  Road  Board 
School,  under  the  direction  of  Alderman  Gregson.  At  ten  o'clock  Alderman 
Gregson  announced  the  result  of  the  poll  as  follows,  and  declared  Me-srs. 
Scott  and  Laird  elected  :— Scott,  1,938;  Laird,  1»836;  Telford.  616.  St. 
Andrew's  South  Ward— The  retiring  Councillors  were : — Mr.  G.  R.  Hedley 
and  Mr.  Thomas  Oliver,  and  Mr.  J.  A.  Baty  was  also  nomina  ed.  The 
returning  officer  was  Aid.  J.  0.  Scott.  The  poll  resulted  as  follows  —

Tbi  annual  meeting  of  the  Council  was  held  to-day  in  the  Oonneil 
Chamber,  Town  Hall,  the  Retiring  Mayor  (Mr.  T.  G.  Qibeon)  in  the 
ehair.  There  were  also  present : — Aldermen  Ridley,  Gail,  Wilson, 
Rtewart,  Plnmmer,  Hamond,  Scott,  MiWain,  Hedley,  Barkae, 
Gr^^n,  Potter,  Angns,  Cowen,  Stephenson,  and  Young ;  Coun- 
cillors Winter,  J.  Barker  Ellis,  Scholefield,  Milling,  Hepwortb, 
Quin,  YooU,  Browne,  Owen,  Carse,  Bowden,  ]>ohM>n  Campbell, 
W.  Smith,  Stout^  Nelson,  Andersen,  Calvert,  Newton,  IMxon, 
Cotter,  Oliver,  Hedley,  Hepburn,  Wilson,  Holmes,  Richardson, 
logledewy  C.  8.  Smith,  StephenSi  Johnsoui  Fumess,  Joseph  B.

The  Towk  Clerk  read  the  minutes  of  proceedings  of  the  previous 
meeting,  and  they  were  confirmed. 

BLSOTION  or  MAYOR. 

The  Rbtirino  Mayor  :  The  first  business  is  the  election  of  a 
Mayor  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Mr.  Aid.  Ukdley  :  Mr.  Mayor,  in  rising  to  propose  a  gentle- 
man to  fill  the  seat  which  you  now  occupy,  I  must  first  congratu- 
Ute  yon,  dr,  upon  the  energy  and  ability  you  have  shown  during 
yoor  year  of  office.  (Applause.)  The  manner  in  which  you  have 
discharged  your  duties  has  given  great  satisfaction  to  the  diy  and 
the  Conncil ;  and  I  hope  you  will  long  lire  to  remember  the  kind 
way  in  which  the  Council  looked  upon  you  in  your  year  of  office. 
It  ia  my  duty,  or  rather  my  privilege,  now  to  propose  a  gentleman 
who,  I  hope,  will  be  elected  by  the  Council  to  he  Mayor.  My  friend 
Mr.  William  Davies  Stephens  has,  as  you  all  know,  been  a  member 
of  this  Council  for  a  great  number  of  years.  He  is  a  very  active 
member  of  the  Finance  Committee,  and  is  an  extremely  useful 
member  of  the  CoundL  f  Hear,  hear.)  I  have  had  the  privilege 
of  working  with  Mr.  Stepnens  for  nearly  twenty  years  in  public 
afTairs,  and  can  bear  my  testimony  to  the  able  manner  in  which  he 
has  diadiarged  all  the  dutiee  in  connection  with  those  matters,  and 
to  (km  great  alnlity  he  has  shown  as  a  merchant,  and  in  every  sphere 
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in  which  he  has  been  called  upon  to  act.  He  also,  as  joa  know,  has 
taken  a  very  active  part,  and  been  very  sincere  and  very  earnest,  in 
the  cause  of  temperance  in  this  town.  (Applause.)  I  feel  sure 
that  he  must  have  done  a  great  deal  of  good  in  this  way,  and  that 
many  a  working  man  and  woman  are  to-day  able  to  thank  him  for 
what  he  has  done  for  them  in  this  matter ;  they  have  comfortable 
homes  now,  but  they  would  have  been  in  very  different  positions 
but  for  Mr.  Stephens  and  others  who  have  been  associated  with  him 
in  advocating  the  temperance  cause.  (Applause.)  You  ail  know 
Mr.  Stephens  so  well  that  it  is  not  necessary  for  me  to  dwell  any 
longer  upon  his  capabilities,  and  which  make  him  so  able  to  dis- 
charge the  duties  of  Mayor.  I  feel  sure  if  Mr.  Stephens  is  elected 
to-day  that  twelve  months  hence  the  Council  will  thank  him  for  the 
manner  in  which  he  has  discharged  the  duties  of  his  office.  I  beg, 
therefore,  without  any  more  words,  to  propose  that  Mr.  Stephens  be 
Mayor  for  the  ensuing  year.     (Applause.) 

Mr.  Aid.  Stephenson  :  Mr.  Mayor,  I  need  scarcely  say  it  affords 
me  the  highest  satisfaction  to  have  the  opportunity  and  privilege  of 
seconding  the  proposal  which  has  just  been  made  by  Mr.  Aid. 
Hedley.  I  am  glad  to  think  that  but  few  words  are  necessary  from 
me  to  bring  the  name  of  Mr.  Stephens  before  the  Goancil.  The 
mover  of  the  resolution  has  told  us  that  Mr.  Stephens  is  well  known 
in  the  city  as  a  public  man.  Mr.  Stephens  has  gone  in  and  out 
amongst  us  for  upwards  of  thirty  years*  He  is  a  man  well  versed 
in  shipping  and  in  commercial  pursuits,  and  in  every  way  is  well 
qualified  to  fill  the  position  that  you,  sir,  have  so  worthily  filled 
during  the  last  year.  I  think  Mr.  Stephens  has  fairly  won  the 
honour  of  being  chief  magistrate  of  this  city,  and  that  his  election 
i^ill  be  a  fitting  recognition  of  our  appreciation  of  his  services  to  the 
community  at  large.  (Applause).  Reference  has  been  made  by 
Mr.  Aid.  Hedley  to  the  fact  that  much  has  been  done  by  Mr. 
Stephens  of  late  in  connection  with  temperance  matters ;  and,  there- 
fore, I  need  not  dwell  at  length  upon  this  point.  This  temperance 
work  will  live  in  days  to  come,  as  a  standing  memorial  of  Mr. 
Stephens's  honest,  energetic,  and  presevering  endeavours  to  promote 
the  welfare  and  the  well-being  of  the  community  at  large.  I  will 
just  refer  to  another  matter  which  has  not  been  adverted  to  by  Mr. 
Aid.  Hedley,  and  it  is  that  there  has  never  been  any  movement  of  a 
general  or  philanthropic  nature  which  has  not  had  in  Mr.  Stephens 
a  steady  and  constant  friend.  I  might  refer  to  the  time  which  he  has 
given  so  ungrudgingly  to  all  work  he  has  taken  in  hand,  and  to  the 
money  which  be  has  given  so  generously  and  so  unostentatiously 
towards  any  matter  claiming  to  be  for  the  amelioration  and  advan- 
tage of  mankind  generally.  The  Infirmary,  Dispensary,  Orphanage, 
Blind  Asylum,  Young  Men*s  Christian  Association,  all  speak  loudly 
on  behalf  of  Mr.  Stephens,  and  warrant  the  assertion  that  few  men 
certainly  have  been  his  equal,  and  none  have  been  his  superior  in  the 
amount  of  attention  and  devotion  he  has  paid  to  these  things.  I 
obumi  irrespective  of  the  fact  that  Mr.  Stephens  has  been  an  acUve 
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and  inielligent  member  of  the  Gotmcil  for  ten  or  eleven  years, 
and  has  taken  a  deep  interest  especially  in  the  Corporation 
finances,  that  all  roand  he  has  fairly  earned  the  right  to  be 
placed  in  the  position  we  now  seek  for  him.  I  hope  the  vote 
of  this  day  will  pat  him  in  the  chair,  and  if  that  is  the  case, 
I  feel  snre  it  will  meet  with  the  general  consensus  of  approval 
of  the  people  outside  this  Council  in  this  great  and  important 
city.     (Applause). 

Mr.  Aid.  MiLVAiM  :  Mr.  Mayor,  I  need  scarcely  say  that  I  rise 
under  a  disadvantage  to  say  a  few  words  after  Uie  able  addresses 
that  have  just  been  delivered  to  the  Council ;  bnt  I  have  pleasure, 
notwithstanding,  in  stating  that  I  have  nothing  to  say  against  what 
our  friends  have  said  on  behalf  of  Mr.  Stephens.  But  I  consider  it 
a  duty  I  owe  to  myself  and  to  the  Council  to  propose  that  my  friend 
Mr.  Henry  William  Newton  be  elected  to  fill  the  chair  which  you, 
nr,  are  about  to  vacate,  and  to  preside  over  our  deliberations  for  the 
ensuing  year.  I  concur  in  what  has  been  said  by  Mr.  Aid.  Hedley 
as  to  yourself  I,  sir,  am  one  of  those  who  voted  against  your 
election  last  November ;  but  I  have  pleasure  in  bearing  my  testimoy 
to  the  able  and  very  impartial  manner  in  which  you  have  dischargeid 
the  duties  of  the  Mayoralty  during  the  year  that  has  gone  past. 
(Applause).  I  feel  confident,  when  you  vacate  that  chair,  that  you 
wiU  leave  behind  you  the  best  possible  impressions,  and  will  carry 
with  you  the  respect  of  e?ery  gentleman  in  this  Council  (Applause). 
My  friend  Mr.  Newton,  like  yourself,  sir,  is  a  gentleman  of  education, 
and  a  member  of  one  of  the  learned  professions,  and  is,  in  every 
sense,  I  submit,  a  fit  person  to  succe^  you  in  that  chair.  He  is  a 
man  who  has  had  great  experience  among  us  here.  He  has  been 
about  eighteen  years  a  member  of  the  Council,  and  there  is  not  a 
gentleman  here  who  will  not  say  that  Mr.  Newton  has  discharged 
his  municipal  duties  in  a  way  second  to  no  member  of  this  body. 
(Applause).  I  will  not  detain  the  Council  with  a  wordy  speech,  or 
with  roonded  periods  like  my  friends  over  there,  but  will  at  once 
propose  that  Mr.  Newton  be  called  upon  to  take  the  chair ;  and  I 
venture  to  assure  you  of  this,  that  if  the  chain  of  honour  or  office, 
and  the  mantle  of  state  be  allowed  to  light  upon  his  shoulders,  the 
Council  may  be  well  assured  that  the  dignity  of  the  high  office 
which  you,  sir,  now  occupy,  will  not  suffer  while  in  Mr. 
Newton's  keeping.  (Applause).  I  propose  that  Mr.  Newton  be 
elected  Mayor. 

Mr.  Aid.  Babkas  :  Mr.  Mayor,  I  have  great  pleasure  in  rising  to 
second  the  nomination  of  my  friend,  Mr.  Newton,  to  fill  the  chair 
which  you,  sir,  have  so  ably  filled  during  the  past  year.  I  do  not 
know  that  it  is  necessary  to  offer  any  laudatory  remarks,  because 
Mr.  Newton  is  very  well  known  to  all  the  members  of  the  Council. 
He  is  at  the  present  time  the  oldest  councillor  in  the  city.  He  has 
been 'a  councillor  since  1866 ;  and  we  know  perfectly  well  that  dur- 
ing the  whole  of  that  time  he  has  attended  most  assidaously  to  all

the  datiee  connected  with  the  office  of  councillor.  In  addition  to 
being  the  oldest  ooancillor,  he  is  the  chaimian  of  two  very  important 
committees — the  Parks  Committee,  and  the  Public  Library  Com* 
mittee;  and  we  all  know  that  the  amoant  of  energy  and  labour  he  has 
thrown  into  tlie  discharge  of  his  daties  in  connection  with  theae 
committees,  redounds  mnch  to  his  credit,  and  is  recognised  by  the 
members  of  the  Conncil,  as  well  as  by  the  public  outside.  Mr. 
Newton  occupied  the  next  highest  office  to  that  of  Mayor  three  or 
four  years  ago.  Taking  the  whole  of  these  matters  into  account — 
first,  that  he  is  the  oldest  councillor ;  second,  that  he  is  chairman 
of  some  of  the  leading  committees ;  and  third,  that  he  has  already 
occupied  the  highest  office  next  to  that  of  Mayor,  I  think,  as  a  mere 
matter  of  course,  we  onprht  almost  unanimously  to  elect  him  to  the 
office  of  Mayor  for  the  next  year.  (Applause,)  80  far  as  my 
friend  Mr.  Stephens  is  concerned,  I  confess  that  personally  I  am 
prepared  to  vote  for  either  one  or  the  other ;  and  I  might  say  in  the 
words  of  the  old  song, 

"  How  h«ppy  could  I  be  with  either. 
Were  t'other  dear  charmer  away  ; " 

but,  seeing  that  in  point  of  age  and  service  Mr.  Newton  stands 
above  Mr.  Stephens,  I  have  great  pleasure  in  seconding  his  nomi- 
nation ;  and  I  hope  he  will  be  elected  by  a  very  large  majority. 
(Applause.) 

No  other  gentleman  was  nominated. 

llie  RjiTiaiKQ  Mayor  said  his  attention  had  been  directed  to  a 
section  of  the  Municipal  Corporations'  Act,  1882,  which  was  perhaps 
not  familiar  to  everybody  present.  He  referred  to  section  61,  anb- 
section  4,  and  the  title  of  the  section  was  '*  Election  of  Mayor." 
The  sub-section  read  as  follows  : — *'  In  case  of  equality  of  ToteK,  tlie 
chairman,  although  not  entitled  to  vote  in  the  first  instance,  shall 
have  a  casting  vote."  That  section  was  perhaps  a  trifle  ambiguouF, 
and  he  thought  its  ambiguity  and  uncertainty  made  it  necessary  for 
him  to  act  a  cautious  part  on  this  occasion.  He,  therefore,  would 
abstain  from  voting,  unless  there  were  an  equality  of  votes.  It 
was  right  to  state  that  the  Town  Clerk  was  of  opinion,  although  he 
did  not  consider  the  matter  perfectly  clear,  that  this  section  did  not 
take  away  the  Mayor's  right  of  voting.  But  until  that  view  had 
received  something  like  an  authoritative  decision,  he  (the  Mayor) 
thought  it  safer  to  act  as  he  had  stated. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamond  said  he  coiiicided  with  the  opinion  of  the  Town 
Clerk.  The  section  alluded  not  to  the  Mayor  himself^  but  to  any 
chairman  who  might  be  elected  in  the  absence  of  the  Mayor. 

Mr.  Aid.  TouNO :  When  there  is  uncertainty,  we  should  leave  it 
to  the  discretion  of  the  Mayor.

The  REnROio-MATOB :  The  voting  is,  for  Mr.  Newton  29  votes, 
and  for  Mr.  Stephens  20  votes.  I  ^erefore  declare  Mr.  Newton 
dnly  elected  Mayor  for  the  ensuring  year.     (Applaase). 

The  oaths  having  been  taken  by  the  Mayor-Elect, 

The  Bbtirinq- Mayor,  addressing  him,  said  :  I  have  very  great 
pleasure  in  pladng  npon  you  the  cloak  of  office  and  this  chain. 
Que  other  important  ceremony  will  take  place  now  for  the  first 
thne,  snd  that  is  the  transferring  to  you  of  one  other  insignia  of  the 
office  of  Mayor — it  is  a  small  one,  bat  I  think  yon  will  find  it 
henceforth  will  be  considered  one  of  the  most  important  insignia  of 
the  Mayoralty.  I  refer  to  the  key  of  the  Mayor's  lock  on  the 
Corporation  common  seal.  (Applause).  In  the  course  of  last  year 
the  importance  of  this  seal  was  brought  before  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee, in  consequence  of  its  being  one  of  the  principal  modes  of 
anthe&ticating  the  certificates  of  the  Corporation  stock ;  and  the 
Rnance  Conmdttee  have  recently  directed  that  the  seal  shall  be 
placed  under  two  keys,  one  to  be  held  by  the  Town  Clerk,  and  the 
other  by  the  Mayor  for  the  time  being.  This  key  consequently 
came  into  my  possession,  and  I  entrust  it  to  you  as  an  insignia  of 
yonr  office. 

The  Mator-Eleot  :  Mr.  Aid.  Milvain,  Mr.  Aid.  Barkas,  and 
Gentlemen, — I  thank  you  sincerely  for  the  honour  you  have  conferred 
npon  me  to-day  in  electing  me  to  be  Chief  Magistrate  of  Newcastle. 
I  esteem  the  honour  a  high  one  ;  and  in  the  discharge  of  the  duties 
of  the  office  I  will  endeavour  to  transact  the  business  in  such  a  way 
ae  to  meet  the  approval  of  all  classes  of  the  community  and  all 
shades  of  political  opinion.  (Applause).  I  have  only  now  to  a^k 
the  gentlemen  who  have  elected  me  to-  day,  and  those  who  voted  on 
the  other  side,  to  supplement  their  act  of  to-day  by  continuing 
throughout  the  year  to  gi?e  me  their  cordial  and  generous  support ; 
for  without  the  cordial  support  of  the  members  of  the  Council  the 
office  of  Chief  Magistrate  must  be  a  very  unpleasant  one  indeed. 
(Applause).     Gentlemen,  I  thank  jou  most  cordially. 

■LECTION  OF  SHEBIFF. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamokd  :  Mr.  Mayor,  the  next  business  the  Council 
luiTe  to  perform  is  to  fill  the  important  office  of  sheriff.  It  is  thirty- 
ooe  years  to-day  since  I  had  the  honour  of  first  entering  the  Council 
of  Newcastle-upon-Tyne,  and  although  years  bftve  rolled  on  since 
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then,  it  has  not  fallen  to  my  lot  to  propose  either  a  mayor  or-  m 
sheriff  for  the  oonsideration  of  the  Town  Coancil.  Bot  on  this 
occasion  I  have  very  great  pleasure  in  proposing  for  your  acceptance 
as  Sheriff,  oar  friend,  Mr  Thomas  Nelson,  and  I  hope  the  appoint- 
ment will  be  a  unanimous  one.  ( Applause.)  Although  not  many 
years  a  member  of  this  Council,  Mr.  Nelson  had  always  attended  to  hu 
duties  with  remarkable  assiduity ;  and  he  has  received  a  renewal  of  the 
confidence  of  the  electors  who  first  chose  him,  by  being  returned  a 
second  time  to  the  Council  unopposed.  He  has  also,  since  hia 
election  as  a  Town  Councillor,  received  the  high  honour  of  being 
made  a  justice  of  the  peace  for  the  county  and  city  of  Newcastle- 
upon-Tyne.  I  have  the  extreme  pleasure  of  having  Mr.  Nelson  as 
one  of  my  colleagues  on  the  Bench,  and  I  can  vouch  for  his  genial 
conduct,  his  perseverance,  and  his  circnmspection  in  administering 
the  law.  But  it  is  not  only  on  this  account  that  I  recommend  him  to 
your  notice.  He  has  large  and  important  interests  on  the  river 
Tyne ;  he  is  deeply  connected  with  the  prosperity  of  the  steam 
shipping  of  the  Tyne ;  and  also  with  the  banking  interest  And  I 
have  additional  pleasare  in  recommending  him  to  you  because  be  is 
the  son  of  an  old  friend  whom  I  have  known  for  forty  years — a  frieiid 
who  has  pursued  an  honourable  and  straightforwanl  career  on  the 
Quayside,  as  his  son  is  now  doing ;  and  who  has  received  proofs  of 
the  high  esteem  in  which  he  is  held  by  those  among  whom  he  re- 
sides by  being  elected  an  Alderman,  and  twice  unanimously  elected 
Mayor  of  the  Borough  of  South  Shields,  and  also  in  being  appointed 
a  justice  of  the  peace.  {Applause.)  I  may  add  that  Mr.  Nelson's 
father  is  one  of  the  principal  pioneers  of  the  vast  and  increasing 
steam  shipping  trade  of  the  Tjne.  I  have  every  confidence  in  pro- 
posing our  friend,  Mr.  Thomas  Nelson,  to  you  to  be  Sheriff  for 
the  ensuing  year.  He  is  the  worthy  son  of  a  worthy  sire ;  and  I 
have  the  assured  conviction,  in  proposing  him  to  be  Sheriff  of  this 
county,  that  he  will  maintain  the  honour  of  the  office,  that  he  will 
fulfil  its  duties  with  credit  to  himself  and  satisfaction  to  his  fellow- 
citiaens,  and,  above  all,  that  he  will  uphold  the  honour  of  the 
Sovereign  of  whom  he  will  be  the  direct  representative  in  this  city. 
(Applause.)  With  these  observations  I  beg  to  propose  that  Mr. 
Thomas  Nelson  be  elected  Sheriff  of  the  county  and  city  of  Newcastle- 
upon-Tyne,  for  the  ensuing  year.     (Applause.) 

Mr.  DoBSOV :  Mr.  Mayor,  I  beg  to  second  the  nomination  of  my 
friend,  Mr.  Thomas  Nelson,  for  the  office  of  Sheriff,  and  I  do  so  with 
the  thorough  conviction  that,  in  the  event  of  his  being  appointed  to 
this  ancient  and  honourable  office,  he  will  worthily  fill  the  office, 
and,  as  stated  by  Mr.  Aid.  Hamond,  will  discharge  its  duties  with 
credit  to  himself  and  satisfaction  to  the  towh.  (Applause).  Mr. 
Nelson's  being  somewhat  young  municipally  will  not  prevent  him 
from  making  a  dignified  and  courteous  Shenff 

The  motion  was  agreed  to  unaminonsly,  and  Mr.  Nelson  made  the 
customary  declaration. 
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Ihe  Shmbjfw  :  Mr.  Mayor  and  Gentlemen,-^!  beg  to  tfaaak  yoo 
most  wannly  for  the  high«hoDoar  yon  have  this  day  oonferred  upon 
me— an  honour  great  in  itaelf,  but  whioh  is  mach  enhanced  in  my 
cue,  owi^g  to  my  being  so  yoong  a  member  of  the  Council.  This 
ciroimi8tanoe»  whilst  being  perhaps  somewhat  a  disadvantage  from 
my  lack  of  experience,  wUl  neyertheless  prove  beneficial  in  effect ; 
for  those  who  know  me  best  will  bear  me  oat  when  I  say  it  will  be 
in  additional  incentive  to  me  to  strive  to  my  ntmost  to  maintain 
and  Qphold  the  dignity  of  the  ancient  office  of  Sheriff,  and  to  follow,  to 
die  best  of  my  ability,  in  the  footsteps  of  the  long  roll  of  gentlemen 
who  have  occapied  this  position  in  years  past  (Applaose.)  I  am, 
M  yoQ  are  aware,  not  addicted  to  speech-making,  bat  before  I  sit 
down,  I  most  thank  my  proposer  and  seconder  for  the  far  too  com- 
plimentary terms  in  whidi  Uiey  have  been  good  enoagh  to  speak  of 
me.  I  may  be  permitted  to  add  that  the  one  dond  which  over- 
ihadows  the  ceremony  of  to-day  is  the  profound  regret  which  I  feel 
-^  regret  which  I  am  sore  is  shared  by  all  in  Uiis  room — ^that, 
Ihroagh  the  interposition  of  death,  I  cannot  receive  the  insignia  of 
oflke  from  the  hand  of  my  lamented  predecessor,  Mr.  Clapham. 
(Applaose.)  (Gentlemen,  I  beg  again  to  tender  yon  my  gratefal 
thanks  for  this  signal  mark  of  vour  favour  yon  have  bestowed  upon 
me.  I  hope  yoo  will  take  a  glass  of  wine  with  the  Mayor  and  my- 
self at  the  conclosion  of  this  meeting. 

Mr.  TouLL  :  I  believe  the  official  snaff  box  is  in  the  room,  and 
it  ooght  to  be  presented  to  the  Sheriff. 

Mr.  Dendy,  the  retiring  Under- Sheriff,  addressing  the  Sheriff, 
laid :  Mr.  Sheriff,  under  drcumstances  which  are  too  well  known 
to  the  Council,  this  snuff  box  has  been  committed  to  my  custody, 
and  it  is  now  my  pleasing  duty  to  hand  it  to  you.  It  is  a  pleasing 
duty  because  it  gives  me  an  opportunity,  which  I  should  not  other- 
wise have  had,  of  thanking  the  Council,  the  ex-Mayor,  and  the 
officials  of  the  Corporation,  for  their  extreme  kindness  to  me  during 
the  year  which  I  have  held  the  office  of  Under-Sheriff,  and  during 
part  of  which  time  I  have  had  to  discharge  the  duties  of  the  Sheriff. 

VOTE  OF  THAHKS  TO  THE  BX-K ATOR. 

Mr.  Aid.  Wilson  :  I  rise,  Mr.  Mayor,  with  very  sincere  pleasure 
to  perform  a  most  agreeable  task — to  ask  this  Council  to  thank  the 
kie  Mayor  for  his  distinguished  services  in  the  chair  during  the 
past  year.  (Applause).  I  believe  that  no  predecessor  has  dischsjrged 
the  duties  ik  the  office  with  more  earnestness,  zeal,  and  fairness  to 
every  gentleman  who  has  risen  to  address  the  Council,  than  Mr. 
Qibson  has  done.  I  think  we  will  all  acknowledge  the  able  manner 
in  which  he  has  maintained  order  among  us  durii^i^  his  year  of  office. 
(Applause.)  Mr.  Gibson  has  maintained  the  dignity  of  the  office  in  a 
way  that  has  not  been  surpassed  by  any  of  his  predecessors ;  and  I  am 
san  he  is  entitled  to  the  best  thanks  not  only  of  this  Council,  bat  of 
the  inhabitants  of  the  town  genenJly«    In  everything  that  related  to 
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the  b«&«At  of  society,  Mr.  Oibeon  hu  taken  a  leading  part  Mr.  Gibeon 
has  discharged  the  daties  of  the  Mayoralty,  as  yon  are  all  aware,  nnder 
extreme  diffionlty ;  for  he  has  not  had  the  benefit  of  the  advioe  oi 
one  who,  perhaps,  wonld  have  been  well  able  to  give  it,  and  one  who 
wonld  have  supported  him  in  the  discharge  of  duties  to  which  he  baa 
paid  so  strict  and  jast  attention.  He  has  also  had  the  misfortune 
to  lose  the  benefit  of  his  colleague,  a  gentleman  who  was  attentive 
to  everything  which  would  benefit  society,  and  whose  opinion  every 
one  was  gli^  to  seek  and  to  value.  (Applause).  Mr.  Gibson 
during  lus  year  of  office  lost  that  assistance  which  no  doubt  he 
would  have  had  from  the  Sheriff  but  for  the  interposition  of  Provi- 
dence. I  have  great  pleasure  in  asking  this  Council  to  pass  a  vote 
of  thanks  to  the  ez»Mayor,  who,  I  am  quite  sure,  will  carry  with  him 
into  comparative  private  life,  the  good  feeling  not  only  of  the  members 
of  the  Council,  but  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  town  generally.  (Applause.) 

Mr.  Aid.  Cail  ;  Mr.  Mayor  and  gentlemen,  twelve  months  ago 
I  had  the  pleasure  of  seconding  the  nomination  of  Mr.  Gibson  to  be 
Mayor  of  this  city ;  and  I  am  quite  sure  that  he  has  filled  the  office 
satisfactorily.  Mr.  Aid.  WiUon  has  already  stated  all  the  points  in 
favour  of  Mr.  Gibson,  and  also  referred  to  the  difficulties  he  had  to 
contend  with  during  his  year  of  office,  and,  therefore,  it  is  not 
necessary  for  me  to  trespass  further  upon  your  time.

The  Ez-Mayob  :  Mr.  Mayor  and  gentlemen,  I  thank  you  most 
heartily  for  the  vote  which  you  have  just  passed ;  and  I  thank  Mr. 

Cail,  for  the  kind  manner  in  which  they 
have  proposed  and  seconded  the  vote  of  thanks.  The  year  of  office 
just  expired  will  be  to  me  a  memorable  year  in  many  ways.  First, 
I  have  suffered  one  of  the  greatest  losses  a  man  can  suffer ;  and  that 
loss  has  called  forth  extreme  expressions  of  kindness  and  sympathy, 
not  only  from  the  members  of  the  Council,  but  also  from  the  inhabi- 
tants at  large,  for  which  I  shall  be  extremely  grateful  to  the  end 
of  my  days.  My  year  of  office  has  also  been  clouded  by  the  loss  of 
my  colleague,  the  late  Sheriff,  than  whom  a  more  courteous  and 
able  man  could  not  be  found  in  this  town.  (Applause.)  I  cannot 
ait  down  without  acknowledging  my  deep  indebtedness  to  every 
member  of  the  official  staff  of  the  Corporation,  for  the  kind  assistance 
they  have  rendered  me  in  my  year  of  office.  The  Town  Clerk,  the 
Committee  Clerk,  and  every  member  of  the  staff  have  been  most  cour- 
teous and  most  willing  to  give  me  every  assistance  I  needed,  and 
without  which,  and  your  kind  assistance  and  consideration,  I  would 
indeed  have  been  lost  If  I  have  in  any  way  given  satisfaction  to  the 
town,  it  is  owing  to  the  kind  support  I  have  received  from  you,  and 
from  the  officials  of  the  Corporation.

Mr.  W.  Suite  said  he  thoaght  an  alderman  ahonld  be  appointed 
on  only  one  of  the  three  principal  oommitteea.  Thera  wera  too 
many  aldennen  on  the  Finance  Committee. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hbdlbt  :  I  am  only  on  one  committee. 

Mr.  Aid.  Stephenson  :  And  I  am  only  on  one. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamond  :  What  is  the  number  of  memben  of  tli« 
letiring  Finance  Committee  t 
The  Town  Olerk  :  28. 
Mr.  Aid.  HiKon:  And  how  many  tMaldermeat 
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TIw  TowH  Ouok:  10  aldermeiL  Thero  tfe  3  oonndltom  for 
Meh  wardy  and  10  aldermen, 

Mr.  WiL  Smith  moved  as  an  amendment  that  the  oonnoUlom  who 
were  members  of  the  Finance  Crommittee  be  re-appointed,  and  that 
only  6  aldermen  be  appointed  on  the  committee.  He  Ihooght  there 
should  be  6  aldermen  on  the  Finance,  6  on  the  Town  ImproTement, 
and  6  on  the  Watch  Committee.

Mr.  Aid.  Hxdlbt:  In  the  wards  with  only  three  members  the 
oooncillors  are  allowed  to  serre  on  two  committees.  There  onght 
to  be  one  alderman  from  each  ward  upon  each  of  the  Itfge 
committees. 

Mr.  TouLL :  The  principle  of  forming  the  committeesi  so  far  as 
the  councillors  are  concerned,  is  to  divide  them  into  three  parts ; 
and  you  shonld  do  the  same  with  the  aldermen,  and  that  wonld  give 
6  aldermen  for  each  of  the  three  committees. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamohd  said  it  had  been  generally  understood  that  on 
•aeh  important  committee  there  should  be  one-third  aldermen  and 
two-tfairda  councillors.  He  thought  iO  aldermen  on  the  committee 
would  be  too  many,  and  he  suggested  that  the  number  be  7;  and 
he  woold  leave  it  to  the  aldermen. to  dedde  who  shouU  be  members 
of  the  finance  Committee. 

Mr.  TmpLa  approved  of  the  suggestion  that  one-third  of  the 
aldermen  be  on  each  of  the  three  chief  committees;  and  the  alde^ 
men  shonld  themselves  decide  what  committee  they  would  serve  on. 

Mr.  Aid.  Orsoson  spoke  in  favour  of  the  original  motioa  He 
had  heard  a  great  deal  about  aldermen,  and  he  had  no  hesitation  in 
saying  there  was  many  an  alderman  worth  half  a  dozen  conncUlors. 
The  iddermanship  was  conferred  upon  members  either  because  of 
seniority  or  because  of  some  good  quality.  He  had  heard  some 
disparaging  remarks  about  aldermen ;  and  if  the  Conncil  thought  so 
bttlo  of  the  aldermen  as  some  seemed  to  think,  then  they  dimiU 
not  elect  aldermen  at  alL 

Mr.  Aid.  OiiL  said  if  he  was  put  off  a  committee  it  wonld  enable 
Um  to  have  more  time  to  devote  to  his  own  affidrs ;  but  if  gentle- 
meu  were  willing  to  attend  to  public  duties,  it  did  seem  to  be  curious 
ihafc  a  law  should  be  made  to  prevent  them  doing  so. 

Mr.  JosBpH  B.  EiiLis  suggested  that  Mr.  W.  Smith  should  allow 
the  matter  to  stand  over.    The  Finanoe  and  Town  improvement 
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CtommltMihtd  bMi  alrMy  appttntad ;  fpd  imH  it  ^  right  to 
apply  this  new  mode  only  to  the  Fintnoa  Oommitteet  He  would 
we  had  great  pleasare  in  aopporting  Mr.  Smith  if  he  had  made 
this  proposal  before  the  other  two  committees  had  been  appointed* 
Some  of  the  aldermen  proposed  for  the  Finance  Committee  were  not 
members  of  either  of  the  other  two  committees ;  and  would  it  be 
right  to  pass  a  resolation  which  woald  result  in  striking  them  off 
all  the  committees  for  this  year  ?  The  matter  should  be  allowed 
to  stand  oyer  until  all  the  committees  could  be  dealt  with. 

Mr.  HoLMBs :  Tbere  are  16  aldermen ;  and  I  would  suggest  that 
6  of  them  should  be  on  the  FinancCi  6  on  the  Town  ImproTSDMnti 
and  4  on  the  Watch  Committee. 

The  Hator  :  The  Town  ImproTcment  and  Watch  Coimmittiwi 
are  appointed,  and  we  cannot  discuss  them  now. 

Mr.  HoLXM  said  that  last  year  he  brought  forward  the  ^eatioft 
as  to  the  mode  in  which  the  committees  were  appointed.  ▲  mora 
clumsy  method  of  selecting  members  of  committees  eoold  not  be 
eonceiyed.

Mr.  Tnt LB :  We  can  make  a  change  in  it  I  Biove  that  tlia 
whole  of  the  members  of  this  committee  be  aldemien. 

Mr.  Aid;  Hamoitd  thought  the  Council  were  treating  the  natter 
in  a  frivolous  way.  Because  a  man  was  an  alderman  he  oogbt  mot 
to  be  oetramsed.  If  that  was  to  be  the  rule,  he  was  willing  to  retirs 
at  once  from  the  OounoO.  The  mover  of  a  special  eommittae  had 
a  i%ht  to  Mwia  the  committer  a«id  i»  daiBg  eo  aeleoliod  mm 
of  unMriiiii  libilf  fca  BiBi  tttrntiffB  to  the  nartifliiUr  aBU«at 
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Tliere  was  a  principle  involyed  in  this  matter,  as  this  was  a  spedal 
oommittee,  and  not  an  ordinary  committee.  He  seconded  Mr.  Aid. 
Cafl's  moUoo. 

Mr.  Holm Ks  said  the  Conncil  need  not  draw  a  bard  and  fast  line 
for  ail  committees;  bat  be  thought  the  proportion  of  aldermen  sad 
eoiin<dllor8  on  a  committee  should  be  in  proportion  to  the  number  of 
aldermen  and  councillors  forming  the  Oouncil.  The  proposal  of 
Mr.  Aid.

Oregsou,  Potter,  Stephenson,  and  Yonng ;  Conndllors  Winter, 
Schoiefield,  Hepworth,  Qoin,  Tonll,  Owen,  Carse,  Bowden,  W. 
Smith,  Jackson,  Stoat,  Bell,  Oliver,  Wilson,  Holmes,  G  8.  Smith, 
Stephens,  Johnson,  Famess,  Joseph  B.  Ellis,  Sanderson,  Henaell, 
Laird,  Cnlley,  and  Birkett 

VISIT  OF  M.  DE  UiSBPa  TO  VKW0A8TUL 

The  Mayor  said  that  M.  de  Lesseps  would  arrive  in  Newoaatla 
that  afternoon,  and  had  agreed  to  place  himself  at  the  disposal  of  the 
municipal  authorities  for  Wednesday  evening.  He  need  scaMely 
enter  into  any  details  as  to  the  achievements  of  the  diatingoished 
visitor,  for  his  works  were  much  better  known  to  many  members  of 
the  Council  than  they  were  to  him.  There  oonld  be  little  questioii 
in  a  shipping  community  that  the  canal  through  the  desert  of 
Suez  had  coi^erred  a  very  great  boon  upon  the  oommerdal  world, 
and  one  in  which  this  district  participated  more  largely  than  any 
other,  inasmuch  as  Tyne-built  and  Tyne-owned  vessels  were  the 
largest  users  of  the  canal.  The  fact  that  the  oanal  reduced  the 
distance  between  western  Europe  and  India  from  11,879  milea  to 
7,620  miles,  or  equal  to  a  saving  of  thirty-hiz  days  in  a  voyage,  was 
quite  sufficient  to  commend  its  utility  to  everyone.  It  had  been 
suggested  that  some  form  of  recognition  from  the  city  of  Newcastle 
should  be  accorded  to  Comte  de  Lesseps,  and  it  rested  with  the 
Council  what  shape  it  should  assume.  He  simply  laid  the  facta 
before  the  Council,  and  he  felt  quite  sure,  that,  representing  as 
they  did  the  principal  city  on  the  T^ne,  and  deriving,  directly  and 
indirectly,  advant^es  from  the  labours  of  their  distinguished 
visitor,  ihe  Corporation  of  Newcastle  would  not  be  behindhand  in 
according  him  a  hearty  reception. 

Mr.  Aid.  Geiosov  said  he  had  great  pleasure  in  proposing  that 
the  Corporation  entertain  M.  de  LMsepa  in  some  ioitablt  mas 
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to  be  amaged  by  the  Major  and  Sheriff,  and  that  an  address  of 
welcome  and  oongratnlation  be  presented  to  him.  Some  forty  years 
wigo  he  was  in  Egypt,  when  M.  de  Lesseps  was  French  Oonsnl  there, 
and  he  oonld  testify  to  the  high  esteem  in  which  M,  de  Lesseps  was 
Md  there  as  a  thoroughly  aooomplished  gentleman,  and  as  a  man 
of  great  genius  and  great  energy,  as  had  been  shown  since  that  time. 
He  might  say  that  of  all  the  foreigners  in  Egypt  at  that  time,  M.  de 
L  eaaepa  was  the  most  welcome  guest  at  the  prirate  entertainments 
given  by  English  gentlemen.  He  once  had  tiie  pleasure  of  playing 
with  M.  de  Lesseps  at  cricket,  and  he  made  some  excellent  strokes 
aiihoogh  M.  de  Lesseps  assured  him  he  had  noTer  had  a  bat  in  hist 
hand  before.  He  was  happy  to  say  that  M.  de  Lesseps  had  since 
then  made  some  excellent  strokes  not  only  for  himself,  but  also  for 
the  world  at  large.  He  had,  as  the  Mayor  had  stated,  brought  the 
east  and  west  almost  together ;  and  there  could  be  no  doubt  ^t  the 
reaolt  of  the  formation  of  the  Sues  Oanal  had  been  the  extension  of 
commerce,  and  the  extension  of  good  feeling  between  nations.  He 
hoped  the  Corporation  would  entertain  the  distinguished  visitor  in  a 
manner  worthy  of  the  dignity  of  the  Corporation  and  the  position 
which  this  important  city  occupied. 

The  Matob  said  it  had  been  suggested  that  an  address  be  pre- 
sented to  M.  de  Lesseps,  at  a  reception  to  be  held  in  the  Assembly 
BoomSy  on  Wednesday  erening,  when  the  members  of  the  Council, 
with  their  ladies  and  others,  could  attend.  On  account  of  M.  de 
Lesaepa'  other  engagements  any  other  kind  of  entertainment  was 
eat  of  the  question. 

Mr.  Aid.  Stepbbbsoh  :  Are  we  shnt  up  to  Wednesday  erening  ? 

The  Matob:  Yes,  entirely.  He  leaves  on  Wednesday  night 
fat  London* 

Mr.  Aid.  SrxPHBirsov  said  that  several  members  of  the  Council  had 
accepted  the  invitation  of  another  public  body  to  accompany  M.  de 
Leswpe,  on  Wednesday,  in  an  excursion  on  the  l^e.  On  Wednesday 
swung  an  interesting  concert  wonld  be  given  in  the  Town  Hall  by 
Mr.  BM|  and  none  of  them  would  like  to  interfere  with  the  arrange- 
ncDts  of  Mr.  fiea,  who  deserved  all  the  help  they  could  give  him. 
Whilst  agreeing  with  the  Mayor  in  the  desire  to  show  honour  to 
the  distingnished  Frenchman,  he  wonld,  in  view  of  the  many  engage- 
aeots  for  Wednesday,  prefer  only  the  presentation  of  an  ad^ess. 
Bs  seconded  the  motion. 

The  Matob  :  The  reception  will  not  commence  nntil  eight  or 
niae  o'clock  on  Wednesday  evening. 

Mr.  Own :  I  presume  only  a  very  limited  number  of  the  members 
of  the  Corporation  have  been  invited  to  accompany  the  Tjne  Com- 
I  in  the  excursion  on  the  river. 


Mr.  Aid.  STIPBBN80H  :  The  Mayor,  Sheriff,  and  Town  Clerk. 

The  MsrroB :  Although  invited  to  accompany  the  Commissionesa, 
it  wiQ  be  my  duty  to  attend  here  to  meet  tha  ChNUMil  on  Wednesday. 
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The  Shbbvf  Baid  that  in  a  large  city  like  Newcastle  there  wera 
manj  gentlemen  who  wonld  like  to  meet  M.  de  Leesepe.  Although 
man  J  people  would  be  in  the  Town  Hall  to  listen  to  the  Oratorio,  he 
had  not  the  slightest  doubt  that  there  wonld  be  a  snficiently  tepra* 
sentatiye  company  present  in  the  Assembly  Rooms  to  meet  M.  de 
Lesseps.  They  should  endeayonr  to  follow  in  the  footsteps  of  lirer- 
pool  and  Manchester  in  this  matter. 

Mr.  Aid.  Stephbnsoh  :  I  have  no  wish  to  interfere  with  the 
arrangement 

Mr.  YouLL  regretted  that  steps  had  not  been  taken  earlier  in 
regard  to  this  matter.  He  thought  the  authorities  of  the  city  ought 
to  have  been  aware  earlier  of  the  intended  visit  of  M.  de  Leaaepe, 
and  ought  to  have  been  the  first  to  move  in  the  matter.  He  did 
not  object  to  what  was  proposed  to  be  done  except  on  the  ground 
that  he  doubted  its  success  at  this  late  period.  He  did  not  like  to 
play  second  fiddle  to  the  Tjne  Commissioners — 

Mr.  Aid.  PoTTBB :  The  Tyne  Commissioners  have  nothing  what- 
ever to  do  with  it 

Mr.  YouLL :  Or  to  any  other  body  of  men  who  had  taken  part  in 
this  matter.  The  Council  ought  to  have  been  the  first  to  move,  and 
the  Council  entertainment,  if  given  at  all,  ought  to  have  been  given 
on  Tuesday  night,  instead  of  the  entertainment  proposed  to  be 
given.  But  as  the  Council  had  now  moved  in  the  matter,  all  shonld 
pull  shoulder  to  shonlder  and  make  the  entertainment  a  suceees.  A 
large  number  of  persons  would  be  at  the  concert  in  the  Town  Hall  on 
Wednesday  night,  and  it  was  doubtful  whether,  in  the  cold  weather, 
they  would  go  from  the  Hall  to  the  Assembly  Rooms  to  meet  M. 
de  Lesseps.  If  the  doors  between  the  Counol  Chamber  and  tha 
Committee  Boom  were  thrown  open  about  nine  o'clock  on  Wednea* 
day  night,  and  the  reception  held  there,  a  large  number  of  gentlemen 
would  come  from  the  concert  to  the  reception. 

Mr.  BowDBN  said  he  did  not  agree  with  Mr.  Toull  as  to  the  action 
the  Council  should  have  taken.  The  Chamber  of  Commerce  took 
the  initiative  in  this  matter,  along  with  the  T^ne  Commisaionera, 
and,  in  deference  to  those  bodies,  the  Council  took  no  stepsi  It 
was  expected  that  the  Corporation  would  have  been  included  aa  a 
body  in  the  arrangements  which  the  Commissioners  and  the  Cham- 
ber of  Commerce  made  ;  but  they  had  been  left  out,  and  between 
those  two  bodies  they  had  fallen  to  the  ground. 

Mr.  Aid.  Potter  said  the  Tyne  Commissioners  were  in  exactly 
the  same  position  as  the  Corporation.  The  Chamber  of  Commeroe 
invited  M.  de  Lesseps  to  visit  Newcastle,  and  after  the  invitation 
was  accept^  the  Commissionera  communicated  with  the  Chamber, 

Mr.  Carsb  :  Has  the  Chamber  of  Conwierce  oommunicated  with 
the  Mayor  or  any  official  of  the  Corporation  with. respect  to  the 
Tiflit  of  Comte  de  LesaqMi? 
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The  Matob  :  There  hae  been  no  eommonicatien  to  the  Ooipon- 


Mr.  Oabsi  :  We  know  nothing  of  this  yieit  except  from  the 
papers. 

The  Matob  :  Wednesday  erening  is  the  only  possible  time  we 
ean  meet  him. 

Idr.  Oabsb  said  that  to  his  mind  the  best  conrse  wonld  be  to  let 
M.  de  Lesseps  pass  aloDg,  as  it  was  now  too  late  to  make  suitable 
arrangements  for  a  proper  reception.  He  wonld  like  to  know  in 
what  terms  the  address  wonld  be  drawn  by  the  Town  Clerk.  There 
wen  certain  questions,  such  as  the  value  of  the  canal  to  this  country, 
the  position  taken  by  chambers  of  commerce,  and  other  matters,  to 
be  considered.  If  the  Council  addressed  M.  de  Lesseps  as  a  great 
engineer,  a  man  of  great  ability,  and  a  distinguished  visitor,  who 
had  done  a  great  deal  for  the  world,  and  at  the  same  time  done  a 
great  deal  for  himself,  the  Council  would  not  object. 

The  Matob  said  it  was  the  intention  of  the  Town  Clerk  to  pre- 
pare an  address  in  the  way  suggested  by  Mr.  Carse.  Anything  of 
a  controversial  character  would  be  excluded  from  the  address. 

Mr.  Aid.  Babkas  said  a  large  number  of  the  leading  inhabitants 
of  the  town  were  almost  certain  to  be  present  at  Mr.  Eea's  concert 
in  the  Town  Hall  on  Wednesday  night  The  meeting  of  tiie 
Council  had  been  convened  very  hastily ;  he  had  not  yet  received 
Us  copy  of  the  circular  convening  the  meeting,  as  he  had  left  home 
before  its  delivery.  There  were  only  two  days  in  which  to  make 
the  necessary  arrangements  for  the  proposed  reception,  and  he 
thought  it  would  be  a  failure.  The  class  of  persons  who  ought  to 
be  invited  would  probably  not  be  invited.  He  suggested  that  the 
Council  should  confine  themselves  to  presenting  an  address  to  M. 
de  Lesseps. 

Mr.  Aid.  HnnLBT  said  he  agreed  with  the  Mayor  that,  at  thia 
late  period,  all  the  Council  could  do  was  to  have  a  reception  at  the 
Assembly  Booms  and  present  an  address  to  M.  de  Leeseps.  He 
wss  sure  a  great  number  of  people  would  attend. 

Mr.  Joseph  B.  Ellis  said  Mr.  Toull's  suggestion  was  the  best — 
present  an  address  to  M.  de  Lesseps  in  the  Council  Chamber,  in  the 
iatenral  of  the  concert 

Mr.  Aid.  Babkas  proposed,  as  an  amendment,  that  an  address  be 
presented  to  M.  de  Lesseps,  and  that  there  be  no  reception. 

Mr.  Cabsi  seconded  the  amendment. 

Mr.  Aid.  Btbphkbson:  It  is  desirable  that  there  should  be 
unanimity  on  this  subject  I  hope  Aid.  Barkas  will  withdraw  hie 
anendment. 

Mr.  HmniLL :  The  matter  should  be  left  in  the  hands  of  the 
Mayor  and  Sheriff. 
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Mr.  ToDU.  laigl  that  if  the  ICi^r,  8heri£E;  and  Tomi  Olerk, 
mfter  haTing  had  twentj-foor  hours  longer  than  the  Oooncil  to  o(mi« 
eider  this  matter,  ooold  aBBore  the  Oooncil  that  the  proposal  of  Mr. 
Aid.  Gregson  ooold  be  properly  carried  oot,  the  Oooncil  ooght 
not  to  hesitate  to  pass  the  resolotion  onanimooslj,  and  leave  the 
arrangements  entirelj  in  the  hands  of  the  Mayor,  Sheriff,  and  Town 
Olerk.  He  shoold  like  it  to  be  distinctly  and  dearly  onderstood 
tiiat  there  was  no  doobt  whaterer  as  to  the  propriety  of  the  city  of 
Newcastle  presenting  an  address  of  oongratolation  to  M.  de  Lessepe; 
the  only  doobt  had  been  the  mode,  at  this  late  period,  of  carrying 
the  proposal  oot  with  the  other  engagements  already  made  by  M.  ds 
LesM^ 

Mr.  Aid.  Baskab  withdrew  his  amendment. 

The  Shbbiff  said  it  was  only  at  half-past  eight  or  mne  o*oloek 
on  Satorday  night  that  he  received  a  telegram  from  the  Oomte  de 
Lesseps  stating  that  he  woold  stop  in  Newcastle  over  Wednesday 
night  if  the  Oooncil  wished  to  pay  him  the  hononr  proposed,  and 
which  he  woold  esteem  a  very  high  honoor.  The  arrangements  for 
the  teoeption  woold  be  very  slight;  invitations  woold  be  sent  out. 
and  a  little  mosic  woold  have  to  be  provided;  and  he  hoped,  in 
spite  of  other  engagements,  that  the  reception  woold  be  soooesdiil. 

The  motion  was  agreed  to,  and  the  meeting  coneloded.

Mr.  Aid.  Hamohd  said  he  wonid  say  no  more  upon  the  point  if 
the  report  was  presented  as  explaining  what  the  Sanitary  Ck)mmittee 
pvopoaed  to  do. 

Mr.  Hbuill  :  Perhaps  the  gentlemen  who  asked  the  Mayor  to 
eoBTene  this  meeting  will  state  Uieir  pnrpose  in  calling  it 

Mr.  Toou.  said  that  as  one  of  the  reqnisitionists  he  wonld  gire 
SOBS  axplanation  why  this  meeting  had  been  convened.  The  hold* 
mgciihm  meeting  was  suggested  by  Mr.  Browne,  who  felt  that  the 
tinM  had  arrived  when  the  ooneepondenee  in  the  newspapers,  the 
eoBvenati<m  in  the  streets,  and  the  agitation  in  the  city  respecting 
the  high  death-rate,  should  be  pnt  an  end  to  by  the  dtiaeDS  M^g 
made  swaie  of  what  the  Sanitary  Committee  were  doing.  Ilhas 
meeting  bad  been  convened  in  a  spirit  of  enqury  and  fhiiueis.  He 
beBaved  the  Sanitary  Committee  had,  as  far  as  they  had  antiMrity 
to  mei,  deaa  almost  everyihiBg  Ihey  possibly  eonld  to  manitaia  tlm 
deathnlaaf  the  town  in  its  pfoper  normal  condition;  aadtiHitthay 
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had  failed  to  do  so  was  owing  to  caoBea  which,  to  a  rerj  great 
extent,  were  bejond  their  own  oontrol.  That  the  Sanitary  Committee 
had  done  a  considerable  amount  of  work  was  well  known  to  all  the 
Ooancil,  and  it  was  also  well  known  that  they  had  had  considerable 
difficnlties  to  deal  with.  The  reqnisitionists  wanted  the  committee 
to  let  the  town  know  what  thej  had  been  doing  in  the  last  few  years. 
The  report  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  members  this  morning  con* 
tained  a  statement  of  what  the  committee  proposed  to  da  The 
enquiry  suggested  was  not  work  a  sab-committee  could  grasp  and 
carry  out  over  a  long  period  ;  and  instead  of  limiting  the  number  of 
persons  who  had  to  do  the  work,  the  committee  should  not  only 
call  in  the  aid  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  but  also  call  in  the 
aid  of  other  people  who  had  had  experience  in  the  town.  The 
difficulties  the  Sanitary  Committee  had  to  contend  with  were  very 
great,  and  they  should  take  into  their  confidence  other  people  than 
those  who  were  members  of  the  committee ;  and  this  was  not  a  new 
ooursa  la  1866  a  special  committee,  composed  of  members  of  the 
Council  and  some  members  of  the  medical  profession,  presented  to 
the  Council  a  report  on  the  public  health ;  and  had  the  hints  given  in 
that  report  been  carried  out  he  had  no  doubt  that  the  death-rate  of 
the  dty  would  have  been  very  much  lower  now.  The  Sanitary 
Committee,  however,  had  not  the  power  to  carry  oat  tiM 
suggestions  in  that  report,  nor  yet  had  they  power  to  carry  out  what 
was  absolutely  necessary  for  the  benefit  of  the  health  of  the  dtiaaia 
of  Newcastle  ;  and,  therefore,  instead  of  appointing  a  Sub-Committee 
to  make  enquiries,  they  should  take  the  Council  into  their  oonfidenoe, 
in  order  to  obtain  the  absolute  power  required.  In  the  Improyement 
Bill  of  1881  certain  clauses  were  introduced;  but  by  the  strennons 
efforts  of  some  members  of  the  Council,  and  public  opinion,  the 
clauses  were  withdrawn.  The  NewcasUe  Corporation  were  not 
the  only  body  who  introduced  such  clauses  into  Town  Improve- 
ment Bills.  He  had  part  of  the  evidence  given  before  the 
Committee  of  the  House  of  Commons,  and  it  showed  that,  sooner 
or  later,  there  must  be  given  to  the  sanitary  authorities  over  the 
whole  country  the  power  which  Newcastle  was  the  first  to  aak  for. 
Therefore,  in  dealing  with  the  question,  the  Sanitary  Committee 
ought  to  let  the  Council  know  exactly  the  difficulties  they  had  to 
contend  with,  and  let  the  inhabitants  of  Newcastle  know  that  the 
committee  were  not  to  blame  for  the  very  high  death-rate ;  and 
that  a  great  amount  of  blame  rested  upon  the  people  themselves, 
owing  to  their  preventing  the  Town  Improvement  and  Sanitary  Com- 
mittee having  the  powers  they  ought  to  have  had.  The  special  com- 
mittee appointed  in  1866  reported  that  "  upon  a  review  of  the  whole 
case,  there  can  be  no  doubt  that,  under  wise  and  vigorous  sanitary 
improvement,  Newcastle  may  become  one  of  the  healthiest  of  the 
large  towns  in  the  United  Kingdom;  and  that  here  at  least  1,200 — 
([Mr.  TouU :  '*  Now  1,400.")— lives  may  be  saved  every  year  to  their 
uunilies  and  their  country.  The  chief  responsibility  for  tins  great 
resolt  rests  with  the  Corporation ;  but  there  is  no  ottiien  who  esnnot 
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•id  in  the  woi^ — a  W0rk,.one  of  the  Doblest  and  most  patriotic  in  which 
tbehmnan  mind  can  engage."  The  firstdnty  of  the  Sanitary  Anthority 
and  of  this  Oonnoil  was  to  impress  npon  citizens  Hieir  dnty  to  their 
Dflighbonrs  in  ragard  to  this  matter;  and  the  first  persons  to  approach 
ware  the  owners  of  tenemeoted  prop^^rfy.  He  had  had  some  little 
experience  in  connection  with  tenemented  property,  and  knew  the 
diffieoltiee  there  were  to  contend  with ;  and  he  sympathised  with 
owners  and  their  agents.  He  was  not  snre  that  the  Ooancil  had 
taken  the  right  course  in  the  past  few  years.  He  belieyed  it 
waa  at  the  first  discussion  of  the  Artizans'  Dwellings  Act  that  he 
raised  the  question  whether  proceedii^  should  be  taken,  not  as 
hitherto  against  the  owners  of  the  property  for  it  being  in  an  unsani- 
tary condition,  but  against  the  persons  who  occupied  it,  and  who 
were  to  blame  in  99  cases  out  of  100  for  its  unsanitary  condition.  He 
aaw  that  the  Qateshead  authorities  had  recently  taken  that  course. 
There  was  a  certain  class  of  occupants  who  could  not  be  educated  in 
cleanliness  and  cleanly  habits  in  any  other  way  than  by  bringing 
them  before  the  magistrates  ;  and  if  the  Sanitary  Authority  of 
Newcastle  acted  upon  that  course  to  a  great  extent  very  much  of  the 
dirt  in  tenements  would  be  done  away  witL  He  did  not  know  whether 
the  Newcastle  Council  had  power  to  do  this,  but  it  had  been  done  at 
Gateshead.  He  thought  the  Nuisance  Removal  Act  would  enable 
them  to  do  this.  If  the  Sanitary  Authority  could,  through  owners 
and  agents,  teach  tenants  to  be  clean  it  would  be  well,  and  if  not,  then 
bring  the  tenants  before  the  magistrates,  and  show  that  the  Authority 
had  control  over  them,  and  that  they  would  not  be  allowed  to  make 
their  dwellings  unhealthy  to  the  detriment  of  their  neighbours. 
The  practice  latherto  adopted  had  led  tenants  to  think  there  was  no 
eontrol  OTcr  them ;  but  tf  the  rererse  was  taught  there  would  be 
Bodi  an  improrement  in  tenemented  dwellings  as  was  little  dreamt 
o£  He  hoped  the  Sanitary  Committee  would  cause  attention  to  be 
giren  to  this  point.  He  would  use  persuasion  at  first,  and,  if  that 
fiuled,  then  legal  proceedings  should  be  taken.  There  was  nothing 
in  the  question  before  the  Council  to  be  alarmed  at.  Councillors 
who  were  not  members  of  the  Sanitary  Committee  had  in  the  past 
two  or  three  weeks  been  button-holed  in  the  streets  and  asked  the 
caoae  of  the  high  death*rate.  He  agreed  with  Mr.  Aid.  Gregson 
that  waves  of  disease  passed  over  places,  and  caused  an  abnormal 
death-rate.  In  1866  the  annual  death-rate  of  Newcastle  was  32 
per  1,000 ;  and,  even  with  all  the  cases  of  measles  and  scarlet  fever 
dnring  the  last  few  weeks,  the  death  rate  of  1866  had  not  been 
reacheid  yet  over  a  whole  year.  Last  week  the  death-rate  was  23 
per  1,000.  He  held  there  was  nothing  to  be  alarmed  at  with 
respect  to  the  high  death-rate  ;  but  there  was  need  to  find  out  if 
thi7  could  the  best  mode  of  preventing  infectious  diseases  spreading 
m  (he  city.  To  what  extent  were  they  indebted  to  the  presept 
school  system  for  the  spread  of  infection  ?  He  knew  of  a  country 
sdiool  where  recently  in  one  week  there  were  17  scholars  suffering 
and  in  the  following  week  there  were  93  cases;  and  in 
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tbe  following weokth*  Mhool VMcloied.  Hathonght  psrenta  raqwnd 
•dMniiBg  in  rfgfurd  W  lUi  matter.  Undor  vhftt  ha  held  to  ba  Aa 
imprapar  moda<  of  ixajmaot  of  maatan  of  aohool  board  aehoola—p^- 
mant  by  raanlU— the  nuwtera  did  their  beat  to  have  a  large  atteod- 
anoe  of  children  ;  and  bo  loDg  an  that  was  the  oaae*  there  would  be 
the  danger  of  inapectora  hunting  op  children,  and  sending  than  to 
aohool  when  probably  they  were  not  fit  to  go,  and  were  in  n  qob- 
dition  to  oommnnicate  diaeaaa  to  the  other  aoholara.  With  regard 
to  improred  dwdlioga  for  the  poor,  he  thonght  the  Newcaatle 
Indoatrial  DweUinga  Company  had  done  a  gieat  deal  in  prodding 
proper  dwellioga  for  the  poor.  The  death-rate  at  the  Indnatrial 
Dwellings  had  been  exceedingly  low,  and  the  tenanta  had  been 
educated  how  to  keep  their  dwellinga  healthy.  Rich  people  and 
capitaliata  wanted  edooating  aa  to  the  rig^t  principle  of  ioTsafing 
their  money  in  proTiding  sudi  dwellings,  from  which  they  would  get 
a  fair  rate  of  inttseat^  He  did  not  think  the  principle  of  oorpora- 
tiona  proyiding  indnatrial  dwellings  at  the  eapease  of  the  town  was 
a  right  princ^>le ;  fcnr  it  would  be  taxing  the  provident  man  for  the 
benefit  of  the  improTideni,  and  taxing  the  ownen  and  tenanta  of 
healbhy  houses  for  the  benefit  of  those  who  had.  unhealthy  honaeit. 
He  thonght  the  committee  of  enquiry  ahouU  net  ba  limited  to  a 
sub-committee  of  the  Sanitary  Committee.  The  Mayor,  Aid. 
Gregson,  or  any  other  -medioal  gentleman  in  the  Council  ahonld  be 
added  to  the  committee,  and  if  necessary  the  committee  might  go 
outaide  of  the  Council,  and  obtain  information  from  such  gentlemen 
as  Mr.  Hindmarsh  and  Mr.  Mason  Watson,  who  were  continual 
▼iailora  of  propertiee  (tf  which  there  was  the  greateat  reaaon  to  oom- 
plaia  He  propoaed  <*  That  the  Mayor  and  Aid.  Gregson  be  ap- 
pointed membera  of  the  Sanitary  Committee,  and  tliat  the  Sanitary 
Ooounittee  be  requeated  to  call  to  tbeir  aasistance  the  aid  and  advice 
of  medical  and  other  gentlemen  in  the  city  who  have  special  know- 
ledge of  this  subject*' 

Mr.  Aid.  Hauohd  suggested  that  the  recommendations  contained 
in  the  report  of  the  Sanitary  Committee  be  divided  into  three  parts- 
one  part  to  be  referred  to  the  Sanitary  Authority,  another  part  to 
the  Town  Improvement  Committee,  and  the  other  part  to  the 
Watch  Committee ;  and  the  reports  of  the  two  latter  committeea 
could  be  sent  to  the  Sanitary  Committee  for  consideration.  Thia 
course  would  save  time,  and  keep  the  work  of  each  committee 
independent  of  the  other. 

Mr.  Bnown  seconded  Mr.  Youli's  motion.  He  thonght  the 
Sanitary  Committee  had  done  everything  th^  could  do  aa  a 
committee ;  they  could  only  work  with  the  powers  at  their  diapoaaL 
They  had  appointed  a  very  well  selected  sub-committee  to  enquiia 
into  thia  matter  ;  but  ha  thought  it  would  be  more  acceptable  to 
the  people  of  Newcaatle  if  the  Connoil  inveated  the  committee  with 
all  the  powra  possible ;  and  it  would  be  an  advantage  to  add  the 
namea  oif  the  Mayor  uid  Aid.  Gv^gaon  to  it    Ha  woahLMka  the 
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not  to  tUnd  in  the  fonn  of  »  sab-ooomtftMe  of  the 
SMtttery  Gommittee,  but  imther  to  make  it  a  oommittoe  of  the 
OoanoiL  Hie  own  impremon  vm  that  the  Sanitaiy  Oommittee  had 
done  their  work  ezeeedingly  well.  When  the  deeth«rate  wee  high 
Um  poblie  were  fairly  entitled  to  feel  that  the  Ooondl  inveetigated 
the  matter  with  all  their  inflaence  and  power,  and  wonld  lay  the 
whole  of  the  eridence  before  the  public.  The  idea  of  Mr.  Aid. 
Or^gaon,  that  wavee  of  disease  came  over  districts,  was  not  held -by 
the  general  public;  bat  if  it  really  was  so,  let  the  pnbKo  hanre 
efidence  of  it.  If  it  conld  be  shown  that  the  high  death-rate  was 
doe  to  waves  of  diseasOi  and  had  no  connection  with  OTerorowding 
er  the  aewera,  then,  no  doobt,  the  people  of  Newcastle  wonld  be 
ntisfied.  There  were  people  who  imagined  thai  the  sewerage 
^fstem  of  Newcastle  was  not  what  it  onght  to  be ;  and  that  pntting 
it  nght  would  entail  the  expenditure  of  a  conaiderabie  sum  of  money. 
It  waa  for  the  public  advantage  that  the  Oounoil  shonld  face  this 
^nestion  as  soon  as  possible.  It  was  a  good  thing  that  a  committee, 
when  they  came  to  anything  of  exceptional  gravity,  should  fall 
back  upon  the  Gooncil.  It  would  be  better  if  a  committee  of  the 
Ooancil  eoald  be  appointed,  instead  of  only  a  snb-cummittee  of  the 
Haaitnry  Committe(B,  to  deal  with  this  subject 

Mr.  Aid.  CrBiMOH  said  he  agreed  with  many  of  the  things  which 
Mr.  Tooll  had  said.  He  objected  to  the  palling  down  of  hoases  at 
FlandoB  before  other  houses  hsd  been  provided  for  the  people  who 
were  tamed  cot.  At  Pandon  an  miormous  wall  had  been  built, 
•butting  out  ventilation  from  the  district.  The  theory  of  waves  of 
ittsBsst  was  reoogni^ed  by  all  medical  men  who  had  practiseil, 
partieiilavly  in  places  where  disease  i^peared  on  a  lai|ce  seals*  He 
agreed  that  some  of  the  aanitaiy  regulations  talked  aboat  ought  to 
he  canied  into  effect  Some  ye«rs  ago  he  opposed  these  things,  and 
lold  the  commissioperB  that  makk^  every  house  have  a  water 
closet  would  ruin  the  Ivalth  of  the  town,  and  would  result  in 
making  nothing  but  a  gasometer  underneath  the  town.  He 
maintained  that  placing  water-closets  under  cover  in  housss, 
under  stairs  and  other  unfit  places,  poisoned  houses,  it  was 
pnbabie  that  the  excessive  disease  in  the  town  latriy  had 
nothing  to  do  with  water  cloeets  and  sewera  Deaths  from  levers 
and  other  diseases  did  not  only  oocar  in  dirty  houses.  The  tamily 
of  a  biahop  had  been  swept ;  and  the  whole  of  the  family  of  the 
Town  Clerk  of  Liverpool  were  swept  away  in  a  week.  He  had  no 
doubt  that  children  being  hounded  out  of  houses  into  schools  in  order 
that  the  master's  income  might  increase,  were  often  a  cause  of 
the  spread  of  disease.  He  protested  sgainet  the  great  outcry  raised 
whenevw  an  epidemic  speared,  attributing  it  to  the  sanitary  state 
of  the  town.  A  few  years  ago  Newcastle  vas  very  unhealthy^  and 
for  a  few  years  it  might  be  very  healthy.  He  did  nut  see  any  need 
to  rnse  a  great  outcry,  or  to  recklessly  spend  money.  The  precau- 
tions ncommoided  were  all  very  good  and  well|  but  let  them  be 
oavrisdont  in  a  boaimssa  manner,  and  not  in  a  ]

Mr.  Dixow  said  h«  had  hoped  that  the  comparatively  low  deatii-cale 
of  Newcastle  for  a  series  of  yean  past  woald  hare  been  continaed. 
He  had  no  donbt  that  the  increased  death-rate  had  arisen  from 
Tarioos  eanses;  and  he  thooght  overorowding  was  an  accessory  to  it. 
Oercrowding  ander  the  most  favonrable  circamstances  always 
increased  deaths  ;  and  when,  as  he  feared  was  the  case  in  Newcastlep 
the  orercrowding  was  in  unsanitary  houses,  it  increased  the  death 
fate  enormously.  It  was  fortunate  for  the  sanitary  condition  of  the 
town  that  the  old  Pandon  block  of  hoases  was  not  now  in  existenoe; 
for  tile  report  of  the  Medical  Officer  showed  that  in  one  year  the 
death  rate  in  that  block  was  45  per  1 ,000  ;  whilst  in  the  Industrial 
Dwellings  the  death  rate  never  exceeded  20  per  1,000.  There 
were  a  very  large  number  of  houses  in  Newcsstle  in  very  nearly, 
if  not  quite  as  bad  a  condition  as  the  old  Pandon  block  was.  Li 
consequence  of  the  pulling  down  of  a  very  Urge  number  of  dwellings 
occupied  by  the  industrial  classes,  other  houses  had  become  over- 
crowded, ttid,  owing  to  the  unsaniury  condition  in  which  they  were, 
it  was  utterly  impossible  that  the  result  should  be  other  than  an 
increased  death-rate*.  Better  sanitary  dwellings  were  wanted  for 
the  working  classes;  and  the  inhabitants  wanted  more  sanitary 
knowledge ;  and  he  had  no  doubt  good  oould  be  done  if  offending 
tensnts  were  occasionally  brought  before  the  magistrates ;  but,  at 
the  same  time,  he  would  not  deal  so  tenderly  with  landlords  as  Mr. 
Yottil  suggested.  The  letting  of  houses,  which  were  sure  to  produce 
disease  and  death,  was  a  great  crime ;  and  therefore  he  would  not 
deal  80  tenderly  with  landlords.  Tliey  were  told  by  those  best 
competent  to  jndge  that,  for  every  death,  there  were  twelve  cases  of 
sickness;  ana  when  this  was  considered  they  would  see  the  enormity 
of  iIm  evil  connected  with  a  high  death-rate 

Ml.  Aid.  WiLsoH  said  he  felt  grateful  to  Mr.  Toull  and  Mr. 
firowne  for  their  kind  expressions  of  sympathy  with  the  Sanitary 
Committee.  When  the  special  committee  referred  to  by  Mr. 
Youll  was  appointed  in  1866,  the  Oouncil  had  no  Sanitary  Oom- 
mittee ;  and  afterwards  a  Sanitary  Committee  was  appointed,  and 
he  was  elected  chairman.  Some  members  of  the  Sanitary  Com- 
mittee might  consider  the  action  of  the  requisionists  as  showing  a 
want  of  confidence  in  the  committee,  as  a  censure  upon  them.  He 
was  always  ready  to  take  advice,  especially  in  wegud  to  such  an 
important  question  as  was  now  before  the  Council.  For  nearly 
twelve  months  a  house  to  house  inspection  had  been  going  on  with 
a  view  to  ascertaining  their  condition  in  all  things  relating  to  sani- 
tary matters ;  this  inspection  would  not  be  completed  pohaps  for 
some  few  weeks  to  come.  The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  ih^i 
Borough  Engineer  were  making  enquiries,  and  would  report  to  the 
committee  upon  sanitary  matters  generally ;  their  report  would  be 
a  very  exhaustive  one ;  and  he  hoped  that  report  would  be  pre- 
sented to  the  committee  in  two  or  three  weeks  time.  The  Medical 
Officer's  enquiry  would  extend  over  the  following  >— Statistics  of 
mortality  andsiekness;  prevalent  diseases^  and  their  locality^  with 
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map  of  farer  dens  ;  popaUtion  of  the  city  and  its  soatal  oonditioD 
aa  regards  liability  to  diaeaae ;  oonditions  to  wMoh  the  inoreaBed 
mortality  ie  attributable— filth,  air  poUation,  public  iiQieancee, 
removal  of  noxious  refuse  of  all  kinds  ;  sanitary  state  of  streets, 
UDboilt  spaces,  business  premises,  schools,  places  of  public  resort,  and 
private  and  tenemented  dwellings;  overcrowding  of  ground  and 
rooma ;  the  spread  of  infectious  disease,  and  its  principal  causes ; 
water  supply  and  use ;  milk  supply  in  relation  to  health ;  other 
eoadifcions  affecting  the  health  of  the  inhabitants ;  sanitary  action 
taken  and  indicated ;  some  of  the  impediments  to  sanitary  progress ; 
and  observations  and  recommendations.  The  Borough  Engineer 
would  report  upon  the  condition  of  sewers,  ventilation,  removal  of 
rsfuae,  ash-pits,  water  closets,  and  slaughter  houses.  The  question 
as  to  slaughter  houses  would  have  to  be  taken  in  hand  by  the 
committee  before  very  long.  A  foil  report  on  all  these  matters 
would,  he  hoped,  be  laid  before  the  Council  in  the  course  of  a  very 
lew  weeks ;  and  he  thought  the  committee  could  not  be  diarged 
with  not  taking  the  Ooui^  into  Uieir  confidence.  Mr.  Youll  had 
aUuded  to  a  very  important  question  relating  to  tenemented  houses 
— that  it  would  be  a  great  improvement  if  the  tenants  of  such 
hooaes,  instead  of  the  owners,  conld  be  made  responsible  for  keeping 
them  in  a  sanitary  condition.  When  a  man  let  a  house  to  a  tenant 
he  was  held  responsible  for  the  tenant  keeping  the  house  in  a  proper 
eCMidition ;  but  it  was  known  that,  in  practice,  the  tenant  kept  the 
house  in  anything  but  a  sanitary  condition.  If  the  saddle  could  be 
removed  from  the  owner  and  put  on  the  tenant  a  great  improve- 
ment would  be  effected.  The  committee  were  most  anxious  to  find 
out  what  really  had  caused  the  increased  death*rate,  and,  at  the  first 
meeting  held  idter  being  re-appointed  by  the  Ooundl,  they  appdnted 
a  special  sub-committee  to  enquire  into  the  matter ;  and  tins  would 
be  better  done  by  a  small  committee  than  by  a  large  committee. 
The  report  circulated  in  the  Council  showed  what  course  of  action 
the  8abHX>mmittee  would  take.  The  committee  would  be  glad  to 
have  the  advice  of  the  Mayor,  Mr.  Aid.  Or^gson,  and  any  other 
medioal  gentleman.  He  did  not  think  this  was  a  matter  they  need 
be  alarmed  about.  If  the  requisitionists  had  watted  a  week  or  two 
logger  he  thought  they  would  have  seen  there  was  no  nsoesaity  lor 
especial  meeting. 

Mr.  W.  Wilson  said  he  was  exceedingly  glad  to  hear  Mr.  Aid. 
Wilaon^s  itatement,  and  it  would  be  satisfactory  to  the  town  to 
know  that  the  committee  were  alive  to  their  doty  in  regard  to  this 
matter.  He  asked  if  there  had  been  a  diminution  in  the  death>rate 
last  week,  and,  if  so,  what  had  been  the  ostensible  cause  of  the 
diminution? 

Mr.  OL  8.  Smith  ;  There  has  been  a  diminution  of  the  death- 
rate  down  to  23  per  1,000;  and  it  is  as  impossible  for  us  to 
aoeooat  for  the  diminution  as  it  was  for  us  to  account  for  the  high 
death^ate. 
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If  r.  AUL  Obbmov  :  I  am  glad  to  hear  joa  aaj  80«  beeame  70a 
hare  always  aoeoonted  for  the  high  death-rate. 

Mr.  Gabsx  said  he  had  expected  when  thia  meeUng  was  ooavened 
that  some  members  of  the  Gooncil  were  aboQt  to  find  faolt  with  the 
Sanitary  Committee,  or  were  going  to  explain  some  new  mode  of 
procedure.  He  was  sorry  that  the  meeting  had,  to  the  great 
moonrenience  of  many  members,  been  convened,  as  they  had  heard 
nothing  at  all.  The  gentlemen  who  bad  convened  the  meeting  had 
not  the  slightest  fault  to  find  with  the  Sanitary  Committee,  bnt  had, 
on  the  contrary,  given  them  great  praise,  bnt  wanted  to  know  what 
the  committee  had  done,  and  what  they  were  going  to  do.  He  had 
taken  the  trouble  to  examine  the  reports  and  ascertain  what  the 
committee  had  done  in  the  past  ten  years.  In  the  past  ten  years 
the  Sanitary  Committee  had  met  S86  times,  and  had  paved  346 
streets  at  a  cost  of  £155,224.  During  the  last  eight  years  the 
committee  had  caused  to  be  examined  14,023  articles  for  consump- 
tion, suspected  not  to  be  fit  for  consumption  ;  and  had  distnfseted 
4,187  cases. 

Mr.  Aid.  Gbboson  :  Supposed  to  disinfect 

Mr.  Oabsb:  During  the  last  eight  years  Um  eemouUee  had 
removed  31,646  nnisancea  in  the  borough,  and  had  spent  on  seweraga 
works  about  £43,000. 

Mr.  BiBKBTT :   And  got  nothing  for  it. 

Mr.  Cabsi  :  At  least  the  committee  had  done  this  work,  and  it 
showed  their  anxiety  to  attend  to  sanitary  matters. 

Mr.  Bbowvs  :  Nobody  questions  that 

Mr.  OAUSn  questioned  very  much  whether  there  would  have  bean 
such  a  low  death-rate  during  the  last  five  years  if  a  krge  aaMNmt  of 
money  had  not  been  expended  upon  the  aewersi  The  osnnnitlaa 
had  pursued  and  examined  all  suspected  eases  of  spread  of  diseaaa 
by  milk  and  other  causes;  they  had,  through  extiaordinarj 
diffioultiea,  at  last  got  the  pibspeet  c^  a  properly  arranged  oontiyioiia 
diseases  hospital ;  they  hmA  circulated  many  thousands  of  important 
papers  containing  advice  to  householders  in  cases  of  infeetioiia 
diseases ;  they  hiul  given  attention  to  slaughter  houses  and  wovld 
probably  during  the  present  year  present  a  report  theieon;  and 
they  had,  by  th^r  action,  materially  aasisted  in  reducing  the  death- 
rate  of  the  city,  from  an  annual  average  of  29  per  1,000  in  the  five 
years  from  1871  to  1875,  to  an  annual  average  of  23  per  1,000  for 
the  five  years  from  1876  to  1880;  and  to  217  in  1881.  Tike 
committee  were  now  prepared  to  go  into  the  qneetion  of  the  high 
death-rate,  and  the  report  circulated  to-day  showed  what  they 
proposed  to  do.  He  hoped  the  work  recommended  in  the  report 
would  not  be  divided  between  three  or  four  eommitteeSi  as  Mr*  AM. 
Hamoad  suggested.  If  the  Coundl  allowed  the  enquiry  to  piooaed» 
with  the  aesistance  of  the  Mayor,  Mr.  Aid.  Oregson,  and  any  other 
gentleman  who  could  give  assistancci  the  committee  wcmidy  ha

flimigki^  be  able  to  present  a  report  whibh  would  be  Mtai&otory  to 
tte  Ooonoil  end  the  town.  He  regretted  the  oonToning  of  this 
meetings  becsose  it  might  lead  people  to  infer  that  the  Sanitarj 
Gommittee  were  responsible  for  the  high  death-rate. 

Mr.  Aid.  Obbosoit  :  Certainly  not 

Mr.  Bbowhb  :  Exactly  the  opposite  to  what  Mr.  Oarae  says  is 
stated  in  the  notice  convening  the  meeting. 

Mr.  Gabsb  held  that  there  were  in  this  city  many  causes  of 
dttease  besides  those  the  Sanitary  Committee  had  a  control  over.  Mr. 
Yonll  had  referred  to  several  of  those  causes,  and  he  agreed  with 
him.  The  committee  conld  interfere  with  overcrowding  only  to  a 
limited  extent;  and  they  had  to  be  exceedingly  carefal  to  get  a 
conviction.  Drink  and  dirt  were  the  cause  of  £sr  more  deaths  thsn 
any  neglect  of  sanitary  matters.  He  agreed  with  Mr.  Yooil  that 
if  they  could  get  a  laige  number  of  the  houses  cleansed  and  disin- 
fected the  death-rate  would  be  reduced  to  a  great  d^ee.  But 
what  would  become  of  the  theory  that  an  Englishman's  house  was 
Us  easUe?  Would  it  be  a  wise  Hbmg  to  hand  over  such  power  to  the 
Sanitary  Committee  ?  Men  and  women  were  wanted  who  would  go 
into  houses,  and  teach  people  to  be  cleanly  in  their  habits  and  homes. 
Last  month  46  children,  under  twelve  months  old,  were  buried  in 
ene  oemetery  near  his  house  ;  and  he  showed  how  drinking  and 
improper  feeding  caused  the  death  of  children.'  He  held  that  the 
sttb-ccnnmittee  appointed  were  able  to  enquire  into  all  the  subjects, 
snd  they  would  not  object  to  the  assistanee  of  the  Mayor  and  Mr. 
Aid.  Gr^gson. 

Mr.  JosBPH  B.  Ellis  said  that  the  Sanitary  Committee,  during 
the  three  years  he  had  been  a  member,  had  had  this  subject  before 
them  at  nearly  every  meeting,  in  one  way  or  another  ;  and  the 
City  Engineer  and  Medical  Officer  would  soon  be  prepared  to 
fsport  on  the  subject  to  the  committee.  On  November  9th  the 
Coundly  by  unanimously  re-appointing  the  Sanitary  Committee, 
showed  they  had  perfect  confidence  in  them. 

Mr.  Aid.  Grbqson  :  Nobody  disputes  our  havmg  confidence  in 
the  Sanitary  Committee.    The  committee  have  done  all  they  could. 

Mr.  JosiPH  B.  Ellu  :  Then  why  should  this  meeting  be  called 
to  oonmder  what  we  are  doing  ?  We  ask  the  aid  of  tiie  Mayor, 
Mr.  Aid.  Gregson,  and  all  medical  gentiemen  and  householders  in 
this  report. 

Mr.  Aid.  Babkas  said  he  did  not  know  any  form  of  legislation 
more  objectionable  than  legislation  on  sanitary  subjects  under  a  mere 
panic  There  had  been  a  certain  amount  of  talk,  but  he  did  not 
think  there  had  been  any  agitation  in  the  city ;  and  to  speak  of 
i^tation  in  the  dty  as  a  matter  of  very  great  moment,  was  really 
to  exaggerate  the  facts  of  the  case.  Mr.  Youll  referred  to  the 
valoaUe  report  prepared  by  Dr.  Butherford  in  1866,  and  stated 
that  now  there  was  a  saoriflce  of  1,400  more  lives  than  there  ought 
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to  be,  Moording  to  tbe  ordinary  ratio  of  xnortalily.  Mr.  Toott 
wrong  in  that  inference.  The  mortality  for  the  whole  of  18G6 
82  per  1,000,  and  in  the  last  quarter  of  the  year  it  was  86  per  1,OO0l 
At  the  present  time  there  was  a  mortality  of  31  per  1,000  m  one 
week,  and  prior  to  that  the  weekly  rate  was  24,  25,  26,  27,  28,  and 
suddenly  rose  to  81  per  1,000  in  one  week;  and  last  week  the  deatb- 
rate  was  down  to  28  per  1,000.  The  ayerage  rate  over  the  whole 
year  must  be  taken,  and,  if  that  were  done,  then  instead  of  the  rate 
being  anything  like  82  per  1,000  as  in  1866,  it  woold  probably 
average  24  per  1,000  over  the  whole  of  this  year ;  aad,  with  aa 
average  mortality  of  something  like  22  or  22^  per  1,000  for  the  whob 
kingdom,  there  was  really  nothing  to  complain  ol  With  respect  to 
waves  of  disease,  if  they  tamed  their  attention  to  the  paper  read 
by  If  r.  Mitchell  at  the  Sanitary  Congress  recently  held  in  Newcastle, 
th,ey  would  find  there  were  rises  and  falls  in  the  number  of  peopk 
who  died  from  various  diseases  in  a  given  period.  This  dty  was 
going  through  a  temporary  wave  of  disease  now.  It  was  desirable 
that  the  dwellings  of  the  poorer  classes  and  the  sewers  should  be 
looked  to  by  tbe  sanitary  officers.  In  coming  down  Northumber- 
land Street  a  few  days  ago,  the  ventilating  grates  in  the  middle  of 
the  street,  instead  of  acting  as  ventilators  were  acting  aa  poUnteni 
For  some  reason  or  other  a  slab  or  iron  grate  had  hwa  put  below 
the  upper  grate  to  receive  the  refuse  from  the  street ;  and  it  was 
found  that  the  tray  was  filled  to  the  brim  with  all  kinds  ai 
decomposing  stuff,  with  worms  and  other  things  about  it  It  was 
no  use  having  this  matter  there  perhaps  for  a  whole  year,  and  then 
complaining  of  tbe  death-rate.  The  trays  were  cleaned  out «  week 
ago ;  and  the  death-rate  had  fallen  from  81  to  28  per  1,000 ;  and  he 
Was  not  certain  whether  the  choking  up  of  these  ventQators  of  the 
sewers  had  not  been  the  cause  of  the  high  death-rate.  He  would 
be  very  much  surprised  if  the  effluvia,  which  should  have  come 
through  the  sewer  ventilators  into  the  air,  and  been  blown  away, 
had  not  instead  been  forced  back  into  houses  and  so  created  disease. 
He  hoped  the  Council  would  not  legislate  in  a  panic,  but  that  the 
Sanitary  Committee  would  act  quieUy  according  to  their  conviction. 
He  deprecated  adding  the  whole  Council  to  the  Sanitary  Committee, 
as  the  best  work  was  invariably  done  by  a  small  number  of  olesr 
headed  men. 

Mr.  BiRKBTT  said  Mr.  Carse  had  given  a  statement  of  the  work 
which  the  Sanitary  Committee  had  done  in  the  last  few  years.ia 
connection  with  paving,  flagging,  and  sewering.  His  own  erperienee 
of  the  work  done  by  that  committee,  and  more  especially  as  to  the 
drainage,  in  the  last  ten  years,  was  that  it  was  not  to  their  credit, 
but  very  much  to  the  contrary.  The  sewers  put  down  in  the  last 
ten  years  were  a  disgrace  to  any  practical  man.  Instead  of  blaming 
builders,  landlords,  and  tenants  for  the  dirt  and  filth,  the  Coanc3 
ahould  remember  that  on  many  oocasions  poor  people  could  not  get 
water  to  wash  themselves  wiUi ;  and,  if  builders  did  put  in  sewans 
im  •  wfOQg  MBinir— he  did  act  aajr  Uht  di4— he  UanMd.  the 
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flsldfttty  Ckmunittee  for  not  having  offioen  to  saperintend  ttio  wink 
nften  going  on.  So  long  as  bmlden  were  allowed  to  make  oonnec- 
fions  wiA  the  sewers  witiioot  snperrimon,  it  wonld  be  wrong.  AH 
eonnaetions  with  the  sewers  shoidd  be  made  by  Corporation  offioials, 
nd  the  work  be  paid  for  by  bnilders.  If  a  reform  of  this  kind  was 
introdooed,  the  evil  oompbuned  of  wonld  be  mitigated.  He  wonld 
ssk  Mr.  Oarse,  and  other  members  of  the  Sanitary  Conmiittee,  how 
maBT  of  the  sewers  laid  in  the  last  ten  years  wonld  have  to  be  taken 
op  before  the  town  oonld  be  properly  sewered.  He  inyited  the 
Oomdl  to  go  to  Byker  and  see  the  sewers  which  had  been  taken 
np,  and|  if  they  were  not  a  disgrace  to  any  Sanitary  Authority,  he 
fid  not  know  what  was.  Owing  to  the  overflow  from  sewers  at 
Byker  people  were  living  upon  snmps;  and  yet  members  of  the 
ODDneO  taOced  abont  reading  a  lesson  to  the  lower  orders  to  mske 
tlnm  more  deanly.  He  wonld  rather  the  Ck>nncil  told  the  Sanitary 
OoDunittee  and  the  npper  dasses  to  do  their  work  better.  The  som 
of  £100yOOO  wodd  have  to  be  expended  in  patting  the  sewerage 
system  of  the  town  right.  If  the  sewers  were  properly  oonstroeted 
&ere  wonld  be  less  U3k  about  impure  air  and  gas  in  the  town.  Let 
them  go  into  the  Vale,  and  they  wonld  find  a  sad  state  of  things 
ihen.  The  whole  sewers  of  one  district,  and  eveiy  house  with  a 
water-closet  connected  with  it,  ran  into  the  open4dr.  Visit  the 
hooses  there,  and  they  would  find  four  familiea,  each  with  a  room, 
and  with  one  convenience  in  a  yard  5  feet  by  6  feet,  and  a  pan  for 
the  nae  of  the  ftmilies  put  in  it.  And  yet  the  Ooundl  heard  one  of 
its  members  blaming  the  poor  people,  the  builders,  and  the  land- 
lords. If  the  proposed  investigatioii  was  to  do  any  good  they  must 
go  nndeiground  first. 

Mr.  LaiBD  said  he  perhaps  oonld  speak  upon  this  subject  with  a 
mora  extensive  practical  knowledge  of  the  working  classes  than  Mn 
Yooll ;  and  if  Mr.  Youll  wonld  walk  with  him  to  the  west  and 
north-west  parts  of  Newcastle,  and  visit  houses  in  which  poor 
peopla  were  compelled,  owug  to  curcnmstanoes  over  which  they  had 
no  control,  to  live,  he  would  see  water  ooaing  out  of  the  walls,  filth 
oodng  from  sewers  into  the  back-houses,  and  see  one  hoose,  in 
whidi  eight  tenants  lived,  with  one  pan  for  their  use,  and  emptied 
every  oUier  night  or  sa  Nothing  wonld  tend  to  make  people 
httltby  so  muc^  as  giving  them  good  homes ;  and  that,  unfortUH 
stely,  was  a  matter  ^  pounds,  shillings,  and  pence.  He  had  no 
hesitation  in  impeaching  the  Corporation  to  a  great  extent  in  regard 
la  thia  matter.  The  money  spent  under  the  Artisans'  Dwellings 
Aei,  had  been  expended  on  the  demolishing  of  property,  and  no 
booses  had  been  built  in  their  stead ;  and  this  had  caused  people  to 
go  mio  houses  which  were  already  overcrowded.  People  must  live 
«l  places  conveniently  near  to  thdr  work  ;  houses  at  Byker  wonld 
ant  aoit  people  who  woiked  in  the  town.  People  who  had  to  go  to 
Bfker  to  live,  had  in  some  cases  to  pay  £6  48.  a  year  in  the  diape 
of  ten  at  Byker  Bridse.  How  were  the  drains  cleansed  in  some  of 
kasa  and  aU^t   Hoiw  mis  it  the  Occpocation  wars  so 
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•{Muring  m  the  nse  of  water  to  dear  away  the  filth  qpoken  oft 
Instead  of  air  or  blow-holes  for  emitting  sewer  gas  and  poison  all 
roand  as  in  Newcastle,  there  were  in  Aberdeen  large  chimniea  or 
funnels  to  carry  the  gas  away  clear  from  the  town  altogether— there 
were  none  of  those  death-dealing  blow-holes  as  in  Newcastle.  In 
some  parts  of  Newcastle  the  ash-pits  or  middens  were  formed  by  the 
putting  up  of  four  walls,  a  single  brick  in  thicknessi  and  the  bottom 
not  paved  or  asphalted;  and  matters  oozed  out  and  produced 
germs  of  disease.  He  granted  that  some  of  the  tenants  were  to 
a  great  extent  to  blame ;  but  why  did  the  Corporation  allow  ash-pits 
to  be  so  made  ?  Foul  smells  arose  from  uncovered  privies  and  ash- 
pits, and  the  wind  carried  them  about  and  produced  disesse  and 
death.  He  hoped  this  discussion,  if  it  produced  no  other  reanlty 
would  induce  the  Sanitary  Committee  to  redouble  their  efforta. 
The  death-rate  last  week  was  23  per  1,000,  instead  of  81  as  in  the 
previous  week,  and  3d  in  an  earlier  week. 

Mr.  Olivxb  said  he  was  afraid  the  question  of  the  sewers  being 
a  source  of  disease,  and  a  cause  of  increased  death-rate,  was  going 
to  be  overlooked,  until  Mr.  Aid.  Barkas  had  spoken.  He  (Mr. 
Oliver^  believed  tbe  sewerage  system  of  Newcastle  was  in  a  most 
imperfect  condition.  For  the  last  forty  years  the  sewers  had  been 
added  to  in  a  piecemeal  manner.  Any  individual  in  Newcastla 
could  engage  a  contractor  to  make  a  sewer.  The  Corporation  ought 
to  make  their  own  ;  they  certainly  ought  to  make  the  large  sewers 
branching  in  various  directions,  and  POt  allow  any  one  to  put  drains 
in  here  and  there.  Sewers  were  often  not  well  connected  with 
house  drains,  and  were  often  badly  laid  to  begin  with.  The  Council 
should  instruct  the  City  Engineer,  with  an  efficient  staff,  .to  overhaul 
the  whole  system  of  sewerage,  and  lay  down  a  comprehensive  scheme. 
No  matter  what  the  cost  might  be,  it  should  be  carried  out;  and 
no  contractor  ought  to  be  allowed  to  touch  the  work.  He  believed 
that  nothing  in  the  world  would  do  any  good  in  permanently  reducing 
the  death-rate  until  the  sewerage  system  was  remedied ;  and  he 
thought  the  sooner  this  was  done  the  better.  His  own  opinion  was 
that  the  flushing  of  the  sewers,  and  tbe  general  opening  and  cleansing 
of  the  ventilating  grates  during  the  past  fortnight  had  reduced  the 
death-rate  by  10  per  1,000  in  the  last  week. 

^  Hr.  TnMPLB  said  he  was  exceedingly  astonished  at  hearing  things 
enumerated  at  this  meeting  as  though  they  were  entirely  new.  He 
believed  one  of  the  first  actions  of  the  present  City  Engineer  resulting 
in  an  examination  of  the  drains,  was  caused  by  a  complaint  made 
by  Mr.  Birkett;  and  the  City  Engineer  told  the  Sanitary  Committee 
that  he  would  not  report  upon  the  state  of  the  drains  of  Newcastle 
until  he  knew  what  he  was  about.  The  City  Engineer  was  asked  to 
report  upon  drains  he  had  never  seen ;  and,  at  his  (Mr.  Temple's) 
suggestion,  extra  assistance  was  given  to  the  Engineer ;  but  there 
had  not  yet  been  time  to  prepare  a  report.  The  Council  mosi 
remember  the  length  of  the  drams  to  be  examined ;  and  to  ask  Mr, 
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Laws  to  sUke  hiB  repatation  as  an  engineer  upon  their  state,  withont 
a  carefol  and  efficient  examination,  would  be  Tery  unwise.  This 
matter  had  had  the  serious  attention  of  the  Sanitary  Committee. 
The  question  of  yentilating  the  sewers  was  not  a  new  one.  About 
fourteen  or  fifteen  years  ago  the  idea  of  sanitary  people,  or  rather 
not  sanitary  people,  was  to  bottle  up  the  sewers  and  trap  erery 
thing  ;  but  as  sanitary  science  adyanced  it  was  found  they  had  made 
a  mistake.  The  description  of  sewer  which  they  ought  to  haye  was 
amply  an  impossibility — that  was  an  open  drain  covered  over ;  a 
drain  coyered  to  the  eye,  but  open  to  the  air.  There  were  man 
hdes  to  the  sewers  at  distances  of  about  20  yards  apart,  and  in  this 
way  yentilation  was  let  into  the  sewers.  The  plan  of  having  shafts 
and  tunnels  had  been  thrashed  out  again  and  again.  All  the 
committee  could  do  was  to  give  instructions  to  their  officers,  and  if 
the  Council  thought  the  officers  were  not  efficient,  do  not  blame  the 
committee  for  that  He  did  not  think  this  discussion  would  do  any 
harm,  and  he  did  not  know  it  would  do  any  good ;  it  might  quiet 
some  of  the  people  outside  who  went  about  talking.  The  Sanitary 
Committee  were  doing  the  best  they  conld,  and  deseryed  the  thanks 
of  the  Council. 

Mr.  YouLL  replied  upon  the  discussion.  He  ^aid  Mr.  Aid. 
Barkas  had  stated  that,  if  the  death-rate  of  this  city  averaged  24 
per  1,000  over  the  year,  as  against  22  over  the  whole  kingdom, 
there  would  be  nothing  to  complain  of.  That  difference,  however, 
involved  the  death  of  294  persons  in  Newcastle  more  than  ought  to 
die  in  the  year  ;  and  yet  Mr.  Aid.  Barkas  said  that  was  noihing. 
This  meeting  was  not  called  to  censure  the  Sanitary  Committee ; 
bat  the  Council  and  the  town  wished  to  know  what  was  being  done. 
The  state  of  the  drains  had  been  raised  by  Mr.  Oliver,  who 
belonged  to  a  profession  he  (Mr.  Youll)  blamed  more  than  any  other 
for  the  present  condition  of  the  sewerage  system.  Architects  made 
plans  ot  drains,  but  did  not  inspect  them  for  their  employers ;  and 
a  great  deal  of  the  evil  complained  of  in  the  past  was  due  to  that. 
The  Council  were  now  asked  to  send  a  Corporation  officer  to  survey 
vork  which  should  have  been  surveyed  by  the  architects.  If  the 
Ooancil  had  not  absolute  power  to  make  sewers,  that  power  should 
be  obtained.  He  did  not  regret  the  holding  of  this  meeting  ;  and 
he  thought  the  city  would  be  obliged  to  those  members  who  had 
caused  it  to  be  convened.  The  information  obtained  of  what  the 
Sanitary  Committee  were  doing  would  be  satisfactory  to  the  city. 

The  resolution  was  agreed  to  unanimously,  and  the  meeting 
concluded.

COUNCIL    MEETING. 


WEDNESDAY,  DECEMBER  5,  1888. 


A  MEETING  of  the  Council  was  held,  to-daj,  in  the  Conneil  Chftmber, 
the  Mayor  (Mr.  H.  W.  Newton)  in  the  chair.  There  were  also 
present — the  Sheriff;  Aldermen  Ridley,  Cail,  Wilson,  Stewart, 
Hamond,  Scott,  Milvain,  Hedley,  Barkas,  Gregson,  Potter,  Aligns, 
Stephenson,  and  Yonng;  Conncillors  Winter,  J.  Barker  Ellis, 
Scholefield,  Hepworth,  Qain,  Youll,  Browne,  Owen,  Carse,  Bowd«n, 
Dobson^  Campbell,  Wm.  Smith,  Jackson,  Stont,  Andersen,  Calveit, 
Annan,  Dixon,  OliTer,  Hedley,  Goolden,  Hepburn,  RichardsoD, 
Wilson,  Ingledew,  C.  S.  Smith,  Stephens,  Johnson,  Joseph  B. 
Kllis,  Farness,  Sanderson,  Henzell,  Scott,  Laird,  Gray,  Caller, 
Temple,  Sutton,  and  Birkett. 

The  Town  Clerk  read  the  roinntes  of  the  proceedings  of  the  pre- 
vious meeting,  and  they  were  confirmed. 

btkee  bbidob. 

A  large  deputation,  headed  by  Mr.  Wm.  Todd,  was  introduced 
by  Mr.  Temple. 

Mr.  William  Todd  presented  the  following  memorial  : — 

To  the  Worshififtd  the  May&r,  Aldermen,  and  Coundllora  i^tht  City  of 
Jvetacagtle-upon'  T^ne, 

We,  the  undenigned  ratepayers  and  inhabitants  of  Newcastle-upon-Tyne, 
respectfally  memoraliso  your  honourable  Ck)uncil  to  adopt  such  meani)  as 
will  ultimately  lead  tn  tlie  purchase  of  Byker  Bridge  by  the  Corporation. 
Wflth  the  growing  extension  of  the  Byker  and  Heaton  district,  th(«  iojostica 
of  a  toll  between  tho  e^st  end  and  tiie  centre  of  the  city  becomes  daily  mora 
apparent,  and  we  therefore  pray  your  tionourable  body  to  consider,  as  early 
as  possibis,  the  necessity  of  providing  a  free  and  direct  road  to  and  from 
Byker. 

— He  said  the  memorial  was  adopted  at  a  public  meeting  of  the 
inhabitants  of  Byker  and  Heaton,  and  bore  3,000  signatures. 
The  people  of  Byker  held  very  strong  views  as  to  tins  bridge  ques- 
tion. They  thought  the  toll  an  impost,  or  tax,  and  a  serious 
burthen  to  the  industry  of  Byker.  They  felt  handicapped  with  other 
parts  of  the  city,  and  considering  that  it  affected  something  like 
20,000  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  city,  the  people  of  Byker  thought 
they  had  a  claim,  yea,  more,  a  right  to  a  free  road.  In  the  last  few 
years  the  city  had  been  greatly  improved ;  narrow  streets  had  beeft 
made  wide ;  crooked  streets  had  been  made  straight,  and  heavy 
gradients  had  been  reducedi  the  most  improved  pavements  and 
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jing  bad  been  pat  down,  and  made  comfortable  for  man  and 
beast  to  walk  npon.  Nearly  tbe  wbole  of  the  streets  in  the  oentre 
of  tbe  citj  bad  been  made  beantifnl,  pleasant  to  look  npon,  and  the 
people  of  Byker  saw,  admired,  enjoyed,  and  congratnlated  them  on 
this  grand  change.  Bat  the  people  of  Byker  and  Heaton  had  con- 
tiibated  in  bard  cash  to  all  these  grand  improvements,  and  on  this 
score  they  claimed  as  a  right — and  hoped  the  Council  wonld 
acknowledge  it  a  jnst  claim — a  share  in  the  privilege  derived  from 
this  payment  They  did  not  come  there  for  special  favours,  bat  for 
equal  rights  and  privileges,  with  every  part  of  the  city.  They  had  been 
told  of  a  free  way  by  Uie  Cut  and  Byker  Bank.  That  road  might 
do  very  well  when  Byker  Bank  contained  nearly  the  whole  of  the 
population ;  but  now  the  bulk  of  the  inhabitants  of  Byker  and 
Heaton  were  on  a  higher  level,  and  required  a  road  on  the  higher 
level  There  was  another  road  by  Albion  Street,  but  this  could  only 
be  aaefal  to  a  very  small  section,  and  was  only  laughed  at  by  those 
interested  in  tbe  matter.  What  was  wanted  was  a  direct  and  high 
level  road  to  tbe  centre  of  the  city.  Byker  and  Heaton  bad  not 
always  lived  under  these  disadvantages.  Clause  56  of  the  Improve- 
ment Act  of  1853  stated,  <*  That  the  Council  shall  keep  a  separate 
aooonnt  of  tbe  money  raised  by  such  Improvement  Rate  in  the  town- 
ships of  Heaton  and  Byker  respectively,  or  in  the  parts  thereof  in 
wlueh  the  Township  Road  Rate  is  from  time  to  time  leviable ;  and 
the  money  so  raised  therein  shall  be  laid  out  only  in  snob  townships 
or  SQcb  parte  thereof  as  aforesaid,  respectively,  and  no  part 
of  tbe  money  raised  in  the  remainder  of  tbe  Borough  shall  be 
laid  out  in  either  of  soch  townships  or  such  parte  thereof  as 
aforesaid  respectively."  This  clause  was,  however,  partially  can- 
ceUed  in  1870.  Tbe  people  of  Byker  and  Heaton  thought  that 
veiy  little  of  those  rates  had  been  expended  on  those  townships,  or 
otherwise  that  Act  bad  become  a  dead  letter.  They  hoped  that  the 
deliberations  as  to  this  memorial  would  be  entered  upon  with  a  fellow- 
feeling,  seeing  that  in  every  way  Byker  formed  a  part  of  this  great  city. 

Tbe  Rev.  Father  Kelly  (St.  Dominic's  Roman  Gatholic  Church) 
said  be  desired  to  say  a  few  words  as  to  the  advisability  of  extend- 
ing the  facility  to  artisans  of  allowing  them  to  go  from  one  part  of 
tbe  city  to  tbe  other  without  let  or  hindrance  or  any  obstacle.  He 
represented  the  Church  of  St  Dominic,  which  was  a  very  important 
institiition  at  the  east  end  of  the  city ;  and  their  congregation  was 
composed  mably  of  people  scattered  far  and  wide.  They  bad  no 
ehnrcb  in  Bjker,  and  tbey  had  something  like  from  1,500  to  2,000 
people.  Tbe  Church  of  St.  Dominic's  was  built  for  the  acoommoda- 
tioD  of  those  people,  and  there  was  also  a  school  for  the  children. 
The  levying  of  the  tell  was  a  great  impediment  to  the  people  coming 
to  the  dinrcb,  and  their  children  to  school.  It  might  be  said  that 
people  could  come  down  under  the  bridge,  but  be,  as  manager  of  SI. 
Dominic's  School,  found  that  parents  complained,  "  it  is  bad  weather, 
and  my  children  are  delicate,  and  I  cannot  send  them  by  tbe  way 
aader  the  bridge/-    Those  ohildxen  wonld  come  over  the  bridge  if 
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Ihe  bridge  was  firee,  or  their  parents  able  to  pay  the  toU.    Thb  was 
a  Terj  important  reason  for  doing  away  with  the  toll. 

The  Mayor  said  the  memorial  woald  receive  from  the  Ooanoil 
the  consideration  which  its  nnmeroas  signatures  entitled  it  to. 

The  depntation  withdrew. 

On  the  motion  of  Mr.  Aid.  Haxond,  seconded  by  Mr.  Aid. 
Wilson,  the  memorial  was  referred  to  the  Parliamentary  and  Bya- 
Laws  Committee. 

THB  LATE  MR.  WILLIAM  HUNTBR. 

The  Matob  said  that  since  the  last  meeting  of  the  Conncil,  Mr. 
William  Hanter,  who  had  taken  a  very  active  part  in  the  affairs  of  the 
Corporation,  had  been  removed  by  death.  Mr.  Hnnter,  who  had 
been  an  alderman,  had  filled  the  of&ces  of  Sheriff  and  Mayor,  and  for 
many  years  was  vice-chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee.  Although 
Mr.  Hunter's  connection  with  the  Council  had  been  severed  a  short 
time  ago,  he  (the  Mayor)  thought  that,  as  an  acknowledgment  of 
old  aoqnaintanceship  and  respect,  the  Council  would  authorise  the 
sending  of  a  letter  of  condolence  to  Mrs.  Hunter  in  the  name  of  the 
Corporation,  and  he  moved  a  resolution  to  that  effect. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hbdlby  seconded  the  motion.  He  said  the  late  Mr. 
Hunter  was  b*heriff  in  the  year  he  (Aid.  Hedley)  was  Mayor. 
Owing  to  the  Royal  Agricultural  Society's  Show  being  held  in  New« 
castle  that  year  the  year  was  an  important  one,  and  he  was  grateful 
for  the  assistance  he  received  from  Mr.  Hunter. 

Mr.  Aid.  Stephenson  said  the  late  Mr.  Hunter  was  one  of  his 
oldest  friends.  Thirty  years  ago  last  month  Mr.  Hunter  introduced 
him  into  an  ofiSce  on  the  Qaayside,  and  if  he  was  better  off  now 
than  he  was  then  it  was  attribntable  to  the  fact  that  he  had  had  so 
good  a  friend  in  Mr.  Hnnter.  During  the  time  he  was  Mayor,  Mr. 
Hunter  acted  as  Deputy-Mayor,  and  rendered  him  efficient  and 
signal  service  daring  his  year  of  office. 

The  resolution  was  agreed  to. 

thb  collection  of  the  education  and  public  libeabt  bates. 
The  Town  Clebk  read  the  following  letter : —

Gentlemen, — ^At  a  speoial  meeting  of  the  above-named  Board,  held  on  the 
27th  of  November  last,  to  take  into  consideration  the  demand  made  by  the 
Overseers  for  the  Parish  of  Elswick  for  payment  of  the  Edacation  and 
library  rates,  it  was  nnanimonsly  resolved  that  the  said  rates  be  paid  under 
protest,  on  the  ground  that  these  rates  had  been  levied  for  one  year  and  nol 
by  half-yearly  instalments,  as  heretofore,  when  collected  by  the  Corpora- 
tion. Moreover,  the  Board,  not  having  adequate  information  regarding  the 
alterations,  neither  in  the  mode  of  collection,  viz.,  by  the  Overseers,  nor  i  i 
the  unusual  amount  in  the  demand,  request  me  to  ask  the  Council  for  aa 
explanation  of  the  whole  matter,  to  enable  the  Boacd  to  detonBine  whether 
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neh  aliomtHma  have  been  properly  Muiotioiied.  The  Boexd  remaento 
three  periahwi,  vis.,  St.  John%  Westgate,  and  Elswiok,  and  indnaes  in  its 
memben  a  member  of  the  Gooncil,  several  Overseere  and  Guardians  of  the 
Poor,  and  also  a  member  of  the  School  Board,  so  that  a  very  coosiderable 
nnmber  of  ratepayers  eannot  bnt  be  infiaenoed  by  this  Board's  action  m 
soeh  an  important  matter,  although  rated  onl]^  in  the  pariah  of  Ulswick.

Mr.  Oabsb  proposed  that  the  letter  be  referred  to  the  Finance 
Committee.  He  asked  the  Town  Clerk  the  following  questions : — 
1.  Lookiiig  at  seetion  145  of  the  Hanicipal  Corporation  t  Act»  188S, 
IS  the  Town  Clerk  of  opinion  that  it  is  imperative  on  the  Conneil  to 
ehary^e  the  overseers  of  the  Tarious  parishes  with  the  collection  of 
the  Education  and  Public  Library  rates  ?  2.  Will  the  Town  Clerk 
kindly  point  out  the  date  in  the  transactions  of  the  Council  when 
the  order  for  the  precept  on  the  Tarious  OTcrseers  for  the  collection 
of  these  rates  was  made  ? 

The  TowH  Clkrk  :  To  the  first  question  I  answer,  yes,  I  am  of 
that  opinion.  To  the  second  I  answer  that  the  rates  were  made  on 
13th  June,  and  contained  the  orders  upon  the  OYcrseers. 

Mr.  Aid.  Qbegson  :  I  do  not  see  how  it  can  be  imperative.  The 
words  in  the  act  are  '*  may  "  or  "  shall.*' 

The  Mayor  :  We  cannot  ha?e  any  discussion. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamohd  :  The  letter  had  better  be  referred  to  the  Par- 
liamentary and  Bye-Laws  Committee.  It  refers  to  a  question  of 
law  and  not  of  fiiumce. 

Mr.  YouLL  thought  that  the  Town  Clerk  had  given  a  very  clear 
and  distinct  answer  to  Mr.  Carse's  question  ;  and  he  believed  the 
Town  Clerk  had  arrived  at  that  conclusion  not  without  some 
di£Bcnlty  himself,  and  not  until  after  having  had  a  conference  with 
gentlemen  occupying  a  similar  position  to  himself.  It  would  be 
agreeable  to  the  Town  Clerk's  feeling  if  Mr.  Aid.  Hamond's  sugges> 
tion  was  carried  out,  so  that  the  Parliamentary  and  Bye-Laws  Com- 
mittee might  discuss  the  whole  matter.  It  was  quite  clear  there 
was  some  omission  in  last  year's  Act,  and  it  should  be  amended. 

The  TowH  Clerk  said  he  agreed  with  Mr.  YouU  that  some  steps 
should  be  taken  to  amend  the  Act,  so  as  to  allow  the  Corporation  to 
collect  all  their  own  rates.  He  would  be  glad  to  have  the  matter 
lefBixed  to  the  Parliamentary  Committee. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamohd  moved  that  the  letter  be  referred  to  the  Par- 
liamentary and  Bye-Laws  Committee,  with  instructions  to  report 
apon  the  whole  subject. 

Mr.  YouLL  seconded  the  motion. 

Agreed  to.

Mr.  Gabie  asked  the  Town  Clerk  the  following  questioDB : — 1. 
Banrng  regard  to  the  second  paragraph  of  the  22nd  section  of  the 
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Mnnicipal  Corporations  Act,  1882,  is  he  of  opinioii  that  the  aete  of 
the  Town  Improvement  Committee  are  subject  to  the  approval  or 
disapproval  of  the  Council  ?  2.  When  a  meeting  of  the  Town 
Improvement  Committee  is  called,  can  that  committee  tnroaact 
sanitary  business,  or  vice  v&naf  without  notice  of  such  intended 
business  being  put  on  the  notice  calling  such  meeting  1  3.  When 
a  committee  has,  by  a  majority  only,  passed  a  particalar  measure, 
has  the  minority  a  right  of  appeal  to  the  Council  ? 

The  Town  Clbrk  :  To  the  first  question  my  answer  is  that  certain 
matters,  such  as  the  approval  and  disapproval  of  plans  for  new 
streets  and  buildings,  are  delegated  to  the  Town  Improvement  Com- 
mittee, and  the  acts  of  the  committee  in  matters  so  delegated  have 
not  hitherto  been  made  subject  to  the  approval  or  disapproval  of  the 
Council,  and  in  the  case  of  the  approval  of  plans  could  not  very  well 
be  made  so  subject  To  the  second  question  I  answer  that  I  think 
not  To  the  third  question  my  answer  is  that  any  member  of  a 
committee  can,  if  he  thinks  fit,  bring  any  act  of  such  committee 
before  the  Coundl. 

Mr,  Aid.  Hamohtd  :  Three  very  proper  answers. 

TUB  BLAOK  OATB. 

Mr.  Olivbb  asked  the  chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee 
whether  the  alterations  at  the  Black  Gate  had  been  approved  of.  A 
good  many  enquiries  had  been  made  as  to  what  had  been  done. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hbdlby  :  The  repairs  and  alterations  at  the  Black  Gate 
are  being  carried  out  with  the  approval  of  the  Property  Surveyor 
under  the  terms  of  the  lease. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamond  :  At  whose  expense  1 

Mr.  Aid.  Hbdlbt  :  The  Society  of  Antiquaries. 

Mr*  Olivbr  :  I  apprehend  that  no  member  of  this  Corporation 
except  an  antiquarian  has  seen  the  drawings.  It  seems  to  be  a 
necessity 

The  Matob  :  Ton  must  confine  yourself  to  your  question  pure 
and  simple. 

SLAUOHTBB  H0U8BS. 

Mr.  OLrvBB  asked  whether  any  progress  had  been  made  towards 
the  establishment  of  slaughter  houses  in  the  city. 

Mr.  Aid.  Wilson  :  This  subject  is  under  the  consideration  of  the 
Sanitary  Committee,  and  I  hope  before  long  a  report  will  be  pre* 
sented  to  the  Council 

NBW  MBMBBBS. 

On  the  motion  of  Mr.  Aid.  Hbdlbt,  it  was  resolved  that  tha 
representativeB  for  All  Saint's  East  Ward  arrange  on  what  com- 
mutees  Mr.  Annan,  elected  in  sucoession  to  Mr.  Carri  shall  aenre.

Btbphbhsov,  it  was  resolved  that  the  Coroner's  account  for  the 
quarter  ended  October  31,  1883,  amounting  to  £189  198.  4d.,  be 
paid. 

CONSENT  TO  ASSIONMBNT. 

On  the  motion  of  Mr.  Aid.  Angus,  seconded  by  Mr.  Aid.  Stewart, 
it  was  resolved  to  seal  a  consent  to  assignment  of  premises,  9,  St. 
Thomas's  Crescent,  part  of  the  Magdalene  Hospital  estate. 

DISTRICT  COURTS. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamond  said  the  Parliamentary  Committee  had 
authorised  him  to  make  a  verbal  report  to  the  effect  that  they  had 
unanimously  come  to  the  conclusion  to  recommend  the  Council  to 
memorialise  the  Lord  Chancellor  in  favour  of  a  bill  to  extend  the 
District  Courts  under  the  Supreme  Court  of  Judicature  in  the 
provinces.  By  the  carrying  out  of  the  proposal  in  the  bill  there 
would  be  courts  at  which  there  would  be  speedy  and  prompt  justice 
in  the  provinces.  The  matter  had  heen  in  the  hands  of  the  Lord 
Chancellor  for  a  considerable  time,  and  he  was  so  far  favourable  to 
it  that  he  had  authorised  the  bill  to  be  printed.  But  before  any- 
thing could  take  place,  or  hefore  his  Lordship  could  mention  it  to  his 
colleagues  in  the  Cabinet,  he  must  be  fortified  with  provincial 
opinion  throughout  the  country,  and  bence  the  necessity  of  sending 
this  memorial,  so  that  it  might  be  entertained  at  the  next  Cabinet 
meeting  if  possible.  He  moved  the  adoption  and  sealing  of  the 
following  memorial : — 

To  the  RiglU  IlonourabU  tite  Lord  High  Chancellor  qf  Oreat  Brilam. 

The  Memorial  of  the  Major,  Aldermen,  and  Citizens  of  the  City  and  County 
of  Kewcastle-upon-Tyne, 

Sbiweth, — ^That  in  the  opinion  of  yotir  memorialists  it  is  necessary  and 
desiiable  that  provision  should  be  made  for  the  better  local  administration 
ef  Justice  in  England  by  amending  and  extending  the  Supreme  Court  of 
Jodicatore  Acts,  1873  to  1879,  and  constituting,  at  convenient  places  in 
popobns  tradinff  and  commercial  localities.  District  Courts,  wfaicn  should 
be  branches  of  the  High  Court  of  Justice. 

That  it  is  deeirahle  to  utilize  for  this  purpose  the  esristiuginachiDery  of 
the  Coonty  Courts,  and  of  the  District  Registries  of  the  High  Court  of 
Jsstice^  established  at  such  places. 

Tliat  the  Bill  hereto  annexed,  which  is  intended  to  effect  the  aforesaid 
objedi^  appears  to  be  well  adapted  for  that  purpose,  and,  in  the  opinion  of 
ytior  memoiialisfeB,  would  prove  of  great  benefit  to  the  community  if  passed 
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Yoar  memorialists  therefore  pray  your  Lordship  that  the  satd  Bill,  or 
aome  other  BiJ  contaioiog  similar  provisions,  may  he  introduced  into  Parlia- 
ment hy  Her  Majesty's  (^vemment  in  the  ensuing  Session. 

And  your  memorialists  will  ever  pray,  &c.

THE  PROPOSED  BRIDGE  ACROSS  THE  TTNE. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamond  withdrew  from  the  agenda  the  notice  respecting 
the  report  of  tbe  Parliamentary  and  Bye-Laws  Committee  relatiTe 
to  the  proposed  new  bridge  across  the  !^ne. 

THE  SITE  FOR  THE  OOLLBaBS  OF  801BK0E  AND  MBDIOIKE. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamond  moved  the  confirmation  of  the  report  of  the 
Town  Moor  Management  Committee  relative  to  the  memorial  from 
the  Univerity  of  JJurham  College  of  Medicine,  at  Newcastle,  and  the 
University  of  Durham  College  of  Science  at  Newcastle^  respecting 
a  site  for  the  colleges  [p.  447  of  volume  for  1882-3].  The  report 
contained  the  following  resolution : — '*  Seeing  the  difficulties  and 
delay  attending  the  obtaining  of  the  site  at  the  Bull  Park,  on  the 
North  Road,  by  the  Colleges  of  Science  and  Medidne,  this  com- 
mittee approves  of  the  action  of  the  Schools  and  Charities  Com- 
mittee in  resolving  to  recommend  the  Council  to  grant  a  site  in  the 
Cricket  Field,  Bath  Eoad,  subject  to  the  consent  of  the  Charity 
Commissioners,  and  have  to  decline  to  recommend  the  Council  to 
grant  a  site  at  the  Ball  Park,  on  the  North  Road."  The  Alderman 
said  that  in  1870  the  freemen,  among  other  things,  presented  to  tho 
town  ground  for  two  parks,  one  of  35  acres  on  the  Leases,  and 
another  of  the  same  extent  on  the  Moor.  Taking  advantage  of  this 
noble  gift  of  the  freemen,  who  did  not  receive  one  penny  oonndenh 
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tioDyhe,  in  1871  brought  forward  in  the  Oonncil  a  proposal  rAspeet* 
mg  the  enclosing  of  the  Leases  Park ;  and  after  a  great  deal  of 
trouble  and  fighting — the  opposition  he  had  to  meet  came  chieflj 
from  Mr.  Aid.  Bell,  and  the  late  Mr.  Aid.  Harle — he  obtained  the 
consent  of  the  Coancil  to  form  the  Leazes  Park,  with  the  under- 
Btanding  that  he,  as  chairman  of  the  Town  Moor  Management 
Committee,  would  not  bring  forward  the  enclosing  of  the  Moor  Park 
mtil  Elswick  and  Byker  had  obtained  parks  ;  and  he  undertook  to 
do  all  in  his  power  to  forward  that  object.  The  Leazes  Park  had 
been  made,  and  the  Council  saw  the  resalt  ;  it  was  laid  out  under 
the  superintendence  of  Mr.  Fulton  and  Mr.  Telford.  It  was  a  park 
the  Council  had  reason  to  be  proud  of,  and  it  had  cost  very  little 
monej.  Parks  had  been  obtained  at  Elswick  and  Byker,  and  the 
oost  of  them  had  been  met  by  borrowing  money,  for  which  a  rate 
wss  now  being  paid.  Having  fulfilled  his  undertaking^  with 
regard  to  the  Leazes  Park,  and  the  parks  at  the  east  and 
west  ends,  he,  in  1882,  proposed  to  the  Council  that  the  recreation 
ground  on  the  Moor  should  be  enclosed,  and  stated  that  the  view  of 
the  Town  Moor  Management  Committee  was  that  the  enclosure 
00  the  Moor  should  be  simply  for  a  recreation  ground.  The  Bull 
Park  portion  had  to  be  appropriated  for  fetes,  matches  and  things  of 
that  landj  as  it  was  already  surrounded  on  four  sides  by  walls  ;  and 
ill  that  would  be  required  would  be  to  pull  down  half  of  the  wall, 
tnd  place  an  ornamental  railing  upon  it,  the  same  as  surrounded 
Brandling  Park  opposite  ;  and  the  other  part  of  the  ground  was 
not  liable  to  be  closed  against  the  public  at  any  time.  The  Council 
psned  the  resolution  empowering  the  Committee  to  enclose  the 
ground.  In  1879  an  application  was  received  for  a  portion  of  the 
Bull  Park  as  a  site  for  the  College  of  Science.  At  that  time  the 
laud  on  the  Moor  was  not  enclosed,  as  the  Corporation  had  not 
then  taken  possession  of  it  on  behalf  of  the  public,  and  they  had 
exercised  no  right  or  authority  over  any  portion  of  the  85  acres  of 
the  Moor  which  the  freemen  had  i^iven  to  be  devoted  to  the  purposes  ' 
of  a  public  recreation  ground.  The  matter  was  brought  before  the 
Town  Moor  Management  Committee,  and  there  was  a  great  deal  of 
discussion  and  difference  of  opinion.  Mr.  John  Clayton  wrote  a 
letter  in  which  he  stated  that  the  Bull  Park  could  be  enclosed,  that 
the  freemen  had  given  the  land  to  the  Cbrporation,  and  the  Corpora- 
tion conid  do  anything  they  liked  with  it.  To  that  opinion  Mr. 
Philipson  and  himself  strongly  demurred.  He  (Aid.  Hamond)  held 
then,  as  he  held  now,  that  a  man  who  made  a  gift  of  land  for  a  given 
object  bad  a  right  to  expect  that  it  would  be  applied  to  that  object. 
Mr.  Philipson  and  himself  held  the  opinion  that  no  change  could  be 
made  without  the  oonsent  of  the  freemen,  and  that  the  land  could 
not  be  diverted  from  one  purpose  to  another  without  an  act  of 
Parliament.  In  April,  1880,  the  Committee  adopted  a  report 
oflbriag  the  College  of  Science  five  acres  of  the  ground  at  £500  an 
Acre,  provided  the  assent  of  the  freemen  was  obtained,  and  an  act 
cf  Parliament  obtained  diverting  the  laud  from  the  purpose  for  whioh 
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it  wu  originally  given  to  the  Corporation.  That  o£br  had  been 
previonslj  aooepted  according  to  the  following  letter  to  Uie  late  Town 
Clerk  :— 

College  of  Physical  Scienoe.  Newcastle-apon-Tjme, 

Deoember  5, 1879. 
Bear  Sir, — I  beg  to  forward  you  herewith  a  reply  to  your  commnnieatioii 
of  the  28th  November,  statinsr  the  quantity  of  ground  which  the  authorities 
of  the  College  would  require  for  a  building  site,  and  the  price  they  would  be 
willing  to  pay  for  it.  At  the  same  time  I  am  desireif  to  let  it  l)e  clearly 
nnderstood  that  our  purchase  of  the  land  must  be  conditional  upon  oar 
raising  a  fund  enabling  us  to  build.

— Ho  did  not  take  that  as  an  Acceptance  of  the  offer.  Mr.  Aid. 
Yonng,  in  the  amendment  of  which  he  had  given  notice,  referred  to 
'*  the  terms  agreed  upon."  There  was  no  agreement  Fancy  an  oil 
merchant  being  written  to  by  a  person  who  wanted  a  large  quantity 
of  oil,  and  the  merchant  replying  "  Yes,  I  will  supply  yon  at  £22  a 
ton,  cash  on  delivery ; "  and  the  man  writing  back  '*  I  accept  your  offer 
At  £22  a  ton,  provided  only  I  r&he  money  sufficient  to  build  a  ware- 
house to  put  the  oil  in."  Or  suppobe  a  merchant  having  10,000 
quarters  of  wheat  at  Odessa,  offered  it  to  a  gentleman  in  London  ai 
a  certain  price,  and  the  gentleman  replying,  **  Yes,  I  accept  it ;  bat 
having  no  ship  of  my  own  in  which  to  bring  it  here,  I  accept  the 
wheat  on  condition  that  you  wait  until  I  build  a  ship  to  bring  it 
in.*'  If  such  proposals  were  to  be  taken  as  contracts  or  agreementSt 
how  soon  would  the  gentlemen  be  looked  after  by  their  friends,  and 
be  Bent  to  a  place  not  far  off.  This  offer  to  the  College  authorities 
was  made  before  the  Coancil  took  possession  of  the  ground ;  and,  to 
tell  the  Council  the  truth,  he  said  to  Mr.  Wilson,  'Mt  is  a  nice  aite ; 
let  it  be  10  acres,  and  you  take  back  the  other  25  acres ;  **  so  little 
faith  had  he  (Aid.  H.)  in  his  own  mind  at  the  time  that  the  Conncil, 
after  having  bought  the  Elswick  and  Heaton  Parks,  could  ever  be 
induced  to  accept  the  35  acres  of  the  Moor,  even  though  it  was  a 
*  gift  that  cost  nothing.  It  should  be  clearly  understood  that  the 
College  authorities  were  only  to  pay  the  paltry  sum  of  £500  an 
acre,  provided  money  was  got  to  erect  the  building  propoeed  to  be 
placed  upon  the  land.  Under  that  letter,  the  Council  were  free  to 
do  what  they  liked  with  the  land,  subject  to  the  Act  of  Parliament, 
and  the  freemen's  approval.  In  May,  1881— -as  soon  as  he  ooald 
attend  after  his  illness  to  take  some  share  in  municipal  work — be 
saw  that  the  time  was  rapidly  approaching  when  the  gift  of  the 
freemen  would  become  void,  and  he  brought  forward  a  proposal  to 
enclose  the  85  acres  on  the  Moor,  purely  as  a  recreation  groond. 
The  Council  ratified  the  proposal  of  the  Town  Moor  Manage- 
ment Committee,  and  authorised  the  committee  to  expend  money 
in  enclosing  the  35  acres;  and  by  that  very  act  the  ground 
was  no  longer  in  the  possession  of  the  Corporation  to  do  what  they 
liked  with  it  The  Corporation  held  the  land  as  trustees  of  the  bur- 
gesses of  Newcastle  for  the  porpose  solely  of  a  recreation  ground. 
From  the  moment  of  endoenre  a  new  state  of  things  occurred 
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which  rendered  it  impoeeible,  in  hia  jadgment,  for  the  Ck)rporation 
to  deTOte  it  to  any  other  purpose  than  that  for  which  the  freemen 
gave  it ;  and,  even  if  an  application  were  made  to  Parliament,  he  did 
not  think  Parliament  wonld  sanction  so  great  a  misappropriation  of 
pnblic  property  as  Mr.  Aid.  Yoang  proposed.  The  35  acres  of  the 
Moor  was  not  property  which  the  Corporation  conld  do  what  they 
likfid  with,  but  was  property  handed  to  them  under  a  sacred  charge 
and  tmst ;  and  they  were  bound  to  show  themselves  not  unworthy  of 
the  trust  received  from  the  freemen.  He  had  told  the  Council 
of  the  principle  of  the  case  so  far  as  regards  equity.  He  would  now 
approach  the  question  as  a  mercantile  transaction.  He  had  nothing 
to  say  in  any  way  against  the  gentlemen  connected  with  the  Colleges 
of  Science  and  Medicine ;  a  great  many  of  them  were  his  fhendS| 
and  he  esteemed  them  most  highly,  and  thought  their  action  in 
establishing  these  colleges  was  most  meritorious,  and  highly  to  be 
praised.  But  there  was  a  limit  to  everything.  When  the  Council 
resolved,  upon  the  motion  of  Mr.  Aid.  Bell,  to  give  £100  a  year 
out  of  the  Corporation  funds  towards  the  College  of  Science,  they 
did,  in  his  judgment,  a  fair  and  honourable  act  to  encourage  the 
establishment  and  promotion  of  the  College  ;  and  the  College  was 
still  in  receipt  of  that  £100  a  year.  It  could  not,  therefore, 
be  said  that  Newcastle  Corporation  had  done  nothing  to 
eneoarage  the  College.  They  were  told  of  the  College  being  of  such 
essential  importance  to  Newcastle  and  the  immediate  community  ; 
bat  if  it  was  beneficial  at  all,  not  only  Newcastle  people,  but  people 
from  various  parts  of  the  world  received  education  here.  What  had 
the  surrounding  boroughs  done  ;  and  yet  they  had  equal  benefit 
with  Newcastle  in  the  College.  Not  one  sixpence  had  Gateshead^ 
Sunderland,  North  and  South  Shields,  or  Jarrow  contributed. 
Newcastle  was  to  bear  the  whole  burden,  and  strangers  were  to  come 
and  reap  the  benefit.  It  was  proposed  that  five  acres  of  the  Bull 
Park  be  sold  to  the  colleges  for  £500  an  acre.  He  was  ready  to 
admit  that  if  there  was  a  site  more  valuable  than  another  in  this 
town  for  building  purposes  it  was  the  Bull  Park,  and  the  land 
adjoining  the  North  Road,  which  had  been  enclosed  as  a  recreation 
ground,  because  it  was  opposite  another  park  which  could  not  be 
built  upon.  Therefore,  he  put  the  value  of  the  ground  at  the  same 
price  aa  had  been  realised  for  ground  not  so  conveniently  situated — 
£1  5s.  per  square  yard,  making  £28,000  for  five  acres.  They  were 
asked  to  sacrifice  £28,000  worth  of  land  for  £2,500,  equal  to  about 
2a.  8d.  per  square  yard.  Suppose  for  a  moment  they  were  so 
unwise  as  to  accept  the  £2,500,  what  did  the  Corporation  gett 
The  Corporation  had  in  thirteen  years  paid  £1,300  to  the  College ; 
add  £800,  the  cost  of  providing  a  new  Bull  Park,  which  would  have 
to  be  done  before  possession  of  the  present  one  could  be  obtained  ; 
and  then  add  £300  or  £400  which  must  be  paid  to  indemnify 
the  freemen  for  the  portion  of  the  ground  held  by  lease  by 
Mr.  Watson ;  and  the  Corporation  would  actually  themselves 
pay  the  £2,500.      There  were  very  few  towns  which  ever  had 
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the  dumoe  of  hanng  presented  to  them  two  sueh  splendid 
plots  of  land  for  recreation  purposes ;  and  the  Oonncil  would  b% 
failing  in  their  dutj  were  thej  to  hesitate  one  moment  npon  the 
coarse  which  should  be  adopted.  They  shonld  keep  inviolate  and 
in' act  the  Bnll  Park,  and  the  whole  enclosure  of  35  acres,  as  alread  j 
agreed  to,  for  the  public  for  ever.  He  felt  a  great  amount  of 
interest  in  this  matter,  and  he  would  not  like  to  see  this  land  aboat 
which  he  had  taken  so  much  care  and  thought,  devoted  to  other 
purposes  than  the  purpose  he  begged  the  freemen  to  devote  it  to ; 
and  the  Council,  therefore,  must  excuse  him  if  he  felt  somewhat 
strongly  on  the  matter.  The  Schools  and  Charities  Committee  had 
offered,  he  thought,  two  acres  of  land  at  the  old  cricket  field  as  a  site 
for  the  colleges,  at  10s.  6d.  per  yard ;  and  the  authorities  of  the 
colleges  had  offered  £15,000  for  Lax's  Gardens.  Hie  authorities 
of  the  colleges  would  put  the  buildings  on  two  acres  of  the  Boll  Park 
site,  and  it  had  been  advocated  in  the  public  press  that  the  Infirmarj 
shonld  be  erected  on  the  other  three  acres.  The  surplus  funds  of 
the  Virgin  Mary  Hospital  were,  under  the  Act  of  Parliament,  to  be 
appropriated  to  educational  purposes ;  and  the  surplus  funds  of  the 
Mary  Magdalene  Hospital  to  medical  purposes.  This  being  so,  how 
could  there  be  a  better  fulfilment  of  the  law  than  by  selling  at  a  cheap 
rate  two  acres  of  the  Cricket  Field,  which  was  part  of  the  Mary  Mag- 
dalene Hospital  property,  as  a  site  for  the  Colleges  of  Science  and 
Medicine.  It  was  the  very  site  for  the  college.  The  Charity 
Commissioners  assented  to  decrease  the  cost  of  the  land  required  as 
a  site  for  Dame  Allan's  School,  sod  so  they  would,  if  approached 
properly,  decrease  the  cost  of  land  required  for  so  meritorious  a 
purpose  as  this,  particularly  as  they  would  be  following  out  the 
Act  of  Parliament,  which  gave  them  control  over  the  surplus  funds 
of  the  Mary  Magdalene  Hospital.  He  concluded  by  moving  the 
confirmation  of  the  Town  Moor  Management  Committee's  report. 

Mr.  C.  S.  Smith  seconded  the  motion. 

Mr.  Aid.  YouKO  said  he  had  never  listened  to  a  speech  of  Mr. 
Aid.  Hamond  with  more  astonishment  than  on  this  occasion.  Mr. 
Aid.  Hamond  had  talked  a  great  deal  about  the  land  on  the  Moor 
and  Leases  being  a  magnificent  gift  from  the  freemen.  All  the 
freemen  consented  to  was  the  extinction  of  their  rights  of  herbage^ 
and  that  was  all  the  interest  the  freemen  had  in  the  Moor.  He 
himself  was  a  freeman,  and  knew  that  it  had  been  established  in  the 
law  courts  that  the  only  interest  the  freemen  had  in  the  Moor  was 
its  herbage.  He  proceeded  to  quote  from  the  discussion  upon  the 
Town  Moor  Bill  at  the  Council  meeting  held  on  March  2,  1870,  as 
follows: — "  Mr.  Bell  said  under  that  clause  (12)  the  Council  had 
power  to  build  a  lodge,  and  he  wanted  to  know  whether  thej 
obtained  all  the  rights  of  freehold  over  the  park  of  85  acres.— Mr. 
Hamond :  Oh,  yes. — Mr.  Aid.  Bell :  It  certainly  does  not  look  like 
it.  The  time  might  arrive  when  it  might  be  considered  deeirable  to 
erect  in  the  park,  if  ever  they  got  it»  a  mmenm..   He  wanted  to

know  it  they  had  power  to  do  ihat  ?— Mr.  Hamond  :  To  do  any- 
tbing.  The  Town  Clerk  has  made  the  clanse  stroDger  than  it  waa, 
'  the  Corporation  may  take  possession  of,  retain,  and  for  erer  here- 
sfter,  hold  and  appropriate.'  "  Sorely  after  that  it  was  impossihle 
to  talk  of  breach  of  faith  with  the  freemen,  especially  when  the 
Gooncil  considered  that,  so  far  as  the  35  sores  of  the  Moor  were 
eoncemed  the  freemen  had  had  far  the  best  of  the  bargain,  hariag 
been  given  by  Mr.  Aid.  Hamond's  park  arrangement  a  Parlia* 
mtntary  title  to  £400  per  annum  from  the  Corporation,  being  eqnal 
to  £200  a  year  for  each  of  the  two  parks.  Mr.  Aid.  Hamond  had 
made  a  moat  misleading  speech,  and  he  (Aid.  Yoang)  quoted  from 
s  letter  which  he  addressed  to  the  Cooncil  on  July  18,  1882,  and 
asid  Mr.  Aid.  Hamond  professed  to  have  a  moat  religious  regard 
for  the  sanctity  of  the  agreement  respecting  the  35  acres  of 
the  Moor,  and  would  not  have  the  land  used  for  any  other 
purpose  than  a  recreation  gronnd ;  and  yet,  in  their  last  Act  of 
Psrliament  power  was  taken  to  appropriate  two  acres  of  the  ground 
kit  the  purpose  of  public  baths.  Having  quoted  from  the  letter  on 
this  subject  which  he  addressed  to  the  Council  in  July,  1883,  he 
udd  he  strongly  objected  to  the  reports  of  the  Town  Moor  Manage- 
Bent  and  the  Schools  and  Charides  Committees,  on  the  gronnd  that 
the  old  Cricket  field  was  not  at  all  a  suitable  site  on  which  to  plaoe 
a  great  educational  institution  intended  to  meet  the  requirements  of 
our  constantly  increasing  population  for  all  time  to  come.  1st. 
Because  the  situation  was  not  at  all  a  desirable  one,  being  in 
proximity  to  recently  made  ground,  composed  of  all  the  filth  and 
refuse  of  the  town,  and  which,  when  built  upon,  must  inevitably  lead 
to  an  outbreak  of  some  fearful  epidemic  2nd.  That  there  wonld 
not  be  snfiicient  space  for  expansion,  nor  for  the  requisite  play 
ground.  3rd.  That  it  would  be  exceedingly  unwise  to  erect  such  a 
hsDdsome  structure  as  was  contemplated,  at  the  back  of  Ellison 
PUuse,  in  a  thoroughfare  which  could  never  lead  anywhere  but  to  a 
comparatively  poor  district,  and  where  it  would  necessarily  be  qnita 
oat  of  sight  Lastly,  because  it  would  be  an  unworthy  proceeding 
on  the  part  of  the  Corporation  to  evade  carrying  out  its  own  agree- 
neat  with  the  authorities  of  the  College  of  Science,  by  selling  them 
Isnds  belonging  to  the  Mary  Magdalene  Hospital  (of  which  they 
were  only  trustees)  at  14s.  6d.  per  yard  below  its  marketable  valne^ 
which,  on  the  2  acres  proposed  to  be  sold,  was  equivalent  to 
a  loss  of  £7,000  to  the  Charity,  and  which  he  was  sure  the 
(2harity  Commissioners  would  never  sanction.  The  fact,  however, 
<tf  two  important  committees  of  the  Council  recommending  such  a 
course,  was  the  strongest  evidence  they  could  have  of  their  high 
citimation  of  the  value  of  the  two  colleges  to  the  general  com* 
munity,  and  afforded  us  a  sufficient  warranty  for  taking  the  neoea* 
isry  steps  to  enable  the  Council  honourably  to  carry  out  the 
sgreement  entered  into  on  the  9th  April,  1880,  and  which  was 
ratified  l^  the  College  of  Physical  Science  on  the  4th  May,  1880, 
This  sgrseBMDt  has  never  been  reaeinded,  bat  still  remained  on  tha 
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(JoQnoil  reoordBi  the  only  difference  now  being  that  the  College 
of  Medicine  pnyed  to  participate  in  the  offer  then  made  to  the 
College  of  Science.  No  more  space  was  a«ked  for,  an4  the 
fusion  of  those  two  beneficial  institutions  must  be  of  immense 
advantage  to  the  district.  Those  who  had  taken  the  trouble  to  go 
through  the  statements  made  in  his  letter  to  the  Council  of  the 
18th  July  last,  would  see  that  the  Council  were  honourably  com- 
mitted to  aid  the  colleges  in  providing  them  with  a  site,  and  it 
would  be  a  clear  breach  of  faith  to  act  otherwise.  Corporations, 
equally  with  private  individuals,  must,  above  every  other  considera- 
tion, scrupulously  guard  their  honour,  remembering  the  favonrite 
axiom  of  one  of  England's  greatest  statesmen,  "  whatever  is  morally 
wrong  can  never  be  politically  right"  He  was  free  to  admit  theru 
were  many  whose  opinions  were  entitled  to  the  highest  consideration, 
who  viewed  with  apprehension  any  building  being  placed  on  the 
Moor,  believing  it  essential  to  the  health  of  the  people  that  this 
noble  heritage  should  remain  undiminished.  Consequently,  to  meet 
these  objections,  he  had  somewhat  altered  the  terms  of  his  amend- 
ment from  what  it  was  orif2:inally,  and  now  proposed  to  devote  the 
money  which  would  be  realised  by  the  sale  of  the  five  acres,  to  the 
purchase  of  other  land  to  be  added  to  the  Town  Moor.  He  should 
likewise  suggest  that  the  Corporation  abandon  the  Parliamentarj 
right  which  it  had  acquired  to  appropriate  two  out  of  the  35  acres 
of  the  Moor  Park  for  the  purposes  of  public  baths,  more 
especially  as  the  same  appeared  to  have  been  sought  and 
obtained  unknown  to  the  majority  of  the  members  of  thia 
Council.  After  the  eloquent  and  forcible  appeals  which  had 
been  made  in  the  public  press,  so  clear  and  convincing  in  support 
of  the  Bull  Park  site  as  the  future  home  for  the  colleges,  he  felt  the 
issue  might  be  safely  left  in  the  hands  of  the  Council,  merelj 
reminding  them  that  the  more  the  colleges  were  called  upon  to  pmj 
for  a  site  the  more  would  their  usefulness  be  crippled.  The  Coonoil 
should  also  remember  that  the  University  of  Glasgow,  through 
being  placed  in  a  beautiful,  airy  situation,  now  numbered  2,000 
students;  that  Mrs.  Elder  (sister  of  the  late  Mr.  Ure,  who 
worked  such  a  marvellous  transformation  in  our  own  Tyne)  bad 
recently  given  it  £12,500  for  the  establishment  of  a  chair  of 
naval  architecture;  that  £750  had  just  been  voted  towards  the 
creation  of  a  similar  object  here  by  the  conunittee  of  the  late 
exhibition  at  Tynemouth ;  and  he  had  just  learnt  that  a  gentleman 
had  munificently  offered  £60,000  for  the  extension  of  Owen'e 
College  at  Manchester ;  all  going  to  show  the  deep  interest  now 
taken  in  the  spread  of  technical  education.  Should  this  great 
metropolis  of  the  north— the  cradle  of  the  locomotive  and  centre  of 
mining,  engineering,  and  manufacturing  activity — be  laggarda  in 
the  race,  and,  out  of  a  mere  sentimental  apprehension  of  plaoittg 
bricks  and  mortar  on  the  Moor,  violate  a  clear  and  distinct  agree- 
ment^ and  thus  stifie  a  movement,  the  accomplishment  of  which  would 
io  materially  aid  and  enoouhige  seientific  reoeaich  in  our  midst.    He 
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fid  not  take  a  single  step  to  find  a  site  for  the  College  without  first 
eonaulting  Mr.  Aid.  Hamond,  who  expressed  his  hearty  concnrrence 
in  the  proposal,  and  went  so  far  as  to  arge  him  that  the  site  should 
be  ten  acres  instead  of  Rve^  and  suggested  that  the  price  he  £500 
an  acre.  He  proposed  the  following  amendment : — '*lst.  That  the 
joint  memorial  from  the  Colleges  of  Physical  Science  aud  of 
Medicine,  presented  to  the  Council  on  the  13th  Jane  last,  praying 
for  a  site  on  the  Bull  Park,  Town  Moor,  for  their  proposed  new 
bnilding,  on  the  terms  agreed  upon  between  the  Corporation  and  the 
College  of  Physical  Science,  on  the  9th  April,  1880 — viz.,  that  they 
ahoold  have  five  acres  at  the  rate  of  £500  per  acre,  with  permission 
to  boild  on  only  two  acres  thereof — be  and  is  hereby  granted.  2nd. 
That  in  order  to  preserve  the  present  open  acreage  of  the  Town 
Moor,  the  £2,500  which  will  accrue  from  the  said  sale  be  applied  to 
the  purchase  of  other  land  to  be  added  to  the  Town  Moor,  and  held 
by  the  Corporation,  subject  to  the  same  conditions  upon  which  they 
now  hold  the  Town  Moor.  3rd.  That  the  Town  Clerk  be  instructed  to 
take  the  necessary  steps  for  giving  legal  effect  hereto.  4th.  That  in  the 
meantime  the  united  colleges  be  offered  Singleton  House  and  gronnd 
in  Northumberland  Street,  as  a  temporary  domicile,  ai  such  renial  as 
may  be  agreed  upon,  until  a  permanent  building  is  secured  for  them.'* 

Mr.  TouLL  seconded  the  amendment. 

Mr.  W.  Wilson  said  he  did  not  admit  that  the  freemen's  rights 
rm  the  Moor  were  limited  only  to  the  herbage ;  and  he  objected  to 
Mr.  Aid.  Young  saying  that  the  parliamentary  title  of  the  freemen 
io  the  £400  a  year  had  any  connection  whatever  with  the  parks. 

Mr.  Bbowhb  said  that  having  been  for  a  long  time  past 
intimately  connected  with  the  College  of  Science,  he  was  rather 
anxions  to  have  an  opportunity  of  placing  that  institution  in  a 
proper  light  before  the  Council  in  regard  to  this  question.  Mr.  Aid. 
Huaond  had  inadvertently  placed  the  College  authorities  in  rather  a 
false  position  with  respect  to  the  way  they  accepted  the  offer  of  the 
Boll  Park  Land  at  £500  an  acre.  When  they  first  proposed  to 
offer  the  land  at  £.300  an  acre,  the  Council  knew  perfectly  well  the 
College  had  not  fnnds  to  buy  the  land ;  and  when  the  College 
authorities  said  they  accepted  the  offer  on  condition  they  raised  the 
money,  it  meant  that  they  accepted  it  on  the  conditions  offered  to 
them.  Practically  speaking,  the  College  made  the  most  unqualified 
aeoeptanee  of  that  offer  that  a  human  being  could  make.  It  had 
been  obeerred  that  the  College  authorities  had  offered  a  large  sum 
for  Lax's  Gardens  ;  but  they  contemplated  re-selling  a  great  deal  of 
the  Und.  They  never  ocmtemplated  placing  the  Colleges  on  a  site 
which  cost  £15,000.  As  to  the  public  press  stating  that  the 
Ittfiimary  should  be  placed  alongside  the  Colleges  at  the  Bull  Park, 
he  would  say  that,  having  been  almost  invariably  present  at  the  meet- 
inga  in  connection  with  the  College  of  Science,  he  did  not  think  the 
qneation  of  placing  the  Infirmary  there  had  ever  been  brought  for- 
ward by  any  member  of  the  Committee  ;  and  he  did  not  think  such 
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an  idea  had  been  contemplated  since  they  joined  forces  with  the 
Ooilege  of  Medicine.  Supposing  the  Oonncil  let  bye-gones  be  bye- 
gones,  what  was  the  position  of  the  College  now.  If  the  Gonnoil 
offered  two  sites  and  said,  <'  Here  is  the  Bnll  Park,  and  here  is  the 
Cricket  Field,  which  wonid  you  rather  go  to,"  it  stood  to  reason  the 
authorities  of  the  College  would  reply  "  The  Bull  Park  site  is  by 
far  the  best  site.'*  If  going  to  the  Bnll  Park  involved  unpopularity, 
and  meant  thst  they  would  be  doing  something  the  people  of 
Newcastle  would  not  like  them  to  do,  then  he  would  say,  ''  The 
College  is  a  public  institution  ;  we  wish  the  College  to  be  popular; 
to  have  no  one  its  enemy,  but  all  its  friends ;  and  we  implicitly  trust 
the  Corporation  of  Newcastle  to  weigh  all  the  interests  of  the  College, 
with  all  the  interests  on  the  other  side,  and  do  what  is  best  and 
fairest  for  Newcastle ;  and  if  they  do  so  we  shall  be  satisfied.*' 

Mr,  Cabse  said  he  had  reason  to  believe  that  the  College 
snihorities  were  perfectly  satisfied  with  the  Cricket  Field  site.  Mr. 
Aid.  Young,  in  a  letter  to  the  Chronicle,  stated  that  the  recommenda- 
tion of  the  committee  was  passed  in  consequence  of  the  misrepresen- 
tations of  lilr.  Richardson.  Mr.  Richardson  simply  read  the  report 
of  the  council  of  the  College  of  Science,  and,  therefore  could  not 
have  misrepresented  them. 

Mr.  Aid.  Cail  said  the  Bull  Park  was  the  most  suitable  site  for 
the  Colleges ;  and  he  was  sorry  the  Council  were  not  likely  to  aasist 
Mr.  Aid.  Toung  in  securing  that  site.  When  the  people  of  New- 
castle consider  the  subject  in  after  years  they  would  come  to  the 
condusion  that  Mr.  Aid.  Young's  view  was  the  right  one. 

Mr.  BiOHABDsoir  said  Mr.  Aid.  Hamond  had  taken  the  line  he 
himself  would  have  taken  ;  he  had  shown  that  the  agreement  (if  it 
might  be  called  an  agreement)  between  the  College  of  Science  and 
the  Corporation  was  purely  a  conditional  one.  The  College  author- 
ities had  been  in  search  of  other  sites,  showing  clearly  that  there  was 
no  contract  between  them  and  the  Council ;  and  he  believed  they 
even  negotiated  for  the  purchase  of  this  miserable  place,  the  Town 
Hall ;  and  they  were  welcome  to  it.  It  was  also  true  that  they 
negotiated  for  the  purchase  of  Lax's  Gardens ;  all  this  indicating 
that  the  College  authorities  did  not  think  an  agreement  was 
existing.  A  deputation,  headed  by  Mr.  Bell,  in  June  last  waited 
upon  the  Council,  and  asked  them  to  reconsider  the  question  of 
granting  the  Bull  Park  site  ;  and  since  then  the  Schools  and 
Charities  Committee  had  received  a  written  application  from  the 
College  of  Science,  asking  for  the  Cricket  Field  site.  In  the  letter 
to  whicli  Mr.  Carse  had  referred,  Mr.  Aid.  Young  stated  that  the 
College  authorities  made  the  application  to  the  SchoolR  and  Charities 
Committee  because  he  (Mr.  Richardson)  had  told  the  College 
authorities  there  was  not  the  slightest  chance  of  getting  the  Ball 
Park  site.  He  entered  a  total  disclumer  to  that  assertion ;  it  was 
not  correct  ;  he  never  souf^ht  an  interview  with  a  single  member  of 
the  College  of  Science.    Two  of  those  gentlemen,  Mr.  Browne  and 
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Mr.  Bell,  waited  upon  him,  and  they  discosBod  the  question  quietly, 
temperatdy,  and  intelligently,  and  Mr.  Bell  said  to  him,  **  I 
thofonghly  appreciate  your  opposition  to  the  Bull  Park  site,  and  I 
hope  you  will  do  your  best  to  get  us  another  site.'*  He  deprecated 
the  practice  of  members  of  the  Council  rushing  into  the  public 
press  upon  questions  which  were  being  discussed  by  the  Oouncil  ; 
the  Coaneil  Chamber  was  the  arena  for  the  proper  discussion  of 
questions  of  public  utility ;  let  them  by  fair  and  exhaustive  discus- 
sion try  to  confince  the  judgment  of  the  Council,  and  not  to  haye 
outside  that  button-holing,  and  intriguing,  and  inspiring  editors 
and  sub-editors  of  the  press.  The  Cricket  Field  site  was  the  TOty 
site  the  College  authorities  originally  asked  the  Council  for.  Four 
years  ago  Mr.  Hodgkin  and  other  members  of  the  College 
committee  waited  upon  the  Schools  and  Charities  Committee,  and 
told  them  they  had  searched  the  town  through,  and  the  Cricket 
Field  site  was  the  best  they  could  find ;  and  that  site  was  arailable 
at  any  moment  It  was  not  the  College  of  Science  authorities  who 
were  forcing  the  Bull  Park  site  upon  the  Council,  but  solely  Mr. 
Aid.  Young.  [Mr.  Youll  :  "  No."]  A  deputation  waited  upon 
the  Council  a  few  weeks  ago ;  Mr.  Aid.  Young  raked  the  city  for 
days  to  get  the  deputation  to  come,  and  when  they  did  come  they 
only  spoke  in  their  own  name ;  and  one  of  the  deputation  said  there 
waa  not  room  in  the  Cricket  Field  site  for  expansion,  as  the  site 
waa  only  two  acres  and  a  half  in  extent  But  Mr.  Aid.  Young 
told  the  Council  the  College  authorities  would  build  on  only  2  or 
2|  acres  of  the  Bull  Park  site.  What  then  became  of  the  arrange- 
ments  for  extension  and  expansion.  It  was  a  pity  Mr.  Bunning 
had  listened  to  the  inspirations  of  Mr.  Aid.  Young,  and  written  a 
letter.  The  annual  report  of  the  governing  body  of  the  College  of 
Science,  presented  this  year,  contained  the  following : — *'  The 
Council,  in  presenting  their  annual  report  to  the  governors  at  the 
second  ordinary  general  meeting  of  the  College,  consider  that  all 
the  well-wishers  of  this  institution  have  reason  to  be  gratified  with 
the  arrangement  which  has  been  made  with  the  Medical  College  of 
Newcastle,  whereby  it  is  contemplated  that  the  whole  of  the 
energies  of  the  two  bodies  will  be  combined  under  the  general  direc- 
tion of  the  University  of  Durham.  The  Medical  College  has  for 
many  years  exercised  a  very  powerful  influence  upon  the  scientific 
education  of  the  district,  and,  although  its  training  has  been  in  one 
direction  only,  yet  it  must  be  remembered  that  much  of  it  has 
necessarily  tended  to  enlarge  the  general  as  well  as  the  technical 
knowledge  of  the  students.  The  alliance  and  efforts  of  these  bodies 
will,  it  may  be  hoped,  command  the  confidence  of  the  district. 
We  trust  that  the  future  union  of  the  two  Colleges  will  be  a  pledge 
of  the  good  prospect  wc  have  in  the  future  of  soon  being  in  posses- 
ion of  an  edifice  that  will  be  an  ornament  to  the  city,  and  a  means 
of  increasing  the  efficiency  of  the  Colleges  by  giving  them  additional 
room  and  accommodation  to  carry  on  the  studies  of  th«  students. 
This  prospect  has  bten  brought  nearer  to  us  through  the  kindness 
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and  consideration  with  which  the  Gorporatioa  of  the  citj  has 
received  the  application  of  the  two  Counols  for  the  grant  of  a  siiCL 
Seeing  the  difficnlties  which  wonld  have  to  he  encountered  before 
a  suitable  portion  of  land  could  be  sold  to  ns  on  the  Ball  Park  site, 
the  Schools  and  Charities  Commissioners  have  kindly  promised 
their  sanction  to  the  allotment  of  a  portion  of  the  Cricket  Field, 
advantageously  situated  for  the  purpose,  at  a  price  which  may  bo 
considered  as  highly  advantageous  to  the  colleges.  This,  withoat 
debarring  us  from  continuing  our  negotiations  for  what  may  ba 
with  reason  considered  as  the  better  site  at  the  Bull  Park,  assurea 
ns  of  a  situation  which,  although  it  may  be  second  to  the  Boll  Park 
site,  yet  may  nevertheless,  under  the  circumstances,  be  advantageous 
in  the  long  run  to  the  interests  of  the  College."  This  report  oon- 
tained  the  expression  of  the  mind  of  the  College  authorities. 
Arguments  in  abundance  had  been  given  against  building  on  the 
Moor  ;  and  he  hoped  the  Council  wonld  on  this  occasion  show  that 
they  were  faithful  to  their  trust,  and  preserve  the  Moor  intact. 

Mr.  YouLL  hoped  the  Council  would  not  be  led  away  to  settle 
this  question  on  personal  matters  which  had  no  reference  to  it.  He 
was  afraid  the  Council  had  been  led  to  discuss  the  question,  not  so 
much  npon  its  merits  as  upon  the  personal  differences  between  Mr. 
Aid.  Hamond  and  Mr.  Aid.  Young  (''  No,  no  "),  and,  therefore,  he 
asked  the  Council  to  pause  before  coming  to  any  conclusion  that 
day.  The  Governors  of  the  College  of  Science  were  clearly  of 
opinion  that  the  Bath  Boad  site  was  only  the  second  best  site,  and 
they  would  never  go  to  it  if  they  could  get  the  Bull  Park  site.  Mr. 
Aid.  Hamond  had  referred  to  the  value  of  the  Boll  Park  site  aa 
£1  5s.  per  square  yard,  but  he  forgot  that  for  building  purposes 
one-third  of  the  land  would  be  required  for  streets,  ^e  highest 
price  the  Council  had  got  for  land  in  that  neighbourhood  was,  he 
thought,  188.  per  yard.  [Mr.  Richardson:  "One  guinea'']. 
Well,  it  might  be  one  guinea  per  yard  ;  and  if  it  was  a  question  of 
the  value  of  land,  one  guinea  per  square  yard  was  too  high  a  price 
to  pay  for  land  for  recreation  purposes. 

Mr.  Richardson  :  But  we  do  not  pay  for  it 

Mr.  YouLL  :  If  the  Council  did  not  pay  for  the  land  for  recrea- 
tion purposes,  then  it  was  not  right  to  suggest  that  the  College 
people  should  pay  for  it  at  the  building  site  price.  He  thought 
£500  per  acre  was  a  fair  proposal.  He  urged  the  Council  not  to 
let  this  qut^stion  be  settled  on  any  side  question  of  personal  feeling. 
("  No,  no.")  He  hoped  they  would  consider  the  question  purely 
and  simply  on  its  merita  If  the  Council  would  not  give  the  Boll 
Park  site,  he  hoped  the  College  authorities  would  not  accept  the 
Bath  Road  site,  but  would  wait  until  they  could  obtain  a  suitable 
site,  where,  as  one  of  the  last  deputation  stated,  the  College  would 
not  be  cribbed,  cabined,  and  confined. 

Mr.  Oliver  said  that  if  the  building  for  the  Colleges  was  to  be 
a  handsome  structure,  the  site  should  be  more  thm  2^  aeres  in 
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extent.  That  space  would  be  occupied  by  the  bnilding  alone,  and 
there  should  be  some  open  ground  around  it.  With  only  2^  acres 
in  Bath  Road,  he  could  not  conceire  how  there  could  be  a  handsome 
building.  Owen's  College,  Manchester,  was  a  magnificent  building, 
standing  in  grounds  many  acres  in  extent.  Glasgow  TJniyersity  also 
stood  in  a  handsome  park,  and  the  people  there  did  not  think  it  too 
far  from  the  town.  It  seemed  to  him  that  if  they  wished  to  sustain 
the  character  of  Newcastle  as  an  architectural  city — ^for  it  was  an 
architectural  city  which  Grainger  and  others  had  made — ^the  greatest 
care  should  be  exercised  in  the  selection  of  sites  for  our  public 
bnilding  8.  He  felt  satisfied  that  there  was  a  personal  squabble 
underlying  this  matter  ("No,  no");  and  he  hoped  the  Council 
would  not  to-day  decide  the  question.  As  to  parks,  had  the  city 
not  enough  of  parks  ?  None  of  the  other  sites  referred  to  seemed 
so  suitable  for  the  Colleges  as  the  Bull  Park  site.  Lax*s  Gardens, 
if  there  had  been  a  good  road  through  it,  would  be  the  most 
desirable  site,  but  second  to  that  at  the  Bull  Park. 

Mr.  WikLTER  SooTT  thought  it  would  be  a  ridiculous  thing  to 
build  a  large  block  of  buildings,  such  as  the  Collejsres  would  require, 
f>n  a  site  of  only  2^  acres  in  extent,  in  ^ath  Road,  alongside  of  a 
back  street. 

Mr.  Joseph  B.  Ellis  said  the  Council  in  1870  obtained  the  85 
acres  of  the  Moor  under  an  Act  of  Parliament  to  be  made  into  a 
recreation  giound;  in  1881,  by  another  Act  of  Parliament,  the 
Council  receiyed  sanction  to  take  part  of  the  35  acres  on  the  Nun's 
Moor  ;  and  what  position  would  the  Corporation  be  in  it,  having 
obtained  Parliamentary  sanction  on  two  former  occasions,  they 
applied  to  Parliament  to  alter  the  purpose  for  which  the  land  was 
given  7  The  Council  could  not  give  or  sell  the  Bull  Park  land  to 
the  Coll^res  without  receiving  the  sanction  of  Parliament.  The 
Colleges  were  for  the  benefit  of  almost  the  whole  world,  and  not  for 
the  sole  benefit  of  Newcastle. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hahond  replied  upon  the  discussion.  He  said  that  if 
the  Council  were  willing  to  grant  the  Bull  Park  site  there  was  no 
chance  of  the  Colleges  obtaining  possession  of  it,  because  Parliament 
would  throw  in  the  teeth  of  the  Council  the  two  former  Acts  of 
Parliament ;  and,  besides,  the  application  to  Pafliament  would  be 
opposed  most  bitterly  by  the  freemen,  and  a  large  number  of  the 
inhabitants  of  the  town.  He  denied  that  he  had  any  personal 
feeling  in  the  matter.  He  maintained  that  he  had  undervalued  the 
Bnll  Park  as  building  land,  and  stated  that,  on  account  of  the  shape 
of  the  land,  it  could  be  built  on  all  four  sides,  and  very  little  of  it 
would  be  required  for  streets.  Since  1837,  £400  a  year  had  been 
paid  by  the  Corporation  to  the  freemen  for  the  privilege  of  having 
certain  road*  made  upon  the  Town  Moor.  When  he  came  into  the 
Conncil  he  found  that  the  £400  a  year  was  being  paid  for  nothing, 
as  none  of  the  roads  had  been  made  ;  and  he  took  upon  himself  to 
pfomote  the  making  of  the  splendid  road  across  the  Moor.    The 
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JC400  a  year  had  nothing  whatever  to  do  with  the  two  parka.  He 
wanted  this  question  to  he  eettled  once  for  all  upon  ite  merits.  He 
showed  that  the  Goancil  had  power  to  baild  a  public  maseom  ia  Aa 
public  parks  if  they  thought  pr<;^r.  They  bad  tak^  power  in  the 
Act  to  take  two  acres  for  baths.  As  soon  as  the  matter  was  settled, 
he  intended  to  bring  before  the  Town  Moor  Management  Committee 
a  scheme  to  devote  the  intake  of  1}  or  Ij  acres,  held  by  Mr. 
Watson,  for  swimming  baths  for  the  town  generally.  He  ooncladed 
by  urging  the  Council  to  adopt  the  motion,  and  hold  inviolate  the 
tmst  committed  to  them. 

The  Council  voted  as  follows  : —

Oliver,  SanderMWu  W.  SonM, 
Calvert,  Temple,  G.  R.  Hedley,  J.  Barker  Ellis,  Stoat,  and  Campbell— 16. 

Against  the  Amendment  :— The  Sheriff ;  Aldermen  StephenaoD,  Potter, 
Angus,  Hamond,  Gregson,  Stewart,  Milvain,  Wilsoo,  Ridley,  and  Barkas ; 
Councillors  Dobson,  Ingledew,  W.  Wilson,  C.  8.  Smith,  Owen,  W.  Bmitl^ 
Jackson,  Carse,  Annan,  Calley,  Andersen,  Stephens,  Joseph  B.  Ellia,  Satfeon, 
Johnson,  Dixon,  Henzell,  Kicbardson,  Bowden,  Hepworth,  Scholefield, 
Hepburn,  Birkeit,  Liaird,  and  Goolden — 36. 

Declined  to  Vote  ;— The  Mayor  and  Councillor  Browne. 

The  amendment  was  negatived,  and  the  confirinatiou  of  the  report 
was  agreed  to  apon  a  show  of  hands. 

Mr.  Aid  Angus  move<l  the  confirmation  of  the  report  of  the 
Schools  and  Oharities  Committee,  recommending  the  grant- 
ing of  a  site  in  the  Cricket  Field,  Bath  Road,  as  a  site  for  the 
Colleges  of  Science  and  Medicine  [p.  448,  volnme  for  1882-3].  The 
report  contained  the  following  resolntion  : — *'  That  the  Secn^tary 
of  the  colleges  be  informed  that,  failing  the  ecasent  of  the 
Council  being  given  to  the  sale  to  the  colleges  of  a  site  in  the 
Bull  Park,  this  oommittee  is  prepared  to  recommend  the  ConiMt)  to 
accept  the  offer  of  the  Colleges  for  two  acres  ip  the  Cricket  Field  at 
10s.  6d.  per  yard,  snbject  to  the  approval  of  the  Charitj  Com- 
missioners." The  Alderman  said  he  thought  it  vas  five  jears  at 
least  since  the  attention  of  the  authorities  of  the  College  of  Science 
was  drawn  to  the  Cricket  Field  site,  and  they  approved  of  it,  and 
were  very  mnch  pleased  with  the  prospect  of  getting  it ;  and  it  waa 
not  until  the  Bull  Park  site  came  before  them  that  they  were  dis- 
satisfied. In  the  prospect  of  being  thrown  without  a  site,  the  Collega 
authorities  made  an  application  for  the  Bath  Road  site,  on  the  terms 
named  in  the  report,  and  stated  that  two  acres  would  be  sufiScient 
for  the  two  colleges.  He  believed  the  Charity  Commissioners  would 
be  willing  to  agree  to  the  recommendation.  The  charity  to  which 
the  ground  belonged  was,  in  the  first  place,  a  medical  diarity,  and 
had,  in  connection  with  Dame  Allan's  School,  already  shown  a 
desire  to  promote  education. 

Mr.  RiCHABDSOK  seconded  the  motion. 

Mr.  HsNasLL  said  he  was  reluctant  to  say  one  word  in 
opposition  to  the  motion  proposed  by  Mr.  Aid.  Angus.  He  could 
readily  vote  for  a  site  being  granted  to  the  coUefss,  but  be  ^obyeeled 
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to  tiie  price  to  be  paid  for  the  site.  The  Act  of  Parliament  stated 
three  wajs  in  which  the  rerenae  of  the  hospital  could  be  applied  : 
one  wu  the  establishment  of  an  hospital  for  incurable*,  which  the 
Ooancil  had  decided  opon  ;  another  was  to  establish  a  convalescent 
home ;  and  the  third  way  was  to  divide  the  snrplns  revenne  amon/2:  the 
medical  institntions  j  and  be  objected  to  the  revenae  of  tbe  hospital 
being  applied  to  any  other  purpose  than  those  authorised  by  the 
Act,  and  sanctioned  by  tbe  Council.  The  difference  between  what  the 
land  had  already  been  sold  for,  and  the  price  now  recommended  by 
the  committee,  meant  a  loss  to  the  charity  of  something  like  £5,000 
to  £7,000 — a  sum  which  wonld  produce  £150  to  £200  a  year, 
applicable  to  the  purposes  of  the  charity.  Many  of  the  remarks  of 
Mr.  Aid.  Hamond  respecting  the  Corporation  being  trustees  for  the 
public  in  regard  to  the  parks,  would  apply  with  equal  force  to  their 
being  tmstees  for  this  charity.  The  committeeof  the  College  of  Science 
were  men  of  wealth,  and  ought  not  to  ask  for  a  grant  of  land  so 
much  under  its  value,  thereby  depriving  a  useful  charity  of  a  large 
•nm.  He  felt  that  he  must  enter  his  protest  against  this  proposal. 
The  College  of  Science  was  not  a  medical  institution.  The  College  of 
Medicine  might  be  brought  within  the  terms  of  the  act,  but  only  in  a 
mall  way. 

Mr.  Wm.  Smith  said  there  were  only  16  incurables  in  the  dis- 
trict, and  by  establishing  an  hospital  for  them  the  committee  would 
be  spending  a  large  sum  of  money  for  the  benefit  of  a  very  small 
section  of  the  people.     He  supported  Mr.  Aid.  Angus*6  motion. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamovd  said  the  Counml  were  not  trustees  for  the 
Magdalene  Hospital  property  in  the  same  way  that  they  were 
troiteea  for  the  public  parka  The  hospital  property  was  under  the 
eoDtiol  of  the  Charity  Commissioners,  who  had  the  right,  under  the 
Act  of  Parliament,  to  decide  what  price  should  be  paid  for  the  lend. 

Mr.  Aid.  Barkas  asked  whether  the  two  acres  embraced  the 
whole  of  the  south  side  of  the  Cricket  Field,  or  only  a  portion  of  it 

Mr.  Aid.  Asous  replied  that  the  site  comprised  the  whole  of  the 
■oiitli  side  of  the  field.  Mr.  Henzell  was,  perhaps,  not  aware  that 
the  Charity  Commissioners  had,  under  the  Act  of  Parliament, 
power  to  make  rednctions  in  the  price  of  land ;  and  it  waa  the 
Charity  Commissioners  who  suggested  to  the  Schools  and  Charities 
Committee  the  reasonableness  and  propriety  of  reducing  the  price  of 
land  at  the  Cricket  Field  for  educational  purposes. 

The  motion  waa  agreed  to  on  a  show  of  hands. 

THE  HOSPITAL  FOR  INCURABLBS. 

Mr.  Aid.  Avoos  moved  the  confirmation  of  the  report  of  the 
Schools  and  Charities  Committee  relative  to  the  appointment  of  a 
matron  and  medical  officer  for  the  Hospital  fpr  Incurables  [p.  24]. 
He  Mid  that  since  the  last  meeting  of  the  Council  he  and  other 
nembers  of  the  committee  had  seen  the  hospitals  at  London  and 
Manchester,  and  were  very  much  gratified  to  see  the  amount  of 
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comfort  and  kelp  afforded  at  those  places  to  very  pitiable  patients  ; 
and  he  had  no  donbt  the  Coancil  woald  look  hack  with  pleasure  to 
the  day  they  resolved  to  establish  a  hospital  for  Incurables  in 
Newcastle.  He  mored  the  adoption  of  the  report,  with  the  altera- 
tion of  the  limit  of  age  to  50  years. 
Mr.  Hknzbll  seconded  the  motion. 

Mr.  Aid.  Oreosox  said  it  was  absnrd  on  the  part  of  the  Council 
to  sanction  an  expenditure  of  £1,000  a  year  to  support  15  incnrables. 
Why  not  keep  them  at  their  own  homes,  and  so  do  away  with  the 
necessity  of  having  a  medical  staff,  matron,  and  norses. 

Mr.  Wm.  Smith  considered  the  establishment  of  the  hospital  a 
great  waste  of  money. 

The  Cpnncil  voted  as  follows  : —

Decltked  to  Vote  :— Councillors  Annan  and  Goolden— 2. 

The  motion  was  agreed  to. 

THE  nun's  UOOB  RECREATION  QROUND. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamond  moved  the  confirmation  of  the  Town  Moor 
Management  Committee's  report  relative  to  the  appropriation  of  25 
acres  of  the  Nun*s  Moor  for  the  purposes  of  a  recreation  gronnd  [p. 
448  in  Tolnme  for  1882-3].  He  said  £4  per  acre  per  year  woald  be 
paid  as  an  acknowledgment  to  the  freemen.  The  committee  wished  to 
have  authority  to  get  the  agreement  drawn  np  and  carried  ont. 

Mr.  Joseph  R  Ellis  seconded  the  motion. 

Mr.  Aid.  Barkas  thought  that,  as  the  honr  was  late,  it  was 
nndesirable  to  consider  the  subject  now.  He  knew  some  members 
of  the  Council,  who  strongly  objected  to  the  proposal,  had  left  the 
meeting,  notably  Mr.  Carse,  who  proposed  to  move  an  amendment. 
It  was  really  an  open  question  whether  the  Council  should  take  any 
of  the  Moor  at  the  price  named.  He  moved,  as  an  amendment,  that 
the  consideration  of  the  report  be  postponed  until  the  next  meeting 
of  the  Council. 

Mr.  Dixon  seconded  the  amendment. 

Mr.  Aid.  Haxond  said  it  would  be  prejudicial  to  the  interests  of 
the  people  at  the  west  end  if  this  matter  was  postponed  any  longer. 
If  members  did  not  wait  until  the  business  of  the  meeting  was 
concluded,  those  who  remained  should  not  be  blamed. 

Mr.  Sutton  said  that,  taking  into  account  the  immense  nnmber 
of  houses  being  built  in  close  proximity  to  the  Nun's  Moor,  it  was 
right  to  press  the  matter  upon  the  Council  for  deciiion. 
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Mr.  Aid.  QBBoaoN  :  Why  should  we  pay  £4  an  acre  per  year  ? 
Is  the  Nuns'  Moor  not  a  part  of  the  original  grant  of  35  acres  ? 

The  TowH  Glbbk  :  Na 

Mr.  TooLL  said  that  this  proposal  was  clearly  an  attempt  to  oTer- 
ride  an  Act  of  Parliament.  The  Improvement  Act  of  1881  approved 
of  an  arrangement  being  made  to  exchange  part  of  the  35  acres  of 
the  Moor  adjoining  the  North  Road  for  a  part  of  the  Nuns*  Moor. 
The  Council  should  be  told  what  part  of  the  35  acres  at  the  North 
Road  was  to  be  given  up  for  the  Nuns'  Moor  land.  The  considera- 
tion of  the  report  should  not  be  forced  on  when  so  many  members 
were  absent,  especially  as  it  was  not  expected  that  it  would  be 
reached  to-dlay.  It  was  only  fair  that  the  matter  should  be  fully 
discussed ;  and  if  forced  on  now  the  discussion  would  perhaps  be 
revived  on  a  future  occasion ;  and  when  it  did  come  to  a  vote^  he 
would  vote  for  a  recreation  ground  on  the  Nuns'  Moor. 

Mr.  Stbphbns  :  Are  those  gentlemen  who  have  waited  here  to 
attend  to  the  business  to  be  punished  because  others  have  gone 
away  ? 

Mr.  BowDBN  had  no  objection  to  a  recreation  ground  on  the 
Nuna'  Moor ;  but  was  it  competent  for  the  Corporation  to  pay  £4 
an  acre  per  year  for  it?  He  understood  from  Mr.  YouU  that  there 
was  to  be  an  exchange  of  land. 

Mr.  JoBBPH  B.  Ellis  said  the  report  was  agreed  to  by  19  votes 
to  2y  at  a  meeting  of  the  Town  Moor  Management  Committee  at 
which  Mr.  Carse  was  present. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamond  said  the  Improvement  Act  of  1881  empowered 
the  Council,  if  they  pleased,  to  make  an  exchange,  acre  for  acre,  of 
part  of  the  Town  Moor  for  part  of  the  Nuns'  Moor.  Nobody  in 
their  senses  would  exchange  the  Moor  at  the  Bull  Park  for  the 
Nuna'  Moor.  The  Council  had  power  to  pay  the  freemen  £4  an 
acre  for  dispossessing  them  of  the  herbage  of  any  part  enclosed,  the 
same  as  was  done  at  the  Brandling  Park,  and  the  cricket  field  on 
the  Nuns'  Moor,  enclosed  for  the  soldiers.  This  subject  had  been 
before  the  Council  for  some  months,  and  those  who  wanted  to  oppose 
the  report  should  have  remained.

THE  PB0P08ED  RECREATION  GROUND  ON  THE  NUN's  MOOR. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamond  said  the  agreement  ¥nth  the  Stewards'  Com- 
mittee of  the  Freemen  for  the  enclosare  of  25  acres  of  the  Nan's 
Moor,  for  the  purpose  of  a  recreation  ground,  was  not  yet  ready  to 
be  sealed  ;  and  it  would  stand  oyer  until  the  next  meeting. 

Mr.  Carsb  said  he  would  oppose  the  sealing  of  the  agreement  on 
the  gi^)nnd  that  the  freemen  had  no  power  to  grant  such  an  agree- 
ment, and  the  Corporation  had  no  power  to  make  such  an  i^greement.

Hamond  moved  the  sealing  of  the  conveyanoe  of  an 
outlying  portion  of  the  Moor,  containing  295  square  yards  at  Spital 
Tongues,  to  N.  G.  Clayton;  price  £85.  He  said  the  Corporation 
had  power,  with  the  sanction  of  the  freemen,  to  sell  this  land,  part 
of  which  would  be  built  upon,  and  the  other  part  would  be  thrown 
into  the  public  street  The  sale  had  been  agreed  to  by  the  Goondl, 
and  the  conveyance  now  came  up  to  be  sealed. 

Mr.  Aid.  Wilson  seconded  the  motion. 

Mr.  Joseph  B.  Ellis  said  that  land  in  the  same  district  was 
selling  at  Ids.  and  £1  per  square  yard.  The  price  of  this  land  was 
only  5s.  9j^d.  per  yard.    This  required  some  explanation. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamond  said  the  price  was  at  the  rate  of  6s.  per  square 
yard.  About  half  of  the  land  would  be  thrown  into  the  street,  and 
that  must  be  added  to  the  price. 

Mr.  Joseph  B.  Ellis  :  That  is  always  done  wherever  people 
make  a  new  street. 

Mr.  Aid.  EUhond:  No.     It  is  part  of  the  bargain. 
Agreed  to.

Mr.  Aid  Stewart  presented  the  third  annual  report  of  the  Public 
Libraries  Committee,  and  moved  that  it  be  printed  and  drcolated 
among  the  members  of  the  Council     [See  appendix.] 

Mr.  QuiN  seconded  the  motion. 

Agreed  to 
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THB  QBAIN  WABBUOUSB. 

Mr.  Aid.  Stephenson  presented  and  moved  that  the  following 
report  be  printed  and  circolated  among  the  Gonncil  :— 

After  the  presentation  of  the  report  of  the  committee  on  4th  April  last, 
the  FinaDce  Committee  received  a  communication  from  tiio  Gram  Ware- 
houe  Company,  stating  that  thejr  would  be  unable  to  carry  out  all  the  pro- 
posals of  the  Corporation  contained  in  that  report.  The  committee  have

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The  Mayor  :  To  be  in  order,  yoa  mnst  move  the  Buspenrion  of 
the  standing  orders,  so  that  the  notice  of  motion  may  have  prece- 
dence over  those  which  are  before  it. 

Mr.  Aid.  Stephenson  moved  the  suspension  of  the  standing 
orders  as  required  by  the  Mayor. 

Mr.  YouLL  seconded  the  motion. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamond  said  the  Mancipal  Act  of  1882  required  that 
notice  shonld  be  given,  before  the  meeting  of  the  Cooncil,  of  the 
intention  to  sospend  the  standing  orders,  and  this  being  so,  it  was 
oat  of  the  power  of  the  Council  to  suspend  the  standing  orders 
unless  a  notice  was  npon  the  agenda. 

The  Matob  :  The  custom  of  this  Council  has  been  to  suspend 
the  standing  orders  by  the  vote  of  the  majority.  We  will  be  guided 
by  precedent  in  this  matter. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamond  :  No,  not  against  law. 

The  Mayor  :  The  Town  Clerk  is  omr  law. 

The  Town'  Clerk  :  I  think  the  Council  may  suspend  the  stand- 
ing orders. 

The  motion  for  suspending  the  standing  orders  was  agreed  ta 

Mr.  Aid.  Stephenson  moved  the  confirmation  of  the  Finance 
Committee's  report  He  said  the  Committee  wished  to  ex- 
tend the  Corporation  stock  by  the  amount  of  £100,000, 
divided  into  two  moieties  of  £50,000,  one  moiety  to  be 
redeemable,  and  the  other  moiety  to  be  irredeemabia  The 
Council  would  be  aware  that  their  first  creation,  under  the  powerj 
of  the  Loans  Act,  1882,  was  £350,000.  The  whole  of  that  sum  was 
readily  and  satisfactorily  taken  up  at  an  interest  not  exceeding  8^ 
per  cent.,  and  at  a  price  for  payment  which  was  equal  to  its  par 
value.  After  that  the  committee  got  the  sanction  of  the  Council  to 
create  a  further  sum  of  £50,000,  which  had  also  been  satisfactorily 
placed,  making  the  total  amount  of  stock  issued  under  the  Act 
£400,000.  (Applause).  The  accountant  had  satisfied  himself  that 
the  documents  representing  the  debts  extingaished  by  the  operation 
of  the  new  loans  had  all  been  cancelled,  and  the  new  scrip  issued, 
and  the  balance  in  the  bank,  was  satisfactory  proof  that  the  whole 
of  the  £50,000  had  been  satisfactorily  attended  to.  The  ooomiittee 
now  asked  for  permission  to  create  £100,000  of  stock,  which  would 
be  required  for  the  following,  among  other  purposes.  To  begin 
with,  there  was  £78,000  of  old  debts  of  the  Corporation,  which 
would  mature  either  for  payment  or  continuation  on  the  21st  March 
next  Two  and  a  half  months  hence,  the  £78,000  would  have  to  be 
dealt  with  in  some  way  ;  and  the  Stock  Committee  had,  he  thought, 
wisely  given  notice  to  the  loan  creditors  that  the  £73,000  (which 
was  at  4  per  cent.)  would  be  paid  off  on  March  21st  unless  the 
lenders  consented  to  continue  the  money  at  8  J  per  cent,  interest. 
(Applause).  A  sum  of  £8,000  would  have  to  be  provided, 
under  the  Contagions  Diseases  (Animals)  Act^  for  the  improve- 
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meiil  and  enlargement  of  the  eattle  aanatoriam  at  St  Lawrence. 
There  wonld  also  be  required  £8,000  to  complete  the  payments 
for  the  new  street  lately  opened,  for  the  sheds  on  the  qaay,  and 
other  similar  charges ;  and  last^  but  not  least,  because  it  appeared 
now  for  the  first  time  in  their  acconnts,  a  snm  of  £8,800  was 
reqnired  as  a  loan  to  the  School  Board.  The  Coancil  would  be 
aware  that  under  their  last  Act  power  was  taken  to  lend  to 
the  School  Board  from  time  to  time  such  capital  sums  as  the 
Board  might  require,  at  a  reasonable  rate  of  interest,  with  redemp- 
tion added,  for  buUding  new  schools  or  enlarging  old  schools. 
The  School  Board  had  availed  themseWes  of  this  privilege,  and 
called  upon  the  Corporation  for  £8,800 ;  and  the  City  Treasurer 
bad  been  in  communication  with  the  treasurer  of  the  School 
Boards  and  arrangements  had  been  completed  for  lending  £8,800 
at  3}  per  cent  interest ;  and  terms  had  also  been  arranged  for  the 
redemption  of  the  capital  amount  over  a  period  of  50  years.  It 
wonld  be  necessary  for  the  Council  to  protect  themselves  by  taking 
from  the  School  Board  a  mortgage  for  the  £8,800 ;  and  as  the 
smount  was  extinguished  by  annual  drawings,  or  sums  set  apart  for 
establishing  a  sinking  fund,  or  purchasing  Corporation  stock,  the 
mortgage  wonld  be  endorsed ;  and  when  the  whole  sum  was  paid 
off  the  mortgage  would  be  handed  back  to  the  Board.  Keeping  in 
mind  the  fact  that  the  School  Board  was  a  corporation,  and  had  no 
purse  of  its  own,  but  drew  upon  the  ratepayers*  purse,  the  New- 
Gsstle  Corporation,  by  giving  the  Board  the  advantage  of  the  great 
credit  enjoyed  by  the  Corporation,  and  which  enabled  them  to  borrow 
money  at  S^  per  cent.,  were  lessening  the  ultimate  cost  of  the  Board's 
operations  to  the  ratepayers.  A  sum  of  £1,625,  which  would  be  the 
cost  of  the  issue — that  was  1  per  cent,  paid  by  the  Corporation  for 
procuration,  stamps,  and  other  expenses — brought  up  the  amount  to 
£100,000.  One  half  of  the  amount  was  to  be  redeemable,  and 
the  other  half  would  be  irredeemable.  The  Stock  Committee— -he 
agreed  perfectly  with  the  view,  and  thought  it  a  very  legitimate 
thing  to  do,  and  sound  finance — thought  that  all  the  short 
loans  at  present  in  existence,  and  which  would  mature  before 
1936,  should  be  placed  under  the  head  of  what  he  would  call 
irredeemable  stocL  The  loans  which  had  longer  currencies  to  run 
wonld  be  under  the  head  of  redeemable  stock.  With  respect  to  this 
redeemable  stock  he  had  facts  and  figures  as  to  how  the  £50,000 
was  to  be  made  up  if  the  Council  wished  to  have  them.  ("No,  no.**) 
Kese  figures  might  stand  over,  because  he  hoped  before  long, 
certainly  by  midsummer,  that  the  entire  sum  of  £500,000,  which 
the  issue  of  this  £100,000  would  increase  the  amount  of  stock  to, 
would  be  placed  on  such  satisfactory  conditions  as  wonld  enable  the 
Stock  Committee  to  put  before  the  Coancil  a  concise  and  satisfactory 
report  of  their  financial  operations.  (Applause.)  He  ventured  to 
assert,  when  they  saw  the  amount  of  capital  spent,  the  amount 
of  capital  money  that  had  been  saved,  the  amount  of  interest  saved 
bgr  redofling  the  interest  from  4  per  cent  to  8|  per  cent|  and  also 
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the  amonnt  sared  in  the  oarrent  working  of  the  aooonnt^  the  Gooneil 
would  think  that  this  splendid  bit  of  financing  woold  prove  to  be 
one  of  the  greatest  boons  that  had  ever  oome  to  the  city  of  New- 
castle. (Applause.)  Instead  of  having  to  pay  £500  a  year 
to  a  bank  for  working  the  aooonnt,  it  would  be  worked  by 
the  Gorporation  officials  without  a  single  penny  of  expense  to  the 
Council.  He  had  the  City  Treasurer's  authority  for  saying  that  not 
a  single  farthiog  extra  expense  had  been  incurred  in  his  office.  The 
only  objection  he  had  heard  to  the  issuing  of  this  stock  was  what 
Mr.  Aid.  Hamond  two  or  three  meetings  ago  called  an  over-lapping 
of  interest — that  was  that  the  Corporation  got  a  sum  of  money  paid 
in  under  the  stock,  and  had  to  keep  it  in  hand  for  some  time  before 
it  was  paid  out,  and  so  interest  was  paid  on  the  money  lent  on  ihe 
issue  of  the  stock,  and  also  to  the  gentlemen  whose  money  the 
Corporation  had  already  in  hand.  The  Stock  Committee  had  been 
fully  alive  to  the  responsibility  attaching  to  this ;  and  they  would  be 
safe  in  the  hands  of  shrewd  men  of  business  like  the  ex -Mayor,  Mr. 
TouU,  and  Mr.  Smith.  Whenever  they  got  a  surplus  sum  of  money 
in  hand  it  was  iuTcsted  in  exchequer  bonds  and  treasury  bills, 
which  brought  in  interest  as  against  the  over-lapping,  and  so  they 
prevented  the  difficulty  which  Mr.  Aid.  Hamond  had  spoken  of. 

Mr.  ToDLL  seconded  the  motion. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamond  said  he  would  not  allow  this  wholesale 
borrowing  of  money  to  pass  without  a  protest  on  his  part.  He  liked 
the  Council  to  be  cool  and  cautious  in  what  they  did.  There  had 
been  £400,000  of  stock  already  issued,  and  the  Finance  Committee, 
or  the  Stock  Committee,  had  not  yet  condescended  to  present  to  the 
Council  a  statement  of  what  payments  had  been  made  with  the 
money.  The  Act  of  Parliament  gave  the  Council  power  to  con- 
solidate their  loans,  so  that  money  might  be  borrowed  at  a  lower 
rate  of  interest,  and  consequently  be  less  burdensome  to  the  borough. 
In  borrowing  this  money  they  had  a  right  only  to  apply  it  to  the 
payment  of  money  borrowed  under  their  different  Acts  of  Parliament; 
and,  before  the  Council  sanctioned  this  further  issue  of  stock,  he 
would  like  to  know  how  much  of  the  loans  under  their  Acts  of 
Parliament  had  been  paid  o£ 

Mr.  Inqlidkw  :  Iredeemable. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamokd  :  There  is  no  word  in  your  Acts  making  your 
stock  irredeemable.  It  is  a  fallacy  and  a  deception  to  make  use  of 
such  a  word.  You  are  bound  under  your  Acts  of  Parliament  to  pay 
off  so  much  a  year.  You  cannot  make  your  stock  irredeemable.  I 
would  like  to  know  what  the  old  debt  is.  Mr.  Aid.  Stephenson 
told  us  of  £78,000  of  old  debt. 

Mr.  Aid.  Stbphbnson:  I  said  it  was  existing  debt  which  will 
mature  on  March  21. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamond  said  he  thought  the  term  *<  old  debt,**  q>plied 
to  the  debt  existing  prior  to  the  Tyne  Commissioners  taking  pos- 
session of  the  Conservancy  of  the  l^e,  and  which  he  beUev^  had 
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dl  been  paid  off  now  excepting  £7,000  or  £8,000.  If  Mr.  Aid. 
8iepheii8on  was  going  hereafter  to  lay  before  the  Council  some 
figures,  he  woald  like  him  to  show,  fairly  and  frankly,  how  mach 
money  had  been  paid  off  under  the  various  Acts  of  Parliament,  so 
that  the  Council  might  know  exactly  how  they  stood.  The  Act  of 
Parliament  gave  the  Council  power  to  consolidate  the  loans,  but  it 
did  not  give  them  power  to  cancel  their  obligations  under  the  various 
^cts  of  Parliament, 
Mr.  Aid.  Stxphketson  :  Certainly  not. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamond  was  proud  that  Newcastle  had  a  credit  through- 
out the  country  second  to  no  other  corporation,  and  they  must  show 
what  they  did  with  the  money  obtained  to  pay  off  the  liahilities. 
He  protested  against  the  Corporation  lending  money  to  the  School 
Bofurd,  which  would  be  wrong  in  principle.  What  security  did  they 
propoee  to  take  from  the  School  Board  ?  The  Education  Acts  gave 
the  Board  every  possible  facility  to  borrow  money  from  the  Qovern- 
ment.  It  was  in  his  opinion  a  farce  for  the  Corporation  to  borrow 
money  out  of  the  right  hand  pocket  of  the  ratepayer,  and  lend  it  to 
the  School  Board,  and  the  interest  payable  by  the  Board  to  be  taken 
out  of  the  left  hand  pocket  of  the  same  ratepayer.  The  Board  had 
power  to  borrow  money ;  and  why  should  the  Council  go  out  of 
their  way  to  borrow  money  and  lend  it  to  the  Board.  The  only 
security  they  oonld  get  from  the  Board  was  the  rate.  (^'Buildings.*') 
The  Board  had  no  power  to  pawn  or  mortgage  their  buildings. 
Some  day  school  boards  might  be  abolished ;  and  if  there  was  to  be 
any  loss  let  the  Qovernment,  which  originated  school  boards,  be 
responsible  for  the  debts  and  liabilities.  If  the  Council  borrowed 
money  to  lend  to  other  people  it  would  be  the  thin  end  of  the  wedge 
for  a  new  system ;  and  the  time  would  come  when  they  would 
bitterly  regret  having  done  such  a  thing  as  to  tax  the  ratepayer  of 
Newcastle  for  such  a  purpose. 

Mr.  Aid.  SooTT  was  surprised  at  hearing  Mr.  Aid.  Hamond's 
remarks.  Why  should  the  School  Board  borrow  money  from  the 
Government  at  a  greater  rate  of  interest,  when  it  could  be  borrowed 
here  t  He  was  surprised  at  Mr.  Aid.  Hamond,  who  was  usually  so 
sensible,  striving  to  make  out  a  case  when  he  knew  perfectly  well 
there  was  no  case  to  make  out. 

Mr.  Aid.  Grbqson  said  he  cordially  agreed  with  Mr.  Aid. 
Hamond.  If  they  looked  around  they  would  see  that  those  who  got 
money  very  easily  generally  ended  by  spending  it  foolishly.  The 
easier  the  Schojl  Board  got  the  money,  the  easier  it  would  be  spent 
He  thought  the  School  Board  was  going  too  far.  Look  at  the 
palatial  buildings  the  Board  erected,  and  the  way  children  were 
sent  into  the  schools — children  with  measles  and  other  diseases.  He 
hoped,  if  he  lived  long  enough,  to  see  the  School  Board  abolished. 
He  believed  in  Gateshead  the  Education  rate  amounted  to  Is.  in  the 
poand;  and  he  was  astonished  there  had  not  been  a  revolution  in  that 
town.    In  Newcastle  the  Education  rate  was  4d.  or  4id.,  and  that 
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was  more  than  was  contemplated  at  the  beginning.  The  Corporatiaii 
had  no  right  to  borrow  money  to  lend  to  other  people ;  and  if  thej 
borrowed  enormous  earns  the  resalt  would  be  that  their  credit  woald  fall. 

Mr.  YouLL  said  that  if  Aid.  Hamond  and  Aid.  Gregson  had 
understood  the  question  they  would  not  hare  made  the  observations 
they  had.  Aid.  Hamond  talked  about  wholesale  borrowing.  The 
Oouncil  were  borrowing  only  to  repay  what  they  had  already 
borrowed ;  but  the  money  now  being  borrowed  was  obtained  at  a 
lower  rate  of  interest.  The  Corporation  could  borrow  money  at  3^ 
per  cent  interest ;  but  the  School  Board  could  not  borrow  under  4 
or  4^  per  cent.;  and,  as  the  people  who  paid  the  Education  rate 
were  the  same  as  those  who  paid  the  Municipal  rates,  tiiey  woold 
be  saving  their  pockets  to  the  extent  of  i  per  cent,  by  adopting  the 
course  recommended  by  the  committee.  This  point  was  fully  dis- 
cussed when  the  Newcastle  Loans  Act  was  before  the  Council ;  and 
the  Metropolitan  Board  of  Works,  and  Birmingham  Corporation  had 
followed  the  same  course.  With  respect  to  the  elaborate  acooanta 
which  Aid.  Hamond  wished  to  have  produced  from  time  to  time, 
showing  what  was  done  with  the  money  borrowed  on  stock,  all  he 
could  say  was  that  the  money  was  used  in  paying  ofif  bonds.  The 
reduction  of  the  debts  created  under  the  various  Acts  of  Parliam«it 
was  brought  carefully  and  clearly  before  the  Council  every  year  in 
the  financial  report.  If  Aid.  Hamond  referred  to  page  287  of  the 
last  financial  report  he  would  find  that  on  March  25, 1888,  under 
one  head  there  had  been  redeemed  of  the  various  loans  borrowed 
nnder  various  Acts,  a  sum  of  £106,351,  not  one  single  farthing  of 
which  was  sought  to  be  re-borrowed  by  the  issue  of  stock. 

Mr.  Aid.  Haxond  :  Has  that  been  paid  out  of  the  £300,000 
borrowed  under  stock  9 

Mr.  Aid.  Stkphbnson  :  No. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamond  :  It  has  been  paid  out  of  the  Town  Improve- 
ment rate& 

Mr.  YouLL  :  It  was  paid  before  the  Council  created  the  stock. 
Part  of  the  redemption  in  the  present  financial  year  had  been  done 
out  of  the  stock.  He  wished  the  Council  to  understand  that  there 
was  no  power  to  increase  the  indebtedness  of  the  Corporation  by  the 
creation  of  stock.  He  regretted  that,  owing  to  the  length  of  time 
the  bonds  had  to  run,  the  Corporation  were  not  in  a  position  to  at 
once  create  stock  to  the  full  value  of  the  present  indebtedness  of  the 
Corporation,  but  he  hoped  the  time,  when  that  would  be  done, 
would  very  soon  come.  He  objected  at  the  Stock  Committee 
meeting  to  the  issue  of  the  £78,000  stock,  because  he  was  then 
afraid  that  the  issue  of  the  £50,000  had  not  been  completed,  but 
afterwards  finding  that  all  the  £50,000  had  been  issued,  he  thought 
this  additional  stock  might  now  be  created.

The  motion  was  therefore  agreed  to. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamond  :  I  give  notioe  that  at  the  next  meeting  of  the 
Cooncil  I  will  move  for  a  return  of  the  money  borrowed  and  liable 
to  be  paid  off  under  the  varions  Town  Improvement  Acts,  whioh  has 
besa  paid  off  with  this  £400,000  stock. 

Mr.  Aid.  Stepbshson  :  When  this  £100,000  is  allocated,  as  I 
hope  in  the  course  of  a  few  months  it  will  be,  the  Finance  Oom- 
mittee  will  present  a  full  report  of  what  has  been  done. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamoni)  :  I  will  move  for  a  return  of  what  has  been 
done.    I  will  not  have  these  things  done  in  secret. 

Mr.  Aid.  Stkphenson  proposed  the  following  resolutions  : —

That  under  the  authority  and  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  New-

THE  MODES  OF  EGBESS  FROM  PUBLIC  SCHOOLS.

The  Town  Improvement  Committee  have  to  report  to  the  Council  that 
for  the  last  three  months  a  sub-committee  of  their  body  have  been  engaged 
in  making  an  inspection  of  the  modes  of  exit  from  the  various  public  schools 
in  the  city.  The  total  number  of  bnildings  visited  by  the  sub-committee 
was  thirty-five,  and  in  every  case  representations  of  what  appeared  to  be 
defects  to  the  modes  of  egress,  and  the  likely  alterations  required  to 
improve  the  same,  have  been  sent  to  the  recognised  authorities  of  the 
diivBrent  achools.  The  whole  of  these  recommendations  are  herewith  sub- 
mitted, and  it  is  recommended  that  the  same  be  printed  and  a  copy  sent  to 
each  member  of  the  Council,  and  also  that  a  copy  be  placed  in  the  archives 
of  the  Corporation,  so  as  to  haye  on  record  the  suggestions  made  bv  the 
committee.  The  work  has  been  of  a  very  laborious  character,  and  haa 
BBoeBsarily  been  obliged  to  be  undertaken  in  the  evenings.  The  whole  of 
it  haa  been  done  by  Mr.  Sanderson  and  Mr.  Joseph  Baxter  Ellis,  and  your 
oosamittee  consider  the  Corporation  are  greatly  indebted  to  these  two 
gentlemen  for  their  services.

— He  said  that  at  one  time  the  gas  was  exceedingly  deteriorated  in 
quality  on  acoonnt  of  the  amount  of  snipbar.  He  oonferred  with 
Mr.  YouU  and  one  or  two  other  members  of  the  oommittae ;  and  it 
was  thought  necessary  that  he  should  address  a  letter  to  die  Gtas 
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Oompanj.  If  a  remedy  had  not  been  applied  a  meeting  of  the  com- 
mittee woald  have  been  convened,  and  the  Oompanj  wonid  have  been 
dealt  with  somewhat  eeverelj.  The  gas  had  reverted  to  its  normal 
condition^  and  there  had  been  no  complaint  since.  He  received 
the  following  letter  from  the  secretary  to  the  Gas  Oompanj  : — 

December  8,  1883. 

OAS  SUPPLY. 

Dear  Sir, — I  beg  to  own  receipt  of  yonr  favour  of  yesterday,  and  to  state 
in  reply  that  owm^  to  the  ineffective  action  of  an  18-iQch  double-faced  sUde 
valve  in  the  purifying  house  of  the  Bedheugh  Gas  Works,  on  Wednesday, 
5th  inst.,  a  quantity  of  gas,  only  partly  punfied,  got  a  vay  unperceived  into 
tiie  gas  holders  which  supplied  Gate^hesd  and  part  of  Newcastle.  As  soon 
ss  the  fault  was  discovered  it  was  remedied,  but,  unfortanately,  not  until 
the  gas  had  got  into  the  leading  main  that  supplies  the  ceotral  and  northern 
part  d  the  town.  The  gas  from  the  Blswiok  works  was  all  right,  and  in  the 
part  of  the  town  suppli^  by  them  there  were  no  complaints.  I  regret  the 
flireumstance  very  much,  and  am  in  communication  with  our  managers  now, 
so  that  proper  precautions  may  be  taken  against  such  an  occurrence  in 
hitnre.

THE  COMMON  SEAL  OF  THE  OORPORATION. 

Mr.  YouLL  moved  the  suspension  of  the  standing  orders  in  order 
that  he  might  move  the  adoption  of  two  resolutions,  relating  to  the 
common  seal,  upon  the  agenda  in  the  name  of  Mr.  Aid.  Hedley. 

Mr.  Aid.  Stephenson  seconded  the  motion. 
Agreed  to. 

Mr.  YoDLL  proposed  the  following  resolutions  : — 1.  "  That  the 
common  seal  of  the  Corporation  shall  be  in  the  custody  of  the  Town 
Clerk,  and  secured  by  two  independent  locks,  the  key  of  one  of  such 
locks  being  kept  by  the  Mayor,  and  the  key  of  the  other  by  the  Town 
Clerk."  2.  **  That  such  seal  shall  not  be  affixed  to  any  deed  or 
document  except  by  order  of  the  Conncil  and  in  the  presence  of  the 
Mayor ;  and  that  every  deed  or  document  to  which  the  seal  shall  be 
affixed  shall  be  signed  by  the  Mayor  and  the  Town  Clerk,  and  stock 
certificates  shall  also  be  signed  by  the  chairman  of  the  Finance 
Committee  and  the  City  Treasurer ;  and  the  Town  Clerk  shall  enter, 
in  a  book  to  be  called  the  *  Seal  Book,'  »  description  of  the  doeu* 
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ment  so  sealed." — He  said  that  when  some  of  the  stock  certificates 
had  to  he  transferred  the  Finance  Committee  accidentally  discovered 
that  the  whole  of  the  stock  certificates  had  been  issned  nnder  the 
seal  of  the  Oorporation,  with  only  the  initials  of  the  Town  Clerk 
and  City  Treasurer  on  the  docnments.  It  at  once  strnck  himself 
and  other  members  of  the  committee,  that  something  else  was 
required  than  the  mere  attaching  of  the  seal.  The  fact  that  it  was 
the  soal  of  the  Newcastle  City  Corporation  should  be  certified  by 
the  signatures  of  some  responsible  persons  ;  and  the  proposal  con- 
tained in  the  second  resolution  was  agreed  to  by  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee; and  this  was  now  brought  before  the  Council.  The  primary 
objects  of  the  Finance  Committee  and  of  the  Stock  Committee  was 
to  keep  every  temptation  they  possibly  could  out  of  the  way  of  the 
officials.  They  knew  what  had  happened  elsewhere.  The  officials 
were  but  human ;  the  Council  believed  they  were  strictly  honest  and 
upright ;  but  they  should  not  be  put  in  the  way  of  temptation. 

Mr.  Holmes  seconded  the  resolutions. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamokd  :  Will  the  word  "  document "  cover  the  bonds 
we  issue  ? 

The  TowH  Clerk  :  I  think  "  document "  covers  everything. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamond  :  We  should  put  in  the  words  ''  bonds  and 
oertificate&'' 

Mr.  ToULL  :  It  will  do  no  harm  to  add  those  words. 

The  words  were  added,  and  the  resolutions  were  agreed  to. 

THE  LATE  BEY.  DR.  SNAPE'S  OLAIK. 

Mr.  YouLL,  with  the  permission  of  the  Council,  withdrew  the 
following  notice  of  motion  : — ^*  That  no  scheme  to  be  submitted  to 
this  Council  by  the  Charity  Commissioners,  with  reference  to  the 
Grammar  School,  will  be  satisfactory  unless  it  provide  power  for 
the  Council  to  arrange  the  long-pending  difference  with  the  family 
of  the  late  Dr.  Snape." — He  hoped  the  Charity  Commissioners 
would  give  him  ample  reason  for  withdrawing  the  notice. 

CORPORATION  LEASES  AND  THE  SALE  OF  DRIVK. 

Mr.  Browne  asked  the  Town  Clerk  what  steps  have  been  taken 
to  carry  out  the  resolution  passed  by  the  Council  on  the  4th  of 
April  list,  respecting  the  Corporation  leases,  the  terms  of  which  are 
being  infringed  at  Walker  and  other  places  by  the  sale  of  intoxi- 
cating liquors. 

The  Town  Clerk  :  Notices  have  been  served  on  the  lessees  who 
have  leases  in  which  prohibitory  covenants  are  inserted,  and  who 
ire  supposed  to  have  broken  their  covenants.  Some  of  them  have 
discontinued  selling  in  consequence  of  the  notice ;  and  some  of  them 
desire  to  bring  their  cases  more  fully  before  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee ;  and  I  am  going  to  report  upon  the  matter  at  the  next 
msetiDg  of  the  Finance  Committee.

THB  THOBOVaB  TOLt, 

Mr.  Hepburn  said  the  Thoroagh  Toll  was  a  subjeot  which  had  been 
several  times  before  the  Conncil  daring  the  last  thirty  years.  The 
toll  appeared  to  have  been  a  constant  source  of  annoyance  ever  since 
it  was  levied.  There  were  only  seven  gentlemen  in  the  Conncil 
now  who  were  members  in  1854,  when  Sir  John  Fife  moved  the 
abolition  of  the  toll ;  and  29  new  members  had  been  elected  since 
the  last  time  the  subject  was  before  the  Council  in  1878.  He  hoped 
the  Council  would,  therefore,  allow  him  to  put  a  few  facts  before 
them.  The  charter  for  the  levying  of  this  toll  was  originally 
granted  by  King  John  to  the  freemen  of  Newcastle,  and  afterwards 
by  Act  of  Parliament,  passed  in  1837,  to  the  Mayor  and  Burgesses 
to  maintain  the  public  streets  in  repair.  The  toll  was  not  now 
devoted  to  that  purpose,  but  simply  went  into  the  City  Fund, 
which,  by  the  last  published  account,  showed  a  balance  of  £21,303 
6s.  to  the  good,  carried  forward  to  this  year.  Until  the  new  stock 
was  created  this  toll  formed,  part  of  the  secnrities  for  money 
borrowed;  and  he  believed  there  was  still  part  of  this  money 
unredeemed ;  but  which,  he  thought,  would  be  redeemed  before  hu 
motion,  if  carried,  could  take  effect.  As  examples  of  the  unfair  way 
in  which  the  toll  was  levied,  he  stated  the  following  facts.  Cheese, 
at  an  average  value  of  £60  per  ton,  paid  4d.  toll ;  hams  of  the  same 
value,  paid  Ss.  per  ton;  bacon,  value  £52  a  ton,  paid  Is.  6d.; 
butter,  value  £120,  paid  Is.  8d.;  eggs,  value  £50,  paid  2d.;  flour, 
value  £14  to  £15,  paid  by  load  2d.,  and  by  sack  ^d.;  potatoes,, 
value  £4  a  ton,  paid  4d. ;  and  a  single  bag  of  onions,  value  5s., 
paid  2d.;  whilst  stones,  bricks,  coals,  bones,  sand,  and  coke  went 
free.  Surely,  if  this  toll  was  levied  by  weight,  all  vehicles  carrying 
a  ton  ought  to  pay  the  same  rate.  If  levied  according  to  the  value 
of  the  goods,  why  should  goods  valued  at  £4  per  ton  have  to  pay 
as  much  as  goods  valued  at  £60.  He  felt  sure  Aid.  Stephenson 
and  the  Finance  Committee  (to  whom  the  praise  of  the  whole  city 
was  so  deservedly  given  for  the  way  in  which  they  had  managed  the 
issuing  of  the  new  stock)  could  provide  for  the  small  decrease  in  the 
revenue ;  the  difference  in  the  interest  on  the  old  loans  and  the  new 
stock  would  about  make  it  up.  He  hoped  the  Council  would  agree 
to  the  first  step — that  of  petitioning  Parliament  for  power  to  abolish 
an  unjust  tax  on  the  merchants  and  tradesmen  of  the  city,  and  so 
open  out  free  trade  with  our  neighbour&  He  moved  ''that  the 
Council  apply  to  Parliament  for  power  to  abolish  the  Thorough 
Toll." 

Mr.  BioHARDSON  seconded  the  motion. 

Mr.  Aid.  Grbosok  opposed  the  motion.  The  abolition  of  the 
toll  meant  that  the  Corporation  would  sacrifice  £5,000  a  year.  He 
would  like  to  know  why  this  town  should  provide  magnificent 
markets,  first-rate  streets,  and  every  accommodation  for  onstomeis 
who  cauie  from  the  country  and  used  the  streets,  without  making 
those  people  pay  for  the  acoommodatioa    He  did  not  see  wl^  tkt 
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ratepajen  of  NewoMtk  should  be  taxed  to  the  extent  of  £5,000 
a  year  for  the  sake  of  getting  in  free  a  bag  of  floor  from  a  distaQce, 
Thej  had  heard  a  great  deal  aboat  free  trade ;  it  was  free  humbug, 
Hiere  was  not  free  trade ;  this  oonntry  received  foreign  goods  and 
did  not  tax  them,  but  foreigners  were  not  so  sillj. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamokd  said  Mr.  Hepburn  conld  not  get  the  Thorough 
Toll  abolished,  as  it  was  one  of  the  securities  given  to  the  persons 
who  had  lent  money  to  the  Corporation  under  various  Acts  of  Par- 
Ibment  ;  and  that  secnrity  could  not  be  lessened  without  giving  the 
bondholders  an  equivalent  His  honest  opinion  was  that  the  toll 
was  no  hardship  whatever  to  the  consumer.  It  was  a  charge  that 
waa  very  easily  levied.  If  the  Oouncil  endeavoured  to  abolish  the 
toll,  when  the  time  arrived  that  it  was  no  longer  a  security  for  money 
borrowed,  then  would  arise  a  far  more  serious  question.  The  Oorpora- 
tion  had  borrowed  £300,000  to  £350,000  to  pay  for  making  the 
Quay.  While  there  was  the  Hiorough  Toll  charged  on  goods  entering 
town  by  land,  there  was  also  a  toll  on  goods  entering  by  the  river  ; 
and  if  the  Oouncil  did  away  with  the  Thorough  Toll  on  the  land, 
they  most  also  be  prepared  to  release  from  any  charge  the  goods 
which  arrived  at  the  Quay ;  otherwise  there  would  be  an  injustice. 
He  hoped  Mr.  Hepburn  would  be  satisfied  with  having  ventilated 
the  snbjeet,  and  would  withdraw  his  motion. 

Mr.  BowDBN  said  it  was  evident  from  what  Aid.  Hamond  had 
said  that  Mr.  Hepburn's  resolution  was  too  sweeping.  He  moved 
as  an  amendment,  that  the  whole  subject  of  the  Thorough  Toll 
be  referred  to  a  committee ;  so  that  the  Council  might  learn  the 
cxael  position  they  stood  in  with  regard  to  the  toll.  There  was  a 
strong  teeling  outside  among  tradesmen  against  the  toll ;  and  it  did 
■eem  hard  that  tradesmen  should  be  taxed  for  bringing  articles  into 
the  town ;  and  that  people  who  came  into  the  town  to  support  it 
should  be  taxed.  A  large  section  of  the  community  did  not  pay 
the  tolly  who  would  say,  *<  if  you  abolish  this  toll  it  means  that  the 
ratepayers  must  find  £5,000  or  £6,000  a  year  more.''  If  the  toll 
was  abolished  the  money  must  be  made  up  some  way.  They  had 
been  told  that  the  proceeds  of  the  toll  were  to  be  applied  to  keeping 
the  streets  in  repair  ;  and  he  thought  a  kindred  object  would  be  to 
try  to  improve  the  approaches  to  the  town.  Byker  bridge  must  be 
made  free,  and  sooner  or  later  there  must  be  a  new  bridge  from 
Newcastle  to  the  south;  and  the  committee  should  consider  whether 
the  proceeds  of  this  toll  should  be  allowed  to  accumulate  for  a 
certain  time,  so  as  to  form  a  nucleus  for  carrying  out  the  bridge 
•ofaemes.  By  having  free  bridges  relief  would  be  given,  not  only  to 
those  who  now  paid  the  Thorough  Toll,  but  also  to  the  citLsena  who 
did  not  pay  that  toll 

Mr.  Hbpvubh  :  I  shall  be  very  glad  to  refer  the  question  to  a 
■mall  committee. 

The  Mayor  :  The  amendment  is  not  seconded. 
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Mr.  Aid.  Stbphinson  hoped  the  Gonncil  woald  not  accept  Mr. 
Hepburn's  motion.  To  his  mind  the  complete  answer  to  all  that 
had  been  said  against  the  continuation  of  the  toll  was  that  the 
capital  sum,  represented  by  the  annual  income  of  the  toll, — ^£125,000 
based  on  4  per  cent. — formed  one  of  the  most  substantial  securities 
for  the  money  borrowed  by  the  Corporation  in  days  gone  by. 
Until  the  Corporation  got  rid  of  the  obligations  under  the  toll,  it 
would  be  wrong,  impolitic,  and  unjust  to  attempt  to  do  away  with 
the  toll.  It  had  been  said  that  the  incidence  of  the  toll  was  unfair. 
There  had  been  deputations  asking  for  the  abolition  of  the  toll,  but 
there  had  never  been  any  deputations  complaining  of  the  incidence 
of  taxation  under  the  toll  The  consideration  of  this  question 
opened  out  this  point — were  the  Council  going  to  take  the  taxation 
from  its  indirect  incidence,  and  make  it  direct  upon  the  ratepayers 
of  this  city ;  or,  in  other  words,  were  they  going  to  put  upon  the 
ratepayers  additional  taxation  to  the  extent  of  2d.  in  the  pound  t 
The  nett  produce  of  the  Thorough  Toll  was  equal  to  2d.  in  the 
pound  upon  the  taxation  of  the  city ;  and,  if  the  money  was  not  got 
from  one  source,  it  must  be  got  from  another.  Let  them  get  the 
whole  of  the  Corporation  debt  replaced  in  stock;  and  then  Mr. 
Hepburn  could  bring  forward  his  scheme  with  more  hopes  of  success 
than  he  had  now. 

Mr.  Holmes  said  he  agreed  with  Aid.  Stephenson  that  the 
Council  could  not  at  the  present  time  take  steps  to  abolish  the 
Thorough  Toll.  He  would  like  to  see  the  toll  done  away  with, 
because  it  was  to  some  extent  a  tax  upon  the  trade  of  the  town.  It 
was  evident  that  this  could  not  be  done  at  present ;  but  he  thought 
something  might  be  done  in  regard  to  the  inequality  of  the  taxation. 
Mr.  Hepburn  had  given  half-a-dozen  instances  in  which  the 
inequality  of  the  toll  appeared  to  be  grossly  unfair ;  and,  perhaps, 
something  might  be  done  to  equalise  the  charges.  If  members 
read  a  pamphlet  issued  on  this  subject,  they  would  be  amazed  at 
the  number  of  inequalities  in  the  levying  of  the  Thorough  Toll. 
The  charges  appeared  to  have  been  fixed  by  no  rule  whatever.  If 
some  member  of  the  Council  would  take  up  this  matter,  and  get 
the  amount  of  the  toll  equalised,  one  of  the  complaints  in  regard  to 
it  would  be  done  away  with. 

Mr.  Hepburit  replied  upon  the  discussion.  He  said  he  would 
take  the  opinion  of  the  Council  upon  this  matter,  because  it  was  a 
question  in  which  the  outside  public  were  very  much  interested. 
Aid.  Gregson  had  spoken  of  outsiders  having  the  advantage  of  the 
markets  ;  but  people  had  to  pay  the  market  toll  as  well  as  the 
Thorough  Toll.  If  a  man  brought  a  ton  of  potatoes  into  Newcastle 
he  had  to  pay  4d.  for  the  Thorough  Toll ;  on  coming  into  the 
Wholesale  Vegetable  market  9d.  per  ton  had  to  be  paid ;  and  if  the 
potatoes  had  to  be  taken  to  Gateshead  another  4A,  Thorough  Toll 
had  to  be  paid.  Aid.  Hamond  once  said  that  it  took  two  years  to 
get  an  Act  of  Parliament  passed ;  and  surely  by  the  end  of  two 
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yean,  the  whole  of  the  loans  obtained  on  secarity  of  the  Thorough 
Toll  would  be  paid  off,  and  then  the  toll  would  no  longer  .be  a 
lecnritj  offered  to  lenders.  He  granted  that,  if  there  were  no  other 
foDds,  the  abolition  of  the  toll  meant  that  the  ratepayers  mnst  pro- 
vide 2d.  more  in  the  ponnd.  Bat  what  abont  the  balance  of  the 
Citj  Fund,  amonnting  to  £21,308  ? 

Mr.  Aid.  Stephenson  :  It  is  all  spent, 

Mr.  Hepburn  :  In  the  accounts  for  last  year  there  was  a  large 
balance  transferred  to  the  snrplos  fund.  If  that  account  was 
correct  there  was  plenty  of  monej. 

The  Town  Clerk  :  I  think  I  ought  to  repeat  what  has  been 
already  so  ablj  said  bj  Aldermen  Hamond  and  Stephenson — that 
an  application  to  Parliament  would  be  useless  while  the  debts  of 
the  Corporation  are  chargeable  upon  the  Thorough  Toll.  As  to  the 
old  debts  of  the  Corporation  before  1835,  unless  the  creditors  con- 
sent ihe  Toll  cannot  be  abolished,  because  the  Municipal  Corpora- 
tions Act  expressly  prohibits  it ;  and,  as  to  the  debts  since  then,  any 
application  to  ParUament  without  the  express  consent  of  the  creditors 
would  not  be  listened  ta 

The  Council  divided  as  follows : —

Government  Board  to  take  the  step  named  in  the  resolution.

Mr.  Aid.  Barkab  moved  '*  That  the  resolation  of  the  Council 
passed  at  its  meeting  held  on  the  5th  September,  1883,  deciding  to 
open  the  reading  room  of  the  Public  Library  on  Sundays  ^om 
2  o'clock  p.m.  to  9  o'clock  p.m.  be  rescinded,  and  that  the  hours  of 
opening  be  from  2  to  5  p.m.  and  6  to  9  p.m." — He  said  the  experi- 
ment had  been  tried  for  two  or  three  months,  and  it  had  been  seen 
that  from  2  to  9  was  too  long  a  period  for  a  man  and  a  boy  to  attend 
continuously  in  charge  of  the  room.  It  had  been  found  that  between 
the  hours  of  5  and  6  the  number  of  people  who  attended  the  room 
was  comparatively  small,  owing  to  that  being  the  time  people  were 
away  at  tea.  If  his  resolution  was  carried  the  man  and  boy  in 
charge  would  have  an  opportunity  of  going  home  and  getting  tea ; 
and  as  the  room  was  not  large,  it  could  be  thoroughly  ventilAted 
during  that  hour,  and  so  make  the  place  more  healthy. 

Mr.  Stsphbitb  seconded  the  motion. 

Mr.  Furnbss  said  there  had  been  no  complaint  firom  anybody  in 
regard  to  this  matter.  Fifty  or  sixty  people  were  present  in  the 
room  between  5  and  6  o'clock ;  and  would  the  Council  turn  those 
people  out  to  let  a  man  and  a  small  boy,  who  got  one  shilling  a  day, 
go  home  to  tea  7    They  could  bring  their  tea  to  the  place. 

Mr.  Button  thought  the  Council  should  have  some  regard  for 
their  servants.  To  take  the  Sunday  from  2  to  9  o'clock  from  a  man 
and  boy  was  what  would  not  be  done  in  a  private  establishment. 

Mr.  Dixon  said  if  the  boy  had  only  Is,  a  day  he  was  underpaid, 
and  should  be  shown  more  consideration. 

Mr.  Aid.  Gbegson  supported  the  motion  as  a  little  step  in  the 
right,  direction. 

Mr.  Olivbb  said  the  Council  should  show  some  respect  to  the 
people  who  were  reading  between  5  and  6  o'clock.  The  man  and 
boy  could  get  their  tea  at  the  place. 

Mr.  Laibd  said  he  had  made  enquiries  and  consulted  the  attend- 
ants, and  found  that  the  number  of  readers  between  5  and  6  o'clock 
had  been  gradually  increasing.  There  was  at  first  a  small  attend- 
ance at  that  hour,  but  there  had  been  an  increase.  He  asked  the 
superintendent's  opinion,  and  he  felt .  it  no  great  hardship.  This 
motion  was  the  introduction  of  the  thin  end  of  the  wedge,  with  a 
view  to  closing  the  room  again.  (<*  No,  no.")  He  hoped  the 
Council  would  adhere  to  their  former  resolution. 

Mr.  Bbownb  asked  whether  the  difficulty  could  not  be  settled  by 
other  persons  taking  charge  of  the  room  whilst  the  assistant  and 
boy  went  away  for  an  hour  to  get  tea.  He  did  not  see  why  a  boy 
at  Is*  a  day  was  not  deserving  as  much  consideration  as  any  one  in 
the  room.    They  ought  not  to  overwork  their  officials. 
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Mr.  BnuLSTT  said  if  Aid.  Barkas's  resolution  wm  carried,  it 
would  cause  a  great  hardship  to  a  numher  of  people  who  came  from 
(he  east  and  west  ends  to  read.  He  soggested  there  should  he  a 
change  of  officials  for  an  hoar. 

Mr.  Aid.  Ahous  thought  the  best  solution  of  the  difficulty  would 
he  to  cloee  the  reading  room  altogether  on  Sundays;  but  if  it  was 
to  be  kept  open,  then  he  thoaght  Aid.  Barkas's  proposal  a  proper 
one ;  and  it  would  be  an  instalment  towards  what  he  (Aid.  Angus) 
considered  would  be  a  great  improvement. 

Mr.  HoLMBS  said  he  would  vote  against  the  motion,  provided  he

THE  FBOPOSBD  IHFBOTIOUS  HOSPITAL  AT  HBATOV. 

Mr.  BiBKBTT  said  that  on  November  9th  a  memorial  [p.  25]  was 
presented  to  the  Council,  with  regard  to  the  fever  hospital  proposed 
to  be  built  at  Heaton.  Since  that  time  some  suggestions  had  been 
thrown  out  in  the  presence  of  the  chairman  of  the  Sanitary  Com- 
mittee, and  he  had  no  doubt,  if  carried  out,  they  would  give  satis- 
faction to  the  memorialists  living  at  the  east  end  of  the  town,  and 
be  of  great  service  and  saving  to  the  Corporation.  He  moved  that 
the  memorial  be  referred  to  the  Sanitary  Committee  to  report  upon 
to  the  Council. 

Mr.  Aid.  Gbboson  seconded  the  motion,  and  said  he  had  great 
pleasure  in  stating  that  the  death-rate  of  Newcastle  was  now  the  third 
lowest  in  the  kingdom  instead  of  being  the  highest ;  and  this  proved 
what  he  had  said  aU  along — that  there  was  a  great  deal  of  humbug 
talked  by  sanitarians  who  knew  nothing  about  the  subjecU

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Mr.  0.  8.  Smith  mored  the  application  of  the  protiaions  of  the 
Newcastle-npon-iyne  Improvement  Act,  1865,  relating  to  the  for-

THE  FORESHORE  OF  THE  TTNB. 

Mr.  Campbell  asked  the  chairman  of  the  Foreshore  Committee 
what  had  been  done  in  regard  to  the  question  of  the  foreshore  of  the 
Tyne. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamonb  said  the  committee,  which  oonsieted  of  fire 
members,  had  found  the  case  was  of  so  important  a  character  that 
it  was  impossible  to  discuss,  or  to  go  into  it  at  any  meeting  of 
the  committee ;  and,  therefore,  it  was  arranged  that  each  member 
of  the  committee  should  have  the  case  sent  to  him  by  the  Town 
Clerk,  so  that  each  might  go  through  it  privately  at  home,  making 
any  memoranda  or  suggestion  they  thought  fit ;  and  when  each  of 
the  five  members  of  the  committee  had  gone  through  the  case, 
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a  meedDg  of  the  committee  woald  be  held  at  which  thej  woald 
hear  what  each  other  had  to  saj,  and  then  come  to  a  satisfactorj 
coodasion  and  make  their  report  to  the  Coancil.  He  thought 
the  case  was  now  in  the  hands  of  the  third  member  of  the  com- 
mittee ;  and  he  hoped  the  committee  wonld  soon  be  able  to  meet 
and  consider  the  qnestion,  which  was  of  the  ntmost  importance  to 
this  town.

Now,  t£»ref ore,  we,  the  Council  of  the  said  city,  in  pursuance  and 

ezeroise  of  the  powers  and  authorities  to  us  for  that  purpose  siven  by  the 

Municipal  Goiporations  Act,  1882,  do  hereby  make  and  ordain  the  following 

bye-laws  for  the  good  rule  and  govenunent  of  the  ci^,  to  become  binding 

and  in  force  from  the  time  prescribed  by  the  said  act  ror  bye-laws  made  by 

the  said  Council  becoming  binding  and  in  force,  that  is  to  say : — 

(1.)  "  No  child  under  me  a^e  of  eight  years  shall  sell  or  offer  for  sale  any 

article  whatsoeyer  m  any  of  the  streets,  market  places,  or  other 

public  places  in  the  city  of  Newcastle-upon-Tyne." 

(2.)  "No  child  under  the  age  of  twelve  years  shall  seU  or  offer  for  sale 

any  article  whatsoever  in  an^  of  the  streets,  market  places,  or 

other  public  places  in  the  said  city,  during  the  times  following, 

that  is  to  say,  between  ten  o'clock  in  the  evening  and  five  o'do^ 

in  the  following  morning,  from  the  Slst  of  March  to  the  30th  of 

September,  or,  between  nine  o'clock  in  the  evening  and  five 

o'clock  in  the  following  morning,  from  the  30th  of  September  to 

the  Slst  of  March." 

(3.)  "Any  person  offending  against  either  of  the  foregoing  bye-laws  shall 

be  liable  to  a  penalty  not  exceeding  the  sum  of  ^e  shillings." 
(4.)  "  Any  ^cunent,  guardian,  or  other  person,  causins  a  child  to  offend 
agamst  an^  of  the  foregoing  bye-laws  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty 
not  exceeding  the  sum  of  ten  shillings." 
Mr.  JoBBPH  6.  Ellis  said  it  was  not  usual  to  consider  a  report 
on  the  day  it  was  presented  to  the  Coancil.     Only  the  members  of 
the  committee  had  seen  the  proposed  bye-laws,  one  of  which  was 
adopted  in  committee  by  8  votes  to  7.     He  moved  that  the  bye-laws 
be  printed  and  circulated  among  the  members  of  the  Council. 

Mr.  DiGKiHSOH  seconded  the  motion. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamond  said  he  was  not  aware  th^t  the  committee  had 
altered  the  age  from  10  to  8  years,  nor  was  he  aware  they  had 
erased  a  regulation  which  was  most  important  When  the  report 
came  up  for  consideration  he  would  move  an  amendment.  He 
wished  the  selling  in  streets  to  be  limited  to  children  above  ten 
yean  of  age,  and  subject  to  the  production  of  a  certificate  of  a  school- 
master that  the  children  had  passed  the  third  standard  of  education.

THE  WALKER  AND  WALLSBND  GAS  OOMPAHY's  BILL. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamond  moved  the  sealing  of  a  petition  against  the 
Uli  which  the  Walker  and  Wallsend  Gas  Company  are  promoting 
in  Parliament.  He  said  the  Corporation  were  the  owners  of  the 
Walker  estate,  and  it  was  their  bounden  duty  to  attend  to  the 
interests  of  their  tenants  on  that  estate,  just  as  much  as  to  the 
mterests  of  the  people  of  Newcastle.

Mr.  Stout  :  It  will  be  satisfactory  to  the  Ooancil  and  the  people 
of  the  town  if  Mr.  Tonll  will  state  what  has  been  done  about  Dr. 
Huntley's  letter  respecting  the  water  at  the  reserroirs. 

Mr.  TouLL  said  Dr.  Huntley's  letter,  read  at  the  last  meeting  of 
the  Coundly  was  referred  to  the  Gas  and  Water  Committee.  The 
committee  held  a  meeting,  and  agreed  to  visit  the  Water  Company's 
works,  and  they  did  so  on  Monday  last.  They  commenced  their 
examination  at  Hallington,  and  went  from  there  to  Little  Swin- 
hnm  ;  and,  owing  to  the  close  inspection  given  at  the  start  by  the 
members  of  the  committee,  they  had  not  time  to  visit  Colt  Crag. 
immediately  after  leaving  Hallington  reservoir  the  committee  came 
to  an  iron  pipe  crossing  the  aqueduct,  and  by  it  the  refuse  was  carried 
from  the  farm  adjacent ;  but  if  the  Water  Company  carry  out  their 
contemplated  extension  at  West  Hallington,  the  refuse  would  drain 
into  the  new  reservoir.  The  committee  had  no  one  present  with  them 
to  give  any  proper  information  as  to  the  proposed  extension ;  the  old 
gentleman  at  Hallington  endeavoured  to  explain  it,  but  it  was  not 
explained  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  vioe-chairman  of  the  Sanitary 
Gcnnmittee,  and  others  who  were  present.  As  the  Water  Company 
were  not  now  using  that  portion  of  land  for  the  gathering  of  water, 
he  did  not  think  the  Council  need  have  any  fear  respecting  it  at 
present.  The  committee  went  on  further,  and  at  Nine  Wells  they 
found  a  very  disagreeable  accumulation  of  filth  and  dirt  from 
another  fiirm  adjoining  there.  The  committee  were  told  at  first 
there  was  a  drain  underneath  Nine  Wells.  When  they  got  to  the 
place  Mr.  Dickinson,  with  his  usual  energy  in  regard  to  water 
matters,  but  prior  to  enquiry  into  the  state  of  the  other  side,  filled 
a  tambler  mik  water,  and  said,  "  What  splendid  water  this  is ;  ^ 
but  when  they  got  to  the  other  side  of  Nine  Wells,  and  began  to 
examine  the  dirty  cattle  troughs  and  water,  Mr.  Dickinson  changed 
his  opinion.  It  was  well  known  that  the  most  sparkling  and  clear 
water  was  often  put  into  that  condition  by  the  mixture  of  deleterious 
matter ;  gas  sewage  was  one  of  the  best  things  for  clearing  water. 
On  proceeding  to  Little  Bwinbum  the  committee  found  a  state 
cf  things  which  never  ought  to  have  obtained  so  far  as  the 
Newcastle  and  Gateshead  Water  Company  was  concerned.     Little 
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Swinburn  was  fonned  in  ft  nvine,  on  the  banks  of  which  was  a 
farm,  where,  the  committee  were  told,  there  were  frequently  80  to 
100  head  of  cattle.  [Aid.  Plummbb:  <'No."]  He  had  already 
explained  that  the  committee  when  they  visited  the  place  were 
without  any  proper  person  to  giye  them  information  upon  which 
probably  they  would  hare  been  better  able  to  rely.  They  were  told 
that  60  to  80,  and  sometimes  100  head  of  cattle  were  on  the  fiarm, 
and  the  refuse  from  those  cattle  ran  direct  into  the  reservoir. 
When  the  committee  risited  the  place  the  ordinary  accumulation  of 
manure,  and  such  like,  in  what  apparently  was  a  pond,  had  been 
partially  cleared  out;  and  the  rirulet  or  small  bum  which  ran 
through  the  farmstead  was  filled  with  clear  and  bright  water 
running  into  the  reservoir,  but  a  small  stream  adjacent  to  it  was 
covered  with  filth  and  dirt.  Dr.  Huntley  met  the  committee  and 
pointed  out  the  objections  he  had  to  the  water  supply ;  and  the 
Sanitary  Officer  (Dr.  Armstrong)  took  samples  of  water  from  the 
Swinburn  reservoir,  nearest  to  the  inlet  of  the  refuse.  There  had 
not  yet  been  time  for  Dr.  Armstrong  to  report,  but  his  report  would 
soon  be  laid  before  the  committea  From  questions  put  to  Dr. 
Huntley  it  was  ascertained  there  had  not  been  any  infectious 
diseases  among  the  people  or  the  cattle  upon  the  farm ;  but  Dr. 
Huntley  stated  most  emphatically,  that  in  the  event  of  scarlet  fever 
or  any  other  contagious  disease  breaking  out  on  the  farm,  the  germs 
of  disease  might  reach  Newcastle,  although  this  city  was  30  miles 
from  the  place.  What  steps  the  Water  Company  intended  to  take 
upon  receiving  a  copy  of  the  committee's  report  he  did  not  know ; 
because  the  report  had  not  yet  been  presented.  The  water  supply 
was  almost  entirely  got  from  surface  drainage,  and  there  would  be 
occasionally  discoloured  matter  mixing  with  the  water ;  but  whether 
that  was  deleterious  to  health  was  another  question.  In  the 
meantime  the  Company  should  at  once  be  requested  to  divert  the 
drainage  of  the  farm  at  Little  Swinburn  into  some  other  direction ; 
so  that  the  chance  of  germs  of  disease  getting  into  the  water,  as 
referred  to  by  Dr.  Huntley,  might  be  obviated.  He  would  not 
move  a  formal  vote  of  thanks  to  Dr.  Huntley,  but  he  must  say  that 
he  thought  the  Council  and  city  were  indebted  to  Dr.  Huntley  for 
having  called  attention  to  this  matter.     (Applause.) 

Mr.  Aid.  WiLSOK  said  that  several  members  of  the  Sanitary 
Committee  visited  the  Water  Works,  and  there  would  be  a  report 
upon  the  subject  in  due  course. 

Mr.  DioKiKSON  said  he  considered  this  a  very  important  subject^ 
and  immediate  action  ought  to  be  taken  in  regard  to  it  The  report 
which  would  be  presented  by  the  committee  could  easily  be  antici- 
pated after  the  remarks  made  by  Mr.  Youll.  The  allegations  of 
Dr.  Huntley  had,  he  was  sorry  to  say,  been  fully  sustained ;  and, 
instead  of  the  Council  waiting  a  month  for  the  committee's  report, 
the  Council  ought  to  request  the  Water  Company  to  put  the  matter 
right  at  once.  Mr.  TouU  had  pointed  out  the  remedy — ^to  carry 
the  drain  of  the  farm  past  Swinburn  reservoir. 
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The  Matob:  Ton  cannot  make  any  proposition  now.  This 
diflcoflflion  is  irregular;  but  the  importance  of  the  sabject  has 
indnoed  me  to  gire  yon  some  latitude. 

Mr.  BiBKBTT :  Haye  we  not  heard  sufficient  to  make  us  deal  with 
the  Water  Ck>mpany  at  oncel 

Mr.  JosKPH  B.  Ellis  :  We  should  have  the  report  first 

Mr.  DiOKiKSON  suggested  that  the  City  Engineer  and  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  be  requested  to  visit  the  Whittle  Dene, 
Hallingtony  and  Swinbum  reservoirsy  and  report  upon  their 
condition  to  the  GoundL 

Mr.  Aid.  SooTT :  That  is  unnecessary. 

Mr.  JosKPH  B.  Ellis  :  A  report  is  prepared,  ready  to  be  pre- 
sented to  the  joint  committee. 

The  Matob  :  I  must  stop  this  discussion.  The  matter  is  in  the 
hands  of  a  committee,  and  we  must  have  confidence  in  them. 

Mr.  Aid.  Gail  :  Ton  should  have  gone  to  Ullswater  for  your 
water  when  you  had  the  chance. 

Mr.  Wx.  Smith  thought  Mr.  Youll,  in  the  verbal  report  he  bad 
jast  given  to  the  Council,  had  not  gone  half  far  enough.  There 
was  no  more  vital  question  for  Newcastle  than  this.  The  Corpora- 
tion Sanitary  officer  had  been  repeatedly  at  the  reservoirs,  and  yet 
had  never  seen  what  was  now  complained  of.  There  should  be  a 
Government  enquiry  into  this  matter.  He  hoped  the  committee 
would  meet  soon,  and  convene  a  special  meeting  of  the  Council  to 
consider  their  report

Mr.  Aid.  WiLSOK  presented  the  following  jeport : — 

Tbe  Town  Improvement  Committee  have  to  report  to  the  Gomidl  that  a 
plan  has  been  submitted  to  them  by  Messrs.  R.  and  W.  Hawthorn, 
engmeers,  proposing,  with  the  consent  of  the  Corporation,  to  lay  a 
trunway  across  the  public  street  known  as  Forth  Street,  so  as  to  obtain 
direct  access  to  the  North  Eastern  Railway  from  their  works.  Your 
committee  have  approved  of  the  plan,  as  they  are  of  opinion  that  when

THC  PUBLIC  LIBRARIES  OOHMITTEB'S  ANNUAL  REPORT. 

The  Mayor  moved  the  confirmation  of  the  annual  report  of  the 
Poblic  Libraries'  Committee  [see  Appendix]. 

Mr.  TouLL  seconded  the  motion. 

Mr.  Aid.  Stephenson  said  he  wished  to  call  the  attention  to  the 
£u$t  that,  when  the  previous  report  was  nnder  discassion  twelve 
months  ago,  a  sort  of  conditional  promise  was  given  by  the  chairman 
of  the  committee  that  some  attention  would  be  given  to  the  wants 
of  the  ratepayers  by  establishing  branch  libraries  in  different  parts 
of  the  city  ;  and  he  was  nut  aware  that  any  steps  had  been  taken  to 
aeoomplish  that.  Whilst  he  congratalated  the  chairman  and  other 
members  of  the  committee  upon  the  excellent  work  done  at  the 
central  establishment,  he  must  remind  them  that  justice  had  not 
been  fairly  meted  out  to  the  ratepayers  living  at  the  extreme  west 
and  east  ends  of  Newcastle.  The  committee  were  not  called  upon  to 
erect  premises  in  order  to  give  effect  to  the  wishes  of  the  ratepayers 
in  those  districts;  for  there  were  already  commodious  premises 
belonging  to  the  School  Board,  which,  at  very  little  cost,  might  be 
made  available  for  branch  librarios.  Jesmond  ward  in  the  east,  and 
Westgate  and  Elswick  wards  in  the  west  contributed  far  more  than 
any  other  parts  to  the  Public  Library  rate  of  one  penny ;  and  it  was 
scarcely  treating  the  residents  in  those  districts  justly  in  making 
some  of  them  walk  two  miles  before  they  could  enjoy  the  privileges 
of  the  library.  This  was  not  a  subject  to  be  put  sside.  The 
members  of  the  School  Board  would  be  only  too  happy  to  co-operate 
with  the  committee  in  establishing  branch  libraries.  He  suggested 
that,  as  a  matter  of  ^cperiment,  branch  libraries  should  be  estab- 
Usbed  at  St.  Peters'  School  or  Byker  School  at  the  east  end,  and  at 
WflstmoralMid  Aoad  BoImmI  or  BooUwood  Boad.  Sduiol  «t  the  wm% 
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end ;  snd  the  committee  would  aeoertain  whether  there  shoiild  be  a 
further  derelopment  of  the  system  another  year. 

Mr.  Wm.  Smith  said  that  Aid.  Stephenson,  if  he  referred  to  the 
accounts,  would  see  that  the  committee  had  no  money  to  do  what  he 
proposed.  According  to  the  Act  there  oould  only  be  a  rate  of  one 
penny  levied  for  the  purpose  of  raising  money  to  repay  the  capital 
money  borrowed  and  interest,  and  to  meet  the  current  expenses ; 
and  there  was  no  money  to  spare  for  branch  libraries.  If  the  Council 
wished  to  have  brandi  libraries  the  rate  of  one  penny  must  be 
increased.  For  branch  libraries  there  would  haye  to  be  an  additional 
staff  of  officials,  and  to  meet  the  cost,  an  extra  sum  would  have  to  be 
raised  each  year ;  and  he  did  not  think  the  inhabitants  would  wish 
the  rate  increased.  No  doubt  some  people  were  placed  at  a 
disadvantage;  but  he  hoped  the  Libraiy  would  give  general 
satisfaction. 

Mr.  Oabsb  said  the  committee  had  given  the  question  of  branch 
libraries  careful  consideration ;  and,  for  the  reason  stated  by  Mr. 
WuL  Smith,  they  found  it  impossible  to  form  branch  libraries  at  the 
east  and  west  ends  of  the  town.  If  they  had  two  branch  libraries 
three  copies  of  all  books  would  have  to  be  bought,  and  extn 
staffs  maintained  ;  and  the  fands  at  the  disposal  of  the  committee 
did  not  enable  them  to  do  this.  Would  the  formation  of  branch 
libraries  do  any  good  ?  ("  Yes,"  and  "  Not  a  bit")  He  was  pre- 
pared to  show,  from  the  experience  of  other  towns,  that  they  did 
not  do  good.  In  Liverpool,  with  2  lending  libraries,  the  number  of 
reader's  tickets  compared  with  the  population  was  1  in  61 ;  Bir- 
mingham, with  5  lending  libraries,  1  in  26  ;  Leeds,  with  22  lending 
libraries,  1  in  16 ;  Manchester,  with  6  lending  libraries,  1  in  10 ; 
and  Newcastle,  with  one  central  library,  1  in  8.  The  population  of 
Newcastle  were,  so  far  as  these  figures  went,  the  best  reading 
people  in  England;  and  yet  they  had  only  one  library.  He 
thought  some  apology  was  due  to  the  Council  and  the  town  in 
respect  to  the  delay  in  opening  the  Reference  Library.  It  had  been 
proposed  to  open  it  when  Uiere  were  10,000  volumes,  and  the 
number  was  now  upwards  of  14,000  ;  and  still  the  library  was 
not  opened.  The  question  simply  was  whether  it  should  be  opened 
with,  or  without  a  proper  catalogue  ;  and  the  committee,  after  con- 
sidering the  subject,  thought  it  would  be  better  to  wait  until  the 
catalogue  was  completed.  There  were  now  hopes  that  in  a  very 
short  time  the  Touiliuson  Library  would  be  placed  under  the  charge 
of  the  committee.  The  library,  so  far  as  he  and  other  members  of 
the  committee  could  judge,  had  been  managed  with  a  considerable 
amount  of  ability  and  care,  and  it  would  not  be  fair  to  pass  over 
without  notice  the  services  of  Mr.  Haggerstone,  who,  he  considered, 
was  one  of  their  best  servants. 

Mr.  Calvert  thought  branch  newsrooms  might  be  established  in 
different  parts  of  the  town ;  and  that  would  not  involve  much  expense. 

Mr.  SxoaABDBOH :  Newapapen  sorely  aie  cheap  enough. 
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Hr.  Aid.  Babkab  said  it  was  of  the  atmost  importaaoe  to  hare 
good  central  lending  and  reference  libraries  before  thinking  of 
opoiing  iHranch  libraries.  The  list  of  donations  contained  gifts  from 
a  Tery  limited  number  of  people,  and  the  books  given  were  not  of 
great  importance,  excepting  some  given  from  the  British  MosenuL 
There  mnst  be  in  this  district  a  good  many  spare  books  which  coald 
be  placed  in  the  Reference  Library,  and  now  was  the  time  for  them 
to  be  given,  so  that  they  might  be  placed  in  their  proper  place  in  the 
catalogna 

Mr.  BiRKSTT  thonght  Aid.  Barkas  and  Mr.  Carse  lost  sight  of 
the  great  distance  some  people  had  to  walk  to  reach  the  Library. 
It  was  not  fair  to  discuss  in  this  way  the  question  raised  by 
Aid.  Stephenson.  If  branch  libraries  were  formed  perhaps  the 
number  of  readers'  tickets  would  be  increased  to  1  in  4  of  the 
population  instead  of  1  in  8. 

The  motion  for  the  confirmation  of  the  report  was  agreed  to. 

VBWOASTLX  GRAIN  WABBUOUBX. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hedlby  moved  the  confirmation  of  the  report  of  the 
Finance  Committee  relative  to  the  Newcastle  Grain  Warehonse 
[p.  73].  He  said  the  Qrain  Warehouse  Oompany  objected  to 
portions  of  the  recommendations  contained  in  the  committee's 
report  of  April  8, 1883 ;  and  the  committee  had  prepared  Uie  report 
now  under  consideration,  which  he  wished  the  Council  to  confirm 
lo-day.  In  the  present  report  the  committee  recommended  that  the 
Company  be  relieved  from  the  payment  of  £1,467  28.  lid.,  the 
eo0t  of  laying  rails  in  front  of  the  warehouse,  such  rails  to  remain 
the  property  of  the  Corporation  ;  and  second,  that  the  cranage 
charges  payable  by  the  Company  be  commuted  by  an  annual 
payment  of  £50,  commencing  from  January  1,  1880.  This  would 
he  an  advantage  to  the  Corporation,  who  would  be  saved  an  expense 
of  £40  or  £50  a  year  for  a  man  to  look  after  the  dues.  The 
amount  received  by  the  Company  was  under  £100  a  year.  The 
committee's  report  of  April  3,  1883,  was  entirely  withdrawn ;  and 
the  only  repurt  now  before  the  Coundl  was  the  one  dated  December 
20, 1888.     No  concessions  were  now  made  as  to  the  rent, 

Mr.  Aid.  Haxond  :  Has  all  the  rent  been  paid  by  the  Company 
op  to  the  present  time  ? 

Mr.  Aid.  Hkdlby  :  Yes,  up  to  the  present  time.  I  move  the 
oonfirmation  of  the  report  of  December  20,  1883. 

Mr.  Aid.  Grbosoh:  I  second  the  motion  with  great  pleasure. 

Mr.  HoLMBS  thought  the  members  of  the  Council  would  be  very 
pleased  to  adopt  the  recommendations  of  the  committee.  When 
this  subject  was  under  discussion  in  the  Council  some  months  ago, 
tbey  accepted  a  proposal  made  by  him  to  the  e£Fect  that  a  certain 
arrangement  should  be  made  with  the  Company  with  respect  to  the 
payment  of  the  rent ;  and  he  had  been  glad  to  learn  from  the  ohair- 
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man  of  the  Finance  Ck>mmittee  that  the  Company  had  now  paid  the 
rent ;  and,  therefore,  it  was  not  neoesaarj  to  carry  oat  that  propoeaL 
He  also,  at  the  same  time,  arged  npoa  the  Coandl  to  relieve  the 
Company  from  paying  for  the  rails,  apon  the  gronnd  that  there 
ought  not  to  he  any  daal  anthority  with  respect  to  the  rails  laid 
apon  the  Quayside.  The  Council  refused  then  to  listen  to  that 
proposal ;  and  he  was  glad  now  to  find  that  the  Finance  Committee 
approved  of  his  suggestion,  and  now  recommended  the  Council  to 
become  possessors  of  the  rails,  and  simply  allow  the  Company  to  use 
them  for  working  the  traffic.  He  was  also  glad  that  the  cranage 
charges  were  to  be  arranged  in  the  simple  way  recommended  by  the 
committee. 

Mr.  Wm.  Smith  :  I  move,  as  an  amendment,  that  the  report  lie 
on  the  table  for  twelve  months. 

Mr.  Joseph  B.  Elus  :  It  has  been  before  us  two  years. 

Mr.  W.  Smith  said  the  £1,467  was  expended  by  the  Corporation 
in  laying  the  rails  at  the  request  of  the  directors  of  the  Oraiu 
Warehouse  Company.  There  was  no  dual  authority  respecting  the 
rails,  but  they  were  an  obstruction  on  the  Quay.  The  rails  were  laid 
across  the  road  from  the  warehouse  to  the  Quay,  and  could  only  be 
used  in  connection  with  the  warehouse.  The  Corporation,  at  the 
request  of  the  Company,  expended  the  money ;  and  why  should  the 
Company  not  pay  the  money  ?  The  promoters  of  the  Grain  Ware* 
house  Company,  when  they  purchased  the  land  from  the  Corporation, 
wished  the  Corporation  to  receive  a  certain  sum  after  the  share- 
holders had  been  paid  a  dividend  ;  but  that  proposal  was  abandoned ; 
and  the  promoters  agreed  to  purchase  the  land  f<Hr  X32,000.  Mr. 
Toull,  at  a  previous  meeting  of  the  Council,  showed  that  the  land 
cost  the  Corporation  £7  per  square  yard,  without  including  the 
streets.  The  Company  paid  nothing  for  the  vacant  space  in  front 
of  the  warehouse ;  and  had  the  use  of  the  Quay  in  front,  the  build- 
ing of  which  cost  the  Corporation  £29,000.  The  sbareholderB 
promoted  the  erection  of  the  warehouse  as  an  investment;  and 
what  had  they  done  1  They  first  wanted  the  rent  reduced ;  and 
then  they  wanted  a  reduction  of  the  cranage  charge&  What 
were  the  Council  going  to  do  for  other  people  whoee  warehoosea 
could  not  be  let?  Were  the  committee  going  to  compensate 
them  ?  What  was  the  value  of  Mr.  Pol1ard*s  warehouse  1  If  the 
Council  were  going  to  compensate  one  party  they  should  also 
compensate  the  other.  The  psyment  of  cranage  rates  formed  part 
of  the  agreement  with  the  Company,  and  could  not  be  altered 
without  the  sanction  of  the  authorities  iu  London.  The  cranage 
charges  payable  by  the  Company  would  be  about  £200  a  year  ;  and 
he  thought  the  arrears  amoanted  to  £500  or  £600 ;  and  were  the 
Corporation  not  to  receive  one  penny  of  these  arrears  f 

Mr.  Walter  Soott  asked  Mr.  Aid.  Hedley  if  £l,i67  waa  tha 
cost  of  the  rails  laid  on  the  Quay,  or  did  it  inelude  the  ooat  of  tha 
rails  laid  inside  the  warehouse  7 
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Mr.  Aid.  HsDLKT :  Only  the  cost  of  laying  the  rails  outside  the 
warehoQse. 

Mr.  W.  Scott  :  £1  a  yard  is  a  good  price  for  rails ;  and  there 
Goold  not  be  1,400  yards  of  rails  ontside  the  warehouse.  It  mnst 
be  the  cost  of  the  rails  ontside  and  inside  as  well. 

Mr.  Jacebom  :  There  would  be  the  paving. 

Mr.  W.  SoOTT :  I  have  no  objection  to  let  the  Company  off  for 
the  rails  ontside  the  warehouse;  but  it  is  impossible  for  those  rails 
outside  to  have  cost  £1,400. 

Mr.  Aid.  HiDLBT :  I  am  afraid  our  engineers  do  not  work  so 
cheaply  as  you  do,  Mr.  Soott;  for  this  is  the  cost  of  the  rails 
outside  the  warehouse. 

Mr.  W.  Smith  :  There  are  many  points  and  crossings. 

Mr.  Aid.  Cail  said  the  North  Eastern  Bailtvay  Company  bad 
had  rails  put  on  the  Quay  for  them  by  the  Corporation,  and  they 
were  a  great  benefit  to  the  town  ;  and  he  thought  the  Orain  Ware- 
house Company  ought  to  be  placed  on  the  same  conditions  as  the 
Bailway  Company  in  regard  to  rails.  No  work  had  been  of  more 
unportanc3  to  the  town  than  the  building  of  this  warehouse,  the 
shareholders  of  which  had  had  great  difficulties  to  contend  with, 
and  had  been  placed  at  a  great  disadvantage,  and  suffered  loss 
through  the  delay  of  the  Corporation  in  getting  certain  work  done. 
The  Finance  Committee  had  gone  carefully  into  the  question  of  the 
cranage  dues,  and,  if  the  Company  paid  £50  a  year,  the  Corporation 
need  not  keep  a  man  to  check  the  charges.  Mr.  W.  Smith  had 
stated  that  this  warehouse  had  made  other  warehouses  useless ;  but 
that  was  the  natural  coarse  of  trade.  A  few  years  ago  grain  laden 
ships  use  to  lie  alongside  the  Qaay,  and  men  carried  the  grain  in 
bags  from  the  ships  to  carts,  in  which  it  was  taken  to  the  ware- 
honsea,  and  carried  up  the  stairs,  tiuch  a  system  would  be  quite 
preposterous  at  the  present  time. 

Mr.  Bbowbb  said  that  no  body  of  people  deserved  more  sympathy 
from  the  Council  than  those  who  tried  to  improve  the  industries  and 
trade  of  the  district ;  and  certainly  they  wanted  more  of  this  kind 
of  people  now.  Capital  was  at  a  low  rate  of  interest  ^  and  yet  there 
was  great  difficulty  in  finding  suitable  enterprises  to  embark  capital 
in,  and  make  the  district  more  prosperous.  The  Warehouse 
Company  should  be  encouraged  ;  and,  as  the  demands  now  made 
were  smaller  than  they  were  before,  the  CouncU  should  adopt  the 
report 

Mr.  Aid.  Haxokb  said  he  was  very  glad  that  the  question  of  the 
arrears  of  rent  was  no  longer  before  the  Council,  and  he  congratulated 
the  Company  upon  coming  to  the  wise  conclusion  to  pay  that  which 
was  legitimately  due  to  the  Corporation,  bince  the  last  time  he 
spoke  on  this  question  he  had  taken  some  trouble  to  go  into  the 
matter  from  the  beginning  -,  he  had  gone  over  the  arrangements  made 
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by  the  Iftte  Town  Olerk  in  regard  to  the  Company,  and  also  enqoired 
into  the  statement  about  the  oost  of  paving  and  flagging  which 
the  Company  were  pat  ta     He  fonnd  the  statement  made  to  him 
by  a  gentleman  was  borne  oat — that  the  Company  were  hard 
pressed  npon  in  regard  to  a  certain  amount  of  paving  and  flagging, 
and  which  owners  of  other  werehouses,  similarly  situated,  had 
not  been  called  upon  to  pay  or  oontribute  ta     Coming  to  this 
conclusion,  he  naturally  felt  that  the  Company  had  some  claim  upon 
the  Corporation  in  equity,  although  not  l^ally.     He  was  aware 
that  the  rails  were  laid  down  by  the  Corporation  at  the  request  of 
the  Company  for  their  special  use ;  and  he  would  support  the 
recommendation  of  the  committee  that  the  Company  be  not  called 
upon  to  pay  the  cost.     The  Corporation  had,  until  lately,  been  pay- 
ing 4  per  cent  interest  upon  the  money  borrowed ;  and  he  thought 
that  the  Qrain  Warehouse  Company  for  the  use  of  the  rails  should 
pay  an  annual  sum  to  the  Corporation;  and,  in  hct,  he  doubted 
very  much  whether  the  Lords  of  the  Treasury,  if  this  matter  had  to 
go  before  them,  would  sanction  the  change  unless  the  Company  did 
pay  interest    He,  therefore,  moved  the  addition  of  the  following  words 
to  the  flrst  recommendation : — '*  The  Company  paying  for  such  use 
yearly  the  sum  of  £25."     That  would  not  be  quite  2  per  cent,  on 
the  money  expended,  and  it  would  be  a  fair  and  generous  settlement 
of  this  matter  by  the  Corporation.     Mr.  Watson,  on  behalf  of  the 
Company,  made  a  statement  with  respect  to  the  cranage  charges 
which  perfectly  staggered  him  (Aid.  Hamond)  ;  and  no  doubt  the 
state  of  things  was  oppressive  and  unjust  to  the  Company,  and  it 
was  the  duty  of  the  Corporation  to  relieve  theoL     He  believed  the 
Corporation  wanted  about  £400  for  cranage  charges  since  1880 ; 
and  the  committee  recommended  that  £50  a  year  should  be  paid, 
commencing  from  1880,  and  there  would,  therefore,  be  about  £200 
now  to  be  received  by  the  Corporation.     The  Quay  was  a  public 
Quay,  both  in  law  and  equity,  and  the  Corporation  could  not  give 
anybody  the  exclusive  use  of  the  Quay,  but  they  might  assist  the 
Company,  and  give  them  all  the  accommodation  they  could  for 
carrying  on  the  enterprise.    If  the  Council  agreed  to  take  £50  a 
year  for  the  cranage  charges,  there  should  be  the  stipulation  that 
when  any  vessel  discharged  cargo  at  the  Quay  by  means  of  the 
Company's  cranes,  the  cranage  charges  upon  goods  not  intended  for 
the  warehouse  should  be  divided  between  Uie  Company  and  the 
Corporation.     He  moved  that  the  following  be  added  to  the  report 
of  the  committee: — '*  Any  cranage  chaises  upon  cargoes  discharged 
with  the  cranes  of  the  Company,  no  portion  of  which  cargoes  is 
intended  to  be  placed  in  their  warehouse,  shall  be  equally  divided 
between  the  Corporation  and  the  Company,  such  arrangement  to 
continue  during  the  pleasure  of  the  Corporation."    The  Corporation 
must  have  some  material  guarantee  to  show  to  the  world  that 
they  did  not  make  this  into  an  absolutely  private  Quay ;  and  he 
would  be  glad  if  the  two  suggestions,  which  he  now  moved  as  an 
amendment)  were  adopted. 
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Mi;  Jiosfov  Moonded  the  unendme&t. 

Mr.  TouLL  said  the  B^anoe  Committee  had  spent  a  oonriderable 
tame  in  considering  this  snbject.  The  committee  recommended  that 
the  cranage  charges  he  commuted  by  an  annual  payment  of  £50  ; 
bat  that  did  not  apply  excepting  to  yessels,  the  balk  of  whose  cargoes 
was  landed  for  the  warehoose.  On  cargoes  which  were  landed  at 
the  Qnay  for  other  places  than  the  warehouse,  the  Oorporation 
would  get  the  moiety  of  the  cranage  dues. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamond  :  I  was  speaking  of  goods  landed  by  the  three 
cranes  belonging  to  the  Company,  and  not  intended  for  the  warehouse. 

Mr.  YouLL :  In  respect  to  such  cargoes  we  are  to  have  the  full 
noiety  of  the  cranage  dues. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamosd  :  Then  it  should  be  stated  in  the  report. 

Mr.  TouLL :  It  was  not  necessary  to  state  what  was  the  natural 
■eqnenoe.  They  were  only  attempting  to  arrange  with  the  Company 
in  respect  to  the  goods  for  the  warehouse.  Mr.  Aid.  Hamond  had 
told  tibe  Council  that  the  Company  were  unfairly  called  upon  to  pay 
Xl»800  for  paving  and  flagging;  and  he  (Mr.  Youll)  thought  the 
Corporation  might  fairly  put  this  sum  against  the  £1,467,  without 
charging  £25  a  year.  The  Company  should  pay  some  nominal 
acknowledgment  to  giye  the  Corporation  the  control  over  the  rails; 
bat  £25  a'year  was  too  much.  Mr.  W.  Smith  had  referred  to  the 
propocal  of  the  Company  to  buy  the  land ;  and  the  first  proposal  was 
that,  after  paying  a  diridendte  the  shareholders,  the  landlords 
should  then  be  paid  ;  but,  fortunately,  by  the  astuteness  of  the  late 
Town  Clerk,  that  was  nbt  carried  out  The  Corporation  had 
Durohaaed  a  large  portion  of  land  on  the  Quayside,  and  what  would 
naTe  been  the  result  if  the  Grain  Warehouse  Company  had  not  built 
upon  it  t  (A  Toice,  "  Somebody  else  would  have  booght  it")  He 
was  not  aware  that  the  Corporation  had  sold  any  land  at  that  part 
of  the  Quay,  except  to  this  Company.  The  Corporation  had  several 
thousand  yards  of  land  on  the  Quay  to  sell,  and  there  had  been  no 
applications  for  it  In  the  interest  of  the  Corporation  and  of  the 
people  of  Newcastle,  he  hoped  the  Council  would  confirm  the  report 

Mr.  Joanm  B.  Elus  said  he  had  listened  to  Mr.  Aid.  Hamond's 
speech  with  great  {deasure:  because  when  this  subject  was  last 
before  the  Council,  If  r.  Aid.  Hamond  was  one  of  the  chief  opponents 
of  the  compromise.  Mr.  Aid.  Hamond  since  then  had  gone  into 
the  questioa  fairly  and  examined  it  thoroughly,  and  every  gentleman 
who  did  so  must  come  to  the  conclusion  that  the  Company  had  been 
bardly  dealt  with  by  the  Corporation.  ('*  No,  na")  There  was  no 
obstraction  caosed  on  the  Qnay  by  the  Company.  In  not  charging 
fx  the  rails  on  the  Qnay  the  Oorporation  would  be  simply  doing  for 
the  Grain  Warehouse  Company  what  bed  been  done  for  the  North 
Xistem  Railway  Company,  l^e  Corporation  got  the  package  duea^ 
cad  the  Tyne  Conmission  got  the  river  does«  from  the  two  companies ; 
tat  m  additioB,  the  Corporalaoa  leodved  fi!om  the  Warehouse  Com- 
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pany  ft  coDBid«rftbIe  ram  as  ground  rent  for  land  whiehf  befora 
the  waiehonae  was  built,  did  not  bring  in  a  penny.  Mr.  W.  Bmitii 
stated  that  the  opening  of  this  warehonse  had  been  the  means  of 
closing  grain  warehooses  snch  as  Messrs.  Pollard's.  That  was 
nonsense.  Warehooses  snch  as  Messrs.  Pollard's  and  others  were 
worthless  before  the  Grain  Warehouse  Company's  premises  were 
built ;  and,  in  fact  trade  was  driyen  away  to  Sunderland,  Hartlepool, 
and  Tyne  Dock,  and  none  of  the  Newcastle  merchants  used  to  bring 
stuff  to  Newcastle  Quay.  The  opening  of  the  Grain  Warehouse  had 
been  the  means  of  bringing  trans- Atlantic  steamers  to  Newcastle 
Quay.  If,  by  any  means,  this  warehouse  was  closed  what  were  the 
Council  going  to  do  7  They  would  be  doing  the  same  thing  that 
Mr.  W.  Smith  and  his  committee  did  with  a  farm  at  Walker  a 
year  or  two  ago.  The  committee  had  a  chance  of  meeting  the  tenant 
in  hard  times ;  but,  instead  of  doing  so,  they  took  one  of  the  farms 
into  their  own  hands  to  farm,  and,  instead  of  getting  a  rent  in 
accordance  with  the  times,  they  had  not  only  not  got  a  single  penny 
of  rent,  but  had  lost  £700  or  £800  upon  it.  If  the  Council  persisted 
in  behaving  hardly  to  the  Grain  Warehouse  Company,  tiie  same 
thing  would  happen.  This  warehouse  had  been  the  means  of 
bringing  to  Newcastle  an  extra  supply  of  grain  and  flour. 

Mr.  Wm.  Skith,  in  explanation  of  a  remark  of  Mr.  Ellis's,  said 
the  committee  had  nothing  to  do  with  reducing  or  adTiandng  the 
rent  of  the  Walker  farm.  No  farmer  left  because  he  did  not  get  a 
reduction  of  rent  There  was  not  a  single  application  which  was 
not  dealt  with  by  the  Corporation  agent  A  Cum  was  left  on  their 
hands  because  nobody  would  take  it 

Mr.  Stephens  hoped  Mr.  Aid.  Hamond  would  not  press  lus 
amendment  The  committee  had  had  this  sulgect  under  their 
serious  consideration  a  great  number  of  times,  and  had  made  a 
good  compromise.  The  Corporation  paid  for  all  the  rails  laid  upon 
the  Quay  for  the  North  Eastern  Bailway  Company;  and,  under  the 
ciropmstances,  it  was  only  fair  and  right  that  the  Corporation  should 
pay  for  the  rails  laid  upon  the  Quayside  for  the  Grain  Warehouse 
Company.  Mr.  W.  Smith  had  referred  to  the  £29,000  expended 
in  building  the  Quay  in  front  of  the  warehouse;  but  that  £29,000 
would  hare  had  to  be  expended  whether  the  warehouse  had  been  built 
or  not  It  was  a  matter  of  necessity  that  that  portion  of  the  Quay 
should  hare  been  built  and  completed  in  order  to  retain  the  other 
portion  of  the  Quay.  His  impression  was  that  the  Company  had 
been  treated  by  the  Corporation  with  considerable  hardness  and 
harshness.  The  question  of  the  cranage  dues  had  been  ocmsidered 
oyer  and  oyer  agam;  and  the  Company  had  promised  that  they 
would  not,  with  their  cranes,  come  into  competition  with  the  Cor- 
poration cranes  on  the  Quay.  The  Company  had  given  a  return  of 
oases  where  they  had  discharged  some  lighters ;  but  it  was  a  trivial 
matter,  and  the  only  object  in  noticing  i%  was  to  preserve  the  right 
of  the. Corporation  to  do  such  work  with  their  own  cranes.    He 
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hoped  the  Gonnoil  wonld  agree  to  the  reoommeadatioiis  of  the 
committee.  The  Warehonae  Oompaoy  had  been  of  conaiderable 
adrantage  to  the  poor  classes  in  Newcastle  and  neighbourhood  in 
keeping  the  price  of  floor  very  cheap. 

Mr.  Ahhan  :  If  the  Gonnoil  adopts  the  report  will  we  be  obliged 
to  keep  the  rails  in  repair  1 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamokd  :  Tes,  we  are  boond  to  do  that;  and  that  is 
why  I  propose  a  charge  of  £25  a  year. 

Mr.  KiOHlRDsoN  :  We  do  the  same  for  the  North  Eastern  Rail- 
way Company. 

Mr.  Ahhjji  said  that  if  the  Conncil  looked  at  this  subject  from  a 
business  point  of  yiew,  they  would  see  that  the  warehouse  was  a 
speculation  undertaken  by  the  shareholders  at  their  own  risk  in  the 
e^Mctation  of  getting  a  profit  out  of  it  The  speculation  had 
toned  out  unprofitably;  but  the  probability  was  that  it  would  be 
profitable  in  the  future.  As  a  representative  of  a  large  ward,  in 
which  there  was  a  large.amount  of  property  built  for  business  pur- 
poses in  years  gone  by,  and  owned  by  various  gentlemeni  he  thought 
it  would  be  hardly  fair  to  make  the  allowance  proposed  to  the  Com- 
pany without  considering  the  position  of  those  other  gentlemen.  He 
would  support  Mr.  Aid.  Hamond*s  amendment,  and  would  go  further, 
sod  charge  interest  upon  the  capital  expended  in  laying  the  rails. 

Mr.  J.  Babkbb  Ellis  :  If  Mr.  Aid.  Hamond  would  reduce  the 
£25  to  £5  a  year,  I  think  he  would  receive  more  support 

Mr.  Aid.  Hbdlbt  :  Withdraw  it  altogether. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hakond  said  he  had  made  the  amount  as  moderate  as 
possible,  considering  that  the  Corporation  had  to  repair  the  rails. 
He  would  reduce  it  to  £15. 

Mr.  Stbphkhs  :  Make  it  £10. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamovd  :  If  the  Mayor  says  I  should  make  it  10 
guineas  instead  of  £25, 1  will  agree  to  it. 

The  Matob  :  Then  make  it  10  guineas,  Mr.  Aid.  Hamond.  . 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamohd:   Very  well.    Leave  it  to  the  Council  to 


Mr.  Aid.  Hbdlet  accepted  the  amendments  proposed  by  Mr.  Aid. 
Esmond :  and  the  yearly  payment  for  the  rails  to  be  10  guineas. 

Mr.  Hkpbubh  said  Mr.  Ellis's  statement  that  the  Grain  Ware- 
house had  been  the  means  of  reducing  the  price  of  flour  was  all 
humbug.  Would  any  gentleman  buy  a  carjg^o  of  flour  or  grain  and 
put  it  into  the  warehouse  with  the  expectation  of  the  price  coming 
down  t  The  grain  would  be  put  there  in  the  expectation  ihat  the 
price  would  go  up. 

Mr.  W.  BxiTH  moved,  as  an  amendment,  that  the  yearly  sum  to 
be  pa^  by  the  Oram  Warehouse  Company  for  the  use  of  the  railf 
be£S6. 
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The  Ootmeil  Toted  upon  Mr.  W.  Smith'b  amandment  as  follows : —

Mr.  Aid.  Hedlet  moyed  the  confirmation  of  the  report  of  the 
Finance  Committee  on  the  application  of  the  Qateshead  Oorporation 
to  commute  the  Thorough  Toll  in  respect  of  goods  landed  and 
shipped  at  Qateshead  Qnay  [p.  73]. 

Mr.  Aid.  Btsphensoxt  seconded  the  motion. 

Agreed  to. 

PB0P08BD  PUBOHASB  OF  BTKSB  BBIDGB. 

Mr.  Temple  rose  to  propose  the  following  motion : — ^"  That  in  the 
opinion  of  this  Council  it  is  desirable  that  the  Byker  Bridge  should 
be  acquired  by  the  Corporation,  with  a  yiew  to  its  being  ultimately 
thrown  open  free  to  the  public ;  and  that  a  special  committee  be 
appointed  to  negotiate  with  the  Byker  Bridge  Company,  and  ascer- 
tain upon  what  terms  the  Company  will  transfer  their  undertaking 
to  the  Corporation,  and  report  thereon  to  the  Council." 

Mr.  Beownb,  on  account  of  the  lateness  of  the  hour,  suggested 
that  if  Mr.  Temple  would  agree  to  have  the  subject  referred  to  the 
Parliamentary  Committee,  instead  of  to  a  specnal  committee,  per- 
haps it  would  settle  the  whole  matter. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamond  :  The  subject  is  already  referred  to  the  Pkr- 
liamentary  Committee,  and  is  now  under  their  consideration. 

Mr.  Bbowvb  said  he  understood  that  the  Parliamentary  Com- 
mittee had  the  matter  in  hand,  and  the  Council  wanted  the  committee 
to  go  on  with  it. 

Mr.  Aid:  Hamokd  :  That  is  what  we  intend  to  do  at  our  next 
meeting. 

Mr.  Templb  said  he  was  prepared  to  accept  Mr.  Browne*s  sugges- 
tion, provided  the  Council  were  prepared  to  affirm  the  desirability 
of  buying  the  Byker  Bridge.  (<<  No,  no.**)  It  was  useless  referring 
the  matter  to  the  Parliamentary  Committee  unless  the  Council 
affirmed  this  principle.  He  did  not  anticipate  that  the  directors  of 
the  Byker  Bridge  Company  were  going  to  treat  with  a  eomodttea 
not  authorised  by  the  Council  to  treat  for  the  pnvehase  of  the  W4gB> 
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Mr.  Aid.  Hakohd  Mid  a  memorial  from  Byker  jBrentlemoDy  urging 
the  Cbancil  to  purchase  the  bridge  and  to  make  it  free  at  a  certain 
tinie,  waa  referred  by  the  Council  to  the  Parliamentary  and  Bye- 
Laws  Committee  to  consider  its  prayer,  and  to  communicate  with 
the  Bridge  Company,  and  report  upon  the  desirability  of  purchasing 
the  bridge.  He  thought  Mr.  Temple  should  be  satisfied  witii  what 
the  committee  were  doing. 

Mr.  Aid.  Babkab  :  The  subject  was  referred  to  a  special  com- 
mittee, and  that  conmiittee  has  never  made  a  report 

Mr.  Aid.  HAMosn :  The  Parliamentary  Committee  is  busy  con- 
ndering  the  subject. 

Mr.  Tkkplb  said  that  this  was  the  first  time  he  had  had  the 
opportunity  to  explain  to  the  Council  what  had  taken  place  in 
regard  to  the  special  committee  just  mentioned  by  Mr.  Aid. 
B^kas.  Last  year  he  hsd  a  similar  notice  of  motion  upon  the 
agenda  for  a  considerable  time,  and  when  it  did  come  to  his  turn  to 
propose  the  motion,  Mr.  Carse  met  it  by  an  amendment,  which  he 
(Mr.  Temple)  agreed  to  accept  for  the  time  being.  By  that  amend- 
ment a  special  committee  was  appointed  to  enquire  whether  there 
was  any  necessity  for  any  other  approach  between  Byker  and  the 
town,  and,  if  there  was  any  necessity,  to  report  as  to  the  best  means 
of  meeting  it.  That  committee  met  three  or  four  times  with  the 
intention  of  doing  nothmg ;  and  ultimately  they  succeeded  in  doing 
nothing.  They  inspected  the  proposed  new  road  across  the  Onse- 
Iram,  and  up  Albion  Bow  to  Shields  Road,  at  the  junction  of  Cook 
Street  or  Dalton  Street ;  and  the  Engineer  measured  the  distances, 
and  by  that  road  the  distance  to  any  part  of  the  town  was  greater 
than  by  way  of  Byker  Bridge;  and,  besides,  on  the  proposed  new 
road  tbere  would  be  a  dip  of  fifty  feet^  and  a  rise  up  again  at  the 
othw  side.  A  report  was  drawn  up,  and  the  committee  were  called 
together  to  consider  it ;  and  there  were  three  votes  on  each  side ; 
aad  he,  as  chairman,  declined  to  vote  twice  to  settle  the  question. 
That  committee  set  out  to  do  nothing,  and  they  succeeded  in  doing 
it.  He  had  been  told  that  that  committee  was  re-appointed 
at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Council  ;  but  he  watched  the 
proceedings  carefully,  and  if  it  had  been  appointed,  he  would 
have  objected  to  it.  He  would  now  give  some  reasons 
why  the  Council  should  purchase  the  Byker  Bridge.  The  first 
reason  was  that  the  Corporation  owned  a  very  large  estate  not  far 
from  the  east  end  of  the  bridge,  and  yet  at  the  entrance  to  the  portion 
of  that  estate  nearest  the  town  there  was  this  bridge  toll.  The 
whole  of  the  land  between  the  Town  Hall  and  the  Walker  estate, 
was,  with  the  exception  of  two  or  three  sites,  built  upon ;  and  that 
estate  cooid  be  greatly  developed  at  any  time.  Another  reason  in 
&vour  of  his  proposal  was  that  it  was  unfair  and  against  the  spirit 
of  our  local  Acts  of  Parliament  to  hare  equal  rates  without  equal 
privileges  and  benefits ;  and  he  thought  the  Council  would  find  this 
^iiw  hone  out  bf  some  of  the  kMd  Acts  <rf  Pailianeni    Sectioa  Ift 
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of  the  Newcftstle  ImproTemoDt  Aet,  1858,  referred  to  the  repairs  of 
streets  within  the  townships  of  Elswick,  Westgate,  Byker,  Jesmond, 
and  Heaton,  within  the  boroagh  ;  and  those  townships  were  placed 
in  the  same  position  in  regard  to  the  rating  as  were  the  inner  por- 
tions of  the  old  borongh.  Section  182  of  the  Newcastle  Improve- 
ment Act,  1869,  enacted  that  ^<  where  the  benefit  derived  hj  any 
particular  part  of  the  borongh  within  any  of  the  townships  of 
WestgatCi  Elswick,  Jesmond,  Heaton,  and  Byker,  from  the 
expenditure  for  meeting  which  the  general  rate  is  in  any  year  levied, 
is  in  the  opinion  of  the  Corporation  partial  only,  they  may  order 
that  a  proportionate  part  omy  of  the  general  rate  actuaJly  levied  in 
that  year  (not  being  less  than  one  halip  thereof)  be  levied  on  property 
in  that  particnlar  part  of  the  borongh.''  He  thought  he  could  prove 
dearly  to  the  Ooundl  that  Byker  was  paying  its  fair  share  of  ratea, 
and  was  not  getting  an  equal  benefit  with  the  rest  of  the  town  from 
those  rates.  During  the  five  years  ending  in  March  of  the  present 
year  the  total  estimate  for  paving  and  figging  was  £67,160;  and 
of  that  £28,619  was  expended  for  general  repairs,  and  £87,991 
was  for  repairing  or  reflagging  streets.  During  three  out  of  these 
five  years  not  a  single  penny  was  spent  in  Heaton  or  Byker;  in  one 
year  £7  was  spent,  and  in  the  current  year  £549  was  expended 
in  the  paving  of  the  main  thoroughfare  where  there  was  only  a 
narrow  strip  of  macadamised  road  between  the  tramways  and  the 
footpath.  Thus  in  five  years  £87,991,  could  be  specially  pointed 
out  as  having  been  spent  upon  paving  streets  in  the  town, 
whilst  only  £556  had  b^n  expended  st  Byker,  equal  to  about  one- 
seventieth  of  the  whole  amount.  He  thought  these  figures  showed 
pretty  clearly  that  whilst  Byker  was  paying  an  equal  share  of  the 
rates,  it  was  not  receiving  an  equal  share  in  the  benefit;  and  this 
was  not  in  accordance  with  the  spirit  and  intention  of  the  local  Acta 
of  Parliament.  Byker  and  Heaton  were  not  only  taxed  equally  with 
the  other  parts  of  the  city  without  getting  equal  benefits,  but  had,  in 
addition,  to  pay  the  bridge  toll.  Byker  and  Heaton  had  made  great 
progress  in  the  last  few  years,  as  was  shown  by  the  fact  that  a  rate  of 
Is.  in  the  pound,  which  produced  only  £715  in  1871,  produced  £3,180 
in  1882,  showing  an  increase  of  something  over  800  per  cent, 
in  that  period.  From  1871  to  the  present  time  Byker  had  contri- 
buted over  £20,000  towards  the  Town  Improvement  Fund;  and 
eonld  anybody  tell  him  what  Byker  had  got  in  return  ?  He  did  not 
think  any  one  could  answer  Uie  question.  The  Ck)rporation  were 
acting  not  only  contrary  to  the  spirit,  but  also  against  the  letter  of 
the  law,  in  permitting  a  toll  to  be  levied  on  a  road  within  the  city. 
Section  71  of  the  Newcastle  Improvement  Act,  1846,  enacted  '<  that 
it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  the  trustees  of  any  turnpike  road  to  collect 
any  toll,  or  repair  or  expend  any  money,  on  any  road  within 
the  limits  of  this  Act."  He  was  quoting  from  Mr.  Gibson's 
book  containing  the  Newcastle  Improvement  Acts,  and  he  ^Mr. 
Temple)  supposed  nothing  had  been  repealed  except  wnere 
stated.    The  dause  m  the  Act  of  1846  was  oonflrmad  in  daioaa  19 
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of  the  NewQMtle  ImproTement  Act,  1858,  as  follows:  **  And  whereas 
by  the  seveDty-first  section  of  the  Newcastle-npon-Tyne  Improve- 
ment Act,  1846,  it  is  enacted  that  it  shall  not  be  lawfal  for  the 
trustees  of  any  turnpike  road  to  collect  any  toll,  or  repair,  or  expend 
any  money  on  any  road  within  the  limits  of  that  Act,"  and  the 
daose  went  on  to  refer  to  the  Bcotswood  Bridge  Company's  road. 
There  was  another  reason  which  he  might  addace  in  favour  of 
Byker  district.  In  carrying  ont  the  improvements  at  Pandon, 
Qnayside*  and  Sandgate,  a  large  amoant  of  property  was  pnlled 
down,  and  hundreds  of  people  were  driven  from  those  localities ;  and 
where  conld  they  go  to  for  houses,  but  the  nearest  district,  which 
was  Byker.  Had  it  not  been  for  the  house  accommodation  provided 
at  Byker  the  Oorporation  would  have  had  to  put  in  force  the  powers 
of  the  Artisans'  Dwellings  Act,  at  great  expense  to  the  town.  The 
Oorporation  in  carrying  out  the  improvements  had  driven  people 
from  the  centre  of  the  town  into  Byker,  and  the  Corporation  ought 
to  give  thoee  people  free  access  to  the  centre  of  the  town  ;  and  this 
oonld  be  done  by  purchasing  the  Byker  Bridge.  He  did  not  wish 
the  Corporation  to  throw  the  bridge  open  altogether  free  at  oncCi  If 
the  Council  affirmed  the  desirability  of  buying  the  bridge,  and  came 
to  terms  with  the  Bridge  Company,  he  would  suggest  that  the  bridge 
be  ihen  opened  free  for  foot  traffic.  The  Company,  he  believed,  were 
at  present  reoeivbg  from  the  ordinary  vehicular  traffic — ^he  was 
speaking  without  absolute  knowledge  of  the  amount — sometiiing  like 
£900  or  £1,000  per  annum ;  and  if  the  tram-cars  were  charged  the 
same  toll  as  any  other  vehicle  there  would  be  another  £1,000. 

Mr.  Aid.  Stiphbnson  :  Do  the  Tramway  Company  pay  for  each 
passenger? 

Mr.  TiifPLM :  They  pay  for  each  passenger. 

Mr.  Aid.  Stspbivbon  :  They  pay  toll  for  each  passenger,  but  do 
they  pay  toll  for  the  tram-cars  7 

Mr.  Tekpls  :  Passengers  pay  each  way,  but  the  tram-cars  are  free. 

The  Matob  :  The  Tramway  lessees  get  a  rebate. 

Mr.  TracPLi :  They  get  a  discoant  on  the  large  amount,  but  it  is 
a  small  discount  If  we  purchase  the  bridge,  my  proposal  is  that 
foot  passengers  shall  be  free,  and  that  all  veMcles,  including  tram- 
cars,  be  charged  the  present  rate.  I  now  move  the  resolution,  with 
the  change  suggested  by  Mr.  Browne— that  the  subject  be  referred 
to  the  Parliamentary  and  Bye-Laws  Committee. 

Mr.  Sutton  seconded  the  motion.  He  said  that  after  the  fall 
manner  in  which  Mr.  Temple  had  gone  into  the  details,  he  would 
confine  his  remarks  to  the  general  principla  He  thought  they 
would  agree  that  it  was  disirable  that  Newcastle  should  follow  the 
example  of  other  towns  which  had  removed  tolls  which  were  within 
those  towns.  Up  to  the  present  time  the  Byker  Bridge  had  not 
paid  a  very  large  dividend ;  but  some  of  tbe  shareholders  were 
looking  forward  to  the  time  when  they  woald  receive  10  per  cent.; 
and  he  did  not  think  it  would  be  wise  for  the  Ooundl  to  delay 
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pnrohAsing  tbe  bridge  until  Bndi  a  dividend  waa  paid.  Foot 
passengers  sUll  ased  the  North  Eastern  Bailway  Company's  bridge 
across  the  Oasebom ;  bat  when  the  rails  to  Heaton  were  doubled 
the  whole  of  the  foot  passenger  traffic  woold  be  sent  on  to  the  Byker 
Bridge.  He  cordially  agreed  with  what  Mr.  Temple  had  foreshadowed 
— that  the  Oonncil  shonld  allow  foot  passengers  to  pass  along  the 
bridge  free,  and  charge  a  toll  upon  Tehicles  which  were  really  the 
cause  of  the  wear  and  tear  of  the  bridge.  He  knew  that  it  wonU 
be  nrged  that  the  whole  of  the  town  shonld  not  be  taxed  to  pay  for 
that  which  would  benefit  one  district.  That  was  an  objection  which 
might  be  taken  generally  to  any  improvement  rate.  Who  benefited 
most  by  the  formation  of  the  Brandling  Park  7  Surely  the  residents 
round  about  it ;  but  it  never  was  intended,  because  of  that  Uici^  that 
the  whole  town  should  not  pay  the  money.  If  they  polled  the 
trades  people  in  Bcotswood  Road  and  Shields  Bead  they  would  vote 
against  the  extension  of  the  tramways,  because  the  tramways 
enabled  people  to  come  into  the  centre  of  the  town  easily,  where 
they  could  find  a  better  market  for  the  commodities  they  wanted 
The  trades  people  on  Scotswood  Boad  and  Shields  Road  said  the 
tramways  were  an  injury  to  them.  The  Oouncil  did  not  consider 
that;  but  considered  what  was  was  best  for  the  greatest  interests  of 
the  whole  town.  They  should  act  upon  the  broad  principle  that  all 
roads  within  the  city  should  be  free  ;  and,  upon  that  privciplci  they 
would  see  that  it  was  not  desirable  to  have  a  toll  within  the  borough, 
and  that  it  was  not  fair  to  the  inhabitants  to  have  to  pay  a  tolL 

Mr.  YotTLL !  I  move  the  adjournment  of  the  debate. 

Mr.  Aid.  Stephxnsoh  seconded  the  adjournment 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamond  :  Cannot  we  settle  it  to-day  ?  It  might  be 
settled  if  Mr.  Temple  will  agree  to  alter  his  motion  to  read  thus  : — 
^'  That  the  question  of  the  purchase  of  the  Byker  Bridge,  with  a 
view  to  its  being  acquired  by  the  Corporation,  and  its  being 
ultimately  thrown  open  free  to  the  public,  be  referred  to  the  Parlia- 
mentaiy  and  Bye-Laws  Committee,"  &c. 

Mr.  TuiPts :  I  will  agree  to  that 

Mr.  Aid.  HxDLiT :  It  will  not  commit  the  CoundL 

Mr.  Aid.  SrsPHENsoir  suggested  the  substitution  of  the  word 
**  propriety,*'  in  place  of  "  question.'*  That  would  leave  it  quite  an 
open  question. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamond  :  I  think  "  question  "  is  the  better  word. 

The  motion  for  the  adjournment  of  the  debate  was  agreed  to. 

Mr.  TouLL  moved  that  the  Council  adjourn  till  February  20(h. 

Mr.  Holmes  seconded  the  motion.      4r 

Mr.  Aid.  Hedlet  moved,  as  an  amendment^  that  the  Council 
adjourn  till  March  5th. 
Hr.  Aid.  GaiGSOH  seconded  the  amendment.

THE  WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  Town  Clerk  read  the  following  reqaisition,  addressed  to  the 
Mayor,  in  compliance  with  which  this  meeting  was  convened : — 
"  We,  the  undersigned  members  of  the  Town  Council,  beg  to  ask 
your  Worship  to  convene  a  special  meeting  of  the  Council  for  the 
purpose  of  considering  the  report  of  the  Gas  and  Water  Committee 
and  Sanitary  Committee  relative  to  the  water  supply  of  Newcastle 
by  the  Newcastle  and  Oateshead  Water  Company,  and  to  take  such 
action  thereon  as  the  Council  may  deem  necessary  to  remedy  the 
existing  evils."    (Signed  by  several  members  of  the  Council.) 

The  following  report  of  the  Joint  Oas  and  Water  and  Sanitary 
Committees  on  the  water  supply  was  presented  : — 

The  Joint  Gas  and  Water  and  Sanitary  Committees  have  to  report  to  the 
Council  that  they  considered  the  letter  of  Dr.  Huntley,  submitted  to  the 
Council  on  the  9th  January,  1884,  and  deemed  it  advisable  that  an  inspeo- 
tion  should  be  made  of  the  reservoirs  of  the  Newcastle  and  Gateshead  Water 
Company.  Two  inspections  at  different  periods  were  accordingly  made  by 
a  Special  Committee  of  the  Joint  Committees,  the  result  of  wnich  ie  sub- 
mitted herewith : — 

MEMORANDA  OV  IN8PBCTZ0K  BT  THE  OAS  AKD  WATER  COMMITTEE  AND  THE 
SANITART  OOMMTrTEB,  AT  THE  HALLINOTON  AND  LTFTLE  SWIKBUBNE 
BESSRVOIBS,   ON  THE  4tH  FEBRUABT,    1884. 

The  first  reservoir  visited  was  Hallington. 

This  was  the  first  reservoir  made  in  that  district  by  the  Water  Company, 
the  main  sources  of  supply  being  Hallington  Bum,  the  surrounding  water 
shed,  and  the  connections  from  reservoirs  at  Swinburne,  Colt  Crag,  and 
Nine  Wells. 

On  the  hill  top,  at  the  north-we^t  corner  of  Hallington  reservoir,  standi 
Fawcett  Farm.  The  drainage  from  this  farm  is  carried  bv  a  pipe  acroes  an 
open  aqueduct  from  Nine  Wdls,  and  flows  on  to  the  land  where  an  aooamola- 
tion  of  surface-water  lies  at  the  west  end  of  HaUinston  reservoir,  and  which 
belongs  to  the  Water  Company,  and  is  intended  by  them  to  be  made  into 
a  reservoir.  The  officials  of  de  Water  Company  stated  that  an  iron  j^e 
went  underneath  the  reservoir  down  to  the  waste  overflow,  and  thereby 
drained  the  accumulated  water,  etc.,  from  the  land  in  question. 

Owing  to  the  shortness  of  time,  the  committee  had  not  an  opportonity  ol 
making  a  full  inspection  of  Hallington,  more  especially  the  pnnoipal  sonroe 
of  supply  at  Hallington  Bum,  and  also  the  island  in  the  centre  of  the  i 
voir,  where  a  laigo  nnmber  of  Urds  oongregate.

AiM  WeUs,— About  thirteen  dnin  pipee  flow  into  the  aqnednot  from  Nine 
Weill,  which  were  stated  to  be  for  land  drainage,  and  do  not  receive  any 
drainage  or  manure.    In  some  inetanoee  pipes  were  laid  from  land  in  tillage. 

A  large  farm,  known  as  Cold  well  North  Farm,  stands  on  the  top  of  Sie 
hill  at  Nine  Wells.  It  was  stated  that  this  farm  had  no  drainage  oonrse 
hayond  the  drainage  mnning  upon  the  land.  Several  members  of  the  com- 
mittee were  satisfied  that  sewage  ran  into  the  water  at  Nine  Wells,  and 
that  tiie  whole  of  the  cattle  droppings  likewise  entered  into  it.  Within  a 
short  diBtsnoe  of  the  wells  are  uurge  cattle  troughs,  which  were  not  in  a 
eleanly  condition. 

The  committee  proceeded  to  Little  Swinburne  reservoir.  One  of  the  main 
•onroea  of  supply  is  the  stream  to  the  north  of  the  reservoir,  upon  the  banks 
of  which  at  each  side  stsnd  several  farm  building?,  a  water  mill,  homesteads, 
cattle  sheds,  and  labourers'  dwellings.  Manure  heaps  were  lying  at  the  side 
of  the  stream,  carts  pass  and  repass  with  manure  from  one  side  of  the  farm 
to  the  other  across  the  stream,  and  in  short  it  may  be  summed  up  that  the 
whole  farm  drains  into  tibe  stream  which  rons  into  the  reservoir. 

A  pipe  drain  from  one  of  the  byres  has  its  outlet  made  to  run  into  the 
sftaream  from  Colt  Crag,  and  hence  into  the  reservoir. 

The  pond  or  mill  dam  used  for  storing  water  for  driving  the  mill  previous 
to  passmff  into  the  reservoir  had  evidently  been  drained,  but  nevertheless 
presented  a  venr  dirty  appearance. 

One  of  the  labourers  at  the  farm  stated  that  they  had  accommodation  for 
too  head  of  cattle. 

Dr.  Huntley  joined  the  committee  at  Little  Swinburne,  and  several 
questions  were  put  to  him  relative  to  the  effect  upon  health  if  the  germs  of 
aeariet  fever,  and  other  infectious  diseases  amongst  human  bein^^s,  likewise 
foot  and  mouth  disease,  dropping  from  cattle,  etc.,  found  their  way  into 
the  stream  supplying  the  reservoir. 

Dr.  Huntley  rephed,  that  though  the  water  might  be  filtered,  the  germs 
off  the  disease  would  remain,  and  be  deleterious  to  public  health,  and  would 
generate  blood  poiuning. 

Dr.  Huntley  complained  of  the  bad  state  Colt  Crag  pond  wsa  in,  likewise 
the  stream  mnniog  through  the  ravine  to  the  west  of  Little  Swinburne  from 
Colt  Crag.  A  great  deal  of  vegetable  refuse  which  is  decaying  on  each  side 
of  the  bum  is  seriously  contaminating  the  water,  and  no  steps  so  far  as  he 
(Dr.  Huntley)  knew  had  been  taken  by  the  Water  Company  towards 
removioff  the  same.  The  only  work  he  had  observed  the  Company  or  the 
fanner  ooing,  was  carting  away  a  few  heaps  of  manure  from  each  side  of  the 
bum  running  through  the  farm  bnildin|^.  The  decayed  matter  is  getting 
into  such  a  soluble  state  that  it  is  beginning  to  ran  into  the  bum  flowing 
into  Svipburae  reservoir.  The  Secretary  of  the  Water  Company  informed 
the  Committee  "that  at  present  none  of  the  water  from  Little  Swinboroe 
reaervoir  is  being  supplied  to  the  City.  The  reservoir  is  full,  and  the 
o^verflow  is  running  to  waste.  Also,  that  the  Company  were  considering  the 
•dviaabilit^  of  draming  the  farm  buildings  away  from  the  reservoir.'' 

Samples  of  water  were  taken  at  the  foUovring  places :~ 

No.  1.— From  Nine  Wells. 

No.  2.— From  Fawcett  Farm. 

No.  3. — Fh>m  Little  Swinburne. 
Also  a  sample  of  water  (No.  4)  taken  from  the  bum  near  the  well  at  the 
foot  of  the  barn,  which  have  since  been  analysed  by  Mr.  Pattinson. 

Since  the  inspection,  the  following  letter  has  been  received  from  Dr. 
Huntley  by  Mr.  Amos :— "  I  neglected  to  show  the  sub-committee  the  place 
adjoining  the  pond  at  Little  Swinburne  where  the  numerous  sheep  are 
dipped.  Oniia  is  an  important  omission,  which  I  hope  yon  will  do  vour  best 
toiepair.  It  seems  all  nonsense  of  the  Company  saying  that  the  water 
does  not  flow  from  this  reservoir  to  Hallington.  Where  else  can  it  go  to, 
or  whero  ahw  can  the  Hallington  reservoir  get  its  supply  from  T  "

*'  The  microscopical  examination  of  these  waters  showed  them  to  oontain 
mineral  and  vegetable  debris,  with  a  few  of  the  nsnal  forms  of  infosorial  life. 
All  the  samples  contain  comparatively  little  solid  matter  in  solution.  Nos. 
1,  3,  and  4  contain  indications  of  much  peaty  organic  impurity,  and  No.  4 
perhaps  some  animal  organic  imparity.  No.  2  is  a  fairly  jgood  water.  If

of  a  report,  with  a  recommendation  that  an  independent  authority  be 
engaged  to  report  upon  the  whole  subject." 
"  That  the  survey  of  the  reservoirs  by  the  special  committee  be  comnleted, 
and  that  CoU  Crag  reservoir,  etc.,  be  inspected  on  Monday  nrst  by 
the  cammittee,  accompanied  by  the  requisite  officials." 
Your  committee  accordingly  made  an  inspection,  the  resnlt  of  whioh  Is 
embodied  in  the  following  memoranda : —

The  special  committee  appointed  at  the  joint  meeting  of  the  Sanitary  and 
Gas  and  Water  Committees,  completed  their  inspection  of  the  reservoin  of 
the  Newcastle  and  Gateshead  Water  Company,  at  Colt  Crag  and  Little 
Swinburne,  on  Monday  last,  18th  February. 

The  Colt  Crag  reservoir  first  visited,  is  the  largest  oonstruoted  by  the 
Water  Company.  Dr.  Huntley,  who  was  presenC  stated  that  when  the 
water  is  low  in  the  reservoir,  the  banks  are  surrounded  with  decajred  ve^^et- 
able  matter — ^the  reservoir  being  of  a  natural  formation — ^with  the  exoeptioii 
of  an  embankment  which  has  been  constructed  across  the  ravine  at  the 
•juth-ea3t  side  of  Colt  Crag. 

Dr.  Huntley  further  stated  that  in  the  summer  there  was  a  peroeptible 
odour  from  decayed  vegetable  substances,  vis.,  the  herbage  perishing  fy  the 
decayed  peat  and  vegetable  matter. 
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A  samj^le  of  water  was  taken  from  the  outlet  from  the  Colt  Graff  reservoir ; 
Mr.  Pattinson  stated  that  it  was  peat-stained  and  slightly  tnrbia 

At  the  request  of  the  chairman,  Mr.  C.  S.  Smith,  note  was  taken  that  the 
bed  of  the  stream  from  the  outlet  of  Ck>lt  Crag  to  Swinburne,  was  partly 
oonstmcted  of  limestone  and  gravelly  bottom. 

A  small  farm,  known  as  "Short-Kose,"  stands  on  the  hill  above  the 
stream.  Ten  persons  reside  in  the  house ;  and  there  are  cow-byres,  etc.,  for 
the  aooommodation  of  the  cows,  calves,  etc.,  at  the  farm.  The  drainage  of 
the  house  and  farm  runs  upon  the  land,  tiienoe  into  a  drainage  pipe ;  but 
the  committee  were  not  satimed  that  the  drainage  at  the  outlet  of  the  pipe 
found  its  way  into  the  bum  ronning  into  the  Swinburne  reservoir. 

The  outlet  at  Little  Swinburne  reservoir  was  afterwards  visited ;  likewise 
the  sheep  dipping  troughs  attached  to  the  farm  reported  upon  at  last 
meeting.  The  overflow  from  the  sheep  dipping  troughs  runs  through  the 
drain  underneath  the  bam  into  the  reservoir.  The  drainage  from  three 
large  cattle  sheds  also  runs  into  the  stream  ;  and  the  fiurm-yaras  were  lying 
some  feet  deep  in  manure. 

The  oommitee  found  that  the  officials  of  the  Water  Ck)mpany  had  been 
taking  levels— and  pegs  markin|f  the  course  had  been  fixed — for  diverting 
away  from  the  reservoir  the  dramage  of  this  large  farm. 

The  pond  had  been  filled  since  the  last  meeting  of  the  oommittee,  and 
there  was  a  good  flow  of  water  running  throush  the  drains  into  the  reservoir. 

Samples  of  water  were  taken  at  the  following  places,  and  have  been 
analysed  by  Mr.  Pattinson  :— 

No.  L — Outlet  of  Colt  Crag  reservoir. 
19o.  2. — ^Outlet  of  Little  Swinburne  reservoir. 
No.  3. — From  Little  Swinburne  reservoir  (west  side)  opposite 
the  bam  door  of  the  farm.

"All  these  waters  contain  a  larxe  quantity  of  peaty  organic  matter  in  solu- 
tion and  some  in  suspension,  which  makes  them,  in  my  opinion,  unsuitable 
for  drinking  purposes.  Much  of  this  objectionable  matter  will  be  removed 
if  the  waters  are  exposed  to  the  action  of  air  and  light  in  the  water  courses 
and  reservoirs,  and  by  subsequent  filtration.

At  the  meeting  of  the  Joint  Committee,  held  on  the  22ud  Febraary,  the 
foregoing  memoranda  was  considered,  and  your  committee  passed  the  fol- 
lowing resolutions : — 
*'  The  Joint  Committee  have  to  report  that,  having  visited  little  Swinbume 
and  Colt  Crag  reservoirs,  they  find  the  alleg^itions  of  Dr.  Huntley, 
so  far  at  regards  the  water  supply  from  that  locality,  oonfirmed/' 
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"Th«t  this  oommittee  recommend  to  the  Coonoil  that  previona  to  anj 
independent  ftathority  being  eo^^d,  that  the  City  Engineer  vint 
the  locality  com  plained  of,  in  conjunction  with  the  Water  Company's 
Engineer,  and  examine  into  and  report  fnlly  to  the  Joint  Committee 
upon  the  present  poeition,  with  any  recommendations  in  his  judg- 
ment which  will  secure  to  the  city  a  pure,  ample,  and  wholesome 
supply  of  water."

The  following  report  of  the  Gas  and  Water  Ck)inmittee  on  the 
Water  Supply  was  presented : — 

Your  oommittee  have  to  report  that  they  have  oarefolly  investinted  the 
aUegations  contained  in  the  letter  of  Dr.  Huntley,  which  was  rderred  to 
them  on  the  9th  of  January  last,  and  that  the  result  of  tiieir  investigatiooa 
is  contained  in  the  joint  report  of  the  Gas  and  Water  and  Sanitary  Com- 
mittees. 

J.  Gibson  Youll,  Chairman. 

Mr.  Aid.  Wilson  said  he  thought  some  apology  was  due  to  the 
Council  for  this  meeting  being  called,  as  he  thought  everything 
necessaiy  in  the  interest  of  the  public  could  have  been  done  at  the 
ordinary  meeting  of  the  Council  to  be  held  next  week.  He  thought 
there  was  a  disposition  to  have  special  meetings  on  the  very  smallest 
pretext ;  and  he  entered  his  protest  against  it,  and  hof^ed  that  in  future 
gentlemen  would  be  a  little  more  careful  and  guarded,  and  not  give 
members  the  trouble  to  come  to  the  Council  Chamber  for  next  to  no 
purpose  whatever.  Their  time  was  heavily  taxed  as  it  was,  and  the 
work  should  not  be  made  heavier  by  the  holding  of  special  meetings 
unless  there  was  a  strong  and  urgent  reason  for  it.  (Hear,  hear).  He 
had  not  had  the  advantage  of  visiting  the  whole  of  the  sources  of  the 
water  supply,  and  therefore  would  leave  those  gentlemen  who  had 
been  there  to  speak  of  their  personal  obserrations.  The  report  recom- 
mended that  the  City  Engineer,  together  with  the  Water  Company's 
Engineer,  visit  the  reservoirs  and  report  folly  upon  the  subject, 
and  he  apprehended  there  would  be  no  objection  to  this.  He 
could  not  blame  the  directors  of  the  Water  Company  so  much  as 
some  of  his  colleagues  did ;  but  it  was  evident  that  the  Council 
could  not  entirely  acquit  the  directors  of  some  degree  of  blame. 
(Hear,  hear.)  He  had  no  doubt  the  directors  would  do  everything 
to  put  the  water  supply  into  a  proper  condition ;  and  the  Council 
would  see  that  they  did  so.  When  the  Council  received  a  report 
from  the  City  Engineer  pointing  out  what  was  necessary  to  be  done, 
he  had  no  doubt  that  the  Water  Company  would  do  everything 
required  of  them.  There  was  no  doubt  this  town  had  an  abundant 
supply  of  very  good  water,  for  which  they  should  be  thankful.  It 
was  not  a  very  pleasant  thing  to  know  that  even  a  small  amount  of 
sewage  ran  into  the  reservoir ;  but  he  thought  the  Council  had  made 
rather  more  of  this  than  they  had  any  need  to  do,  and  created, 
perhaps,  a  degree  of  unpleasant  feeling,  if  not  of  fear,  in  the  mind 
of  the  public.  After  the  report  was  adopted  it  was  his  intention  to 
propose— he  would  do  this 'on  his  own  responsibility,  and  without 
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aathority  from  his  colleagues — that  the  Gonncil  apply  to  the  Local 
Goremment  Board  to  send  down  a  commissioner  to  report  folly  upon 
the  qneation.  (Applanse.)  As  the  Coancil  had  done  what  they 
ooald  to  alarm  the  pablic,  they  should  now  do  what  they  conld  to 
allay  that  alarm ;  and  he  did  not  think  this  conld  be  done  in  any 
better  way  than  by  taking  the  course  he  would  propose,  and  it  would 
he  satisfactory  to  the  Council  to  know  that  all  was  right  in  regard 
to  the  water  supply.  He  moved  the  adoption  -of  the  report  of  the 
Joint  Committee. 

Mr.  Aid.  Cail  seconded  the  motion. 

Mr.  YouLL  proposed  the  following  amendment,  and  reserved  his 
remarks  till  a  later  period  of  the  debate : — '*  That  the  City  Engineer 
and  Medical  Officer  be,  and  are  hereby  instructed,  to  report  to  the 
Council  on  the  collection,  storage,  conveyance,  and  distribntion  of 
the  water  supply  to  the  city,  with  a  view  of  securing  an  ample 
supply  of  pure  and  wholesome  water  for  domestic  use ;  and  that 
they  be,  and  are  hereby  directed  to  give  their  early  and  special 
attention  to  the  contaminations  which  have  recently  been  shown  to 
exist,  and  to  the  proposed  means,  if  any,  by  which  such  contamina- 
tions may  be  abated.*' 

Mr.  C.  S.  Smith  seconded  the  amendment  He  said  that  he  was 
present  at  both  the  surveys,  and  he  would  give  an  account  of  what 
they  saw.  They  first  visited  Colt  Crag  reservoir,  which  was  the 
one  farthest  west,  and  was  80  miles  from  Newcastle.  This  reservoir 
might  be  called  a  natural  lake  ;  there  had  been  very  little  work 
done,  except  putting  a  dam  across  it  to  confine  the  water  in  the 
natural  hollow.  The  extent  of  the  lake  was  260  acres,  and  it  would 
hold  about  1,000,000,000  gallons  of  water.  A  more  excellent  dis- 
trict for  gathering  water  there  could  scarcely  be.  The  reservoir 
was  surrounded  by  grass  land,  with  almost  no  buildings  or  inhabi- 
tants. It  was  a  wild  heath  district,  and  consequently  there  was 
a  gathering  of  a  little  peat  water,  especially  in  times  of  rain.  The 
water  from  Colt  Crag  ran  through  a  culvert  into  a  natural  bum, 
which  ran  through  a  sort  of  ravine,  and  its  bed  was  formed  of  gravel 
and  stone,  calculated  to  purify  the  water  very  much.  As  the  com- 
mittee passed  down  some  objection  was  taken  to  a  small  farm ;  the 
place  conld  scarcely  be  called  a  farm  ;  there  were  two  cottages 
where  three  cows  were  kept.  It  was  true  that  the  drainage  of  the 
place  was,  in  all  probability,  imperfect.  The  drainage  was  taken 
from  the  byre  by  drain  pipes  on  to  the  field  in  front^  and  dbappeared 
into  the  ground ;  and  it  might,  by  some  difficult  process,  eventually 
arrive  at  the  channel  of  water ;  but  he  very  much  doubted  it  doing 
so.  The  committee  then  came  to  Little  Swinburne,  and  the  farm- 
steading  there  was  no  doubt  kept  in  a  very  dirty  state,  and  dis- 
charged into  the  reservoir  matter  which  should  not  be  allowed  to 
enter  it  The  Water  Company  having  had  this  pointed  out,  would, 
no  doubti  do  all  they  could  to  remedy  it ;  in  fact  the  committee  saw 
the  stakes  marking  the  way  the  Company  intend  to  take  the 
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drainage  around  Uie  hill,  and  not  into  the  barn  which  was  conneeted 
with  the  water  supply.  The  attention  of  the  oommittee  was  next 
directed  to  a  sheep  dipping  place,  which  probably  had  been  there  for 
some  years ;  and  they  would  of  necessity,  require  that  to  be  removed, 
because  it  was  objectionable  ;  it  was  used  only  once  or  twice  a  year. 
The  contamination  of  water  from  the  farm  at  Little  Swinburne  could 
not  be  doubted ;  the  farmstead  was  of  considerable  size  and  dirty. 
The  committee  passed  down  to  a  place  called  Nine  Wells,  and 
objection  was  taken  to  the  state  of  the  place.  There  were  some 
troughs  for  the  cattle  to  drink  at,  in  close  proximity  to  the  water 
channel.  Some  of  them  were  under  the  impression  that  the 
drainage  from  the  farm  must  be  mixed  with  the  water ;  but  that 
was  by  no  means  proved ;  still  it  possibly  might  be  the  case.  This 
place  could  be  improved  at  little  expense,  and  he  had  no  doubt  the 
Water  Company  would  remedy  it.  The  water  then  went  through 
an  open  aqueduct  a  considerable  distance  to  Hallington ;  and  there 
were  several  ordinary  drain  pipes  from  the  land  into  the  reservoir, 
but  it  was  probable  that  they  supplied  good  water,  to  which  no 
objection  oould  be  taken.  One  drain  at  the  east,  nearest  to  the 
farmstead,  might  possibly  be  objected  to ;  but  it  oould  be  remedied. 
The  drainage  from  the  farm  was,  as  explained  in  the  report,  carried 
over  the  aqueduct  on  to  land  beyond  it,  and  was  carried  off  that 
land  by  a  drain  pipe  near  Hallington  reservoir.  From  Hallington 
the  water  was  taken  to  Whittle  Dene.  Allowing  for  the  matters 
complained  of  at  two  or  three  places,  and  which  would  be  remedied 
at  once  by  the  Water  Company,  he  was  of  opinion  that  Newcastle 
was  supplied  most  abundantly  and  efficiently  with  water  from  the 
finest  district  where  water  could  be  gathered  in  England,  and  the 
finest  water  they  could  possibly  have. 

Mr.  Wk.  Smith  said  the  report  contained  simply  a  statement  of 
facts.  He  would  certainly  vote  against  the  amendment,  and  would 
support  the  motion  which  Mr.  Aid.  Wilson  had  announced  his 
intention  to  propose.  He  entered  his  protest  against  what  Mr.  Aid. 
Wilson  had  stated  respecting  the  holding  of  this  special  meeting. 
By  the  holding  of  a  special  meeting  the  Council  were  enabled  to 
have  time  to  discuss  the  subject,  whereas,  if  the  report  had  been 
left  over  for  presentation  at  an  ordinary  meeting,  its  discussion 
might  have  been  delayed  for  two  or  three  months.  This  charge  of 
sewage  contamination  was  brought  before  the  attention  of  the 
Council,  not  by  any  member  of  the  Sanitary  Committee,  or  one  of 
their  own  officers,  but  by  an  independent  professional  gentleman ; 
and  it  was  the  duty  of  the  Council  to  deal  promptly  with  the 
subject.  Mr.  Aid.  Wilson  was  bound  to  admit  there  had  been  a 
great  amount  of  carelessness  on  the  part  of  the  Water  Company  in 
allowing  work  to  be  done  so  as  to  let  refuse  come  into  water,  which, 
if  there  had  been  a  diy  summer,  would  have  been  used  to  supply  the 
town.  It  was  all  very  well,  after  a  sort  of  epidemic  occurred,  to 
cry  out,  "  Who  is  to  blame  7 "  Had  the  Sanitary  Committee 
earned  out  the  law,  and  exercised  their  powers  as  they  ought  to  have 
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daii6|  it  was  possible  that  the  epidemio  of  a  few  months  ago  might 
nerer  haye  existed.  (Hear,  hear.)  Perhaps  those  who  now  said 
that  a  lot  of  noise  was  being  made  about  this  water  question  wonld 
next  summer  claim  credit  for  the  present  action  being  the  means  of 
preyenting  a  serious  epidemic  in  Newcastle,  and  all  the  districts 
supplied  bj  the  Water  Company.  If  all  the  members  of  the 
Coimcil,  or  the  bulk  of  the  ratepayers,  had  seen  the  places,  they 
woald  haye  felt  far  stronger  upon  the  matter  than  some  of  the 
committee.  He  did  not  wish  to  be  unjust,  or  too  harsh  upon  the 
Water  Company,  but  he  held  tiiat  the  Council  had  a  perfect  right 
to  call  upon  the  Company  in  the  strongest  terms  to  carry  out  all 
that  legitimately  could  be  demanded  of  them.  The  xesenroirs 
aboye  Hallington  were  not  resenroirs  proper,  but  collecting  grounds, 
and  were  not  in  a  state  which  did  credit  to  a  water  company. 
(Hear,  hear.)  The  highest  reseryoir  was  made  simply  by  building 
a  dam  to  keep  the  water  back,  and  the  refuse  was  left  in  it.  Some 
person  with  a  thorough  practical  knowledge,  and  free  from  the  con- 
trol of  the  (Tompany  and  Corporation,  shoidd  examine  the  reseryoirs, 
and  if  he  reported  Uiey  were  good,  the  better  for  the  town ;  and  if  he 
reported  they  were  bad,  then  the  sooner  they  were  altered  the  better. 
Mr.  C.  8.  Smith  had  stated  that  the  Water  Company  would  do  what 
was  necessary ;  but  the  Council  ought  to  ask  the  Company  not  only 
to  supply  pure  water  at  Newcastle,  but  to  see  that  it  was  pure  at 
the  resenroirs.  The  refuse  which  went  into  Little  Swinburne  reser*- 
yoir  was  a  disgrace.  The  committee  had  difficulty  in  getting 
information  at  £e  resenroirs.  The  only  representatiye  the  Water 
Company  sent  was  the  Secretory  and  some  minor  men ;  and  the 
committee  could  not  get  the  facte  from  them ;  in  fact,  they  stoted 
what  was  not  true  as  to  yarious  drains.  They  had  far  better  haye 
made  a  clean  breast  that  they  had  been  careless.  At  one  farm  on 
the  hill  side  there  was  no  drainage  at  all.  There  was  water  running 
down  the  dyke  side,  and  there  was  an  iron  pipe  to  carry  the  water 
across  the  aqueduct ;  the  pipe  caught  a  portion  of  the  water,  and 
the  other  portion  ran  into  the  aqueduct.  The  committee  were  told 
by  the  Secretary,  or  the  men  who  were  there,  that  there  was  a  drain 
carried  below  Hallington  reseryoir,  by  means  of  which  the  sewage 
was  carried  to  a  bum  a  long  way  distant  He  did  not  belieye  that ; 
and  it  would  be  a  question  for  an  expert  to  consider.  There  was  pure 
water  apparently  at  Nine  Wells,  but  near  there  were  some  troughs 
hf  cattle.  The  committee  were  told  that  tiie  farm  buildings  were 
not  drained  into  the  reseryoir,  but  on  going  to  the  other  side  the 
drain  was  up  hiU.  He  should  like  a  thorough  inyestigation  into 
the  sheep  dipping  places,  which  were  yery  filthy  on  the  first 
yint^  but  were  afterwards  cleaned  out  When  sheep  had  scab, 
or  anything  of  that  sort,  yarious  mixtures  were  used,  and 
there  should  be  an  expert  to  report  upon  the  effect  which  these 
chemical  mixtures  had  upon  the  water.  The  boy  at  the  farm  told 
the  committee  that  the  refuse  water  used  for  sheep  washing  ran  into 
the  resenroir.     He  was  satisfied  that  if  that  farmstead  was  retained 
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in  it0  present  position  thej  oonld  not  keep  the  refdse  from  getting 
into  the  reeervoir;  if  the  refuse  was  collected  into  pipes,  still  some 
of  it  was  certain  to  get  into  the  resenroir.  .  Colt  Crag  was  a  large 
collecting  gronnd,  formed  by  building  a  dam  across  the  raTine,  and 
all  the  old  decayed  vegetable  matter  was  left  in  the  ravine.  He  was 
not  prepared  to  say  this  was  not  a  proper  thing  to  do;  bnt  the 
committee  should  have  practical  advice  as  to  whether  Colt  Crag 
should  not  be  made  into  a  proper  reservoir  and  collecting  groand* 
The  Water  Company  were  paying  a  dividend  of  8  per  cent,  and  a 
little  extra  expense  on  their  works  would  reduce  that  interest.  It 
was  said  that  the  water  was  pure  when  it  reached  Newcastle. 
Small  portions  of  the  water  were  examined  every  month  by  the 
analyst;  but  he  (Mr.  Smith)  could  get  samples  of  water  which  could 
not,  he  thought,  bear  out  the  analyses  made.  Mr.  Pattinson  took 
his  samples  fairly  enough ;  but  there  were  districts  in  the  lower  part 
of  the  town — ^the  lower  part  of  Pilgrim  Street  and  the  Quayside — 
where  there  were  serious  complaints  about  the  water.  The  thanks 
of  the  city  were  due  to  Dr.  Huntley  for  bringing  this  subject  before 
the  attention  of  the  Council.  (Hear,  hear.)  He  did  not  wish  to 
attack  the  Water  Company,  but,  irrespective  of  the  importance  and 
influence  of  the  Company,  it  was  the  duty  of  the  Council  to  have  an 
examination  made  by  an  independent  person. 

Mr.  Aid.  Stsphbhsoh  said  the  Council  should  have  a  clear  issue 
before  them.  It  seemed  to  him  that  they  were  beating  the  air  and 
fighting  a  shadow,  because  the  recommendations  in  the  report  and 
the  amendment  were  not  antagonistic  to  each  other ;  and  he  oonld 
vote  for  either  of  them  with  perfect  consistency.  It  would  be  well 
for  the  movers  of  the  motion  and  the  amendment  to  arrange  so  that 
there  might  be  something  clear  and  absolute  for  the  Council  to  vote 
upon.  The  committee,  at  their  meeting  held  on  February  1  dth,  passed 
a  resolution  recommending  that  an  independent  authority  be  engaged 
to  report  upon  the  whole  subject;  and  Mr.  Aid.  Wilson  had  intimated 
that  he  intended  to  propose  a  resolution  to  that  effect  after  the  cloee 
of  the  present  discussion.  At  the  meeting  held  on  February  22nd| 
the  committee  agreed  to  recommend  to  the  Council  "  that  previous 
to  any  independent  authority  being  engaged,  that  the  City  Engineer 
visit  the  locality  complained  of,  in  conjunction  with  the  Water 
Company's  Engineer,'*  and  examine  and  report.  The  only  respect 
in  which  the  amendment  differed  from  the  committee's  reoommen* 
dation  was,  that  Mr.  TouU  expunged  the  name  of  the  Water  Com- 
pany's Engineer,  and  substituted  that  of  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health.  According  to  the  report  of  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
Water  Company,  held  yesterday,  the  Company  were  fully  alive  to 
this  matter,  and  had  already  given  instructions  to  remedy  the  evils  com- 
plained of  in  the  committee's  report  as  to  the  drainage  of  the  farmyard, 
and  thus  the  object  of  the  committee  would  be  attained.  They  were 
told  by  the  chairman  of  the  Water  Company  that  they  courted  a  public 
examination.  He  (Aid.  Stephenson)  thought  the  best  way  to  have  a 
full  investigation  wonld  be  to  give  effect  to  Mr.  Toidl's  amendment. 
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Mr.  Aid.  W1L8OH:  There  is  no  objeotion  to  that  It  is  only 
adding  Dr.  Armstrong's  name  to  the  report. 

Mr.  Aid.  Btbphehsok  said  that  when  the  report  was  received 
firom  their  officers  it  would  be  for  the  Council  to  determine  whether 
it  was  desirable  to  appeal  to  headquarters  for  a  commission  to  come 
down. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamohd:  Ton  must  add  the  name  of  the  Water  Oom« 
{MUiy's  Engineer  to  those  of  our  officers. 

Mr.  Aid.  Stiphenbov:  I  have  no  objection  to  that  If  the 
Water  Oompany's  Engineer  is  added  by  Mr.  TouU,  it  will  cover  the 
whole  ground. 

Ihe  Mayor  :  The  Water  Company's  Engineer  is  not  our  servant 

Mr.  Touix  said  it  was  necessary  after  the  observations  of  Mr.  Aid. 
Btephenscm,  that  he  should  endeavour  to  enlighten  the  Alderman 
and  the  Council  as  to  how  the  motion  and  amendment  essentially 
diffend  trom  each  other.  At  the  first  meeting  of  the  Joint  Com- 
mittee the  principal  argument  was  founded  upon  the  need  of  having 
an  ''independent  authority"  to  make  an  examination;  and  the 
^  independent  authority  "  referred  to  in  the  first  resolution  passed 
at  the  meetmg  of  the  committee  on  the  13th  February,  was  un- 
doubtedly some  person  from  the  Local  Government  Board.  (Hear, 
hear.)  Until  the  Council  were  in  a  position  to  give  the  necessary 
iDfonnation  to  an  Inspector  from  the  Local  Government  Board,  and 
which  must  be  obtained  by  a  previous  enquiry  by  the  Corporation 
officials,  he  declined  to  be  a  party  to  calling  in  a  Government  official. 
It  would  be  contrary  to  the  principle  of  the  Municipal  Act  to  do  sa 
Tbere  was  enough  centralisation  without  the  Council  endeavouring 
in  the  present  position  of  this  matter — and  he  agreed  with  Mr.  Aid. 
Wilson  that  it  was  paltry  in  the  extreme— to  ^1  in  a  government 
official.  To  do  so  would  show  the  inability  of  the  Council  to  deal 
with  their  own  business,  and  would  be  absurd.  He  objected  to  any 
appeal  to  the  Local  Government  Board,  unless  they  were  compelled 
by  circumstances — ^which  did  not  here  exist — to  resort  to  it.  The 
objeet  of  his  amendment  was  to  have  an  enquiry  of  much  larger 
and  searching  nature  than  that  suggested  by  the  committee.  The 
very  utmost  that  the  report  proposed  was  an  enquiry  into  the 
alligations  of  Dr.  Huntley,  and  what  had  been  seen  during  the  two 
viiita  of  the  committee  to  the  Water  Company's  reservoirs.  There 
was  a  great  deal  more,  in  his  opinion,  of  more  importance  tiban  that 
which  ought  to  be  enquired  into  in  Newcastle.  He  had  urged  on 
more  than  one  occasion  the  need  of  an  enquiry  in  Elswick  and 
Byker  as  to  the  proper  distribution  of  water ;  and  this  was  a  more 
important  question,  even  at  this  moment,  than  the  question  of  what 
manure  was  going  into  the  reservoir  at  Little  Swinbuma  His 
amendment  began  with  an  enquiry  at  the  source  of  the  water 
supply,  and  came  down  to  the  time  when  it  reached  the  inhabitants, 
the  several  residents  of  Newcastle  ;  it  covered  the  question  of  the 
edleetuKi,  stGrage,  conveyance,  and  distribution  of  the  water«     He 
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would  like  to  know  why  the  Ooancil  had  not  reoehred  informatioB  of 
what  had  taken  place  in  the  Sanitary  and  Town  Improvement 
Oommitteee  on  this  and  other  questions.  He  had  in  his  hand  the 
▼alnable  report  presented  to  the  committee  upwards  of  three 
months  ago  by  Mr.  Laws,  with  reference  to  the  water  supply  of 
Byker  district,  and  he  did  not  know  why  this  report  had  never  been 
Jaid  before  the  Council.  Mr.  Laws  had  done,  to  some  extenti  a 
section  of  the  work ;  and  he  (Mr.  Toull)  thought  that  Mr.  Laws 
and  the  Medical  Officer  should  do  similar  work  for  the  whole 
of  the  city.  Mr.  Laws  began  his  report  by  referring  to  the 
fact  of  his  appointment  to  make  the  enquiry,  and  stated  that  *'  on 
application  to  the  seoretaiy  of  the  Water  Company  to  be  allowed 
to  see  and  copy  their  pipe  plans  of  the  district,  I  was  at  once 
furnished  with  their  working  plans;  and  their  engineer,  Mr.  Fonter, 
moat  courteously  and  fully  explained  to  me  the  working  of  their 
system ;  and  the  information  thus  readily  given  has  mnob 
facilitated  my  work."  He  (Mr.  YouU)  was  of  opioion  that,  on 
proper  application,  the  Company's  officials  would  be  equally  courteous 
now.  Mr.  Laws  proceeded  to  explain  how  Byker  was  supplied  with 
water ;  and  stated  that  the  remedy  **  woidd  be  to  have  Byker 
supplied  from  an  independent  main,"  and  so  forth.  According 
to  the  report,  the  Water  Company  were  now  laying  a  new  main 
to  Byker.  This  showed  the  necessity  there  was  for  the  City 
Engineer  and  Medical  Officer  examining  and  reporting  in  the  first 
instance  to  the  Council  as  to  the  deficiencies  in  the  water  supply,  in 
order  that  the  Water  Company  might  have  an  idea  of  what  the 
Council  were  driving  at^  and,  if  possible,  of  putting  right  whatever 
was  wrong.  The  duty  of  the  Water  Company  was  clear  and  dis- 
tinct; it  was  to  supply  pure  and  wholesome  water  for  the  domestic 
use  of  the  inhabitants.  He  did  not  know  whether  the  Town  Clerk 
would  agree  with  him ;  perhaps  it  did  not  matter  much  in  the 
present  state  of  the  discussion  as  to  whether  an  opinion  on  the  law 
of  the  question  was  expressed  ;  but  he  doubted  very  much  whether 
the  Council  had  any  right  to  visit  Little  Swinburne  and  Hallington 
in  the  way  they  had  done.  It  might  be  said — as  it  had  been — ^that  he 
was  standing  here  as  the  paid  advocate  of  the  Water  Company.  Such 
an  observation  would  be  taken  for  what  it  was  worth.  (Hear,  hear.) 
The  same  observation  was  made  of  Mr.  Aid.  Hamond  the  other  day 
in  committee.  He  hoped  they  had  heard  the  last  of  these  personiJ 
remarks.  The  duty  of  the  Water  Company  was  to  supply  pure 
water.  He  did  not  know  that  the  Council  could  insist  npon  the 
removal,  as  had  been  suggested,  of  the  farm  buildings  at  Little 
Swinburne,  but  mighty  of  what  they  saw  at  the  farm.  Beferenoe 
had  been  made  to  the  Company's  obtaining  water  by  surface 
drainage.  Where  was  the  Company  to  get  the  supply  of 
water  from?  The  Company  could  not  cover  over  the  water 
ahed,  and  catch  the  run  as  came  down;  and,  even  if  they 
oonld,  it  would  probably  contain  a  larger  quantity  of  ammonia 
than  it  did  now.    The  Company  got  water  from  ground  on  wUeh 
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oattle  and  sheep  grazed ;  and,  go  whererer  they  liked,  thej  oonld 
DOl  get  water  without  contamination  of  this  kind.  Bat  the  real 
qnestion  remained — ^was  the  water  purified  before  it  reached  the 
inhabitants  of  Newcas:  le  %  Mr.  Pattinson,  in  his  report  on  the  water 
taken  by  Dr.  Armstong  on  the  first  Tisit  of  the  resevoirs,  stated 
that  "  Nos.  1,  3,  and  4  contain  indications  of  mach  peaty  organic 
impnrity,  and  No.  4  perhaps  some  animal  organic  impnrity.  Na  2 
is  a  fairly  good  water."  These  samples  were  taken  at  a  distance  of 
aboQt  22  miles  from  Newcastle,  and  the  water  had  to  pass  from 
that  place  through  Hallington  reservoir,  which  contained  800,000,000 
gallons  of  water;  thence  by  open  aqueduct  for  a  distance  of 
thirteen  or  fourteen  miles  to  the  Whittle  Dene  reserroirs ;  and  then 
to  the  filter  beds  at  Throckley ;  and  what  was  the  condition  of  the 
water  when  it  reached  Newcastle?  The  first  thing  which  an 
inspector  from  the  Local  Government  Board  would  ask  for  would 
be  the  reports  of  the  Borough  Analyst.  He  held  in  his  hands  the 
reports  of  Mr.  Pattinson  since  November  20,  1888.  These  reports 
had  been  taken  when  the  alleged  contamination  at  Little  Swinburne 
wonld  have  their  very  worst  effect.  What  was  the  result  ?  In  the 
report  of  November  20,  Mr.  Pattinson  stated  that  the  samples  of 
water  "  were  all  very  free  from  suspended  matter.  I  am  of  opinion 
that  the  water  is  of  good  quality  in  this  and  other  respects.''  Mr. 
Pattinson  reported  in  almost  the  same  words  on  December 
18th,  and  Januarj^  2l8t.  In  the  report  of  February  21st, 
not  yet  presented  to  the  Council,  and  which  he  endeavoured  to  get 
read  at  toe  Joint  Committee,  Mr.  Pattinson  stated  that  ''all  the 
samples  were  very  free  from  matters  in  suspension.  I  consider  the 
water  of  good  quality."  In  the  face  of  these  reports  what  was  the 
good  of  the  Council  asking  a  Government  Inspector  to  come  down  ? 
To  ask  a  Government  inspector  to  come  down  and  make  an  enquiry 
in  the  face  of  Mr.  Pattinson's  monthly  reports,  saying  that  New- 
castle was  supplied  with  good  water,  woald  make  the  city  look 
ridiculous.  He  objected  to  the  Council  asking  the  Local  Govern- 
ment Board  to  send  an  officer  to  do  what  he  thought  the  Corpora- 
tion were  capable  of  doing  themselves  through  their  own  officers. 
He  considered  that  the  enquiry  recommended  by  the  committee  did 
not  go  tar  enough.  He  wanted  to  have  an  enquiry  and  report  as 
to  the  supply  of  water  in  all  parts  of  the  city.  He  wanted  an  en- 
quiry and  report  as  to  whether  the  Water  Company's  pipes  were  of 
such  a  size  and  contained  such  a  pressure  as  would  enable  the  water 
to  reach  the  top  story  of  every  house  in  the  district  He  also  wanted 
to  know  whether  any  measures  could  be  taken  so  that  in  droughty 
weather  the  people  in  Blswick  and  Byker  might  not  havo  to  com- 
plain of  a  short  supply  of  water.  He  knew  from  his  own  know- 
ledge that  a  great  deal  was  needed  to  be  done  in  regard  to 
the  high  part  of  Elswick.  When,  for  instance,  the  water  was 
being  largely  drawn  upon  by  people  living  in  the  lower  parts  of 
Elswick,  when  dinners  were  being  preparod  on  Sunday  mornings, 
thsre  was  not  a  proper  supply  even  in  Cambridge  Street  and  other 
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gfcreete.  If  the  district  was  sapplied  by  metne  of  ^inch  pipes, 
instead  of  4-inch  pipes,  it  might  not  be  properlj  sapplied.  If  the 
report  he  suggested,  when  obtained,  was  nnsatisfactorj  in  regard  to 
these  matters,  and  showed  that  the  Water  Company  was  not  doing 
its  daty,  and  was  not  able  to  supply  all  districts  with  water  in 
droughty  weather,  then,  if  the  Company  refused  to  carry  out  what 
was  suggested  should  be  done,  he  would  be  one  of  the  first  to  Yote 
for  a  Government  enquiry. 

Mr.  Aid.  Greobon  said  a  great  deal  had  been  said  in  regard  to 
epidemics  arising  from  sewage  contamination  in  water.  Sunderland 
had  suffered  more  times  from  epidemics  than  Newcastle,  and  yet 
Sunderland  got  its  water  supply  from  the  lime  strata  at  an  immense 
depth,  and  therefore  it  could  not  be  contaminated  with  sewage. 
Many  years  ago  vessels,  both  of  the  navy  and  mercantile  marine, 
got  water  from  the  Thames  below  London  Bridge,  and  the  con- 
tamination there  would  be  twenty  thousand  times  more  than  at 
Newcastle;  but  was  there  any  disease  from  that)  Certainly  not. 
Reference  had  been  made  to  the  fact  that  the  Water  Company  now 
paid  a  dividend  of  8  per  cent.  He  would  like  it  to  be  10  or  12 
per  cent.  He  was  formerly  a  shareholder  and  got  only  2  per  oent^ 
dividend.  The  contamination  of  the  water  from  the  farm  sewage 
took  place  at  a  distance  of  23  miles  from  Newcastle,  and « there 
could  be  no  doubt  that  the  water  was  purified  before  it  reached  the 
city.  According  to  Mr.  Pattinson's  analyses,  the  samples  of  water 
contained  14  or  15  grains  of  solid  matter  in  solution,  whilst  the 
Loch  Katrine  water,  which  was  said  to  be  the  finest  water  in  Great 
Britain,  contained  21  grains;  and  therefore  the  Newcastle  water  was 
better  than  the  famous  Loch  Katrine  water.  The  Council  should, 
at  all  events,  have  an  exhaustive  examination  by  their  own  officers, 
before  asking  for  a  Government  Lispector  to  come  down.  He 
could  speak  with  some  authority  on  the  question  of  the  contamina- 
tion of  water,  for  he  had  been  one  of  the  three  members  of  the 
Board  of  Health  which  ruled  Lower  Egypt  in  sanitary  matters;  and 
he  looked  upon  the  talk  about  contamination  by  cows  in  a  stream 
about  twenty  miles  from  Newcastle  as  nonsense.  The  committee 
had  no  authority  to  go  to  the  reservoirs  without  the  permission  of 
the  Company. 

Mr.  Tbicplb  said  certain  allegations  were  made  by  Dr.  Huntley 
respecting  sewage  contamination  at  Little  Swinburne,  and  that 
vegetation  grew  on  the  banks  of  the  reservoirs  in  the  summer,  and 
then  decayed  and  polluted  the  water.  The  committee,  at  their  last 
meeting,  passed  a  resolution,  stating  that  the  allegations  had  beeo 
confirmed  ;  and  the  only  difference  in  the  committee  after  that  was 
whether  it  was  advisable  to  accept  the  communication  of  the  chair- 
man, that  the  Water  Company  were  preparing  plans  to  take  the 
sewage  away  from  the  high  side  of  the  Little  Swinburne  reservoir. 
He  objected  to  that,  because  there  had  been  no  official  oommonica- 
tion  with  the  Water  Company.    (Hear,  hear.)    He  voted  for  the 
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reaolntioQ  in  favoar  of  a  Qovernment  iDspeeior  coming  down ;  but 
the  committee  were  not  wedded  to  that  proposal.  What  they 
wanted  was  to  haye  an  efficient  enquiry  by  some  one  who  wonld 
make  an  examination,  and  if  anything  was  wrong,  to  hare  it  pnt 
right  as  soon  as  possible.  He,  personiJly,  had  not  the  slightest 
feeling  agunst  the  Water  Company  or  their  officials,  from  whom  he 
had  received  the  greatest  attention  and  courtesy.  If  the  Company 
wished  to  do  what  was  right,  that  was  all  the  Corporation  asked. 
If  the  Oooncil  adopted  the  first  part  of  the  report  they  would  decide 
that  Dr.  Huntley  was  right  in  the  allegations  he  made.  Mr. 
Youll  and  other  members  talked  about  the  great  distance  the  water 
had  to  trarel,  and  that  that  would  purify  it.  That  was  a  mere 
allegation,  and  he  could  furnish  strong  proof  that  the  contrary  was 
the  case.  Dr.  Carpenter,  in  the  NinHeenth  Century  of  this  month, 
cited  a  case  of  contamination  at  Bristol  At  one  side  of  a  street  at 
Briatol  which  was  supplied  with  water  from  a  well,  there  was 
cholera ;  and  a  doctor  traced  the  source  of  the  water  supply,  and 
found  it  came  from  a  pure  sandstone  rock  called  Jacob's  Well ;  but 
he  obserred  some  water  come  trickling  down  the  bank  side  into  the 
well ;  and  that  water  came  from  a  priyy  at  a  house  where  a  person 
had  died  of  cholera.  He  was  not  going  to  assert  that  if  one 
disease  germ  could  trayel  in  water  another  germ  could  do  the  same ; 
but  there  was  every  possibility  that  that  would  be  the  case.  [A 
member :  ''  What  was  the  distance  to  the  well  ?  '*!  The  distance 
was  no  object.  It  was  only  the  last  resolution  of  the  committee 
which  Mr.  Toull  wished  to  amend. 

Mr.  Youll  said  he  had  spoken  to  Mr.  Aid.  Wilson,  and  he  had 
agreed  to  the  last  recommendation  of  the  Joint  Committee,  and  the 
amendment  being  joined,  to  read  as  follows: — ^^  That  this  committee 
recommend  to  the  Council  that  previous  to  any  independent 
authority  being  engaged,  the  City  Engineer  and  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  visit  the  locality  complained  of,  and  examine  into  and 
report  folly  to  the  joint  committee  upon  the  present  position;  and 
that  they  also  report  on  the  collection,  storage,  conveyance,  and 
distribution  of  the  water  supply  to  the  city,  with  a  view  of  securing 
an  ample  supply  of  pure  and  wholesome  water  for  domestic  use." 

Mr.  Templb  :  That  meets  the  whole  question.  We  are  all  agreed 
that  contamination  existsi  and  what  we  want  to  get  at  is  the  best 
means  to  get  rid  of  it. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamond  said  the  two  officers  of  the  Corporation  were 
to  report  upon  the  subject ;  but  it  would  be  only  an  act  of  courtesy 
U>  the  Water  Company  to  ask  that  their  Engineer  should 
•ooompany  the  Corporation  officers.  It  was  the  duty  of  the 
Council  to  agree  to  do  this  if  they  wished  to  settle  this  matter  in  a 
fidr  and  honourable  way. 

Mr.  Youll  said  the  City  Engineer  and  Medical  Officer  would,  as 
a  matter  of  course,  put  themselves  in  communication  with  the 
Water  Company,  and  what  the  Company  did  in  regard  to  the  Byker 
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enqoirj,  they  would  no  doabt  do  in  regard  to  this  nutter.  The 
Ooancil  should  leare  it  to  the  Company  to  send  snch  officer  as  they 
thought  proper  to  giro  information  to  the  Corporation's  officers. 

Mr.  Browne  said  it  had  been  implied  by  more  than  one  speaker 
that  the  Council  were  going  beyond  their  rights  in  visiting  the 
Water  Company's  reserroirs.  He  thought  no  more  utterly  un- 
sound doctrine  could  be  put  forward.  It  was  the  duty  of  the 
Council,  without  casting  censure  upon  the  Water  Company,  to 
ascertain  by  all  the  means  in  their  power  that  the  supply  of  water 
was  as  pure  as  possible.  It  had  been  shown  that  the  supply  was 
not  as  pure  as  possible.  He  thought  the  Company  had  got  the 
best  collecting  ground  in  the  whole  kingdom.  Reference  was  made 
in  the  report  to  an  ''  independent  authority  ; "  but  the  committee 
did  not  say  whether  they  meant  a  GoTemment  commissioner  or  an 
independent  engineer,  such  as  Mr.  Batemaa 

Mr.  Aid.  Cail  said  the  gentlemen  who  had  examined  the  reser- 
voirs deserved  praise  for  what  they  had  done.  The  source  firom 
which  the  Water  Company  took  the  water  was  not  altogether  what 
it  should  be ;  but  as  the  water  was  stored  in  large  reservoirs,  and 
had  to  travel  through  different  reservoirs  and  aqueducts,  it  ulti- 
mately became  a  very  reasonably  good  water.  The  reservoirs  were 
made  in  the  usual  way,  though  Mr.  W.  Smith  thought  they  were 
not  He  had  had  a  good  deal  to  do  in  connection  with  water  com- 
panies, and  had  made  reservoirs ;  and  they  were  made  by  forming 
embankments,  and  leaving  the  inside  in  its  natural  state.  When 
reservoirs  became  empty  in  summer  time,  when  the  sun  had  great 
effect,  matter  was  made ;  and  the  difficulty  could  be  remedied  only 
by  having  a  large  stream  of  water  to  keep  the  reservoirs  pretty  weU 
filled.  Mr.  YouU's  recommendation  as  to  a  better  distribution  of 
water,  was  of  far  more  importance  than  anything  which  had  oome 
before  the  Council.  - 

Mr.  Aid  Babkas  said  there  could  scarcely  be  two  opinions  as  to 
the  fact  that  pollution  at  the  higher  end  of  the  water  supply  from 
time  to  time  got  into  the  streams  and  reservoirs  in  larger  or  smaller 
quantities.  Beference  had  been  made  to  the  condition  of  the  water 
as  supplied  in  Newcastle,  and  it  had  been  stated  that  it  was  mate- 
rially purified  by  passing  through  a  long  series  of  open  aqueducts. 
Wherever  water  travelled  over  a  long  area  through  open  channels, 
or  even  in  closed  culverts,  a  large  amount  of  pur^cation  took 
place  ;  and  in  proof  of  this  he  might  refer  to  the  water  supply 
of  London  which  was  taken  from  the  Thames.  The  water  taken 
from  the  Thames  above  Hampton  Court,  before  it  was  reoeive4 
into  the  reservoirs  and  passed  through  the  filters,  contained  0-04 
of  ammonia,  and  0*28  of  albuminoid  ammonia ;  but  when  it  got  to 
London  it  contained  much  less  ammonia  and  only  0*07  of  albumi- 
noid ammonia;  showing  that  the  filtration  and  oxidisation  it  was 
exposed  to  in  passing  to  London  tended  to  purify  the  water. 
TIm  water  taken  from  the  alleged  polluted  streams  which  supplied 
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LiiUe  Swinburne  rtteiroir,  wont  specimens^  contained  aiAmonia 
0*015,  and'albaminoid  ammonia  0*022.  The  Council  therefore  mast 
look  at  the  water,  not  as  they  found  it  at  Oolt  Crag  or  Little  Swin- 
burne, but  as  thej  found  it  when  it  reached  Newcastle.  He  had 
examined  Mr.  Pattinson^g  reports  for  some  months  past  and  found 
there  was  only  a  trace  of  free  ammonia  in  the  Newcastle  water,  the 
trace  being  0*0001 ;  whilst  the  quantity  was  as  follows  in  the  water 
supplied  to  the  following  towns: — Edinburgh,  0*004;  Liverpool, 
0009;  Sheffield,  0O05;  Stockton,  0*002;  Swansea,  0  014; 
London,  0*01;  London,  0'02 ;  London,  New  River,  0*01; 
Manchester,  008;  and  Sunderland,  0*03.  These  figures  showed 
that^  80  far  as  free  ammonia  was  concerned,  the  Newcastle 
water  was  purer  than  that  of  the  towns  referred  to.  The  quantity 
of  albuminoid  ammonia  was  as  follows: — ^Newcastle,  0*0096;  • 
Edinburgh, 0*012;  Sheffield, 00081;  Warrington,  0*0093;  Stockton, 
0-011 ;  Swansea,  0*056  ;  London,  0  07  ;  London,  0*14  ;  London, 
New  River,  0*06;  Manchester,  008;  and  Sunderland,  0*02; 
so  that  in  this  respect  the  Newcastle  water  was  the  best  There 
had  been  a  partial  panic  in  the  district  in  consequence  of  the 
all^^tions  respecting  the  water.  He  agreed  that  the  refuse  from 
the  &rm8  ought  not  to  be  allowed  to  go  into  streams  whi^h  reached 
the  reservoirs ;  but  they  mast  bear  in  mind  that  there  was  a  very 
large  gathering  ground.  Mr.  Aid.  Cail  recommended  TJllswater  very 
much.  The  quantity  of  offensive  matter  which  went  into  TJllswater, 
as  compared  with  what  went  into  the  Newcastle  water,  was  probably 
equal  to  1,000  to  1.  Wherever  there  was  manifest  impurities  in 
the  neighbourhood  of  the  reservoirs  they  should  be  remedied.  If 
the  Council  adopted  the  resolution  reftd  by  Mr.  YouU,  and 
approached  the  Water  Company  in  a  proper,  firm,  and  respectful 
manner,  they  would  find  that  the  whole  matter  would  be  settled  in 
a  short  time. 

Mr.  Aid.  Oail  said  that  in  connection  with  the  Royal  Commission 
on  the  water  supply  the  most  eminent  chemists  analysed  the  various 
waters,  and  found  the  TJlbwater  Lake  water  amongst  the  most 
perfect  in  England. 

Mr.  Aid.  Orxobok  :  Not  at  Uie  high  end. 

Mr.  BmKBTT  said  he  wished  to  remind  the  Council  that  there 
was  another  water  supply  which  was  very  much  contaminated — the 
Ouaebum.  Whenever  the  Water  Company's  supply  of  water  was 
turned  off,  the  inhabitants  in  Jesmond  Vale,  and  at  the  lower  parts 
of  the  Oosebum,  having  no  cisterns  in  their  houses  for  the  storage 
of  water,  took  water  out  of  the  Onsebnm.  The  Sanitary  Committee 
were  aware  that  the  sewage  of  Jesmond  district  passed  into  the 
Onsebum.  He  asked  that  this  water  supply  should  be  dealt  with 
in  the  enquiry. 

Mr.  YouLL  :  It  is  all  covered  by  this  enquiry. 

The  renorti  with  the  alteration  recommended  bj  Mr.  YouU,  was 
eonfimied. 
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Mr.  Wm.  Bvivb  pfopowd  <'  That  tbii  OoB«eO  ezpreai  their 
tbsnks  to  Dr.  Haniley  for  having  informed  the  Coondl  of  the  oon«- 
tamination  by  Bewage  matter,  Aa,  of  the  water  supplied  to  this  dtj 
at  Little  Swinbarne  and  other  reeerroirs.'* 

Mr.  TouLL  seconded  the  motion  and  it  was  agreed  ta

CkntkBieB,—- Yon  are  probably  aware  that  about  seven  years  tap  some 
tiyirry  works  were  eitablished  at  Old  Windsor  with  the  objeot  of 
reriTing  an  art,  whioh  had  practically  been  lost  in  EogUnd  since  the  time 
of  Kiog  GhAfles  TL  These  were  at  first  carried  on  by  Mr.  H.  Henry,  the 
present  difector,  with  my  approval  and  sapport,  bat  on  his  own  respoosi- 
oilities.  Abont  three  years  ago,  the  works  were  taken  over  by  a  committee 
of  gnarantors,  whose  names  yon  will  find  annexed.  The  production  of  the 
Wmdaor  looms  gained  distinction  at  the  Paris  EzhiUtion  of  1878,  and  Urge 
erders  have  been  ezeonted  for  perMms  in  Eagland  and  America.  It  is  now 
fsU  that*  in  order  to  carry  ont  the  objects  in  view,  and  to  establish 
thenrngjUy  sad  peimanentiy  an  art  industry,  whioh  is  at  once  a  connecting 
link  between  pamting  and  mannfaotnres ;  in  order  to  do  this  it  is  neoes«ary 
that  its  aims  shonld  be  widely  known,  and  tiiat  it  should  be  understood 
that  not  ooly  are  works  of  production  and  reprodoction  nndertaken  at 
Windsor,  bnt  that  at  this  institution  the  beaotiful  specimens  of  ancient 
tspeatry.  whioh  decorate  so  many  of  the  great  English  houses,  and  which 
time  and  moth  are  miningi  may  be  perfectly  repaired.  Although  mnob  has 
bean  already  done  to  extend  its  sphere  of  action,  I  now  desire  to  appeal  to 
thoee  public  bodies  who  have  so  warmly  snpported  technical  education.  A 
nnmber  of  Saglish  apprentices  are  bemg  mined  at  the  works,  and  have 
shown  remarkable  i^tudei  Tapestries  nave  at  all  times  commanded  the 
iatsrest  of  the  art-Iovioff  world,  and  are  particularly  suited  for  the  decora- 
tioB  of  tile  fam  halls  mioh  belong  to  the  varions  corporations  to  whom  I 
smaesrappeallogforsapperi.    Ishonklbepleaaedtoliare  yew  viewaen 
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this  matter,  and  to  call  a  priTate  meeting  to  diBcaas  the  sabjecti  and  talk 
over  the  means  by  which  a  pennanent  National  Institation  could  be 
established.

Hamohd:  I  have  no  objection  to  the  notice  being 
withdrawn  from  the  agenda,  and  I  will  give  ample  and  full  notice 
when  it  is  coming  on  again. 

The  withdrawal  of  the  notice  was  agreed  to. 

OOXMON  LODOmO-HOUSBS. 

Mr.  Aid.  Haxobd  proposed  the  adoption  of  the  bye-laws  for  the 
regulation  of  common  lodging-houses,  and  that  the  bye-laws,  when 
pasaedy  should  be  carried  out  under  the  Watch  Committee,  as 
the  present  regulations  are.  He  said  that  after  the  adoption,  an 
application  would  be  made  to  the  Looal  GoTemment  Board, 
with  a  view  to  the  bye-laws  becoming  law.  As  time  roUed  on 
regulations  required  a  little  alteration  ;  and,  with  a  few  exceptions  of 
aa  explanatory  character,  these  bye-laws  were  similar  to  the 
regulations  which  had  been  in  existence  for  some  years ;  but  it  was 
desired  now  that,  instead  of  being  regulations,  they  should  be  made 
bje-laws  under  the  Public  Health  Act.  There  could  be  no  doubt 
that  this  was  esaentiaL  The  regulations  had  done  a  vast  amount 
of  goody  and  when  they  became  bye-laws  they  would  be  executed  by 
the  same  authority  as  at  present — the  Watoh  Committee. 

Mr.  Aid.  WiLSOV  seconded  the  motion. 


Mr.  TuPLi  thought  thcj  were  ahnoat  bye-lawed  aai  of 
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enoe.  He  believed  that  soon  thej  would  Bcarcely  be  able  to  BDeeze 
in  the  streets  without  a  bye-law.  Would  it  not  be  better  to  refer  all 
the  bye-laws  referring  to  building,  traffic,  and  other  matters,  to  the 
committee,  and  consolidate  the  whole  of  them  ? 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamond  said  Mr.  Temple's  desire  wss  a  rvry  laadable 
one,  hot  they  could  not  do  such  a  thing  as  consolidate  all  the  bye- 
laws.  Erery  matter  in  regard  to  the  government  of  the  town  most 
stand  or  fall  on  its  own  merits.  The  bye-laws  he  now  asked  the 
Council  to  seal  were  not  new,  but  had  been  in  existence  since  1854 
as  regulations,  and  it  was  wished,  for  certain  reasons,  that  they 
should  be  made  bye-laws  instead  of  regulations.  They  had  acted 
well  in  the  past,  and  there  were  less  complaints  of  fever  and  disturb- 
ances in  the  common  lodging-houses  than  in  other  parts  of  the  town. 

Mr.  Tbmplb  said  that  a  boy  was  recently  brought  up  at  the 
Police  Court  for  selling  papers  in  a  tramcar,  but  he  was  brought  np 
under  a  bye-law  made  to  prevent  people  travelling  in  cars  without 
paying  fare.  This  showed  how  a  bye-law  could  be  twisted.  If  the 
bye-laws  could  not  be  consolidated,  at  least  they  could  be  put  in  a 
reasonable  form  so  that  people  might  be  able  to  understand  them. 

Mr.  JosBPH  B.  Ellis  said  there  was  not  the  slightest  objectioii 
to  the  bye-laws  now  proposed. 

Mr.  Aid.  Gbbgson  said  there  was  a  good  deal  of  foroe  in  what 
Mr.  Temple  had  said.  He  was  sorry  to  say  that  some  bye-lawa 
were  complicated  in  phraseology,  and  instead  of  being  acted  upon 
according  to  the  spirit  of  the  law,  they  were  acted  upon  according 
to  the  letter. 

The  motion  was  agreed  to,  34  hands  being  held  up  for  it. 

JBSMOHn  PBBB — STOPPIHa  UP  Of  ROAD. 

Mr.  Aid.  Wilson  moved  the  sealing  of  an  order  of  Council  for 
stopping  up  the  footpath  and  bridle  road  at  the  north  end  of  Jesmond 
Dene,  according  to  the  terms  of  the  gift  from  Sir  W.  G.  Armstrong. 
He  said  this  order  would  come  into  foroe  some  time  hence,  when

BBCEEATION  OROUMD. 

The  following  report  from  the  Town  Moor  Management  Com- 
mittee was  presented : — 

The  Town  Moor  Management  Committee  have  to  report  to  the  Ckixincil 
that  they  haTe  bad  under  their  eoDsideration  the  propriety  of  introdnciDg 
taatramental  sacred  music  in  the  Leaxee  Park  on  Sanday  aftemoone.  Yoar 
oommittee  hare  had  a  oommiinication  from  Mr.  Amen,  bandmaater,  in  which 
he  offina  to  proTide  a  competent  and  first-clase  band  for  performiug  sacred 
mnaio  for  twenty  Sundays,  commencing  on  Easter  Saoday,  and  oontinuinff 
throngfaoiit  the  anmroer  season,  for  the  sum  of  (£120)  one  hundred  and 
tventy  pounds.  The  performances,  it  is  proposed,  will  commence  at  half* 
past  two  o'clock  p.m.,  and  continue  untu  five  o'clock.  The  cost  will  be 
defrayed  out  of  the  receipts  of  the  fireworks  f^tes  which  have  been  hdd  in 
the  Park.  Your  committee  have  to  recommend  the  Cooncil  to  confirm  this 
nrpoTt»  as  they  are  satisfied  that  the  action  of  your  committee  will  be  reoeived 
with  general  satisfaction  by  the  inhabitants  of  the  city. 

Yonr  oommittee  have  also  to  report  that  they  have,  subject  to  the  oon- 
fiimatioa  of  the  Cooncil,  arrived  at  a  settlement  with  the  freemen,  with 
regard  to  the  purchase  of  their  rights  in  the  cottages,  &c.,  standing  in  the 
TSwu  Moor  Recreation  Qronnd,  appropriated  bv  the  Corporatioo  under  the 
Town  Improvement  Act.  It  is  recommended  that  the  sum  of  £450  be  paid 
oat  of  the  City  Fund  to  the  freemen,  so  as  to  produce,  when  invested  at  3i 
per  cent.,  an  amount  equal  to  the  nett  rentals  they  derive  from  the 
oeenpiers  of  the  buildings.

Mr.  Aid.  Hamohd  said  he  was  sorry  to  have  to  do  this,  bnt  it 
was  essentially  neceesary  to  decide  the  question  to^ay  respecting 
the  engagement  of  a  band,  so  as  to  giro  time  for  arrangements  to 
be  made  for  Easter  Sunday.  The  music  would  cost  £40  to  £50. 
The  report  was  agreed  to  in  committee  by  18  to  1,  and,  with  so 
large  a  majority,  he  was  warranted  in  asking  the  Council  to  suspend 
the  standing  orders  in  order  that  he  might  move  the  adoption  of  the 
report  He  moved  the  suspension  of  the  standing  orders  in  order 
that  he  might  be  enabled  to  more  the  adoption  of  the  portion  of  the 
report  relating  to  the  music  in  the  park.

THB  TOWN  MOOR  RECREATION  GROUND. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamond  moved  the  saspension  of  the  standing  orders  m 
order  that  he  might  move  the  confirmation  of  the  second  portion  of 
the  Town  Moor  Management  Oommittee  report,  relating  to  the 
payment  of  £450  to  the  freemen  for  their  interest  in  the  cottages, 
dbe.,  in  the  Town  Moor  Recreation  Ground. 

Mr.  Qunr  seconded  the  motion. 

The  motion  was  agreed  to  on  a  show  of  hands  by  21  to  15. 

Mr.  Aid.  Haitond  moved  the  confirmation  of  the  second  portion 
of  the  report.  He  said  the  matter  had  been  before  the  com- 
mittee and  the  Council  repeatedly ;  and  the  Council,  he  thought, 
had  already  authorised  the  committee  to  offer  not  exceeding 
£400  for  the  good*will  of  the  freemen  in  these  cottages,  dec 
The  committee  could  not  do  their  duty  to  the  public  in  regard 
to  laying  out  the  Recreation  Ground  until  they  got  possession  of  the 
Bull  Park.  The  freemen  had  a  vested  interest  in  the  cottages, 
water  pond,  &Cf  and  had  a  right  to  demand  an  equivalent  for  that 
interest,  and  sud,  '*  Ton  are  borrowing  money  at  3}  per  cent.,  and 
you  have  no  right  to  put  us  in  a  worse  position  than  the  Corpora- 
tion, and  therefore  pay  us  £450,  which,  at  3|  per  cent,  will  yield 
us  the  nett  revenue  which  we  now  receive,  and  have  received  for 
many  years  from  this  property.*' 

Mr.  C.  8.  Smith  seconded  the  motion. 

Mr.  Browns  said  the  Council  had  spent  a  great  deal  of  money 
already  on  parks,  and  he  did  not  grudge  one  farthing  of  the  money 
expended  ;  but  now,  when  trade  was  so  bad,  and  getting  worse,  they 
should  spend  no  more  money  on  parks.  He  did  not  see  that  any  harm 
would  arise  from  allowing  the  matter  to  stand  over  for  another  year. 
He  did  not  think  the  people  of  Newcastle  desired  to  spend  aAy  more 
money  upon  this  ground  on  the  Moor ;  and  if  the  people  were  polled, 
he  believed  they  would  rather  have  the  fence  pulled  down,  and  the 
ground  thrown  into  the  Moor,  and  leave  the  Bull  Park  wh^e  it  was. 

Mr.  Sandbbson  said  that  at  the  present  time  there  were  a  great 
many  obstacles  in  the  way  of  the  Council  getting  the  25  acres  of  the 
Nun's  Moor  as  a  Recreation  Ground  for  the  people  at  the  west  end 
of  Newcastle,  and  if  they  could  not  get  the  25  acres  they  must  fall 
back  upon  an  exchange  for  a  portion  of  the  85  acres  of  the  Town 
Moor.  Whilst  the  Nun's  Moor  question  was  undeoidedt  the  ooi^ 
sideration  of  this  subject  should  stand  over. 
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Mr.  Houan  said  he  wanted  to  see  the  Town  Moor  Recreation 
Ground  scheme  carried  out,  and  also  wished  to  have  a  Recreation 
Groond  of  25  acres  on  the  Nan's  Moor.  The  sooner  these  two 
schemes,  both  of  which  were  desirable,  were  carried  oat  the  better 
it  woold  be  for  all.  This  matter  of  the  Ball  Park  had  been  a  long 
time  before  the  Council,  and  he  hoped  it  would  be  settled  now. 

Mr.  Stephens  said  the  Council  shonld  no  longer  delay  settling 
this  snbject,  and  so  enable  the  committee  to  carry  ont  a  manifest 
improrement  at  the  north  end  of  the  town.  The  cottages  were  a 
wreck  ;  they  might  be  worth  £450  or  not ;  but  certainly  the  sooner 
they  were  removed  the  better  it  would  be ;  and  if  the  ratepayers 
went  to  the  north  end  of  the  town,  and  saw  what  an  improvement 
it  would  be,  they  would  not  grumble. 

Mr.  Aid.  Plummbr  said  that,  lest  any  one  should  afterwards  com- 
plain that  be  sat  still  and  did  not  say  a  word  when  this  subject  was 
under  discussion,  he  would  now  say  that  the  Council  were  doing 
what,  he  was  sorry  to  say,  was  far  too  often  done — patting  the  cart 
before  the  horse.  Neither  the  freemen  nor  the  Corporation  had  ever 
applied  to  the  Water  Company  to  learn  if  the  Company  was  willing 
to  give  up  the  property  at  the  Bull  Park.  It  cost  nothing  to  be 
civil  and  courteoas.  The  Water  Company  had  a  lease  of  this 
property,  and  the  lease  had  a  great  many  years  to  run  before  it 
expired;  and  the  property  could  not  be  dealt  with  without  the 
eonsent  of  the  Company.  Tet  not  one  single  word  had  been  said  to 
the  Water  Company.  Neither  the  freemen  or  the  Corporation,  or 
both  combined,  could  take  possession  of  the  property  without  the 
eonsent  of  the  Water  Company. 

Mr.  Wx.  Smith  thought  it  right  that  the  Council  should  arrange 
with  the  Water  Company,  and  then  everything  should  be  settled 
between  the  Corporation  and  the  freemen.  On  this  ground  it 
would  be  better  to  let  the  consideration  of  the  subject  stand  over. 

Mr.  YouLL  said  he  objected  to  the  report  being  considered  now 
because  he  thought  they  should  not  have  piece-meal  legislation  on 
the  subject  lliey  should  have  before  them  a  full  report,  and  be 
enabled  to  understand  the  report,  especially  on  a  question  relating 
to  the  freemen,  who  had  already  had  sufBcient  oonceded  to  them. 
He  had  stated  more  than  once  in  the  Council,  and  it  was  the  opinion 
of  many  of  the  inhabitants  of  Newcastle,  that  sooner  or  later  the 
dual  control  or  management  of  the  Moor  would  have  to  be  put  an 
end  to  by  the  Corporation  taking  it  over  ;  and  every  farthing  paid 
now  by  the  Corporation  would  be  brought  up  against  them  to 
mcrease  the  capital  sum  to  be  paid  to  the  freemen.  Whether  this 
question  affected  this  nutter  or  not,  the  Council  at  any  rate  should 
have  an  opportunity  of  reading  and  considering  the  report.  The 
consideration  of  the  report  should  stand  over  until  the  next 
meeting. 

Mr.  QiBSON  said  he  would  vote  for  the  adoption  of  the  report, 
beeaoie  it  was  only  a  question  of  £50  more  than  was  previooaly 
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resolved  upon.  Then  was  no  intention  to  treftt  the  Water  Com- 
pany nnciTilly ;  bnt  the  Oonncil  most  go  by  steps,  and  the  adoption 
of  the  report  would  be  one  step  forward. 

Mr.  Cabbk  said  he  understood  in  the  committee  that  the  freemen 
had  arranged  with  the  Water  Company. 

Mr.  Wm.  Wilson  :  No. 

Mr.  JosarH  B.  Ellis  said  the  Council  agreed  that  an  arrangement 
be  made  with  the  freemen  for  enclosing  25  acres  of  the  Nuu*8  Moor, 
and  it  was  just  likely  that  the  freemen  were  going  to  shirk  that 
agreement.  Some  of  the  companies  bad  voted  against  the  Non's 
Moor  arrangement,  and  if  they  persisted  in  their  obstinacy,  then  the 
question  would  arise  whether  it  was  the  intention  of  the  Council  to 
carry  out  their  resolution,  under  their  Act  of  Parliament  of  1880, 
and  make  an  exchange  fur  a  portion  of  the  Town  Moor  ground  for 
the  benefit  of  the  people  at  the  west  end.  Until  the  freemen  came 
to  their  senses,  and  agreed  to  carry  out  fairly  and  faithfully  the 
arrangement  come  to  as  to  the  Nun's  Moor  some  months  ago,  the 
consideration  of  this  report  should,  in  justice  to  the  people  at  the 
west  end,  stand  o?er. 

Mr.  Annan  said  the  desire  to  purchase  the  cottages  came  from 
the  Cor|)oration  ;  and  the  freemen  asked  only  for  the  yalne  of  the 
property,  and  not  for  any  profit.  The  freemen  were  not  putting 
any  obstacles  in  the  way  of  the  Corporation  in  regard  to  the  oottsgea. 
Remembering  the  number  of  freemen  there  were,  there  was  sure  to 
be  a  diversity  of  opinion  in  regard  to  the  enclosing  of  25  acr«s  of 
the  Nun's  Moor;  but  the  question  had  not  been  settled  yet ;  and 
when  it  was  settled,  he  hoped  the  decision  would  be  in  the  interests 
of  the  freemen  and  public  at  large.  He  would  support  the 
motion. 

Mr.  Wm.  Smith  :  Yon  are  interested  in  it 

Mr.  W.  Wilson  :  I  think  there  is  some  little  misunderstanding 
as  to 

Mr.  YouLL :  I  should  like  to  ask  the  Town  Clerk,  as  Mr.  Wilson 
is  directly  or  indirectly  interested  in  the  agreement,  whether  he  has 
any  tight  to  speak  f 

Mr.  Richardson  :  Yes,  to  speak. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamono  :  And  Yote  too. 

Mr.  Youll:  I  want  the  Town  Clerk's  opinion. 

Mr.  Aid.  Barkas  said  he  failed  to  see  the  pressing  neoessitj  for 
this  subject  being  decided  to-day.  He  would  rote  against  the 
motion,  not  because  he  objected  to  the  report,  but  because  he  did 
not  understand  it.  The  report  had  been  presented  to-day ;  and  it 
was  not  becoming  to  legislate  hastily  upon  the  matter.  The  proper 
and  orderly  way  was  simply  to  present  the  report  to-day,  and  allow 
members  time  to  consider  it,  and  then  be  able  to  YOte  according  to 
their  judgment. 
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Mr.  Aid*  HAJfon  replied  upon  the  discussion.  He  paid  that 
power  was  given  by  the  Act  of  Parliament  obtained  in  1870  to  the 
Corporation  to  enclose  35  acres  of  the  Town  Moor ;  and  three  years 
ago  they  took  possession  of  the  35  acres,  and  this  report  referred  to 
a  part  of  the  property  so  taken.  It  was  taken  possession  of  with 
the  consent  of  the  Council  and  the  full  knowledge  of  the  Chairman 
of  the  Water  Company,  and  no  demur  was  then  made.  Mr.  Aid. 
Plommer  ought  to  know  that  he  (Aid.  H.)  had  never  been  discourteous 
to  either  the  Water  or  Gas  Company ;  and  while  he  had  always 
tried  to  benefit  the  public,  he  had  always  dealt  with  the  companies 
in  a  frank  and  gentlemanly  way.  A  piece  of  the  ancient  Moor  was 
leased  by  the  old  Corporation  many  years  ago  to  the  Water  Com- 
pany for  use  in  sapplying  water  to  the  town ;  but  the  Company  had 
long  discontinued  nsing  the  reservoir,  and  it  still  remained  there. 
The  cottages  there  had  been  let,  and  the  freemen  received  the  rent. 
Mr.  Joseph  Ellis  said,  *'  Don't  pass  this  report,  because  there  is  some 
disagreeableness  with  the  freemen  as  to  the  Nun's  Moor." 
Supposing  the  freemen  obtained  their  way  as  to  the  Nun's  Moor, 
they  would  not  have  it  long.  The  Council  intended  to  have  the 
Nun's  Moor  recreation  ground,  and  would  take  power  respecting  it 
in  the  next  bill  they  promoted  in  Parliament.  The  entire  body  of 
freemen  were  not  led  by  a  few  fellows  in  the  companies;  the  majority 
of  the  freemen  had  got  common  sense,  like  Mr.  Annan.  Supposing 
the  Nnn's  Moor  land  was  not  got  by  the  Corporation  for  a  recreation 
gronnd,  it  might  be  proposed  that  an  exchange  be  made  for  a  portion 
of  the  Town  Moor  ground;  and  if  that  was  to  be  done,  the  Council 
should  put  themselves  in  a  position  in  which  they  would  have  the 
whole  S5  acres  under  their  control ;  and  the  Bull  Park  formed  part 
of  the  85  acre&  Having  settled  with  the  freemen  as  to  the  cottages, 
&c^  the  committee  would  then  go  to  their  esteemed  friend,  Mr.  Aid. 
Plommer,  and  the  other  directors  of  the  Water  Company,  and  say: 
**  You  gentlemen  of  the  Water  Company  are  always  liberal  in  deal- 
ing with  public  interests,  and  you  will  require  only  a  merely  nominal 
acknowledgment  for  your  interest  in  this  property."  Mr.  Browne 
had  talked  of  the  people  being  in  favour  of  the  railing  around  the 
recreation  ground  being  pnlled  down ;  but  he  (Aid.  H.)  thought,  if  the 
town  was  polled,  the  people  would  decide  in  favour  of  the  ground  being 
laid  out  and  opened  as  soon  as  possible  for  the  benefit  of  the  public. 

Mr.  RicHABDsoN  :  Willpostponing  the  confirmation  of  this  report 
deUy  onr  beginning  to  lay  out  the  ground  ? 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamond  :  It  will  delay,  perhaps,  the  making  of  another 
Bull  Park  for  twelve  months.  As  soon  as  this  is  settled,  the 
stewards  of  the  freemen  will  begin  to  make  another  Bnll  Park. 

The  Council  voted  as  follows  on  Mr.  Aid.  Hamond's  motion  for 
the  confirmation  of  the  portion  of  the  report  referring  to  the  pay* 
ment  of  £450  to  the  freemen  : —

THE  SALE  OF  OUTLTIKa  POBTIOKS  OF  THB  MOOB. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamond  presented  the  following  report  from  the  Town 
Moor  Management  Committee  : — 

The  Town  Moor  Management  Ck>mmittee  have  to  report  to  the  OooncQ 
tHat  they  have  received  the  mooey— £85— from  Mr.  N.  G.  Clayton,  for  the 

gurohase  of  the  295  yards  of  that  outlying  portion  of  the  Moor  which  is  to 
e  used  for  the  completion  of  Morpeth  Street.  The  committee  further 
beg  to  report  that  tbey  have  received  from  the  Natural  History  Socie^ 
£2j8  188.  3d.,  beiuK  the  sum  paid  by  them  for  the  purchase  of  that  amaU 
portion  of  the  Moor  abutting  upon  Back  Eldon  Street^  and  which  is  to  be 
laid  out  by  them  as  ornamental  ground. 

The  Committee  of  Stewards  of  Freemen  have  made  an  application  in 
writing  to  your  committee,  under  the  Act  of  1870,  for  the  payuMut  by  the 
Corporation  to  them  of  these  two  sums,  the  same  to  be  applied  bv  the 
Stewards  for  the  improvement  of  the  Moor  under  the  terms  of  the  said  Act 
Your  committee  have  to  recommend  tiie  Council  to  authorise  the  payment 
of  these  sums  applied  for.

Mr.  Aid.  Hbdlet  presented  and  moved  the  confirmation  of  a

£100,000  created  by  the  Council  on  January  9. 

Mr.  Aid.  Stephens  seconded  the  motion. 
Agreed  to. 

THE  PROPOSED  lEFEOTIOUS  DISEASES  HOSPITAL  AT  HEATON. 

Mr.  Aid.  Wilson  presented  the  following  report  of  the  Sanitary 
Committee : — 

The  Sanitary  Committee  have  to  report  to  the  Council  that  they  have  had 
before  them  the  memorial  from  the  iDhabitants  of  Byker  and  Heaton, 
objecting  to  the  decision  of  the  Council  to  erect  an  Infectious  Bitesaes 
Hospitol  on  the  site  at  Heatoo,  agreed  upon  by  the  Council  after  seversl 
years  endeavours  had  been  exercised  to  select  a  site  for  the  erection  of  an 
Hospital  in  various  parts  of  the  city.  At  a  special  meeting  of  your  com- 
mittee,  at  which  a  large  number  of  members  were  present,  a  survey  of  an 
alternative  site  on  tbe  north  side  of  the  TynemoUth  Railway  at  Heaton  was 
held,  and  after  consideration  it  was  resolved  by  ]^our  committee  that  tbe 
Council  be  recommended  to  adhere  to  the  site  originally  fixed  upon  near  to 
the  Shields  turnpike,  on  the  grounds  that  your  committee  do  not  see  any 
reasons  to  deviate  from  snch  a  course.

The  Parliamentary  and  Bye-laws  Committee  presented  the  follow- 
ing report : — 

The  Parliamentary  and  Bye-lawB  Committee  have  to  report  to  the  Cknmoil 
M  follows  :— 

WALKXB  AST}  WALLSBND  OAS  BILL. 

The  Com^ny  have  agreed  to  insert  in  this  bill  proper  eUneefl  providing 
for  the  purity,  preasnre,  and  iUaminating  power  of  the  gas  supplied  by 
them,  similar  to  those  contained  in  the  Newcastle  and  Gateshead  Gas  Act. 

'With  regard  to  the  price  to  be  charged  by  the  Company  for  the  gas 
tapnlied  by  them,  considerable  discnssioa  has  taken  place. 

Tbe  bill  provides  for  a  standard  dividend  of  7  per  cent.,  sad  a  standard 
price  of  gas  of  49.  per  1,000  cubic  feet,  with  a  sliding  scale  of  Id.  reduction 
m  the  prioe  of  gas  for  every  6s.  per  cent  increase  in  dividend  over  the 
7  per  oent. 

Your  committee  consider  the  standard  price  of  4s.  too  hi^h,  and  that  the 
bill  should  be  amended  so  as  to  provide  for  a  maximum  pnce  of  gas  with  a 
proviaion  that  for  every  pen  iiy  reduction  in  the  price  of  gas,  below  a  fixed 
mitiai  price,  the  dividends  may  increase  5s.  per  ceot.,  and  a  rise  in  the  price 
above  the  standard  price  up  to  the  maximum  price,  if  the  profits  are  not 
sofficieiit  to  pay  a  dividend  of  7  per  cent. 

Tour  committee  unanimouslv  recommend  that  the  initial  or  standard 
price  should  not  exceed  Ss.,  and  leave  it  to  the  Council  to  decide  what  the 
msTimnm  should  be. 

ELlOnOir  (HOUBS  OF  POLL). 

This  11  a  bill  to  extend  the  hours  of  polling  at  parliamentary  and  mimi« 
dpal  elections  in  the  larger  boroughs.    The  present  hours  of  poll  are— 
At  a  parliamentary  election  from  eight  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  until 

four  o'clock  in  the  afternoon. 
At  a  municipal  election  from  nine  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  untQ  four 
o'clock  m  the  afternoon. 
Tbe  bill  proposes  that  the  hours  of  poll  at  both  parliamentary  and  muni- 
dpsl  elections  should  be  from  eight  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  until  eight 
o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  the  same  as  in  the  metropolitan  boroughs. 

Tour  committee  consider  that  the  bill  will  entail  a  great  amount  of 
extra  expense  falling  upon  the  rates  with  other  great  inconveniences,  and 
that  all  the  electors  would  have  a  fcufficient  opportunity  of  recording  their 
votes  between  the  hours  of  nine  in  the  forenoon  and  seven  in  the  afternoon,  and 
reoonmiend  that  a  petition  be  sealed  praying  that  the  bill  be  so  amended. 

nWBLLINO  HOUSBS  INSPEOnON  BILL. 

This  bill  oontains  provisions  for  conferring  absolute  powers  upon  Sanitary 
Inspectors  to  inspect  the  sanitary  appliances  of  dwelling  houses,  as  well  as 
of  tbe  building  of  dwelling  houses.  As  all  Sanitary  Authorities  have  power 
to  make  bye-laws  to  effect  the  objects  set  forth  in  the  bill,  it  appears  to 
your  committee  that  the  proposed  measure  would  create  confusion  in  the 
administration  of  the  Sanitary  Law,  taking  the  existing  power  out  of  the 
hands  of  the  existing  Sanitai^  Authorities,  and  unanimously  reconunend 
the  Comioil  to  seal  a  petition  against  the  bill. 

XITHIGIPAL  XLBCnoNB  (OOBRVPT  AS1>  ILLEGAL  PBACRnCBS)  BILL. 

This  bill  oontains  provisioos  for  the  prevention  of  corrupt  and  iUsoal 
practices  at  municipal  elections,  similar  to  those  contained  in  tiie  Act 
passed  laat  year  with  regard  to  corrupt  and  illegal  practices  at  parliamentu^ 
deetiona. 

Your  oommittee  entirely  approve  of  the  provisions  of  the  bill,  and 
nnsniaonsly  recommend  the  Council  to  seal  a  petition  in  its  favour. 

JBKB  UBRABin  BILL. 

This  UU,  whtoh  is  similar  to  that  of  last  year,  oonsolidatea  and  amendu 
^kw  relating  to  Free  LibvMries,lNitgiTes  power  to  make  a  lafte  of  M.  in 
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the  £,  instead  of  Id.  as  at  present    Your  committee  onanimoasly  reoom- 
mend  the  Conncil  to  petition  against  any  increase  in  the  present  rating 
pow-er.

Mr.  Aid.  Hahond  asked  the  Town  Clerk  whether  petitions 
respecting  these  bills  wonld  be  in  time  if  presented  after  the  next 
meeting  of  the  Council. 

The  Town  Clerk  :  Not  for  all  of  them.  The  Walker  and  Wall- 
send  Gas  Company's  bill  will  probably  be  in  committee  before  the 
next  meeting  of  the  Council.  The  Election  Hours  of  Polling  Bill  is 
in  committee  now.  The  Dwelling  Houses  Inspection  Bill  is  not 
likely  to  be  in  committee.  The  Corrupt  and  Illegal  Practices  Bill 
is  not  likely  to  be  in  committee.  The  Free  libraries  Bill  iu  not 
likely  to  be  in  committee. 

THE  HOUBS  OF  POLLING  AT  EIJCCTIONS. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamond  said  Sir  C.  Dilke  had  brought  into  Parliament 
a  bill  for  assimilating  the  hours  of  polling  at  parliamentary  and 
municipal  elections,  in  which  it  was  proposed  that  the  poll  be  open 
from  8  a.m.  till  8  p.m.  The  committee  had  considered  the  question, 
and  were  of  opinion  that  keeping  the  poll  open  till  8  p.m.,  and 
particularly  in  the  winter  time,  might  lead  to  rioting,  and  would 
inTolre  a  second  staff  of  officers  at  the  poll.  The  committee  in  their 
report  recommended  that,  so  far  as  municipal  elections,  the  poll  be 
open  from  9  a.m.  till  7  p.m. ;  and  he  moTed  that  the  Council  petition 
Parliament  to  this  effect. 

Mr.  HoLXBs  seconded  the  motion. 

Mr.  RioHABDSON :  What  about  parlimentary  elections  t 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamond  :  We  are  more  connected  with  it  as  to  municipal 
elections.  We  leave  the  Government  to  deal  with  it  as  to  parlia- 
mentary elections. 

The  Town  Clerk  :  It  inclndes  both  parliamentary  and  municipal 
elections. 

Mr.  RioHARDSON  :  I  object  to  the  motion,  and  propose,  as  an 
amendment,  that  the  Council  petition  in  favour  of  the  bill|  with  the 
hours  of  8  a*m.  to  8  p.m. 

Mr.  Sutton  seconded  the  amendment 

Mr.  BiRKETT  said  many  working  men  worked  at  a  great  distance 
from  the  polling  places,  and  they  ^ould  have  time  to  record  their 
votes. 

Mr.  liAian  said  that  various  industries  were  extending  up  and 
down  the  river,  and  workmen  were  away  during  the  day  time  from 
their  dwellings,  for  which  they  had  votes,  and  unless  time  was 
secured  for  them  in  the  evening  they  could  not  vote,  withont  they 
lost  time  which  they  could  not  afford.  The  Council  should  do  aU 
th^  coold  to  assist  Sir  0.  Dilka  in  passing  the  hilL 
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Mr.  Aid.  Hahoitd  said  the  gentlemen  who  supported  l^e  amend- 
ment mast  be  aware  of  the  responsibilities  which  attached  to  keep- 
ing the  poll  open  at  night.  He  had  seen  more  elections,  perhaps, 
than  any  gentleman  in  the  room,  and  nerer  knew  workmen  rote  at 
eight  in  the  morning  ;  they  voted  daring  the  dinner  hour.  If  the 
poll  was  kept  open  until  8  p.m.,  the  result  of  the  poll  would  not  be 
declared  the  same  night,  and  there  might  be  distnrbances  and  rows, 
especially  in  winter  time,  when  it  was  dark  at  foar  o'clock.  The 
committee  considered  all  these  points  most  carefully,  and  recom- 
mended that  the  hoars  be  from  9  a.m.  till  7  p.m.,  and  this  would 
give  the  working  classes  two  hoars  additional  in  the  evening.

Mr.  Laibd  seconded  the  motion.

PUBLIC  LIBBABIES  BATES, 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamond  moved,  in  accordance  with  the  recommendation 
of  the  Parliamentary  Committee,  that  the  Council  petition  Parlia- 
ment against  the  Free  Libraries  Bill  so  far  as  regarded  any  increase 
being  made  in  the  rate  for  public  libraries. 

Mr.  Aid.  6TBPHBN80H  seconded  the  motion. 

Mr.  Bbownb  thonght  there  was  far  more  need  to  spend  money  on 
in-door  amusement  than  on  out-door  amusements.  If  the  bill  was 
passed,  the  Conncil  would  not  be  bound  to  increase  the  library  rate  ; 
and  if  the  rate  was  increased,  it  would  be  to  support  a  good  work. 
He  moved,  as  an  amendment,  that  the  Council  petition  in  favaur  of 
the  bill. 

Mr.  BiBXBTT  seconded  the  amendment.  He  said  the  Council  had 
often  been  told  that  the  funds  at  the  disposal  of  the  Public  Library 
Committee  were  not  sufficient  to  provide  branch  libraries  at  the  eaat 
and  west  ends  of  the  town.  If  power  was  given  to  increase  the 
rate,  it  was  not  absolutely  necessary  that  the  Conncil  should  exercise 
that  power. 
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Mr.  Wm.  SiiiTB  thovght  a  rate  of  one  peimj,  which  prodnoed 
£3,000  a  year,  was  qaite  snffioient,  and  if  the  town  continued  to 
extend  it  would  soon  produce  £5,000  a  year.  As  to  branch  libraries, 
he  did  not  think  they  were  called  upon  to  carry  libraries  to  the 
doors  of  all  the  inhabitants.  He  thought  Mr.  Birkett  had  got  a  bit 
of  a  craze  on  this  matter,  and  the  council  should  stop  it ;  for,  if 
power  was  given  to  increase  the  rate,  Mr.  Birkett  would  never  rest 
antil  a  twopenny  rate  was  leried,  in  order  thai  Byker  might  have  a 
library. 

Mr.  Aid  Hedlbt  said  a  great  number  of  the  inhabitants  com- 
plained that  they  had  to  pay  the  Library  rate,  from  which  they  got 
no  benefit  at  all ;  and  the  Council  should  pause  before  supporting  a 
proposal  which  would  lead  to  an  increase  of  the  rate. 

Mr.  YoULL  said  he  would  like  to  remind  the  Council  that  the 
Bill  provided  that  the  Council  might  do  what  was  done  in  regard 
to  the  restoration  of  the  steeple  of  St  Nicholas'  Church — ^make  a 
voluntary  rate.  If  the  Library  Committee  at  any  time  thought  the 
rate  of  one  penny  not  sufficient,  they  might  ask  the  ratepayers  to 
pay  a  voluntary  rate.  A  large  sum  was  collected  by  a  Toluntary 
rate  for  St.  Nicholas'  Church  steeple ;  and  he  had  no  doubt  Mr. 
Birkett  and  his  friends  would  pay  a  voluntary  rate  for  the  Library. 

Mr.  Aid.  Grbgsok  said  the  Free  Library,  contrary  to  his  expecta- 
tions, had  been  a  great  success ;  the  people  were  pleased  with  it,  and 
the  worst  enemy  that  could  be  raised  against  it  would  be  an  increased 
rate.  Once  or  twice  a  month  the  rate  collectors  had  300  or  400 
people  summoned  before  the  magistrates  for  the  non-payment  of 
the  present  amount  of  rate&  The  Free  Library  was  popular  now, 
but  its  popularity  would  be  spoiled  if  the  rate  was  increased. 

The  Council  voted  as  follows  on  Mr.  Browne's  amendment.

DicuNED  TO  VOTI :— Conncillor  Carse— 1. 

The  amendment  was  negatived,  and  Mr.  Aid.  Hamond's  motion 
waa  agreed  to  on  a  show  of  hands. 

DWBLLINO  HOUSKS  IHSPBOTIOV  BILL. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamond,  in  accordance  with  the  recommendation  of  the 
Parliamentary  Committee,  moved  that  the  Council  petition  Parlia- 
ment against  the  Dwelling  Houses  Inspection  Bill.  He  said  this 
bill  proposed  that  an  inspector  should  certify  whether  the  ground  on 
which  a  building  wss  to  be  placed  was  proper,  whether  the  paving 
and  sewering  was  right,  and  whether  the  adaptability  of  the  building 
was  right  in  every  way,  and  hia  decision  waa  to  be  final ;  and  local 
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aafthorities  were  to  hare  the  eatisfiMstion  of  taking  care  of  the 
decisions  when  signed  by  the  inspectors.  The  bill  woald  take  all 
power  from  local  authorities,  and  woald  be  an  interference  with 
local  authorities  which  was  totally  unwarranted  and  nncalled  for. 
Hub  was  a  private  bill,  bnt  it  might  be  sneaked  through  Parliament 
in  some  waj  or  other. 

Mr.  Aid.  HiDLBT  seconded  the  motion. 

Mr.  TmPLB  said  the  inspectors  proposed  under  the  bill  were  to 
be  appointed  by  the  sanitary  authorities.  This  bill  only  sought 
to  do  for  all  houses  what  was  proposed  for  working  class  honses,  and 
what  sanitary  authorities  were  not  doing  although  they  had  power 
to  do.  It  was  questionable  whether  the  Council  ought  to  oppose 
the  bill  or  not. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamond  :  Mr.  Temple  cannot  hare  read  the  bill 

The  motion  was  agreed  to. 

THB.WALKXB  AH]>  WALL8END  GAS  OOKPAHT'S  BILL. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamond  said  the  Parliamentary  Committee  had  also 
reported  upon  the  bill  which  the  Walker  and  Wallsend  Gas  Company 
was  promoting  in  Parliament  The  Company  had  acted  very  properly 
in  agreeing  to  insert  in  the  bill  clauses  similar  to  those  in  the  New- 
castle Gas  Company*s  Act,  placing  the  illuminating  power,  the  pres- 
sure, and  the  purity  of  the  gas  on  a  par  with  that  at  Newcastle.  The 
grare  question  to  be  considered  were  the  standard  and  maximum 
prices  of  the  ga&  The  bill  proposed  that  the  standard  price  should 
be  4s  per  1,000  cubic  feet,  and  the  dividend  be  7  per  cent  The 
diridend  was  fair  and  reasonable.  The  Company's  shares  were  £10, 
bnt  the  market  price  was  £20 ;  and  at  the  present  charge  of  Ss.  per 
1,000  cubic  feet,  the  Company  paid  a  dividend  equal  to  5  per  cent 
npon  the  price  oif  £20,  The  Newcastle  Gas  Company's  shares  were 
at  £175  in  the  market,  and  with  the  price  of  gas  at  2s.  Id.  the 
Company  paid  9  per  cent  dividend  ;  but  the  standard  price  was 
2&  9d.,  and  the  maximum  3s.  4d.  He  denied  that  the  Walker 
and  Wallsend  Company's  facilities  for  getting  coal  were  not  so  good 
a«  those  of  the  Newcastle  Company.  He  saw  no  reason  why  coals 
oould  not  be  got  at  the  same  price  at  Walker  as  at  Newcastle.  The 
Tynemouth  Gas  Company's  shares  were  £178  in  the  market ;  the 
price  of  gas  28.  6d.  per  1,000  feet,  and  the  dividend  upwards  of  9 
per  cent.  South  Shields  Gail  Company's  shares  were  £173  ; 
price  of  gas  28.  6d.,  and  the  dividend  upwards  of  9  per 
cent.  He  spoke  of  the  increase  of  population  which  was 
taking  place  at  Walker  and  Wallsend,  and  urged  that  the  Cor- 
poration, as  owners  of  the  Walker  estate,  and  also  of  land 
at  Willington,  were  bound  to  take  care  that  the  value  of  their 
land  was  not  decreased  by  high  charges  for  gas  or  water.  The 
capital  of  the  Walker  and  Wallsend  Company  was  £35,000,  and  it 
was  proposed  to  be  increased  to  £80,000,  but  in  no  one  year  should 
the  issue  of  stock  and  bonuses  go  abore  £15,000.     The  committee 
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thought  the  initial  or  standard  price  should  be  Ss. ;  and  he  thooght  the 
mazimam  prioe  shonld  be  Ss.  6d.  per  1,000  cubic  feet.  Supposing 
the  Company  at  any  time  coold  only  pay  6  per  cent,  with  the  prioe 
of  88.,  the  prioe  ooaid  be  increased  by  4d.,  and  that  *roald  enable 
them  to  pay  7  per  cent  If  the  price  of  Ss.  enabled  them  to  pay 
only  5)  per  cent.,  then  the  price  could  be  increased  by  6d.,  and  that 
would  make  up  the  7  per  cent  It  was  a  question  whether  the 
Oouncil  would  deal  liberally  with  the ,  Company,  and  increase  the 
maximum  rate  to  3&  9d.;  but  they  nmst  take  care  that  the 
standard  should  not  be  more  than  3s.  The  Metropolitan  Qas 
Company  had  reduced  the  price  of  gas  to  2s.  8d.,  and  yet  they  paid 
double  the  price  for  coals  that  the  Walker  and  Wallsend  Company 
did.  The  Croydon  Gas  Company  paid  £1  Is.  a  ton  for  coal,  and 
charged  Ss.  6d.,  and  was  able  to  pay  12  per  cent,  on  the  old  stock 
of  £50,000,  and  9  per  cent,  on  other  stock.  The  three  Local 
Boards  in  the  district  served  by  the  Walker  and  WaUsend  Com- 
pany had  agreed  to  the  standard  prioe  of  Ss.  8d.,  and  maximum 
price  of  Ss.  9d.*;  and  the  Local  Boards  had,  to  the  best  of  his  know- 
ledge, not  done  this  until  after  the  Corporation,  through  the 
committee,  had  taken  active  steps  to  improve  the  bill  No  one 
could  object  to  3s.  9d.  being  the  maximum  price  if  the  Company 
was  unable,  through  unforeseen  circumstances,  to  pay  7  per  cent, 
dividend  with  a  lower  price.  The  committee  were  divided  equally 
as  to  the  maximum  price,  and  he  never  voted  himself  as  chairman, 
but  would  leave  it  to  the  Council  to  say  whether  it  should  be 
3s.  6d.  or  3&  9d.  If  the  Company  was  wise  it  would  submit  to  the 
reasonable  requirements  of  the  Corporation.  He  moved  the 
confirmation  of  the  report,  recommending  that  the  standard  price  be 
3s.  per  1,000  cubic  feet ;  and  he  would  afterwards  move  the  fixing 
of  the  maximum  price. 

Mr.  Oabsb  seconded  the  motioa  He  said  the  committee  thou^t 
3s.  a  fair  initial  price. 

Mr.  Aid.  Oail  :  I  am  chairman  of  the  Walker  and  Wallsend  Gas 
Company,  and,  of  course,  am  an  interested  party  in  this  question ; 
but  I  i^k  the  Council  to  do  what  I  was  not  allowed  to  do  yesterday — 
to  explain  the  circumstances  under  which  the  company  went  to 
Parliament. 

The  Matob  said  it  was  competent  for  the  Council  to  permit  Mr. 
Aid.  Cail  to  give  an  explanation. 

Mr.  Cabsb  :  Is  it  in  the  power  of  the  Council  to  abrogate  a  law  ? 

The  Mayor  :  It  is  not  a  matter  of  law. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamovd  said  Mr.  Aid.  Cail  was  prohibited  under  the  law 
from  taking  part  in  this  discussion  or  to  vote.  He  proposed  that 
the  Council  call  upon  Mr.  Aid.  Oail  to  give  an  explanation  of  what 
the  Gas  Company  wished  to  da 

Mr.  Aid.  SraraBNBOS  seoonded  the  motion. 

Agreed  to. 
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Mr.  Aid.  Oail  83id  be  wished  to  point  ont  the  ourcamstances  ander 
which  the  Walker  and  Wallsend  Company  promoted  this  bill  in 
ParUamant.  The  district  lighted  by  the  Company  was  something 
like  the  oatlying  districts  supplied  by  the  Newcastle  Gas  Company, 
and  for  which  the  latter  Company  charged  a  higher  price  than  in 
ihe  town.  The  district  supplied  was  about  a  mile  more  in  length 
than  the  distance  across  the  dense  town  of  Newcastle,  and,  therefore, 
the  districts  supplied  by  the  two  companies  were  entirely  different 
from  each  other.  The  Walker  and  Wallsend  Company  had  expended 
all  the  money  it  possessed,  and,  in  fact,  rather  more,  to  keep  the 
works  going  to  supply  new  establishments.  The  Corporation  of 
Newcastle  did  not  buy  one  foot  of  gas  from  the  Company.  The 
Corporation  were  owners  of  land ;  but  there  were  other  landowners, 
and  they  had  taken  no  exception  to  the  bill.  The  three  Local 
Boards  representing  the  parties  most  interested,  and  who  bought  gas, 
had  considered  the  bill,  and  had  settled  with  the  Company  the  price 
which  was  to  be  charged — namely,  ds.  3d.  up  to  ds.  9d.  liord 
Redesdale  had  examined  the  bil',  and  told  them  that  the  Company 
asked  for  nothing  but  what  was  reasonable.  'I  he  population  of 
Newcastle  in  1881  was  150,000 ;  its  area  was  5,836  acres  ;  and  the 
number  of  persons  per  acre  was  28.  The  population  of  Walker, 
Wallsend,  and  Willington  Quay,  in  1881,  was  20,000;  area,  3,780 
acres  ;  number  of  persons  per  acre,  5.  The  rateable  value  of  New- 
castle in  1882  was  £714,470,  equal  to  £132  per  acrei  The  rateable 
ralue  of  Walker,  Wallsend,  and  Willington  Quay,  in  1882,  was 
£86,641,  equal  to  £23  per  acre.  The  number  of  Corporation  leases 
at  Walker,  in  1877,  when  the  Corporation  Rent  Roll  was  made,  was 
417,  and  at  Willington  282.  Newcastle  owners  had  1.045  acres  in 
Walker  township;  and  the  Corporation  property  at  Willington 
Quay  was  104  acres  in  extent,  all  of  which  was  let  except  5  acres. 
The  leaseholders  of  the  Corporation  were  the  rety  parties  who  had 
agreed  to  the  terms  in  the  Company's  bill.  He  had  yesterday  to  sit 
and  hear  statements  by  Mr.  Aid.  Hamond  in  committee  which  were 
really  rery  sad. 

The  Mator:  We  cannot  have  the  action  of  any  member  of  the 
Oonncil  criticised.     It  is  simply  your  explanation  we  can  listen  to. 

Mr.  Aid.  Cail  said  the  Newcastle  Gas  Company  had  a  most 
perfect  system  of  railway  communication  by  which  they  received 
ooal,  and  the  Walker  Company  had  no  sudi  system.  The  New- 
castle Qb8  Company's  works  were  twenty  times  larger  than  the 
Walker  Company's  works,  and  a  large  company  could  make  gas 
and  residuals  much  cheaper  than  a  small  company. 

The  Matob  :  I  am  very  reluctant  to  intervene,  but  I  must  ask 
you,  Mr.  Aid.  Cail,  to  confine  yourself  to  the  special  conditions  of 
the  question  before  the  Council 

Mr.  HoLMBS  :  Defend  the  prices  you  want 

Mr.  Aid.  Cail  said  the  Walker  Company  supplied  a  district 
i  like  the  oatlying  places  supplied  by  the  Newcastle  Company. 
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Tbe  Oompany  had  three  miles  of  pipeA  laM  in  one  direction,  where 
there  were  only  public  lamps  to  snpply  which  did  not  pay,  but  the 
Oompany  was  obliged  by  the  Local  Board  to  lay  those  pipes.  The 
Corporation  did  not  bay  a  single  cabic  foot  of  gas  from  the  Com^ 
pany,  and  the  parties  who  did  bay  gas  were  satisfied  with  the 
provisions  of  the  bill. 

Mr.  YouLL  did  not  think  the  Ck>ancil  ought  to  deal  hardly  with 
the  Walker  and  Wallsend  Gas  Company.  In  his  opinion  the 
Walker,  Wallsend,  and  Willington  Local  Boards,  which  represented 
the  consumers,  were  the  best  judges  of  what  price  the  consamers 
should  pay  for  tbe  sras.  The  Company,  no  doubt,  was  formed  as  a 
speculation  when  Wallsend  and  Walker  were  very  small  places,  and 
the  population  had  grown  rapidly,  and  the  Company  was  enahled  to 
pay  10  per  cent,  difidend  with  the  present  price  of  d&  per  1,000 
cubic  feet  of  gas. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hbdlbt  :  Any  discount  off) 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamond  :  Yes. 

Mr.  YouLL  :  We  are  speaking  throughout  without  dealing  with 
the  diseount  allowed.     Tbe  present  capitol  was  £25,000. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamond  :  £35,000. 

Mr.  YouLL  :  £25,000.  The  Company  proposed  to  create  stock, 
and  the  interest  was  to  be  7  per  cent  To  deal  fsirly  wilh  the 
present  holders  of  shares,  it  was  proposed  to  raise  £35,000,  which 
would  be  distributed  to  the  present  shareholders  in  place  of  the 
£25,000  of  capital.  The  present  price  of  gas  was  8s.,  bat  the 
Company  asked-  -and  the  Local  Boards  agreed — ^that  the  initial  price 
should  be  ds.  Sd.  JBe  thought  it  only  fair  that  the  Walker  Com- 
pany should  be  allowed  to  charge  more  than  the  Newcastle  Gas 
Company.  It  might  or  might  not  be  correct  that  the  gas  could  be 
produced  as  cheaply  at  Walker  as  at  Newcastle,  but  it  was  quite  dear 
that  the  distribution  of  gas  by  the  Walker  Company  must  ooet 
more  than  it  did  in  Newcastle.  The  population  was  small  compared 
with  that  of  Newcastle,  and  pipes  were  laid  long  distances  before 
the  Company  got  a  return  for  the  gas  supplied ;  and  he  thought  the 
Company  would  only  get  a  fair  price  if  Uie  initial  price  was  ds.  8d. 
and  tbe  maximum  price  ds.  9d.  The  Company  had  agreed  with  the 
Local  Boards  that  the  cost  of  the  public  lamps  in  future 
would  be  Is.,  instead  of  Is.  2d. ;  that  the  burner  woold  con- 
sume five  cubic  feet  of  gas  per  hour  instead  of  four  cubic  feet ;  and 
that  the  cost  of  erecting  lamps  be  reduced  from  £1  to  15b.  In 
making  these  concessions,  the  Company  had  done  all  it  fairly 
could  be  called  upon  to  do.  From  Willington  Out  to  the 
western  boundary  of  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Company  there  was 
almost  one  continuous  line  of  manufactories,  with  scarcely  a  pablio 
road  ranning  down  to  the  river,  and  if  any  disjpute  occurred  between 
the  Gas  Company  and  the  owners  of  those  manafactories,  who 
were  the  largest  consumers  of  the  gas  at  present,  the  owners  coold 
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etsUy  combine  to  rapplj  themselves  with  gas.  The  Gas  Company 
bad  risks  to  ran ;  and  was  it  worth  while  pntting  the  Company  to 
the  expense  of  defending  the  bill  for  the  small  smn  of  dd.  per  1000 
oobic  feet  t  The  difference  to  a  man  who  paid  £2  a  year  for  his  gas 
would  be  that  he  woold  hare  to  pay  £2  8s.  8cL  ;  and  would 
this  increase  prevent  any  man  opening  a  shop  at  Walker?  He 
did  not  think  the  increase  could  affect  the  sale  of  sites  at  Walker. 
In  addition  to  putting  the  Company  to  the  expense,  the  Corporation 
would  hare  to  pay  also,  if  they  continued  their  opposition.  He  asked 
the  Town  Clerk  to  tell  the  Coancil  out  of  what  fund  such  expense 
would  be  paid.  Did  it,  or  did  it  not,  come  under  the  Act  of  1882, 
and  would  meetings  of  the  Council,  and  also  of  the  ratepayers,  have 
to  be  held  under  that  Act  7  It  might  be,  because  the  Corporation 
wero  owners  of  land  at  Walker  and  Willington,  they  would  not 
have  to  obtain  the  consent  of  the  ratepayers  before  opposing  this 
faiU,  but  was  it  worth  while  employing  counsel  in  l^ndon,  and 
ineniring  other  expense,  for  the  sake  of  the  paltry  sum  of  threepence 
per  1,000  cubic  feet  of  gas  7 

Mr.  Wm.  Smith  said  it  was  the  duty  of  the  Corporation  to 
deal  with  this  subject.  The  area  of  the  district  supplied  by  the 
Company  was  entirely  out  of  the  question,  and  as  to  the  distribution 
of  the  gas,  the  Council  must  not  forget  that  the  Walker  and 
Wallend  Company  could,  owing  to  the  roads  being  only  mac- 
adamised, lay  pipes  at  a  less  cost  than  was  incurred  in  Newcastle. 
He  remembered  the  chairman  of  the  Newcastle  Gas  Company 
stating  that  the  Company  could  not  get  on  unless  a  higher  standard 
price  was  agreed  to  ;  but  ultimately  the  figure  was  reduced  to  its 
present  amoont ;  and  if  the  Company  had  again  to  go  to  Parliament, 
he  would  go  in  for  the  standard  price  being  reduced  considerably 
more.  With  the  price  fixed  at  8s.,  the  Walker  Company  would  be 
able  to  earn  a  proper  dividend.  Manufactories  were  extending ;  at 
the  low  end  of  Walker  there  was  going  to  be  placed  an  extensive 
manofactory,  which  would  employ  some  hundreds,  and  possibly  one 
or  two  thoosand  men.  He  was  certain  the  Walker  Company  would 
do  as  well  as  the  Newcastle  Company  had  done.  He  moved,  as  an 
amendment,  that  the  prices  be  the  same  as  in  Newcastle — ^the  stan- 
dard price  2s.  9d*,  and'the  maximum  price  3&  4d. 

The  amendment  was  not  seconded. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hedlit  said  the  Walker  and  Wallsend  Company  at 
present  charged  3s.  per  1,000  feet,  but  wished  to  have  the  initial 
price  fixed  at  8a.  8d.  Upon  the  capiUl  of  £85,000  the  share- 
holders would  get  only  X262  more  dividend  from  the  3s.  8d.  than 
the  J  would  get  if  the  initial  price  was  fixed  at  3s.  Some  years  ago 
the  Newcastle  Oas  Company  could  not  pay  its  dividend  with  i£e 
prioe  of  8s.  4d.  For  a  wide  district  like  that  supplied  by  the 
Walker  Company,  3&  8d.  was  a  moderate  price  for  gas.  Some 
gentlemen  might  think  that  if  the  initial  price  was  fixed  at  8s.  8d. 
the  Company  would  at  once  increase  it  to  that  price.    The  Company 
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woold  do  nothing  of  the  kind,  bat  would  consider  it  their  interest 
to  keep  the  price  down,  so  as  to  increase  the  onstomers  and  earn 
more  dividend.  He  did  not  think  the  Oorporation  shonld  oppose 
thebiU. 

Mr.  Aid.  Barkas  said  the  onlj  qaestion  to  discuss,  so  far  as  the 
report  was  concerned,  was  the  initial  and  mazimnm  price  of  the  gas. 
The  Oonndl  had  been  told  that  the  initial  charge  of  the  Newcastle 
Company  was  2s.  9d.,  and  the  maximom  3s.  id. 

Mr.  Aid.  Cail  :  4s.  oatside  the  boroogL 

Mr.  Aid.  Ba&kas  :  The  original  proposition  of  the  Walker  Com- 
pany was  that  the  standard  charge  should  be  4s.,  bat  the  Company 
had  agreed  with  the  three  Local  Boards  that  3s.  3d.  shoold  be  tlM 
initial,  and  3s.  9d.  the  mazimam  charge.  Supposing  2&  9d.  and 
ds.  4d.  were  fair  scales  for  Newcastle,  did  8s.  3d.  and  3&  9d.  form 
a  fair  scale  of  charge  at  Walker,  Wallsend,  and  Willington  t  He 
contended  that  it  did.  In  Newcastle  there  was  an  area  of  about 
eight  square  miles,  and  the  district  supplied  by  the  Walkar  Com- 
pany had  an  area  of  between  fiye  and  six  square  miles,  but  the 
peculiarity  of  the  latter  district  was  that  it  was  only  about  one  mile 
and  a  half  in  width.  The  Newcastle  gas  was  supplied  to  a  very 
compact  district,  whilst  the  Walker  Company's  gas  had  to  be 
supplied  over  a  diffuse  and  wide  district,  llie  Newcastle  Company 
supplied  an  average  of  about  5,000,000  cubic  feet  of  gas  daily, 
whilst  the  Walker  Company  supplied  only  about  250,000  cubic  feet ; 
and  a  Company  which  produced  only  250,000  feet  could  not  rival, 
in  cheapness  of  production,  a  company  which  produced  5,000,000 
feeu  The  initial  prices  in  Newcastle  was  2s.  9d.,  but  the  present 
price  was  2s.  Id.,  but  at  Gbsforth  and  Ryton  the  price  was  4s.  If 
the  shipyards  and  other  works  were  seriously  effected  in  regard  to 
trade,  the  consumpiion  of  gas  in  the  Walker  Company's  district 
would  decrease.  He  moved,  as  an  amendment,  that  the  initial  or 
standard  price  of  the  gas  be  38.  3d.  per  1,000  cubic  feet,  instead  of 
8s.,  as  recommended  by  the  committee. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hbdlit  seconded  the  amendment 

Mr.  Aid.  Oreosov  said  the  people  of  Walker  and  Wallsend  were 
the  fittest  persons  to  judge  in  this  matter,  and  they  had  already 
come  to  terms  with  tae  Gas  Company.  The  Corporation  had  no 
right  to  interfere.  To  compare  the  Walker  Company  with  the 
companies  at  Mewcastle,  Tynemoutb,  or  South  Shields,  was  absurd* 
In  towns  there  were  dense  populations,  but  in  the  Walker  Company's 
district  pipes  were  laid  sometimes  a  distance  of  half  a  mile  without 
supplying  a  single  light 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamoitd  replied  upon  the  discussion.  He  said  the 
Company  was  promoting  the  bill  in  Parliament,  and  had  purchased 
land  on  which  to  erect  new  works,  in  the  faith  that  there  would  be 
an  increased  demand  for  gas.  The  capital  was  to  be  inonased  to 
£80,000,  at  a  cate  not  exceeding  £15,000  a  year,  induding  the 
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preminiiiB  on  the  stock  sold ;  and,  therefore,  itiis  was  not  a  qaeetion 
of  threepence  to  pay  a  dividend  on  £85,000,  as  Mr.  Aid.  Hedley 
sapposed,  bat  to  pay  a  dividend  on  £80,000.  It  was  most  important 
that  the  Cbrporation  shoold  fix  the  initial  price  at  ds.,  and  so  make 
the  Oompaay  more  carefnl  and  pmdent  in  their  operations.  The 
higher  price  the  Company  got  the  less  carefnl  they  would  be.  Some 
speakers,  who  said  the  Oorporation  had  no  right  to  interfere,  had 
laid  great  stress  npon  the  action  of  the  Local  Boards,  but  the  Local 
Boaids  had  not  consulted  the  ratepayers,  and  had  only  taken  action 
after  the  objections  were  raised  in  this  Oonncil  a  month  ago.  The 
Corporation  were  vitally  interested  in  this  qnestion,  as  their  tenants 
were  the  people  who  consumed  the  gas.  He  was  speaking  for  the 
interest  of  thoee  who  had  to  come  after  them,  and  what  wonld 
Walker,  Wallsend,  and  Willington  be  like  in  the  next  twenty 
years  t  Were  the  Council  to  legislate  only  for  to-day  and  forget 
to-morrow  7  He  submitted  with  every  confidence  the  report  in  its 
entirety  to  the  Council. 

The  Mayor:  Mr.  Toull  raised  a  question  of  law,  and  the  Town 
Clerk  will  answer  it 

The  Town  Clerk:  I  have  no  doubt  that  the  Council  have  power 
to  oppo6«  this  bill  without  going  to  the  ratepayers.

Mr.  Aid.  Hamoko  said  it  was  not  quite  correct  to  say  that  the 
School  Board  was  not  able  to  borrow  money  under  4}  per  cent ;  the 
Board  was  empowered  to  borrow  money  at  3^  per  cent,  from  the 
Public  WoriES  Loan  Commissioners,  but  if  the  Commissioners  refused 
to  lend,  that  was  another  thing.  The  Board  could  borrow  money 
only  under  the  sanction  of  the  Council  of  Education,  and  be  wished 
to  know  whether  that  sanction  had  been  obtained.  When  the  Board 
borrowed  money  the  education  rate  was  pledged  as  security,  and  the 
Board  must  give  the  same  security  to  the  Corporation,  and  also 
make  provision  to  pay  off  the  loan  at  so  much  per  year  over  a  period 
of  fifty  years.

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SPECIAL     MEETING 


TXJESDAY,  MARCH  18,  1884. 


A.*flPEOUL  meeting  of  the  Oonncil  was  held  to-day  in  the  Ooaneii 
Chamber,  Town  Hall,  oooyened  by  the  Mayor  in  compliance  with 
the  followlDg  requisition : — *'  We,  the  undersigned,  members  of  the 
City  Council,  respectfully  desire  yon  as  early  a^  possible  to  convene 
a  meeting  of  the  Oonncil  for  the  purpose  of  considering  the  Bill  now 
before  the  House  of  Commons,  entitled  '  Merchant  Shipping  Bill, 
1884,*  and,  if  deemed  desirable,  to  seal  a  memorial  to  Parliament  in 
respect  thereto."  The  Mayor  (Mr.  H.  W.  Newton)  presided,  and 
there  were  also  present — the  Sheriff;  Aldermen  Wilson,  Plummer, 
Scott,  Milvain,  Hedley,  Barkas,  and  Stephenson;  Councillors  Qnin, 
Winter,  J.  Barker  Ellis,  Dickinson,  Bowden,  YouU,  Owen,  Carse, 
Dobson,  Campbell,  Wm.  Smith,  Jackson,  Gibson,  Andersen,  Bell, 
Annan,  Hepbnro,  Qoolden,  Oliver,  C.  S.  Smith,  Stephens,  Wilson, 
Holmes,  Richardson,  Ingledew,  Joseph  B.  Ellis,  Culley,  Henxell, 
Sanderson,  Laird,  Birkett,  and  Temple. 

The  minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  the  previoos  meeting  were  read 
by  the  Town  Clerk,  and  were  confirmed. 

THE  MEBOHAirr  SniPPIEQ  BILL. 

The  following  gentlemen  were  introduced  by  Mr.  Dobsov,  as  a 
deputation : — Messrs.  J.  H.  Beckinghlim,  J.  D.  Milbnm,  T.  Harper, 
Daniel  Stephens,  T.  O.  Dunford,  G.  W.  Laws,  John  Tully,  A. 
Scholefield,  H.  K  McAllum,  W.  E.  Kirby,  C.  B.  Bell,  J.  Graete, 
James  Wait,  K  S.  Scorfield,  B.  Plummer,  jun.,  R.  0.  Symonds, 
Matthew  Bell,  Ralph  Carr,  and  W.  Carrick. 

Mr.  J.  H.  Beckingham  said  the  deputation  understood  that  this 
special  meeting  had  been  called  to  discuss  a  resolution  relating  to  a 
petition  being  sent  to  Parliament  to  refer  the  Merchant  Shipping 
Bill  to  a  Select  Committee.  It  would  only  weary  the  Council,  and 
really  be  foreign  to  the  purposes  of  the  deputation,  if  he  were  to 
attempt  to  explain  or  deal  with  the  clauses  which  the  Bill  oontuned ; 
but  he  did  not  think  he  could  be  accused  of  exaggeration  when  he 
said  the  clauses  were  so  contradictory  that,  notwithstanding  the 
searching  study  which  had  been  applied  to  them  by  most  of  the  ship- 
owners,  the  bulk  of  them  at  the  present  moment  were  really  baffled 
in  tht'ir  endeavours  to  make  out  their  meaning.  The  language  was 
so  vague,  so  obscure,  and  so  equivocal,  that  it  admitted  of  various 
diametrically  opposite  interpretations  being  put  upon  it     It  pro- 
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fessed  to  be  a  bill  placing  shipowners  in  a  position  of  indemnity, 
but,  instead  of  doing  this,  it  really  unsettled  the  law  of  insurance^* 
a  law  which  most  gentlemen  in  that  Chamber,  and  especially  the 
legal  gentlemen,  would  be  aware  had  taken  many,  many  years  to 
elucidate.  He  need  not  point  out  to  them  that  the  rery  greatest 
differences  of  opinion  existed  as  to  the  meaning  of  some  of  the 
clearest  words.  It  would  be  within  the  memory  of  the  lawyers  pre- 
sent that  a  few  years  ago  it  took  a  very  eminent  bar  several  days  to 
define  the  exact  meaning  of  the  word  **  tradesman."  There  were 
many  words,  many  clauses,  many  phrases  in  this  Bill,  which  were  so 
Tagne  and  so  contradictory,  that  they  shonld  be  submitted  to  a  legal 
tribunal  in  order  to  ascertain  their  meaning.  The  evidence  on  the 
bill  had  clearly  been  taken  from  sources  entirely  hostile  to  the  ship- 
owners. No  opportunity  had  been  given  to  the  shipowners  to  lay 
their  case  clearly  and  distinctly  before  Parliament — that  was,  laying 
it  such  a  clear  way  that  anybody  could  understand  it.  It  was  all 
very  well  to  say  that  the  few  members  of  Parliament  who  under- 
stood shipping  matters  could  elucidate  the  various  questions  in  the 
House ;  but  they  all  knew  well  enough  when  a  subject  bristled  with 
so  many  technicalities,  it  was  impossible  to  explain  them  without  a 
great  deal  of  time  and  trouble.  Clause  14  provided  that,  in  the  case 
of  unseaworthiness  being  caused  through  the  act  of  the  master  after 
the  steamer  had  left  port,  and  therefore  when  the  steamer  was 
entirely  out  of  the  control  of  the  owner,  the  whole  policy  was  to  be 
void.  This  meant  that  shareholders  living  in  the  midland  counties, 
who  had  nothing  to  do  with  sending  the  ship,  or  with  appointing 
the  captain,  but  who,  on  the  faith  of  the  law  as  it  existed  hitherto, 
had  invested  their  money  in  shipping,  were  to  be  mulcted  entirely 
of  all  the  money  they  had  invested  in  the  speculation.  It  was  only 
reasonable  and  fair  to  claim  the  right  of  laying  the  various  facts 
before  a  Select  Committee.  They  would  then  be  in  a  position  to 
bring  forward  evidence  and  information  which  would  very  materially 
assist  Parliament  in  passing  a  good  measure.  Shipowners  did  not 
wish  to  shelve  the  bill.  All  they  asked  was  that  their  case  should 
be  fully  investigated,  that  these  various  technicalities  and  obscurities 
should  be  clearly  defined,  so  that  they  might  know  exactly  under 
what  law  or  rule  they  were  sailing  their  ships.  As  he  had  said 
before,  the  Bill  contained  a  large  number  of  clauses,  but  it  would  be 
useless  to  go  through  them.  If  any  gentleman  present  wished  for  any 
information  on  the  various  clauses  the  deputation  would  be  ready 
to  give  it  There  was  one  clause  to  which  he  must  call  their  atten- 
tion, and  that  was  as  to  the  Limited  Liability  Act.  That  Act  was 
applied,  according  to  law,  to  every  industry  in  the  country,  but  the 
€k)vemment  now  said  shipowners  alone  were  to  be  exempted.  That 
was  to  say,  a  man  who  had  invested  his  money  in  steamers  on  the 
faith  of  the  Limited  Liability  Act  would  not  only  be  deprived  of 
the  limitation,  but,  through  the  wording  of  the  Bill,  was  positively 
made  liable  for  a  larger  sum  than  he  would  be  liable  for  as  an 
oidiiiarj  64tli  shareholder. 
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Mr.  Milburn  said  he  wished  it  to  be  aoderstood  that  the  depat»- 
tioQ  did  not  ooDsider  this  a  politioal  qaestion.  This  was  a  qaestion 
of  bread  and  batter  to  all  who  depended  apon  the  shipping  indostry. 
Shipping  was  the  backbone  of  the  coal  and  iron  trades,  and  also  of 
many  oUier  trades.  It  had  been  asked  what  had  the  Town  Gooncil 
to  do  with  the  Merchant  Shipping  Bill  t  Well,  it  had  a  great  deal 
to  do  with  it.  The  working  men  of  Newcastle  more  than  of  any  other 
town  in  England  were  deeply  interested  in  the  qaestion.  A  great 
statesman,  he  believed  it  was  Mr.  Gladstone,  said  that  oomraeroe 
was  the  shnttle  which  wore  the  web  of  amity  and  concord  among 
nations.  He  (Mr.  Milbam)  snbmitted  that  ships  were  the  shattles 
which  wore  the  web  ;  and  and  if  they  destroyed  the  shuttle  they 
woald  destroy  the  web.  This  was  not  only  a  national  question,  bat 
also  a  uniyersal  question.  The  shipping  trade  grew  up  without  any 
state  assistance.  It  was  the  offspring  of  free  trada  This  was  the 
first  time  they  had  had  the  liberty  and  rights  of  subjects  interfered 
with  by  Parluunent ;  and  if  the  Bill  passed  they  must  go  to  Runny- 
mede  and  have  a  new  Magna  Oharta.  The  Bill  really  amounted  to 
confiscation.  Whilst  giving  credit  to  Mr.  Chamberlain  and  the 
gentlemen  who  advised  him,  for  the  best  motives,  he  thought  the  Bill 
could  not  have  been  conceived  with  a  true  knowledge  of  shipping. 
The  deputation  wished  the  Bill  referred  to  a  Select  Committee,  to 
find  out  the  remedy  needed.  The  remedy  proposed  by  the  Bill  was 
worse  than  the  disease.  The  Board  of  Trade  was  constituted  when 
shipping  was  oomparativelj  small ;  and  the  shipping  had  now  oat- 
grown  the  Board.  There  was  wanted  a  larger  and  more  capable 
administration — a  shipping  council  composed  of  scientific  and  prac- 
tical men,  with  a  minister  at  the  head.  He  had  no  doubt  great 
good  would  result  from  the  Bill  being  sent  to  a  Select  Committee, 
where  shipowners  could  be  heard  on  one  side,  and  the  Board  of 
Trade  on  the  other  ;  and  it  would  then  be  seen  whether  the  ship- 
owners deserved  the  stigma  which  had  been  cast  upon  them.  He 
did  not  blame  Mr.  Chamberlain  ;  but  he  did  blame  the  permanent 
officials  of  the  Board  of  Trade ;  and  it  would  be  seen  whether  they 
had  not  cast  the  stigma  upon  the  shipowners  in  order  to  cover  faults 
of  their  own. 

Mr.  B.  Plummer,  jun.,  said  it  had  been  stated  by  Mr.  Beckingham 
that  there  was  no  desire  on  the  part  of  shipowners  to  bnrke  the  bill ; 
and  he  (Mr.  Plummer)  would  draw  attention  to  one  particular  fact 
Action  was  taken  by  the  Newcastle  Chamber  of  Oommerce~-«nd 
shipowners  were  connected  with  it — so  far  back  as  1869  and  1870, 
when  there  was  before  Parliament  a  bill  codifying  the  law  of  shipping. 
The  Chamber  made  suggestions,  and  asked  the  Board  of  Trade  to 
accept  them,  pointing  out  that  they  were  likely  to  lead  to  a  consider- 
able reduction  in  the  loss  of  life  at  sea.  One  suggestion  was  to  fix 
a  maximum  load-line,  regulating  the  loading  of  ships  and  steamers^ — 
a  question  which  Mr.  Chamborlain  had  now  appointed  a  com- 
mission to  enquire  inta  Another  suggestion  made  by  the  Chamber 
was  with  respect  to  the  way  deck  spaces  were  measured  in  regard  to 
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tonnage,  and  the  saireyin^  of  nnclaesed  ships.  In  1880,  when  Mr. 
Chamberlain  came  into  office,  the  Chamber  again  sent  memorials 
begging  the  Board  of  Trade  to  take  action  in  the  particnlar 
direction  in  which  the7  were  now  in  snch  a  hnrry  abont ;  and  the 
responsibility  for  the  delay  rested  entirely  on  the  Board  of  Trade, 
and  not  on  the  British  shipowners.  There  was  not  a  respectable 
shipowner  in  the  district  who  did  not  sign  these  memorials,  asking 
Mr.  Chamberlain  to  do,  in  one  respect,  what  he  now  asked  Parliament 
to  da 

The  Mayor  :  On  behalf  of  the  Council,  I  thank  yon  for  your 
attendance  to-day.  We  are  fnlly  aliye  to  the  importance  of  the 
questions  yon  hare  submitted;  and,  as  representatives  of  a  commer- 
oal  oommnnity,  you  may  rest  assured  they  will  have  our  fuUest  and 
beat  consideration. 

The  deputation  then  withdrew. 

Mr.  TouLL  said  that  after  the  observations  which  the  Council  had 
heard  from  the  representatives  of  the  shipowners,  and  the  Newcastle 
Chamber  of  Commerce,  it  was  almost  unnecessary  for  him  to  make 
a  single  observation.  He  agreed  with  Mr.  Milbum  that  this  was 
not  a  party  political  question ;  and  he  hoped  in  would  not  be  dealt 
with  as  such.  (Hear,  hear.)  He  deprecated  any  party  political  sub- 
jects bdng  introduced  in  the  Council.  This  was  a  very  important 
question,  as  was  shown  by  the  speeches  the  Council  had  jast  heard. 
There  could  be  no  doubt  that  the  Bill  had  been  conceived  with 
great  haste ;  and  that  it  had  been  promoted  with  undue  haste,  was 
also  undoubted.  That  the  maxim  *'  hasten  slowly,"  ought  to  apply 
to  all  legislation  of  this  kind,  there  could  not  be  the  slightest  doubt 
of.  That  the  dty  of  Newcastle  was  interested  in  this  subject  in  a 
peculiar  manner  had  been  illustrated  by  the  various  observations 
made  before  and  since  the  Bill  was  printed.  Mr.  Chamberlain,  or 
his  subordinates  who  had  drawn  up  the  BiU,  seemed  to  have  con- 
ceived it  upon  an  observation  made  by  some  unknown  person  in 
Newcastle,  that  he  sent  his  ships  to  sea  for  the  purpose  of  making 
a  gain  by  their  loss.  (*' There  never  was  such  a  thing.")  The 
whole  Bill  seemed  framed  and  developed  on  this  basis.  (^  No,  no.'*) 
The  gentleman  who  had  made  the  observation  alluded  to  nad  not  yet 
been  found.  Mr.  Chamberlain  said  it  was  enough  for  him,  and 
ought  to  be  enough  for  the  House  of  Commons  and  the  country, 
that  he  heard  the  observation  ;  and  that  they  ought  to  believe  him 
(Mr.  Chamberlain).  He  (Mr.  YouU)  was  content  it  should  be  so 
tor  the  time  being.  The  Council  must  not  forget  that  this  district 
was  in  a  different  position  to  other  districts.  Nearly  every  ship  in 
this  district  was  insured  in  a  mutual  insurance  club,  and  therefore  it 
could  not  be  to  the  interest  of  any  individual  member  of  a  dub  to 
send  a  ship  to  sea  for  the  purpose  of  it  being  lost ;  as  the  owner 
would,  at  any  rate,  he  one  of  the  contributors  towards  the  loss  that 
the  dub  wovld  sustain.  He  intended  to  propose  that  the  Council 
petition  Parliament  to  refer  the  Bill  to  a  Select  Committee,  in  order 
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that  shipowners  and  others  interested  in  trade,  might  hare  the 
opportunity  of  giving  evidenoet,  and  have  the  allegations  which  had 
been  made  against  them  either  established  or  withdrawn — allega- 
tions praotically  amounting  to  shipowners  being  wholesale  destroyers 
of  property  and  murderers.  The  Gooncil  had  already  expended 
something  like  £400,000  ont  of  the  corporate  funds  for  the  purpose 
of  dereloping  the  shipping  trade  of  the  district,  and  the  Council 
therefore  were  interested  in  the  prosperity  of  the  shipping  trade. 
A  large  sum  had  been  expended  by  the  Tyne  Improvement  Oom- 
missioners,  and  if  the  Bill  was  carried  in  its  present  form,  it  would 
praolically  result  in  the  waste  of  this  expenditure^  and  the  ship- 
building, engineering,  and  nearly  eyery  trade  of  any  moment  by 
which  tiiey  lived,  and  by  means  of  which  this  district  had  attained 
its  present  celebrated  position  as  an  industrial  centre^  would  be 
seriously  affected.  (Hear,  hear.)  He  was  quite  sure  the  Council 
would  agreed  with  him  that  a  Bill  of  this  description  ought  not  to 
be  hastily  carried  through  the  House  of  Commons.  Ail  that  was 
asked  was  that  the  shipowners  and  others  interested  in  their  welfare 
should  be  fairly  and  fully  considered.  He  proposed  that  the  Coundl 
petition  the  House  of  Commons  to  refer  the  Merchant  Shipping 
Bill  to  a  Select  Committee  for  consideration. 

}ILr,  Aid.  PiiUMMBB  thought  it  was  best  that  a  member  not 
interested  in  shipping  should  second  Mr.  Touli's  motion,  and  he 
therefore  seconded  it. 

Mr.  HoLKEs  sud  he  agreed  with  Mr.  Aid.  Plummer's  remark  that 
the  motion  should  be  seconded  and  supported  by  gentlemen  not  laigely 
or  directly  interested  in  shipping,  because  that  course  would  prevent 
any  one  saying  that  its  supporters  were  actuated  by  merely  personal 
and  pecuniary  considerations.  Reference  had  been  made  by  Mr. 
Youll  to  the  renutrkable  statement  Mr.  ChamberlaiA  had  made  in 
*'  proof " — as  he  choose  to  call  it^— of  the  correctness  of  his  most 
outrageous  assertion,  that  the  shipowners  of  this  country  were 
deliberately  in  the  habit  of  sending  their  ships  to  sea  in  such  a 
condition  as  would  give  them  a  fair  chance  of  being  lost,  and  thus 
enable  them  to  rob  thid  insurance  associations  of,  what  Mr.  Chamber- 
lain chose  to  call,  **  the  over-insurance,**  and,  in  order  to  perpetuate 
this  frightful  robbery,  drown  ten,  twenty,  or  thirty  innocent  men  in 
each  vessel.  Any  man  who  dared  to  make  such  an  outrageous 
charge  against  a  large  body  of  respectable  merchants,  ought  to 
substantiate  it  with  something  less  shadowy  than  the  story  Mr. 
Chamberlain  told  at  Birmingham  —  that  a  gentleman  had  met 
another  gentleman,  who  had  recently  been  speaking  to  a  manager  of 
a  large  shipping  company,  who,  when  asked  what  sort  of  business 
they  had  done  during  the  year,  replied,  "  Oh,  very  bad ;  been  very 
onfortunate ;  have  not  lost  a  single  steamer.**  Such  a  statement 
was  too  vague  and  indefinite  evidence— or  ^  indisputable  proof,"  as 
Mr.  Chamberlain  put  it — ^in  support  of  so  gross  a  charge  as  that 
made  against  the  diipowners ;  and  he  was  glad  that  Aid.  Oowen  had 
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had  the  ooonge  to  get  np  in  the  Hoaee  of  Oommons  and  ask  Mr. 
Chamberlain  to  Bubstaotiate  the  statement.  Mr.  Ohamberlain 
fenced  ivith  the  qnestion,  as  one  folly  expected  he  would  do ;  he 
ooold  not  give  the  name  of  the  man  who  he  said  had  giren  him  the 
information.  If  Mr.  Chamberlain  and  the  permanent  ojQicials  of  the 
Board  of  Trade— and  he  beliered  that  these  officials  were  rery  much 
at  the  bottom  of  these  charges,  as  one  could  not  fail  to  see  that  the 
speeches  and  arguments  of  Mr.  Chamberlain  were  mainly  based 
upon  the  reports  and  evidence  of  these  permanent  officials— were 
sure  of  their  ground,  he  could  not  see  for  the  life  of  him  why  they 
should  be  afraid  to  submit  this  Bill  to  a  Select  Committee.  Mr. 
Chamberlain  talked  about  the  Bill  being  **  sheWed "  by  such  a 
course  ;  but  the  parties  interested  could  easily  undertake  that  the 
Select  Committee  should  not  shelve  the  Bill.  Arrangements  could 
be  made  for  the  progress  of  the  Bill  through  such  a  committee  to  be 
swift.  His  opinion  was  that  Mr.  Chamberlain  feared  a  hand-to- 
hand  encounter  with  the  shipowners  on  this  question,  and  hence  his 
objection  to  a  Select  Committee.  Mr.  Chamberlain  had  made 
statements  which  he  felt  he  could  not  confirm,  and  was  endeavouring 
to  pass  a  Bill  which  was  unrighteous  and  reckless  in  many  of  its  pro- 
visions. Many  of  the  clauses  would  be  disastrous  to  the  shipping 
trade  of  the  country,  and  especially  to  small  owners  and  shareholders. 
If  Mr.  Chamberlain  were  sure  of  his  ground,  as  before  said,  he  would 
not  for  one  moment  shrink  from  sending  the  Bill  to  a  Select 
Committee,  and  there  meeting  the  shipowners  and  their  evidence 
fMce  to  face,  and  out  of  the  evidence  that  would  be  given  endeavour 
8o  to  frame  and  amend  the  Bill  that,  instead  of  being  a  measure 
damaging  to  the  shipowners,  shareholders,  and  insurance  companies, 
it  would  be  a  Bill  beneficial  to  all  interested,  and  also  be  a  means  of 
saving,  as  far  as  possibly  could  be  done,  both  life  and  property  at 
sea.  He,  therefore,  hoped  the  Council  would  unanimously  agree  to 
Mr.  YouU's  proposal  in  favour  of  the  Bill  being  referred,  not  to  the 
mere  Qrand  Committee  on  Trade,  but  to  a  Select  Committee. 
(Hear,  hear.) 

Mr.  Laird  said  he  wished  to  say  a  word  or  two  upon  this  subject 
from  a  more  sacred  motive  than  had  actuated  previous  speakers. 
He  looked  upon  the  Bill  as  a  measure,  the  object  of  which  was  to 
save  life,  as  well  as  property  at  sea.  The  arguments  which  were 
urged  by  the  deputation  had  been  entirely  of  a  pecuniary  character. 
Mr.  Milbum  made  use  of  some  very  catching  epithets,  but  if  he  had 
had  any  knowledge  of  the  legislation  within  the  past  ten  or  twelve 
years,  he  would  have  known  that  his  assertion  respecting  interference 
with  the  liberty  of  the  subject  was  not  correct,  for  th<  re  had  been 
passed  the  Factories  Act,  and  the  Miners'  Regulation  Act.  The 
object  of  the  promoters  of  this  meeting  was  to  preyent  the  Shipping 
Bill  being  sent  to  the  Grand  Committee  on  Trade.  What  had  the 
shipowners  to  fear  from  that  committee  7  On  that  committee  were 
twelve  shipowners,  and  was  the  shipowners'  case  so  weak  that  they 
were  afraid  to  trust  it  in  the  bauds  of  twelve  shipowners  7    This  was 
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entirely  •  sectional  question.  In  the  past  ten  years  there  had  Jbeen 
several  commissions  enquiring  into  shipping  matters,  and  with  all 
the  information  gathered  hy  these  commissioners  hefore  them,  was 
there  any  justification  for  the  Cooncil  petitioning  Parliament  to 
appoint  another  commission  or  Select  Committee  I  ('*  No.")  With 
respect  to  particular  clauses  not  heing  so  clearly  defined,  the  debate 
on  the  second  reading  of  the  Bill  would  make  them  clear ;  and  until 
then  it  was  premature  to  say  that  the  Bill  was  in  such  a  confu8e4 
state  as  not  to  be  interpretable.  If  they  would  allow  the  lawyers 
to  get  to  work  at  interpreting  the  clauses  they  would  not  forget  to 
make  a  job  for  themseWes.  Last  year  no  less  than  400,000  tons  of 
shipping  went  to  the  bottom  of  the  sea,  and  many  lives  were  lost,  and 
something  ought  to  be  done  to  prevent  this  great  loss  of  lifa  There 
was  no  class  of  men  he  more  honoured  than  the  seamen,  and  none  to 
whom  he  gave  more  credit  than  shipowners ;  but  shipowners,  like 
the  rest  of  the  world,  had  bad  men  among  them.  The  late  Justice 
Erie,  in  sending  a  case  to  a  jury,  made  a  remark  which  would 
establish  what  he  (Mr.  Laird)  had  said — *^  I  have  no  doubt,  gentle- 
men, the  ship  had  fulfilled  the  object  for  which  it  was  made,  and 
reached  the  destiiiatiim  it  was  intended  for — at  the  bottom  of  the 
sea."  They  knew  that  just  now  the  shipping  trade  was  not  rery 
brisk ;  there  were  a  great  number  of  vessels  with  little  or  nothing 
to  do,  and  for  which  harbour  dues  must  be  paid.  The  number  of 
vessels  in  active  trade  were  so  numerous  that  they  competed  with 
each  other,  and  reduced  fireight&  This  being  so,  the  insurance  the 
owners  could  receive  was  really  an  inducement  to  the  unscrupulous 
owners.  There  were  some  men  in  the  world  who,  with  an  induoe- 
ment  of  this  kind,  instead  of  keeping  their  vessels  doing  nothing, 
would  send  them  to  the  bottom  of  t£e  sea,  in  order  to  reoeire  con- 
siderably more  money.  (^  No,  no.")  Yes,  such  was  the  case.  On 
behalf  of  those  who  could  not  plead  for  themselves,  and  from  higher 
motives  than  pounds,  shillings,  and  pence,  he  appealed  to  the  Goundl 
to  repudiate  any  sectional  action  of  the  kind  proposed.  The  Oounotl 
should  act  for  all  sections,  and  not  bind  themselves  to  one 
section.  Whatever  action  might  be  taken  by  this  Council  with 
respect  to  the  Shipping  Bill,  he  might  say  that  he  could  get  up  in 
this  town  as  many  counter  petitions  as  would  outnumber  anything 
from  another  quarter. 

Mr.  Richardson  proposed  the  following  amendment : — "  That  in 
the  opinion  of  this  Council  the  deplorable  loss  of  life  and  property 
at  sea  demands  the  early  and  serious  consideration  of  the  Legisla- 
ture ;  that  the  Bill  now  before  the  House  of  Commons,  entitled  '  The 
Merchant  Shipping  Bill,  1884,*  is  based  on  a  right  principle,  and 
that  its  provisions  are  calculated  to  remedy  to  a  considerable  extent 
the  evils  deplored ;  further,  that  this  Council  urge  upon  Parliament 
not  to  refer  the  Bill  to  a  Select  Committee,  but  to  the  Grand  Com- 
mittee on  Trade,  where  it  may  be  fully  discussed,  with  a  view  to 
the  measure  becoming  law  this  Session."  He  said  he  had  listened 
with  very  great  interest  to  the  speeches  of  the  deputation,  some  of

whom  were  hie  penonal  friends,  and  for  whom  he  entertained  a 
profound  regard.  At  the  same  time  he  folly  expected  that  in 
ooming  before  the  Gooncil  on  such  an  important  sabject,  they  would 
at  least  have  entered  into  an  analysis  of  the  Bill,  giving  some  digest 
of  its  provisions,  or,  in  plain  terms,  stating  their  objections  to  the 
measnre.  From  Mr.  Beckingham  they  had  heard  sentences  like 
these — that  the  Bill  was  "  contradictory,"  ''  it  was  equivocal,"  and 
'^  that  it  was  impossible  for  shipowners  themselves  to  explain  or  to 
nnderstand  them."  They  had  had  sentences  of  this  sort,  bat  only 
one  particnlar  clause  of  the  Bill  did  Mr.  Beckbgham  for  a  moment 
allude  to.  Mr.  Milbum  even  did  not  give  an  explanation  of  the 
clauses  of  the  BilL  He  certainly  expected  that  Mr.  Youll  would 
have  entered  into  the  subject  more  fully,  seeing  that  he  was  mainly 
instrumental  in  getting  the  signatures  to  the  requisition  calling  the 
Goundl  together.  He  had  listened  in  vain  for  any  digest  or  expU- 
nation  ot  the  BilL  Mr.  YouU  had  dealt  with  the  Bill  in  very 
general  terms.  And  then  there  was  the  charge  against  this  poor 
unfortunate  Mr.  Ohamberlain,  that  he  had  thrown  out  the  grossest 
imputations  against  the  shipowners.  Q*  And  so  he  has.")  In  Mr. 
Holmes's  language,  Mr.  Ohamberlain  deliberately  charged  the  ship- 
owners of  the  country  with  sending  their  ships  to  sea,  knowing  them 
to  be  in  an  nnseaworthy  state,  with  the  express  desire  of  gaining  the 
over-insurance.  Mr.  Chamberlain  made  no  such  statement,  and  he 
defied  them  to  show  that  he  had  done  so.  True,  there  was  a  certain 
clause  in  the  Bill  implying  over-insurance,  bnt  this  did  not  imply 
that  he  had  made  such  a  statement  as  was  complained  ot  Bb 
would  like  to  know  if  there  was  any  legislation  dealing  with  such 
questions  that  did  not  imply  imputations  of  this  sort.  As  to 
harassing  the  shipowners  at  this  moment,  why  all  legislation  of  this 
kind  involved  harassing  to  a  greater  or  smaller  extent  these  interests. 
The  shipowners  were  perfectly  well  able  to  take  care  of  themselves, 
and  did  not  require  any  help  from  the  Council.  The  shipowners 
were  one  of  the  strongest  and  most  important  interests  in  this  part 
of  the  oountiy ;  next  to  the  railway  interest,  the  shipping  interest 
was  perhaps  the  most  important  and  powerful.  Shipowners  had 
amassed  wealth  very  rapidly.  No  portion  of  the  community  had 
amassed  wealth  and  risen  to  power  so  rapidly  in  the  present 
generation  as  the  shipowners;  and  they  were  able  to  take  care  of 
themselves.  There  were  others  requiring  protection ;  for  this  matter 
touched  the  sailors,  and  merchants,  and  tradesmen.  As  none  of  the 
previous  speakers  had  ventured  to  explain  the  meaning  and  intention 
of  the  Bill,  he  was  himself  compelled  to  dwell  upon  it  for  a  moment. 
The  main  principle  and  object  of  the  Bill  was  to  prevent  the  loss  of  life 
mod  property  at  sea ;  and  how  was  that  sought  to  be  accomplished  T 
In  this  way  :  by  laying  the  responsibility  more  upon  the  shipowner 
than  had  been  the  case  in  the  past ;  he  was  not  to  gain  by  the  loss 
of  his  vessel ;  he  was  simply  to  receive  an  indemnity  and  nothing 
more.  The  object,  therefore,  was  to  make  the  shipowner  more 
earafol  in  sending  his  ship  to  sea  than  he  had  been  in  the  past ;  in 
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in  other  words,  to  make  it  his  interest  not  to  lose  his  vessels,  bat, 
in  the  Isngoage  of  the  Bill,  to  bring  his  adyentare  "  to  a  safe  and 
snooessful  termination.*'  That  was  a  fair  and  righteous  proposal 
Bemember  that  in  this  proposal  there  was  the  sacred  element  of 
hnman  life^  In  one  year,  1  oat  of  every  60  sailors  employed  was 
lost ;  and  daring  other  years  1  in  83  was  lost.  In  addition  to  this 
great  element  of  life,  there  was  the  loss  of  property.  It  was  true, 
on  the  loss  of  a  ship  the  shipowner  himself  got  repayment,  bat  the 
money  did  not  drop  from  the  oloads,  and  mast  oome  from  some 
soarce.  It  came  from  the  clabs  or  the  onderwriters ;  and  it  was  a 
direct  loss  to  the  community  or  the  country.  If  a  shipowner's  own 
life  were  involved  with  every  ship  that  went  to  sea,  what  would  he 
do  f  The  matter  of  insurance  would  become  a  secondary  consideration 
with  him  ;  he  would  take  good  care  to  have  his  ship  sent  to  sea  taut 
and  tight,  and  well  fitted  for  the  voyage ;  and  this  Bill  said,  ^'  What 
you  would  do  for  yourself  you  ought  to  do  for  the  men  in  your  em- 
ployment." How  did  the  shipovmers  meet  this  proposal  f  Thej 
did  not  say  legislation  was  not  necessary.  They  did  not  dare  to  do  so^ 
for  that  would  shock  the  moral  feeling  of  the  country.  They  said 
legislation  was  necessary,  but  that  the  legislation  now  proposed  was 
not  placed  in  the  right  direction.  The  loss  of  life  at  sea  was  enor- 
mous, and  something  ought  to  be  done  to  check  it ;  and  what  did 
the  shipoimers  do  I  They  did  not  respond  with  any  amendment, 
and  did  not  put  before  the  Board  of  Trade  or  the  country  any  new 
proposak ;  but  simply  met  the  whole  measure  with  the  cry,  '^  We 
will  do  nothing ;  we  will  have  the  Bill  referred  to  a  Select  Com- 
mittee." What  did  this  mean  ?  Shipowners  said,  <<  Certain  charges 
are  brought  against  us ;  as  a  body  of  shipowners  we  are  accused  of 
over-insuring  our  ships,  and  sending  them  to  sea,  and  thereby 
getting  profit  out  of  their  losa"  How  would  the  shipowners 
attempt  to  rebut  this  charge  ?  They  said,  '*  Let  us  go  before  a 
Select  Committee  that  we  may  rebut  these  charges."  But  how 
would  they  rebut  them  there?  For  instance,  suppose  there  were 
twelve  shipowners,  ten  of  whom  were  thoroughly  humane  and  re- 
spectable men,  as  the  bulk  of  the  shipowners  were,  and  the  other 
two  were  black  sheep.  The  shipowners  would  put  the  ten  humane 
and  respectable  men  into  the  box  to  prove  that  they  had  never  gained 
by  the  loss  of  their  ships ;  but  would  they  put  in  the  other  two  to 
say  what  they  had  gained  by  the  loss  of  ships  1  What  would  the 
slupowners  gain  by  referring  the  Bill  to  a  Select  Committee  7  How 
could  they  rebut  the  charges  that  were  implied  in  the  framing  of 
the  Bill  7  The  Council  must  remember  that  the  Bill — as  indeed  all 
legislation  of  this  kind  was — was  intended  to  govern  and  guide,  not 
the  righteous,  but  the  wicked.  That  there  were  men  in  existence 
who  had  over-insured  was  admitted  by  the  shipowners  them- 
selves ;  and  shipowners  said,  "  Why  should  we,  the  respectable 
shipowners,  be  compelled  to  suffer  for  the  acts  of  those  who 
were  not  respectable."  The  answer  to  that  was  this — ^that  the 
Legislature  could  not  make  a  law  to  deal  with  the   righteous 
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men,  mnd  another  law  to    deal   with    the    wicked;    they    had 

only  one  law  to  gOTern  both;    bnt  the  respectable  men  wonld 

not  feel  the  friction  of  the  law.     Was  over-insaranoe  confined  to 

the  few?      The  directors  of  the  North    of  England  Steamship 

Insurance  Association,  reported  that  at  a  meeting  of  the  directors, 

held  in  Newcastle,  the  following  resolution  was  passed  : — *^  That 

the  directors  of  this  Association,  which  has  a  capital  of  £2,300,000, 

are  of  opinion  that  the  losses  of  vessels  bear  no  relation  whatever  to 

the  extent  to  which  they  are  insured,  and  they  testify  that  the 

insured  value  of  steamers  has  been  very  greatly  reduced  on  and  from 

the  20th  day  of  February.     Steamers  valued  at  £16,000,250  in  the 

policy,  ending  on  the  above  date,  have  been  re-valued  at  £14,523,195, 

thus  making  a  total  reduction  of  £1,477,055  in  the  values  of  755 

steamers,  and  this  reduction  was  effected  before  the  provisions 

of    the    present    Merchant    Shipping    Bill   were    made    public." 

(«  Depreciation.")     Well,  that  was  iheir  answer.     What  did  it 

prove  I    It  proved  that  in  the  past,  at  any  rate,  steamers  had  been 

over-insured.     ("  No,  no,"  "  Ridiculous,"  "  Nonsense,"  "  A  farce.") 

It  was  all  very  well  to  say  **  no,  no,*'  bnt  that  was  not  argument 

What  did  this  resolution  mean  ?    That  this  Association  had  knocked 

off  a  million  and  a  half  from  the  value  of  the  steamers,  or  in  other 

words,  assumin^that  the  steamers  were  worth  £20,000  each,  had 

knocked  off  £2,000  from  each,  or  one-tenth  of  their  value.     What 

were  their  reasons  for  doing  so  ?    They  said  they  did  not  do  so 

because  of  this  Bill.     He  believed  the  statement     The  fact  was 

that  just  now  ships  could  not  make  profits,  and  shareholders  were 

down  on  the  managers,  and  they  were  compelled  to  reduce  the  cost 

of  management  and  insurance  ;  they  had  been  compelled  to  pare 

and  reduce  in  every  direction.    If  they  could  on  the  20th  February 

reduce  the  value  of  their  ships  by  one  million  and  a  half  by  one 

stroke,  it  showed  there  must  have  been  a  considerable  amount  of 

over-insurance  on  the  19th  February.     (*'No,  no.")     He  did  not 

impute  unfair  motives.     The  commercial  part  of  the  Chronicle  had 

been  filled  with  letters  and  complaints  firom  shareholders  resident  in 

various  parts  of  the  country  ;  and  a  regular  attack  had  been  made 

npon  ship  managers  because  they  were  getting  no  profits — attacks 

on  the  cost  of  management,  extra  insurance,  and  so  on ;  and  some 

of  those  gentlemen  found  it  very  convenient  to  turn  the  attention  of 

the  shareholders  from  those  matters  to  this  Bill,  and  the  agitation 

which  was  being  got  up  in  the  country  against  it.    The  shipowners 

ooald  not  entrust  the  Bill  to  the  House  of  Commons.     It  was 

positively  surprising   that   this   great,    huge,  wealthy,   powerful 

Interest  had  not  men  of  energy  and  talent  to  represent  it  in  the 

House  of  Commons.  Where  were  their  Curries,  Jenkinsons,  Wilson, 

of  Hull,  and  all  the  other  wealthy  shipowners  in  Parliament  ?  Were 

these  gentlemen  not  able  to  put  the  shipowners' case  before  the 

Grand  Committee  or  the  House  of  Commons  f    To  think  otherwise 

was  an  insult  to  the  intelligenoe  of  those  men.    What  about  the 

good  things  in  the  Bill  ?    He  need  not  refer  to  them.    Theresponsi- 
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bility  of  detamiog  ships  wss  to  be  removed  from  iha  officers  of  the 
Board  of  Trade;  and  another  anthority  was  to  be  constitated, 
oonsisiing  of  an  officer  representing  the  Board  of  Trade,  a  repre- 
sentatiTc  of  the  shipowners,  and  a  representative  of  the  certificated 
officers  of  the  districts ;  and  these  three  representatives  were  to 
decide  whether  a  ship  was  over4aden,  or  fit  to  go  to  sea  or  not  He 
had  not  the  slighest  doubt  if  the  measure  was  passed  that  one  result 
would  be  a  great  improvement  in  the  mercantile  marine  of  this 
country.  He  had  no  hesitation  in  saying  that  the  merchant  seamoi 
had  deteriorated  in  the  last  twenty  years,  mainly  because  steam 
vessels  had  superseded  the  old  sailing  ships.  He  believed  that  one 
result  of  the  passing  of  this  Bill  would  be  that  shipowners  would  be 
compelled  to  have  a  more  reliable  and  more  intelligent  class  of  men, 
and  this  in  the  end  would  tend  to  improve  the  mercantile*  marine  of 
the  coantry.  He  did  not  commit  himself  to  every  part  and  clause 
of  the  Bill.  There  were  some  clauses  should  be  remedied,  and  some 
be^  made  more  explicit  He  did  not  back  the  Bill  in  its  fulness ; 
but  its  principle  was  right ;  and  there  was  nothing  to  be  lost  by 
sending  it  to  the  Grand  Oommittee  on  Trade,  and  there  letting  it 
be  fairly  and  fully  discussed  and  amended,  in  order  that  it  might  be 
passed  into  law  as  soon  as  possible. 

Mr.  Wm.  Smith  seconded  the  amendment 

Mr.  W.  Dickinson  said  Mr.  Richardson  asked  that  the  Bill  should 
be  referred  to  the  Grand  Oommittee,  and  at  the  same  time  declared 
that  the  shipowners  were  quite  capable  of  taking  care  of  themselves. 
But  Mr.  Richardson  took  good  care  to  shut  them  out  from  being 
heard.  He  (Mr.  Richardson)  would  refer  the  Bill  to  a  commiltee 
where  they  could  not  tender  any  evidence,  and  yet  he  said  the  ship- 
owners could  take  care  of  them^selves.  Then  he  said  shipowners 
would  not  go  to  sea  in  their  own  vessels. 

Mr.  Richardson  :  Never  such  a  thing. 

Mr.  Dickinson  :  I  very  frequently  go  to  sea  in  our  ships.  Mr. 
Richardson  said  ehipowners  would  not  go  to  sea  because  &e  ships 
were  not  properly  equipped. 

Mr.  Richardson  :  I  appeal  to  the  Mayor  whether  I  said  such  a 
thing. 

The  Matob  :  If  I  am  correct  in  my  memory  you  said  if  ship- 
owners went  to  sea  in  their  own  ships  they  would  see  they  were 
properly  equipped. 

Mr.  Dickinson  :  A  more  deliberate,  a  more  insulting,  and  a  more 
unfair  statement  no  gentleman  could  make.  Mr.  Ridiardson  had 
made  a  statement  that  was  not  only  incapable  of  being  sabstantiated, 
but  was  false — ^that  shipowners  did  not  go  to  sea  in  their  own  ships. 
There  was  scarcely  a  shipowner  living  that  had  not  a  relative  sailing 
in  his  ships,  either  as  captain,  chief  officer,  engineer,  or  before  the 
msst.  It  was  not  true  that  ships  were  over-insured.  As  a  rule  the 
ships  in  this  country  were  insured  under  their  value.    What  was  an 
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ioannnoef  This  long-^winded  Bill,  which  he  had  read  twice  oyer, 
did  not  make  the  subject  very  clear,  bat  rather  complicated  it*  An 
insurance  meant  an  indemnity  ;  bat  the  Bill,  instead  of  explaining 
or  elabinrating  that,  complicated  and  confused  it ;  and  if  the  Bill 
passed  in  its  present  shape,  there  wonld  be  nothing  bat  lawsaits. 
Mr.  Richardson  talked  aboat  shipowners  having  black  sheep  among 
them  ;  and  it  wonld  only  be  fair  to  retort  that  there  were  black  sheep 
among  com  merchants. 

Mr.  BioHABDSov ;  So  there  are,  I  frankly  admit  this. 

Mr.  DiCKiNSOH  held  that  a  man  had  a  right  to  insnre  his  property, 
be  it  a  grain  warehouse,  a  manufactory,  a  workshop,  a  boose,  or  a 
ship.  A  man  did  not  insure  his  warehouse  for  the  purpose  of  having 
it  burned  down.  Suppose  a  man  held  100,000  quarters  of  wheat, 
and  it  fell  down  10&  a  quarter,  and  a  fire  broke  out,  how  much 
would  the  man  get  if  it  were  insured  ?  Why,  he  got  the  market 
price  of  the  wheat,  or  the  insurance  company  would  replace  the 
wheat.  Now,  the  Bill  was  confused  on  this  point,  and  he  defied  Mr. 
Bichardson  to  clear  up  the  point  as  to  whether  it  meant ''  policy  of 
value  "  or  **  policy  of  indenmity."  His  own  opinion  was  that  if  they 
took  away  the  right  of  a  man  to  insure,  whether  it  be  com,  manu- 
factory, ironworks,  shipbuilding  yards,  or  shipping,  they  would 
destroy  the  commerce  of  the  country.  Insurance  had  always  been 
the  hand-maid  of  commerce.  In  the  day  of  the  Bomans  a  certain 
emperor  passed  a  law  that  if  any  shipowner  had  a  cargo  of  grain  or 
food  for  the  people  lost  at  sea,  the  state  wonld  reimburse  him  the 
loss.  In  the  same  way  the  insurance  companies  offered  merchants 
facilities  in  connection  with  the  importation  of  grain  from  America 
to  England  to  fed  the  people.  If  this  Bill  passed  it  would  seriously 
injure  the  shipping  trade  of  this  country,  and  this  would  result  in 
injury  to  the  iron  and  shipbuilding  trades,  and  would  mean  a  loss  of 
wages  to  thousands  of  working  men.  The  fact  was  that  this  Bill 
wonld  lead  to  the  wholesale  destruction  of  the  shipping  trade. 
After  a  somewhat  long  life  amongst  shipowners,  he  knew  no  class 
that  had  ever  been  more  desirous  to  equip  their  ships  and  send  them 
to  sea  in  a  seaworthy  manner  than  the  shipowners  had  been,  and 
having  a  due  regard  to  the  preservation  of  life  and  the  safety  of 
the  sulora  Shipowners  as  a  class  had  contributed  Tery  materially 
to  the  prosperity  and  supremacy  of  EIngland,  and  there  was  no  class 
who  had  been  more  humane  and  philanthropia 

Mr.  Aid.  SooTT  said  he  simply  rose  to  say  that,  though  a  large 
shipowner  and  underwriter,  he  was  not  afraid  of  any  legislation. 
Legislation  would  right  itself  in  the  end.  He  was  strongly  in  favour 
of  Mr.  Chamberlain's  Bill  being  sent  to  a  Select  Committee  for 
proper  enquiry ;  but  he  was  strongly  opposed  to  this  Council,  which 
represented  all  classes  of  the  community,  taking  up  questions  of  this 
kind.  In  his  opinion  this  was  not  the  proper  tribunal  They  were 
not  ocmstitnted  to  entertain  politics  at  all  (^  It  is  not  politics  at 
all,"  and.  '<  Yes ""  and  «  No  " ).     They  might  call  it  national  or

anything^  doe,  bot  they  ooald  not  direst  this  Bill  of  politics.  In  the 
twenty-two  yean  be  had  been  a  member  of  this  Oonncil  politics  had 
always  been  ignored  ;  and  he  was  afraid  this  would  be  the  thin  end 
of  the  wedge  if  they  entertained  this  qnestion.  With  regard  to  the 
speeches  tluit  day,  he  had  not  learned  Tery  much  from  them. 

Mr.  WiL  Smith  said  that,  as  the  seconder  of  the  amendment,  he 
woald  take  pretty  much  the  same  gronnd  that  Mr.  Aid.  Scott  had. 
Up  to  the  present  time  the  Oonncil  had  not  interfered  in  any  matter 
which  did  not  directly  affect  the  interests  of  the  OonncnL  The 
speeches  which  they  had  heard  had  better  have  remained  unsaid. 
He  thought  Mr.  Chamberlain  had  made  mistakes,  but  was  anybody 
prepared  to  say  that  he  had  not  taken  up  this  matter  with  the 
object  of  doing  good.  Was  Mr.  Chamberlain  doing  this  to  bjure 
the  trade  of  the  country,  or  to  injure  shipowners  ?  When  any 
great  reform  was  brought  before  the  country  all  kinds  of  cries 
against  it  were  raised.  He  thought  the  Counol  were  wasting  their 
time  in  discussing  this  Bill  ;  and  had  they  not  better  take  care  of 
the  business  they  were  elected  to  attend  to  ?  He  would  vote  for  the 
amendment,  and  hoped  to  see  passed  a  good  Shipping  Bill,  which 
would  protect  the  interests  of  both  shipowners  and  seamen. 

Mr.  Joseph  B.  Ellis  said  he  was  somewhat  surprised  when  this 
meeting  was  conyened.  Some  weeks  ago  a  special  meeting  of  the 
Council  was  held  respecting  the  water  supply,  and  Mr.  TouU  was 
one  of  the  first  to  object  to  the  holding  of  the  meeting  ;  and  yet 
Mr.  Toull  had  taken  part  in  the  convening  of  the  meeting  held 
to-day — ^a  most  inconvenient  day,  when  little  more  than  half  the 
members  could  attend.  This  seemed  to  be  a  sort  of  retaliation 
against  Mr.  Chamberlain  because  of  something  he  had  said  about 
the  shipping  community  of  the  North  of  England.  {**  No,  Na**) 
There  had  not  been  one  single  argument  advanced  why  the  Shipping 
Bill  should  be  sent  to  a  Select  Committee.  Sending  tiie  Bill  to  such 
a  committee  simply  meant  that  legislation  would  be  delayed  for 
three  years ;  but  if  it  were  sent  to  the  Orand  Committee,  it  was 
possible  that  satisfactory  legislation  would  be  enacted  during  the 
present  Session.  He,  therefore,  hoped  the  Bill  would  be  sent  to  a 
Grand  Committee.  Why  should  Mr.  Chamberlain  be  anxious  to 
do  anything  which  would  be  detrimental  to  the  welfare  of  the  ship- 
ping community  ?  For  the  first  time  he  was  aware  of  a  member  of 
the  Government  who  had  charge  of  an  important  Bill,  had,  before 
introducing  the  Bill  into  the  House  of  Commons,  actually  visited 
Liverpool  and  Newcastie,  and  placed  his  views  before  the  shipowners, 
had  invited  them  to  meet  him,  and  had  paid  attention  to  their 
representations,  and  done  everything  he  possibly  could  to  meet  the 
wants  and  requirements  of  the  shipping  community.  There  were 
no  doubt  objectionable  clauses  in  the  Bill,  but  they  could  be  struck 
out  when  the  Bill  was  before  the  Grand  Committee.  The  number 
of  lives  lost  in  the  last  twelve  months  was  a  sufficient  justification 
for  the  introduction  of  the  Bill.     In  1881  there  were  8,748  lives

lost ;  in  1874,  3,599 ;  and  in  1872,  8,462,  making  a  total  of 
10,809  in  these  three  years.  Last  year  and  the  year  before  they 
were  extremely  fortunate  ;  but  over  twelve  years  there  had  been  an 
average  loss  of  1  in  every  88  of  the  men  engaged  at  sea.  Since 
1876,  which  was  the  year  in  which  the  Wrecks  Commission  was 
instituted,  there  had  been  163  losses  by  stranding,  67  from  collision, 
and  127  ships  foandered;  and  the  Wrecks  Commissioner  reported 
that  the  loss  of  67  out  of  the  127  ships  Which  foandered  was 
directly  traceable  to  some  fault  of  the  owner,  or  somebody  he 
employed  on  shore,  in  sending  the  ships  away  unseaworthy. 
Petitioning  Parliament,  as  was  proposed,  simply  meant  shelving  the 
Bill  (<<  No,  Na")  As  Mr.  Laird  had  told  them,  an  agiUtion 
could  be  got  up  among  the  working  men  that  would  be  so  over- 
powering that  neither  the  House  of  Commons  nor  any  party  would 
be  able  to  resist  legislation  in  the  way  required. 

Mr.  Aid.  Stephenson  said  that  he  came  to  the  meeting  intending 
to  give  a  silent  vote,  but  after  hearing  some  of  the  remarks  of  the 
gentlemen  who  had  spoken  he  would  venture  to  speak  a  few  words 
with  respect  to  the  statement  that  this  was  a  political  matter.  He 
had  not  been  twenty-two  years  in  the  Town  Council  as  Mr. 
Aid.  Scott  had,  but  if  he  lived  till  November  he  should  have  been 
fifteen  years  a  member,  and  it  had  always  been  his  joy  and  boast 
during  that  time  to  say  on  all  times  and  occasions  *'  we  are  non- 
political  bside  this  room.**  He  believed  nothing  had  been  done  this 
afternoon  to  make  him  change  his  opinion.  As  to  this  being  a 
politioal  matter  he  would  ask  who  were  the  men  who  had  moved  in 
this  matter  I  The  first  man  to  take  up  the  cudgel  against  Mr. 
Chamberlain  was  Mr.  Charles  Mark  Palmer,  and  was  he  a  Tory  or 
a  Liberal  I  He  believed  he  was  correct  when  he  said  that  Mr. 
Palmer  was  one  of  the  most  pronounced  Radicals,  and  represented 
one  of  the  most  Radical  constituencies  in  the  empire.  Next,  who 
was  the  gentleman  who  had  moved  the  resolution  1  Well,  it 
was  Mr.  YouU,  and  was  he  a  Conservative  f  Mr.  Youll  was  what 
might  be  called,  and  he  used  the  word  without  being  oflfeosive,  a 
**  Oowenite ; "  and  surely  Mr.  Cowen  was  not  a  Conservative  I  Then 
there  was  Mr.  Stephens,  who  had  taken  a  leading  part  in  this  matter, 
and  surely  no  one  could  say  he  was  a  Conservative.  Mr.  Stephens 
ran  upon  the  same  line  as  Mr.  Richardson  did  in  politics.  Mr. 
Stephens,  as  chairman  of  a  large  ship  insurance  association,  and 
those  who  acted  with  him,  had  spoken  in  no  measured  language 
of  the  BilL  With  respect  to  the  deputation,  their  friend,  Mr. 
Beckingham,  who  was  well  known  in  commercial  circles  on  the 
Quayside,  and  was  also  one  of  the  most  able,  competent,  and 
successful  merchants  belonging  to  one  of  the  old  establishments  on 
the  Quayside,  was  to  all  intents  and  purposes  a  Radical  of  the 
deepest  dye.  Then  the  second  speaker  of  the  deputation  was  Mr. 
MilbunL  Was  he  a  Conservative  9  (Mr.  Richardson :  He  is  a 
Conservative  out  and  out.)  Well,  he  was  delighted  to  hear  it 
Taking  all  these  things  into  oonsiderationy  he  strongly  deprecated

the  statement  tliat  this  was  a  politioal  qaestioiL  It  was  not  a  political 
qaestioni  bat  was  a  qnestion  which  affected  the  life,  well-beiDg,  and 
existence  of  one  of  the  most  important  interests  in  this  great  empire, 
and  therefore  the  Ooancil  had  a  perfect  right  to  consider  itb  Mr. 
Tonli  had  rightly  said  that  the  Corporation  had  expended  upwards 
of  £400,000  in  building  np  the  quay,  and  nnrsing  and  fostering  the' 
commercial  interests  of  the  district,  in  order  that  vessels  of  large 
draught  might  be  br6ught  up  to  the  qnay  in  deep  water,  laden  with 
food  for  man  and  beast  The  Council  represented  the  shipping 
interest  as  well  as  any  other  interest,  And  therefore  had  a  right  to 
speak  out  on  this  qoestion.  All  they  asked  by  the  petition  was 
that  those  who  were  interested  in  this  legislation  should  be  heard 
in  committee.  Not  a  word  had  been  said  this  afternoon  against  the 
principle  of  the  Bill  They  did  not  hold  up  shipowners  as  being 
immaculate,  but,  speaking  generally,  they  were  a  well  meaning,  well 
conducted,  and  sncoessful  dass  of  men ;  but  this  Bill,  as  it  now 
stood,  would  strike  at  their  very  vitals.  All  he  asked  was,  "  Let 
there  be  a  Select  Committee,  and  let  the  shipowners  state  their  caae 
on  the  one  hand,  and  the  Board  of  Trade  state  their  case  on  the 
other  hand,  and  let  the  country  and  the  House  of  Commons  know 
what  the  common  sense  view  of  the  question  is,  and  we  believe  that 
between  the  two  a  Bill  will  be  prepared  which  will  give  satisfaction 
to  everybody."  The  public  press  of  the  country  was  almost  nnani* 
mously  against  the  Bill  in  its  present  form,  and  urging  that  it  shoald 
be  referred  to  a  Select  Committee.  He  hoped  the  Council  woald 
ignore  politics  altogether,  and  take  a  common  sense  view  of  tbe  matter. 

Mr.  YouLL  replied  upon  the  discussion.  He  said  that  he  had  at 
the  outset  stated  that  that  was  a  non-political  question.  The 
requisition  asking  the  Mayor  to  convene  the  meeting  was  signed 
by  six  pronounced  Radicals,  four  Conservatives,  and  one — Mr. 
Dickinson — ^had  informed  him  that  he  was  doubtful ;  so  that,  at 
any  rate,  the  majority  of  the  gentlemen  who  had  brought  the 
Council  together  to-day  belonged  to  the  same  class  of  politics  as  did 
Mr.  Chamberlain.  The  Parliamentary  and  Bye-Laws  Committee 
was  appointed  for  the  express  purpose  of  considering  Bills  which 
were  before  Parliament ;  and  at  its  last  meeting  the  Council  resolved 
to  petition  Parliament  in  regard  to  four  or  five  bills ;  and  he 
regretted  that  the  time  wantonly  wasted  on  the  bills  considered  at 
the  last  meeting  had  not  been  spent  on  the  Merchant  Shipping 
Bill,  which  was  of  far  more  importance  than  all  the  other  bills  pat 
together.  Who  were  the  gentlemen  who  wished  to  turn  this  into  a 
political  question  I  The  first  gentleman  who  spoke  on  this  point 
was  the  representative  of  a  party  which  had  got  notice  from  Mr. 
Chamberlain  to  agitate  the  country  on  this  question,  and  was  the 
representative  of  the  Trades  Unions. 

Mr,  Laibd  :  It  is  not  correct 

Mr.  Youll:  Mr.  Bichardaon,  the  mover  of  the  amendmeiity 
Mowed  the  beck  and  bow  of  Mr.  Ohaiabedaiai»  and  Mr.  Jnat^ih 
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Ellis  was  of  the  same  eolonr  as  Mr.  Chamberlain.  The  shipowners 
asked,  and  asked  fairly,  that  they  Hhould  be  heard ;  and  they  had 
hitherto  been  refused  a  hearing.  The  Coancii  had  heard  from  Mr. 
Plnmmer  that  in  1869  and  1870  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  made 
certain  snggestions  to  the  Board  of  Trade,  and  repeated  them  in 
1880  to  Mr.  Chamberlain,  for  the  purpose  of  sayiug  life  and  property 
at  sea  Those  memorials  from  the  shipowners  had  been  quietly  put 
on  or  under  the  table  by  the  President  of  the  Bosrd  of  Trade,  and 
had  not  been  recognised  and  acted  upon.  All  that  the  shipowners 
of  the  North  of  Elngland  now  said  was — ''  Let  us  be  heard  ;  let  our 
suggestions,  based  on  practical  experience,  be  brought  before  a 
Select  Committee,  and  let  the  committee  deal  with  ti^e  question." 
Would  reference  to  a  Select  Committee  cause  delay  1  Was  every 
bill  which  was  before  the  Grand  Committees  last  session  passed 
into  law  1  Was  it  not  likely  that  the  discussions  which  must 
inevitably  take  place  in  the  Grand  Committee  would  tend  to  a 
greater  delay  of  this  matter  than  if  the  reasonable  request  of  the 
shipowners  be  complied  with  1  If  the  Bill  were  sent  to  a  Select 
Committee,  earlier  and  better  legislation  would  be  got;  for  he 
believed  every  one — Radical,  Liberal,  and  Conservative — were 
equally  anxious  to  save  property,  and  especially  life,  at  sea. 

The  Council  voted  as  follows  on  Mr.  Richardson's  amendment: —

The  amendment  was  negatived,  and  Mr.  Toall's  motion  was 
agreed  to  on  a  show  of  hands.

Humbly  Shew^th, — 1.  A  Bill  is  now  pending  in  yoor  Honourable  Hoaae 
intitaled,  *'  A  Bill  to  provide  for  the  greater  security  of  life  and  property  at 
sea." 

2.  Tour  Petitioners  have  spent  laree  sums  of  money  in  promoting  the 
shipping  interests  of  the  Port  of  the  Tvne,  and  are  deeply  interested  in  the 
oonrinued  development  and  prosperity  of  the  shipping  interests  of  the 
oonntry. 

3.  It  is  stated  that  the  object  of  the  Bill  is  to  promote  the  security  of  life 
and  property  at  8<'a,  anii  the  lea<Hng  principle  of  the  Bill  is  to  make  it  the 
int«'r»'8t  M  well  as  the  duty  of  every  shipowner  to  brmg  his  venture  to  a 
safe  termination. 

4.  Your  Petitioners  observe  with  regret  and  alarm  that  the  Bill  proposes, 
however,  to  subj  ct  the  ship  dng  interest  of  tnis  country  to  penalties 
hitherto  unknown  in  maritime  legislation,  and  to  subvert  the  positioii  ^  in 
n^iich  the  {wogress  of  free  commercial  enterprise  has  placed  the  British 
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shipowner  in  reUtion  to  hit  nnderwriten,  hii  MrvMiti»  his  foreign  oom- 
petitom,  anH  the  mercantile  commanity  at  large. 

5.  Tour  PetitioDere  are  of  op!Dinu  that  the  provisions  of  the  Bill  would 
serionaly  damage  the  shipping  and  mercantile  interests  of  the  country,  and 
would  Kot  promote  the  security  of  life  and  property  at  sea. 

6.  Your  Petitioners  submit  thit  the  subjects  dealt  with  by  the  Bill  are  of 
such  great  importance,  aid  so  many  difficult  and  intricate  points  are 
inv  Ived,  that  no  legislation  should  take  place  until  thoy  have  oeen  more 
fully  considered. 

7.  Yours  Petitioners  believe  that  if  the  Bill  be  referred  to  a  S*-lect  Com- 
mitree,  before  which  evidence  oould  be  given  by  ship'Wners  and  other 
personn  of  practical  experience,  many  of  its  objectionable  proposals  would 
be  remedied,  and  a  more  e£fectual  measure  for  the  safety  of  life  and  property 
at  sea  would  be  the  result. 

Tour  Petitioners  therefore  humbly  pray  that  the  said  Bill  may  be  referred 
to  a  Select  Committee. 
And  yoar  Petitioners  will  ever  pray. 
Given  under  our  Corporate  Seal  this  18th  day  of  March,  1884. 

Mr.  TouLL  moved  that  the  seal  of  the  Corporation  be  afiized  to 
the  petition,  and  that  the  petition  be  forwarded  to  Alderman  Co  wen, 
M.P.,  for  presentation  to  the  House  of  Oommons,  and  that  Mr. 
Morley,  M.P.,  be  requested  to  support  its  prayer. 

Mr.  Aid.  Pluhmbb  seconded  the  motion. 

Mr.  BiRKETT  did  not  think  it  right  that  the  Cooncil  shotld 
take  a  vote  respecting  a  petition  of  which  they  knew  nothing.  They 
should  have  an  opportunity  of  considering  whether  the  petition 
oould  not  be  amended  or  altered  in  any  way. 

Mr.  Tbmple  said  it  was  the  rule  that  reports  were  to  be  presented 
at  one  meeting  afad  discussed  at  the  next  meeting,  and  he  thoaght  a 
petition  of  this  importance  should  be  dealt  with  in  a  similar  manner. 
He  moved,  as  an  amendment,  that  the  petition  be  printed  and 
circulated  among  the  members  of  the  Councol,  and  be  considered  at 
the  next  meeting. 

Mr.  BiRKBTT  seconded  the  amendment 

The  amendment  was  negatived,  only  fonr  hand  bdng  held  np  for 
it,  whilst  twenty-four  were  held  up  against  it 

The  motion  proposed  by  Mr.  Toull  was  then  agreed  to.

THB  DBATH  OF  THB  DUKE  OF  ALBAHY. 

The  Matok  said :  Before  we  proceed  to  the  usual  business  of  the 
Conncil,  I  have  to  ask  you  to  join  in  an  address  of  condolence  to 
Her  Majesty  the  Queen  and  the  Dnchess  of  Albany,  who  are 
suffering  from  a  ver?  severe  affliction.  The  blow  which  deprives 
the  Qaeen  of  her  youngest  son,  also  deprives  the  Dnchess  of  Albany 
of  her  husband,  and  at  the  same  time  severs  the  thread  of  an  exist- 
ence which  promised  to  fill  a  career  of  great  usefalncNS  for  his 
generation  and  race.  It  is  only  two  months  since  we  received  a  com- 
munication from  the  Duke  of  Albany,  asking  this  Council  to  assist 
in  restoring  the  ancient  industry  of  the  manufacture  of  tapestry  at 
Windsor.  He  has  shown  a  great  and  earnest  interest  in  industry, 
ui  art,  and  in  education ;  and  he  leaves  behind  the  fragrant  memory 
of  abrief  bnt  useful  career/  it  will  be  some  satisfaction  to  those 
who  are  monrning  over  tfieir  loss,  to  know  that  the  people 
sympathize  with  them.  I  am  sure  that  the  Council  will  join  with 
me  in  a  general  expression  of  sympathy  in  the  very  severe  bereave- 
ment under  which  our  Royal  family  are  now  suffering.  I  beg  to 
move  that  addresses  of  condolence  be  sent  to  Her  Majesty  the 
Qoeen  and  the  Duchess  of  Albany. 

The  Shbbiff  said :  Mr.  Mayor,  I  beg  to  second  the  resolntion 
which  you  have  jnst  proposed,  and  in  doing  so,  I  am  sore  I  shall 
meet  with  the  approval  of  the  Conncil  if  I  abstain  from  endeavouring 
in  any  degree  to  expatiate  upon  the  very  deep  sorrow  we  feel  at  the 
untimely  death  of  the  lamented  Prince  Leopold  ;  for  the  universal 
sympathy  and  loyal  compassion  of  all  grades  of  our  fellow-citisens 
testify  with  much  greater  eloquence  than  any  language  I  can  use. 
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not  only  oar  sincere  and  deep  sorrow  at  his  loss,  bat  also  our 
respeclful  derotion  to  his  sorrowing  mother,  the  Qaeen,  and  the 
young  grief-stricken  widow.  We  can  onlj  hope  that  she  whose 
young  life  has  been  blighted  by  this  great  loss,  may,  in  common 
with  Her  Oracioas  Majesty  the  Qneen,  derive  that  consolation 
which  is  never  refused  to  all,  from  the  highest  to  the  lowest

THB  PBOPOBBD  8UNDAT  OONOBBTS  IN  LBAZBB  PARK. 

Two  deputations  npon  the  question  of  the  proposed  concerts  in 
the  Leases  Park  on  Sundays  were  introduced  by  Mr.  Aid.  Angus. 
The  first  depntation  represented  the  clergymen,  ministers,  and 
others,  and  comprised  the  Rev.  Canon  Lloyd  (Vicar  of  Newcastle), 
Rev.  Dr.  Bruce,  Rev.  T.  Talbot,  Rev.  Ishmael  Jones,  Rev.  J.  U. 
8tephens,  Rev.  R.  Brown,  Rev.  R.  Leitch,  Dr.  Sang,  Mr.  Thomss 
Young,  Mr.  T.  C.  Gibson,  Mr.  R  G.  Hoare,  Mr.  A.  P.  Harrison, 
Mr.  Cuthbert  Smith,  &c  The  second  deputation  represented 
Sunday  school  superintendents  and  teachers,  and  consisted  of 
Messrs.  W.  G.  Davids,  Henry  Armstrong,  T.  Bainbrilge,  F.  Blen- 
cowe,  Wm.  Bel>,  M.  Easten,  D.  Hill,  W.  R.  Makepeace,  D. 
Moffatt,  A.  H.  McBryde,  J.  G.  Watson,  and  Q.  Yeats. 
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The  Ber.  Osnon  Lloyd  saici :  Mr.  Mayor,  aldermen,  and 
eonncillors,  I  have  been  asked  to  attend  to-day  with  the  present 
influential  depntation,  to  express,  with  all  respect,  oar  earnest  hope 
that  yon  will  pause  before  complying  with  the  request  which  has 
been  made  to  you,  that  yonr  sanction  should  be  granted  for  an 
instmmental  band  to  play  sacred  masic  in  one  of  our  parks  on 
Sunday  afternoons.  There  are  many  reasons  which  lead  ns  to  make 
oar  request  The  proposal  would  involve  a  departure  from  existing 
custom ;  and  as  such  should  be  supported  by  very  strong  reasons  in 
its  favour.  The  strongest  reason,  I  venture  to  think,  in  its  favour, 
is  the  benefit  supposed  to  accrue  therefrom  to  those  classes  of  our 
population  whose  work  in  the  week,  it  is  said,  prevents  them  from 
enjoying  such  pleasures;  and  that  the  opportunities  of  hearing 
sacred  music  would  be  a  sufficiently  strong  inducement  to  attract 
many,  who  spend  their  Sundays  in  low  and  debasing  pursuits,  to 
enjoy  the  harmless  recreation  of  our  parks,  and  to  listen  to  sounds 
which  would  edify  rather  than  debase.  In  answer  to  this,  I  would 
respectfully  submit :  That  the  great  majority  of  our  working  popu- 
lation are  able  to  enjoy  during  the  summer  months  every  evening 
in  the  week  and  one  half-day  whatever  may  be  provided  for  them. 
That  this  proposal  does  not  emanate  from  them ;  but  is  raised  on 
their  account  by  their  professed  friends.  That  for  similar  proposals 
to  open  museums  on  Sundays  in  1882,  no  less  than  2,412  societies 
of  working  men  sent  up  501,705  votes  against  such  good  intentions. 
That  opportunities  of  this  kind  do  not  draw  from  the  ^  publics '  or 
the  '  slnms '  the  classes  that  we  wish  to  attract.  Many  of  us  view 
with  apprehension  the  serious  harm  likely  to  be  inflicted  on  the 
Sunday  schools  of  the  city  by  such  attractions  offered  at  the  very 
time  when  the  children  are  being  gathered  together.  But  the 
reason  I  would  venture  to  urge  most  strongly  is  one  which  is  based 
rather  on  the  general  principle  involved  in  giving  this  permission. 
Whilst  yielding  to  none  in  our  earnest  wish  and  endeavour  to  pro- 
mote the  happiness  and  well-being  of  our  fellow-citisiens ;  whilst 
fully  allowing  that  in  itself  there  is  nothing  objectionable  in  either 
plajring  or  hearing  sacred  music  on  the  Lord's  Day  ;  we  still  cannot 
but  see  that  this  is  of  a  piece  with  similar  endeavours  here  and 
ekewbere,  which,  if  once  allowed,  would  alter  the  whole  character  of 
oar  English  Sunday,  and  would  in  the  long-run  inevitably  rob  our 
English  people  of  their  day  of  rest  It  is  for  this,  Mr.  Mayor,  that 
we  appear  before  you  to-day,  and  beg  most  respectfully  to  urge  you 
and  your  esteemed  fellow  aldermen  and  councillors  to  listen  favour- 
ably to  our  request,  and  to  exercise  your  authority  in  declining  to 
accede  to  the  proposal  made  to  you. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Bruce  said  that,  as  one  of  the  deputation,  he  ventured 
to  give  his  own  opinion—  -which  he  believed  to  be  the  opinion  of  a  con- 
siderable number,  he  hoped  the  majority,  of  the  inhabitants  of  this 
eity — that  to  have  music  played  in  the  parks  on  the  Lord's  Day  waa 
a  direct  breach  of  the  fourth  commandment  He  was  quite  aware 
that  ads  of  neoeaaity  and  mercy  were  allowed  and  enjoined.    If  an 
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OX  or  an  wn  fell  into  a  pit  on  the  Babbatb  Day  they  were  to  take 
him  out ;  but  he  did  not  like  to  pnt  the  ox  or  the  ass  into  the  pit 
on  the  Lord's  Day.  He  went  into  the  newsroom  the  other  Sabbath 
and  found  yoong  lads,  who  ought  to  have  been  at  the  Sunday 
school,  amusing  themselves  with  Funeh  and  snch  like  publications. 
He  belicTed  that  all  these  attempts  to  draw  men  away  from  their 
sacred  duties  were  an  unmixed  evil,  and  one  that  wonla  bring  upon 
na  the  displeasure  of  the  Almighty. 

Mr.  Thomas  Tonng  said  the  Ooancil  had  two  competing  institn- 
tions  before  them  :  the  Sabbath  schools,  1,200  Sunday  school 
teachers,  and  the  ministers  of  religion  on  one  side ;  and  on  the  other 
side  they  had  a  band  in  the  parks.  Which  would  be  the  most 
beneficial  to  the  community  at  large  ?  He  was  quite  conscious  that 
every  member  of  the  Council  had  the  good  of  the  community  at 
heart,  and  the  difference  between  them  was  only  as  to  the  mode  of 
furthering  the  interests  of  the  people.  The  1,200  persons,  superin- 
tendents and  teachers  in  the  Sunday  schools,  formed  a  part  of  the 
community,  whose  self-denial  and  worthy  attempts  to  elevate  the 
the  people  no  one  could  deny.  There  were  some  who  proposed  to 
change  the  time  of  the  performances  from  the  afternoon  to  the 
evening  ;  but  in  his  opinion  that  would  be  quite  as  prejudicial. 
The  difference  would  be  that  they  would  divert  a  number  from  the 
churches  in  the  one  case,  and  from  the  schools  in  the  other. 

Mr.  Davies  said  he  had  to  present  a  memorial,  signed  by  upwards 
of  1,200  Sunday  school  teachers  belonging  to  all  denominations, 
who  taught  upwards  of  20,000  children  on  Sundays.  The  carrying 
out  of  the  recommendation  of  the  Town  Moor  Management  Com- 
mittee would  very  seriously  interfere  with  the  work  of  these  teachers, 
who  hoped  the  Council  would  feel  that  it  was  not  desirable  to  put 
greater  obstacles  in  their  way  than  there  were  already  to  contend 
with.     He  presented  the  following  memorial : — 

To  the  Warshi/ftU  the  Mayor  and  OorporatUm  of  NewoadU-upfm-Tyme, 

We,  the  undersigned  superinteDclentB  and  teachers  of  Sunday  sobools  in 
this  city,  regret  to  find  that  a  proposal  has  been  submitted  to  the  Council, 
that  a  band  should  i)lay  in  Leazes  Park  on  Sunday  afternoons.  We  beg 
recipectfuUy  to  submit  that,  if  sucb  were  allowed,  it  wunld  iuterfere  very 
materially  with  the  opportunity  which  we  now  have  of  giving  rebg  ons 
instructii^n  to  a  large  proportion  of  the  youth  of  this  comma i.ity,  many  of 
whom  have  no  other  reJigioua  or  moral  training.  We,  thertfore,  most 
respt'ctfuliy,  but  urgently,  a&k  you  to  decline  t^  proposal  of  the  Town 
Moor  Management  Committee. 

The  Rev.  Ishmael  Jones  said  the  deputations  did  not  wish  to 
interfere  with  the  enjoyments  of  children ;  and  some  of  them  were 
anxious  to  give  every  opportunity  for  cultivating  amon^  young 
people  a  taste  for  high-class  mnsia  It  was  the  serious  effect  the 
playing  of  bands  on  Sundays  in  the  park  would  have  upon  the 
educational  work  carried  on  in  Sunday  schools  which  had  brought 
the  deputations  to  the  GounciL  Ue  lived  in  Manchester  some  y.*ars 
ago  wl)en  the  cotton  famine  inflicted  so  mnch  suffering,  and  he 
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remembered  that  magistrates  and  other  gentlemen  acquainted  with 
the  sftcial  life  of  the  district  traced  the  qaiet  content  and  patient 
saffering  of  the  people  very  mnch  to  the  high  moral  training  thej 
had  received  in  the  Handaj  schools  of  Lancashire.  He  was  sure 
thai  all  the  gentlemen  present  wonld  admit  that  the  work  of  Sunday 
schools  had  a  most  beneficial  inflnence  upon  the  life  of  the  city. 
According  to  the  testimony  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Sunday  League^ 
the  opening  of  parks  to  bands  increased  Snnday  drinking ;  the 
Secretary  pleaded  for  the  opening  of  public  houses,  and  pleaded 
against  the  ISnnday  Closing  Bill,  on  the  ground  that  many  hundreds 
of  people  attended  the  parks  on  Sundays  to  hear  the  masio,  and 
needed  to  be  refreshed  at  pnblic  houses 

The  Mator  :  We  thank  you,  gentlemen,  for  yonr  attendance, 
and  give  you  the  assurance  that  the  remarks  yon  ha?e  made  to-day 
will  receive  oar  best  consideration. 

The  deputations  withdrew. 

Mr.  Laird  asked  if  the  signatures  to  the  memorial  were  those  of 
people  who  had  arrived  at  years  of  discretion,  or  those  of  children. 

Ur.  Holmes  :  It  is  a  memorial  from  Sunday  school  teachers. 

Mr.  Sutton  :  I  think  we  may  take  it  for  granted  that,  if  it  is 
signed  by  Snnday  school  teachers,  the  signatures  are  those  of  people 
who  have  arrived  at  years  of  discretion. 

The  Town  Clsrk  read  the  following  letter  from  the  Rev.  W.  6. 
East:—

We  are  supported  by  an  allowance 
from  three  sources:  Her  Majesty's  Treasury,  the  School  Board,  and  the 
County.  The  County  Justioes  of  Korthumberland,  while  paying  for  all 
ehi  dren  from  the  Countv,  have  refused  to  pay  towards  the  support  of 
cbildren  from  the  City  of  Newcastle,  informing  me  that  the  G>rporaciou  are 
the  Local  Authority.  We  receive  Is.  6d.  and  Is.  less  for  Newcastle 
duldren  than  for  other  ohildrtn.    Therefore  oar  oonunittee  m^e  this  appli- 
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cation  to  the  CorporRtion,  asking  them  to  allow  oa  la.  per  week  on  all 
Ne  castle  cased,  t^us  HUpplementiDg  the  GoTerament  and  School  Bo&rd 
grants.  We  have  22  Newcastle  cases  in  the  schools.  Oar  committee  will  be 
glad  of  a  visit  of  in»pectiou  from  the  members  of  the  Corporation  at  any  day 
and  at  any  hoar.

The  Town  Clerk  read  the  following  memorial,  signed  bj  ot« 
100  persons : — 

To  the  Bight  Worship ftd  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  BvrgeBtea  of 
Neweastle-upon'Tyne  City  CoundL 

The  memorial  of  the  nndersiffned  students  of  the  Colleges  of  Medioine  and 
of  Physical  Science. 

Rbspsctfullt  Shbweth,— That  your  memorialists  have  watched  with  grsal 
anxie'y  the  steps  taken  by  yoar  honourable  body  to  secure  a  site  for  the 
proposed  new  colle.es. 

That  whilst  your  memorialists  are  fully  sensible  of  the  generous  oonsidera- 
tion  of  the  City  Council  in  regard  to  this  necessity,  aod  believe  it  to  be 
actuated  by  a  sincere  desire  to  provide  for  it,  they  have  observed  with  much 
alarm  that  the  Cricket  Field  nas  been  recommended  as  a  proposed  site  for 
the  s  ime. 

That  your  memorialists  respectfully  beg  to  impress  upon  your  honourable 
body,  that  oonsiflt-ring  the  constant  severe  mental  strain  to  which  students 
are  now  more  than  ever  sulijected,  owioff  to  the  rapid  development  in  eveiy 
direction  of  new  discoveries,  both  io  medicine  and  science,  which  they  mast 
be  prepared  to  take  aiivautage  of  for  the  benefit  of  the  general  conununity, 
it  is  absolu'ely  Ciisential,  and  of  the  hii^hest  importance  for  the  preservation 
of  their  own  bodily  strength,  that  habitations  for  educational  purauits 
sh  uM  be  situate  in  a  salubrious  atmosphere,  with  ample  provision  for 
healthful  outdoor  exercise. 

That  a  glanoe  at  the  surroundings  of  the  Cricket  Field  must  satiify  the 
minds  of  your  honourable  body  that  in  the  course  of  a  very  few  years  this 

Elaoe  will  be  hemmed  in  on  all  sides  by  a  class  of  bnildinas  not  at  all  in 
eeping  with  the  character  of  such  a  struotare,  as  it  is  confidently  expected 
the  authorities  of  the  two  colleges — through  the  enlightened  oo-operation  of 
the  municipality — may  be  enabled  to  erect. 

That  the  Bull  Park  from  its  open  airy  situation,  commanding  aspect^  and 
accessibility  is  par  excellence,  the  site  above  all  others  for  the  purpoaes 
required ;  and  now  that  the  legal  difficulties  (hitherto  supposed  to  stand  in 
the  way  of  its  spt^edy  acquisition)  can  apparently  be  overoome  under  the 
provisions  of  the  Literary  and  Scientific  Instituticms  Act  of  1854,  your 
memorialists  earnestly  hope  that  your  honourable  body  mav  be  pleased  to 
carry  out  your  original  scheme  of  granting  part  of  tiie  said  laud  as  sites  for 
the  contemplated  new  colleges. 

And  your  memorialists,  as  in  duty  bound,  will  ever  pray,  eto. 

The  Mator:  Shall  we  refer  the  memorial  to  the  Schools  and 
Charities  Committee? 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamond  thought  this  controversy  abont  the  site  for 
the  colleges  should  have  an  end.  (Hear,  hear.)  The  Schools  and 
Charities  Committee  had  agreed  to  the  Bath  Road  site,  and  the 
Council  bad,  by  a  large  majority,  sanctioned  the  sale  of  that  site ; 
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«nd  the  sale  hftd  been  approTed  by  tbe  Charity  Commissionera  npon 
the  terms  proposed  by  the  aathorities  of  the  colleges.  He  thonght 
the  Cooncil  were  being  treated  in  a  somewhat  derogatory  manner 
by  having  another  memorial  presented  on  tbe  snbject  (hear,  hear)  ; 
and  he  wonid  like  the  Coancil  to  intimate  that  no  more  memorials 
or  petitions  wonld  be  received.  Instead  of  the  aathorities  of  the 
oolites  having  to  pay  £1  5b.  per  yard  for  the  site,  they  were 
charged  only  IOsl  6d.  He  moved  that  the  memorial  lie  npon  the 
Uble. 

Mr.  Richardson  seconded  the  motion,  and  said  the  Oonncil  did 
not  offer  the  fiath  Road  site;  it  was  selected  by  the  college 
authorities. 

Mr.  Olitbb  moved,  as  an  amendment,  that  the  memorial  be 
referred  to  the  Schools  and  Charities  Committee. 

Mr.  YouLL  seconded  the  amendment,  and  said  the  committee  had 
made  np  their  minds ;  bat  he  hoped  the  controversy  on  this  question 
wonld  not  be  set  at  rest  nntil  the  site  was  changed. 

Mr.  Browns  said  he  was  sure  that  the  Governors  of  the  College 
of  Science  were  satisfied  that  they  might  as  well  ask  fur  a  site  in 
the  moon,  as  for  a  site  in  the  Ball  Park.  The  Governors  were  not 
aware  of  this  petition  being  sent  to  the  Council. 

Mr.  Aid.  Angus  :  It  is  time  this  matter  was  set  at  rest. 

Mr.  Holmes  protested  agiunst  this  matter  being  decided  in  tbe 
way  proposed  by  Mr.  Aid.  Hamond. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamond  expressed  his  willingness  to  let  the  memorial 
go  to  the  committee. 

On  a  show  of  hands  tbe  amendment  was  agreed  to,  21  voting  for 
and  18  against  it.

THB  OATTLB  LAIB& 

Mr.  BowDEN  asked  the  chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee  if  he 
conid  etplain  the  caase  of  the  great  increase  in  the  rents  on  the 
recent  lettings  of  the  cattle  lairs ;  whether  snch  lairs  had  been  sub- 
mitted to  public  competition  in  previons  years  ;  and  whether  all  the 
cattle  lairs  were  offered  at  the  recent  aaction  ? 

Mr.  Aid.  Hedlet  replied:  The  cattle  lairs  were  pnt  np  hj 
auction  and  realized  the  prices  reported  to  the  Finance  Committee, 
and  which  have  appeared  in  the  public  press.  Several  reasons  have 
been  given  as  to  the  cause  of  the  great  increase  in  the  rents ;  bat  I 
am  not  prepared  to  say  which  one  is  correct.  The  cattle  lairs  in 
previous  years  were  let  by  tender  to  the  highest  bidder,  after  having 
been  advertised.  The  whole  of  the  cattle  lairs  were  offered  at  the 
recent  auction.  A  shed  iu  the  market,  for  the  sale  of  dead  meat^ 
was  not  offered. 

THE  BIOG  MABKBT  BTB-LAWS. 

Mr.  Cabsb  asked  the  Town  Clerk  :  1.  When  the  bye-laws  with 
regard  to  the  Bigg  Market  come  into  force  9    2.  Where  may  nay 
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iBliabitaiit  procoTe  a  copy  of  the  said  bye-laws,  and,  if  an j  charge, 
how  much? 

The  TowH  Clbrk  :  The  bye-laws  have  been  confirmed  by  the 
Local  QoYernment  Board,  bat  the  parts  of  the  market  to  be  allotted 
for  stalls,  and  for  waggons  and  carts,  will  come  before  the  next 
meeting  of  the  Oonncil,  after  which  the  bye-laws  will  be  in  fall 
operation.  Any  ratepayer  is  entitled  to  a  copy  of  the  bye-laws 
wiihoQt  charga 

Mr.  Joseph  B.  Ellis  asked  the  Town  Clerk  :  1.  When  the  new 
bye-laws  come  into  force  will  certain  portions  of  the  Big^  Market  be 
allotted  for  carriers'  waggons,  and  for  stalls,  dbc.  2.  Will  the  plan 
for  snch  allotments  come  before  the  Council  for  approval  before 
coming  into  operation  ?  3.  Will  persons  be  permitted  to  place 
waggons,  or  stalls,  &&,  on  spaces  not  allotted  for  that  pnrpose  7 
4.  Will  the  market  be  ander  the  saperintendence  of  the  Market 
Keeper  or  the  Corporation  o£BciaIs  ? 

The  Town  Clerk  replied  as  follows  : — 1.  When  the  new  bye- 
law0  come  into  operation  certain  portions  of  the  Bigg  Market  will 
be  allotted  for  carriers'  waggons,  and  for  stalls,  &C  2.  The  plans 
for  the  allotments  will  come  before  the  Ooancil  for  approval  before 
coming  into  opt^ration.  3.  Persons  will  not  be  permitted  to  place 
wagj2:ons,  or  stalls,  d^c,  on  spaces  not  allotted  for  that  pnrpose. 
i.  The  saperintendence  of  the  market,  together  with  the  allotment 
of  spaces  for  waggons  and  stalls,  is  ander  the  consideration  of  the 
Markets  Committee. 

THE  VORBION  OATTLE  TRADE. 

Mr.  Akberseh  said  that  before  asking  the  chairman  of  the 
Finance  Committee  a  qnestion  in  connection  with  the  importation  of 
foreign  cattle,  he  woald  like  to  ha?e  the  permission  of  the  Coancil 
to  say  a  few  words  on  the  sabject  The  Coancil  woald,  no  doubt, 
remember  that  so  far  back  as  last  July  he  urged  the  necessity  of 
having  the  sanatorium  at  St.  Lawrence  completed  as  quickly  as 
possible.  Eight  months  had  been  allowed  to  elapse  without  any- 
thing being  done  in  the  matter  so  far  as  he  had  been  able  to  ascer- 
tain. He  had  been  given  to  understand  there  would  soon  be 
accommodation  for  300  cattle. 

Mr.  O.  R  Hedley,  Mr.  Winter,  Mr.  Temple,  and  Mr.  Toall 
objected  to  Mr.  Andersen  making  a  speech  upon  the  subject  until 
hia  notice,  which  was  last  upon  the  agenda,  was  reached  in  its 
proper  turn. 

Mr.  Inolbdew  moved  the  suspension  of  the  standing  orders 
in  order  that  Mr.  Andersen  might  be  allowed  to  complete  his 
statement. 

Mr.  Bell  seconded  the  motion,  and  said  that  a  letter  had  been 
received  from  the  Privy  Council,  which  necessitated  immediate 
attention  being  oalled  to  this  sobjeot. 
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The  motion  for  snBpending  the  standing  orders  was  agreed  to  by 
21  votes  to  15. 

Mr.  AsDBRBBN  said  the  regulations  lately  sent  down  from  the 
Priyj  Council  office  made  it  imperative  that  this  subject  should  be 
dealt  with  promptly.  Although  the  cattle  trade  was  considered  «t 
the  present  to  be  very  slack,  still  on  an  average  about  2,000  head  of 
cattle  a  week  were  imported  from  IScandanavia  into  this  city.  Of 
the  steamers  which  arrived  on  March  22Dd  and  23rd,  seven  were 
detained  from  3  to  20^  hours  before  they  could  land  the  live  stock, 
owing  to  ihe  want  of  accommodation.  Certain  owners  of  steamers 
which  now  came  to  Newcastle,  would,  if  better  accommodation  was 
not  provided,  withdraw  their  steamers  from  this  trade  rather  than 
suffer  this  serious  detention  and  consequent  loss.  Unless  something 
was  done  for  the  proper  accommodation  of  this  trade  they  had 
better  give  it  up  altogether.  He  would  be  sorry  if  the  Corporation, 
owing  to  the  want  of  accommodation,  lost  the  greater  part  of  the 
revenue  derived  from  this  trade.  He  asked  the  chairman  of  the 
Finance  Conmiittee  what  was  being  done  in  regard  to  the  work  of 
constructing  the  foreign  cattle  sanatorium  at  8t  Lawrence,  and 
when  the  same  was  likely  to  be  completed,  so  as  to  receive  the  lai^ 
importations  of  foreign  cattle  coming  to  this  city. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hbdlbt  said  the  Council  would  remember  that  instmo- 
tions  were  given  some  time  ago  for  the  erection  of  a  sanatorium  for 
the  accommodation  of  cattle  lauded  from  unscheduled  countries, 
on  a  piece  of  the  land  which  the  Corporation  bought  for  the 
purpose  of  landing  cattle  which  had  to  be  slaughtered  where 
landed.  No  time  had  been  lost  in  carrying  out  the  work.  The 
City  Engineer  got  tenders,  and  the  contractor  was  under  oovenant 
to  open  part  of  the  sheds  about  the  end  of  May  next.  He  (Aid. 
Hedlejr)  thought,  like  Mr.  Andersen,  the  time  was  rather  long  ;  bat 
there  had  been  a  great  deal  to  do.  The  sheds  which  would  be 
ready  about  the  end  of  May  would  accommodate  300  head  of 
cattle.  The  ground  was  purchased  for  the  accommodation  of 
cattle  from  scheduled  countries,  which  had  to  be  slaughtered  on  the 
ground,  but  the  Council  had  decided  not  to  entertain  the  introduction 
of  cattle  from  scheduled  countries.  At  the  la8t  meeting  of  the  Finance 
Committee  it  was  decided  to  recommend  the  Council  to  build  further 
sheds  there  tor  cattle  from  unscheduled  countries,  in  addition  to 
those  already  ordered,  which  will  accommodate  800  head  of  cattle. 
The  steamers  would  land  the  cattle  at  the  wooden  quay  which  had 
recently  been  built  there  under  the  superintendence  of  Mr.  Laws. 
The  arrangements  there  would  meet  everything  the  Government  at 
present  required ;  but  there  was  no  knowing  how  long  the  present 
Cbvernment  regulations  would  continue.  It  had  always  been  the 
wish  of  the  Finance  Committee  to  give  to  the  cattle  trade  dl  the 
accommodation  possible. 

Mr.  Bbll  said  that,  owing  to  the  ohange  made  by  the  eircalar 
from  the  Privy  Council  office,  unless  thd  Corporation  provided  mote 
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sooommodatioQ  the  foreign  cattle  trade  was  in  great  jeopardj.  The 
oommittee  had  taken  the  .matter  iuto  consideration,  aud  were 
eodeavouring  to  meet  the  case.  Ten  or  ttfeWe  steamers  arrived  at 
Newcastle  on  the  Monday  mornings,  and  had  to  discharge  their 
cargoes  of  cattle  at  one  place,  and  the  reHult  was  that  the  majority  of 
the  steamers  were  detained  often  24  honrs,  and  sometimes  longer, 
caasing  a  loss  to  the  owners  of  each  ship  of  £150.  The  owners 
were  not  bound  to  send  their  vessels  to  Newcastle,  but  might  rnn 
them  to  Hnll,  Leith,  tSonderland,  or  Tyne  Dock,  if  there  was  not 
aocommodation  at  Newcastle.  This  foreign  cattle  trade  was  one  of 
the  most  lucrative  trades  for  the  Corporation  of  Newcastle,  and  its 
requirements  should  be  immediately  supplied. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hbolet  said  the  Finance  Committee  bad  taken 
immediate  action  in  this  matter.  The  Town  Clerk,  himself,  and  a 
few  others,  met  Mr.  Bell  and  other  gentlemen  on  Monday  week  on 
the  subject ;  and  at  the  meeting  of  the  Finance  Committee,  last 
Thorsday,  instructions  were  given  to  Mr.  Laws  to  push  on 
the  erection  of  the  cattle  sheds.  Mr.  Laws  stated  that  no  time 
would  be  lost^  and  that  accommodation  for  800  cattle  would  be 
ready,  he  hoped,  by  the  end  of  June.  He  ( ^d.  Medley)  feared 
that  was  too  soon  a  time  to  name.  When  all  the  sheds  at  tit 
Lawrence  were  erected,  there  would  be  accommodation  for  about 
2,000  head  of  cattle. 

Mr.  G.  R  Hkblbt  :  Is  the  quay  at  St.  Lawrence  ready  7 

Mr.  Aid.  Hedlby  :  It  is  ready  now. 

Mr.  G.  R.  Hbdlby  said  this  was  a  very  important  matter.  Since 
he  had  attended  the  Finance  Committee  he  found  there  had  been 
the  greatest  energy  in  carrying  on  this  work.  He  thought  it  was 
absolutely  unnecessary  for  Mr.  Aid.  Hedley  to  mention  scheduled  and 
unscheduled  countries,  as  it  was  decided  long  ago,  on  his  (Mr.  Hedley's) 
recommendation,  not  to  have  cattle  from  scheduled  countries. 

kbw  boad  baths  and  wash-houses. 

Mr.  Andbbsbn  drew  the  attention  of  the  chairman  of  the  FiuMice 
Committee  to  the  length  of  time  the  baths  aud  wash-houses  on 
New  Koad  have  been  closed,  thereby  causing  great  inconvenience  to 
the  inhabitants  in  that  locality,  and  asked  when  the  same  would  be 
re- opened. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hedlby  said  the  establishment  was  closed  on  October 
29th  for  the  purpoHc  of  a  new  boiler  being  put  in.  The  boiler  had 
been  put  in,  and  he  understood  that  the  place  was  ready  for  working 
again.  He,  however,  called  at  the  place  this  morning,  and  was 
told  that  some  new  pipes  and  horses  for  clothes  were  required  before 
the  wash-houses  could  be  re-opened.

amoQDt,  £278  88.  lid. 

Mr.  Aid.  Stbphbnboh  seconded  the  motion. 

Agreed  to.

Mr.  Aid.  Angus  mored  the  sealing  of  a  consent  to  assignment  of 
leasehold  pr  mises,  situate  at  Jesmond  Road,  part  of  the  Magdalene 
Hospital  Estate,  from  Mr.  James  Watson  to  Mr.  James  Alexander, 

Mr.  Aid.  Stephknsoh  seconded  the  motion. 
Agreed  to.

Mr.  Aid.  Angus  presented  copies  of  the  roles  for  the  regulation 
of  the  St.  Marj  Magdalene  Home  for  Incarahlea. 

EXTENSION  OF  THB  TBAMWATB. 

Mr.  Holmes  asked  the  chaurman  of  the  Town  Improvement 
Oommittee  whait  steps,  if  any,  have  been  taken  to  carry  oot  the 
resolation  of  the  Oonncil  as  to  laying  down  tramways  from  the 
Central  Station  to  the  foot  of  Northumberland  Street,  by  way  of 
Neville  Street^  Collingwood  Street,  Mosley  Street,  and  Pilgrim 
Street. 

Mr.  Aid.  WiLRON  said  the  committee  had  decided  to  ask  the 
Oonncil  to  allow  them  to  adrertise  for  tenders  for  the  formation  of 
a  tramway  from  the  Central  iStation,  and  along  Collingwood, 
Mosley,  and  Pilgrim  Streets,  and  the  City  Road,  to  the  east  end  of 
the  Onsebnrn  Bridge.  The  committee  did  not  think  a  line  to 
Walker  wonld  be  likely  to  pay,  as  there  were  so  few  houses  between 
Walker  and  the  Oaseborn  Bridge. 

THE  KILLINOWORTH  ENGINE. 

Mr.  Holmes  drew  attention  to  the  dirty  and  nnpainted  condition 
of  the  old  Killingworth  engine  and  tender  on  the  end  of  the  High 
Level  Bridge. 

The  Mayor  said  a  man  had  been  engaged  to  do  the  necessary 
work  at  the  engine  and  tender. 

WBSTGATB  POLICE  AND  FIRE  BRIGADE  STATION:. 

Mr.  Aid.  Potter  presented  and  moved  the  confirmation  of  the 
following  report : — 

The  Watch  Committee  have  to  report  to  the  Coancil  that  they  have 
received  tenders  for  the  erection  of  the  new  Police  and  Fire  Brigade  vStation 
at  Westffate.  The  lowest  tender  was  that  of  Meeers.  J.  and  W.  Lowny, 
NewcasUe,  at  £7,693  158.,  and  the  committee  recommend  its  acceptanoeL 
It  u  estimated  that  the  total  ezpenditare  will  not  exceed  £8,600^  and  the 
oemmittee  reoommand  the  Goanal  to  direct  that  the  nqniaite  amoimt^  not 
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exceeding  £8,500,  be  borrowed,  and  the  repayment  of  it  spread  over  80 
y^ara,  accordmi^  to  the  Act  of  Parliam*  nt. 
Dated  this  28th  day  of  March,  1884. 

Addison  Potter,  Vice-Chairman. 

— He  said  it  had  preyionsly  been  incidentally  meutioned  that  the 
boilding  would  not  cost  more  than  £8,0()0.  The  amoant  of  the 
tender  was  £7,693.  According  to  the  new  rule  laid  down  by 
the  Ooancil  an  architect  had  been  employed,  and  the  architect's  fees 
woald  iucrease  the  cost  to  rather  more  than  £8,000.  The  com- 
mittee would  not  spend  more  than  they  conld  possibly  help,  bat 
they  thought  it  wisest  to  ask  the  Oouncil  to  allow  them  to  go  to 
£8,500. 

Mr.  Aid.  Angus  seconded  the  motion. 

Agreed  to. 

THE  I88UI  OF  CORPORATION  STOCK. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hkdlbt  presented  a  report  of  the  Finance  Committee 
recommending  the  sealing  of  stock  certificates  to  the  amount  of 
£7,890,  being  a  farther  portion  of  the  £100,000  of  stock  authoiided 
to  be  issued  on  January  9th.  He  moved  the  adoption  of  the  report 
and  the  sealing  of  the  certificates. 

Mr.  Aid.  Stbphsnson  seconded  the  motion. 

Agreed  to. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hedlit  said  that,  with  the  permission  of  the  Oouncil, 
he  would  say  a  few  words  in  congratulation  of  the  Corporation 
having  completed  the  issue  of  stock  to  the  large  amount  of 
£500,000.  In  May  last  £350,000  worth  of  stock  was  created ; 
ahortly  afterwards  £50,000,  and  £100,000  additional  had  just  been 
completed,  making  £500,000,  at  81  per  cent,  interest.  The  ayerage 
rate  of  interest  previously  paid  had  been  4  per  cent.,  and  the 
redaction  of  a  |  per  cent  was  a  saving  of  £2,500  a  year ;  and  this 
would  be  the  general  saving  until  1936.  Hitherto  money  had  been 
borrowed  on  debentures,  which  ran  for  three,  five,  or  seven  years, 
and  solicitors  were  paid  a  |  per  cent,  cooimission  on  those  loans ; 
and  this  commission,  payable  over  50  years,  would  amount  to  a 
large  sum.  This  would  also  be  saved.  A  deputation  from  the 
Finance  Committee  went  to  London  and  consulted  the  Bank  of 
England  officials,  who  received  them  courteously,  and  gave  all  the 
information  asked  for.  The  Bank  of  England  officials  said :  ''If 
yoa  wish  us  to  issue  the  stock  for  you,  you  will  have  to  pay  ns  a 
commission  of  1  per  cent.,  which,  upon  half  a  million,  will  amount 
to  j£5,000 ;  and  we  will  claim  the  right  of  issuing  the  dividend 
warrants  and  transfers,  for  which  we  will  charge  £5oO  a  year.*' 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamokd  :  Is  not  this  more  than  mere  congratulation  t 

Mr.  Aid.  Hkdlbt  :  I  will  conclude  with  the  motion  which  is  on 
the  ai^enda 

Mr.  Aid.  Havond  :  I  have  a  motion  on  the  agenda  before  yoan, 
and  I  object  to  anything  taking  priority.

Mr.  Aid.  Hedlet  :  My  notice  staieg  I  will  <<  draw  attention  to 
the  recent  Boccessfnl  issae  of  Corporation  stock,  and  more  a 
resolation  thereon.**  The  Gonncil  will  agree  with  the  motion  when 
they  hear  it 

The  Mayor  :  It  will  he  competent  for  any  member  to  object  to 
the  resolation  when  they  hear  it,  and  if  there  is  any  objection  to  it 
being  moved  it  will  have  to  stand  over. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamoxd  :  What  is  the  object  of  different  notices  being 
pnt  upon  the  agenda  if  they  are  not  to  be  taken  in  regular  tarn  ? 

The  Mayor  :  The  Conncil  are  themsekes  to  blame  ;  they  allowed 
Mr.  Aid.  Hedley  to  congratulate  them. 

Mr.  Aid  Hamond  :  We  are  glad  to  hear  his  congratnlationsi  and 
he  should  stop  there. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hbdlbt  said  the  committee  felt  they  conld  not  agree  to 
the  heavy  charges  asked  by  the  Bank  of  England,  without  first 
attempting  to  borrow  the  money  in  this  neighbourhood.  Thn  Bank  of 
England  stated  that  the  stock  would  have  to  be  issaed  at  j£95,  which, 
upon  X500,000,  would  have  been  a  loss  of  £25,000  t<>  the  Corpora- 
tion. It  was  impossible  to  carry  out  such  an  undertaking  withoat 
efficient  assistance,  and  the  committee  gave  instructions  to  Mr.  Pace, 
the  City  Treasurer,  to  do  the  best  he  could  in  the  matter.  Bir. 
Pace,  personally  and  by  letter,  negotiated  not  only  with  every 
debenture  holder,  but  also  with  those  who  took  up  stock,  and  all  who 
made  enquiries  respecting  it.  Many  of  the  bondholders  agreed  to 
transfer  their  debentures  into  3^^  per  cent,  stock,  and  others  had 
their  debentures  paid  ofL  The  greatest  possible  credit  was  due  to 
the  City  Treasurer  for  successfully  carrying  out  such  a  huge 
undertaking.  (Applause.)  The  Finance  Committee  felt  that  they 
individually,  and  the  city  generally,  were  greatly  indebted  to  the 
City  Treasurer  for  what  he  had  done,  and  he  had  now  to  ask  the 
Council  to  confirm  the  recommendation  of  the  Finance  Committee, 
that  an  honorarium  of  100  guineas  be  paid  to  Mr.  Pace  for  this 
work.  There  had  been  saved  in  the  issue  of  the  £500,000  of 
stock  something  like  £30,000  in  capital,  and  also  the  ^  per  cent, 
less  in  interest,  and  £500  per  annum  working  expenses  paid  by 
other  corporations  to  the  Bank  of  England.  In  the  short  period  of 
eleven  months  this  work  had  been  successfully  accomplished.  If 
the  money  ha<J  been  borrawed  in  London  through  the  Bank  of 
England,  it  would  have  been  received  in  large  sums,  and  the 
Corporation  would  have  suffered  loss ;  but  under  the  arrangement 
adopted  the  money  had  been  received  as  it  was  required  to  meet 
payments.  He  had  great  pleasure  in  proposing  that  the  Council 
confirm  the  recommendation  of  the  Finance  Committee,  that  ui 
honorarium  of  100  guineas  be  given  to  the  City  Treasurer  as  an 
acknowledgment  of  the  efficient  manner  in  which  he  has  carried  oat 
the  issue  of  the  Corporation  stock. 

The  Mayor  said  if  any  objection  was  taken  to  this  motion  being 
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taken  to-day,  it  woold  be  for  ibe  Ooancil  to  determine  wbetber  it 
sbould  be  taken  now  or  at  the  next  meeting. 

Mr.  B.i0WNB  :  I  object.  I  cannot  see  why  Mr.  Aid.  Hedley  did 
not  pat  on  the  agenda  exactly  what  he  was  going  to  move. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamond  :  I  also  object,  as  I  have  a  motion  on  the 
agenda  before  this. 

The  Mayor  said  that,  in  the  face  of  this  opposition,  Mr.  Aid. 
Hedley  mast  either  allow  the  matter  to  stand  over,  or  move  the 
•Qspension  of  the  standing  orders. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hedlet  moved  the  snspension  of  the  standing  orders. 

Mr.  Aid.  Stephenson  seconded  the  motion. 

The  standing  orders  were  sospended,  25  voting  for  and  10  against 
the  motion. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hedlet  moved  that  an  honorarinm  of  100  gnineas  be 
given  to  the  Oity  Treasurer. 

Mr.  Aid.  Stephenson  said  he  was  aware  that,  perhaps,  on  a 
question  of  strict  order  this  subject  was  a  little  oat  of  the  onstomary 
eourse,  but  as  a  matter  of  expediency  he  thought  every  gentleman 
would  be  of  opinion  that  it  was  a  question  which  ought  to  be  settled 
at  once.  He  did  not  know  that  he  ever  rose  with  a  feeling  of  greater 
pleasure  than  he  did  now  to  second  this  resolution.  He  would  not 
take  up  the  time  of  the  Council  at  present  in  recounting  the  success 
which  had  attended  the  issue  of  the  Corporation  stock,  because  the 
Finance  Committee  at  a  future  time  would  present  a  full  and  complete 
report  respecting  the  whole  of  the  financial  operations  under  the  Act 
of  Parliament  which  authorised  the  issue  of  the  £500,000  of  stock, 
and  that  would  be  the  proper  time  for  congratulating  one  another 
and  the  oity  upon  what  he  took  to  be  a  very  perfect,  complete,  and 
masterly  bit  of  financing.  (Applause.)  There  could  be  no  question 
that  much  of  the  success  of  the  issue  was  attributable  to  the  services 
of  their  esteemed  Treasurer,  Mr.  Pace.  (  Applause. )  The  Corporation 
offered  an  unchallengeable  security,  but  this  in  itself  would  not  have 
been  sufficient  to  make  the  issue  go  so  smoothly  and  so  successfully 
as  it  had.  Mr.  Pace  had  met  with  all  sorts  of  difficulties  in  antici- 
pating  loans  which  had  not  matured,  in  getting  people  to  receive 
their  money  one  jear,  eighteen  months,  or  two  years  before  the 
fixed  time,  in  preventing  what  might  be  called  over-lapping  of 
interest,  and  in  a  variety  of  other  ways  he  had  rendered  important 
and  signal  service  to  the  committee.  It  was  a  bold  thing  to  go  in 
the  face  of  the  advice  of  the  highest  financial  authority  in  England, 
and  issue  this  stock  direct  from  the  Corporation  office,  but  the 
committee  had  no  doubts  when  there  was  such  excellent  security  at 
their  back. 

Mr.  Browne  said  the  course  taken  to-day  was  quite  new,  and  he 
mast  protest  against  it.  Aldermen  Hedley  and  Stephenson,  who 
<night  to  know  the  costom  of  the  Cbandl,  brought  this  proposal 
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forward  as  a  Barprise.  Where  was  this  sort  of  thing  to  end  7  Was 
it  fair  to  the  OuQDcil  or  the  ratepayers  that  Aid.  Hedlej  should  pat 
on  the  agenda  SQch  a  notice — "  To  draw  attention  to  the  recent 
saccessful  issae  of  Corporation  stock,  and  to  move  a  reaolotion 
thereon.'*  It  was  only  100  guineas  this  time,  hut  it  might  be  1,000 
guineas  next  time.  He  was  not  astonished  that  Mr.  Pace  was  a 
first  class  servant ;  he  never  doubted  that  Mr.  Pace  would  carry 
this  matter  out  well  If  the  resuluticm  was  held  over  for  a  month 
he  would  support  it.  It  had  been  brought  forward  without  notice, 
and  he  did  not  think  the  committee  should  attempt  to  ride  rough 
shod  over  the  Council. 

Mr.  QiBSOH  :  There  is  no  attempt  to  ride  rough  shod  over  the 
Council. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamokd  said  he  agreed  with  Mr.  Browne.  There  were 
occasions  when  it  was  necessary  to  suspend  the  standing  orders  in 
order  to  dispose  of  important  business  which  might  turn  up 
unexpectedly.  Mr.  Aid.  Hedley  had  proposed  a  vote  from  the 
public  purse  to  one  of  the  Corporation  officials  without  any  nolioe. 
Mr  Aid.  Hedley  stated  that  they  had  completed  the  issue  of 
£500,000  of  stock,  on  which  there  would  be  a  saving  of  £2,500  a 
year  in  interest,  besides  the  saving  of  the  commission  which  had 
been  paid  from  time  to  time  on  loans  or  renewals.  This  was  a  most 
extraordinary  statement  to  make.  For  the  next  two  years  the  Cor- 
poration would  absolutely  pay  4  per  cent,  for  all  the  money  that  had 
been  borrowed,  and  not  3^  per  cent. ;  because  the  fact  had  been  kept 
from  the  Council  that  1  per  cent,  commission  had  been  paid  for  the 
borrowed  money,  which,  spread  over  two  years,  made  the  interest  4 
per  cent.  The  3  J  per  cent,  could  not  take  effect  until  18^6.  The 
Council  should  have  before  them  a  statement  of  how  the  £500,000 
was  to  be  appropriated.  He  was  at  a  loss  to  know  under  what  Act 
of  Parliament  or  by  what  authority  they  were  authorised  to  borrow 
£500,000,  and  never  pay  any  off  for  fifty  years.     ("  No.") 

Mr.  Aid.  Hbdlet  :  A  statement  giving  full  details  will  be 
brought  up  shortly.  As  there  is  a  feeling  in  the  Council  not  to 
pass  this  motion  to-day,  I  am  willing  to  allow  it  to  stand  over.  I 
thought  it  would  have  been  unanimously  agreed  to. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamond  :  I  will  deter  my  remarks  until  we  have  befora 
xkB  the  ample  statement  promised. 

The  consideration  of  the  motion  was  postponed  nntil  the  next 
meeting. 

BILLS  IK  PABLIAMBNT. 

The  following  report  was  presented  : — 

The  Parliamentary  and  Bye-Laws  Committee  have  to  report  to  tbeCauieil 
as  follows  : — 

PAHLTAMBNTART  SLBCTIONS  (RETURNING  0FFI0KB8*  OHAROIS)  BILL. 

It  is  propOHed  b^  this  Bill  that  the  expenses  of  returning  officers  at 
Parliamentary  electionB  shall  be  paid  in  the  same  manner  as  the  ezpeoiss  of 
the  registration  of  voters,  that  is»  cat  of  the  looal  rates. 
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The  oommittee  ooneider  that  as  the  expeoees  of  retnrning  officers  in 
mnnicipal  elections  are  paid  out  of  the  loc  •!  rates,  the  same  expenses  in 
Parliamentary  elections  should  also  be  paid  out  of  the  local  rates,  and 
manimoasly  recommend  the  Guuucil  to  petition  in  favour  of  the  Bill. 

MTmiCIPAL  B0R0T7OHS  (WARDS)  BILL. 

The  provisions  of  this  Bill  would  afford  greater  facilities  for  the  re-Arrange- 
ment of  wards  and  their  representation  than  at  present  exist  under  the 
provisions  of  the  Municipal  Corporations  Act,  and  makes  other  alterations 
m  the  law  as  to  the  division  of  wards.  * 

The  oommittee  nnanimoasly  recommend  the  (Council  to  petition  in  favour 
of  the  provisions  of  the  Bill,  so  far  as  tliey  would  afford  greater  facilities  for 
the  re-Hrrangement  of  wards  and  their  representation,  but  against  the  other 
alterations  proposed  by  the  BilL 

LICINSTNO  ACTS  AUIENDMSNT  BILL. 

By  this  Bill  it  is  propfised  that  all  licensing  busine  s  shall  be  transacted 
by  the  Licen«ing  Committee  of  Justices  in  boroughs  with  an  appeal  to  the 
whole  body  of  justices,  and  that  the  appeal  as  at  present  to  the  County 
Quarter  S<-s^ions  should  be  repealed. 

Tbe  C(»mmittee  consider  that  the  existing  law  works  in  a  very  satisfactory 
manner,  and  that  the  propos«*d  change  is  not  desirable,  and  unsnimously 
reoommend  the  Council  to  petition  against  the  Bill. 

MORTICAIN  LAW  AMENDMENT. 

It  is  proposed  by  this  Bill  that  all  corpora' ions  in  whom  any  land  is 
vested  in  mortmain  shall  sell  such  land  within  10  years  of  the  passing  of  the 
Act,  and  invest  the  proceeds  in  the  public  funds,  and  that  if  the  corporations 
do  not  sell  within  10  y^ars,  the  land  shall  vest  in  land  commissioners  who 
are  to  sell  within  5  years. 

The  committee  consider  this  a  most  outraffeous  proposal  to  interfere  with 
the  lights  of  property  of  corporations,  and  unanimously  recommend  the 
Council  to  petition  against  the  Bill. 

SUMMARY  JURISDICTION  (REPEAL,  &a)  BILL. 

This  Bill  proposes  to  repeal  a  number  of  unnecessary  enactments, 
and,  among  other  proviMions,  to  place  the  enforciuff  payment  of  rates  by 
imprisonment  on  the  same  footing  as  imprisonment  for  debts  in  the  County 
Court. 

The  committee  entirely  approve  of  the  provisions  of  this  Bill,  and 
nnaoimously  recommend  the  Council  to  petition  in  its  favour. 

COMPANIES  ACfrS  OONSOLIDATION  BILL. 

This  Bill  proposes  to  consolidate  and  alter  the  law  as  to  the  incorporation, 
Iko.,  of  tradm^  companies. 

The  committee  consider  this  Bill  unnecessary  and  inexpedient,  and 
nnanfmonsly  recommend  the  Council  to  petition  against  it.

Mr.  Aid.  Hahond  :  I  believe  the  Town  Clerk  desires  the  Goancil 
to  confirm  this  report  to-day,  as  some  of  the  bills  are  abQiit  to  be 
read  a  second  time  ;  bnt  I  will  take  no  step  against  the  rale  of  the 
Goancil  unless  desired  so  to  do. 

The  Mator  :  Is  it  the  pleasure  of  the  Goancil  that  Mr.  Aid. 
Hamond  shall  move  the  confirmation  of  the  report  ?  "  {**  Yes  " 
and  "  no.") 

Mr.  Holmes  objected.  He  thought  the  report  should  be  printed 
and  sent  to  every  member  for  their  consideration.  They  were  pro- 
posing to  petition  in  respect  of  hilla  with  which  they  had  nothing 
to  do. 
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Mr.  K10HARD8ON :  Are  these  private  bills  ? 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamohd  :  They  are  bills  introduced  by  private  mem- 
bers, but  affecting  public  interests  ;  and  the  oomoiittee  came  to  the 
conclusion  that,  if  any  alteration  in  the  law  took  place,  it  should  be 
with  government  authority,  and  not  by  means  of  private  members 
smuggling  their  bills  through. 

The  Town  Clbrk  :  If  you  wait  mitil  the  next  meeting  of  tlie 
Oouncil,  in  all  probability  the  opportunity  of  petitioning  against 
some  of  the  bills  will  be  past 

The  Matob  asked  Mr.  Aid  Hamond  to  move  the  sospension  of 

the  standing  order& 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamond  :  Under  the  circumstances  I  will  obey  your 
wish.  I  beg  to  move  the  suspension  of  the  standing  orders  in  order 
that  we  may  consider  the  report. 

Mr.  Aid.  Obboson  seoonded  the  motion. 

The  motion  was  agreed  to,  19  voting  for  and  8  against. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamond  moved  that  the  Council  petition  Parliament 
n  favour  of  the  Parliamentary  Elections  (Betuming  Officers 
Charges)  Bill. 

Mr.  TouLL  seconded  the  motion. 

Agreed  to. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamond  moved  that  the  Council  petition  Parliament 
in  favour  of  the  Municipal  Boroughs  (Wards)  fiilL 

Mr.  TouLL  seoonded  the  motion. 

Agreed  to. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamond  moved  that  the  Council  petition  Parliament 
against  the  licenBing  Acts  Amendment  Bill.  He  said  tliat  at  the 
present  time  a  committee  of  magistrates  decided  upon  all  new 
licenses  or  the  taking  away  of  licenses  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
g^eral  body  of  magistrates.  This  bill  proposed  to  limit  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  magistrates,  and  to  confine  the  granting  or  other- 
wise of  licenses  solely  to  the  licensing  committee  of  seven  magistrates. 
As  the  committee  considered  that  the  more  openness  given  to  the 
licenbing  question  the  better  they  asked  the  Council  to  petition 
against  this  bill 

Mr.  YouLL  seconded  the  motion. 

Agreed  to. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamond  moved  that  the  Council  petition  Parliament 
against  the  Mortmain  Law  Amendment  Bill. 

Mr.  Toui.L  seconded  the  motion,  and  said  that  if  the  bill  was 
carried  the  Council  would  have,  at  the  end  of  fifteen  yearS|  to  sell 
the  Walker  estate. 
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Mr.  Aid.  Haxond  :  The  bill  is  one  of  the  grosBest  attacks  apon 
property. 

Agreed  to. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hahond  moved  that  the  Council  petition  Parliament  in 
faTonr  of  the  Summary  Jarisdiction  (Repeal,  dec.)  Bill  as  recom- 
mended by  the  committee,  and  which  abolished  impmonment  for 
rates  if  the  goods  of  a  man  were  not  sufficient  to  satisfy  the  claim. 

Mr.  YouLL  seconded  the  motion. 

Agreed  ta 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamond  moved  that  the  Council  petition  Parliament 
against  the  Companies  Acts  Consolidation  Bill. 

Mr.  YouLL  seconded  the  motion. 

Mr.  BowDBK :  Why  should  we  interfere  with  such  a  matter  t 
This  does  not  interfere  with  us. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamohd  said  that  every  one  interested  in  the  welfare  of 
this  town  was  interested  in  this  matter.  The  existing  law  was 
working  well 

Mr.  HoLMBS  :  Yon  profess  not  to  interfere  with  politics  in  this 
Cbnndl. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamofd  :  This  is  not  politics. 

Mr.  HoLins  said  the  Council  was  being  called  upon  to  approve 
or  disapprove  of  bills  about  which  they  knew  very  little.  He 
objected  to  the  Council  being  called  upon  to  vote  in  this  blind  way 
upon  bills  they  had  never  heard  of  until  now.  If  the  Council  had 
to  deal  with  all  bills  affecting  the  public  interest,  then  they  would 
have  to  take  up  every  bill,  because  they  all  affected  the  public. 

Mr.  Cabsb  was  afraid  that  the  decision  of  this  Council  in  regard 
to  bills  would  be  thought  very  little  of  when  motious  regarding 
them  were  passed  in  the  way  they  were  to-day.  He  agreed  with 
Mr.  Holmes. 

Mr.  SuTTOK :  They  are  not  decisions.  Two  or  three  hands  are 
held  up,  and  all  the  other  members  shelter  themselves  under  not 
holding  up  their  hands. 

Mr.  Aid.  6TBPHBMB0N  said  there  was  one  bill  now  before  Parlia- 
ment which  was  of  more  importance  than  all  the  bills  mentioned  in 
the  report,  and  yet  the  committee  had  taken  not  the  slightest  notice 
of  it.  He  referred  to  the  bill  for  closing  public  houses  on  Sundays. 
He  did  not  mean  to  say  that  the  Council  should  interfere  with  all 
bills. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamond  said  that  after  the  present  subject  was  disposed 
of  he  would  tell  Mr»  Aid.  Stephenson  what  had  been  done  in 
relation  to  the  Sunday  Closing  Bill,  and  the  Town  Clerk  would  say 
it  was  a  judicious  course,  llie  Companies  Acts  Consolidation  Bill 
was  a  bill  introduced  by  a  private  member*  and  the  eommitiee 
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thonght  if  there  was  to  be  any  consolidation  it  shoald  be  undertaken 
by  the  Qovemment.    This  bill  affected  all  companie& 

The  motion  was  agreed  to,  26  voting  for,  and  8  against  it. 

THB  DBATH  BATE  OF  NEWOASTLB. 

Mr.  Aid.  Wilson  asked  the  permission  of  the  Council  to  with- 
draw from  the  agenda  the  notice  respecting  the  '*  report  of  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  on  the  recently  increased  death  rate  of 
the  city.*'  The  report  woald  have  to  be  dealt  with  by  special  reports 
nnder  various  heads,  and  these  special  reports  woald  be  presented  to 
the  Council  in  due  time. 

Permission  to  withdraw  the  notice  from  the  agenda  was  given. 

THE  BALE  OF  ODTLTINO  PORTIONS  OF  THE  MOOB. 

Mr.  'Aid.  Hamond  moved  the  confirmation  of  the  report  of  the 
Town  Moor  Management  Committee  recommending  the  payment  to 
the  freemen  of  the  purchase  monies  of  outlying  portions  of  the  Moor 
[p.  144]. 

Mr.  C.  S.  Smith  seconded  the  motion. 

Mr.  Aid.  Gbeoson  objected  to  the  motion.  He  found  that  the 
freemen  were  to  receive  the  whole  of  the  purchase  money,  whilst  the 
Lord  of  the  Manor — the  Corporation — were  not  to  receive  one 
sixpence.  The  ground  belonged  to  the  Corporation ;  and  the  proper 
portion  of  payment  would  be  for  the  freemen  to  get  Is.  and  the 
Corporation  19s. 

Mr.  Carse  said  that  sums  of  money  were  being  asked  for  and 
paid  to  the  freemen  from  time  to  tim&  He  read  in  the  Act  that  the 
Council  ''  may,"  if  they  thought  well,  appropriate  these  monies  to 
the  purchase  of  other  land.  The  report  stated  that  the  m<»ney  would 
be  appropriated  for  the  improvement  of  the  Town  Moor.  The 
freemen  received  £400  a  year,  and  several  other  sums  for  the 
improvement  of  the  Moor,  and  the  amonnt  now  received  was  as 
much  as  could  be  expended  upon  the  Moor  in  one  year.  It  was  time 
the  Council  considered  the  propriety  of  purchasing  additional  land 
with  these  monies. 

Mr.  Joseph  B.  Elus  asked  apon  what  basis  the  arrangement 
with  the  freemen  was  calculated.  He  understood  that  the  interest 
of  the  freemen  consisted  only  of  the  value  of  the  grass  after  it  was 
separated  from  the  soil  by  the  moutlis  of  the  cows.  The  value  of  a 
stint  was  Ss.  per  cow  for  the  whole  of  the  season,  and  the  number 
of  cows  was  limited  to  something  like  800.  If  the  inter  st  of  the 
freemen  was  simply  confined  to  the  eatage  of  the  grass,  then  their 
interest  was  worth  only  a  few  hundreds  of  pounds ;  and  yet  we 
were  paying  the  freemen  sums  equal  to  £200  and  £400  per  acre. 
The  questions  now  arose,  what  was  done  with  the  money  f  and 
whether  the  Corporation  were  not  paying  the  freemen  ten  times 
more  than  the  value  of  their  interest  ? 
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Mr.  Aid.  HAMOim  said  the  land  in  question  had  been  sold  nnder 
the  Act  of  1882,  which  anthorised  the  selling  of  ontlyini?  portions 
of  the  Moor,  and  the  land  was  not  to  be  built  upon  without  the 
assent  of  the  freemen  in  writing.  The  money  was  to  be  appro- 
priated either  for  the  improvement  of  the  Moor,  or  for  buying  ether 
land  nnder  the  Act  of  1870.  The  freemen  had  power  to  apply  to 
the  Council,  in  writing,  tor  the  money  received  for  land  sold,  in 
order  to  apply  it  to  the  general  benefit  and  improvement  of  the 
Moor.  The  sums  bad  been  small,  and  could  not  have  purchased 
much  land  to  be  held  nnder  the  same  conditions  as  the  Moor  was. 
One-third  of  the  ground  sold  to  Mr.  Clayton  would  remain  open  for 
ever  to  the  public,  and  the  houses  built  in  that  street  would  increase 
the  Corporation  revenue  from  rates.  The  land  at  the  Museum 
would  not  be  built  upon.  The  Act  of  Parliament  made  it  incum- 
bent upon  the  Council  to  acquiesce — unless  there  were  serious 
grounds  for  acting  in  a  contrary  manner — in  the  application  of  the 
freemen  for  the  payment  of  the  money  to  be  applied  to  the  improve- 
ment of  the  Moor.  He  might  state  that  this  matter  was  under* 
going  careful  attention  by  the  committee,  who,  he  thought,  would 
come  to  the  conclusion  that  it  would  be  both  fair  and  legitimate, 
after  the  Moor  was  thoroughly  drained,  to  hold  the  money  received 
from  the  sale  of  various  plots  of  ground  and  apply  it  to  the  purchase 
of  other  land,  to  be  placed  under  the  same  conditions.  In  regard 
to  the  two  plots  of  land  referred  to  in  the  report,  the  Stewards' 
Committee  had  been  led  to  believe  that  the  money  would  be  paid  to 
them,  and  he  would  not  like  anything  to  be  done  which  would 
lessen  or  interfere  with  the  good  feeling  which  •  apparently  existed 
between  the  two  committees.  The  price  was  calculated  upon  the 
value  of  the  eatage.  The  committee  would  deal  with  the  subject  in 
a  bold  and  comprehensive  spirit  on  a  future  occasion. 

The  motion  was  agreed  ta 

PKOFOSED  HUBIO  IN  LEAZES  PARK  ON  SUNDAYS. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hahond  moved  the  adoption  of  the  report  of  the  Town 
Moor  Management  Committee  recommending  the  providing  of 
sacred  instrumental  music  in  the  Leazes  Park  on  Sundays  [p.  139]. 
He  said  that  Mr.  Am^rs,  the  band  master,  had  waited  upon  him 
and  said  that  between  half-past  two  and  five  o^clock  on  the  Sunday 
aft<>moons  there  would  be  an  interval  of  quarter  of  an  hour  or  twenty 
minutes,  and  he  thought  it  would  be  better  to  have  two  hours  con- 
tinuous playing.  He  therefore  moved  the  confirmation  of  the  report 
with  the  alteration  of  the  time  to  3  to  5  instead  of  2*80  to  5  p.m. 
In  the  face  of  what  had  been  said  by  the  deputation  he  would 
endeavour,  as  far  as  he  could,  to  place  before  the  Council  good, 
solid,  substantial  reasons  why  they  should  afford  the  people  of 
Newcastle  something  of  a  moral,  social,  and  elevating  tendency  on  a 
Sunday  afternoon.  He  would  first  show  that  Newcastle  would  not 
be  alone  in  having  music  on  Sundays.  Middlesbrough  for  25  years 
had  had  sacred  music  on  Sundays,  and  in  the  last  few  years  it  had 
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been  in  the  park,  and  with  the  beat  possible  effect  npon  the  entire 
oommunity.  At  the  Belle  Yae  Gardens,  Stockton,  every  Sunday 
there  was  both  secular  and  sacred  mnsic,  and  there  was  no  doabt 
whatever  it  was  appreciated  in  the  higheat  degree  by  all  classes. 
At  Sonth  Shields  a  band  played  sacred  mnsic  on  Sunday  afternoons, 
alternately  npon  the  La  we,  and  at  High  Kolborn,  and  with  the  beet 
possible  results.  At  Blackpool  there  were  concerts  of  sacred  music 
in  the  Winter  Gardens  every  Sunday  afternoon,  and  the  band  played 
npon  the  pier  in  the  evening,  and  no  fanlt  was  found.  At  Leeds 
and  other  places  in  Yorkshire  and  Lancashire  there  was  played 
every  Sunday  mnsic  principally  of  a  sacred  character,  and  someUmes 
secular  music  taken  from  some  of  the  best  operas,  and  of  course  not 
from  the  opera  bouffe.  At  Redcar  sacred  mnsic  was  played  upon 
the  pier  every  Sunday  afternoon.  At  Llandudno,  Southport, 
Aberystwyth,  and  New  Brighton,  there  was  sacred  music  played  on 
the  piers.  On  Sunday  afternoons  sacred  music  was  played  in  Ashton 
Lower  Grounds,  Birmingham.  At  Battersea  Park,  London,  in  the 
afternoon  sacred  music  was  played,  and  in  the  evening  secular.  At 
Hyde  Park,  St.  James's  Park,  and  Regents  Park,  there  was  sacred 
musia  In  Glasgow,  where,  he  believed,  they  did  not  permit  tram- 
cars  to  run  on  Sundays,  and  where  only  a  short  time  ago  a  special 
train  was  refused  on  a  Sunday  to  a  gentleman  who  wished  to  visit 
a  relative  who  was  dying,  Sunday  evening  concerts  of  both  sacred 
and  secular  mnsic  were  held  in  the  City  Hall,  which  was  the  property 
of  Glasgow  Corporation.  He  might  mention  other  places.  In  all 
the  places  mentioned  concerts  of  sacred  music  had  been  tried,  and 
found  to  answer  satisfactorily,  and  had  a  decided  tendency  to  improve 
not  only  the  social,  but  also  the  moral  and  intellectual  condition  of 
the  people.  Compare  this  with  what  they  had  in  Newcastle.  In 
Newcastle  they  had  the  Salvation  Army  bands  parading  the  streeta 
every  Sunday  firom  half-past  nine  until  eleven  o'clock,  and,  so  far  as 
he  could  understand,  playing  all  sorts  of  secular  tunes  for  hymns  to 
be  sung  to.  If  the  Council  gave  the  inhabitants  sacred  mnsic  of  an 
elevating  character  they  would  derive  more  solid  and  real  good  from 
it  than  hearing  all  the  fandangoes  of  the  Salvation  Army.  (**  Stop 
them  ").  There  was  no  law  to  enable  the  authorities  to  stop  the 
playing  of  bands  on  Sundays  so  long  as  the  people  were  orderly. 
He  h«Ml  listened  to  the  band  of  Colonel  Potter's  regiment  when 
the  volunteers  were  marching  to  and  from  church  ;  and  he  believed 
he  was  not  incorrect  in  stating  that,  at  the  wish  of  many  inhabitants} 
the  band  played  an  anthem  in  coming  from  Sk  Nicholas'  Church. 
He  was  told  that  the  playing  of  sacred  mnsic  was  the  thin  end  of 
the  wedge  towards  having  secular  music  played.  He  would  leave 
this  to  the  good  sense  of  the  Council  ;  and  he  thought  the  day  was 
very  distant  when  they  would  agree  to  have  secular  music.  The 
people  did  not  want  it,  but  wished  to  be  elevated  by  the  mnsie 
of  the  grand  oratorios  so  often  heard  in  the  Town  Hall,  and  churches 
and  chapels.  He  was  also  told  that  this  would  be  the  thin  end  of 
the  wedge  towards  torning  the  Sabbath  into  a  working  daj.    It 
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was  hsrdlj  neoeMaik  to  reply  to  snch  an  argument.  The  whole 
tendency  at  present  win  to  reduce  the  honie  of  labonr  rather  than 
prolong  them,  and  workmen  woald  never  dream  of  working  on 
Sundays.  He  had  been  told  that  there  would  be  great  gatherings 
of  the  massoH  to  hear  the  mnsic — that  all  the  people  wonld  come, 
and  that ''  we,  the  fine  class  of  people,  will  be  robbing  shoalder  to 
shoulder  with  the  working  classes."  He  had  yet  to  learn  that  a 
public  park  was  provided  for  any  particular  class,  and  his  answer 
was  that  "  we  are  all  links  in  the  great  chain  of  the  human  family, 
and  thongh  one  happens  to  be  more  forward  than  others  in  the 
chain,  yet  each  holds  together,  and  it  is  only  by  union  that  there  is 
any  firmness  and  solidity  in  society  "  One  of  the  deputation  had 
stated  that  it  wonld  be  proposed  that  the  band  should  play  on  Sunday 
evenings.  The  committee  carefully  and  patiently  connidered  the 
subject,  and  by  18  or  19  votes  to  1,  decided  that  the  afternoon  was 
the  best  time  to  have  the  music  in  the  park  ;  they  did  not  wish  to 
interfere  at  all  with  church  or  chapel  going  in  the  evening.  As  the 
honrs  o^  labour  were  decreasing,  and  more  idle  time  being  given  to 
the  majority  of  the  people,  the  committee  wished  that  idle  time  to 
bn  emftloyed.  There  was  more  idle  time  on  a  Sunday  than  on  any 
other  day  of  the  week,  and  the  committee  thought  if  sacred  music 
was  provided  for  the  people  at  large  it  wonld  be  something  which 
wonld  elevate  and  improve  their  moral  condition;  and  when  a 
working  man  and  his  wife  left  the  park,  with  the  music  still  sound- 
ing in  their  ears,  they  wonld  go  home  to  their  tea,  and,  of  their 
own  accord  would  propose  to  end  a  well-spent  day  by  going  to 
ebarch  or  chapel.  He  had  yet  to  learn  that  teachers  in  Sunday 
ichools  were  the  proper  authorities  to  approach  the  Council  with 
respect  to  children.  He  should  have  thought  that  if  the  teachers 
had  wished  to  strengthen  their  position  they  would  have  got  the 
parents  of  the  children  to  sign  a  memorial  to  the  ConuciL  He 
wonld  be  the  last  person  in  the  world  to  run  down  the  great 
advantage  which  had  been  derived  from  the  teaching  given  in 
Snnday  schools  by  those  who  gave  their  valuable  time  and  services. 
Time  had  altered  a  great  many  things,  among  them  being  the 
position  of  Snnday  schools  so  far  as  regarded  teaching.  Since 
1870  they  had  had  by  law  compnlsory  education  in  elementary 
schools,  and  for  five  days  a  week  a  child  was  compelled  to  labour 
and  toil  with  his  brain  in  school.  If  anyone  raised  the  ques- 
tion of  the  religious  difficulty  in  elementary  schools,  he  would 
reply  that  there  was  no  difficulty.  He  had  had  sent  to 
lum  the  report  of  the  Liverpool  Diocesan  Inspector,  who  had 
4o3  schools  in  the  district,  with  the  names  of  81,193  children 
on  the  books,  and  the  inspector  reported  that  out  of  the  81,000 
ehildren  only  200  were  withdrawn  from  religions  teaching — 90  of 
them  were  Roman  Catholics,  83  Nonconformists,  and  27  Jews  ; 
smd  these  were  withdrawn  by  their  parents  who  would  see  that  they 
vrere  educated  in  the  tenets  of  their  own  particular  religion.  There- 
fore, so  far  as  Sunday-school  teaching  went,  he  looked  at  that  for 
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nangbt ;  and  thought  that  the  infant  child,  with  its  growing  brain, 
had  as  moch  right  to  claim  from  the  Ooaacil  and  the  State  a  release 
from  brain- work  as  the  adalt  had  to  claim  release  from  his  weeklj 
labour  on  one  day  in  seven.  A  child  of  tender  years,  with  the 
cramming  in  some  schools,  had  a  moch  greater  strain  on  the  brain 
than  had  a  grown- ap  man,  who  could  easily  tlo  a  hard  day*s  work. 
At  a  meeting  held  recently  in  London,  under  the  presidency  of  Lord 
Shaftesbury,  Professor  Forbes  Wiuslow  pronounced  against  the 
heavy  work  children  had  to  go  through  in  board  schools  for  the 
purpose  of  gaining  results ;  and  three  members  of  the  London 
School  Board  spoke  in  favour  of  altering  the  education  code,  and 
lessening  the  severity  on  children.  Give  children  the  education 
provided  by  the  State,  but  also  give  them  the  opportunity  of  bearing 
music  on  the  iSunday,  which  would  enliven,  improve,  and  benefit 
them  after  their  weekly  labour. 

Mr.  Aid.  Stephbnsoit  :  And  close  the  Sunday  schools  7 

Mr.  Aid.  Hahond:  No.  In  this  country  £7,000,000  a  year 
was  expended  on  thn  education  of  children,  of  which  £3,500,000 
was  contributed  from  the  Imperial  Exchequer,  £l,900,0c»0  from 
local  rates,  £750,000  from  voluntary  aid,  and  £1,145,000  from  the 
school  pence;  and  since  1870,  £12,000,000  had  been  advanced  for 
the  erection  of  board  schools. 

Mr.  Sutton  :   We  are  not  dealing  with  day-school  instruction. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamond  :  A  deputation  came  to  us  respecting  Sunday 
school  teaching,  and  I  have  a  right  to  remark  upon  me  whole 
system  of  the  teaching  of  children. 

Mr.  SuTToir  said  Mr.  Aid.  Hamond  was  dealing  with  the 
cramming  system  in  schools.  Any  vote  respecting  music  in  the 
park  would  not  alter  that.  Mr.  Aid.  Hamond  had  told  them  of  the 
sum  of  money  expended  on  education  in  England.  Any  vote  given 
in  the  Council  on  music  in  the  park  would  not  alter  that. 

Mr.  Aid.  Haxond  :  When  Sunday  schools  were  first  established 
in  this  country  there  were  few  elementary  education  schools  ;  and 
the  greatest  credit  was  due  to  the  people  who  established  Sunday 
schools,  and  songht  by  their  means  to  rescue  children  from  ignor- 
ance and  vice.  Times  were  altered,  and  children  were  now  com- 
pelled to  attend  school  on  fife  days  a  week,  and  required  a  quiet 
rest  of  the  brain  on  the  Sunday  the  same  as  adults  did.  If  Snnday 
schools  had  been  the  only  educators  of  the  rising  race  he  would  not 
have  proposed  to  have  the  band  in  the  park  on  the  Sundays, 
although  he  thought  it  was  necessary.  He  would  have  said, 
'*  Sunday  schools  are  doing  good,  and  let  us  encourage  them.**  But 
with  the  means  of  education  now  provided,  the  usefulness  of  Sunday 
schools  no  longer  existed  to  the  great  extent  it  formerly  did.  Mr. 
Aid.  Stephenson  had  mentioned  the  bill  for  closing  public-houses  on 
Sundays.  As  to  this  he  (Aid.  Hamond)  felt  that  municipalities  and 
local  authorities  would  very  shortly  have  a  great  amount  of  respon- 
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sibility  upon  their  shoalders.  The  Sandaj  olosing  of  pnblic-boQses 
woald  not  be  established  this  year.  He  believed  the  GuTernment 
intended  to  support  the  bill  of  Sir  Joseph  Pease,  which  proposed  that 
pabiic-hoases  shoold  be  closed  on  Bandays,  except  from  12*80  to  2 
and  7  to  9,  and  then  to  be  open  only  for  the  sale  of  ale,  porter,  cider, 
and  perry  to  be  consamed  off  the  premises.  The  greatest  possible 
care  mast  be  taken  that,  whilst  closing  pnblic-hoases  to  work- 
men, they  did  not  shnt  them  op  altogether  to  the  evil  of  home 
drinking  and  drunkenness.  With  this  staring  them  in  the  face,  he 
nrged  the  Council  to  provide  some  oonnter  attraction  which  woald 
be  a  means  of  improving  the  minds  of  the  people ;  let  them  hear 
sacred  masic,  which  would  thrill  their  hearts,  and  bring  their  best 
emotions  into  play.  The  sacred  music  heard  on  the  Sunday  after- 
noon would  be  a  sort  of  preparatory  training  for  the  evening  service 
in  church  or  chapel.  The  extraordinary  observation  of  Dr.  Bruce, 
that  it  woold  be  a  breach  of  the  fourth  commandment  to  praise  their 
Creator  through  music,  was  such  a  new  and  startling  idea  to  his 
mind  that  the  less  one  dwelt  apon  it  the  better.  If  Dr.  Bruce  in 
his  conscience  thought  it  a  breach  of  the  fourth  commandment  to 
praise  Ood  through  sacred  music,  he  would  recommend  him  to  have 
a  crasade  against  the  lessees  of  the  tramways  and  the  owners  of 
ateara  boats  and  railways.  People  were  commanded  to  work  kiz 
days,  and  to  rest  upon  the  seventh  day ;  and  what  better  rest  could 
the  mind  and  heart  have  than  in  listening  to  sacred  music  9  He 
referred  to  his  having  originated  the  schemes  of  the  Ragged  Schools, 
baths  and  wash-houses,  and  the  Leazes  Park,  and  said  he  had  seen 
all  these  things  accomplished  to  ameliorate  and  improve  the  condit  on 
of  all  classes  in  this  town ;  and  now,  on  behaU  of  the  Town  Moor 
I^anagement  Committee,  he  asked  the  Council  to  carry  out  another 
scheme  to  improve  and  elevate  the  moral  and  intellectual  condition 
of  the  people,  who,  he  believed,  would  be  grateful  for  the  treat  of 
hearing  sacred  music.  By  this  means  the  Coancil  woold  do  more 
to  improve  and  raise  the  moral  condition  of  the  people  than  could  be 
done  by  any  act  of  Parliament  or  bye-law.  The  Council  had  agreed 
to  a  fitting  address  to- the  Queen,  who  had  lost  a  dearly  loved  son, 
who,  although  a  prince,  was  emphatically  a  son  of  the  people,  and 
whose  one  thought  was — like  his  father — for  the  social  and  moral 
elevation  of  the  people.  If  the  Council  respected  what  the  Duke  of 
Albany  had  done,  and  esteemed  his  memory,  they  would  try  the 
experiment  recommended  by  the  committee ;  for  the  Prince's  earnest 
desire  was  that  music  should  be  brought  home  to  the  hearts  of  even 
the  meanest  of  hi»  mother's  subjects.  He  a8ked  the  Council  to  try 
the  experiment  this  season,  and  he  hoped  before  the  season  closed 
that  Mr.  Amers's  bands  would  be  playing  sacred  music  on  Sundays 
in  all  the  parks  over  which  the  Council  had  control.  If  it  was 
decided  to  have  music  played  on  alternate  Sundays  In  Elswick  and 
Armstrong  Parks,  the  Town  Moor  Management  Committee  would 
not  be  wanting  in  giving  aasistance  from  the  money  received  from 
the  fireworks  fetes. 
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J.  Babkib  Ellis  eeoonded  the  motion.  He  tbonght  tbe  reoom- 
mendatioQ  of  the  committee  one  of  the  best  proposals  sabmitted  to 
the  Coancil  for  a  considerable  time  past.  At  his  own  expense  he 
had  had  a  canvass  made  in  St  Nicholas*  Ward,  of  which  he  wmm 
one  of  the  representatiTes,  and  the  result  was  that  430  were  in 
favour  of  music  in  the  park,  150  against  it,  and  86  were  neatraL 
He  had  always  been  in  favonr  of  music  in  the  parks,  and  the  resalt 
of  the  canvass  had  confirmed  his  opinion. 

Mr.  Carsb  said  Mr.  Aid  Hamond  had  stated  that  many  people 
likely  to  go  to  the  Leases  Park  would  never  have  any  other  oppor- 
tunity of  hearing  sacred  music.  He  (Mr.  Oarse)  wonld  ask  anybody 
who  knew  the  elements  of  music,  whether  or  not  sacred  music  coald 
be  rendered  properly  by  a  brass  band.     The  thing  was  impossible. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamond  :  No  brass  band  is  to  be  employed. 

Mr.  Oabsb  understood  the  band  wonld  be  composed  of  stringed 
and  brass  instruments  ;  to  all  intents  and  purposes  it  would  be  a 
brass  band.  Working  men,  as  well  as  other  members  of  the  coni^ 
munity,  had  the  opportunity  of  attending  the  Saturday  evening 
concerts,  and  hearing  sometimes  sacred  music,  with  the  words 
adapted  to  the  music,  and  which  formed  the  great  value  of  sacred 
musia  It  was  impossible  to  convey  a  proper  idea  of  sacre<l  maaio  by 
a  brass  band,  as  any  one  who  had  heard  the  performances  of  Mr.  Rea'a 
choir  could  telL  This  proposal  of  the  committee  was  an  innovation. 
The  Council  had  no  evidence  that  any  one  in  the  town  had  asked  for  it. 
(Hear,  bear.)  It  was  possible  he  might  be  twitted  with  having 
voted  for  this  report  in  committee.  He  was  not  sure  that  he  did  ; 
on  tbe  spur  of  the  moment  he  might  have  done  so ;  but  on  considering 
the  subject  he  saw  there  wonld  be  evils  arising  from  it  The  only 
evidence  from  the  outside  in  favour  of  the  proposal  was  Mr.  J. 
Barker  Ellis^s  canvass  in  St.  Nicholas'  Ward  ;  but  be  thought  it 
would  be  very  easy  to  canvass  the  some  people  and  get  an  ezaotly 
reverse  result  The  only  real  evidence  on  tbe  subject  had  been 
given  by  the  deputations  against  the  proposal  ;  and  the  members  of 
tbe  deputations  were  actuated  by  the  very  highest  motives.  Mr. 
Aid.  Hamond,  and  the  gentlemen  who  supported  the  report,  were 
also  actuated  by  high  motives ;  but  the  deputations  know  a  great 
deal  more  of  the  moral  and  religious  status  of  Newcastle  than  any 
of  the  Council  did.  There  had  been  no  demand  on  the  part  of  the 
people  for  music  in  the  park  on  Sundays,  and  before  the  Council 
went  out  of  its  usual  way  there  should  be  something  like  a  demand 
from  the  people  for  it.  This  would  cost  £120,  which  would  be  paid 
ont  of  the  £2oO  received  from  the  fireworks  fetes,  and  therefore  it 
was  said  the  band  wonld  cost  the  town  nothing.  This  was  not  a  fair 
argument  This  park  was  costing  £700ji  year  paid  ont  of  the  rates 
of  Newcastle;  and  when  the  accounts  showed  that  the  path  not  only 
did  not  dip  into  the  pnblic  rates  but  left  a  surplus  to  be  devoted  to 
other  purposes,  then  Mr.  Aid.  Hamond*s  argument  might  apply. 
One  of  the  Alderman's  leading  ideas  was  Uiat,  now  they  had  gai  ee 
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much  edaeationf  for  which  the  ooontry  was  paying  £7,000,000  a 
year,  there  wae  no  need  for  Sandaj  schools. 

Mr.  A.ld.  Hamond  :  No,  no ;  that  there  is  no  necessity  for 
dictation  abont  Sunday  schools. 

Mr.  Oarsb  said  he  had  been  a  Sunday  school  teacher  since  he 
came  to  Newcastle,  forty  years  ago,  and  although  in  the  last  ten 
years  edacaiion  had  been  improved  among  large  masses  of  people, 
still  there  was  as  mach  necessity  for  the  Sunday  school  to-day  as 
there  had  ever  been.  Sunday  schools  were  doing  an  immense 
amount  of  good,  and  had  it  not  been  for  the  action  of  such  schools 
in  variooa  places  the  people  in  Newcastle — although  they  were  not 
worse  than  any  others — would  have  been  a  great  deal  worse  than 
they  were.  Reference  had  been  made  to  the  fact  that  bands  played 
in  TarioQS  towns  on  Sundays ;  Middlesbrough  and  Stockton  had 
been  mentioned,  but  he  was  not  aware  that  those  two  towns  were  the 
acme  of  morality. 

Mr.  Joseph  B.  Ellis  :  They  are  as  good  as  any  going. 

Mr.  Cabse  :  Most  of  the  other  places  mentioned  were  watering 
places,  and  had  bands  to  attract  large  numbers  of  thoughtless  and 
idle  people  on  Sundays.  He  li?ed  in  Glasgow  for  six  months  five 
or  six  years  ago,  and  such  a  proposal  as  the  Alderman  stated  would 
have  been  scouted  then.  He  thought  the  Glasgow  Corporation 
would  never  sanction  such  a  thing  as  secular  concerts  in  the  City 
Hall  on  Sundays.  It  had  been  stated  over  and  over  again  that  the 
people  on  the  Continent  were  not  so  drunken  as  the  English  people, 
because  there  were  more  means  of  enjoyment  outside  on  the  Continent^ 
and  Continental  people  could  enjoy  themselves  in  various  places  and 
hear  bands  playing  music.  His  impression  was  that  not  only  had 
dronkenness  increased  on  the  Continent,  but  crime  also ;  and  it  was 
dear,  therefore,  that  the  fine  moral  effect  which  Mr.  Aid.  Hamond 
promised  to  produce  by  music  in  Newcastle  had  not  been  produced 
on  the  Continent.  The  Sunday  music  in  the  parks  might  commence 
with  sacred  music,  but  would  lead  to  secular  music  in  time,  and  to 
the  inevitable  dance. 

Mr.  Sutton  said  he  voted  for  the  opening  of  the  reading  room 
at  the  Public  Library  on  Sundays  on  the  score  of  temperance, 
although  he  was  not  a  total  abntainer ;  and  he  would  explain  why 
he  intended  to  vote  against  this  report.  As  to  paid  canvassers,  his 
experience  was  that  if  the  person  who  employed  them  took  the 
reverse  of  what  they  reported,  it  would  be  about  the  truth.  That 
was  his  experience  in  North  St.  Andrew's  Ward  ;  and  he  would 
advise  Mr.  Barker  Ellis  to  take  the  reverse  of  what  his  canvassers 
had  told  him  on  this  subject.  There  was  already  too  much  sacred 
music  on  Sundays  in  connection  with  the  Salvation  Army  bands, 
which  were  simply  an  annoyance  to  religious  people.  Aid.  Hamond 
had  asserted  that  if  children  did  not  go  to  the  Sunday  school  of 
their  own  free  will  it  would  do  them  no  good.    Ghildnn  were  eom*> 
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pelled  to  go  to  tbe  week  day  eohool  to  reoeiTe  instrnetion.  Then 
was  not  the  same  compulsion  applied  to  Sunday  schools;  bat  there 
was  tbe  constraining  power  and  moral  suasion  to  get  children  to  go 
to  the  Sunday  school  to  receive  religious  instruction.  He  never 
was  aware  that  Snnday  schools  were  established  to  educate  the 
masses  ;  they  were  established  to  give  reli>?ions  instruction.  It  was 
a  deplorable  fact  that  many  children  on  coming  under  the  influenoe 
of  the  Sunday  school  teacher  were  found  so  ignorant  that  the 
teacher  had  to  give  them  elementary  teaching  before  they  could  be 
reached  throngh  the  higher  education  given  in  Snnday  schools.  He 
had  been  a  Sunday  school  teacher,  and  was  now  an  officer  of  a 
church  ;  and  the  problem  which  the  office-bearers  of  the  church  had 
at  present  to  solve  was  how  to  bridge  over  the  space  between  the 
school  and  the  church.  If  the  Council  authorised  a  band  to  plaj 
on  Sunday  afternoons — with,  he  granted,  the  best  of  motives — boys 
and  girls  would  be  ready  to  think  they  were  too  old  to  go  to  the 
Sunday  school,  and  they  would  be  attracted  to  the  Park,  and  so 
taken  away  from  the  school,  which  was  a  link  to  the  dinrch  at 
large.  He  did  not  think  the  working  men  needed  or  wanted  any 
codling.  He  did  not  think  a  working  man  would  take  his  family 
to  the  opera,  or  any  other  expensive  entertainment;  but  when  a 
working  man  set  his  mind  upon  anything  not  out  of  the  ordinary, 
he  could  accomplish  it  The  concerts  at  Glasgow  were  given  by 
private  individaals — the  City  Hall  Company — and  not  by  the 
Corporation  of  Glasgow.  If  the  Council  placed  a  band  in  the 
Park  on  Sunday  it  would  show  a  tendency  to  break  down  the  barrier 
between  the  secular  and  sacred — (applaase) ; — it  was  only  one  thing, 
but  it  would  gradually  take  the  fine  edge  off  the  moral  feeling  of  the 
individual  in  distinguishing  between  sacred  and  secular  things. 

Mr.  Calvrrt,  speaking  in  support  of  the  motion,  said  he  might 
remind  the  Council  that  no  one  asked  to  have  bands  playing  in  the 
parks  on  week  days  and  yet  the  Council  provided  music  on  week 
days.  If  any  members  went  to  the  parks  on  the  nights  when  a  band 
was  playing,  they  would  see  how  the  people  enjoyed  and  appreciated 
the  music ;  and  it  se^  med  right  and  rational  to  suppose  that  what 
the  people  appreciated  on  a  week  night  they  would  appreciate  on  a 
Sunday  afternoon.  Sacred  music  had  rather  a  reformative  and  edaca- 
tional  influence  on  people;  and  it  seemed  rational  to  suppo>e  that 
sacred  music  in  the  park,  where  people  were  walking  about,  woold 
have  the  same  influence  there  as  in  churches  ard  other  places. 
Reference  had  been  made  to  men  working  on  Sundays  on  the 
Continent ;  but  in  England  the  tendency  was  to  shorten  the  hoan 
of  work,  and  not  to  increase  them. 

Mr.  Aid.  Stephenson  said  he  would  not  like  to  give  a  silent  vote 
on  this  occasion.  Mr.  Aid.  Hamond  had  told  them  that  they  ooald 
not  force  people  to  be  religious. 

Mr.  Aid.  Haxobd  :  By  act  of  Parliament  you  cannot  force  a  man 
to  be  sober  or  religioQiL 
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Mr.  Aid.  Stbphbhboh  :  And  hence  the  diffionlty  that  WM  to  be 
contended  against  bj  people  who  were  trying  to  benefit  and  bless 
the  rising  population.  There  was  no  means  of  exercising  force  or 
oo«rciun  upon  them ;  all  had  to  be  done  ander  the  influence  of 
moral  saasion  and  invitaiioD.  Eleven  or  twelve  years  ago  Mr  Aid. 
Hamond  and  himself  took  part  in  many  tongh  fights  at  the  School 
Board  on  the  question  whether  the  Bible  was  to  be  introduced  or  to 
be  expelled  from  the  Board  Schools ;  and  he  was  glad  to  say  that 
the  resolution  come  to  at  that  time  was  of  soch  a  complete  and 
satisfactory  nature  that  it  had  never  been  disturbed  from  that  day 
to  this.  The  Board  8chools  have  been  a  very  efficient  lever  to  the 
Sunday  school  enterprise  of  Newcastle ;  for  children  received  their 
elementary  education  in  Board  Schools,  and  when  they  came  under 
the  influence  of  the  teaching  of  the  Lord's  day,  more  time  could  now 
be  given  to  the  inculcation  of  religious  instruction.  The  School 
Board  teaching  and  the  Sunday  school  work  joined  hand-in-hand, 
and  were  nut  in  antagonism.  There  had  never  been  the  slightest 
intimation  that  anybody  wanted  music  in  the  park  on  Sundays ;  if 
people  had  wanted  it  they  would  have  made  their  wish  known. 
The  subject  had  been  before  the  city  for  weeks ;  it  had  been 
preached  and  spoken  against ;  but  there  had  never  been  a  single 
communication  to  the  Council  in  favonr  of  it  The  Council  had 
heard  the  opinion  of  the  deputation,  headed  by  the  Vicar  of  New- 
castle, who  was  supported  by  Baptists,  Wesleyans,  Presbyterians, 
and  a  number  of  other  gentlemen,  lay  and  cleria  He  contended, 
against  all  comers,  that  these  men  were  doing  a  good  work  in  this 
city  among  the  children.  Were  the  Council,  in  the  face  of  such  an 
expression  of  opinion,  going  to  please  the  whim  and  caprice  of  Mr. 
Aid.  Hamond  and  those  who  worked  with  him,  to  force  this  Sunday 
music  on  people  whether  they  would  or  not)  He  contended  that 
the  whole  gist  of  this  was  to,  if  possible,  deal  a  death-blow  at 
Sunday  School  work  in  Newcastle.     (''  No,  no.*') 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamond:  If  Mr.  Aid.  Stephenson  attributes  that  to 
me,  I  indignantly  deny  it.  I  think  it  is  an  assumption  he  has  no 
right  to  give  expression  ta 

Mr.  Aid.  Stephenson  said  that  in  the  gaol  there  was  compulsory 
attendance  at  the  place  of  worship,  and  at  the  workhouse  attendance 
was  voluntary.  The  result  was  that  every  one  attended  service  in 
the  gaol ;  they  were  very  little,  if  any,  better  for  the  religions 
education  and  influence  they  were  brought  under  in  the  gaol.  There 
were  about  600  people  in  the  workhouse.  Not  long  ago  he  met  the 
master  of  the  workhouse  on  a  Sunday,  and  in  reply  to  questions, 
the  master  told  him  that  no  inmates  except  the  chiliiren  were  com- 
pelled to  attend  service ;  and  on  that  particular  Sunday  less  than 
25  adults  were  present  at  service,  showing  that  the  voluntary 
system  did  not  work  well  where  men  were  left  to  follow  their  own 
evil  propensities.  Apply  this  to  the  question  of  Sunday  schools. 
He  was  proud  to  be  in  the  same  category  as  Mr.  Satton — ^he  tried 
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00  Sandajs  to  do  people  good.  They  had  all  difficaliies  to  eontend 
with,  aod  especially  when  trying  to  get  hold  of  children.  He  heard 
a  Bishop  of  the  Charch  of  England,  when  addressing  fire  or  six 
thousand  people  in  the  Free  Trade  flail,  Manchester,  twelve  or 
thirteen  years  ago,  say  :  '*  Qire  me  all  the  children  in  England 
between  the  ages  of  five  and  thirteen,  and  I  do  not  care  what  you 
do  with  them  afterwarda"  Now  this  was  jast  the  age  of  the  children 
they  were  trying  to  inflaence  m  the  Sunday  schools.  The  Sanday 
school  work  was  carried  on  from  two  or  half  past  two  till  four 
o'clock  ;  and  if  the  band  was  playing  at  that  time  the  Conncil  wonld 
strike  a  death  blow  at  the  Sanday  school  work  in  connection  with 
the  ohnrches  and  chapels  in  Newcastle.  He  hoped  the  Conncil 
wonld  pause  before  it  confirmed  the  report.  At  Scarborough  there 
was  no  band  of  music  on  Sundays,  nor  did  any  band  play  at  Whitby. 
Mr.  Aid.  Hamond  had  said  that  by  and  bye  bands  might  play  at 
Elswick  and  Armstrong  Parks  ;  and  the  end  wonld  be  that  there 
would  be  an  antagonistic  influence  sec  up  all  over  the  city  against 
Sunday  school  work  which  could  not  but  be  disastrous. 

Mr.  BoWDBN  said  many  things  had  been  said  by  Mr.  Aid. 
Hamond  with  which  he  did  not  agree.  He  did  not  depreciate  the 
good  work  which  was  done  by  Sunday  school  teachers,  and  he 
would  not  put  any  obstacle  in  their  way  ;  but  he  thought  they 
were  becoming  unnecessarily  alarmed.  The  great  duty  on  a  Sunday 
was  two-fold — first,  the  assembling  of  themselves  together  for  wor- 
ship; and  in  the  second  place,  to  seek  recreation  and  harmless 
amusement.  He  thought  these  two  things  should  go  hand-in- 
hand.  They  could  make  too  much  of  one.  If  they  did  not  seek  to 
divorce  these  things  they  would  make  religion  more  palatable,  and 
a  good  many  more  people  would  go  to  church  or  chapel.  Only 
10  per  cent,  of  the  people  went  to  church  or  chapel;  and  his 
contention  was  that,  if  there  was  provided  harmless  recreation  and 
amusement  for  the  other  90  per  cent.,  the  probability  was  that  their 
minds  would  be  so  elevated  that  many  of  them  also  would  go  to 
church  or  chapel. 

Mr.  Laird  said  he  had  no  hesitation  in  saying  that  the  opinion 
of  the  working  men  was  very  pronounced  in  favour  of  the  report. 
He  had  heard  bands  play  on  Sundays  in  two  or  three  different 
places ;  be  had  heard  them  in  certain  parts  of  London,  and  he  had 
seen  Belle  Vue  Gardens,  Manchester,  crowded  on  Sundays  to  hear 
music.  Mozart,  Handel,  and  HaJyn  were  better  civilisers  than 
the  gentlemen  alluded  to  at  the  workhouse  or  gaol.  He  contended 
that  sacred  music  could  be  well  rendered  by  brass  bands. 

Mr.  Aid.  Barkas  said  that,  seeing  there  was  great  diversity  of 
opinion  in  the  Council,  and  seeing  that  some  of  the  members  woald 
very  probably  have  some  difficulty  in  making  up  their  minds  at  onoa 
clearly  either  for  or  against  the  subject,  he  proposed  the  fo  lowing 
amendment : — '*  That  the  consideration  of  the  motion  submitted  by 
Mr.  Aid.  Hamond  be  adjourned  for  a  month  to  afford  the  general 
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pablio  an  opportunity  of  expressing  an  opinion  in  referenoe  to  the 
proposal."  One  of  the  chief  argaments  nrged  against  bands 
playing  on  Sundays  in  the  park  had  been  that  the  pablic  had 
never  asked  for  this.  If  the  pablic  asked  in  the  interval  for 
bands  the  Gooncil  wonld  be  in  a  better  position  to  consider^ the 
matter. 

Mr.  BiBKETT  seconded  the  amendment. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamond  briefly  replied  upon  the  discnssion.  He  said 
the  Council  wonld  have  to  consider  what  was  for  the  benefit  of  the 
whole  town,  and  not  only  for  Sunday  school  scholars  who  formed*a 
minority.  If  enquiries  were  made  of  the  superintendents  of  police 
the  Council  would  find  out  the  magnitude  of  the  gambling  carried 
on  on  Sunday  afternoons  by  children,  and  the  Council  must  do 
something  to  remedy  this.  Not  a  penny  of  the  ezpense^for  the 
Leazes  Park  came  out  of  the  rates ;  it  came  out  of  the  Sorough 
Fund. 

On  a  show  of  hands  the  amendment  was  negatived  by  a  large 
majority,  only  four  hands  being  held  up  for  it.

The  Towx  Clbbk  presented  a  precept  from  the  School  Board  for 
£6,000  for  the  half-year  ending  September  29th. 
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Mr.  Oabsb  :  How  is  that  compared  with  last  jear  t 

The  TowH  Clbrk  :  Last  year  the  precept  was  £10,000  for  the 
whole  year ;  and  this  precept  is  for  £6,000  for  the  half-year. 

Mr.  Aid.  QBioiov:  They  are  getting  out  their  horns. 

The  precept  was  referred  to  the  Finance  Committee. 

THS  LAHDIHO  OF  OATZLE  OV  THB  QUAY. 

Mr.  O.  B.  HsDLiT  asked  the  Chairman  of  the  Qaayride  Com- 
mittee whether  there  was  not  a  straight  road  to  be  fonnd  between 
the  edge  of  the  Quay,  where  cattle,  sheep,  and  calves  were  to  be 
discharged,  and  the  Sanatorium  /  Also,  as  the  space  left  for  stodc 
to  land  upon  was  only  7^^  yards  broad,  what  steps  wonld  be  taken 
to  prevent  men  and  animals  from  falling  into  the  river,  or, 
after  escaping  there,  into  the  Oasebom  on  their  way  to  the 
Sanatorium  ? 

Mr.  Aid.  MiLVAiH  :  With  regard  to  the  first  question,  a  straight 
line  of  road  could  be  found,  but  we  are  prohibited  from  using  it. 

Mr.  HxDLiT :  Who  by  ? 

Mr.  Aid.  MiLTAiH :  By  the  present  possessors  of  it 

Mr.  Hbdlit  :  I  dispute  the  accuracy  of  that. 

Mr.  Aid.  MiLVAnr :  In  reply  to  the  second  question  I  may  say 
that  the  space  between  the  Quay  edge,  north  and  south,  is  7^  yards, 
and  east  and  west  it  is  170  yards.  As  to  the  means  taken  to 
pevent  men  falling  into  the  river,  the  same  means  exist  there  that 
have  always  existed  there,  and  no  other  means  that  I  know  of  have 
ever  been  employed  or  can  be  employed.  As  to  the  means  of 
preventing  men  getting  into  the  Ousdbum,  it  is  railed  on  the  east 
and  west  sides.  There  is  an  avenue  for  the  sheep,  cattle,  and 
calves  to  go  up,  and  to  get  into  the  river  they  must  jump  over  the 
rails. 

Mr.  Hedlxt  asked  the  Chairman  of  the  Markets  Committee 
whether  the  sum  proposed  to  be  levied  by  the  Corporation  for 
landing  and  attending  to  the  live  stock  at  the  Qoay  was  to  be  in 
excess  or  in  lieu  of  that  charged  by  the  shipping  agents  beneath 
heading  of  entries  and  landing  ;  and,  under  any  circnmstanoeB,  what 
would  be  the  duties  of  men  under  the  Corporation  7 

Mr.  Gray  replied  that  the  charges  proposed  to  be  levied  by  the 
Corporation  would  be  in  lieu  of  the  charges  at  present  made  by  the 
shipping  agents  for  removing  stock  from  vessels  to  the  Sanatorium. 
Owing  to  the  new  regulations  the  Council  must  provide  men  to  take 
stock  from  the  ships  to  the  Sanatorium,  and  not  allow  the  work  to  be 
done  by  any  men  the  agents  might  choose  to  employ.  The  shipping 
agents  would  now  have  no  excuse  for  making  any  charge  fw  trans- 
ferring cattle  from  the  ships  to  the  Sanatorium.  The  chaige  of  one 
halfpenny  per  head  to  be  charged  by  the  Corpotation  would  be 
BufSdent  to  cover  the  cost  of  employing  men  for  this  partionkr 
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work;    and  this  charge  was,  he  nnderstood,  leas  than  had  baen 
eharged  by  the  shipping  agents. 

THE  rOBBBHOBB  OF  THE  TTNE. 

Mr.  Caxpbell  asked  the  Mayor  what  progress  had  been  made  by 
the  committee  in  prosecating  the  claims  of  the  Corporation  to  the 
foreshore  of  the  Tjne, 

The  Matob  said  the  Town  Olerk  had  the  case,  and  he  (the  Mayor) 
would  get  it  to-morrow ;  and  some  good  work  would,  he  hoped,  be 
done  shortly. 

THE  TEMPBRAHOB  VESTITAL  AHD  THE  FBEBMBV. 

Mr.  Stephbhs  said  he  had  gireu  notice  of  his  intention  to  ask 
the  chairman  of  the  Town  Mopr  Management  Committee  if  his 
attention  had  been  directed  to  the  exorbitant  demands  proposed  to 
be  made  by  the  freemen  upon  the  Temperance  Festiral  Association, 
and  if  the  committee  would  undertake  to  make  an  arrangement  on 
more  reasonable  terms.  In  the  absence  of  the  chairman  of  the 
committee,  he  (Mr.  Btephens)  did  not  wish  to  raise  any  discussion, 
especially  as  a  meeting  was  to  be  held  next  week.  He  would  let 
the  question  stand  over,  and,  if  necessary,  bring  it  before  the  Council 
at  the  next  meeting. 

Mr.  W.  Wilson  thought  Mr.  Stephens  ought  to  explain  what  he 
meant  by  "  exorbitant  demands."  He  (Mr.  Wilson)  wanted  to 
know  what  those  demands  were,  for,  so  far  as  he  was  aware,  not  a 
sbgle  demand  had  been  made  upon  the  Temperance  Festival 
Committee  by  the  freemen. 

The  Matob  :  We  can  have  no  discussion. 

THE  HIBIHaS. 

Mr.  Holmes  said  he  wished  to  ask  a  question  with  respect  to  the 
hirings,  and  perhaps  the  Town  Clerk  would  be  able  to  answer  it  in 
the  course  of  an  hour  or  two.  Great  disorder  had  taken  place  in  the 
Com  Market  in  connection  with  the  hirings  ;  and  the  impression  of 
himself  and  other  members  was  that  something  should  be  done  to 
regulate  the  hirings. 

Tbe  TowH  Clebk  said  that  this  was  a  somewhat  complicated 
matter,  and  he  could  not  be  expected  to  answer  a  question  respect- 
ing it  during  the  sitting  of  the  CoundL  If  the  subject  was  of 
importance  he  should  have  had  notice. 

Mr.  Holmbs  :  I  only  wish  to  ask  whether  there  are  any  bye-laws 
for  regulating  the  hirings.  I  do  not  ask  as  to  ancient  rights  and 
priTileges. 

Mr.  Gray  said  there  were  regulations  in  regard  to  the  Com 
Market^  but  he  did  not  know  whether  there  were  any  bye-laws  for 
i^gulatiiig  the  hirings.

VitUore  of  the  St.  Mary  Magdalene  Borne  for  Incurahka. 

NAMB  AND  OONSTITUTION. 

1.  The  name  of  this  inatitation  ahall  be  **The  St.  Mary  Magdalenn 
Home  for  IncnrableB." 

2.  The  object  of  it  is  to  give  relief  to  sach  persons,  being  residents  ol 
Newoastle-apon-Tyne  or  its  vicinity,  as  are  believed  to  be  Copelesaly  dia- 
qualified  for  the  duties  of  life  by  diseaae,  accident,  or  deformity,  without 
regard  to  their  relifliona  denomination. 

3.  It  is  desiened  not  to  interfere  with  the  action  of  any  existing  instita* 
tiona,  nor  to  relieve  those  oaaes  of  disease  for  which  provision  is  found  else- 
where. Its  aim  is  to  provide  relief  for  that  which  is  oontinnoiis  and 
permanent^  and  lor  whioh  no  pnblio  provision  exists  in  Neweasye. 
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4.  No  perwm  under  18  yeun  of  age,  or  who  is  inaaiie,  idiotic,  imbecile, 
ar  affliotod  with  snoh  other  diaeaaes  as  the  Sohoola  and  Charities  Committee 
toMj  deem  nnsoitable  shall  be  eligible  for  admisBion  to  the  Home. 

0.  No  person  who  is  competent  to  maintain  himself  or  herself  shall  be 
eligible ;  and  every  inmate  shall  cease  to  be  entitled  to  anv  of  the  benefits 
of  the  institution  in  case  of  refusing  or  nesleoting  to  comply  with  any  of  the 
orders,  ordinances,  or  regulations  of  the  Council,  or  the  Schools  and 
CSiaiities  Committee,  appointed  by  the  CouncLL 

6.  Ereiy  applicant  for  admisfiion  to  the  Home  shall  procure  a  medical 
certificate,  upon  a  form  to  be  furnished  by  the  Schools  and  Charities  Ck)m- 
mittee,  the  same  to  be  forwarded  to  the  chairman  of  the  Schools  and 
CSiarities  Committee,  at  the  Town  Hall,  Newcastle,  and  such  applicant 
shall,  when  so  required  by  the  committee,  be  subject  to  a  careful  enquiry, 
and  undergo  a  professional  examination  by  the  medical  officer  of  the 
institotion,  who  shall  report  the  results  in  writing  to  the  chairman  of  the 
committee. 

7.  Patients  sludl,  from  time  to  time,  give  to  the  Schools  and  Charities 
Conmiittee  every  information  and  evidence  as  to  their  means  and  conditions 
in  life,  and  in  such  form  and  mode  as  the  said  committee  shall  require ;  and 
should  any  inmate  become  possessed  of  an  income  sufficient  for  maintenance^ 
such  inmate  shall  no  longer  remain  a  recipient  of  the  benefits  of  the 
institntion,  unless  such  income  be  received  on  nis  behalf  by  the  Schools  and 
Charities  Committee  so  long  as  such  person  remains  an  inmate  of  the 
mstitntion.  In  the  event  of  any  inmate  becoming  so  far  recovered  as  to  be 
capable  of  earning  his,  or  her,  maintenance,  the  Schools  and  Charities  Com- 
mittee shall  have  power  to  discharge  such  inmate. 

8.  In  the  event  of  the  commission  by  an  inmate  of  an  act  of  immorality 
or  gross  misconduct,  or  if  any  inmate  w  guilty  of  any  offence  against  the 
law  of  the  land,  it  shall  be  in  the  power  of  the  Schools  and  Chanties  Com- 
mittee to  dismiss  such  inmate. 

9.  In  case  any  patient  directly  or  indirectly  (whether  by  letter,  circular, 
cr  otherwise)  shall  apply  for  or  receive  any  pension,  annuity,  or  benefit 
from  any  other  institntion  or  charity,  the  said  committee  shall  have  power 
to  remove  such  patient  from  the  Home. 

10.  All  persons  admitted  to  the  benefits  of  the  institution  shall,  when  so 
required,  provide  a  surety  or  sureties,  approved  by  the  Schools  and  Charities 
Committee^  for  his  or  her  removal  from  the  Home  on  request  from  the 
committee,  in  case  of  his  or  her  becoming  insane,  idiotic,  imbecile,  violent, 
nnsoitable,  or  being  goilty,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Schools  and  Chuities 
Committee,  of  misconduct,  or  may  have  ceased  to  be  entitled  to  the  benefits 
of  the  Home,  or  in  any  case  in  which  the  said  committee  are  authorised  to 
remove  a  patient,  and  also  for  his  or  her  removal  and  burial  in  case  of  death ; 
and  such  surety  or  sureties  shall  sign  an  agreement  and  undertaking  in  the 
form,  and  to  the  effect,  tendered  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  said  committee. 

Mr.  RiCHABDSOH  seconded  the  motioD. 

Agreed  to. 

Mr.  Aid.  Angus  moved  the  confirmation  of  the  following  <<  Honse 
Regulations,"  for  the  Home  of  Incarables  : — 

1.  A  portion  of  scripture  to  be  read  and  prayer  every  morning  im- 
mediately after  breakfast,  and  before  retiring  to  rest  in  the  evening,  in  the 
Bitting  room,  by  the  Matron. 

2.  The  diet  table  to  be  determined  by  the  Schools  and  Charities  Com* 
mittee  (hereinafter  designated  the  Committee)  from  time  to  time,  as  occasion 
ma^  require,  with  the  approval  of  the  Medical  Officer,  and  any  extra 
artidea  of  diet  to  be  sanctioned  by  such  Medical  Officer  in  writing. 

3.  All  i»atients  who  are  able  to  leave  their  rooms  are  required  to  assemble 
for  meals  in  the  dining  room.  To  those  unable  to  be  present  meals  will  be 
served  ae  may  be  necessary.    Every  patient  oonfiaea  to  his  or  her  zoem 
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■hall  be  oroyided  with  a  aeparate  tray  and  dean  napkin.  The  honrs  of 
meals  to  oe — ^Breakfast,  half-past  eieht  o'clock ;  dinner,  one  o'doek ;  tea» 
five  o'doek  ;  and  sapper,  eight  o'doek. 

4.  Patients  who  are  able  are  required  to  make  their  own  beds,  and  to 

Erform  saeh  serrioes  as  may  be  neoessary  for  them  when  requested  by  the 
atron. 

5.  Patients  to  retire  to  bed  not  later  than  half-past  nine  o'clock.  Those 
reaniring  assistance  to  retire  not  later  than  half -past  eight  o'clock .  Servants 
to  DC  in  their  rooms  by  half -past  ten  o'clock,  and  lights  to  be  extingoiahed 
by  eleven  o'clock. 

6.  Once  in  every  week,  and  subject  to  good  behavionr,  the  Matron  may 
give  leave  to  any  patient  to  be  absent  from  the  Institution  for  any  period 
not  exceeding  twelve  hours.  Under  special  circumstances,  any  longer 
absence  from  the  Institution  must  be  sanctioned  by  the  Chairman  or  Vioe- 
Chairman  of  the  Committee,  upon  an  application  made  by  the  ICatron  in 
writing  on  the  patient's  behalf.  The  hours  of  going  and  returning  to  be 
duly  noted  in  a  book  to  be  kept  by  the  Matron  for  that  purpose^  to  be  called 
•"rtie  Leave  Book." 

7.  Male  patients  shall  not  be  allowed  in  the  rooms  or  places  assigned  to 
females,  or  females  in  those  assigned  to  males,  unless  by  special  permtsaion 
of  the  Matron. 

8.  No  smoking  allowed  in  the  house,  except  in  the  room  appropriated 
for  the  purpose. 

9.  All  patients  shall  be  required  to  provide  themselves  with  a  snfficient 
snpply  of  suitable  clothing,  which  must  be  marked  with  the  owner's  name 
in  legible  characters. 

10.  Artides  of  furniture  belonging  to  the  patients  can  only  be  admitted 
into  the  Home  by  permission  of  the  Cxtmmittee. 

11.  All  requests  or  subjects  of  complaint  on  the  part  of  the  patients  to  be 
made  to  the  Matron,  who  will  at  once  enter  the  same  in  a  book  kept  for 
that  purpose,  to  be  laid  before  the  Committee  at  the  earliest  opportunitv. 

12.  No  fees  of  any  kind  to  be  siven  by  the  patients  or  their  friends  te 
any  of  the  officers  or  servants  of  tiie  establishment,  and  any  officer  or  aer^ 
vant  who  may  be  proved  to  have  received  a  fee  or  gratuity  will  be 
immediately  dismissed. 

13.  Patients  may  be  virited  by  their  relatives  and  personal  friends  on 
Tuesdays  and  Saturdays,  between  the  hours  of  ten  and  twdve  o'doek  in  the 
forenoon  and  two  o'clock  and  five  o'clock  in  the  afternoon. 

14.  No  wine,  beer,  spirits,  or  drugs  to  be  brought  into  the  House  by 
visitors^  and  any  servant  procuring  any  of  the  above  artides  for,  or  by  the 
direction  of,  the  patient?,  without  first  obtaining  the  sanction  of  the  matron, 
will  be  immediately  dismissed. 

Mr.  FuRNESS  seconded  the  motion.

THB  PUBLIO  OOHOBBTS. 

Mr.  0.  S.  Smith  presented  the  following  report : — 

The  People's  Coocerts  Committee  have  to  report  to  the  Council  that 
another  series  of  concerts  has  been  concluded,  oonsistizig  of  22  perfoimaneei, 
with  an  average  attendance  of  1,472  persons  ;  the  entire  attendance  during 
the  series  reachine  32,424,  the  proceeds  leaving  a  small  balance  of  £13, 
which  has  been  added  to  the  former  reserve  fund,  which  now  stands  at 
£287  18s.  lid. 

The  committee  would  remark  that  during  this  series  a  uniformly  higher 
class  of  artistes  has  been  provided,  involving  an  increased  expenditure^ 
thereby  affecting  materially  the  chances  of  a  profit  balance ;  the  lownea 
of  the  charge  of  entrance,  with  a  sood  average  attcndanoe^  not  admitting  ol 
mvdi  margin  over  the  oost  of  ptoouiotion. 
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Tour  oommittee  hftve  reason  to  be  convinced  that 'mch  oonoerts  are  nob 
only  oondadve  to  the  pleasnre  of  the  people,  bat  a  thoaghtfnl  look  round 
the  Hall — attended  as  it  is  with  deconim  and  appreciation — convinces  that 
it  cannot  fail  to  be  working  a  most  ben^dal  inflnence,  and  mast  withdraw 
many  of  the  nnmb^r  foiming  sach  an  audience  from  probably  some 
d^muling  influences. 

^  The  oommittee  therefore  trust  that  it  will  be  the  pleasure  of  the  Council 
to  confirm  their  desire  that  the  concerts  should  be  continued  in  the  future, 
in  the  hope  that  they  will  be  self-sustainizijg. 

As  the  experience  of  this  lengthened  series  has  gone  to  prove  that  a  lesser 
number  of  concerts  would  be  better  calculated  to  secure  a  larger  attendance, 
▼our  oommittee  intend  to  confine  themselves  to  a  shorter  season  in  the 
mture. 

Tour  committee  have  to  express  their  regret  at  Mr.  Rea's  Dlness,  add 
consequent  enforced  absence  from,  and  no  doubt  to  the  detriment  of,  some 
d  the  later  concerts. 

To  overcome  this  difficulty  as  much  as  possible  the  committee  are  indebted 
to  Mr.  Bayner  for  his  exertions,  of  which  they  beg  to  express  their 
appro vaL 

Laat  year  the  committee  recommended  that  £100  of  the  accumulated 
balance  be  expended  on  providing  masic  in  the  Public  Parks  in  the  city. 
As  the  balance  after  the  payment  of  that  £100  will  still  stand  at  £187  18s. 
lid.,  and  seeing  the  satisiaotion  derived  from  the  movement,  your  conmiittee 
recommend  that  £100  be  expended  in  a  similar  manner  as  last  year. 

Your  oommittee  have  pleasure  in  further  recopmiending  a  payment  out  of 
the  fund  of  twenty-five  guineas  to  Mr.  Bea,  as  an  acknowledgment  of  his 
efforts  to  make  these  concerts  a  success,  at  a  time  when  it  may  be  more 
aooeptable  than  under  ordinaiy  droumstances.

Your  oom- 
mittee havins;  had  the  various  applications,  with  testimonials,  submitted  to 
them,  selected  three  sentlemen,  out  of  whom  they  appointed  Mr.  Henry 
Hnnter,  New  Bridge  Street^  as  Veterinary  Surgeon  ana  Horse  Manager  to 
the  Corporation,  at  a  salary  of  £160  per  annum,  to  hold  office  during  the 
pleasure  of  the  Council ;  and  they  ask  the  approval  of  the  Council  on  the 
action  they  have  taken.  The  other  two  sentlemen  selected  were  Mr. 
George  Elphick,  Newgate  Street^  and  Mr.  MitcheU,  SummerhUl  Street 
Newcaatle.

THE  ANNUAL  ESTIMATES  OF  INOOME  AND  EXPENDITURE. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hbdley  presented  and  proposed,  and  Mr.  Stephens 
seconded,  the  printing  of  the  following  report  of  the  Finance  Ck>m- 
mittee  on  the  expenditure  and  estimates  of  the  past  and  of  the 
current  year,  and  stated  that  at  the  next  meeting  he  would  move 
the  lerying  of  the  rates  mentioned  in  the  report — ^Agreed  to  : — 
Ciiy  and  Covnty  of  NewcasUe-upon-Tyne, 

Report  of  the  Finance  Committee  upon  the  Income  and  Expenditure  ol 
the  past  year,  and  the  estimates  for  the  current  year : — 

RATBS. 

At  the  commencement  of  the  past  financial  year  it  was  estimated  that 
the  General  Bate  would  show  at  the  end  of  the  vear  a  deficit  of  £9,^4. 
This  estimated  deficit  was  reduced  to  £6,504  by  the  rate  having  been  raised 
from  Is.  4id.  to  is.  S^d.  in  the  £.  The  actual  deficit  on  the  year  is  £7,988^ 
or  £1,484  beyond  the  sum  estimated.  The  transactions  of  the  year  show 
that  while  the  estimated  expenditure  has  been  more  than  was  anticipated, 
the  actual  receipts  have  been  so  favourable  as  to  almost  counterbalanoe  the 
additional  outlay. 

The  payments  have  amounted  to        ««  £130,134 

And  the  receipts  to       122,146 

£7,088 
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It  ii  propcMed  tiiat  this  defidt  be  oaniad  to  the  debit  of  Surplus  Fnnd 
aooonnt. 

In  respect  to  the  Improyement  Bate  Aoooiuit»  it  wm  expected  that  at 
the  close  of  the  year — after  dedacting  from  the  rate  the  sam  equivalent  to 
the  redaction  of  IJd.  in  the  ponnd — a  sahstantial  balance  would  ooonr.  The 
actual  snm  is  £8,123,  and  it  is  greater  than  was  anticipated. 

The  G^eneral  District  Bate  Account  was  calculated  to  exhibit  no  important 
difiEerenoe  between  the  income  and  expenditure.  The  aptual  result  is  other- 
wise. The  excess,  however,  is  practically  a  saving,  it  having  bean  applied 
in  the  redemption  of  capitaL  The  baUnce  on  the  acoount  is  brought  f  orwaid 
into  the  current  year's  estimates. 

BSTIMATBS  FOB  THE  OUBSXST  TBAB. 
OBNXBAL  BA.TK, 

In  the  statement  of  acoount  appended  to  this  report,  it  will  be 
seen  from  the  estimates  of  the  various  oommittees  that  the  sum  to  be 
psid  during  the  year  applicable  to  the  General  Bate  account  will  amount 
to  £131,904.  The  receipts  of  the  Oity  Fnnd  and  General  Bate 
Aooonnt  (exclusive  of  the  rate)  will  probably  realize  £70,021.  The  present 
rate  of  Is.  6id.  in  the  £  is  estimated  to  produce  £49,734»  which,  together 
with  the  above  sum  of  £70,021,  will  amount  to  £119,756.  This  will  leave 
to  be  provided  £12,149,  and  with  the  view  of  bringing  the  payments  more 
in  harmony  with  the  receipts  of  the  year,  it  is  recommended  that  the 
present  rate  of  Is.  5id.  in  the  £  be  advanced  to  Is.  7d.  This  increase 
would  reduce  the  estimated  deficit  from  £12,149  to  £10.019.  It  will  be 
observed  that  the  estimated  receipt  on  General  Bate  Acoount  shows  an 
aimarent  falling  off  to  the  extent  of  £3,000.  On  the  City  Fund  a  consider- 
sble  arrear  xmaet  the  head  of  interest-  on  enfranchisements  and  sales  was 
reoeiTed  last  year,  and  upwards  of  £2,000  from  this  source  will  not  sgain 
i^pear.  From  the  maintenance  of  inmates  in  the  Fever  Hospitsl  the  laise 
sam  of  £1,437  was  obtained  in  the  past  year,  and  £500  is  set  down  for  the 
present  year.  Manure  and  other  items  are  likely  to  continue  unfavourable 
m  their  results. 

In  respect  to  the  disbursements  it  will  be  seen  that  while  a  diminution 
of  £4»600  is  calculated  on  the  City  Fund,  provision  amounting  to  upwards 
of  £6',000  over  last  jrear's  ex|»endituro  has  been  made  to  meet  the  roquire-

The  estimated  expenditure  for  redemption  of  capital,  and  the  interest  on 
losns  and  reduoed  mterest  1^  the  issue  of  stoox,  is  £36,946^  as  against 
£88^350  expended  last  year.    Other  items  agunst  the  rate  will  brii^  the 
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total  ezpenditars  np  to  £87,066.  The  reoeipti  from  FMskage  JMf  uidBeiili 
will  prcdaoe,  leas  ezpenseB,  £13,278,  and  the  present  rate,  whioh,  at  the 
beffinni^  of  the  past  year  was  rednoed  from  lOd.  to  6)d.,  is  estaiBated  to 
yield  £28,684,  making  the  total  income  £36,912,  as  against  the  total 
ezpenditore  of  £37,056.  The  balance,  therefore,  ought  to  appear  on  the 
debit  side  of  the  aooonnt,  and  indicate  an  increase  of  the  rate.  This,  faov* 
ever,  is  nnneoessary.  A  considerable  sun  stands  to  the  credit  of  the 
Improvement  rate  acoonnt,  and  in  order  that  it  may  be  diminiahad,  H  k 
recommended  that  the  rate  be  again  reduced  l^d.  in  the  poond.  It  Is  of 
importance  to  bear  in  mind  that  while  the  smidler  amonnt  proposed  to  be 
levied  for  Improvement  Bate  this  year  will  eqnaHse  the  higher  sum  required 
for  the  Genexal  Rate,  the  former  rate  must  of  necessity  be  increased  when 
the  balance  has  been  absorbed,  in  order  to  provide  funda  snffioiettt  to 
discharge  interest  on  loans  and  the  annual  reoemption  of  capitaL  These 
payments  are  of  paramount  ixnportance.

OINEBAL  DISTRICT  BATE. 

The  Armstrong  and  Elswick  Parks  will,  in  respect  to  maintenance,  reauize 
£2.015.  Interest  and  redemption  of  loans  will  absorb  £3,441.  The  aebit 
balance  from  the  past  year,  added  to  the  foregoiog  sums,  make  the  total  of 
the  year  for  the  two  parks  £6,557.  It  is  assumed  that  the  preeent  rate  of 
2d.  m  the  pound  will  produce  £4,900,  and  this  together  with  items  of  income 
to  be  derived  from  bowling,  &c.,  will  ptobably  make  £6,211,  and  it  is  there- 
fore assumed  that  a  deficit  of  £1,346  will  anse  at  the  end  of  the  onrrent 
year.  It  is  not  proposed  at  present  to  raise  the  rate  to  meet  this  estimated 
deficit  It  is  probable  that  next  year  additional  provision  will  be  required, 
consequent  on  the  expenditure  A  capital  on  the  extension  of  Armstrong 
Park.

BILLS  IN  PARLIAMENT. 

Mr.  YoiTLL  presented  the  following  report : — 

The  Parliamentary  and  fiye-Lawa  Committee  haye  to  report  as  f  ollowa : — 

WATKBWOBXB  OLAUSBS  ACT  (1847)  AMXNDMKHT. 

By  this  bill  it  is  pFopoaed  that  the  ohargea  of  water  oompaniea  for 
snpplying  water  ahafi  be  payable  according  to  the  net  annual  TiOne  of  tiie 
tenement  supplied  with  water.  In  many  instances  the  charges  are  now 
payable  according  to  the  gross  annual  value.  The  committee  cousider  this 
a  T^ry  deairable  amendment  of  the  law,  and  reoommend  the  Council  to 
petition  in  faTour  of  the  bill. 

PUBUO  H^LTH  (MKHBIBII  AND  OFFIOEBS)  BILL. 

Tbia  ia  a  bill  to  relieve  officers  of  local  authorities  asainst  prooeedingi  by 
common  informers,  under  the  193rd  section  of  the  Public  H^th  Act,  i876^ 
which  imposes  a  penalty  of  £60  upon  any  officer  or  servant  appointed  or 
employed  under  that  Act  by  the  local  authority,  who  shall  be  concerned 
or  interested  in  any  baxgain  or  contract  made  with  the  local  authority  for 
the  purposes  of  the  Act.  It  is  proposed  by  clause  3  of  the  bill  that  pro- 
ceedings under  the  above  section  shall  not  be  taken  except  with  the  consent 
in  writing  of  the  Attorney-General.  There  are  other  provisions  in  the  bill 
for  the  protection  of  members  of  local  authorities  other  than  corporations, 
and  which  will  not,  therefore,  affect  members  of  corporations.  The  com- 
mittee consider  it  very  desirable  that  the  protection  of  the  consent  to  pro- 
oeedinoa  by  the  Attorney-General  should  be  given,  and  reoommend  the 
Councfl  to  petition  in  favour  of  clause  3  of  the  bill.

The  Matob  :  This  will  stand  over  for  consideration. 

Mr.  YouLL  said  Mr.  Aid.  Hsmond  gave  ample  reasons  at  a  previous 
meeting  of  the  Council  why  the  reports  of  the  Parliamentary  Oom- 
mittee  on  bills  before  Parliament  sboold  be  considered  when  presented. 
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The  Matob:  There  is  m  notice  on  the  agenda  in  Mr.  Aid. 
Hamond's  name  to  move  the  adoption  of  this  report,  bnt  as  that 
notice  follows  notices  preyioasly  given  it  most  wait  its  torn.  We 
cannot  make  an  exception  in  this  case. 

At  a  later  stage  of  the  meeting,  when  the  notices  of  motion  were 
reached, 

Mr.  TouLL  said  it  was  the  nsaal  custom  of  the  Conncil  for  reports 
of  committees,  of  which  notice  appeared  on  the  agenda,  to  be  taken 
before  debates  on  any  motions  ;  and  he  therefore  sabmitted  that  the 
report  of  the  Parliamentary  and  Bye- Laws  Committee  came  now  ia 
proper  order  for  discussion.  He  moved  the  confirmation  of  the 
report 

Mr.  W.  Smith  :  The  report  onght  to  be  printed. 

Mr.  Gray  said  the  committee  seemed  to  be  taking  cognisanoe  of 
a  great  number  of  matters  which  never  before  had  been  thought  of, 
and  reported  upon  bills  which  were  not  likely  to  be  read  a  secotfd 
time  in  the  House  of  Commons. 

Mr.  HoLiiBS  :  Who  relegates  these  matters  to  the  oommittee? 

Mr.  Richardson  :  Themselves. 

Mr.  Qrat  :  They  take  them  up. 

Mr.  Holmes  :  I  move  that  the  report  be  laid  upon  the  table. 

The  Town  Clerk  said  it  was  his  duty  to  bring  before  the  com- 
mittee all  bills  which  that  committee  might  consider  desirable  to 
bring  before  the  Council.  He  brooght  a  number  of  biUs  before  the 
oommittee,  who  thought  it  necessary  to  bring  some  of  them  before  the 
Council  The  Council  had  not  much  time  to  consider  matters  before 
Parliament  Sometimes  bills  were  hurried  through  Parliament, 
and,  if  the  Council  delayed,  the  opportunity  of  petitioning  against 
or  in  favour  of  them  was  lost 

Mr.  Carsb  suggested  that  the  committee  should  meet  a  fortnight 
before  the  Council  meeting,  and  send  out  the  report  to  ail  the 
members. 

Mr.  YouLL  :  I  have  no  objection  to  that  if  other  committees  will 
do  the  same. 

Mr.  W.  Smith  :  Let  the  report  stand  over. 

Mr.  YouLL :  Very  well,  let  it  stand  over. 

THE  PROPOSED  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  HOSPITAL  AT  HEATON, 

Mr.  C.  S.  Smith  moved  the  confirmation  of  the  report  of  the 
Sanitary  Committee  [p.  144]  relative  to  the  memorial  presented  to 
the  Council  on  the  9th  November,  1888,  in  reference  to  the  site  for 
the  proposed  infections  diseases  hospital  at  Heaton.  He  said  that 
the  Council  had  already  decided  that  a  site  of  ten  acres  of  land  nesr 
the  Shields  Boad  should  be  taken  for  the  fever  hospital.    The 
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memorial  stated  that  tbe  inhabitants  of  Byker  objected  to  a  hospital 
being  erected  on  that  site,  and  snggested  a  site  on  the  north  side  of 
the  railway.  The  committee  visited  the  site  snggested,  and  came  to 
the  conclusion  that  it  was  not  so  saitable  as  the  site  already  fixed 
npon  by  the  Coancil,  and  the  committee  in  their  report  ^commended 
the  Council  to  confirm  their  former  decision.  After  yisiting  the 
two  sites  he  decidedly  objected  to  the  proposed  new  site.  He 
thought  the  objections  to  it  were  very  observable  and  manifold 
The  new  site  was  in  tbe  fork  between  the  two  railways,  one  leading 
to  Shields,  and  the  other  to  the  north.  The  embankments  of  the 
railways  would  obstruct  the  current  of  air,  and  interfere  with  the 
ventilation  of  the  hospital,  and  there  would  be  a  great  deal  of  noise 
to  disturb  the  patients.  The  site  already  adopted  by  tbe  Gouncil 
was  two  miles  from  the  centre  of  the  town,  and  the  site  recommended 
by  the  Byker  people  had  the  disadvantage  of  being  three-quarters  of 
a  mile  further  away.  He  admitted  that  in  the  committee  there  was 
a  difference  of  opinion  upon  the  subject  of  the  sites. 

Mr.  RioHARDSOH,  as  no  one  rose  to  second  the  adoption  of  the 
report,  said  :  I  will  second  it  for  the  sake  of  discussion. 

[A  plan  of  the  district  was  shown  by  the  City  Engineer  on  which 
the  site  recommended  by  the  committee  is  coloured  red,  and  the  site 
recommended  by  the  memorialists  coloured  blue.] 

Mr.  BiBKSTT  proposed,  as  an  amendment,  <*  that  the  Sanitary 
Committee's  report  relative  to  the  site  for  proposed  infectious 
diseases  hospital  at  Heaton  be  not  confirmed,  and  that  the  hospital 
be  erected  on  the  site  coloured  blue  npon  the  plan  now  before  the 
Council."  He  said  that  since  this  question  was  last  before  the 
Council  there  had  been  obtained  a  great  deal  of  information  upon 
the  subject  Another  site  had  been  pointed  out,  and  he  believed  it 
would  be  admitted  by  every  member  of  the  Council,  excepting  Mr. 
C.  S.  Smith,  that  the  new  site  was  well  adapted  for  the  purpose. 
It  was  true  that  the  site  marked  blue  on  the  plan  was  bounded  on 
the  north,  south,  and  west  by  the  lines  of  the  North  Eastern 
Railway  Company,  but,  as  the  hospital  could  be  placed  further 
from  the  railway  on  the  new  site  than  it  could  be  on  the  old  site, 
the  noise  from  the  railway  would  not  be  detrimental  to  the  patients. 
The  statement  that  the  embankments  would  keep  fresh  air  from 
the  hospital  was  in  keeping  with  the  other  arguments  of  Mr.  0.  S. 
Smith.  The  new  site  was  further  from  Byker  than  the  site  selected 
by  the  committee;  but  the  new  site  would  be  nearly  as  near  from 
other  parts  of  the  city,  and  the  better  ^oad  to  it  would  make  up  for 
the  little  longer  distance.  At  no  time  could  there  be  a  large 
number  of  buildings  erected  around  an  hospital  on  the  new  site,  and 
certainly  very  few,  if  any,  could  be  erected  without  the  permission 
of  the  Corporation,  the  owners  of  the  land.  He  believed  the 
City  Engineer  recommended  very  highly  the  new  site  in  preference 
to  the  old  site.  He  was  sorry  that  Mr.  Aid.  Wilson  was  not 
present  at  this  meetingi  beoaose  be  had  more  than  onoe  said  that. 
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if  Mt  to  hiniflelf  and  direBted  of  his  pontion  as  diainiiaii  of 
tlie  Sanituj  Ckmimittee,  he  wonld  yote  for  the  new  site  in  pre- 
ferenee  to  the  old  site.  The  old  site  was  honnded  on  the  north 
and  soath  by  highways,  and  consequently  great  numbers  of  people 
would  pass  the  hospital.  The  old  site  was  one  of  the  most 
▼aluable  parts  of  the  splendid  Walker  estate  belonging  to  the 
Corporation ;  and,  as  the  riyerside  portion  of  the  estate  was  being 
built  upon  very  rapidly,  the  portion  of  the  estste  adjoining  the 
railway  became  more  valuable,  especially  as  it  was  level  with  the 
railway,  and  branch  lines  could  be  made  from  it  into  manufacturing 
premiseSL  He  was  certain  that  at  no  time  would  the  new  site  be. 
worth  one  half  the  value  of  the  old  site.  Taking  into  consideration 
the  feelings  of  the  people  resident  at  the  east  end  of  the  town,  and 
that  the  site  suggested  by  his  amendment  was  superior  to  the 
one  already  selected,  he  hoped  the  Council  would  adopt  the 
amendment 

Mr.  Wm.  Smith  seconded  the  amendment.  He  said  that  a  por- 
tion of  the  Sanitary  Committee  and  of  the  Property  Committee  had 
visited  the  two  sites,  and  it  only  needed  a  visit  to  decide  which  waa 
the  best  site.  The  site  proposed  by  the  committee  was  the  most 
valuable  piece  of  Corporation  land  away  from  the  river  side.  The 
adjoining  land  was  being  rapidly  built  upon  ;  and  the  members  of 
the  Property  Committee  thought  that  this  land,  being  adjacent  to 
the  railway,  should  be  let  by  the  Corporation  for  manufacturing 
purposes.  The  new  site  was  on  the  north  side  of  the  railway,  and, 
though  there  would  be  noise  from  the  whistling  of  passing  engines, 
it  would  be  nothing  in  comparbon  to  the  noise  near  the  Infirmary. 
He  hoped  the  Council  would  adopt  the  amendment  because  the  new 
site  was  the  better  site  of  the  twa  He  did  not  think  the  new  site 
was  three-quarters  of  a  mile  distant  from  the  old  site ;  but  the 
additional  distance  was  made  up  by  the  fact  that  the  road  to  it  was 
better. 

Mr.  YouLL  said  the  new  site  was  better  than  the  one  selected  by 
the  committee.  Patients  could  be  taken  to  the  hospital  on  the  new 
site  by  way  of  Jesmond  Koad,  Sir  Wm.  Armstrong's  road,  the  lane 
leading  towards  Heaton  Station,  and  down  the  new  road  firom 
Jesmond  Vale  Terrace  to  Heaton  Middle  Pit ;  this  wonld  be  the  best 
road,  and  through  a  less  populous  district  than  would  be  the  case  if 
the  hospital  was  built  upon  the  site  recommended  by  the  committee. 
He  would  vote  in  favour  of  the  amendment  During  previous 
debates  on  the  subject  of  erecting  an  hospital  it  was  stated  that 
disease  was  worst  in  the  neighbourhood  of  hospitals  ;  and  this  had 
recently  been  proved  up  to  the  hilt  by  a  report  respecting  the 
Homerton  small-pox  hospital,  at  the  north  part  of  London — that 
when  an  hospital  was  brought  into  the  neighbourhood  of  inhabited 
houses,  there  was  within  a  radius  of  a  quarter  or  half-a-mile  of  the 
hospital  a  large  development  of  infectious  disease. 

Mr.  OiBai :  What  kind  of  hospital  is  it? 
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Mr.  Youll:  8malI-poz  hospital.  Tke  bnildiiig  of  infeotiovs 
diseases  hospitals  in  the  neighhonrhood  of  popnlotis  places  shoald  be 
avoided  if  possible.  The  Sanitary  Committee  were  entitled  to  the 
thanks  of  Uie  Cooncil  for  the  great  care  they  had  exercised  in  regard 
to  this  bnsiness.  His  attention  had  jnst  been  directed  to  the 
drainage  of  the  new  site- 
Mr.  C.  S.  Smith  :  There  is  no  difficulty  as  to  the  drainage. 

Mr.  Aid.  YouBG  had  great  pleasure  in  supporting  the  amendment^ 
first,  because  it  appeared  from  Mr.  Birkett's  statement  that  the 
committee  were  not  unanimous  in  recommending  the  old  site  ;  and 
next  because  the  City  Engineer  decidedly  preferred  the  new  site, 
which  also  was  approved  by  the  chairman  of  the  committee.  He 
understood  that  the  new  site  was  cheaper  than  the  old  site. 

Mr.  Aid.  Gbbqson  said  he  looked  with  a  certain  degree  of  wonder 
at  the  amount  proposed  to  be  expended  upon  the  hospital.  He 
found  that,  exclusive  of  the  value  of  the  land,  the  hospital  was  to 
oost  £19,000,  and-  he  was  told  that,  together  with  the  value  of  the 
bnd,  the  oost  would  be  over  £80,000.  There  was  in  Bath  Lane  a 
hospital  which  used  to  be  self^upporting,  and  with  which  £1,900 
of  savings  was  presented  to  the  Corporation.  That  small  hospital 
bad  been  able  to  accommodate  all  the  fever  patients  sent  to  it  from 
the  town,  and  it  would  be  absurd  now  to  spend  £80,000  in  provid- 
ing another  hospital.  He  was  told  that  the  members  of  the  Council 
were  business  men.  If  they  as  business  men  voted  for  the  expendi- 
ture of  such  sums  of  money,  then  he  thought  they  were  bad  bnsiness 
men.  The  Bath  Lane  hospital  had  served  for  years,  and  he  believed 
it  was  still  able  to  serve  all  purposes.  He  protested  against  this 
monstrous  expenditure  for  a  new  hospital. 

Mr.  Richardson  :  Is  it  understood  that  we  can  combine  a  amall* 
pox  hospital  with  a  fever  hospital  on  the  new  site  f 

The  Mayor  :  That  question  is  not  before  the  Ooundl  to-day. 
Ton  have  simply  the  question  of  site  before  you. 

Mr.  Cabsb  said  that  there  should  have  been  on  the  agenda  notice 
of  motion  to  rescind  the  previous  resolution  of  the  Council,  before 
Mr.  Birkett  could  bring  forward  his  amendment 

lie  Mayor  :  That  is  not  necessary  in  this  case. 

Mr.  Aid.  Stephenson  said  it  was  loo  late  for  Mr.  Aid.  Or^gson 
to  protest  against  the  erection  of  a  new  hospital,  for  that  question 
had  been  decided.  The  question  now  was  where  was  the  hospital 
to  be  built  7  There  had  been  a  competition  in  connection  with  the 
pUns  for  the  hospital,  and  a  set  of  plans  had  been  selected,  and  an 
architect  appointed ;  and  he  wished  to  know  whether  the  selection 
of  a  new  site  would  invalidate  what  had  been  done  in  regard  to  the 
plans  and  architect 

Mr«  C.  8.  Smith  :  The  plans  selected  are  perfectly  applicable  to 
the  new  site. 
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Mr.  Aid.  Stbphehbov  :  If  the  plans  are  applicable  to  the  new 
site,  then  I  think  the  general  ooncensne  of  opinion  in  the  Oonncil  ii 
that  we  Bhonld  select  the  new  site  in  preference  to  the  old  site.  I 
do  not  think  I  am  betraying  anything  when  I  say  that  there  was 
an  expression  of  opinion  in  the  Finance  Committee  on  this  question, 
and  it  was  all  but  unanimous  in  favonr  of  the  new  site  in  prefereooe 
to  the  old  site.    I  sapport  the  amendment. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hbdlbt  said  he  was  one  of  the  members  of  the  I^nanoe 
Committee  who  visited  the  sites,  and  the  impression  he  got  was 
diat  the  new  site  would  be  quite  equal  in  every  respect  to  the  old 
site.  Mr.  Laws  assured  them  there  was  no  difficulty  as  to  the 
drainage.  The  new  site  was  rather  low,  and  might  be  damp,  but, 
taking  everything  into  account,  it  was  quite  equaJ  in  every  respect 
to  the  old  site.  The  adoption  of  the  new  site  would  get  rid  of  the 
strong  objections  raised  by  the  inhabitants  of  Byker.  He  had  been 
surprised  to  find  that  a  very  great  number  of  cases  of  smallpox  had 
occurred  within  a  small  circle  around  an  hospital  in  London ;  and 
this  fact  made  it  necessary  that  the  Council  should  pay  soma 
attention  to  the  wishes  of  the  people  at  Byker. 

Mr.  Cabsb  said  the  Sanitary  Committee  were  by  no  means 
unanimous  on  this  question.  He,  as  a  member  of  the  Sanitaiy 
Committee,  had  examined  both  the  sites  carefully,  and,  in  his  mind, 
there  was  no  doubt  that  the  site  selected  by  the  committee  was 
far  superior  to  the  new  site;  but  there  might  be  considera- 
tions of  great  weight  which  would  induce  the  Council  to 
accept  the  new  site.  He  would  select  the  new  site,  or  even  a 
worse  one,  rather  than  have  the  hospital  question  continued  in  the 
state  it  had  been  in  for  the  past  three  or  four  years.  Hie  new  site 
was  sunk  down  between  two  railways,  and  would  be  damp ;  but 
that  might  be  remedied  by  drainage.  He  did  not  think  there  was 
any  strong  opposition  on  the  part  of  the  Sanitary  Committee  to  the 
site  proposed  by  Mr.  Birketi  He  would  vote  against  the  amend- 
ment ;  but  the  fact  was  he  did  not  care  which  way  it  went 

Mr.  Tbmplb  said  that,  throwing  aside  all  considerations  except 
that  of  mere  position,  he  agreed  with  Mr.  Carse  that  the  old  site 
was  the  best;  but  if  they  took  into  consideration  all  the  other 
circumstances  connected  with  the  rapid  increase  of  population,  the 
site  proposed  by  Mr.  Birkett  was  the  best.  Having  before  them 
the  fact  that  cases  of  smallpox  increased  in  ratio  to  the  nearness  of 
a  hospital,  it  would  be  unwise  to  place  an  infectious  diseases  hospital 
on  a  site  which  would  be  soon  surrounded  by  working  men's 
dwellings.  The  railway  embankment  would  not  exceed  18  or  20 
feet  in  height,  but  as  the  hospital  would  be  some  distance  from  the 
embankment  he  could  not  conceive  how  they  would  keep  away  the 
air.  The  drainage  of  the  new  site  would  be  easily  accomplished,  as 
there  was  a  main  drain  already  in  existence.  The  old  site  was  one 
of  the  highest  positions  in  the  district ;  and  the  new  site  was  low 
only  in  comparison  to  it.    The  new  site  was  not  low ;  it  stood  as 
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high  as  the  Town  Hall.  As  to  tbe  valne  of  the  two  sites,  there  was 
aboat  as  much  relative  ralae  between  the  old  and  the  new  sites  as 
there  was  between  the  yalae  of  an  old  hat  and  a  new  hat.  The  old 
site  was  worth  ten  times  more  than  the  new  site.  The  old  site  was 
mannfactnring  and  bailding  land,  whilst  the  new  site  was  not  even 
good  agricnltnral  land,  and  there  was  little  prospect  of  it  being 
required  for  bailding  purposes  for  thirty  or  fortj  years. 

Mr.  BiOHABDSON  said  he  seconded  Mr.  C.  S.  Smith's  motion  for 
the  confirmation  of  the  report  in  order  to  ensure  the  consideration  of 
the  subject,  but  he  did  not  intend  to  support  the  report.  He  joined 
in  the  protest  which  Mr.  Aid.  Gregson  had  made,  because  his 
conviction  was  that  there  had  never  yet  been  a  case  made  out  for 
this  hospital  scheme.  The  Council  in  their  wisdom  had  decided 
otherwise,  and  the  only  question  before  them  now  was  that  of  the 
site  of  the  hospital  He  did  not  approve  of  either  of  the  two  sites. 
If  a  hospital  had  to  be  built  he  thought  the  Byker  Hill  site  was  the 
best.  The  Council  should  adopt  the  amendment^  and  get  the  matter 
settled. 

Mr.  JosBPH  B.  Elus  asked  whether  the  report  now  before  the 
Council  was  the  report  of  the  committee.  There  were  a  majority 
of  the  committee  against  it  He  was  certain  if  the  vote  had  been 
taken  in  the  committee  this  morning  the  voting  would  have  been  7 
to  2  against  the  report 

Mr.  Aid.  Barkas  said  that  sudden  changes  of  site  were  undesir- 
able, nnlei?8  there  were  very  sufficient  reasons  for  the  change.  One 
argument  used  against  the  site  first  selected  was  that  the  distance 
from  the  town  generally  was  too  great,  and  now  it  was  proposed  to 
select  a  site  further  away.  He  would  like  to  know  from  Mr.  Laws 
whether  the  site  coloured  blue  on  the  plan  was  the  best  of  two. 

The  City  Engineer  :  It  is. 

Mr.  Aid.  Barkas  said  the  Council  must  take  into  account  the 
fact  that  noisy  railways  were  on  the  south  and  north  of  the  blue 
site,  and  that  there  would  be  a  great  deal  of  whistling  in  connection 
with  the  junction,  which  would  be  very  disturbing  to  patients  in  the 
hospital.  Whilst  it  was  quite  right  to  pay  proper  deference  to  the 
wishes  of  people  living  in  any  section  of  the  town,  it  was  not  right 
to  yield  to  all  cries.  The  people  of  Byker  were  making  cries  in  all 
directions  upon  all  subjects ;  they  would  not  have  the  fever  hospital 
near  them ;  they  would  have  baths  near  them  ;  and  various  other 
cries  were  being  raised,  and  he  was  afraid  the  Council  were  inclined 
to  yield  too  much  to  the  Byker  people. 

Mr.  Sutton  pointed  out  that  both  sites  were  near  to  the  railway. 

Mr.  C.  8.  Smith  briefly  replied  on  the  discussion.  He  said  that 
the  report  was  adopted  by  a  majority  of  the  Sanitary  Committee. 
He  had  no  desire  to  convey  any  antagonism  on  the  part  of  the 
Sanitary  Committee  against  the  new  site.  The  site  already  selected 
was  selected  by  the  distinct  decision  of  the  Council,  and  the  com- 
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mittae  woald  be  perfeotly  satisfied  to  leare  the  decision  again  in  the 
hands  of  the  Oonnoil.  If  the  Ck>nncil  chose  now  to  select  the  new 
site  he  was  sure  the  committee  wonld  be  glad  to  apply  themselves 
to  the  work  of  erecting  a  hospital  npon  it 

The  amendment  was  adopted,  only  one  hand  being  held  np 
against  it. 

The  Conncil  next  adopted  the  following  as  the  snbstantiye 
resolation  : — **  That  the  hospital  be  erected  on  the  site  coloored  blae 
upon  the  plan  now  before  the  Conncil." 

SBWEBINO,  PAVING,  AKD  FLAGGING. 

Mr.  0.  8.  Smith  mored  the  application  of  the  proTisions  of  the 
Newcastle-npon-Tyne  Improvement  Act,  1865,  relating  to  the  for- 
mation of  new  streets,  to  the  streets  nndermentioned  :  —  That 
each  streets  be  sewered,  payed,  and  flagged  with  the  materials, 
according  to  the  manner  and  levels  specified  by  the  Town  Sarveyor 
in  his  estimate  of  the  costs  attending  the  several  works.  That 
snch  estimate  be  adopted  and  confirmed  by  the  CSonncil,  and  that 
ihe  requisite  notices  be  forthwith  given  to  the  respective  owners, 
as  required  by  the  Act: —

THE  PROPOSED  PURCHASE  OF  BTEBR  BRIDGE. 

The  adjonmed  debate  on  the  following  motion,  proposed  at  the 
meeting  of  the  Conncil,  held  on  February  6th,  by  Mr.  Temple^ 
"  That  in  the  opinion  of  this  Council  it  is  desirable  that  the  Byker 
Bridge  should  be  acquired  by  the  Corporation,  with  a  view  to  its 
being  ultimately  thrown  open  free  to  the  public,  and  that  a  Special 
Committee  be  appointed  to  negotiate  with  the  Byker  Bridge  Com- 
pany, and  ascertain  upon  what  terms  the  company  will  transfer 
their  undertaking  to  the  Corporation,  and  report  thereon  to  the 
Council/'  was  resumed  by 

Mr.  YouLL,  who  said  that  the  questions  which  had  been 
brought  before  the  Council  since  the  debate  on  the  Byker 
Bridge  question  was  adjourned  had  been  very  numerous,  but 
many  of  them  had  not  been  of  so  much  practical  importance  and 
interest  to  the  ratepayers  as  this  question.  Mr.  Temple,  in  opening 
the  debate  on  this  subject,  on  February  6th,  stated  the  amount  of 
money  expended  by  the  Corporation  in  repairing  streets  in  the  centre 
and  other  parts  of  the  city,  and  made  what  he  (Mr.  Youll)  under- 
stood was  a  complaint  as  to  the  small  portion  of  money  spent  at 
Byker.  The  Council  had  had  sufficient  proof  of  the  loose  and 
careless  way  in  which  tbe  builders  in  the  Byker  district,  and  those 
who  superintended  the  work,  had  put  in  drains ;  and  the  town  haci 
been  called  upon  to  spend  a  large  sum  of  money  to  make  up  for  the 
deficiencies  of  these  builders  and  others.  If,  in  addition  to  this,  the 
Council  had  to  spend  a  large  sum  in  repairing  and  reflagging  of  the 
streets  taken  oyer  by  the  Corporation,  the  sooner  they  cut  Byker 
off  from  connection  with  the  city  the  better.  But  Mr.  Temple's 
obserrations  were  probably  stronger  than  he  had  intended  them 
to  be. 

Mr.  Tekplb  :  No. 

Mr.  Youll  :  We  will  accept  them  then  for  what  they  are  worth. 
If  Byker  bad  not  had  a  fair  share  spent  in  paving  and  flagging,  it 
was  because  the  builders  and  those  who  attended  to  the  sewering 
and  other  work  had  not  paid  the  attention  they  ought  to  the  sewers. 
There  could  not  be  a  single  question  that  the  important  district  on 
the  east  side  of  the  Ouseburn  had  dereloped  rapidly,  and  that  many 
things  had  happened  there  which  would  not  have  happened  if  the 
Council  and  others  interested  had  had  more  time  to  consider  and 
lay  ont  the  land  and  make  proper  arrangements.  The  development 
of  buildings  at  Byker  was  brought  about  largely  by  the  Corporation 
pulling  down  houses  in  the  Pandon  district,  and  the  east  part  of  the 
Quayside,  without  making  any  provision  for  workmen's  dwellings. 
Had  the  Corporation  taken  more  time  to  consider  the  matter,  and 
cleared  away  the  dwelling  houses  only  as  the  land  was  wanted,  the 
probability  was  that  the  development  of  Byker  would  not  have  takeo 
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place  80  npidlj,  and  the  Oorporatian  would  probably  before  to-daj 
have  been  able  to  consider  the  qaestion  of  making  a  good  free  road 
to  Byker.  The  Corporation  did  not  do  that,  and,  to  some  extent, 
forced  the  hands  of  the  owners  of  land  at  fiyker.  The  question 
now  arose  whether  the  people  of  Byker  shonld  be  taxed  hj  the  toll 
at  the  Bjker  Bridge.  His  impression  was  that  the  matter  should 
be  met  by  some  compromise.  The  Bjker  Bridge  should  be  obtained 
by  the  Corporation  ;  they  ought  not  to  hesitate  about  it ;  it  must 
be  secured  sooner  or  later  ;  and  the  longer  the  Oouncil  delayed  the 
more  would  have  to  be  paid  for  the  bridge.  He  thought  it  was  a 
mistake  that  the  Council  did  not  purchase  the  bridge  when 
negotiations  were  commenced  two  years  ago.  That  the  bridge  was 
not  all  it  shonld  be  for  the  purposes  of  the  city  there  could  be  no 
question.  It  should  have  been  half  as  wide  again.  He  would  vote  in 
favour  of  its  present  purchase  on  the  ground  of  fairplay.  The 
inhabitants  of  Byker  paid  their  share  of  rates.  As  he  bad 
reminded  the  Council  to-day  a  large  number  of  people  were  driven 
to  Byker  by  the  action  of  the  Council  in  pulling  down  dwellings  on 
the  west  of  the  Ouseburn.  A  man  who  crossed  the  bridge  once  a 
day  each  way  would  pay  toll  to  the  amount  of  £1  10s.  a  year;  and 
was  it  right  to  tax  a  working  man  £1  10s.  a  year  when,  if  the 
Council  purchased  the  bridge  and  threw  the  cost  upon  the  rates  of 
the  whole  city,  the  cost  upon  the  working  men  of  the  whole  city  woold 
be  not  more  than  one-twentieth  part  of  that  amount  7  The  average 
rateable  value  of  working  men's  dwellings  was  something  like  f  12  ; 
the  paying  of  interest  and  principle  for  the  purchase  of  the  bridge, 
spread  over  50  years,  would  require  a  rate  of  three-halfpence  in  the 
pound,  and  that  would  be  Is.  6d.  per  house,  or  equal  to  one-twentieth 
of  £1  10s.  .  He  would  vote  for  the  purchase  of  the  bridge,  but  he 
would,  through  the  Mayor,  who  was  a  director,  ask  the  Byker  Bridge 
Company  to  meet  the  ratepayers  fairly.  If  the  Company  did  not  aak 
an  exorbitant  price  he  thought  the  city  would  be  satisfied.  One  of 
the  strongest  fears  was  that  the  Company,  as  the  traffic  and  dividend 
had  increased,  would  be  disposed  to  ask  an  exorbitant  price  for  the 
bridge.  He  hoped  that  would  not  be  so,  but  that  the  Company 
would  treat  with  the  inhabitants  in  a  liberal  spirit,  and  be  content 
to  be  paid  back  their  capital  with  a  reasonable  rate  of  interest  from 
the  time  the  calls  were  made  upon  the  shareholders.  If  the  Company 
acted  in  this  spirit  the  difficulty  would  be  met,  and  the  excitement 
in  the  minds  of  the  ratepayers  be  allayed. 

Mr.  G.  R.  Hedlbt  said  that,  according  to  Mr.  YouU,  the  Byker 
Bridge  was  too  narrow,  and  would  cost  a  very  large  sum  of  money 
to  widen  it  He  (Mr.  H.)  thought  the  Council  could  erect  a  new 
bridge  lower  down  at  much  less  expense  than  the  price  of  the  Byker 
Bridge,  which  was  a  botch  from  beginning  to  eud ;  it  would  not  be 
long  in  tumbling  down.  The  bridge  was  one  of  the  most  nnhand- 
some  bnildings  he  had  ever  looked  upon,  and  he  could  not 
congratulate  either  the  architect  or  builders  of  it.  Mr.  Yonll  had 
laid  great  stress  upon  the  necessity  of  the  Counoil  providing  a  tm 
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icoem  to  the  city  from  Byker,  but  he  forgot  that  a  free  road  already 

existed. 

Mr.  YouLL :  No,  I  do  not 

Mr.  Hedlet  :  People  could  traverse  the  valley  if  they  wished  to 
save  their  money,  instead  of  coming  across  the  Byker  Bridge.  The 
bridge  was  a  private  speculation  on  the  part  of  people  who 
expected  they  woald  receive  a  very  large  dividend  npon  their  money  ; 
bat  now,  finding  that  the  bridge  could  not  pay  so  large  a  dividend 
as  was  expected,  they  wished  to  pat  it  on  the  shoulders  of  the 
Corporation.  ("  No,  no.")  Let  the  Company  stand  to  their  bargain, 
and,  as  the  population  of  the  city  increased,  so  would  the  dividends 
increase.     He  hoped  the  Company  would  keep  the  bridge. 

Mr.  Aid.  Grbgson  thought  the  persons  who  had  brought  forward 
the  question  of  the  Corporation  purchasing  Byker  Bridge  would 
have  before  now  seen  the  error  of  their  ways,  and  dropped  the 
matter.  Proprietors  of  land  on  the  east  side  of  the  Ousebum  sold 
their  ground  at  a  very  handsome  price,  probably  for  more  than  it 
-was  worth,  and  he  did  not  see  why  the  Corporation  should  benefit 
them  by  purchasing  the  Byker  Bridge  and  making  it  free.  The 
people  who  lived  in  the  higher  part  of  Elswick  might  as  well  call 
upon  the  Council  to  cut  away  Westgate  Hill  because  it  was  a  tax 
upon  them.  That  hill  cost  him  £8  a  year  in  tramway  farea  Why 
should  the  people  of  Byker  have  facilities  which  the  people  in 
Elswick  had  not  ?  He  protested  against  such  reckless  expenditure 
by  the  Corporation  as  paying  £100,000  for  the  Byker  Bridge. 

Mr.  Cabse  said  he  had  given  some  attention  to  the  question  now 
before  the  Council.  Ever  since  he  had  been  a  member  of  the 
Council  this  question  had  been  cropping  up.  What  kind  of 
committee  would  please  Mr.  Temple  on  this  question  f  Mr.  Temple 
already  had  had  two  committees ;  and  Mr.  Temple  had  prevented 
the  report  of  one  of  the  committees  from  coming  before  the  Council. 
Mr.  Temple  wished  the  Council  to  assert  the  desirability  of  the 
purchase  of  Byker  Bridge,  and  to  appoint  a  committee  to  go  into 
the  matter  and  negotiate  with  the  Bridge  Company.  Mr.  Temple, 
at  the  present  moment,  was  chairman  of  a  committee  which  the 
Council  appointed  last  July  to  enquire  into  'Hhe  necessity  for 
increased  modes  of  communication  with  Byker  district,  and  the  best 
method  of  securing  that  increase,  should  it  be  found  necessary." 
Mr.  Temple  was  elected  chairman  of  the  committee.  He  would  now 
give  the  Council  the  lines  of  that  report  The  committee  examined 
the  various  mode  of  communication  between  Bjker  and  the  city, 
and,  under  the  superintendence  of  the  City  Engineer,  the  distances 
between  given  points  in  Byker  and  central  places  in  Newcastle  were 
measured.  All  the  facts  were  brought  before  the  committee  at 
three  or  four  meetings,  and  the  heads  of  the  reports  were  agreed  to; 
and  Mr.  Amos  was  instructed  to  put  them  in  the  form  of  a  report. 
At  the  last  meeting  of  the  committee  the  division  was  equal,  and 
the  report  fell  to  the  ground ;  and  the  Council  lost  the  benefit  of  all 
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the  distanoes  which  the  City  Engineer  had  obtained.    He  felt  sore 
no  member  of  the  Coancil  wished  to  do  anything  which  wonld  injure 
the  people  of  Byker.     They  wished  to  give  Byker  a  fair  share  of 
what  was  going,  bnt  not  more  than  their  share.     If  it  coold  be 
proved  that  the  people  of  Byker  were  placed  in  a  disadvantageons 
position  by  having  to  pay  toll,  and  that  freeing  them  of  the  toll 
within  a  reasonable  time  wonld  be  an  advantage  to  them,  then  even 
Mr.  Aid.  Qregson  wonld  not  hesitate  to  assist  in  freeing  the  bridge. 
Bnt  he  questioned  whether  the  people  of  Byker  would  be  benefitted 
one  penny  if  the  Corporation  bonght  the  bridge  to-day.     The  Oitj 
Engineer  ascertained  the  distances  from  Dalton  Street,  Byker,  to  be 
as  follows  : — To  Central  Railway  Station  by  Byker  Bridge,  ^ew 
Bridge  and  Grainger  Streets,  2,760  yards ;  to  Central  Station  by 
Byker  Bridge,  Melbourne  Street,  New  Streets,  Mosley  Street,  &o., 
2,563  yards;   to  Central  Station  by   Albion   Bow,   bridge  over 
Oosebum,  New  Road,  City  Road,  Mosley  Street,  &c.,  2,967  yards ; 
to  Orey's  Monument  by  Byker  Bridge  and  New  Bridge  Street,  2,100 
yards ;  to  Grey's  Monument  by  Byker  Bridge,  Melbourne  Street, 
New  Streets,  and  Pilgrim  Street,  2,443  yards ;  to  Grey's  Monmment 
by  Albion  Bead,  bridge  over  Ousebum,  New  Road,  City  Road,  and 
Pilgrim  Street,  2,800  yards;  to  junction  of  Market  Street  and  Grey 
Street  by  Byker  Bridge,  and  New  Bridge  Street,  2,217  yards ;  to 
junction  of  Market  Street  and  Grey   Street,  by  Byker   Bridge, 
Melbourne  Street,  New  Streets,  Pilgrim  Street,  <fec.,  2,333  yards ; 
to  junction  of  Market  Street  and  Grey  Street,  by  Albion  Bow, 
bridge  over  Onseburn,  Pilgrim  Street,  &c.,  2,683  yards.     These 
measurements  showed  that  the  difference  in  the  routes  from  Dalton 
Street  to  certain  given  points  in  the  city  was  only  about  200  or  300 
yards.     People  walking  by  the  old  route  must  necessarily  dip  a 
little  down  and  rise  again.     The  committee  adopted  the  following 
resolution  :— >''  That  the  committee  find  that  increased  communica- 
tion with  Byker  district  is  being  rapidly  carried  out  by  the  Town 
Improvement  Committee,  under  the  direction  of  the  Council,  and 
that  further  accommodation  will  probably  soon  be  made  by  Albion 
Bow,  and  would  advise  that,  until  the  effect  of  these  improved 
modes  of  communication  can  be  ascertained,  it  is  unnecessary  to 
pursue  the  enqniry  further  for  the  present.     The  committee  further 
suggest  that  the  Town  Improvement  Committee  be  requested  to 
proceed  as  rapidly  as  possible  with  the  formation  of  the  streets  in 
the  neighbourhood  of  Albion  Row."     The  committee  found  that  the 
tramway  was  about  to  be  extended  along  the  City  and  New  Roads 
to  the  east  side  of  the  Oasebam  bridge,  and  that  would  be  a  great 
help  to  people  li?ing  in  that  direction ;  and  the  Council  should  wait 
and  see  what  effect  the  extension  of  the  tramway  was  before  they 
launched  into  an  expenditure  of  at  least  £80,000  in  the  purchase  of 
Byker  Bridge.     The  Bridge  Company  had  refused  to  meet  the 
Corporation  on  a  basis  of  £80,000,  and  he  supposed  the  Company 
was  better  off  now,  and  probably  would  ask  for  £100,000.     If  Mr. 
Temple  got  the  committee  he  now  asked  for  how  did  ih»j  know 
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that  he  would  not  treat  the  membera  in  the  same  way  as  the  last 
committee  were.  8ome  respect  shoald  hare  been  paid  to  the  report 
drawn  np ;  it  shoald  have  been  laid  before  the  Gonncil.  Mr. 
Temple  had  argued  that,  as  Byker  had  not  had  a  fair  share  of  the 
rates  spent  npon  it,  the  bridge  should  be  made  free.  He  (Mr. 
Garse)  considered  that  Byker  pro  rata  had  had  spent  npon  it  a 
larger  expenditure  of  the  public  rates  than  any  other  part  of  the 
town.  He  remembered  two  years  ago,  at  a  public  meeting  held  in 
the  Lecture  Room,  during  Mr.  Gibson's  mayoralty,  that  Mr.  Birkett 
stated  that  £7  had  been  spent  on  paving  in  Byker.  He  was  a 
member  of  the  Town  Improvement  Oommittee,  and  knew  that  that 
was  a  misstatement. 

Mr.  BiBKETT :  I  never  made  snch  a  statement  What  I  did  say 
was  that  for  one  year  £7  was  all  that  had  been  spent  in  repairing. 

Mr.  Cabse  :  It  was  repairing  the  paving.  Over  and  above  the 
estimates  for  repairs  of  paving  and  sewers  there  was  £3,000  or 
£4,000  expended,  not  upon  any  particular  part,  but  to  keep  up  the 
staff  of  men  for  carrying  on  the  work.  In  the  estimate  for  the 
particular  year  alluded  to  £7  was  proposed  to  be  expended  for 
something  special ;  but  Mr.  Ralph  Cook  was  an  active  member,  and 
daring  the  year  was  constantly  bringing  something  forward  to  be 
done  at  Byker,  and  he  (Mr.  Garse)  knew  that  a  far  larger  proportion 
had  been  spent  for  repairs  at  Byker  than  Mr,  Temple  stated.  He 
asked  the  Gity  Engineer  for  details  of  the  expenditure,  and  he 
replied,  "  it  is  impossible  to  give  details  as  our  men  are  here,  there, 
and  everywhere,  and  I  cannot  say  whether  £70  or  what  sum  was 
spent  in  repairs  at  Byker.**  Within  the  last  few  years  many  streets 
at  Byker  had  been  paved  by  the  Corporation  at  the  expense  of  the 
people,  and,  therefore,  could  not  require  much  expense  in  repairs  ; 
bat  if  Byker  did  not  require  expenditure  for  repaving,  certainly  it 
had  in  regard  to  the  sewers.  This  year,  and  perhaps  next,  a  large 
earn  would  be  expended  on  the  sewers. 

Mr.  Birkett  :  That  is  the  fault  of  the  Sanitary  Authority. 

Mr.  Garse  :  He  was  not  at  present  going  into  the  question  of 
whose  fault  it  was.  In  1880  (page  69  of  financial  statements  £45, 
and  in  1883  (page  99)  £95  was  expended  for  special  paving  at 
Byker,  and  this  year  there  was  between  £400  and  £500  for  special 
paving.  This  did  not  include  repairs,  because  repairs  were  not  put 
down  under  a  special  head.  For  special  sewering  at  Byker  there 
bad  been  expended  £605  in  1880  (page  65) ;  £163  in  1881  (page 
71) ;  £25  in  1882  (page  77) ;  and  £45  in  1883  (page  75)  ;  toUl, 
£838.  There  was  also  £699  on  Heaton  siding.  In  1880,  only 
£300  was  expended  on  special  sewering  in  the  rest  of  the  borough. 
There  was  £1,200  expended  for  a  sewer  at  Byker  this  year.  Did 
All  these  sums  represent  a  fair  quota  of  what  the  people  at  Byker 
contributed  towards  the  rates  ?  For  the  four  years  and  a  half  ending 
1883,  Byker  and  Heaton  paid  rates  to  the  amount  of  £81,664^  whilst 
tile  amount  paid  by  the  borough  was  £402,540%   Bykec  «id  Beaton 
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had  oontribnted  •^th  of  the  whole,  and  had  received  far  more 
than  -jl^th  of  the  proceeds.  In  speaking  of  the  £3 1 ,000  collected  from 
the  people  of  Byker,  it  mnst  be  remembered  that  only  abont  half  the 
people  there  were  benefited  by  the  Byker  Bridge.  A  large  portion 
of  this  money  was  collected  on  the  east  side  of  the  Onsebnm,  and  at 
the  river  side;  and  he  had  asked  the  City  Treasnrer  for  information 
on  the  subject  The  Oity  Treasurer  informed  him  that  the  ratable 
valne  of  Byker  was  £53,524,  and  of  portion  of  Heaton,  £4,410; 
total  £57,934.  Of  this  rateable  valne,  the  west  side  of  the  Oose- 
bnm,  or  under  <he  bridge,  not  requiring  the  bridge  for  approach  to 
property,  might  be  set  down  at  £10,821 ;  rateble  value  of  8t  Peter's 
and  St  Anthony's,  of  persons  who  could  go  by  the  Onsebam  Bridge 
and  the  low  road,  might  be  set  down  at  £13,101 ;  together  £23,922 ; 
and  the  remainder,  as  users  of  Byker  Bridge,  would  be  £34,012. 
From  this  statement  it  was  quite  clear  that  nearly  half  the  people 
contributing  towards  the  rates  in  Byker  would  not  require  the 
bridge  at  all ;  and,  therefore,  instead  of  ^  of  the  town,  only  ^  or 
Jf  of  the  whole  town  paying  towards  the  rates^  would  get  any 
benefit  from  it  The  land  on  the  east  side  of  the  bridge 
had  been  bought  for  considerably  less  than  land  on  the  west 
side,  and  the  result  had  been  that  a  lot  of  hoases  had 
been  run  up  and  cheaply  let  There  was  an  estate  belonging 
to  the  Corporation  to  be  developed;  and  Mr.  Temple  and  Mr. 
Aid.  Potter,  and  two  or  three  other  gentlemen  also  wanted 
to  develop  their  estates  ;  and  they  would  be  right  in  doing 
that  at  their  own  expense  ;  but  they  must  not  ask  the  people  of 
Newcastle  to  buy  Byker  Bridge  in  order  to  make  those  estates  more 
valuable.  It  was  said  that  the  working  men  would  benefit  by  the 
freeing  of  the  bridge.  There  never  was  a  grosser  blunder.  As  soon 
as  the  bridge  was  freed  the  workmen  would  find  that  the  rents 
would  be  increased  by  the  landlords.  Mr.  Sutton,  in  seconding  Mr. 
Temple's  motion,  asked  who  benefited  by  the  formation  of  Brandling 
Park?  Surely  the  residents  round  about;  but  still  it  never  was 
contended  that,  because  of  that  fact,  the  whole  town  should  not  pay 
the  money.  How  much  had  been  spent  in  the  Byker  district  by  the 
people  of  Newcastle  1  Upon  the  Ousebum  Bridge  there  had  been 
expended  £5,216;  the  cattle  sanatorium  £33,000. 

Mr.  Tbmple  :  That  is  not  in  Byker  at  all. 

Mr.  Caesb  :  It  is  in  the  district.  The  Heaton  Park  £27,000, 
besides  the  £1,200  per  annum  for  maintenance.  All  this  had  been 
spent  in  Byker  district ;  but  he  did  not  deny  that  the  town  generally 
got  the  benefit  of  it  What  ought  to  be  done )  He  had  maintained 
from  the  first,  and  he  thought  the  majority  of  the  Council  wonld 
maintain,  that  they  ought  to  do  anything  in  reason  that  could  be 
done  to  develope  the  district  of  Byker.  But  this  was  not  to  be  done 
by  buying  Byker  Bridge.  There  were  three  or  four  modes  in  which 
the  difficulty  could  be  met.  One  way  was  by  doing  what  had  been 
done  in  many  other  oitieSi  and  that  was  to  gradually  fill  np  tba 
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tb]6|  and  arael  s  oalrert  s  little  tdtihet  down  at  an  expense  ^ 
£6,000  or  £6,000.  One  dene  in  Newcastle  had  been  fiUed  np,  and 
tiie  lime  would  come  when  the  dene  at  the  Onsebam  wonld  have  to 
be  filled  up.  The  mound  on  which  the  National  InsUtnte  and  the 
Painters*  Soetety's  batlding  at  Edinburgh  was  made  by  filling  np  a 
dene.  Mr.  Todd,  who  headed  the  deputation  which  waited  npon 
the  Oonncil  to  nrge  that  something  should  be  done  for  Byker, 
aboQt  three  months  ago  wrote  the  following  letter  to  a  newspaper : — 
**  A  good  deal  has  b«dn  said  and  written  on  this  vexed  subject,  and 
yet  in  totdng  up  all  the  pros  and  cons,  and  looking  at  iJie  whole 
matter  in  every  way  without  prejadfce  and  in  fumess  to  all  con- 
eereed,  we  might  oome  to  something  like  a  just  and  amicable 
oondusion.  As  to  the  old  roads  which  have  been  made  so  much  of 
in  discussing  the  subject,  they  might  fairly  be  left  out  of  the  ques- 
tion. Now,  as  to  the  new  Byker  Bridge :— Is  the  Gity  Ooondl  in 
any  way  committed  to  its  purchase,  leaving  the  cost  in  abeyance  ? 
IM  the  members  commit  themselves  by  consenting  to  the  Oompany 
getting  their  Act  of  Parliament  f  Did  they  consent  to  its  constmc- 
tioa  in  its  present  form  f  Is  it  the  height  or  the  width  shown  on 
plans  t  and  if  noty  who  is  to  blame  ?  Is  the  bridge  waterlogged  7 
or,  what  means  the  streams  of  water  ooaing  through  the  brickworic 
aad  running  down  the  pillars  in  wet  weather  9  Must  the  roadway 
be  taken  np  another  time  to  remedy  this  defect  ?  or,  must  it  go  on 
for  six  or  eight  years,  and  then  will  it  be  necessary  to  reconstruct 
the  whole  of  the  upper  portion  of  the  structure  ?  GHien  again,  what 
about  a  fiying  footway  on  each  side  set  on  brackets  ?  Would  it  be 
safe  to  do  this,  and  would  the  Oorporation  give  their  sanction  to 
ntch  a  scheme  ?  What  about  the  cost  of  all  this,  which  is  looming 
in  the  distance,  and  which  must  be  taken  into  account  some  day  i 
Hhem  eonsiderations  must  be  taken  into  account  before  the  bridge 
oan  be  computed  at  its  true  valna  If  the  bridge  is  left  in  the 
Itaads  of  the  Oompany,  the  expenses  I  mention  will  swallow  up  a 
large  portion  of  their  dividends.  If  the  Oorporation  purchase,  these 
expenses  must  be  a  setK)ff  in  favour  of  the  ratepayers  at  present 
Let  us  look  a  little  further  arhead.  It  is  understood  that  the  North 
Eastern  Railway  Oompany  intend  to  build  another  bridge  to  take  a 
double  line  to  Heaton  points.  Oould  our  City  Oonncil  not  join  with 
them  and  bridge  over  the  gulf  by  an  embankment,  to  suit  both 

Erpoaes,  with  retaining  walls,  one  say  on  the  boundary  of  Messrs* 
mes's  lead  works,  in  a  straight  line,  the  other  with  a  long  radius 
eurve,  the  west  end  resting  on  the  vacant  ground  behind  the  North 
Eaelem  cover  works,  and  terminating  in  Wilfrid  Street  in  the  east 
end,  and  on  a  level  with  that  street  9  This  would  require  a  culvert 
for  the  water  of  Ousebum,  a  carriage  way  by  one  arch  on  each  side, 
and  another  in  Stepney  Lena  The  earth  from  the  railway  cutting 
eonld  be  filled  in  as  the  work  went  upi  The  house  property 
and  slaughter  houses  on  the  line  would  not  be  very  cosily •** 
The  priee  that  was  offered  for  the  bridge  was  £80,000,  and  the 
directors  soomfnlly  rejected  that  amoont,  and  would  not  even  call 
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the  diareliolden  together  to  consider  it.  The  Oompaay  haTing 
rejected  that  offer,  the  Ooanoil^  if  they  went  to  Parliament,  would 
certainly  hare  a  fair  claim  to  lay  before  the  Parliamentary  Committee 
in  enpport  of  a  bridge  being  bailt  by  the  OoanciL  The  Byker  bridge 
was  not  worth  the  money  asked  for  it.  Mr.  Harrison  had  reported 
that  the  bridge  would  not  snit  the  necessities  of  the  town  for  ten 
years,  and  to  widen  it  by  means  of  flying  buttresses  would  coat 
£25,000,  which  would  bring  the  cost  up  to  £125,000.  In  the  £M9a 
of  such  an  enormous  expence,  and  the  small  number  of  people  to  be 
accommodated,  it  would  be  unreasonable  to  call  upon  the  people  of 
Newcastle  to  make  the  purchase.  He  was  opposed  to  buying  the 
bridge ;  but  he  would  not  oppose  any  reasonable  propoaitioii  to 
provide  a  better  road  for  the  people  of  Byker. 

Mr.  Aid.  Stbphehsoh  thought  there  was  an  opening  now  for  a 
compromise.    He  could  not  vote  for  Mr.  Temple's  resolution  aa  it 
stood,  but  he  had  a  warm  side  for  Byker,  and  would  like  Byker  to 
rsceive  equal  justice  with  all  parts  of  the  city.     He  had  given  some 
thought  and  attention  to  this  subject^  and  was  bold  enough  to  believe 
that  a  compromise  could  be  effected  which  would  secure  practically 
a  unanimous  vote.     Mr.  Temple's  resolution  began  by  affirming  the 
desirability  of  the  Ck>rporation  purchasing  Byker  Bridge.     He  did 
not  think  a  unanimous  vote  of  Uie  Council  could  be  obtained  on  Uiat 
proposition  in  the  present  temper  of  the  Council     He  proposed  the 
following  amendment  :^-"  That,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Council,  it  ia 
desirable  to  consider  the  propriety  of  acquiring  the  Byker  Bridge  by 
the  Corporation  with  a  view  to  its  being  ultimately  thrown  open  free 
to  the  public ;  and  that  a  special  committee  be  appointed  to  negotiate 
with  the  Byker  Bridge  Company,  and  ascertain  upon  what  terms 
the  Company  will  transfer  their  undertaking  to  the  Oorporataon; 
and,  further,  to  consider,  in  connection  with  the  City  Engineer,  the 
possibility  of  erecting  an  alternative  bridge,  together  with  the  cost 
of  the  same,  and  to  re|)ort  to  the  Council."    This  amendment  woold 
cover  the  whole  subject ;  it  would  give  the  committee  power  to 
approach  the  Bjker  Bridge  Company  with  respect  to  the  purchase 
of  the  bridge ;  and  also  to  consider  the  proposal  to  erect  a  long 
culvert  ss  suggested  by  Mr.  Carse.    The  whole  question  would  be  open 
to  the  committee,  who  could  present  a  broad  and  comprebenrive 
report  to  the  Council.     If  Mr.  Temple  pressed  his  resolutioDy  he 
(Aid.  B.)  thought  it  would  be  met  with  an  adverse  vote  even  from 
some  members  who,  under  other  circumstances,  would  support  him. 
Something  should  be  done  for  the   Byker  people  who  had  the 
mikfortune  to  live  on  the  east  side  of  the  dene.    There  should  be  a 
free  approach  to  the  town.    He  urged  Mr.  Temple  to  accept  the 
amendment,  and  he  would  then  gain  the  votes  of  those  who  would 
not  go  quite  so  far  as  to  affirm  at  first  the  desirability  of  purchasing 
the  bridge.     The  whole  question,  and  the  alternative  schemes,  would 
be  before  the  committee^and  when  the  report  was  presented  th^Oouncil 
would  be  in  a  much  better  position  to  debate  upon  the  snlgeot  in  its 
entirety  than  they  were  toAlay, 
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Mr.  Aid.  Hkdlbt  said  that,  in  company  with  Mr.  Temple  and  a 
•mall  committee,  he  ioBpected  the  districty  and  saw  for  himself  the 
distances  between  Byker  and  Newcastle.  It  had  always  been  urged 
upon  the  Gooncil  that  it  was  a  great  hardship  that  the  Byker  people 
were  oat  off  irom  the  rest  of  Newcastle,  and  had  to  pay  toll  at  the 
bridge^  The  eondnsion  he  had  come  to  was  that  the  hardship  was  not 
so  great  as  it  had  been  represented  to  be.  Albion  Row  had  been 
made  into  a  public  road,  and  it  led  from  the  end  of  the  Onsebnm 
Bridge,  at  the  foot  of  Tyne  Street,  direct  to  Dalton  Street,  almost 
the  centre  of  Byker.  He  thought  the  inhabitants  of  Byker  coming 
from  that  point  by  way  of  Albion  Road,  over  the  Oneebvm  Bridge, 
along  Tyne  Street,  New  Road,  and  Oity  Road  would  find  that  a 
nearer  road  to  the  whole  of  the  lower  parts  of  Newcastle  then  by 
way  of  Bjker  Bridge.  He  did  not  think  the  Oorporation  was  in 
a  position  at  present  to  go  to  the  expense  of  buying  Byker  Bridge 
to  accommodate  a  comparatively  small  number  of  the  inhabitants  of 
the  city  living  at  Byker,  especially  as  the  Quayside  and  all  the 
lower  portions  of  the  city  were  better  served  by  the  new  streets. 
There  was  no  doubt  that  people  had  to  go  down  hill  and  up  again 
by  the  low  road,  but  only  to  a  small  extent 

Mr.  Wk.  Smith  seconded  Mr.  Aid.  Stephenson's  amendment. 
He  hoped  Mr.  Temple  would  be  disposed  to  accept  the  amendment. 
There  was  a  desire  on  the  part  of  many  memberfl  to  bring  forward 
figures,  and  set  the  expenditure  of  one  part  of  the  town  against 
another ;  but  this  was  not  a  question  to  be  dealt  with  in  that  way. 
In  London  the  authorities  were  buying  up  and  freeing  bridges 
from  toll ;  and  why  should  Newcastle  pursue  a  retrograde  course  7 
Mr.  Oarse  knew  that  in  a  few  years  the  Council  would  be  com- 
pelled to  vote  for  freeing  Byker  Bridge,  or  else  provide  another 
bridge.  People  did  not  want  to  live  down  by  the  river,  but  wanted 
to  get  as  near  the  town  as  possible.  The  town  was  extending  east 
and  west ;  and  when  good  trade  came  back  again  there  would  be 
a  very  great  extension  in  these  directions ;  and  the  Corporation 
would  have  in  the  end  more  capital  and  interest  to  pay  for  the 
Byker  Bridge.  Mr.  Carse  had  stated  a  number  of  distances ;  but 
people  did  not  want  to  go  down  a  hill  and  then  climb 
up  again  when  coming  to  or  leaving  the  centre  of  the  town. 
ISiere  was  little  spare  land  east  of  the  Bridge  until  the 
Corporation  estate  was  reached;  and  did  they  want  to  tax 
people  who  desired  to  live  upon  the  Corporation  estate) 
Mr.  Oarse  had  referred  to  property  owners  benefiting  by  the 
freeing  of  the  bridge.  The  Corporation  would  be  the  greatest 
gainers  as  property  owners.  The  Tramway  Committee,  in  con- 
junction with  the  Town  Improvement  Committee,  had  gone 
over  the  routes  for  tramways  round  by  Walker  ;  and  there  was 
no  sensible  man  who  would  not  come  to  the  conclusion  that 
the  proper  route  to  take  to  Walker  was  by  way  of  Byker; 
it  was  the  neaiest  way;  and  a  toamway  by  that  route  would 
dsvwiopo  Ow  Oorporation  eaUU     If  the  settling  of  the  bridgv 
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qaertion  wm  pnl  off  for  fiTe,  ten,  or  fifteen  yem,  the  resuh  would  be 
that  more  mooey  woald  have  to  be  paid  for  the  bridge ;  and  it  wii 
eertain  that  the  Corporation,  having  neglected  their  dnty  in  the 
first  inatanoe,  wonld  not  be  allowed  by  Parliament  to  bnild  a  bridge 
alongside  of  the  present  bridge.  It  «ras  the  duty  of  the  Ooonoil  to 
look  ahead,  and  not  keep  waiting.  Under  the  amendment  the 
whole  question  oonld  be  gone  inta  The  way  Mr.  Carae  had 
brought  forward  what  was  done  by  the  previous  committee  waa 
iin£sir.  There  was  a  memorandnm  drawn  up  by  Mr.  Amos,  but  it 
never  waa  adopted  as  a  report ;  so  many  members  of  the  committee 
voted  in  favour  of  it,  and  an  equal  number  against  it ;  and  how, 
therefore,  could  it  be  a  report  of  the  committee  1 

The  Mayor  :  Do  you  accept  the  amendment,  Mr.  Temple  f 

Mr.  Tbxplb  :  If  the  Council  wish  to  agree  to  the  amendment  of 
Mr.  Aid.  Stephenson,  I  am  quite  agreeable  to  adopt  it  to  prevent 
any  further  discussion.  ("  Agreed,  agreed."  )  He  wished  to  refer 
to  a  personal  matter.  Mr.  Carae  bad  accused  him  of  withholding  a 
report  from  the  Council.  He  (Mr.  Temple)  thought  he  h$i 
explained  to  the  Council  at  a  previous,  meeting  the  result  of  the 
action  taken  by  the  committee.  The  committee  met  three  or  four 
times,  and  Mr.  Amos  received  instrnctions  to  draw  up  the  heada  of  a 
report ;  and  the  committee  were  summoned  together  to  confirm  the 
report.  Mr.  Carse  did  not  attend  the  last  meeting  of  the  com- 
mittee, and,  in  his  (Mr.  Carse's)  absence,  the  voting  on  the 
draft  report  was  equal.  He  (Mr.  Temple)  gave  one  vote,  and 
declined  to  give  a  casting  vote  as  chairman;  and  he  thought 
the  Council  would  give  him  credit  for  doing  what  was  proper 
under  the  circumstancea  And  yet  he  was  accused  of  intentionally 
withholding  a  report. 

Mr.  Oabsb  said  Mr.  Temple  and  himself  had  misunderstood  one 
another.  If  he  had  stated  that  Mr.  Temple  intentionally  withheld 
the  report  from  the  Council,  then  he  had  said  what  he  did  not  intend 
to  say,  and  withdrew  it.  What  he  meant  to  aay  was  that  a  report 
was  drawn  op,  and  that  the  committee  meeting  was  attended  by 
gentlemen  who  had  not  attended  before,  and  threw  it  out 

Mr.  Aid.  Barkas  said  there  seemed  to  be  a  desire  to  do  what 
had  already  been  done.  A  committee  was  already  appointed  by  the 
Council  to  do  precisely  the  work  mentioned  in  the  resolution,  and 
had  not  yet  reported  to  the  Council.  They  ought  to  see  that  that 
committee  did  its  work  and  presented  a  report.  Why  should 
another  committee  be  appointed  7  The  whole  qaestion  bad  been 
before  the  Council  over  and  over  again,  and  he  saw  no  utility  in 
re-introducing  it,  seeing  that  there  was  no  possibility  of  agreeing  to 
the  purchase  of  the  bridge. 

The  amendment  proposed  by  Mr.  Aid.  Stephenson,  having  been 
accepted  by  Mr.  Temple,  becune  the  motion,  and  the  Couneii  voted 
upon,  it  as  foUowa :— ..

Sir, — I  have  the  honour  to  forward  to  you  a  copy  of  a  danse  which  will 
be  moved  in  the  House  of  Commons  by  Mr.  Woooall,  in  Committee  on  the 
Bepresentation  of  the  People  Bill,  for  extending  the  Parliamentaiy  fran- 
chise to  Women  Householders  : — 

"  For  sU  pmxMCS  connected  with  and  having  reference  to  the  right  to 
vote  m  ]?arliamentary  Elections  words  in  the  Representation  of  the 
People  Acts  importing  the  Masculine  gender  include  Women," 
The  proposed  new  clause  follows  exactly,  except  only  the  necessary  change 
of  subject,  the  wording  of  the  clause  in  the  Municipal  Corporations  A^ 
1882,  relating  to  the  franchise  for  Women.    I  beg  that  you  will  be  good 
enough  to  communicate  the  same  to  the  Council  <»  Newoastie-on-T^e  at 
tbeir  next  meeting,  and  to  ask  them  to  consider  the  propriety  of  petitioning 
the  House  of  Commons  in  favour  of  a  measure  which  affects  the  interesti 
of  so  considerable  a  proportion  of  their  constituents.

The  Mayor  :  Shall  we  refer  this  to  the  Parliamentary  Committee  t 
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Mr.  Aid.  Grbgson  said  the  snggeetion  in  the  letter  should  be 
nnanimoosly  agreed  to  at  once.  He  proposed  that  the  Conncil 
petition  Parliament  in  fayonr  of  extending  the  franchise  to  women. 

Mr.  Holmes  objected  to  the  Conncil  interfering  with  imperial 
matters,  and  moved  that  the  letter  lie  upon  the  table. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamond  said  that  the  Oonndl  had  on  previous  occasions 
petitioned  in  favour  of  extending  the  franchise  to  women,  and  he 
had  great  pleasure  in  seconding  Mr.  Aid.  Oregson's  motion. 

Mr.  Stephens  :  I  support  the  proposal  of  Aid.  Qregson,  whose 
authority  on  such  matters  cannot  be  disputed. 

The  motion  of  Mr.  Aid.  Qregson  was  agreed  to. 

Mr.  Holmes  :  I  think  this  is  a  bad  precedent  We  are  not 
elected  to  deal  with  matters  before  Parliament. 

THE  FORESHORE  OF  THE  TYNE. 

Mr.  Henzell  said  that  in  October,  1883,  a  committee  was 
appointed  to  enquire  into  the  rights  of  the  Oorporation  as  to  the 
foreshore  of  the  river  Tyne.  No  report  had  yet  been  presented, 
and  he  asked  the  chairman  of  the  committee  if  it  was  likely  that  the 
committee  would  have  something  definite  in  reference  to  this  matter 
to  state  to  the  Council  shortly. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamond  said  all  the  members  of  the  committee  had  now 
had  an  opportunity  of  going  over  the  case  which  had  been  prepared, 
and  of  examining  it,  but  the  committee  had  not  yet  been  called 
together.  He  would  like  to  suggest  that,  before  the  committee 
were  called  together,  the  whole  of  the  Council  should  have  an 
opportunity  of  viewing  the  foreshore  on  both  sides  of  the  river  Tyne, 
and  they  would  then  be  better  able  not  only  to  go  into  the  con- 
sideration of  the  question  with  the  seriousness  which  its  importance 
demanded,  but  would  all  be  better  able  to  understand  and  discuss 
the  position  of  the  foreshore  which  they  claimed.  He  proposed  that 
the  Mayor  invite  the  Council  to  an  inspection  of  the  foreshore  of 
the  river. 

Mr.  Henzell  seconded  the  motion. 

Mr.  Stephens  suggested  that  the  inspection  be  made  at  dead  low 
water  of  spring  tide,  when  they  would  have  the  best  opportunity  of 
seeing  the  foreshores. 

Agreed  to. 

THE  RE-ARRANGEMENT  OF  WARDS. 

Mr.  BiRKETT  asked  what  progress  the  committee  was  making  in 
regard  to  the  re- arrangement  of  wards  ;  what  was  the  reason  they 
had  not  reported  to  the  Council  before  now,  and  when  the  Oounol 
might  expect  a  report. 

Mr.  Temple  said  the  committee  had  held  five  or  six  meetings. 
There  had  been  an  arrangement  of  the  wards  to  form  eight  wardsi 
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ttid  the  committee  hadlgot  the  plans  before  them,  and  had  the 
proposal  under  consideration.  When  a  report  would  be  presented  to 
the  CbuncO  depended  entirely  upon  the  conmiittee. 

THB  WATBB  SUPPLY. 

Mr.  BiBKETT  asked  the  Chairman  of  the  Sanitary  OommiUee 
when  the  Council  might  expect  the  City  Engineer's  report  in 
connection  with  the  Water  Company's  reservoirs ;  and  what  progress, 
if  any,  was  being  made  with  the  work  required. 

Mr.  Aid.  Wilson  said  he  was  afraid  he  could  not  answer  the 
question  very  satisfactorily.  The  Engineer  and  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  had  the  matter  in  hand,  and,  as  this  was  a  matter  of  great 
importance  and  huge  dimensions,  they  could  not  be  ready  to  report 
upon  it  yet,  and  would  not,  he  expected,  be  able  to  report  for  some 
time  to  come.  They  had  made  visits  to  the  reservoirs  and  streams, 
and  were  preparing  data  upon  which  to  found  a  report  The 
Engineer  had  many  other  things  to  attend  to,  and  could  not  take 
up  every  question  and  finish  it  off-hand  without  giving  it  fair  and 
due  consideration,  Mr.  Birkett  must  be  satisfied  with  tibe  assurance 
that  the  matter  was  progressing,  and  in  due  time  the  Council  would 
leoefve  a  report. 

THB  EXPBHDITUBE  OF  OOMXITTEBS  OH  INSPBOTIOMS. 

Mr.  BiBKBTT  asked  the  Chairman  of  the  Finance  Conunittee  the 
amount  of  expenditure  by  the  various  committees  during  the  past 
year  on  Corporation  business  for  inspections  and  views  in  the  city 
and  neighbourhood  and  other  towns. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hbdlbt  said  the  Finance  Committee  would  request  the 
City  Treasurer  to  make  out  a  statement  before  the  next  meeting, 
and  Mr.  Birkett  could  repeat  his  question  at  the  next  meeting. 

THB  BIGG  HABKBT, 

Mr.  JosBPR  B.  Ellis  asked  the  Town  Clerk  the  following  ques- 
tion : — How  is  it  the  arrangements  adopted  at  the  last  Council 
meeting  for  regulating  the  markets,  &a,  held  in  the  Bigg  Market, 
have  not  been  put  in  force,  and  the  stands  for  wagons,  carts,  &a, 
marked  out  as  per  plan  adopted  by  the  Council  ? 

The  Town  Clbbk  replied  :  Notices  of  the  appropriation  by  the 
Council  of  parts  of  the  Bigg  Market  as  standings  for  stalls,  &a,  and 
for  wagons  and  carts  were  posted  as  soon  as  the  necessary  plans 
could  be  prepared.  The  boundary  stones  to  indicate  the  limits  of 
the  standings  will  be  placed  as  soon  as  possible,  and  in  the 
meantime  the  boundaries  will  be  painted  upon  the  present  paving 
stones.

PBOPOSBD  PUBOHASB  OF  PBOPBBTT  DST  THB  OLOSB. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hbdlbt  presented,  and  moved  the  printing  and  circula- 
tion, along  with  a  plan,  of  the  following  report : — 

The  Vinanoe  Committee  have  received  an  offer  from  the  trustees  of  the 
late  Mr.  John  lliomaB  Carr  of  riverside  property  in  the  Close,  adjoming  the 
old  MaitiMmi  House  property  of  the  Corporation,  whioh  appears  to  the  oom- 
mittee  to  deserve  careful  consideratioD.  Tlie  property  is  freehold,  and 
extends  from  the  Close  to  the  river  on  both  sides  of  the  Mansion  House. 
The  portion  on  tiie  east  of  the  Mansion  Honse  has  an  area  of  1,000  square 
yiids,  with  a  frontage  to  the  river  of  about  45  feet ;  and  the  j^rtion  on  the 
west  has  an  area  of  060  square  yftrds,  with  a  frontage  to  the  river  of  about 
S8  feei.  The  property  was  offered  to  the  committee  in  February  last  at 
£13^280,  being  £8  per  square  yard,  hut  as  it  would  be  neoessary  for  the 
Ckvporation  to  obtain  Parliamentary  power  to  make  the  purchase,  and  that 
power  oould  not  probably  be  obtained  before  August,  1885,  the  trustees 
have  offered  to  enter  into  an  agreement  to  sell  the  property  to  the  Corpora- 
tion oonditionally  upon  power  to  purchase  being  obtained  by  the  Coiporation 
in  the  next  session  OS  Parliament ;  the  purchase  to  be  completed  not  later  than 
)st  August^  1385,  and  the  purchase  money  then  to  be  £14,270,  or  £8 12s.  per 
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Bqoare  yard.  Interest  at  5  per  cent,  per  annum  havii^been  added  to  the  prioe 
first  asked,  from  Febroary  last  to  Angnst,  1885.  The  committee  consider 
that  it  is  to  the  interest  of  the  Corporation  to  take  every  opportanity  of 
aoqniring  rivendde  property,  which  can  be  made  ay^laUe  for  the  extension 
of  the  Quay,  and  they  recommend  the  Council  to  accept  the  ofifer.  A  plan 
of  the  property  is  annexed  to  this  report.

Hedley  will  giye  us  all  the  informa- 
tion required  when  the  report  comes  up  for  consideration. 

proposed  PUBOHASB  of  property,  at  ST.  PETERS. 

The  following  report  was  read : — 

The  Finance  Committee,  with  a  view  of  providing  f nrther  aooommodation 
for  the  increasing  foreign  cattle  trade  to  the  City,  nave  entered  into  nep- 
tiations  for  the  purchase  of  Mr.  Alderman  Ridley's  freehold  property  at  St 
Peter's  Qoay.  The  property,  which  is  in  dose  proximity  to  the  unding- 
plaoe  now  in  course  of  constraction,  contains  15,581  sqoare  yards,  has  a 
river  frontage  of  about  350  feet,  and  could  be  readily  converted  into  a 
landing-place  for  foreign  animals.  The  prioe  ultimately  agreed  upon  is 
£10,000,  and  the  comnuttee  strongly  reoommend  the  Coun<m  to  pordiase 
the  property  at  this  prioe,  which  is  about  12b.  lOd.  per  square  yani.  The 
Corporation  have  power  to  make  the  purchase  under  the  provisions  of  the 
Contanous  Diseases  (Animals)  Act,  1B78,  and  the  purchase  money  can  be 
rinsed  oy  the  issue  of  stock,  the  repayment  being  extended  over  20  years. 

A  plan  of  the  property  is  annexed  to  this  report.

Mr.  Aid.  Hedlet  :  It  is  important  that  this  should  be  confirmed 
without  delay. 

Mr.  Temple  :  Is  it  ont  of  order  to  do  so  1 

The  Mayor  :  Yes,  it  is  ont  of  order.  To  give  the  motion  for  the 
confirmation  of  this  report  right  of  precedence  over  the  notices 
preceding  it  on  the  agenda,  yon  must  snspend  the  standing  orders. 

Mr.  Aid,  Barkab  :  But  the  report  is  only  presented  to-day. 

The  Mayor  :  There  is  a  notice  of  motion  respecting  it  on  the 
agenda. 

Mr.  Temple  moved  the  suspension  of  the  standing  orders  in  order 
that  the  report  might  at  once  be  considered, 

Mr.  Aid.  MiLYAiN  seconded  the  motion. 

Agreed  to. 
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Mr.  Aid.  Hedlet  moved  the  confirmation  of  the  report.  He 
iaid  that  nearly  all  the  members  of  the  Ooancil  would  recollect  that 
this  property  had  been  freqnently  offc^red  to  the  Corporation,  and 
when  they  boaght  other  groand  for  the  Banatorinm,  he  belicTed  Mr. 
Aid.  Ridley  asked  £  15,000  for  this  property  The  matter  had  stood 
OTer  ontil  ike  present  time,  and  he  never  expected  Mr.  Aid.  Bidley 
would  hare  accepted  the  amount  now  agreed  upon.  He  (Aid. 
Hedley),  along  with  Mr.  Aid.  Milvain  and  the  Engineer,  examined 
the  property,  and  thought  that  it  would  be  very  cheap  if  it  could  be 
purdiased  for  £10,000.  There  was  a  little  difference  of  opinion,  but 
no  one  proposed  that  a  less  sum  should  be  offered.  After  negotiat- 
ing for  some  time,  Mr.  Aid.  Bidley  had  consented  to  sell  the  property 
to  the  Corporation  ;  and  he  did  not  think  Mr.  Aid.  Ridley  would 
have  sold  it  to  any  other  body  but  the  Corporation  for  £10,000. 
The  report  stated  there  were  15,581  square  yards  of  land,  but  he 
believed  there  were  more,  and  the  price  was  only  12b.  lOd.  per  square 
yard. 

Mr.  Aid.  Cail  seconded  the  motion.  He  said  he  knew  all  the 
properties  on  the  river  side,  and  knew  the  great  importance  of  the 
Corporation  acquiring  properties  in  that  direction.  It  was  highly 
desirable  that  the  Council  should  at  once  close  with  this  offer.  The 
property  was  extremely  cheap. 

Mr.  Aid.  Gbeosok  said  he  opposed  the  motion.  He  was  old 
enough  to  remember  the  great  mania  the  Council  had  83  or  34  years 
ago  for  acquiring  property.  At  that  time  the  Corporation  acquired 
the  greater  part  of  Bandgate,  and  pulled  down  property,  and  the 
place  remained  a  ruin  stilL  When  the  property  was  bought  it  was 
said  there  was  to  be  a  row  of  palatial  warehouses,  and  that  the 
Corporation  would  do  for  the  east  end  of  the  qoay  what  Mr.  Gibson 
had  done  at  the  other  end.  He  would  like  to  ask  any  man  in  his 
senses — ^if  there  was  any  sense  left,  for  he  believed  the  Council  were 
getting  more  senseless  every  day — if  he  could  go  to  Bandgate  and 
find  oat  these  magnificent  improvements  which  were  promised.  The 
grain  warehouse  occupied  a  portion  of  the  land,  and  he  did  not 
think  the  Warehouse  Company  would  congratulate  themselves  very 
much  upon  their  bargain.  He  objected  to  the  Council  purchasing 
more  property  as  they  had  already  a  great  deal  of  property  of  this 
kind  of  which  they  could  make  noting.  This  property  at  St 
Peter's  would  be  of  no  use  unless  there  was  a  deep  water-quay  made, 
which  would  cost  £200  or  £300  per  lineal  yard.  Members  entered 
the  Council  pledged  to  retrenchment  and  economy,  but  those 
expressions  had  become  bye-words.  He  held  that  the  Council  had 
no  reasonable  object  in  view  in  purchasing  this  property. 

Mr.  Walter  Scott  had  great  pleasure  in  supporting  the  con- 
firmation of  the  report,  which  recommended  the  carrying  out 
of  one  of  the  cheapest  purchases  he  had  e?er  heard  of.  If  the 
bargain  was  not  secured  by  the  Corporation  it  would  be  taken  by 
some  one  else. 

Kl 
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Mr.  Aid.  Barkas  thonght  it  exceedingly  andefdrable  to  force  s 
report  dealing  with  each  a  matter  through  the  Council  when  the 
majority  of  the  members  had  not  had  an  opportunity  of  reading  and 
considering  it,  and  only  a  small  number  knew  very  little  about  it 
Practically  no  one,  except  the  members  of  the  Finance  Committee, 
knew  what  the  report  meant.  It  was  quite  true  that  the  adjoining 
property  was  bought  somewhat  hastily,  but  at  that  time  it  was 
imperative  to  buy  it  as  the  ground  was  needed  for  the  purpose  of  a 
Banatorium ;  and  the  action,  therefore,  was  to  some  extent  excusabla 
This  land  of  Mr.  Aid.  Ridley's  had  been  before  the  commercial 
world  and  the  Council  for  a  great  number  of  years.  It  had  been 
offered  to  the  Council  for  various  sums,  and  now  it  was  offered  for  a 
considerable  smaller  sum ;  but  no  gentleman  had  yet  shown  that  the 
property  was  of  groat  utility  at  the  present  time,  and  coald  be  used. 
The  Council  bought  a  quantity  of  property  at  the  east  end  of  the 
Ousebnm  from  Mrs.  Gibson  five  or  six  years  ago,  because  it  was 
thought  it  would  be  used  ;  but  it  had  not  been  used,  and  the  result 
was  Uiat  not  only  were  the  Council  losing  the  capital  to  a  large 
extent,  but  also  losing  the  interest  on  the  capitid.  He  thought 
that  the  property  of  Mr.  Aid.  Ridley  in  the  neighbonrhood  of  the 
new  sanatorium  would,  if  purchased,  not  be  used  in  all  probability 
for  many  yearn  to  come,  and  instead  of  being  a  gain,  it  would  be  a 
loss,  be(»use  the  capital  expenditure  would  not  bring  in  interest 
He  moved  an  amendment  to  the  effect  that  the  report  be  printed 
and  circulated  among  the  members,  and  that  it  be  considered  at  the 
next  meeting  of  the  Council. 

Mr.  Browne  seconded  #he  amendment.  He  asked  if  the  Council 
were  absolutely  bound  to  buy  land  at  this  particular  spot.  If  they 
were  bound,  then  it  is  no  use  making  a  fuss  about  the  matter ;  bat  if 
they  were  not  bound  to  this  spot,  then  he  did  not  see  where  the  great 
bargain  was.  It  seemed  to  him  that  the  Council  were  rather 
inclined  to  over-estimate  the  actual  value  of  land  in  Newcastle.  His 
impression  was  that  there  was  a  great  deal  of  land  which  could  be 
got  on  tolerably  easy  terms. 

Mr.  BiBKSTT  said  he  knew  the  property  in  question,  and  was 
certain  if  the  Council  did  not  make  up  their  minds  to  purchase  it 
that  they  would  not  get  another  chance.  He  considered  this  would 
bo  the  cheapest  bargain  in  land  that  the  Corporation  had  made  for 
many  a  year.  The  situation  of  the  land  was  excellent,  and  was  sure 
to  be  wanted  in  a  very  short  time.  He  was  certain  if  the  Council 
nussed  this  property  to-day  they  would  regret  it  ever  after.  He 
would  like  Mr.  Aid.  Barkas  and  other  members  to  remember  that 
the  Corporation  could  only  get  a  chance  once  in  a  life-time  of 
purchasing  such  a  property. 

Mr.  Wm.  Smith  thought  it  unfair  of  Mr.  Aid.  Barkas  to  make  a 
statementi  inferring  that  this  subject  had  not  been  considered. 

Mr.  Aid.  Barkas  :  It  has  been  considered  by  the  Finance  GonH 
mittee. 
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Mr.  W.  Smith  :  This  matter  had  been  daly  considered  by  the 
committee.  The  Corporation  were  going  to  spend  £25,000  or 
^£26,000  npon  the  land  adjoining  Mr.  Aid.  Bidley's,  and  this 
additional  land  wonld  soon  be  required.  Mr.  Aid.  Ridley's  land  was 
offered  at  12s.  lOd.  per  square  yard,  and  for  the  other  land  the 
Corporation  paid  oyer  178.  per  square  yard.  Great  credit  was  dne 
to  Mr.  Aid.  Hedley  in  regard  to  this  land.  As  soon  as  cTer  cattle 
began  to  be  landed  at  the  new  sanatorium,  the  Corporation  mast 
hare  the  adjoining  property,  and  it  would  bring  in  a  revenne.  They 
would  get  3^  per  cent,  interest  on  the  purchase  money  out  of  the 
rent  of  this  property. 

Mr.  Templi  sidd  he  knew  the  property,  and  also  knew  the 
requirements  of  the  district,  and  quite  irrespective  of  this  land  being 
reqaired  for  the  purpose  of  a  cattle  sanatorium,  he  thought  it  the 
doty  of  the  Corporation  to  acquire  all  the  land  between  the  Ouse- 
bam  and  8t  Peter's.  The  time  would  shortly  come  when  a  quay 
wonld  be  reqaired  at  that  part. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hbdlet  said  the  attention  of  the  Finance  Committee 
had  been  drawn  to  the  necessity  of  increased  accommodation  for  the 
landing  of  foreign  cattle  at  Newcastle.  Those  persons  connected 
with  the  trade  stated  that  the  trade  was  in  its  infancy,  and  that  in 
a  few  years  time  the  people  of  Newcastle  would  be  surprised  at  the 
large  number  of  cattle  which  would  be  brought  to  Newcastle.  Mr. 
Aid.  Ridley's  property  was  only  a  short  distance  from  the  property 
which  the  Corporation  had  already  purchased  for  the  landing  of  catUe, 
and  it  would  be  a  great  pity  if  the  Corporation  did  not  purchase  it. 
In  all  probability  the  Corporation  would  want  this  land  in  a  short 
time. 

The  amendment  was  negatived,  only  six  hands  being  held  up  for 
it.     The  motion  for  the  confirmation  of  the  report  was  agreed  to.

received  an  application  from  the  lessee  of  the  Northumberland  Baths  stating 
that  it  woula  be  a  desirable  adjunct  to  the  Baths  if  a  Racquet  Court  was 
oonstructed  in  connection  therewith,  and  that  he  is  willing  to  pay  an 
ji^ywn^  sum  to  the  Oorporation  representing  6  per  cent,  upon  the  total 
ontlay.  Your  committee  are  of  opinion  that  this  would  be  a  benefit  to  the 
trequenters  of  the  Baths,  and  also  add  materially  to  the  value  of  the  pro- 
perty, and  they  have  to  reconmiend  that  the  Council  authorise  the  work  to 
be  proceeded  with,  the  estimated  cost  being  £900.

NEW  BATHS  AND  WASH-HOUSES. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hedlet  presented  the  following  report,  and  moved  that 
it  be  printed  and  circulated  : — 

The  Finanoe  Committee  have  to  report  that,  in  aooordaooe  with  the 
infltraotioQB  of  the  Goonoil,  they  invited,  by  pabUc  adyertiBement^  oom- 
petitive  plans  for  the  erection  of  New  Baths  and  Wash-houses  in  the  city, 
under  the  usual  conditions  in  such  cases,  by  which  the  competing  architects 
are  not  known  until  after  the  competition  is  over. 

In  response  to  such  advertisements,  29  sets  of  plans  were  received  from 
professional  architects  in  Newcastle  and  various  purts  of  the  country.  The 
whole  of  these  drawings  were  exhibited  to  the  public  in  the  Northumberlsnd 
Hall,  High  Friar  Street. 

To  assist  them  in  the  consideration  and  final  selection  of  the  plans,  your 
committee  engaged  the  services  of  Wm.  H.  Picton,  Esq.,  oonsiuting 
architect,  Liverpool,  who  was  recommended  to  them  by  the  President  <u 
the  Institute  of  British  Architects,  as  a  proper  person  to  act  in  the  capacity  of 
Architectural  Assessor,  and  Mr.  Picton,  after  a  thorough  examination  of  tiie 
plans,  has  furnished  your  committee  with  the  fdlowing  report  :—

Sir, — In  accordance  with  instructions  which  I  had  the  honour  to  receive 
from  your  committee,  I  have  made  a  very  careful  and  thorough  examination 
of  the  forty-three  architectural  designs  sent  in  for  New  Baths  and  Wash- 
houses,  on  three  sites,  within  your  city,  and  have  to  report  as  follows : — 

I  visited  Newcastle  on  April  2l8t,  and  remained  until  tiie  25th,  going 
carefully  over  the  drawings  and  making  notes  on  each  for  the  purpose  S 
comparison. 

I  also  visited  the  sites  of  the  intended  buildings  to  acquaint  myself  witii 
the  character  of  the  localities. 

The  three  sites  having  ample  frontages  have  given  to  the  competitors  foil 
opportunity  of  utilising  the  kmd  in  the  best  manner  possible  which  many  of 
them  have  skilfully  done. 

Taking  the  plans  generally,  your  committee  are  to  be  conmttulated  up<m 
the  laree  numoer  of  meritorious  drawings  received,  many  of  which  display 
^rasp  at  the  subject,  simplicity  and  convenience  of  arrangement  and  ability 
m  working  out  the  details  of  the  different  departments. 

The  features  of  consequence  which  I  kept  in  view  in  judging  the  respective 
drawings,  have  been  simplicity  and  directness  of  plan  and  arrangement ;  the 
relative  importance  given  to  each  department,  and  their  proper  separation 
without  entailing  the  cost  of  many  attendants ;  and  economy  of  constmctioa 
both  in  plan  and  elevation. 

The  position  of  the  soperintendent's  office  and  house,  so  as  to  sufficiently 
control  the  different  branches  of  each  establishment^  has  been  also  a  main 
point  for  consideration. 

In  manyof  the  designs,  in  addition  to  the  accommodation  mentioned  in  Uie 
memoranaa  of  requirements,  a  private  wash-house  and  laundry  for  washing 
towels,  is  provided,  either  in  the  basement  or  on  the  ground  floor  near  the 
superintendent's  office.  This  is  an  excellent  and  uraal  feature  in  these 
establishments. 

The  competitors  differ  as  to  the  position  of  the  private  baths,  aome  plaoiag 
them  all  on  the  ground  floor,  some  on  the  one-pair  floor,  while  many  divide 
them,  placing  the  women's  baths  on  the  ground  floor,  and  the  men's  bathe 
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in  ft  gallery  csrried  roand  above  tiie  swimming  bafJi.  The  latter  I  oonaider 
an  excellent  amngement»  eoonomising  both  space  and  cost  of  attendance. 

The  arrangements  of  the  wash-honaes  and  laundries  vary  oonsideraUy. 
Some  of  the  competitors,  in  my  opinion,  have  not  assigned  sufficient  space 
to  this  department^  but  have  reduced  the  area  in  order  to  get  all  the  pnvate 
baths  on  one  floor. 

Two  systems  of  fittings  are  given  in  the  wash-houses,  one,  keeping  the 
washing  trays  entirely  apart  from  the  drying  closets ;  the  other,  placing  the 
drying  oloaets  alongside  of  the  trays,  with  a  separate  horse  for  each  washer. 
The  latter  appears  to  me  to  be  the  best  and  most  satisfactory  arrangement. 

Manjr  of  the  elevations  displav  a  high  degree  of  architectural  skill  in  the 
proportion  and  grouping  of  the  buildings,  but  in  some  cases  the  exteriors  are 
much  too  costly,  and  in  a  few  instances  too  pretentious  in  character. 

I  think  the  amount  allowed  for  the  buildmgs  on  each  site  is  little  enough 
for  the  purpose,  but  the  authors  of  the  selected  designs  wHl  have  to  show 
they  can  be  executed  for  the  money. 

!nie  designs  which  I  consider  exhibit  the  highest  marks  of  excellence,  and 
carry  out  in  the  best  manner  your  requirements  are  the  following,  which 
I  place  in  order  of  merit : —

The  Watch  Committee  have  to  report  to  the  Council  that,  in  conseqneiice 
of  the  large  increase  of  the  population  in  Heaton  and  the  higher  portion  of 
Byker,  they  have  for  some  time  past  had  under  consideration  the  advisa- 
bility of  forming  a  branch  police  station  at  the  north  east  portion  of  Byker. 
Tour  committee  find  that  it  is  absolutely  necessary  for  the  proper  police 
management  of  this  part  of  the  Ouaebum  Police  Division  that  such  braneh 
police  station  should  be  provided  without  delay.  Tour  oommittee  have  had 
the  offer  of  a  house  and  land,  containing  altogether  about  760  square  yards, 
situate  at  the  comer  of  Headlam  Street  and  Warkworth  Street,  Byker,  at 
the  price  of  £616,  which,  when  the  house  is  altered,  will  answer  all  the 
reqmrements  of  a  branch  police  station;  and  have  to  reoommend  tin 
Council  to  sanction  this  purchase.

The  Matob  :  He  is  not  technically  right ;  he  is  wrong.  It  is 
competent  for  the  Coancil  to  discuss  any  matter  of  urgency,  eyen  if 
not  on  the  agenda,  provided  the  suspension  of  the  standing  orders  is 
agreed  to. 

Mr.  Aid.  Haxond  :  Or  that  the  Mayor  rules  its  urgency. 

The  Mayor  :  I  rule  urgency  in  this  case. 

The  suspension  of  the  standing  orders  was  agreed  to. 

Mr.  Aid.  Potter  said  the  property  in  question  was  admirably 
situated  for  the  purpose  required,  and  was  rery  cheap.  Mr.  Birkett 
succeeded  in  getting  the  offer  kept  open  for  six  weeks,  and  thai 
period  would  expire  before  the  next  meeting  of  the  Council,  and, 
unless  the  report  was  confirmed  to-day,  the  Corporation  would  not 
get  the  property.  Alterations  would  involye  little  expense ;  only  a 
cell  or  two  was  required.  If  this  property  was  lost,  the  Council 
would  have  a  higher  price  to  pay  for  other  property.

THE  LEAZES. — THE  SPITAL  TONOUBS  ROAD. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hahond  presented  the  following  report : — 

The  Town  Moor  Management  Committee  have  to  report  that,  in  purra- 
ance  of  the  instmctionfl  received  from  the  Council,  the  road  from  St. 
Thomas'  Terrace,  across  the  Leazes  to  Spital  Tongnee,  has  been  proceeded 
with,  and  is  now  finished  to  their  entire  satisfaction.  It  will  be,  therefore, 
necessary  that  the  Council  complete  their  engagement  with  the  freemen, 
under  the  14th  section  of  the  Newcastle-npon-^ne  Improvement  Act  of 
1882,  and  that  the  fence  along  this  road,  as  therein  provided,  should  be 
erected.  Tour  conunittee  have  had  an  estimate  of  the  cost  submitted  to 
them,  and  they  have  to  recommend  that  an  iron  fence  be  erected  along  the 
north  east  side  of  the  road,  from  St.  Thomas'  Terrace  to  Spital  Tongues, 
and  from  the  north  west  end  of  the  Park  to  Spital  Tongues,  on  the  other 
side,  at  a  cost  not  exceeding  £700,  having  suitable  openings,  in  accordance 
with  the  Act.

—about  1,800  ynida  will  be  reqmred ;  and  yoor  oommittee  propose  tint 
the  sum  for  this  parchase,  and  for  lerelling  the  ground,  shall  be  psid  oat 
of  the  prooeeds  of  this  year's  fireworks  fetes.

extending  to  Leazes  Crescent,  at  present  enclosed  and  oocapied  by  Mr. 
John  Theodore  Hoyle,  on  a  short  lease  as  an  intake.  Toor  oommittee  hats 
arranged  with  the  Stewards'  Committee  of  the  freemen  to  exchange  with 
them  for  this  ground  the  sets  of  clamps— or  endosares— of  trees  on  the 
Leazes,  the  Corporation  paying  for  any  excess  of  land  over  and  aboTe  that 
contained  in  the  area  of  the  dumps  of  trees,  at  the  rate  of  £200  per  un, 
being  the  same  rate  paid  for  the  road«  Mr.  Hoyle  has  readily  expresaed 
his  willingneas  to  hand  over,  at  once,  the' intake  free  of  any  chai^  tha 
Corporation  goaranteeing  the  rent  for  the  remainder  of  the  term  of  the  leaae 
— ^whioh  has  about  6  years  to  run — to  the  Stewards'  Committee  of  the 
freemen  for  the  benefit  of  the  widows ;  this  rent,  about  £20  per  annum,  tiie 
oommittee  propose  shall  be  a  first  charge  upon  any  proceeds  taken  cseh 
year  from  me  letting  of  the  park  for  fetes ;  and  the  committee  may  fortiiflr 
mention  that  the  trees  and  fencing  forming  the  sets  of  dumps  are  to  be 
utilised  for  the  planting  and  fencing  of  the  proposed  extension.

They  have  to  recommend  that  Dr.  David  Dmmmond  and 
Dr.  Thomas  Oliver  be  appointed  by  the  Council  to  these  offices,  in  order

He  objected  to  the  report  being  confirmed  to-day. 

Mr.  Aid.  Grbosoh  :  And  so  do  I.    This  is  totally  uncalled  for. 

Mr.  W.  Smith  said  this  matter  was  brought  up  at  a  committee 
meeting  and  was  objected  to  by  himself  and  other  members.  He 
expected  that  if  there  were  to  be  honorary  officers  the  question 
would  first  come  before  the  Council ;  and  he  was  surprised  to  hear 
that  two  gentlemen  had  been  selected.  The  matter  should  come 
before  the  Council,  and  the  appointments  be  adyertised. 

Mr.  Browhb  thought  the  Council  were  making  too  much  of  this 
matter.  He  thought  Mr.  Aid.  Angus  nerer  wished  to  show  the 
slightest  disrespect  to  the  Council.

Mr.  Aid.  Hamoxtd  suggested  that  Mr,  Aid.  Angus  adopt  Mr. 
Browne's  suggestion  and  withdraw  the  report,  and  present  a  report 
requesting  the  Council  to  consider  the  propriety  of  having  honorary 
physicians  or  surgeons. 

Mr.  Aid.  Ahoub  :  I  shall  be  glad  to  settle  the  matter  in  the  way 
suggested. 
The  Coancil  agreed  to  the  withdrawal  of  the  report.

The  following  were,  on  the  motion  of  Mr.  Tbmplb,  appointed  to 
oonstitate  the  special  committee  as  to  Byker  Bridge  resolved  apon 
at  the  May  meeting  of  the  Council : — Aldermen  Wilson,  Hedley, 
Oail,  Haraond,  and  Btephenson  ;  Oonncillors  Winter,  Yonll,  Carse, 
W.  Smith,  Calvert,  Oliver,  Holmes,  Joseph  B.  Ellis,  Laird,  Birkett, 
and  the  mover  and  the  seconder  of  the  motion  at  last  meeting ;  five 
to  form  a  qnomm. 

THE  people's  CONCEBTS. 

Mr.  0.  S.  Smith  moved  the  confirmation  of  the  report  of  the 
People's  Concerts  Committee  [p.  222].  He  said  the  report  con- 
tained three  matters  requiring  confirmation  :  first,  the  continuance 
of  the  concerts  next  season;  second,  the  expenditure  of  £100  in 
providing  music  in  the  parks,  which  last  year  gave  so  much  satisfac- 
tion to  the  public;  and  third,  the  payment  of  25  guineas  to  Mr.  Bea 
as  an  acknowledgment  of  his  services  in  connection  with  the  concerts. 
Mr.  Bea  had  recently  suffered  from  a  severe  illness,  and  a  little 
acknowledgment  of  his  services  would  be  satisfactory  to  him  under 
the  circumstances. 

Mr.  Holmes  seconded  the  motion. 

Agreed  to. 

THE  OOBPORATIOH  VETEBINABT  SUBOEON  IND  HOBSE  MAHAOEB. 

Mr.  Aid.  Wilson  said  that,  before  moving  the  adoption  of  the  report 
of  the  Sanitary  Committee,  recommending  the  appointment  of  Mr, 
Henry  Hunter  as  veterinary  surgeon  and  horse  manager  to  the  Corpora- 
tion, in  the  place  of  Mr.  C.  Hunting  resigned  [p.  228],  he  wished  to 
ask  the  advice  of  the  Council.  When  he  was  from  home  about  a 
fortnight  ago  he  received  a  letter  from  Mr.  Youll,  stating  that  he  would 
not  be  able  to  be  present  at  the  Council  meeting  to-day,  and  wished 
him  (Aid.  Wilson)  to  arrange  with  the  committee  to  ask  the  Council 
to  allow  the  confirmation  of  the  report  to  stand  over  until  the  next 
meeting.     He  would  read  Mr.  Toull's  letter. 

Mr.  W.  Smith  :  Is  this  in  order — that  a  member  can  write  to 
another  member  to  ask  for  the  postponement  of  the  consideration  of 
a  report? 

Mr.  Temple  :  Mr.  Aid.  Wilson  has  spoken  on  his  own  behalf 
and  not  on  behalf  of  the  committee. 

Mr.  Aid.  Wilson  :  The  letter  is  addressed  to  me  as  chairman  of 
the  committee. 

The  Matob  :  You  are  entitled  to  read  the  letter  if  you  think 
proper. 

Mr.  Sutton  :  This  letter  came  before  the  committee  this  moorningi 
•nd  the  committee  decided  against  poEtponement 
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Mr.  Aid.  WiLSoir:  The  committee  dedded  not  to  gm  any  orders 
abont  it,  and  therefore  left  me  to  nee  my  own  responsibility. 

The  Mayor  :  We  most  proceed  with  the  business  on  the  agenda. 
The  report  of  the  Sanitary  Oommittee  stands  for  consideration. 

Mr.  Aid.  Wilson  :  Very  well  He  moved  the  confirmation  of 
the  report,  and  said  he  did  this  with  extreme  regret,  becanse  they 
were  driving  away  one  of  the  very  best  officers  the  Corporation  ever 
had.  He  was  prepared  to  show  that  Mr.  Hunting  had  saved  the 
Corporation  a  very  large  sum  of  money  while  he  had  been  in  thdr 
service.  Mr.  Hunting  had  been  in  their  service  since  1874,  and 
had  saved  them  something  like  £1,700  a  year.  For  the  year 
ended  March  25,  1884,  the  total  cost  of  provender  consumed  was 
£2,171  128.  4d.,  or  lis.  7^.  per  horse  per  week;  the  cost  of 
beddiog  was  £147  Ids.  Id.  for  the  year,  or  £2  Is.  per  horse,  or  d^d. 
per  horse  per  week.  The  total  cost  for  provender  and  bedding  was 
£2,819  6s.  5d.,  equal  to  £32  48.  2id.  per  horse  per  year,  or  12a 
5id.  per  horse  per  week.  In  1874,  when  Mr.  Hunting  took  charge, 
the  cost  was  £56  Is  per  horse ;  and  the  difference  in  favour  of 
mixed  food  feeding  was  £1,716  9s.  per  annum  He  thought  the 
Council  had  just  reason  to  regret  parting  with  an  officer  who  had 
done  such  good  service  and  saved  so  much  money.  Mr.  Hunting 
had  kept  the  stud  of  horses  in  the  best  working  condition,  and  had, 
he  (Aid,  Wilson)  believed,  satisfied  the  committee,  with  one  or  two 
exceptions,  in  all  he  had  done.  Mr.  Hunting  had  also  satisfied  the 
City  Engineer  that  he  had  kept  the  stud  fully  up  to  their  work 
Mr.  Hunting  had  sent  in  his  resignation ;  it  was  his  own  act ;  he 
was  urged  to  withdraw  it,  but  declined  to  do  so.  He  was  sony 
that  it  fell  to  his  lot  to  have  to  ask  the  Coundl  to  confirm  a  report 
accepting  Mr.  Hunting's  resignation. 

Mr.  C.  S.  BxiTH  seconded  the  motion. 

Mr.  Wm.  Smith  said  he  did  not  think  Mr.  Aid.  Wilson  bad 
brought  the  figures  before  the  Council  in  the  right  way.  It  was 
well  known  that  in  1874  the  price  of  com,  hay,  and  maize  was 
widely  different  from  the  price  last  year.  The  cheapest  hay  last 
year  was  £3  10s.  a  ton,  and  at  the  station  he  believed  it  had  been 
bought  for  £4;  but  in  1874  the  price  was  not  less  than  £7,  and 
went  up  to  £8,  £9,  or  £10 ;  and  oats  and  maize  were  dearer  then 
alsa  Would  Mr.  Aid.  Wilson  tell  the  Council  the  capital  sum 
spent  upon  the  stables  and  the  machinery  ?  This  money  was  not 
included  in  the  figures  which  the  Alderman  had  stated.  No  doabt 
there  had  been  looseness  before  Mr.  Hunting  was  engaged, 
and  he  was  willing  to  give  Mr.  Hunting  great  credit,  hot 
not  to  the  extent  of  the  figures  put  before  them  by  Mr.  Aid. 
Wilson.  Mr.  Hnnting  had  resigned,  and  the  committee  accepted 
the  resignation. 

Mr.  JofiBPH  K  Ellis  said  he  did  not  object  to  Mr.  Aid.  Wilson's 
statement  as  to  the  keep  of  the  horses,  but  it  was  extramaty  un&ir

to  make  the  statement  when  he  hsd  never  given  the  committee  a 
single  opportunity  of  verifying  the  figures.  The  committee  had  had 
notibing  placed  hefore  them,  and  he  (Mr.  Ellis)  had  only  got  the 
informatioD  at  the  last  moment.  Mr.  Aid.  Wilson  forgot  to  say 
anything  ahont  the  wear  and  tear  of  the  stnd  of  horses.  In  the 
report  the  value  of  the  horses  was  given  in  a  total  figure,  and 
nothing  appeared  to  he  allowed  for  depreciation.  He  found  that  20 
or  SO  horses,  after  working  for  three,  four,  or  five  years,  were  now 
actually  valued  at  from  £5  to  £15  more  than  they  cost  when 
purchased.  The  Mayor  had  returned  to  the  Corporation  stable  an 
old  horse  which  was  worthless  and  entirely  done,  and  which  had  since 
then  happened  an  accident ;  but  in  the  stock-taking  that  horse  was 
actually  valued  at  £60,  and  yet  it  cost  only  £65  five  or  six  yean 
ago.  The  sum  total  of  the  valuation  was  given  by  Mr.  Hunting, 
and  never  had  been  verified.  The  total  sum  was  £4,697.  Binoe 
December,  1879,  £4,867  had  been  spent  in  the  purchase  of  horses. 
Whatever  objection  he  took  to  Mr.  Hanting  and  the  state  of  things, 
he  did  it  in  fulfilment  of  a  public  duty,  and  made  his  statements  in 
the  presence  of  the  committee  and  Mr.  Hunting.  The  first  matter 
which  came  up  was  a  question  of  88  sacks  of  English  blue  peas ; 
the  account  came  to  him,  and  was  initialed,  and  passed  through  the 
department  by  Mr.  Hunting.  The  account  was  put  down  at  dd&  a 
sack,  instead  of  33s.  a  quarter  of  two  sacks,  and  he  (Mr.  Ellis)  found 
out  this  blunder.  Another  matter  was  as  to  a  black  horse  which 
cost  the  Corporation  £85  or  85  guineas ;  it  was  taken  bad  with  pink 
eye,  and  it  was  seen  only  once  after  it  was  attacked,  and  he  asked 
why  the  horse  had  been  neglected.  Mr.  Hunting  was  in  London, 
and  knew  nothing  about  the  horse,  and  his  assistant  threw  the  blame 
on  a  stableman,  at  25s.  a  week,  who,  he  said,  had  choked  the  horse 
with  a  dose  of  medicine.  Mr.  Aid.  Wilson  had  shown  a  great  deal 
of  feeling  on  this  matter.  He  (Mr.  Ellis)  never  had  had  fairplay  in 
the  matter.  In  the  Horse  Food  Committee  there  had  been  four  to 
one  against  him  (Mr.  Ellis),  bat  in  the  general  committee  he  had 
had  justice,  and  had  carried  everything  there  by  overwhelming 
majorities.  At  a  sacrifice  of  £300  a  year  at  the  time  the  Gallowgate 
mill  was  bought,  he  exposed  the  system  which  had  been  going  on 
for  years,  and  an  alteration  was  made,  and  Mr.  Hanting  was 
engaged.  Now  they  tamed  round  upon  him  (Mr.  Ellis)  and  gave 
him  all  the  blame  for  Mr.  Hunting's  resignation.  He  (Mr.  Ellis) 
had  simply  done  a  public  duty.  He  had  had  two  letters  accusing 
him  of  infamoas  work,  hypocrisy,  and  other  things  in  connection 
with  what  he  had  done. 

Mr.  WiKTBB  said  that,  as  chairman  of  the  Horse  Food  Com* 
mittee,  this  matter  had  been  under  his  observation,  and  he  thought 
it  was  a  great  loss  to  the  Corporation  to  lose  Mr.  Hunting's  services. 
If  the  Council  confined  themselves  to  the  qaestion  whether  the 
feeding  of  the  horses  had  cost  more  or  less  since  Mr.  Hunting's 
appointment,  he  believed  there  could  not  be  two  opinions  that  the 
saving  had  been  very  great,  not  only  in  money,  but  in  the  condition 
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of  the  hones,  as  compared  with  the  time  when  the  oost  was  238. 
per  head  per  week,  as  against  128.  6d.  per  week  now.  The  horses 
were  now  able  and  fit  to  do  their  work,  and  were  a  credit  to  the 
Corporation.  Mr.  Joseph  Ellis  was  no  donbt  right  in  bringing  a 
charge  against  Mr.  Hunting,  or  against  any  other  official,  if  he 
thoaght  the  official  was  not  doing  his  dnty.  A  question  wis 
brought  before  the  committee  by  Mr.  Ellis,  to  the  effect  that  Mr. 
Hunting  was  paying  too  mnch  for  some  food ;  and  the  question  was 
examined  into  by  Mr.  Onlley  and  Mr.  Richardson,  both  in  the  ooni 
trade,  and  they  expressed  themselves  satisfied  with  the  price  Mr. 
Hunting  had  paid,  and  Mr.  Richardson  went  further,  and  said  the 
Corporation  had  been  exceptionally  well  fayoured  in  getting  it  at 
the  price.  He  (Mr.  Winter)  naturally  thought  the  matter  was  oyei; 
but  Mr.  Ellis  brought  it  forward  on  a  second  and  a  third  occasion ; 
and  on  the  third  occasion  Mr.  Hunting  retaliated.  He  narrated 
the  proceedings  in  committee  in  regard  to  Mr.  Ellis  and  Ml 
Hunting,  and  said  that,  in  his  opinion,  Mr.  Hunting's  resignation 
was  a  great  loss  to  the  town. 

Mr.  Tbmplb  said  he  thought  it  had  been  unwise  on  the  part  of 
Mr.  Joseph  Ellis  to  introduce  this  matter,  and  still  more  unwise  of 
Mr.  Winter  to  go  further  into  it  As  to  the  cost  of  the  horses, 
Mr.  Winter  was  not  right  in  saying  that  the  Council  should  take 
only  the  cost  of  the  food.  The  Council  did  not  know  what  the 
stables  had  cost :  and  there  was  now  a  talk  of  new  stables  being 
wanted.  He  would  not  allow  his  horses  to  live  in  some  of  tlu 
stables  of  the  Corporation.  Mr.  Ellis  had  referred  to  the  prime 
cost  of  the  horses,  and  to  no  allowance  being  made  for  depredation. 
He  allowed  20  per  cent  ofif  the  value  of  his  horses  year  by  year;  bat 
instead  of  taking  ofif  the  value  the  Corporation  added  to  it  In 
estimating  the  annual  cost  of  the  horses,  they  should  take  the 
capital  amount  expended  on  the  stables,  machinery,  the  number  of 
ofi&cials  kept  at  stables  to  attend  to  the  feeding,  dsc.,  and  what 
each  horse  worked  for  in  the  year;  and,  until  all  these  things 
were  calculated,  it  was  unfair  to  tell  the  Council  that  the  hones 
cost  only  so  much  for  food  as  compared  with  a  larger  amount  at  a 
previous  period.  Mr.  Ellis  gave  a  clear  explanation  of  the  charges 
made  against  him  by  Mr.  Hunting. 

Mr.  Aid.  Cail  said  that  one  thing  appeared  strange  to  him,andthat 
was  the  statement  of  Mr.  Ellis  respecting  the  value  of  the  horses, 
and  the  amount  spent  in  buying  new  horses.  This  required  some 
explanation. 

Mr.  Carsb  briefly  stated  what  took  place  in  committee  respecting 
Mr,  Joseph  Ellis  and  Mr.  Hunting ;  and  said  Mr.  Ellis*s  reply  to 
Mr.  Hunting's  charges  was  po  satisfactory  that  he  carried  nearly  all 
the  members  with  him.  He  was  sorry  Mr.  Aid.  Wilson  had 
thought  it  worth  while  to  go  into  this  matter.  Mr.  Hunting  had 
resigned,  and  the  only  question  before  the  Council  was  the  appoint* 
ment  of  a  successor. 
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Mr.  Aid.  Wilson  said  that  Mr.  Ellis  seemed  to  dispute  the  fignres 
he  had  mentioned  to  the  Gonncil.  The  fignres  could  he  seen  in  the 
Corporation  offices,  and  there  was  no  doobt  that  they  were  strictly 
aocarate.  As  to  the  value  of  the  horses,  he  knew  nothing  of  what 
the  horses  were  bought  or  sold  for  ;  all  he  knew  was  that  the  horses 
were  kept  up  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Engineer,  and  did  their  work 
well.  The  reason  he  put  the  figures  before  the  Council  was  that  he 
thought  Mr.  Hunting  had  been  badly  used,  not  only  in  committee 
bat  also  out  of  doors;  and  he  was  sorry  the  Oouncil  were  losing  a 
moet  worthy  man« 

The  motion  for  the  confirmation  of  the  report  was  agreed  to. 

On  the  motion  of  Mr.  Aid.  Wilson,  seconded  by  Mr.  C.  S.  Bmith, 
it  was  resolved  that  Henry  Hunter  be  appointed  veterinary  surgeon 
and  horse  keeper,  at  a  salary  of  £150  per  year,  subject  to  six  months' 
notice  on  either  side. 

THE  ANNUAL  ESTIMATES  OF  INCOME  AND  EXPENBITUBB. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hbdlbt  said  the  next  subject  for  consideration  was  the 
report  of  the  Finance  Committee  on  the  estimates  of  the  past  and 
oarrent  years  [p.  224]. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamond  said  that  the  £900  for  the  proposed  racquet 
ground  at  the  Northumherland  Baths  was  included  in  the  estimates 
contained  in  this  report  That  would  be  an  illegal  expenditure,  and 
be  would  oppose  it  He  asked  that  the  £900  be  omitted  from  i^e 
estimates. 

Mr.  Aid.  Stephenson  said  the  report  of  the  Finance  Committee 
gave  the  Council  an  idea  of  what  the  expenditure  of  the  current  year 
wonld  be.  If  the  formation  of  a  racquet  court  was  not  approved  of 
by  the  Council  when  the  report  on  the  subject  was  considered,  then 
of  coarse  the  £900  could  not  be  expended.  Mr.  Aid.  Hamond 
could  object  to  the  building  of  a  racquet  ground  when  the  report 
came  up  for  consideration. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamond  said  Mr.  Aid.  Hedley  proposed  to  confirm  the 
report  of  the  Finance  Committee  containing  the  estimates,  and 
among  the  estimates  was  £900  for  a  racquet  court.  If  the 
Council  confirmed  the  estimates  they  confirmed  the  expenditure  of 
this  £900. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hedlbt  :  The  question  of  the  racquet  court  will  come 
up  for  consideration ;  but  as  there  is  an  objection  raised,  I  am  quite 
willing  to  withdraw  the  £900. 

Mr.  Carse  asked  if  it  was  understood  in  confirming  this  report, 
that  the  amounts  under  the  head  of  capital  expenditure  would  be 
allotted  to  the  various  works  without  further  consideration  by  the 
CounciL 

Mr.  Aid  Stephenson  :  Certainly  not 
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Mr.  Aid.  Babkas  :  I  submit  that,  by  adopting  the  reporty  we  do 
not  commit  oarselves  to  all  or  any  of  the  proposed  works.  It  will 
still  be  open  to  the  Goancil  to  object  to  any  of  them* 

Mr.  Aid.  Hedlet  ;  The  £900  for  the  racqaet  coart  is  withdrawn. 
The  estimates  are  not  to  be  exceeded,  bat  they  may  be  redaoed  by 
the  OouDcil  to  any  amount  yon  wish. 

Mr.  Temple  :  We  ha^e  heard  more  than  once  in  committee  thai 
*'  here  is  the  money  Toted  by  the  Coandl,  and  therefore  we  can 
spend  it." 

Mr.  Aid.  Stephenson  :  Not  capital  expenditare. 

Mr.  Templb  :  Mr.  Aid.  Hedley  said  that  the  committees  cannot 
exceed  these  amounts,  but  they  can  go  to  these  amounts. 

The  Matob:  Each  work  mentioned  in  the  proposed  capital 
expenditure  will  come  before  the  Council,  except  those  which  have 
been  already  authorised  by  the  Council. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hedlet  moTed  the  confirmation  of  the  report.  He 
said  he  would  omit  the  estimate  of  £900  for  the  proposed  racquet 
court.  The  report  contained  the  estimates  for  the  current  year,  and 
also  the  amounts  for  the  two  preceding  years. 

Mr.  Aid.  Stephenson  seconded  the  motion. 

Mr.  Aid.  Barkas  said  that  on  looking  OTer  the  report  it  would 
be  found  that  the  expenditure  of  the  city  was  rapidly  increasing  in 
almost  every  department.  It  was  exceedingly  important  that  the 
committees  should  keep  their  expenditure  as  low  as  possible.  He 
knew  in  certain  committees — the  Parks  Committee,  and  Books 
Committee — they  thought  they  ought  to  spend  all  the  money 
allotted  to  them,  whether  it  all  was  really  wanted  or  not.  The  Parks 
Committee  seemed  to  have  had  pretty  nearly  £1,000  more  than 
they  really  wanted  ;  and  they  had  spent  it  llie  expenditure  of  the 
Sanitary  Committee,  with  Dr.  Armstrong  at  the  headyhad  risen 
in  two  years  from  £6,200  to  £7,500.  The  Watch  Committee's 
estimates  had  risen  rapidly  ;  in  1^82-3  the  amount  was  £30,000  ; 
and  this  year  it  was  £34,000.  The  Town  Improvement  Committee 
in  1882-3  expended  £42,500  ;  and  the  estimate  this  year  was 
£46,400.  It  was  most  desirable  that  these  committees  should  not 
ask  for  more  money  then  was  absolutely  wanted,  because  there  was 
a  great  tendency  when  there  was  a  surplus,  to  spend  that  surplus 
As  to  expenditure  on  capital  account,  the  Council  had  today 
agreed,  in  a  most  hasty  manner,  to  spend  £10,000  and  about  £600; 
and  these  sums  were  altogether  independent  of  the  sums  men- 
tioned in  the  report  under  the  head  of  proposed  capital  expenditure ; 
and  probably  before  the  end  of  the  year  there  would  be  other  £10,000, 
£5,000,  or  £6,000  spent,  unprovided  for,  on  capital  account.  The 
report  stated  that  the  proposed  expenditure  on  capital  account 
during  the  current  year  would  be  £81,000 ;  and  only  about  £12,000 
of  that  amount  would  be  expended  on  properly  remunerative  woiks,

tnd  the  other  portion  would  not  be  remanerative  ;  and  this  meant 
there  would  have  to  be  provided  nearly  £2,800  for  interest,  and 
£2,000  for  repayment  of  principal  ;  and  this  meant  an  increase  of 
nearly  £5,000  a  year  in  the  taxation  of  the  city,  or  almost  equal  to 
twopence  in  the  pound.  It  was  therefore  of  the  greatest  possible 
importance  that  every  member  of  the  Council  should  look  carefully 
at  this  report,  and,  before  agreeing  to  spend  money  so  hastily  as 
they  had  to-day,  should  really  seriously  and  soberly  look  at  the 
whole  question.  The  capital  debt  of  the  city  was  increasing  rapidly, 
and  the  rates  would  soon  be  increased  twopence,  fourpence^  or  six- 
pence in  the  pound,  if  the  capital  increase  went  on  at  the  present 
rate. 

Mr.  Aid.  WiLSOH  said  Mr.  Aid.  Barkas  had  alluded  to  the  fact 
that  the  Town  ImproTement  Committee  asked  this  year  for  £46,000. 
The  committee  were  obliged  to  leave  important  works  over  from 
one  year  to  another,  and,  going  on  at  this  rate,  they  would  never 
be  able  to  overtake  the  work.  The  committee  had  not  asked  for  a 
farthing  more  than  they  ought  to  have ;  and,  in  fact,  ought  to 
have  £10,000  or  £11,000  more. 

Mr.  Aid.  Heblbt  said  the  Town  Improvement  Committee  asked 
this  year  for  only  £800  more  than  they  had  last  year. 

Mr.  Aid.  PoTTBB  said  the  increase  of  expenditure  by  the  Watch 
Committee  was  principally  on  the  lighting  of  the  town ;  and  the 
members  of  the  Council  would  admit  that  the  town  was  better 
lighted  now  than  it  was  a  few  years  ago. 

Mr.  Aid.  Wilson  :  Yes,  and  it  is  worth  all  the  money. 

Mr.  Aid.  PoTTXB :  The  committee  had  received  applications  from 
all  parts  of  the  town  for  more  lights.  When  there  was  bad  lighting 
the  watching  was  not  so  effective ;  and,  as  the  town  extended,  the 
eost  of  lighting  increased. 

Mr.  JoBKFH  B.  Ellis  :  Newcastle  is  the  best  lighted  town  in 
England. 

Mr.-  Aid.  Pottbb:  If  the  Council  did  not  want  the  town  so  well 
lighted  the  Watch  Committee  would  bear  that  in  mind ;  but  the 
iiSiabitants  wanted  the  town  well  lighted.  The  town  was  now 
lighted  all  the  year  round,  and  formerly  was  only  partially  lighted 
during  six  months  in  each  year. 

Mr.  Stbphbhs  said  that  Mr.  Aid.  Barkas  had  not  objected  to  the 
increase  in  the  estimates  of  the  committees,  but  pointed  out  the 
necessity  there  was  of  a  watchful  eye  being  kept  on  the  expenditure 
to  see  that  the  money  was  properly  spent.  He  believed  Newcastle 
was  as  well  lighted  a  city  as  there  was  in  the  kingdom.  The 
improvement  in  the  lighting  in  the  last  two  years  had  been  exceedingly 
marked;  and  he  did  not  think  any  right-minded  person  would 
object  to  the  expenditure  under  this  head. 

The  motion  for  the  confirmation  of  the  report  was  agreed  to.

Mr.  Aid.  Stbphensoh  seconded  the  motion. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamohd  :  Is  the  resolution  confined  to  the  annnal 
expenses,  or  to  any  expense  incurred  on  capital  aoooont  f 

The  Town  Clbbk  :  To  annual  expenses  only. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamond  :  Just  add  to  the  resolution  words  to  that 
effect. 

The  Mayor  :  Every  item  of  the  capital  account  must  be  voted 
upon  by  the  Council. 

Mr.  Tbmplb  :  The  resolution  says  '<  mentioned  in  the  estimata" 
What  is  in  the  estimate  f    The  capital  account  is  in  the  estimate. 

The  Town  Clbbk  :  I  will  add  to  the  resolution  that  such  pay- 
ments are  on  account  of  current  expenditure. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamond  :  I  will  be  quite  satisfied  by  the  addition  of 
such  words. 

The  resolution,  with  the  addition  of  the  words  ^*  on  aocoont  of 
current  expenditure,"  after  the  words  ^  order  that  sooh  payments," 
was  agreed  to. 

THB  BATBS. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hbdlbt  moved  **  that  a  general  rate  of  one  shilling  and 
sevenpence  in  the  pound,  an  improvement  rate  of  sevenpence  in  the 
pound,  and  a  general  district  (parks)  rate  of  twopence  in  the  pound 
be  levied  upon  the  property  in  the  dty,  for  the  year  ending  1st  May, 
1885,  and  that  Robert  Pybus  be  appointed  assessor,  and  the  said 
Robert  Pybus  and  the  collectors  now  in  office  be  appointed 
collectors  of  such  rates."  He  said  that  the  genwal  rate  was 
increased  from  Is.  5^d.  to  Is.  7d,  but,  as  tiie  improvement 
rate  was  reduced  from  8id.  to  7d.  the  total  amount  of  the 
rates  remained  the  same  as  last  year.  He  would  rather  that 
the  rates  had  been  kept  up  a  little.  The  expenditnre  was 
rather  creeping  beyond  what  he  liked  to  see  as  compared  with 
the  income  from  Uie  rates,  but  they  had  a  fund  to  which  they 
oonld  chaige  the  balance. 

Mr.  Aid.  Stbphbnson  seconded  the  motion. 

Agreed  to. 
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Mr.  Aid.  Ahgus  moyed  the  oonfirmation  of  the  report  of  the 
Schools  and  Charities  Oommittee  upon  the  memorial  of  the 
students  of  the  Colleges  of  Medicine  and  of  Physical  Science 
as  to  the  sites  for  the  colleges  [p.  224].  He  said  the  committee 
saw  no  reason  to  alter  their  opinion  as  to  the  site  offered  to  the 
colleges. 

Mr.  Gibson  seconded  the  motion. 

Mr.  Aid.  Grigsoh  thought  some  objection  might  be  taken  to  this 
report  He  understood  it  had  been  found  by  first  rate  legal  authority 
that  the  Council  had  power  to  devote  public  land,  now  in  the 
possession  of  the  Corporation,  to  such  a  purpose  as  a  site  for  a 
college.  If  this  was  the  law — and  he  thought  it  was-  -then  a  better 
site  might  be  provided  for  the  colleges.  The  site  should  be  open 
and  airy ;  and  why  should  not  the  handsome  buildings  which  the 
authorities  of  the  collies  proposed  to  erect  be  built  on  one  of  the 
main  approaches  to  the  town  near  Brandling  Park  ?  That  park 
was  an  ornament  to  the  north  end  of  the  town,  and  that  approach 
to  the  town  would  be  made  still  more  beautiful  if  the  colleges  were 
erected  there. 

Mr.  Joseph  R  Elus  :  You  mean  the  pinfold  site  ? 

Mr.  Aid.  Qbbobon  :  Tes. 

Mr.  HoLMM :  Does  the  adoption  of  this  report  commit  us  to  the 
erieket  field  site  irrevocably  ? 

The  Matob  :  It  commits  us  to  nothing. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamomd  :  It  commits  us  to  nothing.  We  can  bring 
up  the  question  of  the  pinfold  site  at  a  future  time,  and  I  hope  it 
inll  be  settled  satisfactorily. 

Mr.  Aid.  Young  :  I  move  that  this  report  be  sent  back  to  the 
committee,  because  it  really  does  not  represent  what  took  place  in 
the  oommittee. 

Mr.  Aid.  Gbsobon  seconded  the  amendment. 

The  Mayor:  I  think  the  Council  are  entitled  to  have  some  reason 
for  sending  the  report  back. 

Mr.  Aid.  Gbbosoh  :  Simply  because  a  better  site  has  been  found. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamond  :  That  is  a  different  matter. 

Mr.  Aid.  Angus  said  the  matter  was  very  fully  considered  in 
committee.  He  did  not  know  the  number  that  voted  in  favour  of 
the  report,  but  it  was  passed  by  a  considerable  majority ;  indeed 
there  was  very  little  difference  of  opinion  about  it.  The  committee 
saw  no  reason  at  that  time  to  make  any  alteration  in  their  previous 
leport.     He  pressed  the  confirmation  of  this  report. 

Mr.  HoLMBB :  I  hope  we  are  not  committed  to  the  cricket  field 
Mte. 
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Mr.  Aid.  Hamond:  Toa  are  not  committed  to  the  cricket  field 
site. 

Mr.  HoLMKS  :  Are  yon  sure  of  that  ? 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamond  :  I  giye  you  my  word  yoa  are  not  committed 
to  anything. 

There  Toted  for  Mr.  Aid.  Yonng's  amendment  18,  and  against  it 
18,  and  the  amendment  was  negatived.  The  motion  for  the  con- 
firmation of  the  report  was  agreed  to. 

BILLS  IN  PABLIAMKNT. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamond  moved  the  confirmation  of  the  report  of  the 
Parliamentary  and  Bye  Laws  Committee  relating  to  the  Water 
Works  Clauses  Act  (1847)  Amendment  Bill  fp.  285]. 

Mr.  Tbmplb  seconded  the  motion. 

Agreed  to. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamond  next  moved  the  confirmation  of  the  Parlia- 
mentary and  Bye  Laws  Committee  report  relating  to  the  PaUic 
Health  (members  and  officers)  Bill  [p.  235]. 

Agreed  to. 

THE  proposed  REOREATION  GROUND  ON  THE  NUNB*  M00& 

Mr.  Carse  moved  *'  That  the  motion  confirming  the  report  of  the 
Town  Moor  Management  Committee,  psssed  by  the  Council  on  the 
5th  December,  1883,  recommending  the  enclosure  of  twenty-fire 
acres  of  the  Nuns*  Moor  for  the  purposes  of  recreation,  be  and 
hereby  is  rescinded ;  and  that  the  said  committee  be  requested  to 
consider  the  necessity  for  an  enclosed  Recreation  Ground  on  or  near 
the  Nuns'  Moor,  and  whether  such  necessity,  if  proved,  cannot  be  met 
by  the  appropriation  of  a  portion  of  the  present  enclosed  ground  on  the 
Moor,  and  to  report  thereon  to  the  Council,  together  with  the  proposed 
cost,  both  in  capital  and  annual  outlay."  He  said  that  before  rescind- 
ing any  resolution  the  Council  ought  to  have  placed  before  them  some 
very  good  reasons  for  doing  so;  and  he  thought  the  few  reasons  he 
would  state  would  carry  conviction  to  the  minds  of  all  present  The 
first  reason  was  that  the  principle  involved  in  the  resolution  of 
December  5th  was  never  discussed  by  the  Council  He  read  the 
report  of  the  Proceedings  of  the  Council  of  July  4, 1883  [p.  338], 
when  Mr.  Joseph  B.  Ellis's  motion  on  the  subject  was  carried,  and 
said  there  was  no  discussion  on  that  occasion  ;  and  the  same  course 
was  pursued  on  December  5th,  1883.  The  report  of  the  committee 
was  presented  after  negotiations  with  the  committee,  and  it  was 
adopted  by  the  Council  at  the  end  of  a  discussion  upon  the  question 
of  the  site  for  the  colleges.  The  adoption  of  the  report  was,  he 
held,  carried  irregularly.  After  the  conclusion  of  the  discussion  om 
the  colleges  site  question,  members  of  the  Council,  being  pretty 
nearly  tired,  rose  to  (to  away,  and  the  Mayor  asked  them  to  stop, 
because  Mr.  Aid.  Angus  had  some  question  about,  he  thought,  the 
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hospitals,  to  pat  before  the  Oonncil  as  a  mere  matter  of  form. 
Members  stopped  ;  bat  the  matter  took  a  great  deal  longer  than 
was  anticipated,  and  many  left  the  GonncU  Chamber.  Nothing 
was  said  about  the  resolntions  on  the  agenda,  bat  they  were  passed 
orer,  and  Mr.  Aid.  Angas's  motion  was  taken;  and,  the  snbject  of 
the  recreation  ground  having  been  passed  over,  he  naturally  supposed 
it  would  not  come  up  that  day,  and  he  left^  with  a  large  number  of 
others  who  would  haye  taken  a  different  view  to  what  was  ulti- 
mately taken  by  the  CSonncil.  The  resolution  for  the  confirmation 
of  the  report  was  afterwards  put  and  carried,  without  almost  any 
discussion.  He  was  not  asking  the  Council  too  much  when  he  now 
asked  them  to  consider  whether  this  recreation  ground  was  neces« 
sary.  The  first  objection  he  had  to  the  arrangement  was  that  no 
power  was  possessed  by  either  the  freemen  or  the  Corporation  to 
enter  into  any  such  agreement  as  had  been  proposed  regarding  the 
recreation  ground.  He  held  in  his  hand  a  book  issued  by  Mr.  John 
Brown,  containing  a  statement  of  the  whole  of  the  privil^es, 
franchises,  and  so  forth,  of  the  freemen,  together  with  the  acts  of 
Parliament.  The  Act  of  1774  enacted  that  100  acres  of  the  Moor 
should,  from  time  to  time,  be  leased,  until  the  whole  of  the  Moor  was 
brought  under  cultiyation ;  the  letting  of  these  leases  was  to  be  ad- 
▼ertised  in  the  public  papers,  and  the  land  was  to  be  let  to  the  highest 
bidder.  At  present  there  were  93  acres  let,  and  the  freemen  were 
receiving  rent  from  the  93  acres ;  and  he  contended  that  the  freemen 
could  not  let  other  25  acres  without  violating  the  Act  of  1774, 
which  was  confirmed  by  the  Act  of  1870.  There  was  no  power  to 
let  more  than  100  acres  of  the  Moor.  Another  objection  he  raised 
was  that  the  25  acres  on  the  Nuns'  Moor  had  not  been  let  accord- 
ing to  the  directions  in  the  Act  of  Parliament,  which  enacted  that 
the  letting  must  be  advertised,  and  the  land  let  to  the  highest  bidder. 
Since  he  gave  notice  of  his  motion  he  was  glad  to  find  that  the 
freemen  had  not  yet  agreed  to  the  bargain,  or  whatever  it  might  be 
called.  Many  of  the  freemen  held  with  himself  that  the  enclosing 
of  more  recreation  ground  on  the  Moor  would  be  taking  away  from 
the  privileges  of  the  people  of  Newcastle.  The  companies  of  the 
freemen  had  not  given  in  their  adhesion  to  the  formation  of  thjs 
recreation  ground,  and  he  had  reason  to  believe  they  would  not  agree 
to  it  He  wanted  to  save  the  Council  from  being  put  into  the 
almost  contemptible  position  of  attempting  to  make  an  agreement 
with  the  freemen,  and  the  freemen  then  turning  round  and  saying 
**  We  will  not  agree."  Another  point  he  wish^  to  raise  was  that 
the  ground  at  the  Nuns*  Moor  was  exceedingly  unsuitable  for  the 
purpose  of  a  recreation  ground.  He  would  not  give  his  own  opinion 
on  this  point,  but  would  give  the  opinion  of  Mr.  Aid,  Hamond,  ex- 
pressed when  the  question  of  enclosing  the  35  acres  of  the  Moor 
^adjoining  the  North  Boad  was  discussed,  on  September  1,  1880. 
Mr.  AJdrf^MUond  said,  ''  One  gentleman  said  '  take  the  Nuns' 
Moor  for  a  west  end  park '  ;  but  the  Council  knew  the  Nuns' 
Moor  was  undermined  by  old  colliery  workings,  so  that  putting  a 
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park  there  wonld  be  like  patting  a  park  on  St.  Nicholas'  steeple. 
Besides,  when  the  barracks  were  completedi  a  park  there  wonld  be 
nothing  less  than  a  rendezTons  for  soldiers  and  nnrsemaids.  The 
Conncil  most  remember  that  it  was  the  intention  of  the 
Goyemment  to  make  Newcastle  a  garrison  town;  and  they 
wonld  soon  find  the  parks  over-mn  by  people  yon  woold  not 
like  to  haye  there.  Therefore,  to  make  a  park  on  the  Nans'  Moor 
woold  be  perfectly  absord  and  ridicoloas,  especially  when,  he 
belieyedy  the  soldiers  had  not  a  rec  cation  groond."  At  the  meeting 
of  the  Cooncil  held  (m  May  4th,  1881,  Mr.  Aid.  Hamond,  said 
**  Fenham  End  was  a  place  totally  onfitted  for  a  park ;  the  whole  of 
the  groond  there  was  hollow  by  the  coal  having  been  worked  from 
nndemeath,  aad  the  pit  props  were  gradoally  rotting  away.  Anyone 
who  saw  Fenham  End  ten  years  ago  and  saw  it  now  woold  acknow- 
ledge that  a  great  portion  of  the  land  had  so  sobsided  ;  and  sob- 
sidences  were  going  on  from  time  to  time,  and  caosing  great 
hollows."  After  reading  these  extracts  he  thooght  he  need  not  say 
anything  more  to  show  that  the  None'  Moor  was  not  adapted  for  a 
recreation  groond  or  park.  It  had  been  said  that  a  coadi  and  six 
horses  coald  be  driven  throogh  any  act  of  Parliament ;  and  if  he 
wanted  that  to  be  done  he  woold  employ  a  lawyer  to  be  coachman. 
People  were  now  free  to  go  to  any  part  of  the  Nona'  Moor  they 
liked ;  hot  if  25  acres  were  enclosed  roads  woold  be  made,  and 
perhaps  a  lake  or  a  pond ;  and  the  probability  was  they  woold  see,  as 
in  other  places,  notices  to  the  effect, ''  Please  not  to  walk  opon  the 
grass,"  '*  Please  not  to  tooch  the  trees,"  and  the  like.  He  main- 
tained that  the  people  had  a  right  to  go  on  any  part  of  the  Moor  or 
Leazes,  except  the  two  plots  of  35  acres  already  endosed ;  and  he 
believed  it  woold  be  within  one's  right  to  knock  down  the  paling  if 
the  25  acres  of  the  None'  Moor  were  enclosed.  He  maintained 
that  the  committee  ooght  to  go  into  the  qoestion  and  see  whether 
or  not  any  better  arrangement  might  be  made  to  satisfy  the 
west  end  people;  and  the  Act  of  1882  contemplated  soch  action 
being  taken.  There  were  35  acres  adjoining  the  North  Road 
which  had  been  enclosed  for  two  years,  and  were  nothing  bat  a 
waste,  howling  wilderness.  Aboot  £1,000  had  been  spent  in 
enclosing  those  35  acres. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamond  :  Say  half  that  amoont,  and  yon  wiU  be 
reasonable. 

Mr.  Oabsb  :  Bay  £250 ;  and  it  is  £250  wasted.  If  it  was  fcmnd 
necessary  that  the  west  end  people  shoold  have  a  recreation  ground, 
the  intention  of  the  Act  of  1882  shoold  be  carried  oat,  and  a  portion 
of  land  at  the  west  side  be  taken  in  lien  of  a  portion  of  the  55  acres 
at  the  North  Road.  It  was  nonsense  to  say  that  the  85  acres  were 
wanted  for  a  recreation  groond  at  the  north  end  of  the  town.  The 
Conncil  had  no  bosiness  to  spend  the  rates  of  the  town  in  opholding 
the  fancies  and  fiads  of  seteral  people.  The  amoont  expended  op  tp 
October,    1883,    on  the  pordbase  and   formation  of  paiks  was 
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276,477  IOb.,  and  besideB  that  there  was  £10,000  proposed  to  be 
spent  on  Sir  Wm.  Armstrong's  park,  making  £86,477  10s.;  and 
abont  £4,000  bad  been  spent  in  the  past  year  on  the  maintenanoe 
of  the  parks.  Apart  from  his  arguments  on  the  Nnns'  Moor  question, 
he  had  always  maintained,  and  he  had  good  authority  for  doing  so, 
that  far  too  much  money  was  spent  on  the  maintenance  of  the  parks ; 
so  much  expenditure  was  grossly  extravagant  In  going  into  this 
question  one  thing  had  startled  him  above  another,  and  that  was  as 
to  the  debt  of  the  town.  The  amonnt  of  the  debt  of  the  Oorpora- 
tion  three  or  four  months  ago  was  £20,000  more  than  the  rateable 
value  of  the  town,  and  this  was  a  serious  position  for  any  town 
to  be  in,  and  ought  to  be  considered  by  the  Council  before 
sanctioning  expenditure  upon  such  a  recreation  ground  as  this 
under  discussion.  The  £20,000  would  now  be  increased  to  £80,000 
or  £40,000. 

Mr.  Aid.  Stbphbhson  :  I  do  not  want  the  Council  to  go  away 
with  any  misapprehension  on  this  point.  Mr.  Carse  thinks  it  an 
appalling  state  of  things  that  we  should  have  a  debt  which  repre- 
sents £20,000  more  than  our  rateable  value.  Perhaps  you  are  not 
aware  that  we  are  one  of  the  most  happily  situated  cities,  and  there 
are  only  six  towns  and  cities  in  the  kingdom  that  are  in  this 
position  ;  and  the  debts  of  most  of  the  other  towns  and  cities  are 
three  or  four  times  their  rateable  value. 

Mr.  Cabsb:  For  the  debt  to  be  more  than  the  rateable  value  was 
not  a  good  position  to  be  in,  notwithstanding  what  Mr.  Aid. 
Stephenson  said.  Presuming  that  the  arrangement  as  to  the  Nuns* 
Moor  recreation  ground  was  legal,  he  would  ask  the  Council  to  con- 
sider whether  it  was  wise  to  spend  more  upon  it  ?  The  freemen — 
he  did  not  blame  the  freemen  for  this;  possibly,  if  he  were  a  free* 
man,  he  would  agree  with  it;  but  he  did  blame  the  Council  for 
allowing  it — ^were  getting  large  sums  year  by  year ;  and  would 
these  sums  not  increase  the  claim  of  the  freemen  when  a  settiement 
had  to  be  made  respecting  their  rights  f  He  hoped  the  CouncO 
would  adopt  his  motion,  which  did  not  put  aside  tbe  question,  but 
referred  it  back  to  the  committee. 

Mr.  Hepburn  seconded  the  motion. 

Mr.  DioKiHSOH  said  the  Moor  was  being  enclosed  to  a  great 
extent,  and  this  interfered  with  its  proper  enjoyment  by  the  people. 
He  would  not  go  the  length  of  Mr.  Carse  in  denouncing  parks 
as  he  had  done ;  but  he  thought  people  could  enjoy  the  Moor  with- 
out enclosing  it^ 

On  the  motion  of  Mr.  Aid.  Hamond,  seconded  by  Mn  Aid. 
BiBPHXHBOH,  the  discussion  was  adjourned  until  July  2nd.

On  the  motion  of  Mr.  Aid.  Pottbb,  seconded  by  Mr.  Aid.  Oail, 
it  was  resolved :— <<  That  Police  Constable  Thomas  Johnstone  be

bodj  being  incapable  of  discharging  the  daties  of  hia  offica" 

IN8PBCT0B8  OF  NUISAHOBg.

Smith,  it  was  resolved: — <<That  James  Swift  Brook,  George 
Richardson,  and  James  Flockhart,  be  appointed  Inspectors  of 
Nuisances,  and  to  act  as  Inspectors  of  Provisions,  under  the  Pablic 
Health  Act,  1875,  nntQ  the  9th  day  of  Noyember  next,  or  mitil 
others  are  appointed  in  their  stead."

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COUNCIL     MEETING. 


WEDNESDAY,  JULY  2,  1884. 


A  nsmro  of  the  Council  was  held  to-day  in  the  Gonneil  Chamber, 
Town  Hall,  the  Mayor  (Mr.  H.  W.  Newton)  in  the  chair.  There

The  Town  Clbrk  read  the  minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  the 
pretiouB  meeting,  and  they  were  confirmed. 

YISIT  OF  THE  PBIKOB  OF  WALES  TO  NEWCASTLE. 

The  Town  Clebk  read  the  following  letter : —

M^  dear  Sir, — I  am  desircMi  by  the  Prince  of  Wales  to  aoqaaint  yon  that 
il  wul  give  him  great  pleasare  to  pay  a  visit  to  Newoastle-on-Tyne  during 
the  aKmth  of  Ansast.  His  Royal  Highneas  is  afraid  that  at  present  he  is 
usable  to  name  the  exact  date,  but  he  will  probably  propose  some  dav 
during  the  week  of  the  16th  of  the  month  in  qaestion.  I  hope  that  it  will 
be  in  my  power  to  inform  yon  in  a  few  days  whether  the  rrinue  will  be 
aooompanied  on  the  occasion  by  the  Prinoess  of  Wales. --I  r«rm>iiD,  yonrs 
truly,  Fbangis  Kkollts. 

mB  Worship  the  Mayor,  Newoastle-on-TyDe. 

The  reading  of  the  letter  was  followed  by  applause. 

The  Matob  said  :  Gentlemen,  the  c(>mmunication  which  you  have 
just  heard  has  met  with  the  reception  which  I  felt  sure  it  would 
receiye  from  the  representatiTes  of  Newcastle.  (Applause.)  It  will 
be  in  your  recollection  that,  in  the  early  part  of  the  year,  the  River 
Tyne  Improvement  Commissioners  invited  His  Royal  Highness  to 
come  down  during  the  current  year  and  open  the  Coble  Dene  Dock. 
It  was  then  thought  that  any  visit  of  the  Prince  of  Wales  to  the 
Tyne  which  did  not  inclnde  Newcastle  would  not  be  fair  to  ourselves 
or  agreeable  to  His  Royal  Highness ;  and  in  accordance  with  that 
view,  the  Prince  of  Wales  was  invited  to  honour  Newcastle  by  his 
presence.  The  Armstrong  Park,  the  new  section  of  Sir  Wm. 
Armstrong's  gift,  is  not  yet  opened ;  there  are  also  the  Musenm  and 
Public  Idbraries  which  have  not  yet  been  declared  open  to  the  public. 
It  wUl  be  a  question  for  the  Prince  of  Wales  as  to  which  work  he 
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mil  nndertake.  I  feel  oertain  that  if  the  Prince  and  Prinoeaa  come 
to  Newcastle  the  Corporation  will  he  to  the  front,  and  we  will  give 
them  a  reception  which  will  be  agreeable  to  oor  RojaI  visitors,  and, 
I  am  sore,  creditable  to  Newcastle.    (Applanse.) 

Mr.  Aid.  Hedlbt  said  he  rose  with  great  pleasore  to  propose  a 
formal  resolution  on  this  matter.  It  had  given  him  very  great 
pleasure  to  hear  that  His  Royal  Highness  the  Prince  of  Wales  had 
agreed  to  visit  Newcastle,  and  he  hoped  the  Princess  of  Wales  woald 
also  come.  It  was  the  dnty  of  the  Conncil,  as  representing  New- 
castle, to  endeavour  to  receive  the  Prince  in  a  way  that  would  give 
every  satisfaction  to  His  Royal  Highness  and  be  creditable  to  the 
city.  (Applause.)  It  was  now  62  years  since  a  visit  was  paid  to 
Newcastle  by  a  member  of  the  Royal  family,  and  now  the  city  was 
about  to  be  honoured  by  a  visit  from  the  heir  to  the  throne.  Ho 
had  great  pleasure  in  proposing  the  following  resolution  :— **  That 
the  Mayor  be  requested  to  make  suitable  arrangements  for  the 
reception  of  their  Royal  Highnesses,  the  Prince  and  Princess  of 
Wales,  on  their  visit  to  Newcastle ;  and  that  a  suitable  addition  be 
made  to  the  Mayor's  salary  for  the  current  year,  to  enable  him  to 
meet  the  extraordinary  expenses  that  must  be  incurred  by  him  in 
the  matter,  and  that  in  the  meantime  the  Finance  Committee 
arrange  with  the  Mayor  for  meeting  the  necessary  payments.** 
(Applause.)  He  hoped  the  Council  would  agree  to  this  resolntioo. 
The  Mayor  had  called  together  certain  members  of  the  Council  that 
morning  to  consult  upon  the  matter,  and  if  this  was  left  in  the  hands 
of  the  Mayor,  he  would  continue  to  consult  those  gentlemen — ^the 
chairmen  and  vice  chairmen  of  the  standing  committees,  the  Sheriff, 
and  one  or  two  others.  Of  course  the  expenses  incurred  would  have 
to  be  added  to  the  Mayor's  salary  as  soon  as  the  amount  was  known, 
and  a  formal  vote  of  the  Council  would  be  taken  after  the  expenditure 
had  been  made.  He  had  full  confidence  that  the  Mayor  would  do 
every  thing  the  city  would  look  to  him  to  do  in  a  pleasant  and 
satisfactory  way  to  the  visitors,  and  without  going  to  any  great 
unnecessary  expense.     (Applause.) 

Mr.  Aid.  Grsoson  said  he  had  very  great  pleasure  in  seconding 
the  resolution.  He  was  sure  the  Corporation  would  do  credit  to 
themselves  by  the  way  in  which  they  would  reoei?e  the  Royal 
visitors.  He  might  say  that  he  had  had  the  honour  of  receiving 
the  Prince  of  Wales  in  the  name  of  the  Corporation,  and  presenting 
an  address  to  the  Prince  and  Princess ;  and  all  he  could  say  from 
his  little  experience  was  that  the  Princess  of  Wales  was  a  most 
captivating  lady,  and  the  Prince  everything  that  a  gentleman  should 
be.  (Applause.)  He  had  no  doubt  the  Corporation  would  do 
itself  credit  on  the  occasion ;  and  he  hoped  the  public  would  gire 
them  credit  for  doing  their  duty  loyally  and  heartily.    (Applause.) 

Mr.  HoLMKS  said  he  would  like  to  make  a  suggestion.  Whilst 
agreeing  very  cordially  indeed  with  the  resolution,  he  thought  it 
would  be  better  if,  instead  of  leaving  the  matter  in  the  rather  loose 
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waj  suggested  hj  Mr.  Aid.  Hedley,  the  gentlemen  whom  the  Major 
had  calM  in  to  consnlt  with  were  formed  into  a  committee.  It 
voald  be  better  to  have  them  officially  appointed  to  act  on  a  com- 
mittee.    ("  No,  no.") 

The  Mayor  :  If  Mr.  Holmes  chooses  to  propose  an  amendment 
we  shall  be  glad  to  hear  him. 

Mr.  Holmes  :  I  only  make  a  anggestion. 

Mr.  WiL  Smith  said  he  hoped,  if  this  resolution  was  passed  now, 
that  there  woald  be  no  discussion  afterwards  respectlDg  the  expense, 
Boch  as  there  had  been  in  neighbouring  boroughs.  (Applause.) 
He  hoped  this  matter  would  be  carried  out  with  good-will  and  in 
earnest,  and  in  a  liberal  and  fair  spirit.  If  there  was  to  be  any  dis- 
cussion let  it  be  before  the  Prince  of  Wales  came,  and  not  afterwards. 

The  resolution  was  agreed  to  unanimously. 

THS  LONDON  OOTEaNMailT  BILL, 

The  Matob  said  a  long  letter  had  been  received  from  the  Lord 
Major  of  London  asking  the  Council  to  petition  Parliament  against 
the  London  Government  Bill. 

The  letter  was  referred  to  the  Parliamentary  and  Bye-Laws 
Committee. 

THE  WiTBR  SUPPLY. 

Mr.  YouLL  said  that  before  the  Council  proceeded  with  other 
bosiness  he  wished  to  take  precedence  in  reganl  to  the  report  on  the 
water  supply. 

The  Mayor  :  If  you  plead  urgency  yon  shall  hare  precedence. 

Mr.  TouLL  said  he  thought  it  his  duty  to  plead  urgency  in  order 
to  allay  an  uneasy  feeling  which  he  found  had  arisen  in  consequence  of 
Mr.  Pattinson*s  last  report  on  the  water  supply.  The  town  should 
be  at  once  put  into  possession  of  the  present  position  of  the  matter.

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Three  other  sampleB  were  taken  <m  the  lame  day  from  tut  in  Eliwi^ 
Road,  Scotswood  Road,  and  the  Quayside,  which  were  abo  fairly  faee 
irom  Bttspended  matter,  bnt  two  of  them— the  Scotswood  Rood  and  Qoay- 
aide  samples— had  a  slight  fiah-like  odonr  on  bemg  boiled,  which  indicated 
the  ijreeenoe  of  the  peculiar  oxvanism — a  kind  of  volvoz — ^whioh  has  on  two 
preyious  oocasiona  been  found  in  lai^ge  numbers  in  the  Newcastle  water 
supply,  and  which  has  caused  the  water  to  have  a  very  offansi^  smeU 
None  of  these  organisms  were  found  in  the  above-named  samples,  but  I 
have  detected  a  row  specimens  in  samples  of  tiie  water  drawn  from  my  t^ 
at  No.  75,  Side.  So  lon^  as  they  do  not  increase  beyond  their  present 
numbers  the  smell  they  uipart  to  the  water  is  not  very  perceptible,  bnt 
should  they  increase  largely  in  numbers  the  water  will  become  unfit  fomae. 
immediately  on  detecting  the  presence  of  these  organisms  I  communicated 
the  information  to  the  Water  Company,  who  at  once  took  steps  to  prefoit 
the  impregnated  water  passing  into  the  present  supply.

To-day  it  is  scarcely  peiceptibk 
trust  the  threatened  danger  has  now  been  averted.  I  am  oaUed  to  LondoD 
for  a  few  days,  and  thought  yon  would  like  to  know  again  as  to  the  condi- 
tion of  the  water  before  the  Council  meeting  on  Wednesday.

Mr.  BiGHABDBON  :  How  long  will  this  supply  of  water  serve! 

Mr.  Aid.  Gail  :  It  Ukes  10,000,000  gallons  a  day. 

Mr.  YouLL  said  that  at  the  same  period  of  last  year  there  were 
aboat  10,000,000  gallons  more  water  in  store  than  at  the  prosent 
timo,  and  althongb  ibe  weather  recently  had  been  very  drooghty, 
he  did  not  think  the  Gonncil  had  maeh  reason  to  apprehend  danger 
in  regard  to  the  sapply  of  water.  He  saw  from  the  papers  that  the 
Water  Company  was  aboat  completing  the  laying  a  pipe  across  the 
Tyne  for  the  purpose  of  supplying  water  to  West  Wylam ;  and  be 
had  been  given  to  understand  that  the  Company  was  making  arrange* 
ments  to  snpply  the  borough  of  Tynemonth  with  water.  While 
he  would  not  like  to  be  so  selfish  as  to  require  an  excessive  supply 
of  water  for  the  use  of  the  people  of  Newcastle,  still  he  hoped  if  the 
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Water  Company  waa  likely  to  be  in  any  diiBcnlty  in  regard  to  the 
■npply  for  the  dietrict,  that  the  Company  would  not  be  too  late  in 
exercising  the  power  they  had  to  cat  off  the  connection  between  the 
supply  for  domestic  pnrposes  and  for  manufacturing  purposes,  and 
pump  water  from  the  Tyne  to  supply  manufactories.  A  feeling  of 
alarm  was  already  growing  as  to  the  outbreak  of  cholera  in  the  south 
of  France.  He  hoped  the  spread  of  cholera  to  this  country  would 
be  averted,  and  one  of  the  most  essential  things  was  an  ample 
supply  of  water.  Whilst  he  did  not  object  to  West  Wylam  and 
l^nemonth  having  a  fair  supply  of  water,  he  thought  the  first  duty 
of  the  Water  Company  was  to  perform  its  duty  to  Newcastle  and 
Gateshead ;  and  he  hoped  the  Company  would  bear  this  in  mind. 
(Hear,  hear.)  He  was  glad  to  find  from  Mr.  Pattinson's  letter  of 
June  doth  that  the  danger  contemplated  when  the  last  analysis  was 
made,  had  been  averted  ;  and  he  trusted  the  Company  would  antici- 
pate in  future  any  difficulty  of  the  kind,  without  waiting  to  have 
attention  called  to  it  first  by  the  Council  or  by  their  officers.  It 
apfieared  to  him,  with  respect  to  Dr.  Huntley's  complaint  last  year 
with  respect  to  Little  Swinburne,  and  also  Mr.  Pattinson's  report, 
that  the  directors  of  the  Water  Company  did  not  pay  sufficient 
attention  to  what  was  going  on  respecling  the  contamination  of 
water  until  persons  outside  of  the  directorate  called  attention  to  the 
matter.  He  trusted  this  would  be  the  last  occasion  on  which  the 
Council  would  have  to  complain ;  and  that  the  directors  would  direct 
their  attention  to  contaminations  without  their  attention  being 
drawn  to  them  in  thb  way. 

PBK0AUTI0H8  AGAINST  CHOLBBA. 

Mr.  Aid.  WiLBOK  said  it  might  be  satisfactory  to  the  Council  and 
the  inhabitants  on  both  sides  of  the  Tyne  to  know  that  the  members 
of  the  Tyne  Port  Sanitary  Authority  were  quite  awake  to  their 
dutiea  The  Authority  had  two  inspectors  of  nuisances,  who  boarded 
every  vessel  which  came  into  the  Tyne  from  abroad ;  and  the  Local 
Government  Board  had  sent  down  a  special  inspector  to  assist  in 
that  duty ;  so  that  everything  was  being  done  that  possibly  could 
be  to  prevent  the  introduction  of  cholera  or  any  other  disease. 
(Hear,  hear.) 

YIBIT  OF  THB  BOTAL  ABCHAOLOGICAL  INSTITUTB  TO  HEWCA8TLB. 

Mr.  Aid.  Cail  said  the  Boyal  Archasological  Institute  of  England 
would  visit  l^ewcastle  in  the  early  part  of  August.  On  the  occasion 
of  a  previous  visit  the  Council  voted  £100  towards  the  expenses, 
and,  aa  Newcastle  had  increased  since  then,  he  thought  the  Council 
should  now  vote  £150.  A  great  many  influential  people  would 
attend  the  meeting,  and,  although  some  members  of  the  Council 
might  not  agree  with  him,  he  thought  the  visit  would  be  a  matter 
of  great  importance.    He  moved  that  the  Council  contribute  £150, 

Mr.  Aid.  Hbdlst  :  When  was  the  Institute  here  before  ? 
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The  Shbbiff  :  Twenty-two  yean  aga     I  second  the  resolntum. 

Mr.  Aid.  Babkas  :  I  object  to  this. 

The  Matob  :  If  any  one  objects  I  mnst  ask  Mr.  Aid.  Cail  to 
moTe  the  suspension  of  the  standing  orders. 

Mr.  Aid.  Gail  moved  the  sospension  of  the  standing  orden  in 
order  that  he  might  be  enabled  to  propose  the  granting  of  £150. 

The  Shbriff  seconded  the  motion. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamond  said  he  understood  that  the  standing  orden 
might  be  suspended  only  to  consider  matters  npon  the  agenda ;  bat 
Mr.  Aid.  Gail's  proposal  was  not  upon  the  agenda. 

The  Town  Glbre  :  There  can  only  be  an  informal  rote.  The  gnat 
most  come  up  subsequently  for  confirmation. 

The  Matob  :  It  has  been  the  custom  of  the  Council  to  suspend 
the  standing  orders  so  that  matters  of  urgency  may  be  dealt  wiUi. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamond  :  When  on  the  agenda. 

The  Matob:  No,  not  on  the  agenda. 

Mr.  YouLL  :  Does  this  question  come  within  the  category  of 
urgency  ?  Is  it  within  the  last  twenty-four  hours  that  Mr.  Aid. 
Gail  has  got  to  know  that  the  Society  is  going  to  visit  Newcastle  ? 
This  has  been  known  for  the  last  two  or  tiiree  months. 

Mr.  Aid.  Gail  :  The  exact  time  was  not  known  until  recemly. 

Mr.  YouLL :  But  it  was  known  before  the  agenda  was  issued ; 
and  if  Mr.  Aid.  Gail  intended  to  move  the  grant,  he  shoald  have  given 
notice  on  the  agenda. 

Mr.  Aid.  MiLYAiN  said  the  consideration  of  this  subject  could 
not  be  put  off,  as  the  Institute  meeting  would  be  held  before  the 
next  meeting  of  the  Gonncil.  The  Gouncil  should  decide  now 
whether  they  would  agree  to  the  grant  or  not. 

Mr.  Aid.  Babkas  said  the  question  was  whether  the  Gouncil  wete 
to  allow  grants  to  all  the  various  societies  which  visited  Newcastle 
Ue  visit  of  the  Archaological  Institute  would  be  of  interest  to 
archssologists,  but  not  to  the  great  majority  of  the  people  of 
Newcastle.  ArohsBologists  were  generally  gentlemen  who  were 
wealthy. 

Mr.  Aid.  Haxond  :  It  is  a  private  society  with  which  we  have 
nothing  to  do.

If  the  gentlemen  who  are  in  favoor  of  the  ArchiBO- 
logical  Institate  being  received  desire  a  special  meeting  of  the 
Conncil  to  consider  the  making  of  a  grant  I  will  convene  it 
I  think  the  Goancil  shonld  have  had  some  notice  of  Mr.  Aid. 
Gail's  proposal 

THE  ST.  MABY  MAGDALBNB  HOME  FOB  INCUBABLB8. 

Mr.  Aid.  Angus  said  the  Schools  and  Charities  Committee  had 
fonr  applicants  to  recommend  for  admission  to  the  St  Mary 
Magdalene  Home  for  Incurables.  The  cases  seemed  to  the  com- 
mittee to  be  snitable  and  deserving  of  treatment  in  snch  a  home  as 
had  been  provided.  Month  by  month  there  would  be  applications 
received  nntil  the  limit  was  reached.  He  proposed  that  Mar[^»iret 
Badger,  31  years  old  ;  Charles  Bochester  Peacock,  26 ;  Hannah 
Isabella  Radley,  43;  and  William  Richardson,  66,  be  elected 
inmates  of  the  Home. 

Mr.OwEH  seconded  the  motion. 

Mr.  Wm.  Smith  asked  if  the  Council  would  be  compelled  to  provide 
for  these  inmates  in  the  Home  at  Spital  Tongues  as  long  as  they 
lived,  or  could  the  Council  decide  to  close  the  Home,  and  send 
the  inmates  elsewhere  ?  A  large  Home  had  been  provided  at  great 
expense,  and  there  were  only  four  applicants  recommended  after  an 
advertisement  had  been  in  the  papers. 

The  Ma  YOB  :  The  appointment  is.  simply  during  the  pleasure  of 
the  Council.     Is  that  your  opinion  Mr.  Aid.  Angus  ? 

Mr.  Aid.  Angus  :  Yes. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamond  said  the  appointments  would  not  be  during  the 
pleasure  of  the  Council,  but  subject  to  the  regulations  which  the 
Conndl  had  made  in  regard  to  the  inmates. 

The  Mayob  :  Would  it  not  be  well  to  make  the  appointments 
subject  to  the  pleasure  of  the  Council  ? 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamond  :  It  would  be  better  to  make  the  appointments 
subject  to  the  Charity  Commissioners  continuing  the  objects  of  the 
charity. 

The  Town  Clebk  said  he  had  looked  over  the  regulations,  and  he 
did  not  find  any  provision  as  to  inmates  ceasing  to  reside  in  the 
Home  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Council.  The  intention  evidently  was 
that  the  inmates,  so  long  as  they  complied  with  the  rules  of  the 
Home,  shonld  remain  there.  It  was  open  to  the  Council  to  decide 
that  applicants  be  admitted  to  the  Home  subject  to  the  rules 
and  during  the  pleasure  of  the  Council. 

The  Mayob  :  So  long  as  they  comply  with  the  regulations,  and  at 
the  will  of  the  Council. 

Mr.  W.  Smith  :  I  move  that  this  be  the  condition  on  which 
applicants  are  admitted. 
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Mr.  Aid.  Angus  seconded  the  motion. 

Agreed  to. 

Mr.  Aid.  Angus  proposed  that  the  fonr  applicints  already  named 
be  admitted  to  the  Home,  sabject  to  the  terms  of  the  preYioos 
resolation. 

Mr.  Owen  seconded  the  motion. 

Agreed  to. 

Mr.  Aid.  Angus  said  he  wished  to  bring  before  the  Council  the 
case  of  Margaret  Clark,  70  years  of  age,  widow  of  Mr.  Clark, 
printer,  St.  Nicholas  Churchyard,  Newcastle.  Dr.  Philipson  re- 
ported that  Mrs.  Clark  was  incapacitated  by  chronic  rheamatism. 
Mr^  Clark  lost  all  his  money  by  the  failnre  of  the  District  Bank, 
and  the  widow  was  reduced  to  great  porerty,  and  soffered  acutely 
from  her  complaint ;  and  she  neither  could  afford  the  expense  nor 
endure  very  well  the  fatigue  of  an  extra  jouroey  to  Newcastle.  The 
ease  was  mentioued  to  the  committee ;  but,  as  Mrs.  Clark  was  at 
present  resident  in  Stockton,  she  could  not  be  considered  as  liTing 
in  the  vicinity  of  Newcastle ;  and  the  committee  thought  it  better 
not  to  submit  her  case  along  wilh  the  others  to  the  Council.  He 
proposed  that,  subject  to  Dr.  Philipson*s  report  being  confirmed  by 
the  Medical  Officer  of  the  Home,  Mrs.  Clark  be  admitted  into  the 
Home. 

Mr.  Henzbll  seconded  the  motion.  He  thought  Mrs.  Clark's 
was  a  very  deserving  and  urgent  case,  and  had  been  enquired  into 
by  the  sub-committee,  who  recommended  her  admission.  He  re- 
gretted very  much  that  the  number  of  cases  presented  to  the  Council 
were  very  small  If  anybody  had  a  right  to  find  fault  wilh  the 
smallness  of  the  number  it  was  not  Mr.  W.  Soiith,  who  had  been 
the  means  of  making  the  number  small.  There  were  14  applica- 
tions, and  9  were  gone  into  and  recommended  by  the  sub-committee ; 
but  some  of  the  cases  were  left  out  when  they  came  before  the 
general  committee,  or  rather  before  those  members  who  remained 
till  the  close  of  a  long  sitting. 

Mr.  Wm.  8mith  said  a  case  of  consumption  was  brought  before 
the  committee,  and  he  raised  the  question  whether  they  were  to 
have  consumptive  patients  in  the  Home.  As  there  was  a  donbt, 
and  no  satisfactory  reply  could  be  got  from  the  chairman,  he  (Ur. 
Smith)  moved  that  the  consideration  of  the  case  should  stand  o?er' 
He  objected  to  this  matter  being  considered  now. 

The  Matob  :  In  the  face  of  this  objection  the  matter  mnst  stand 
over  until  the  next  meeting. 

Mr.  RioHABDBOM  Said  the  Council  had  decided  that  consnmptife 
patients  might  be  admitted  to  the  Home.  The  only  objection  to 
Mrs.  Clark's  admission  was  that  for  a  few  months  she  had  been 
resident  at  Stockton.  She  had  resided  in  Newcastie  nearly  all  bar 
Hfe. 
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Mr.  Aid.  Hamovd  said  if  patients  were  admitted  to  the  Home 
**  doring  the  pleaenre  of  the  Conncil,"  it  woald  veto  the  7th,  8th, 
and  9tb  rnlee  passed  for  the  goyeniiog  of  the  Home.  If  there  was 
aoj  doobt  abont  giving  the  inmates  a  life  interest,  it  would  be  better 
to  make  the  appointments  subject  to  the  rnles  and  regulations  of  the 
Home,  and  so  long  as  the  Home  was  open  for  incurables. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hkdlbt  :  Is  it  nnderstood  that  a  candidate  residing  at 
Stockton  is  eligible  f 
Mr.  Holm S8  :  Mrs.  Clark  is  only  temporarily  residing  there. 

The  Mayor  :  These  matters  cannot  be  considered  now.     It  is 
objected  ta 
The  discussion  ceased.

BXTENSIOM  OF  TRAMWATS. 

Mr.  HoLMia  asked  Mr.  Aid.  Wilson  in  what  position  was  the 
proposal  to  lay  down  a  line  of  tramway  from  the  Central  Station, 
along  CoUingwood,  Mosley,  and  Pilgrim  Streets.  The  public  wanted 
to  know  how  this  matter,  which  had  stood  over  a  long  time,  was 

Mr.  Aid.  Wilson  said  that  some  months  ago  the  matter  was 
under  the  consideration  of  the  Tramways  Committee,  and  he  thought 
they  decided  to  recommend  the  Council  to  make  a  line  from  the 
Central  Station,  along  CoUingwood,  Mosley,  and  Pilgrim  Streets, 
and  the  City  Road,  to  the  east  end  of  the  new  bridge  across  the 
Ousebnm.  The  question  then  arose  whether  the  line  should  be 
extended  to  Walker ;  and  this  was  a  question  the  committee  did 
not  feel  competent  to  decide  properly,  and  they  asked  the  advice  of 
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the  Finuice  Committee  on  the  snhject.  The  Finance  Committee 
appointed  a  number  of  their  body  to  confer  with  the  Tramways 
Committee,  and  they  snrveyed  the  route  by  Walker  Boad,  and  aliio 
the  route  to  Walker  by  Byker  Hill.  The  qatistion  had  been  left 
with  the  Finance  Committee,  and  the  Tramways  Committee  had  not 
yet  received  the  answer,  although  it  had  been  pressed  for  some  tima 
He  thought  the  Tramways  Committee  ought  to  be  permitted  to 
advertise  for  tenders  to  lay  the  line  down  from  the  Central  Station 
to  the  east  end  of  the  Ousebum  bridge,  and  also  to  receive 
separate  tenders  for  working  a  line  from  the  new  bridge  to 
Walker.  He  moved  that  the  committee  be  permitted  to  adver- 
tise for  tenders.  It  was  a  que«tion  whether  a  line  to  Walker  would 
pay  or  not. 

Mr.  Aid.  Qrboson  :  It  would  not  pay. 

The  Mator  :  The  matter  is  not  quite  in  order,  but,  as  there  is  no 
amount  of  money  involved,  and  probably  before  anything  is  done 
Mr.  Aid.  Wilson  will  present  a  report  to  the  Council,  we  may 
fairlj  grant  him  what  he  requires. 

Mr.  Aid.  WiLSoir :  By  this  means  we  will  get  to  know  what  we 
would  receive  before  we  spend  money. 

The  Mayor  :  Is  this  your  pleasure  7     ('<  Yes.") 

Agreed  ta 

Mr.  Aid.  Cail  said  steam  power  was  being  used  to  work  the 
trams  in  Gateshead,  and  he  recommended  that  tenders  be  got  to 
work  the  Walker  line  by  steam  power. 

Mr.  Aid.  Wilson  :  It  will  be  optional. 

Mr.  Wm.  Smith  said  the  Property  Committee  met  the  Tramways 
Committee,  and  he  (Mr.  Smith),  as  chairman  of  the  Property 
Committee,  was  asked  the  other  day,  with  twenty-four  hour's  notice, 
to  call  a  joint  meeting  of  the  two  committees  to  discuss  the  ques- 
tion of  the  tramway  extension.  The  Council  had  just  given 
the  committee  power  to  advertise  for  tenders ;  but  the  route  wsi 
not  settled.

Mr.  Bell  said  he  was  sorrj  that  very  little  progress  was  being 
made.  The  proprietors  of  the  hoases  at  the  Green  were  exactiog 
terms  which  the  Town  Improrement  Committee  did  not  feel  inclined 
to  agree  to.  It  was,  therefore,  better  to  let  the  matter  remain  in 
abeyance  nnlil  the  terms  of  the  proprietors  of  the  groand  were  more 
in  aoooiding  with  the  pablic  interest

The  Town  Clbrk  :  It  was,  I  think,  understood  when  this  wse 
discussed  by  the  Council  that  Bell  Brothers  was  a  limited  com- 
pany, and  the  Finance  Committee  resolved  that  the  lease  should  be 
prepared  to  them  as  a  limited  company. 
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Mr.  Bbll:  The  Council  have  jnst  now  agreed  to  seal  a  leave 
to  the  Els  wick  Coal  Company,  Limited  ;  and  at  a  previuns  meeting 
we  agreed  to  seal  a  lease  to  the  Walker  Coal  Company. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamond  said  that  with  regard  to  the  lease  of  Walker 
Colliery  to  Messrs.  Lanihert  it  was  naderstood  that,  if  the  property 
was  tamed  over  to  a  limited  company,  the  whole  of  the  capital 
shoald  not  be  called  np,  so  that,  in  case  o£  need,  the  Council  might 
have  a  portion  of  the  capital  to  fall  back  upon.  If  that  was  not  so 
in  this  case  he  would  object  to  the  lease  being  sealed. 

The  Mayor  :  The  matter  was  agreed  to  by  the  Council  in 
December,  1882,  and,  as  nearly  two  years  have  elapsed  before  we 
are  asked  to  seal  the  leases,  they  will  take  no  harm  by  standing 
over  for  a  month. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hbdlby  :  What  more  information  will  we  have  a  month 
hence  ?     All  the  docnments  are  before  the  Council. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamond  :  We  will  have  the  leases  altered. 

The  Town  Clerk  :  The  lease  to  the  Walker  Coal  Company  is 
not  before  the  Council.  The  lease  which  the  Council  have  already 
to-day  ordered  to  be  sealed  is  to  the  Elswick  Coal  Company, 
Limited,  and  it  was  understood  this  was  a  limited  company ;  it  was 
discussed  in  the  Council  at  the  time  the  lease  was  ordered  to  be 
prepared. 

Mr.  QuiN  :  Is  there  anything  in  Bell  Brothers'  lease  about  not 
calling  up  all  the  capital ) 

The  Town  Clkrk  :  No. 

Mr.  YoULL :  This  was  brought  before  us  originally  on  the  failare 
of  John  Lomas  and  Co.,  and  it  was  agreed  we  should  not  lease  again 
to  a  limited  company. 

Mr.  W.  Wilson  :  I  can  confirm  Mr.  ToulPs  statement.  We 
have  suffered  sufficiently  in  the  past,  and  must  take  care  not  to  have 
onr  hands  burnt  again. 

The  Matob  :  The  consideration  of  the  resolution  as  to  the  Walker 
leases  stands  over. 

Mr.  HoLMBs  :  I  propose  that  the  lease  to  the  Elawick  Coal  Com- 
pany, Limited,  also  stand  over. 

The  Mayor  :  Ton  should  have  proposed  that  before  it  was  settled 
by  the  Council. 

The  discussion  was  adjourned  till  the  next  meeting. 

THB  PRBVBNTION  OF  OBSTRUOTIONS  IN  STRBET8. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamond  moved  the  sealing  of  bye-laws  for  the  preven- 
tion of  obstructions  in  streets.  He  said  it  had  been  thought  better 
to  bring  these  bye-laws  under  the  Act  of  Parliament  of  1882  as 
far  as  possible,  so  that  they  might  more  easily  be  referred  to.  These 
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bje-lawa  were  very  mneh  in  favour  of  persons  who  might  oommit 
any  offenoe  against  them,  because  in  every  case  the  onns  of  strict 
proof  wonld  rest  with  the  party  who  complained,  and  that  wonld  be 
the  police. 

Mr.  YouLL  seconded  the  motion.

THI  OBADWIOK  MniORUL  ZNDUSTIAL  SCHOOL. 

Mr.  Aid.  HsDLET  presented  the  following  report : — 

The  Fioanoe  Committee  have  to  report  to  the  Conncil  that  they  have  hid 
nnder  their  ooosideratioD  the  letter,  referred  to  tbem  by  the  Conoctl  on  the 
2nd  April  last,  from  the  Rev.  Oanon  Franklin,  hon.  sec  of  the  Chadwidc 
Memorial  School  for  boys  (Qraod  Stand),  asking  for  a  grant  from  the 
Oorpontion,  as  the  Local  Authority,  towards  the  support  of  ohildren  oom- 
mitted  to  the  school  from  the  City  of  Newoastle  by  the  Magistrates.  The 
amonot  asked  for  ia  Is.  per  wedL  on  the  22  cases  committed  from  Newcastle. 
Tour  committee  find  that  8  boys  are  committed  to  the  Stranraer  Reformatory, 
and  16  to  the  Netherton  Reformatory,  by  the  City  Magistrates,  under  the 
Juvenile  Offenders  Act ;  for  whom  a  charge  of  28.  per  week  and  la.  Od.  per 
week  respectively  is  paid  by  the  Corporation  for  each  bov.  The  charge 
applied  for  by  the  Chad  wick  School  therefore  is  less  than  that  paid  by  tbe 
Corporation  to  the  other  Reformatories,  and  your  committee  laave  the 
decision  in  the  hands  of  the  ConnoU  as  to  whether  the  application  ahoold  be 
granted.

The  Finance  Committee  have  to  inform  the  Council  that  the  portion  of  the 
Cattle  Lairs  at  St  Peter's  for  the  reception  of  animals  from  foreign  onnatrie^ 
already  ordered  by  the  Gounoil,  are  now  nearly  completed,  and  will  be  resdv 
for  use  dariog  the  month  of  July,  and  that  it  is  now  necessary  to  proceea 
with  the  erection  of  the  further  lairs  required  for  the  acoommodatioB  of  the 
tragic.  The  portion  of  ground  still  uncovered  will  affurd  space  for  lairs 
suffiident  to  accommodate  1,000  head  of  cattle  and  950  sheep.  The  cost  of 
ereotion  will  be  £9,000,  which  can  be  borrowed,  and  the  repayment  extended 
over  20  years.  The  committee  recommend  the  Council  to  airoct  the  work 
to  be  at  once  proceeded  with.

PBOPOSED  BBTUSE  DB8TBUOTOB  AT  BTKBB  HILL. 

Mr.  Aid.  Wilson  presented  the  following  report : — 

ne  Town  Improvement  Committee  have  to  report  to  the  Connoil  that 
they  have  had  prepared  a  scheme  for  the  disposal  of  what  is  known  as  "  box 
aahee  " — flight  combnstible  material  which  is  of  no  value  to  farmers  and 
others  as  manure  owing  to  its  aptitude  to  take  fire.  Your  committee  after 
oarefnl  consideration  have  come  to  the  conclusion  that  the  best  means  of  dis- 
nosing  of  this  material  is  by  destroying  it,  together  with  the  perishable  refuse 
mm  shops  and  the  public  markets,  by  means  of  what  is  known  as  a  refuse 
destructor,  a  process  which  is  carried  out  in  other  towns.  Plans  have  been 
prepared  for  the  erection,  on  the  edge  of  the  Byker  quarries,  of  a  destructor  of 
12  cells  capable  of  bnminff  25,000  tons  of  refuse  per  annum,  but  it  is  proposed 
that  six  only  of  the  cells  be  built  at  present,  giving  facilities  for  dispoemg  of 
12;000  tons  per  annum.  It  is  further  proposed  to  utilise  the  tramways 
during  the  night  for  the  carriage  of  this  refuse  (for  which  there  is  power 
reserved  in  the  lease  of  the  tramways) ;  and  also  to  lay  a  short  additional 
tramway  into  Mill  Lane.  The  estimated  cost  for  the  whole  of  these  works, 
indndii^  10  per  cent,  for  oontingencies,  is  £7,000  in  all,  which  your  com- 
mittee ask  the  Council  to  sanction,  and  to  direct  that  application  be  made 
to  the  Local  Government  Board  for  their  consent  to  borrow  that  amount. 
Of  ibis  sum,  however,  the  amount  of  about  £4,600  will  only  be  expended  at 
present.  The  amount  to  be  fixed  for  the  annual  rent  of  the  site  which  is 
the  property  of  the  Corporation  will  be  hereafter  agreed  upon  between  your 
committee  and  tiie  Finance  Committee.

The  Sanitary  Conunittee  have  to  report  to  the  Council  that  plans  and 
estimates  of  cost  for  the  erection  of  the  new  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital 
at  Heaton,  upon  the  site  agreed  upon  by  the  Council  at  their  meeting  on  the 
7th  liay  last^  are  now  rmdy.  fiefore  the  work  can  be  proceeds  with, 
however.  It  is  necessary  that  the  Connoil  apply  to  the  Local  €k>vemment 
Board  for  their  sanction  to  borrow  the  money  required  to  meet  the  cost^ 
which  is  calculated  at  £16»000,  and  your  committee  have  to  recommend  the 
Connoil  to  order  that  the  requisite  application  be  forwarded  to  the  Board. 
It  is  recommended  that  there  be  earned  to  the  City  Fund  by  way  of  rental 
for  the  site,  an  annual  sum  to  be  agreed  upon  between  the  Sanitary  Com- 
mltfeee  and  the  finance  Committee.  Thos.  Wilson,  Chairman.

THB  BBOULATIOH  OF  TBNEMBBTBD  H0U8BS. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamond  moved  that  the  bye-laws  for  the  regulation 
of  tenemented  houses,  a  oopj  of  which  had  been  sent  to  each 
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memberi  be  Adopted  bj  the  Cbancily  witb  *  Tiew  to  sending 
them  to  the  Local  QoTernment  Board  for  approyaL  The 
Parliamentary  and  Bye-Laws  Committee  had  had  the  bye- 
laws  nnder  consideration  for  many  months,  and  he  hoped  they 
wonld  be  more  beneficial  to  the  sanitary  condition  and  improre- 
ment  of  the  city  than  the  bye-laws  haid  hitherto  been.  With 
these  new  bye-lawS|  he  thought  there  woald  be  no  necessity  lor 
Local  Government  Board  interference. 

Mr.  ToutL  seconded  the  motion,  and  said  it  was  now  upwards  of 
twenty-five  years  since  he  urged  the  Town  Lnp^vement  Committee 
to  adopt  the  system  suggested  in  these  new  bye-laws  in  r^ard  to 
tenemented  houses.  Twenty-five  years  ago  he  was  before  the 
Town  Improvement  Conmiittee  with  reference  to  what  was  then  not 
only  the  prosecution,  but  to  a  considerable  extent,  the  persecution  of 
owners  of  property  for  the  results  of  the  negligence  of  the  tenants. 
Now,  for  the  first  time,  the  Council  proposed  to  take  a  new  course, 
and  make  the  persons  who  did  the  dirty  work  responsible  for  it; 
they  proposed  to  make  the  tenants  responsible.  This  course  had 
done  good  in  other  towns,  and  he  hoped  it  would  have  good  results 
in  Newcastie. 

Mr.  Sahdbbson  said  the  proposed  bye-laws  referred  to  sanitaiy 
matters,  and  they  had  not  been  before  the  Sanitary  Committee. 
The  consideration  of  these  bye-laws  should  be  deferred  for  a 
month. 

Mr.  Aid.  Babkas  said  the  proposed  bye-laws,  altered  as  they  now 
were,  had  been  in  the  possession  of  tho  members  for  only  two  dayti 
The  bye-laws  had  been  altered  a  dosen  times,  and  the  alterations 
had  been  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  members  in  the  last  day  or  twa 
This  was  too  important  a  question  to  settle  until  members  had  had 
time  to  read  the  bye-laws. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamond  :  Have  you  any  objection  to  them? 

Mr.  Aid.  Babkas  :  Well,  I  do  not  know. 

Mr.  Bibkbtt  hoped  these  bye-laws  would  be  re-considered  by 
the  committee.  Unless  they  were  considerably  amended  they 
would  be  opposed. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamond  said  if  the  bye-laws  were  not  adopted  at  onoe^ 
and  sent  to  the  Local  Government  Board  for  approval,  the  Board 
would  perhaps  send  down  an  inspector  with  stricter  regulationa 
The  Council  would  keep  the  city  under  their  own  management  with 
these  bye-laws,  but  they  would  not  be  able  to  do  so  if  the  Loesl 
Government  Board  interferred. 

Mr.  Aid.  Babkas  moved  that  the  consideration  of  the  bye4awB 
be  adjourned  for  a  month. 

Mr.  Laibd  seconded  the  amendment. 

Mr.  BioHARDSoK :  The  sooner  they  are  improved  the  better,  con- 
sidering the  state  of  the  weather, 
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Mr.  Aid.  HiDLiT :  Do  the  Saaitary  Oommittee  object  to  these 
bje-Uws  t 

Mr.  Aid.  WiLSOK  :  Certainly  not  They  are  very  much  wanted 
indeed. 

Mr.  BowDEv  :  Do  the  Sanitary  Oommittee  approve  of  them  f 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamoxd  :  Tea ;  Mr.  Aid.  Wilson  says  they  do. 

Mr.  Sahdsbsom:  They  have  not  been  before  the  Sanitary 
Oommittee. 

Mr.  Oabsb  :  They  were  before  the  Sanitary  Oommittee  and  dis- 
CQsaed  for  two  or  three  hoars,  bat  not  in  a  complete  form. 

The  Ooancil  voted  as  follows  on  Mr.  Aid.  Barkas's  amendment  to 
postpone  the  consideration  of  the  bye-laws  for  one  month : —

Mr.  Ahhah  gave  notice  that  at  the  next  meeting  he  woald  move 
the  rescinding  of  the  resolation  adopting  these  bye-law&  These 
bye-laws  shonld  be  disoasaed,  and  they  shoald  be  pablished  three 
times  in  the  daily  press  so  that  the  pablic — ^landlords  and  tenants — 
might  know  what  was  reoommended. 

OOBFOSATION  8T00K. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hkdlbt  presented  the  following  reports,  and  moved 
that  they  be  printed  and  circalated  among  the  members  :— 

The  Finance  Oommittee,  in  reportinff  to  the  Ooancil  the  oompletion  of  the 
inne  of  half-»-mil]ion  Corporation  StodL,  deaire  to  expreaa  their  nnqnalified 
■atiafaotion  at  the  reaolt  of  thia  anooeaafol  financial  operation. 

The  pro|>oaal  to  iasne  atook  had  ita  inception  with  and  waa  sabmitted  to 
the  Oonncil  by  Alderman  W.  H.  Stepnenaon,  depnty-obairman  of  the 
Finance  Committee,  on  4th  September,  1878.  The  motion  waa  aeoonded  by 
Alderman  Tonn?.  After  fall  discnaaion  it  waa  adopted  nnanimooaly,  and 
referred  to  the  Finance  Committee  for  farther  oonsiaeration  and  to  report 
thereon.  It  waa  ultimately  determined  to  obtain  Parliamentary  aanotion 
to  create  and  iaaue  atoek,  and  thia  power  ia  oontaised  in  the  Newcaatle* 
apon-Tvne  Corporation  Loana  Act,  18^. 

The  Finanoe  Committee,  in  order  to  ffive  effeot  to  the  poweni  of  the 
Ooonoilf  appointed  on  17th  Aagast^  1882,  five  of  their  members  aa  a  Stook 
mb-oommittee. 

The  stook  aab-ooomiittee  having  oonsidered,  after  dae  enqoiry,  the  best 
mode  of  iamung  atook,  determine^  with  the  approral  of  the  Finanoe  Com* 
nittee  and  the  CoaiMril«  to  adopt  one  of  the  following  modes  of  iasne :— 
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l8t.   By  ilie  Bank  of  England. 
2nd.  By  other  Banks. 

3rd.  By  the  official  staff  of  the  Corporation. 

It  appeared  to  yonr  committee  that,  although  seTeral  oorporationa  had 
placed  their  stock  at  Tarying  rates  through  the  powerfaf  organisation 
of  the  Bank  of  Eneland,  the  best  oonrse  to  pursue,  in  (HtLer  to  realise, 
if  successful,  the  highest  price  at  a  minimum  of  cost,  was  to  issue  at  par,  by 
the  official  staff  of  the  Corporation,  such  stock  as  the  Council  should 
determine  from  time  to  time  to  create ;  and  this  mode  of  issue  was  adopted 
by  the  Council. 

On  2nd  May,  1883,  the  Council  created  £350,000  stock ;  on  5th  September, 
1883,  a  further  sum  of  £50,000 ;  and  again  on  the  9th  Jannaiy,  1884,  an 
additional  amount  of  £100,000— makiDs  a  total  of  £500,000,  bearing 
interest  at  3i  per  cent,  per  annum.    This  was  made  up  of  bonds  dne^ 

or  about  to  fall  due,  which  amounted  to       dS410,803 

For  new  Works       65^812 

For  School  Board  purposes  8,760 

For  composition  en  Stamp  Duty  and  expenses  charge-

£500,000 

Bonds  amounting  to  £416,803,  bearing  interest  at  £4  per  cent,  per 
annum,  have  been  repaid  and  extinguished,  a  list  of  which  wul  be  foond  in 
Schedule  <'  A,"  appended  hereto. 

The  several  issues  of  stock,  after  completion,  and  the  bonds  repaid  and 
extinguished,  were  examined  and  audited  by  Mr.  F.  B.  Goddard, 
professional  auditor  to  the  Corporation. 

Attention  may  now  be  directed  to  the  mode  of  issue  by  Newcastle,  which 
was  a  departure  from  the  mode  hitherto  adopted  in  the  placing  of  other 
stocks.  Such  financial  operations  are  usually  announced  by  advertisement^ 
in  pursuance  of  which  tenders  are  taken  and  cash  reoeived  in  instalments 
extending  over  a  given  period,  in  contradistinction  to  the  method  adopted 
bv  Newcastle,  of  dealing  direct  with  the  ultimate  stockholders.  In  point 
of  fact,  the  issues  have  practically  resolved  themselves  into  a  oontinuom 
negotiation  as  between  the  City  Treasurer  and  the  public,  extending  over 
nearly  twelve  months. 

Tour  committee,  in  their  desire  to  secure  the  best  terms,  made  full 
enquiry  as  to  the  stocks  of  other  municipalitiee,  the  modes  of  issue,  prioes 
realised,  and  cost  incurred.  They  found  that  under  the  most  faTonraUe 
circumstances  it  was  highly  improbable  that^  with  the  guaranteed  suooeM 
of  an  issue  by  the  Bank  of  England,  a  higher  price  than  £95  for  every  £100 
could  be  relied  upon. 

On  the  half-million,  therefore,  the  first  charge  on  an  issue  by 
the  Bank  may  be  stated  at  £5  per  cent.,  the  differenoe  between 
par  value  say £25^000 

In  addition  to  this,  on  the  first  year's  dividend,  the  usual 

allowance  to  first  purchaser  would  absorb  about 6^000 

which   would   have   made   the    cost   of    the   issue  in  that        ■ 

£30,000 


This  would  have  been  independently  of  the  charges  for  iMue  of  £6,000,  an 
amount  equal  to  that  actually  paid  by  the  Corporation  for  commissioD,  and 
there  would  have  been  an  additional  annual  payment  to  the  bank  of  £500 
for  working  expenses.  So  that  the  mode  of  issue  adopted  by  the  Council  si 
compared  with  an  issue  through  the  bank  has  effected  a  present  saving  of 
£30,000,  and  a  future  saving  of  £500  per  annum.  It  is  not  considered  that 
the  expenses  of  working  the  stock  by  the  Corporation  officials  will  ezossd 
the  expenses  of  working  the  old  system  of  C<nrporation  loans. 

The  substantial  advantage  aooruing  to  the  Covporation  is  the  rednotioii  fd 
i  per  cent,  in  the  rate  of  interest,  wmch  on  half  a  million  is  £2,500. 
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The  advantage  aoeroing  to  the  city  hj  the  iBsne  of  stock  for  School  Board 
loans  is  sreater  in  oonieqiience  of  the  higher  interest  hitherto  paid  on  loans 
by  the  &ard  than  that  i»aid*  by  the  Corporation. 

Of  oonrse  the  proonration  fees  hitherto  paid  on  loans,  which,  dnring  the 
past  ten  years  have  amoanted  to  a  oonsiderable  sum,  will  cease. 

It  wHl  probably  be  expected  that  information  ooffht  to  be  given  as  to  the 
eanses  that  have  operated  in  placing  the  stock.  I^iese  sammarised  briefly 
are  : — 

1.  Security  offsred. 

2.  Snccestfol  negotiations  with  bondholders. 
8w  Favourable  condition  of  the  money  market. 

4.  Mode  of  issue. 

5.  Confidence  in  the  administration  of  the  a£Eairs  of  the  city. 

Tour  committee  would  observe  that  the  various  borrowina  powers  of  the 
Corporation  are  unaffected  by  the  creation  and  u»ue  of  stocK,  and  in  order 
to  snow  that  they  have  not  been  exceeded,  and  that  the  annual  statutory 
redemptions  have  been  duly  carried  out,  a  tabulated  statement  is  submitted 
herewith  setting  forth  these  powers,  and  other  information  relating  thereto. 
See  schedules  A  and  B. 

Your  committee  would  specially  direct  attention  to  the  redemption  of 
debt.  The  Council  are  aware  that  the  creation  and  u»ue  of  stock  aoes  not 
in  any  respect  relieve  the  Corporation  from  its  statutor jr  obligation  to  redeem 
debt.  To  comply  with  this  obligation  stock  has  been  issued  redeemable  at 
par  in  1036  the  period  when  the  several  Acts  of  Parliament  provide  that  the 
entire  debt  raised  under  the  provisions  of  such  Acts  shall  be  extinguished. 
Irredeemable  stock  embraces  those  Acts  authorising  loans  for  shorter  periods. 
To  fxrovide  for  the  redeemption  of  both  stocks  it  is  proposed  to  form  a 
■in£uig  fund,  and  purchase  and  extinguish  from  time  to  time,  at  a  price  not 
eocoeecung  pur,  such  stock  as  holders  may  be  disposed  to  selL  This  your 
committee  strongly  reoonmiend.  It  will  tend  to  keep  up  in  the  market  the 
▼nine  of  the  Newcastle  stock,  and  it  is  perferable  to  investing  by  a  sinking 
fond  in  other  securities  (thereby  enhancing  the  price  of  other  stooksy,  whilst 
it  will  at  the  same  time  provide  a  ready  market  for  any  stockholder  who 
deaires  to  realise. 

It  is  highly  desirable  that  the  stock  should  be  officially  quoted  on  the 
London  Stock  Exchange,  and  therefore  steps  have  been  taken  to  secure  this

Hakond  :  The  ndling  will  extend  from  St  Thomas's 
Terrace  to  Bpiul  Tongnes  along  the  north  east  side  of  the  road,  and 
from  the  extreme  end  of  the  park  to  Spital  Tongnes  on  the  north 
west  side  of  the  road. 

Mr.  Aid.  Babkas  :  Does  the  railing  include  the  proposed  widened 
roadf 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamond  :  The  railing  will  ran  parallel  with  the  new 
roady  which  is  now  completed. 

The  motion  was  agreed  to. 

EXTBNSIOH  OF  LBAZKB  FABK. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamond  moTed  the  confirmation  of  the  report  of  the 
Town  Moor  Management  Committee,  recommending  an  extension 
of  the  Leazes  Park  southwards  to  Leases  Crescent  [p.  268].  He 
thought  the  majority,  if  not  all  the  members  of  the  Oonncil,  would 
think  the  extension  an  admirable  improvement  of  the  park.  They 
must  thank  Mr.  Hoyle,  who  had  expended  a  large  sum  upon  the 
intake,  for  his  generosity  in  agreeing  to  hand  the  land  over  with 
the  simple  condition  that  the  Council  pay  to  the  freemen  the  rent  of 
the  intake  for  the  remainder  of  the  term  of  the  lease.  This 
extension  would  enable  the  park  to  be  continued  to  Leazes 
Crescent. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hedlet  :  What  will  this  cost  the  Corporation  7 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamond  :  The  cost  will  be  the  extra  ground  taken  over 
and  above  the  plots  where  the  clumps  of  trees  were  planted.  He 
hardly  knew  what  the  cost  would  be,  but  he  thought  £200  or  £800. 
The  committee  had  another  plan  to  present  to  the  Council  which 
would  result  in  this  being  little  cost  to  the  public.  The  committee 
husbanded  their  resources,  and  endeavoured  to  carry  on  their  work 
without  coming  to  the  public  purse.  The  committee  had  reduced 
the  estimate  of  expenses  at  the  Leazes  Park  by  £250,  as  they 
had  a  little  sum  of  money  which  they  could  devote  to  the  public 
benefit 

Mr.  FoBHSSS  seconded  the  motion. 

Mr.  BowDEN  said  he  was  sorry  the  committee  recommended  the 
removal  of  the  clumps  of  trees  on  the  Leazes.  Instead  of  removing 
these  trees  more  should  be  planted.  The  trees  on  the  Moor  Edge 
had  been  improperly  planted,  and  barely  existed.  If  groups 
of  trees  had  been  planted,  instead  of  single  trees,  they  would 
have  an  avenue  of  them  across  the  Moor.  He  approved  of  the 
extension  of  the  Leazes  Park,  but  thought  it  would  be  a  great 
mistake  to  remove  the  dumps  of  trees,  and  he  hoped  that  portion 
of  the  report  recommending  the  removal  would  be  referred  back  to 
the  committee. 
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Mr.  DizOH  thought  it  would  be  an  impiOTement  to  eztead  the 
park  to  Leases  Crescent,  but  it  would  be  a  great  pity  to  remoTO  the 
clamps  of  trees,  which  were  not  only  ornamental,  bat  also  a  benefit 
to  the  cows  on  the  Leazes.  He  hoped  the  committee  wonld  reoon* 
sider  the  matter,  and  try  to  come  to  an  arrangement  to  leave  the 
clamps  of  trees  standing.  He  thought  the  Council  had  better  go 
to  a  little  extra  expense  and  allow  the  trees  to  remain. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamohd  said  the  clumps  of  trees  were  planted,  not  for 
the  sake  of  the  park,  or  as  portions  of  the  park,  but  wholly  and 
solely  for  the  benefit  of  the  cows,  and  were  enclosed  until  the 
railing  could  be  safely  taken  away ;  but  it  was  found  that  the  dumps 
of  trees  did  not  grow  well  there,  and  the  freemen  were  desirous  that 
the  committee  should  now  remoTe  the  dumps.  The  portion  of  the 
Leazes  on  the  Claremont  side  of  the  new  road  would  be  entirely  at 
the  service  of  the  freemen,  whilst  on  the  west  side  of  the  road  would 
be  the  park ;  and  he  hoped  that  some  day  the  Leazes  down  to 
Oallowgate  would  be  thrown  into  the  park.  The  committee  had 
undertf^en  a  scheme  for  planting  alongside  the  whole  of  the  road 
across  the  Leazes;  but  they  must  do  it  by  degrees,  and  not  oome  to 
the  Council  for  too  much  money.  They  would  plant  trees  alongside 
all  the  roads  wherever  they  could.  The  clumps  of  trees  had  been 
there  eleven  or  twelve  years,  and  were  stunted  and  never  throve, 
and  it  would  be  better  to  remove  them  to  a  place  where  they  would 
be  sheltered  by  the  houses. 

Mr.  TouLL  said  Mr.  Bowden's  observation  as  to  trees  bardy 
existing  referred  to  those  planted  on  the  Moor  alongside  of  the 
North  Boad,  and  not  to  the  clamps  of  trees  on  the  Leazes.  Under 
the  Act  of  Parliament  of  1870  the  Council  were  entitled  to  take  70 
acres  of  land — 35  acres  on  the  Leazes  and  35  acres  on  the  Moor. 
The  clumps  of  trees  covered  part  of  the  35  acres  taken  on  the 
Leazes ;  and  now  it  was  proposed  to  abolish  the  dumps,  and  add 
Mr.  Hoyle's  intake  to  the  park.  The  addition  of  this  intake  involved 
considerably  more  acreage  than  the  extent  of  the  enclosed  dumps, 
and  it  was  proposed  to  purchase  this  additional  land  from  tiie 
freemen  at  the  rate  of  something  like  £200  an  acre.  Had  the 
Council,  under  the  Act  of  1870,  or  under  the  alterations  made  by 
the  Act  of  1882,  any  power  whatever  to  add  to  the  Leazes  Park, 
except  by  taking  from  the  35  acres  enclosed  on  the  Moor  ?  Had 
they  any  right  to  take  a  larger  acreage  of  the  Moor  and  Leazes  than 
70  acres  ?  If  they  had  not  that  right  then  the  proposal  of  the  com- 
mittee meant  one  of  two  things  :  either  they  were  contravening  the 
Act  of  Parliament,  or  this  was  an  attempt  to  smaggle  through  an 
arrangement  by  which  the  85  acres  on  the  Moor  would  be  reduced. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamond  :  I  call  upon  the  Mayor  to  ask  Mr.  Toull  to 
withdraw  the  word  '<  smuggle."  It  is  a  thing  I  never  had  to  do 
in  my  life.     It  is  a  slur  on  myself  and  the  committee. 

Mr.  Toull  :  I  at  once  withdraw  the  word,  and  apologise  for 
having  used  it.    If  the  Leazes  Park  was  made  larger  than  was 
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originally  contemplated  nnder  the  Act  of  Parliament,  then  the  in- 
crease mnst  be  obtained  either  by  contravening  the  Act  of  Parlia- 
ment, and  taking  more  land  than  originally  fixed,  or  by  redacing 
the  portion  enclosed  on  the  Moor.  He  understood  it  was  intended 
to  rednce  the  85  acres  on  the  Moor  to  30  acres,  to  make  up  the 
difference  in  the  acreage  of  the  Leazes  Park. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamoitd:  Nerer  such  a  thing  has  for  one  moment 
entered  into  the  heads  of  the  committee.     Who  is  yoor  authority  ? 

Mr.  TouLL :  His  authority  was  Mr.  Wilson,  the  chairman  of  the 
Stewards'  Committee.  A  few  minutes  ago  he  put  that  question  to 
Mr.  Wilson,  "have  you  any  legal  right  to  dispose  of  any  other 
portion  of  the  Leazes  in  this  way  1 "  and  Mr.  Wilson  said,  '*  it  will 
haye  to  be  taken  from  the  land  on  the  Moor  at  the  North  Road." 
Whether  Mr.  Wilson  misunderstood  his  question,  or  he  misunder- 
stood Mr.  Wilson's  reply,  be  did  not  know.  Another  question  was 
involyed  in  this  matter,  and  that  was  the  proposed  enclosure  at  the 
Nuns'  Moor.  As  all  these  qaestions  were  intermixed  it  would  be 
well  to  hsTc  a  full  report  from  the  Town  Moor  Management  Com- 
mittee, explaining  how  the  extension  of  the  Leazes  Park  was  to  be 
done — whether  it  was  to  be  done  by  curtailing  the  park  at  the 
North  Boad,  and  the  proposed  enclosure  at  the  Nuns'  Moor.  Mr. 
Aid.  Hamond  had  stated  that  he  did  not  know  what  the  expendi- 
ture would  be  in  carrying  out  this  scheme,  but  he  (Mr.  Youll) 
thought  the  Council  shoold  know  what  the  cost  would  be  before 
they  adopted  the  report.  What  amount  was  to  be  paid  to  the 
freemen  for  the  extra  land  )  What  was  to  be  expended  in  trans- 
planting the  trees  t  He  hoped  the  report  would  be  sent  back  to  the 
committee  with  instructions  to  reconsider  the  proposed  remoyal  of 
the  clumps  of  trees. 

Mr.  WiL  Wilson:  Mr.  TouU  has  mentioned  my  name.  Speaking 
quietly  across  about  removing  the  clumps  of  trees,  I  said  the  only 
other  way  would  be  by  taking  the  qoantity  of  land  from  the  85  acres 
on  the  Moor. 

Mr.  Aid.  Babkas  said  that  the  suggestion  of  Mr.  Aid.  Hamond 
for  the  alteration  of  the  Leases  Park  was  one  of  the  most  satisfactory 
things  that  had  come  before  the  Council.  The  extension  of  the 
park  in  the  way  proposed  would  meet  the  wants  of  a  large  number 
of  people  who  Uyed  in  that  part  of  the  town,  as  the  access  would  be 
made  more  simple  than  at  present  The  chief  objection  was  that 
which  Mr.  Youll  had  pointed  out — that  the  extension  inyolyed  the 
purchase  of  some  land  at  £200  an  acre  from  the  freemea  The 
clumps  of  trees  interfered  materially  with  the  enjoyment  of  people 
who  went  upon  the  Leazes  to  play  cricket  and  other  games  ;  they 
broke  the  continuity  of  the  playground ;  and  he  was  told  that  the 
dumps  were  hiding  places  for  people  who  did  not  conduct  them* 
selves  with  proper  propriety.  It  was,  therefore,  desirable  to  remove 
the  clumps^  and  throw  the  land  open.  It  had  been  soggested  that, 
to  make  up  the  defideney  in  the  land  required  for  the  extension  of 
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tiie  park,  a  portion  of  the  enclosed  land  on  the  Moor  shoald  be  given 
np.  In  this  way  the  extension  of  the  park  would  cost  nothing  so  far 
as  the  ground  was  concerned  ;  but  if  land  was  purchased  &e  ooet 
would  be  X200  an  acre.  The  eatage  of  the  grass  on  that  portion  of 
the  Leazes  was  worth  nothing  like  £10,  or  £5  an  acre ;  perhaps 
it  was  worth  £2  an  acre.  If  land  was  purchased  at  £200  it  would 
give  the  freemen  additional  claims  and  privileges. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamokd  said  the  report  was  as  clear  as  it  could  ba 
It  was  not  the  intention  of  the  committee  to  propose  a  redaction  of 
the  35  acres  of  land  already  enclosed  on  the  Moor  as  a  lecieatioa 
ground.  The  Act  of  Parliament  of  1870  enacted  that  not  exceed- 
ing 35  acres  on  the  Leazes  and  35  acres  on  the  Moor  should  be 
taken,  and  the  Ooundl  could  not  take  a  portion  from  one  and  add  it 
to  the  other. 

Mr.  TouLL :  The  Act  of  1882  allows  it  to  be  done. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamokd  :  The  Act  of  1882  does  not  allow  it  to  be  dona 
Mr.  Hoyle's  intake  was  about  four  acres  in  extent,  and  the  dumps 
of  trees  covered  about  2^  or  3|  acres.  Under  the  Act  of  Parlis- 
ment  the  road  past  the  Leazes  Park  was  now  a  public  road  under 
the  supervision  of  the  Town  Moor  Management  CommitteCi  and 
this  was  about  an  acre,  so  that  the  freemen  would  not  have  moch 
more  than  one  quarter  or  one-half  an  acre  of  ground  to  receive  piy 
for.  The  committee  had  made  an  honourable  arrangement  with  the 
freemen  that,  if  they  took  any  ground  for  the  use  of  the  Leases 
Park,  it  would  be  paid  for  at  the  rate  of  £200  an  acre  as  sanctioned 
by  the  Council.  It  was  possible  they  might  go  as  far  as  £800, 
and  that  would  be  the  outside  the  Oouncil  would  be  required  to 
pay.  As  to  the  clumps  of  trees,  were  they  of  any  yalue  ?  Were 
they  ornamental f  ("Yes"  and  <'na")  Did  the  trees  growl 
C'Yes.")  Did  they  answer  the  purpose  for  which  they  were 
planted — shelter  the  cows  f  ('<  No.**)  Now  that  the  Ooundl  hsd 
agreed  that  the  part  of  the  Leases  on  the  Olaremont  side  of  the 
road  had  to  be  railed  off,  why  should  not  the  freemen  have  the  foil 
benefit  of  the  herbage  now  covered  by  the  clumps  of  trees  t  He 
could  not  have  the  report  sent  back  to  the  committee  for  triflea  He 
hoped  the  Council  would  adopt  the  report  and  sanction  the  proposed 
arrangement  under  which  a  public  good  and  benefit  would  be  seoored 
at  a  small  cost 

Mr.  SuTTOH  :  Will  we  hare  to  pay  £200  an  acre,  and  slso  the 
rental  for  the  intake  1 

Mr  Aid.  Hamohd  :  Did  yon  listen  to  the  report  f 

Mr.  SuTTOK :  Supposing  the  baigain  is  carried  out  a  month  or 
two  hence,  do  you  pay  the  purchase  money  for  the  intake  in  fife 
years  time,  or  do  you  pay  rental  for  five  years  f 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamoitd  :  Not  out  of  the  public  purse.  We  will  psy 
the  rental  out  of  the  proceeds  of  public  fetes. 
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Mr.  SuTTOM  :  Then  the  freemen  will  be  getting  both  ends  of  the 
stick,  if  we  pnrohase  the  ground  and  pay  rental 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamohd  :  We  purchase  the  ground  subject  to  the 
interest  of  the  person  whose  lease  has  to  run  for  five  years.

WEDNESDAY,  AUGUST  6,  1884. 


A  QUABTBBLY  meeting  of  the  Council  was  held  to-day  in  the  Council 
Chamber,  Town  Hall,  the  Mayor  (Mr.  H.  W.  Newton)  presided 
at  the  earlier  part  of  the  meeting,  after  which  the  Depnty-Mayor

The  Town  Clbbk  read  the  minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  the 
preyious  meeting,  and  they  were  confirmed. 

THE  ASSIZE  ARRANOEMBNTS. 

The  Matob  said  that  since  the  last  meeting  of  the  Council  the 
Midsummer  Assizes  had  been  held  in  this  city,  and,  under  the  new 
rul^,  for  the  first  time  one  judge  had  been  sent  to  discharge  the 
duties  preyionsly  undertaken  by  two  judges.  The  consequence  of 
this  change  had  been  that  jurors,  witnesses,  and  the  city  authori- 
ties had  been  required  to  be  in  attendance  something  like  a  fortnight 
instead  of  four  or  five  days  as  under  the  old  system.  He  refrained 
from  expressing  an  opinion  on  the  matter,  but  thought  the  Parlia- 
mentary Committee  might  fairly  go  into  the  matter  and  report  to  the 
Council  whether  the  advantages  gained  by  the  new  system  counter- 
balanced the  losses  to  the  community. 

Mr.  AJd.  Grboson  :  I  hardly  think  it  requires  any  consideration; 
the  thing  speaks  for  itself.  We  should  take  action  immediately. 
I  move  that  we  take  immediate  action. 

Mr.  Hehzell  seconded  the  motion. 
Mr.  YouLL :  This  is  not  to  be  discussed  to-day  ?

The  Town  Clerk  said  the  Act  of  Parliament  provided  that  the 
bridge  might  be  opened  at  each  times  as  shoald  be  mntally  agreed 
on  between  the  Tyne  Commissioners  on  the  one  part,  and  the  Cor- 
porations of  Newcastle  and  Qateshead  on  the  other ;  and  the  letter 
asked  the  Corporation  to  concur  in  the  proposal 

Mr.  W.  Smith  :  Two  boars  is  too  long.  Oonld  we  not  hare  the 
bridge  closed  for  an  interval )  This  would  be  too  bad  for  the 
inhabitants,  unless  Uie  Railway  Company  throw  open  the  High 
Level  Bridge  free  of  charge. 

The  Mator  :  The  Commissioners  have  not  made  this  applicatioB 
without  doe  consideration. 

Mr.  Aid.  Stephenson  said  he  was  a  member  of  the  committee 
appointed  by  the  Commissioners  to  make  arrangements  for  the 
reception  of  the  Royal  visitors,  and  the  question  of  opening  the 
Swing  Bridge  had  received  their  most  carefal  consideration.  It  was 
found  to  be  absolutely  necessary  for  the  safety  of  the  people 
on  both  sides  of  the  river,  that  the  Swing  Bridge  should  be 
open  two  honrs.  The  work  of  embarkation,  and  going  up  to 
Redheugh  and  back  again  would  occupy  till  half-past  twelve  or 
one  o'clock. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hedlbt  :  Notices  should  be  issued  by  placards  notifying 
that  the  bridge  will  be  open.

Mr.  Aid.  ELamond  proposed  that  the  Council  petition  Parlianumt 
against  Olanse  3  of  the  Bill  to  Amend  the  Proeecntion  of  Offenoes 
Act. 

Mr.  JosBPH  B.  Ellis  :  What  committee  is  this  from  t 

Mr.  Aid.  Hah OND :  The  Parliamentary  Committee.  Clause  8  of 
the  biU  was  as  follows  : — 

8.  The  chief  officer  of  every  police  district  in  tCh^ImijI  diaU,  from  time  to 
time,  p;iYe  to  the  Director  of  FabUc  ProeeontioDS  mfomiAtioii  with  rwped 
to  indictable  o£Fences  alleged  to  have  been  committed  within  the  district  of 
rach  chief  officer,  and  to  the  dealing  with  those  offences,  and  the  nid 
information  shall  contain  such  iNurticnlarB,  and  be  in  such  form  as  may  be 
required  by  regulations  under  the  phnctpal  Act 

—If  this  claase  was  adopted  the  aathorities  of  Newcastle  wonld  be 
placing  themselves,  so  far  as  regarded  indictable  offences,  ander  the 
power  of  the  controlling  aathorities  in  London.  The  Town  Olerk 
thonght,  and  he  agreed  with  him,  that  this  wonld  be  an  interference 
with  their  independent  action  nnder  the  Act  of  lc$79. 

Mr.  Joseph  B.  Ellis  :  Has  this  been  before  the  Parliamentaiy 
Committee  7 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamokd  :  No,  it  has  not  been  before  the  committea 
It  was  expected  that  this  bUl  wonld  be  among  the  many  bills  dropped 
by  the  QoTemment,  but,  for  some  reason  or  another,  the  Qoyemment 
were  pushing  it  through  Parliament  without  any  discnssion  at  all 
upon  its  merits ;  and  it  was  desirable  that  it  should  be  petitioned 
against  in  order  that  their  Toice  might  be  heard,  through  the  locsl 
members,  against  this  particular  clause.  The  other  clauses  were  not 
objected  to. 

Mr.  Aid.  SraPHKHSOH  :  It  is  an  attempt  at  centralisation. 

Mr.  Aid.  EUmobd  :  Tes,  and  of  the  worst  kind. 

Mr.  Aid.  WiLSOH  seconded  the  motion. 

Mr.  Henzell  said  the  Council  had  had  no  opportunity  of  consider- 
ing the  subject  as  the  bill  had  not  been  before  tiie  conmiittee. 

Mr.  Toull  said  that  was  not  the  fault  of  the  Parliamentaiy 
Committee,  but  of  the  GoTcmment,  who  were  passing  the  biU 
through  the  House  of  Commons  without  the  country  having  proper 
information  upon  the  subject.  This  was  another  attempt  at 
centralization,  which  he  hoped  the  Council  would  endeavoor  to 
preyent  It  was  utterly  impossible  for  the  Parliamentary  Committee 
to  have  met  and  discussed  tbe  bill ;  and  the  only  thing  the  com- 
mittee could  do  was  to  request  the  Town  Cleric  to  watch  bills  in 
Parliament,  and,  when  information  was  obtained,  to  bring  matters 
before  the  Chairman  of  the  Conunittee  and  the  ConnoiL    He 
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strongly  deprecated  the  centralizing  tendency  of  the  present  Gorem- 
ment 

Mr.  Gray  said  that  in  the  last  year  or  two  the  Parliamentary  Oom- 
mittee  seemed  to  have  taken  op  matters  which  were  neyer  done 
hefore.  He  did  not  suppose  that  a  petition  from  the  Gonncil  would 
influence  members  of  Parliament  one  iota.  They  might  safely  leaye 
it  to  members  of  Parliament  to  consider  whether  the  proposal  in  this 
bill  was  right  or  not  He  objected  to  the  Gouncil  at  a  moment's 
notice  being  asked  to  petition  against  a  bill  without  consideration. 

Mr.  Joseph  R  Ellis  said  that  cases  of  this  kind  occurred  at 
meeting  after  meeting — they  had  petitions  presented  to  the  Council 
in  the  name  of  the  Parliamentary  Oommittee,  which  had  never 
been  before  the  committee.  If  they  were  to  take  Mr.  Aid.  Hamond 
as  chairman,  and  Mr.  Youll  as  vice-chairman,  as  representing  the 
Parliamentary  Committee,  then  let  that  be  understood  ;  but,  as  a 
member  of  the  committee,  he  objected  to  that  course.  What  did 
the  Council  know  about  this  petition  which  the  Council  were  asked 
to  send  to  London  as  the  petition  of  the  Newcastle  Corporation  ? 

Mr.  RioRABDSoN  asked  for  information  respecting  claase  8  of  the 
BilL 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamond  said  the  clause  would  require  all  the  authorities 
throughout  the  country  to  send  to  a  central  office  in  London  a 
list  of  what  were  considered  indictable  offences  with  a  view  to  the 
Public  Prosecutor  saying  whether  any  prosecution  should  be  carried 
out ;  and  this  would  be  an  interference  with  the  action  of  independent 
authorities  in  different  localities.  Many  members  of  the  Council 
talked  about  the  Parliamentary  Committee  doing  this  and  doing 
that,  but  they  must  understand  that  the  committee  were  specially 
appointed  to  watch  over  the  interests  of  different  localities  which 
were  too  often  assailed  by  the  centralisation  which  the  present 
Government  had  established.  Local  authorities  would  soon  have 
the  law  taken  out  of  their  hands  altogether  if  they  did  not  keep  a 
watch  on  the  central  authority  in  London.  It  was  the  duty  of  the 
committee,  and  of  the  Town  Clerk,  to  bring  bills  before  the  attention 
of  the  Council.  A  bill  was  often  smuggled  through  the  House  of 
Commons  at  two,  three,  or  fonr  o'clock  in  the  morning.  He  did  not 
suppose  three-fourths  of  the  members  of  the  House  had  read  this 
bill.  When  Mr.  Youll,  as  vice-chairman,  and  himself  as  chairman 
of  the  Parliamentary  Committee,  in  conjunction  with  the  Town 
Clerk,  thought  it  advisable  to  ask  the  Council  to  take  a  certain  line 
of  action  upon  a  subject,  it  was  becaune  they  believed  in  their 
consciences  that  such  action  would  be  for  the  benefit  of  the  locality 
which  the  Council  represented.  Instead  of  the  chairman  and  vice- 
chairman  of  the  committee  being  cavilled  and  twitted  at,  the  Council 
should  thank  them  for  being  always  on  the  qui  vive  respecting  all 
matters  which  might  affect  the  town. 

Mr.  Calvebt  asked  if  it  was  not  the  great  drawback  in  regard 
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to  the  law  at  present  that  there  was  no  great  central  anthoritj  to 
direct  the  prosecntion  of  criminals,  and  ensnre  proseoation  in  cases 
where  justice  required  it  f 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamond  said  there  was  now  a  Pnblic  Prosecator,  who, 
when  a  case  was  reported  to  him  by  local  anthorities  as  a  proper  one 
for  the  Pnblic  Prosecutor  to  take  up,  appointed  some  one  to  take  it 
up.  The  proposal  in  this  bill  was  merelj  to  give  many  more  johi 
and  places  to  other  people. 

Mr.  Caltsrt  said  it  had  been  stated  in  the  press  thai  jostice 
often  miscarried  and  prosecntions  often  did  not  take  place  owing  to 
local  authorities  not  showing  energy  in  carrying  out  justice.  It 
would  perhaps  be  better  to  discuss  this  bill  at  the  next  meetmg  of 
the  Council 

Mr.  Aid.  Hakond  :  Parliament  will  hare  adjourned  before  we 
meet  again. 

Mr.  W.  Smith  :  When  was  the  bill  printed  7 

Mr.  Richardson  :  It  was  ordered  to  be  on  July  15th. 

Mr.  W.  Smith  said  the  Parliamentary  Committee  should  hxn 
been  called  together  by  the  Town  Clerk.  He  objected  to  this 
springing  of  resolutions  upon  the  CounciL  The  remarks  respecting 
the  present  Goyemment  were  beside  the  question,  and  he  entered 
his  protest  against  them.  There  was  too  much  desire  in  all  GoTsni- 
ments  for  centralisation.  It  was  improper  to  introduce  politics  into 
the  Council. 

Mr.  JosBPH  R  Ellis  :  I  more  that  the  bUl  be  referred  to  the 
Parliamentary  Committee  for  consideration. 

Mr.  WiHTBB  seconded  the  amendment  He  sud  that  if  it  vei 
wrong  for  a  Gk)yemment  to  smuggle  anything  through  the  House 
of  Commons,  it  was  equally  wrong  for  the  chairman  and  vice-chair- 
man of  the  Parliamentary  Committee  to  attempt  to  smuggle  sny- 
thing  through  the  Council.  Centralisation  was  not  confined  to  the 
present  Gk)vemment  Mr.  YouU  and  Mr.  Aid.  Hamond  were 
occasionally  great  sticklers  for  things  being  done  properly,  and  he 
was  surprised  that  they  should  attempt,  in  such  an  improper  wiy, 
to  get  the  Council  to  pass  this  petition  against  the  Goyemment. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamond  :  The  petition  is  not  against  the  Goyemment^ 
but  against  a  bill  brought  in  by  the  Goyemment. 

Mr.  WiHTEB :  Charges  were  made  against  the  Goyemment,  asd 
nothing  was  said  about  the  bill 

Mr.  RiOHAEDSOH :  I  haye  read  the  danse,  and  I  see  no  objection 
to  it. 

The  Town  Clkrk  :  I  wish  to  explain  to  the  Coud<»1  that, 
although  the  bill  was  ordered  to  be  printed  on  the  15th  July,  I  oriy 
got  a  copy  of  it  about  two  days  ago.  I  get  all  bills  as  soon  as  they 
are  printeid,  and  the  delay  may  haye  been  the  faolt  of  my  agent  in 
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London.  It  was  only  this  morning  I  found  that  the  Gorernment 
intend  to  get  the  hill  passed  this  session,  and  therefore  I  thought  it 
my  duty  to  ask  the  chairman  and  vice-chairman  of  the  committee  to 
bring  it  before  you,  and  to  ask  you  to  petition  against  the  clause  if 
you  consider  it  right  to  do  so. 

Mr.  W.  Smith  :  Why  was  not  a  meeting  of  the  Parliamentary 
Committee  called  for  this  morning  ? 

The  Town  Clbrk  :  It  was  impossible  to  call  a  meeting  of  the 
Parliamentary  Committee  on  the  morning  of  the  Council  day. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hauoni)  withdrew  his  motion,  and  the  discussion 
ceased.

The  committee  have  not  yet  gone  into  the 
matter  ;  but  1  do  not  see  that  they  could  very  well  ask — at  this  initial  stage 
— for  less  or  for  more.     After  six  or  twelve  months  experience  the  chargei 
might  fairly  be  reconsidered  and  permanently  fixed.

Mr.  Youll  said  that  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  Council  be  stated 
that  the  Water  CompaDy  had  power  to  sopply,  if  they  choee,  Tyna- 
moath  with  water.  The  Secretary  of  the  Water  Company  had 
written  to  bim  the  following  letter,  dated  Aagost  5th : — "  D«ir 
Sir,— Clauses  16  and  29  of  the  Act  of  1870  refer  to  the  sapply  to 
North  Shields  Water  Company.  We  bare  only  agreed  with  tbe 
Company  to  give  them  15,000,000  gallons  per  annom.  We  hars 
still  a  large  quantity  of  water  in  store,  o?er  1,200,000,000  gallons, 
bat  to  provide  against  an  nnnsaal  dronght  the  directors  have  resolved 
to  commence  at  once  to  pump  from  the  rirer  at  Wylam  to  supply 
the  manufactories,  and  save  the  stored  water  for  the  domestic 
supply."  He  (Mr.  Youll)  believed  the  Newcastle  Water  Company 
had  power  to  supply  Nortli  Shields  with  water  proTided  that  then 
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be  not  less  than  200,000,000  gallons  of  water  in  store,  which  was 
simply  absord.  The  Company  could  make  any  arrangements  they 
chose  with  Tynemouth,  as  the  storage  could  never  be  less  than 
200,000,000  gallons.  He  was  glad  that  the  directors  of  the  Water 
Company  had  adopted  the  suggestion  made  at  the  last  meeting  of 
the  Council,  and  commenced  so  early  to  pump  water  from  the  river 
for  manufacturing  purposes,  so  that  the  water  in  store  could  be  kept 
for  domestic  use.  Newcastle  Corporation  were  not  bound  in  any 
way  by  the  agreement  between  the  Newcastle  Water  Company  and 
the  North  Shields  Company,  but  water  cannot  be  supplied  to  North 
Shields  if  the  water  in  store  should  be  below  ihe  quantity  stated.

THE  OHADWIOK  MEMORIAL  INDUSTRIAL  SCHOOL. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hbdlet  moTed  the  confirmation  of  the  report  of  the 
Finance  Committee  relatirn  to  the  application  made  to  the  Council 
by  the  Rev.  Canon  Franklin,  on  behalf  of  the  Chadwick  Memorial 
Industrial  School  [p.  300]. 

Mr.  Ahnah  seconded  the  motion,  and  said  that,  in  conjanction 
with  the  members  of  the  Town  Moor  Management  Committee  and 
the  Freemen's  Committee,  he  visited  the  school  four  or  five  weeks 
ago,  and  thought  it  an  institution  worthy  of  support.  The  boys, 
who  had  been  rescued  from  the  lowest  quarters  of  the  city,  were 
bdng  educated  and  taught  various  trades,  and  would  be  fitted  to 
beocmie  nsefiil  men.    Uie  Ooonoil  were  asked  to  oootribate  1&  per 
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week  for  ateh  hoy  oommitted  to  the  school  by  the  Newcastla 
magistniteti  and  he  thought  the  Babscriptioa  should  be  Is.  6d.  per 
boy. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hedlet  said  it  had  been  suggested  that  the  Goanofl 
should  gire  a  sabscription  instead  of  paying  Isl  a  head  ;  the  sob- 
Bcription  might  be  JS20  a  year. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamovd  :  The  Chadwick  School  is  an  indostiial  school 
and  not  a  reformatory.  Indastrial  schools  leceired  allowsaeei 
from  the  Gorernment  and  school  boards.  I  move  that,  for  tlie 
present,  we  sobscribe  25  gaineas  a  year  to  the  insdtation,  which  ii 
a  most  admirable  institution. 

Mr.  Aid.  MiLVAiH  :  I  second  that 

The  Chairman  :  Is  it  not  much  better  to  give  what  the  school 
anthorities  ask — Isl  a  week  per  boy  7 

'  lir.  Aid.  Hamond  :  We  cannot  do  it  onder  the  Act  of  Pariia- 
ment,  as  it  is  an  industrial  school 

>  Mr.  Aid.  Hedlet  :  On  behalf  of  the  Finance'  Committee  I  sgrw 
to  Mr.  Aid.  Hamond's  proposal  to  subscribe  25  guineas  a  year. 

Mr.  Temple  :  Have  we  power  to  subscribe  this  money  7  •  When 
is  the  money  to  come  from  ?  What  right  have  we,  as  the  represa&tir 
tives  of  the  ratepayers,  to  give  a  subscription  to  a  denomiaatiooil 
school  f 

Mr.  Aid.  Stephbbsoe  :  It  is  a  public  industrial  school 

The  Ohaibman  :  Children  are  sent  to  it  by  the  magistrates,  ud 
we  are  asked  to  sobscribe  towards  their  support  The  moaejvill 
come  out  of  the  City  Fund. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hedlet  :  There  must  be  some  such  institatioiL  to 
which  magistrates  can  send  boys.  The  subscription  will  come  oat 
of  the  surplus  of  the  City  Fund. 

Mr.  Richardson  said  that  about  three  years  ago  a  sub-committee 
was  appointed  to  overhaul  all  the  donations  given  by  the  CorporatioD 
to  the  charities  and  schools  in  the  town,  and  the  subscriptions  to 
every  denominational  school  were  struck  of  the  list.  Now  it  was 
proposed  to  subscribe  to  an  institution,  which,  although  an  indostiiil 
school,  was  strictly  a  denominational  school  The  money  should  bs 
paid  in  some  other  way  than  as  an  annual  subscription. 

Mr.  Aid.  ELamokd  explained  that  the  Council  could  pay  so  modi 
per  week  for  boys  sent  to  a  reformatory,  but  this  could  not  be  done 
for  boys  sent  to  an  industrial  school.  He  hoped  this  was  the  last 
time  he  would  hear  members  say  the  Council  should  not  sahacribe 
because  children,  of  a  different  creed  to  their  own,  were  rent  to  this 
industrial  school.  The  magistrates  knew  how  difficult  it  was  to  deal 
with  a  certain  class  of  children  to  prevent  them  becoming  criminals; 
and  in  industrial  schools  they  were  trained  up  to  be  respectable  sod 
hoMSt'   The  Council  ooold  iegitkaately  sabMribe  to  the  school iHit 
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of  the  sarplns  of  the  City  Fcmd;  and  he  hoped  they  would  not 
hesitate  to  subscribe  25  gniiiea& 

Mr.  Aid.  Stephenson  said  the  magistrates  had  the  greatest 
diffioulty  in  finding  industrial  schools  to  which  they  could  send 
diildraD.  The  Industrial  School  at  the  New  Road  had  been  crowded ' 
for  a  long  time  past,  and,  as  a  justice,  he  was  delighted  whentihe 
Ghadwick  Memorial  School  was  established.  Because  a  child 
happened  to  belong  to  the  persuasion  called  the  Church  of  Rome,  it 
seemed  to  some  not  right  to  give  aid  towards  its  support.  (^<  No, 
no '').  The  word  denominational  had  been  used,  and  it  referred  to 
the  Church  of  Rome  to  which  the  Cbadwiok  School  belonged.  It 
was  only  right  that  the  conscientious  scruples  and  religious  yiews  of 
the  parents  of  the  children  should,  as  far  as  possible,  be  respected 
when  the  magistrate  sent  them  to  an  industrial  scho;>l.  He.  hoped 
the  Council  would  agree  to  subscrible  25  guineas  a  year. 

Mr.  RicHABnsoN  said  three  years  ago  a  sub-committee  oyerhauled 
the  subscription  list,  and  the  Council  knocked  off  the  subscriptions 
to  the  Church  of  England  and  other  schools,  and  he  objected  now  to 
a  subscription  being  voted  to  what  was  strictly  a  denominationaL 
school.  He  would  have  raised  the  same  objection  if  it  had  been  a 
Church  of  England,  Wesleyan,  or  any  other  sort  of  school. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hbdlbt  :  We  give  50  guineas  a  year  to  the  Industrial 
School  on  the  New  Road. 

Mr.  RicHABDSON :  That  is  not  a  denominational  school. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hedlet  :  It  is  an  industrial  school;  and  when  it  cannot 
take  in  children  the  magistrates  must  send  them  elsewhere. 

Mr.  Stout  :  Mr  Aid.  Hamond  said  we  cannot  subscribe  Is.  per 
week  per  boy ;  but  the  report  says  we  can  give  it. 

The  Town  Clerk  :  The  report  does  not  recommend  the  payment 
of  Is.  per  week ;  the  report  leaves  the  matter  in  the  hands  of  the 
committee. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamond  again  explained  that  weekly  payments  could 
be  made  by  the  Council  to  reformatory  schools,  but  not  to  industrial 
schools. 

Mr.  Tevple  said  he  objected  to  give  a  subscription  to  any  denomi- 
national school  for  the  reason  given  by  Mr.  Richardson — ^that  the 
Oonndl  some  years  ago  decided  not  to  do  it 

The  Chaibman  :  They  decided  wrong.  They  robbed  St.  John's 
school 

Mr.  Texple  :  We  object  to  this  on  the  ground  that  the  Council 
settled  long  ago  not  to  give  subscriptions  to  denominational  schoolsL 
But  have  we  power  to  subscribe  to  this  school  f  One  alderman 
says  we  can  subscribe  to  a  reformatory,  but  this  is  not  a  reformatory. 
We  are  asked  to.  give  money  to  a  school  over  which  neither  the 
OMinoil  or  the  magistratea  hare  any  control. 
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Mr.  RioHiHDflov :  No  control  whatever. 

Mr.  Joseph  B.  Ellis  said  there  was  on  the  minates  of  the 
Cooncil  a  resolution,  passed  bj  a  large  majority,  declaring  that  they 
wonld  not  subscribe  to  any  denominatiooal  school  whatever ;  and, 
whatever  might  be  said  to  the  contrary,  the  Chadwick  school  was  a 
denominational  school 

Mr.  Gray  said  the  Goancil  were  not  asked  to  give  the  money  as 
a  subscription  to  a  denominational  school,  but  as  a  grant  to  an 
industrial  school,  which  happened  to  be  established  for  Roman 
Catholic  children.  The  magistrates  had  a  large  number  of  Roman 
Oatholic  children  before  them.  The  New  Road  Industrial  School 
was  crowded ;  and  the  magistrates  now  had  the  opportunity  of 
sending  the  children  of  Roman  Catholic  parents  to  the  Chadwick 
school,  and  so  made  room  in  the  New  Road  school  for  other  children. 

Mr.  Aid.  Stepbbhsoh  said  the  Chadwick  school  was  a  public 
certified  school,  under  Qovemment  inspection.  He  read  the  annual 
report  of  the  inspector  who  examined  the  school  in  May  last^ 

Mr.  Aid.  SoOTT  said  no  one  could  deny  the  fact  that  only  diildren 
of  one  denomination  could  be  sent  to  the  Chadwick  school  ;  and 
the  Council  had  already  passed  a  resolution  not  to  subscribe  to 
denominational  schools. 

Mr.  BowDBN  said  if  the  children  of  Roman  Catholic  parents  were 
taken  from  the  New  Road  Industrial  School  and  sent  to  the  Chad- 
wick, room  would  be  made  in  the  New  Road  school  for  other  chil- 
dren, and  that  wonld  be  a  benefit  to  the  town.  He  agreed  with 
Mr.  Richardson  that  it  would  be  better  if  the  Council  could  give  aid 
in  some  other  way  than  by  an  annual  subscription. 

Mr.  Holmes:  I  understand  that  the  magistrates  send  only 
catholic  children  to  the  Chadwick  school  1 

Mr.  Aid.  Stephenson  :  Yes. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamond  :  And  they  send  to  the  other  industrial  school 
at  the  New  Road  only  protestant  children.     (<<  No,  no.*') 

Mr.  Stephens:  There  are  some  catholic  children  in  the  New 
Road  School. 

Mr.  Aid.  Angus  said  he  was  sorry  the  law  did  not  allow  the 
Council  to  pay  Is.  per  week,  per  boy,  sent  to  an  industrial  school. 
The  New  Roiui  Industrial  School  was  crowded.  Children  were  con- 
tinually being  brought  before  the  magistrates,  and  there  was  no 
place  to  send  them  to  except  prison.  He  had  an  objection  to  con- 
tribute to  denominational  schools ;  but,  under  the  circumstances,  he 
felt  the  Council  would  be  justified  in  contributing  towards  the 
support  of  children  sent  by  the  magistrates  to  the  Chadwick  School 

Mr.  Aid.  Hbdlet  :  If  we  refuse  to  pay  towards  the  support  of 
children  sent  by  the  magistrates,  the  school  authorities  naturally  will 
refuse  to  take  the  children  in.  The  Newcastle  magistrates  hafe 
already  committed  22  boys  to  the  Chadwick  School. 
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Mr.  Sandkeson  :  Have  the  magistrates  not  a  fond  ont  of  which 
to  pay  this  subscription  ? 

The  OuAiRMAN :  No ;  the  magistrates  pay  all  orer  to  the  Copora- 
tion. 

Mr.  Wx.  Smith  said  Mr.  Aid.  Angus  had,  as  a  magistrate,  put 
tLe  case  clearly,  and  had  disposed  of  the  objections  raised  by  Mr. 
Prichardson.  It  was  proper  that  catholic  children  should  be  trained 
in  their  own  religion  when  committed  to  school  by  the  magistrates. 
The  payment  of  the  subscription  would  not  break  the  rule  laid  down. 

Mr.  Oalvxbt  :  Hare  the  magistrates  any  control  orer  the  children 
in  the  Ghadwick  School  ? 

Mr.  RiGHABDSOH :  None  whatever. 

Mr.  Calykbt  :  Have  they  any  control  orer  the  children  in  New 
Bead  School  7 

Mr.  Richardson  :  No. 

Mr.  Aid.  Stsphbksoh:  Both  schools  are  under  (Jovemment 
inspection. 

Mr.  Stephbhs  said  25  guineas  a  year  was  less  than  half  what  a 
grant  of  Is.  per  week  per  boy  would  come  to. 

Mr.  YoTTLL  moved,  as  an  amendment,  that  the  consideration  of 
this  question  stand  over  until  the  annual  list  of  subscriptions  paid 
by  the  Corporation  came  before  the  Council 

Mr.  WiNTKB  seconded  the  amendment. 

Mr.  Hekzbll  said  that  by  a  former  resolution  the  Council  took 
away  subscriptions  from  all  denominational  schools.  The  Chadwick 
School  was  as  much  a  denominational  school  as  other  schools,  and, 
therefore,  he  did  not  see  how  the  Council  could  vote  for  giving  the 
sabscription  proposed. 

Mr.  Aid.  HxDLBT  :  The  difference  is  this  :  the  magistrates  do  not 
send  children  to  other  denominational  schools,  but  we  send  children 
to  the  Chadwick  School  instead  of  committing  them  to  prison.  The 
subscription  is  towards  the  support  of  the  children  the  magistrates 
send  to  the  school.  The  magistrates  do  not  look  upon  it  as  a 
denominational  school. 

Mr.  BicHABDSov :  The  magistrates,  in  point  of  fact,  do  not  send 
the  children  to  the  school ;  it  is  the  parents  who  wish  them  sent. 

The  amendment  proposed  by  Mr.  Toull  was  negatived  by  a  large 
majority. 

The  Council  voted  as  follows  on  the  resolution  to  subscribe  25 
guineas  a  year  to  the  school : —

The  resolation  was  carried. 

BEFUSB  DBSTRUOTOB  AT  BTKEE  HILL. 

Mr.  Aid.  W1L8OH  moved  the  adoption  of  the  report  of  the  Town 
ImproTement  Committeey  recommending  the  erection  of  a  refase 
destroctor  at  Byker  Hill,  at  an  estimated  cost  of  £7,000  [pi  301} 
He  said  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  some  time  ago  presented  • 
▼alnahle  report  respecting  the  health  of  the  town.  By  permission 
of  the  Conncil  he  (Aid.  Wilson)  withdrew  that  report  in  order  that 
the  subjects  referred  to  in  it  might  be  dealt  with  under  special 
heads ;  and  the  erection  of  a  refnse  destructor  was  the  first  of  the 
improvements.  It  was  proposed  to  destroy  such  refuse  as  it  was 
improper  to  put  in  quarries  or  other  places,  and  which  was  liable  to 
take  fire,  as  was  the  case  at  the  mound  near  Gosforth.  The  estimate 
provided  for  the  erection  of  a  destructor  of  twelve  cells  ;  but  it  was 
intended  only  to  erect  six  cells  at  presenti  and  add  oflier  cells  as 
required.  A  great  saving  would  arise  from  having  means  to  destroy 
the  refuse.  The  destructor  would  be  bailt  at  Byker  quarries,  and 
a  line  of  tramway  would  be  laid  down  to  the  place,  so  that  the  refuse 
of  the  town  could  be  collected  at  different  parts  during  the  ni^t 
time,  and  taken  in  waggons  along  the  tramway  to  the  destructor. 

Mr.  0.  8.  Smfth  seconded  the  motion.  He  said  the  question  oi 
what  to  do  with  the  refuse  of  the  town  had  long  been  one  of  the 
difficult  questions  the  Town  Improvement  and  Sanitary  Clommittees 
had  had  to  deal  with ;  and  the  plan  nov7  proposed  was  undonbtedlj 
the  best  mode  of  dealing  with  it.  The  committee  had  visited  to^ns 
where  this  mode  had  been  adopted,  and  found  it  most  satisfactory. 

Mr.  J08BPH  B.  Ellis  said  he  believed  the  erection  of  the 
destructor  wonld  result  in  a  saving  to  the  town.  Owing  to  the 
refuse  from  various  establishments  being  mixed  with  the  manure, 
the  latter  had  been  rendered  of  no  value  to  farmers,  and  the  conse- 
quence had  been  that  in  the  last  two  or  three  years  the  Committee 
had  had  great  difficulty,  particularly  in  winter  time,  in  getting  the 
refuse  sent  away.  Objections  were  made  against  storing  the 
manure  at  the  north  end  of  the  town,  and  the  same  objection  woald 
apply  to  storing  it  at  any  part  of  the  town.  In  addition  to 
destroying  all  worthless  matter,  the  destructor  would  render  prifj 
matter  of  so  much  more  value  that  it  would  sell  for  from  £500  to 
Xl,500  a  year  more  money ;  farmers  would  be  glad  to  take  it ;  tad 
after  a  few  years  a  good  price  would  be  paid  for  it. 

Mr.  HoLK XB  asked  if  the  estimate  was  for  &e  erection  of  12  cells 
at  the  destructor  or  only  6  cells. 

Mr.  Aid.  WiLBOH  :  The  estimate  is  for  12  cells,  but  we  will  at 
first  put  up  only  6  cells.  We  have  given  the  estimate  for  12  ooUsi 
as  we  thought  it  not  worth  while  to  come  to  the  Council  for  aa 
extra  grant.

Mr.  Aid.  Stxphknson  :  The  report  was  presented  to  us  last 
month. 

Mr.  DioKiirsoN  asked  how  the  fames  from  the  destructor  were  to 
be  consumed. 

Mr.  G.  8.  Smith  said  a  very  high  chimney  woald  be  bnilt  to  carry 
away  any  unpleasant  fumes  that  might  arise.  He  saw  the  destructor 
in  operation  at  Bolton,  near  the  park,  and  there  were  no  unpleasant 
fomes ;  no  complaint  had  been  raised  in  Bolton  as  to  the  fumes 
from  the  chimney. 

Mr.  BiBKSTT  said  he  believed  the  erection  of  the  destructor  would 
be  one  of  the  greatest  improTements  ever  made  by  the  Corpora- 
tion for  as  long  as  he  could  remember.  The  land  on  which  the 
desiractor  would  be  erected  was  of  little  value  at  present,  but,  with 
the  deposit  from  the  destructor,  would  be  made  of  more  value  than 
would  pay  for  the  destructor.  He  had  visited  places  where  the 
destructor  was  in  use,  and  could  find  no  smell  from  it,  and,  in  fact 
he  would  not  have  objected  to  it  being  erected  in  the  back  yard  of 
hk  own  house,  if  there  had  been  room. 

The  amendment  was  not  seconded.     The  resolution  was  agreed  to. 

NBW  BATHS  AND  WASH-HOUSES. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hbdlet  moved  the  confirmation  of  the  report  of  the 
Finance  Committee  relative  to  the  plans  of  the  new  baths  and  wash- 
hooses  [p.  264]. 

Mr.  Aid.  Stephenson  seconded  the  motion.

the  FBOPOSED  infectious  diseases  hospital  at  BEATON. 

Mr.  Aid.  Wilson  moved  the  confirmation  of  the  report  of  the 
Sanitary  Committee  recommending  an  application  to  the  Local 
(Government  Board  for  consent  to  borrow  £16,000  for  the  erection 
of  the  proposed  new  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital  at  Heaton.  He 
said  the  Local  Government  Board  would  send  down  an  inspector 
who  would  visit  the  site  and  examine  the  plans,  and  consider  whether 
it  was  a  work  for  which  money  could  be  safely  advanced.  It  was 
desirable  to  get  on  with  the  work  as  soon  as  possible  before  the  fine 
weather  passed,  and  whilst  labour  was  cheap.

Per 
sonally  he  felt  that  the  Town  Clerk — (applanse)— and  Mr.  Amos— 
(applause) — had  rendered  yeoman  service,  and  were  entitled  to  spedal 
acknowledgment ;  whilst  Mr.  Laws,  for  the  admirable  way  in  whidi 
he  .constructed  the  barricades,  which  were  of  eminent  service,  and 
for  the  expedition  with  which  he  both  put  them  up  and  took  them 
down,  was  entitled  to  their  best  thanks.  (Applanse.)  The  street 
decoration  committees  were  also  equally  entitled  to  their  thanks. 
(Applausa)  As  he  had  said  at  the  outset,  he  felt  some  hesitancy 
in  particularising  individuals  or  sections,  becaase  he  felt  there  was  • 
unanimity  throughout  the'  city  in  which  everyone  participated. 
WhilRt  saying  that,  he  was  quite  sure  that  if  they  passed  from  this 
question  without  acknowledging  the  deep  debt  of  obligation  which 
Sir  William  Armstrong  had  laid  upon  Mewcastle— (loud  i^pladse) 
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— ^it  woald  be  like  enacting  the  play  of  Hamlet  without  the  chief 
actor.  (Applause.)  They  were  indebted  to  Sir  William^s  princely 
hospitality  and  large-heartedness  for  giving  an  edat  to  the  Royal 
▼isit  which  it  conld  not  otherwise  haye  possessed.  He  was  qaite 
sore  they  need  not  move  a  vote  of  thanks  to  Sir  William,  because 
it  would  be  ample  satisfaction  to  him  to  know  that  the  people 
of  Newcastle  acknowledged  their  indebtedness,  and  also  that 
the  Royal  visitors  were  pleased  with  his  hospitality.  (Loud 
applause.) 

Mr.  Aid.  Stephenson  said  he  completely  endorsed  every  word  of 
praise  and  commendation  uttered  by  the  Mayor.  The  arrangements 
were  as  perfect  as  human  forethought  and  human  enterprise  could 
make  them  ;  and  they  were  well  supported  by  the  police  under  Capt 
Nichols,  and  those  who  came  from  the  adjoining  counties  to  assist. 
(Applause.)  He  willingly  added  his  meed  of  praise  to  everyone  who 
had  taken  part  in  the  proceedings,  but  he  rose  more  particularly  to 
say  that  the  thanks  of  the  Council  were  as  much  due  to  the  people 
themselves  as  to  any  one.  He  thought  some  public  recognition 
of  this  fact  ought  to  be  made  from  the  Council.  (Applause.) 
The  people  themselves,  the  masses  of  the  population  who  crowded 
the  streets,  behaved  in  the  most  orderly  manner  possible ;  and  how- 
ever perfect  the  arrangements  might  have  been,  if  there  had  not  been 
the  heartiest  co-operation  on  the  part  of  the  people,  he  ventured  to 
think  that  the  unqualified  success  which  attended  their  efforts  would 
not  have  been  so  complete  as  happily  it  was.  (Applause.)  He 
wished,  therefore,  to  add  his  commendation  of  everything  that  had 
been  stdd  by  the  Mayor,  and  also  his  hearty  approval  and  apprecia- 
tion of  the  quiet,  orderly,  and  gentlemanly  behaviour  of  the  great 
mass  of  people,  and  to  say  how  much  all  appreciated  their  kindness 
and  support.    (Applausa) 

The  Matob  :  I  must  apologise  for  omitting  to  thank  the  Chief 
Constable  and  the  police.  I  will  take  care  to  send  a  letter  of 
personal  thanks  to  them. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hbdlbt  said  he  had  great  pleasure  in  moving  that  a 
hearty  and  warm  vote  of  thanks  be  given  to  the  Mayor  for  the 
admirable  manner  in  which  he  had  discharged  those  duties  that  fell 
upon  him  from  the  position  which  he  now  filled.  (Applause.)  It 
was  unnecessary  to  point  out — everyone  knew — the  active  and 
energetic  way  in  which  he  had  conducted  everything  required  in 
order  to  make  the  Royal  visit  a  success.  He  had  great  pleasure  in 
moving  a  vote  of  thanks  to  the  Mayor  for  the  manner  in  which 
he  then  discharged  his  duties.  (Cries  of  <^  Agreed,"  and  loud 
applause.) 

The  Mayor  said  he  now  found  that  the  most  difficult  part  of  his 
task  had  overtaken  him,  because  thanks  were  always  more  difficult 
to  receive  than  was  criticism.  When  he  found  everyone  expressing 
their  pleasure  at  his  labours,  then  he  was  sure  he  was  amply  thanked. 
It  had  been  a  very  great  satisfaction  to  him  to  work  in  the  past,  but 
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his  work  woald  hare  been  barren  indeed,  if  he  had  not  been  most 
loyally  supported  by  the  Gonncil  and  by  the  citizens  of  Newcastle. 
(Hear,  hear)  He  felt  in  receiving  the  yote  of  thanks,  which 
he  did  most  heartily,  that  he  was  simply  the  recipient  of  an 
acknowledgment  in  which  the  whole  of  the  city  were  participators. 
(Applause.) 

Mr.  Aid.  TouNG  moved,  <<  That  as  the  recent  anspicions  Royal 
visit  to  the  city  is  well  worthy  of  some  permanent  commemorataon, 
a  special  committee,  consisting  of  the  Mayor,  Sheriff,  aldermen  of 
the  respective  wards,  and  senior  conncillors  thereof,  be  appointed  to 
consider  and  report  to  the  Council  the  best  way  of  accomplishing 
the  same." 

Mr.  W.  Smith  seconded  the  motion. 

Agreed  to  nnanimously.

Jessie  Watson,  76,  Barber  Surgeons'  Company,  was  elected  to 
fill  a  vacancy  in  Ann  Davison's  Hospital  for  Widows;  Isabella 
Purvis,  73,  House  Carpenters,  was  elected  to  fill  a  vacancj  in 
Sir  Thomas  Davison's  Hospital  for  Spinsters  ;  Elizabeth  Hill,  76, 
Hbipwrights,  was  elected  to  fill  a  vacancy  in  the  Holy  Jeans 
Hospital  for  Females ;  William  Hewson,  71,  Hostmen,  and  John 
timith,  84,  Cabinet  Makers,  were  elected  to  fill  two  vacancies  in  the

coroner's  aooount. 

On  the  motion  of  Mr.  Aid.  Hedlet,  seconded  by  Mr.  Aid. 
Stephenson,  it  was  resolved  that  the  Coroner's  account  for  the 
quarter  ended  July  31,  1884,  amounting  to  £116  lis.,  be  paid 

THE  RATES. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hedlut  moved  the  sealing  of  a  General  Rate  of  Is.  Td. 
in  the  pound.  Improvement  Bate  of  7d.,  and  a  Ckneral  District 
(Parks)  Rate  of  2d.  for  the  year.  The  rates  last  year  were  :— 
General,  Is.  b^d ;  Improvement,  8^d ;  and  General  District,  2d. ; 
and  the  total  amount  was  the  same  both  years.  The  rateable  valoe 
of  the  city  had  increased  £10,577  since  the  last  assessment,  and  the 
total  rateable  value  now  was  £767,470. 

Mr.  Aid.  Stephenson  seconded  the  motion. 

Agreed  to. 

On  the  motion  of  Mr.  Aid.  Hedlet,  seconded  by  Mr.  Aid. 
Stephenson,  the  assessor  and  collectors  of  rates  were  appointed. 

THE  COLLEGES  OF  SOIENOE  AND  MEDICINE. 

Mr.  Aid.  Anous  moved  the  sealing  of  an  agreement  with  the 
Durham  College  of  Science,  Newcastle-on-Tyne,  for  the  sale  to  the 
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College  of  one  acre  of  land  in  the  Cricket  Field,  Bath  Road,  as  a 
site  for  a  College  ;  purchase  money,  £2,541.  He  said  that  some 
months  ago  the  question  as  to  this  site  was  settled,  and  application 
had  since  been  made  to  the  Charity  Commissioners,  who  had  given 
their  consent  to  the  sale,  and  the  College  authorities  now  applied 
to  have  the  agreement  carried  ont 

Mr.  Owen  seconded  the  motion. 

Mr.  W.  Smith  :  Have  the  College  authorities  taken  the  whole  of 
the  land  that  was  offered,  or  do  they  take  only  half  7 

Mr.  Aid.  Angus:  Two  acres  were  offered— one  acre  for  the 
College  of  Science,  and  one  acre  for  the  College  of  Medicine.  The 
College  of  Science  has  taken  the  acre  offered. 

Mr.  Wm.  Smith  said  he  was  not  opposed  to  the  College  of  Science 
haying  one  acre  of  land.  Two  acres  of  land  were  offered  to  the 
Colleges,  and  only  one  acre  being  taken  by  one  College  showed 
there  was  a  want  of  union ;  and  if  the  sealing  of  the  agreement  was 
postponed  for  a  little  time  an  opportunity  would  be  afforded  for 
solving  any  difficulty.  If  there  were  to  be  a  College  it  should  be 
worthy  of  the  town  and  district,  and  the  position  of  the  buildings 
should  be  worthy  of  Newcastle.  It  would  be  to  the  interest  of  the 
Colleges  and  Newcastle  that  the  consideration  of  this  subject  should 
be  postponed.  He  moved,  as  an  amendment,  that  the  sealing  of 
the  agreement  be  postponed.  If  the  Council  resolved  to  seal  the 
agreement,  he  hoped  there  would  be  a  clause  iuBerted  providing  that 
the  land  should  be  used  for  no  other  purpose  than  as  a  site  for  the 
College. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamond  :  That  is  understood  as  a  matter  of  course. 

Mr.  Aid.  Greoson  said  he  supported  the  proposal  for  delay. 
There  was  no  need  for  hurry  in  this  matter.  The  authorities  of  the 
College  of  Medicine  had  not  yet  come  to  terms  with  the  North 
Eastern  Railway  Company.  The  Colleges  ought  to  be  erected  on  a 
site  where  they  would  be  a  credit  to  the  town,  and  not  be  smuggled 
into  a  hole  and  comer.  He  approved  of  the  proposal  that  the 
Colleges  should  be  erected  on  a  road  which  was  one  of  the  great 
approaches  to  the  town,  be  it  the  Bull  Park,  or  anywhere  else. 
The  North  Road  had  been  greatly  improved  by  the  formation  of  the 
Brandling  Park,  and  he  did  not  see  why,  at  that  part,  both  utility 
and  ornament  should  not  be  combined. 

Mr.  Aid.  Angus  said  he  personally  had  no  wish  to  press  this 
matter.  The  only  thing  which  made  him  desirous  of  having  the 
motion  adopted  was  that  the  College  authorities  wished  it  settled ; 
and  he  believed  they  were  disappointed  that  the  College  of  Medicine 
authorities  were  not  ready  at  the  present  time  to  go  on  with  the 
whole  scheme.  The  College  of  Science  for  some  time  past  had 
presc-ed  for  the  carrying  out  of  this  agreement,  and  were  now  in  a 
position  to  carry  out,  to  a  certain  extent,  their  original  plans,  and  it 
would  be  rather  hard  upon  them  to  postpone  the  matter  owing  to 
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the  failure  on  the  part  of  the  College  of  Medicine  to  be  ready.  In 
the  face  of  what  had  been  said  he  had  nu  wish  to  press  the 
matter  forward,  bat  he  hoped  it  would  not  be  kept  standing  over 
indefinitely. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamond  said  the  sabject  of  the  site  of  the  College  of 
Science  had  been  before  the  Council  four  or  five  years.  The 
Colleges  of  Science  and  Medicine  came  to  the  Council  and  asked 
for  two  sites,  and  the  Schools  and  Charities  Committee  offered 
land  at  the  Cricket  Field  at  25s.  per  square  yard,  the  price 
obtained  from  other  people ;  but  an  application  was  made  to 
the  Charity  Commispioners  who  ^ery  generously  and  properly 
reduced  the  price  to  lOs.  per  square  yard ;  and  both  the  Colleges 
accepted  the  offer  of  the  land  with  thanks  to  the  Council  for  their 
generosity. 

Mr.  W.  Smith  asked  the  Town  Clerk  if  the  two  Colleges  had 
accepted  the  offer. 

The  Town  Clbrk  :  The  two  Colleges  made  an  application,  bat 
after  the  consent  of  the  Charity  Commissioners  was  obtained,  the 
College  of  Medicine  sent  back  the  agreement,  and  stated  that  they 
were  not  in  a  position  to  treat  for  the  land. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamond  said  the  College  of  Science  were  ready  and 
willing  to  fulfil  their  agreement ;  but  the  College  of  Medicine  were 
hanging  back,  not  because  there  was  any  demur  or  dispute  about  the 
site  offered  to  them,  but  solely  that  they  might  make  a  better  bargain 
with  the  North  Eastern  Railway  Company  for  their  present  premises. 
In  fact,  this  Corporation  was  being  used  by  the  CoUege  of  Medicine 
to  obtain  a  higher  price  for  their  premises;  and  were  the  Council  to 
lend  themselves  to  this  and  preTent  the  Railway  Company  carrying 
out  the  great  improvements  for  which  they  had  got  Parliamentary 
power  ?  Were  the  Council  to  be  parties  to  the  screwing  of  Hm 
North  Eastern  Company  for  the  sake  of  the  College  of  Medidae  7 
He  did  not  think  altogether  that  the  Cricket  Field  was  a  good  and 
proper  site  for  colleges  of  this  character.  He  was  opposed  to 
building  on  the  Bull  Park  for  any  such  purpose,  but  some  months 
ago  he  suggested  that  the  pinfold,  and  the  land  back  to  Windsor 
Crescent  might  be  taken  as  a  site,  and  promised  that  he  would  use 
his  endeavours  to  get  two  acres  of  land  there  for  the  Colleges.  Had 
that  suggestion  been  taken  up  ?  No ;  because  if  it  had  been  agreed 
to  there  would  have  been  no  leverage  for  the  College  of  Medicine  to 
use  in  haggling  with  the  North  Eastern  Railway  Company.  If  the 
College  had  accepted  the  site,  the  Railway  Company  would  have  said, 
<>  We  abide  by  our  agreement  and  go  to  arbitration  with  you."  By 
postponing  the  sealing  of  the  agreement  the  Council  would  be 
depriving  the  College  of  Science  of  the  opportunity  of  carrying  oat 
their  plans  tor  the  benefit  of  the  people.  Unless  there  was  some 
definite  object  to  be  gained  by  delay,  he  thought  they  woald  be 
treating  the  College  of  Science  in  a  harsh  anrl  unjustifiable  way  if 
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they  did  not  now  agree  to  seal  the  agreement.  He  pressed  for  the 
sealing  of  the  agreement 

Mr.  YouLL  :  I  shoald  like  to  know  whether  the  dnplicate  agree- 
ment has  been  sealed  by  the  College  of  Science  ? 

Mr.  Aid.  Hahond:  It  nerer  is  nntil  the  other  agreement  is 
sealed. 

Mr.  YouLL  :  The  Gollege  anthorities  hare  as  mnoh  right  to  go 
before  as  after. 

The  Town  Clbrk  :  I  was  told  by  Messrs.  Watson  and  Dendy 
yesterday  that  the  College  seal  had  not  been  affixed  to  the  agreement 
I  should  not  be  doing  right  if  I  did  not  read  this  letter  which  I  have 
received  from  Messrs.  Watson  and  Dendy  : —

Dear  Sir, — ^We  tmst  that  this  agreement  will  certainly  be  passed  and 
sealed  at  to-morrow's  meeting  of  the  Council.  It  has  been  gone  iato  very 
carefully  by  the  College  Council  at  several  meetings,  and  it  has  received 
the  unanimous  approval  of  such  meetings.  It  is  of  ereat  conseanence  to 
the  College  that  the  matter  should  not  be  further  delayed.  They  have 
inatructed  their  architect  to  prepare  plana,  and  he  is  now  at  work  upon 
Uiem,  and  after  so  much  delay  as  has  already  taken  place,  it  will  m  a 
serious  loss  and  inconvenience  to  the  College  if  the  matter  is  not  allowed  to 
go  forward  at  once.

This  is  only  a  continuation  of  other  letters  which  I  have  received 
from  Messrs.  Watson  and  Dendy.  As  to  the  pinfold  site,  sometime 
ago  the  Schools  and  Charities  Committee  requested  Aid.  Angas  and 
myself  to  see  the  College  anthorities,  and  suggest  the  propriety  of 
applying  for  that  site.  Several  interviews  took  place  between  the 
College  authorities  and  Aid.  Angus  and  myself,  and  a  tracing  of  the 
pinfold  site  was  sent  to  them.  The  result  has  been  that  no 
application  has  been  made  by  the  College  authorities  for  the  pinfold 
site,  and  I  was  told  yesterday  that  thi^y  do  not  intend  to  make  any 
application  for  it. 

Mr.  YouLL  said  that  Mr.  Aid.  Hamond,  in  a  long  tirade  of  abuse 
of  the  College  of  Medicine,  argued  that  the  sealing  of  the  agreement 
should  be  agreed  to,  unless  there  was  a  distinct  reason  for  not  sealing 
it.  His  (Mr.  YoulPs)  clear  and  distinct  reason  for  not  agreeing 
to  the  sealing  was  that  if  the  College  of  Science  was  built  upon  the 
Cricket  Field  site  a  great  mistake  would  be  made  by  the  College 
authorities — a  mistake  which  this  Council  would  afterwards  regret 
The  Colleges  of  Science  and  Medicine  should  be  erected  on  one  site ; 
and  because  there  was  a  temporary  difficulty  in  carrying  out  such  a 
plan,  were  this  Council  to  be  parties  to  the  perpetration  of  an  act 
which  would  be  regretted  afterwards  ?  If  Mr.  Aid.  Hamond  had 
had  the  slightest  experience  in  regard  to  the  compulsory  taking  of

land,  and  oompensation  eases,  he  wonld  hare  known  that  no  aiga- 
ment  of  the  kind  referred  to  bj  the  Alderman  wonld  hare  the 
slightest  effect  upon  an  arbitrator.  The  arbitrator  would  be  informed 
that  the  College  of  Medicine  had  had  the  opportunity  of  getting  a  site 
in  Bath  Road.  The  Colleges  wonld  not  have  to  pay  a  single  farthing 
more  if  the  Conncil  agreed  to  let  the  consideration  of  this  subject  Btsnd 
over  until  the  authorities  of  the  two  Colleges  came  to  their  senses 
and  reason,  and  arranged  to  have  buildings  in  a  proper  situation, 
worthy,  not  only  of  the  city,  but  of  the  district  The  Council  had  ; 
been  told  by  a  deputation  tiiat  a  college  built  on  the  Cricket  Field 
site  would  be  •*  cabin'd,  cribb*d,  and  confin'd."  The  Governors  of 
the  Infirmary  at  their  last  meeting  resolved  to  consider  the  qnestion 
of  having  a  new  Infirmary  built.  There  were  sites  to  be  obtained 
within  a  short  distance  of  the  centre  of  Newcastle  on  which  an 
Infirmary  and  the  two  Colleges  could  be  erected  close  together. 
There  were  fifty  or  sixty  acres  of  land  on  the  north  west  side  of  the 
Nun's  Moor  on  which  the  three  buildings  could  be  erected. 
Accident  wards  might  be  established  at  the  centre  and  east  and 
west  ends  of  the  town  in  connection  with  a  large  Infirmary  on 
Fenham  Farm.  He  hoped  the  Council  would  never  consent  to  the 
Colleges  of  Science  and  Medicine  being  erected  on  a  site  which  was 
really  in  a  back  street. 

Mr.  BiGHARDSoN  sud  the  action  of  certain  members  of  the 
Council  on  this  occasion  was  of  a  most  extraordinary  and  surprimsg 
nature.  Those  gentlemen  who  were  urging  delay  were  not  only 
the  worst  friends  of  the  College  of  Science,  but  also  appeared  to 
know  the  state  of  things  better  than  the  governing  body  of  the 
College.  The  College  of  Science,  in  the  first  instance,  applied  to  the 
Council  for  the  site  in  the  Cricket  Field,  and  were  perfectly  eosr 
tented  with  that  site.  Sabseqnently  the  Bull  Park  site  was  broagbt 
before  them.  About  six  months  ago  there  was  some  correspon- 
dence to  the  effect  that  the  College  authorities  preferred  the  Boll 
Park  site ;  bat,  if  they  could  not  obtain  it,  they  would  be  satisfied 
with  the  Cricket  Field  site.  The  Council,  by  a  large  majoritj, 
determined  not  to  build  upon  the  Bull  Park.  The  offer  of  the 
Cricket  Field  site  had  been  accepted  by  the  College  of  Sdence. 
Since  then,  at  the  instance  of  Aid.  flamond,  the  pinfold  site  had 
been  offered  ;  and  that  had  been  rejected  by  the  College  authorities. 
Mr.  Watson,  one  of  the  governing  body  of  the  College,  had 
written  a  letter  urging  the  Council  not  to  postpone  the  sealing  of 
the  agreement. 

Mr.  YouLL :  Mr.  Watson  is  from  home,  and  knew  nothing  d 
this  letter. 

The  TowH  Clbrk  :  I  saw  Mr.  Watson  yesterday,  and  the  letter 
which  I  have  read  was  written  by  him. 

Mr.  RicHABDSOir :  After  this,  I  shall  say  no  more. 

Mr.  Wm.  Wilson  hoped  the  Council  would  confirm  the  agree- 
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ment  already  oome  to  with  the  College  as  to  the  Orioket  Field 
aite.  Mr.  Yonll  had  referred  to  the  bnilding  of  an  iofirmary 
and  colleges  on  the  Nans'  Moor;  if  the  bnildings  were  pat 
there  they  wonld  soon  be  nndergronnd,  because  the  land  coald  not 
bear  them. 

Mr.  YoTiLL :  I  said  land  adjoining  the  Nans'  Moor. 

Mr.  Olivsb:  I  suggest  that  nnder  all  the  circnmstances  we 
shonld  not  yote  for  sealing  the  agreement  to-day.  We  shoald  delay 
the  matter,  and  consider  the  question  of  obtaining  a  better  site. 

Mr.  BowDEH  said  he  would  vote  for  sealing  the  agreement. 
What  right  had  the  Council  to  dictate  to  the  College  of  Science  7 
He  would  not  say  that  the  Cricket  Field  was  the  best  site  that 
coald  be  obtained  ;  but  having  entered  into  an  agreement  with  the 
College  for  that  site,  and  the  College  having  approved  of  the  site, 
the  Council  had  no  alternative  but  to  seal  the  agreement. 

Mr.  W.  Smith  asked  the  Town  Clerk  whether  the  agreement 
respecting  the  Ball  Park  site,  proposed  about  four  years  ago,  had 
been  rescinded) 

The  Town  Clerk  :  I  do  not  think  there  was  ever  a  legal  binding 
agreement  between  the  College  and  the  Council  respecting  the  Bull 
Park  site. 

Mr.  W.  Smith  :  That  is  not  an  answer  to  my  question.  If  there 
has  been  any  resolution,  has  it  been  rescinded  ? 

The  Town  Clerk  :  It  is  impossible  for  me  to  say  without  notice. 

Mr.  W.  Smith  :  Can  we,  in  the  face  of  a  resolution  passed  by 
the  CouDcil,  agree  to  seal  this  agreement  to-day. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamond  :  The  Council  have  refused  by  a  very  large 
majority  to  appropriate  the  Bull  Park  to  the  Colleges  of  Science  and 
Medicine,  and  Mr.  W.  Smith  is  perfectly  well  aware  of  that 

Mr.  Temple  said  he  would  like  to  call  the  attention  of  the 
Council  to  what  took  place  at  the  June  meeting,  when  the  report  of 
the  Schools  and  Charities  Committee  was  under  discnssioa  He 
thought  the  discussion  at  the  June  meeting  would  show  pretty 
clearly  that  the  a<loption  of  the  report  did  not  commit  the  Council 
to  anything ;  at  any  rate,  the  Council  were  told  it  did  not  commit 
them.  He  read  the  following  from  the  report  of  the  June 
meeting : — ''  Mr.  Holmes :  Does  the  adoption  of  thitf  report 
commit  us  to  the  cricket  field  site  irrevocably  ? — ^The  Mayor :  It 
commits  us  to  nothing. — Mr.  Aid.  Hamond:  It  commits  us  to 
nothing.  We  can  bring  up  the  question  of  the  pinfold  site  at  a 
future  time,  and  I  hope  it  will  be  settled  satisfactorily."  When 
the  question  was  about  to  be  put  to  the  vote  Mr.  Holmes  again 
said  :  '^  I  hope  we  are  not  committed  to  the  cricket  field  site. — Mi*. 
Aid.  Hamond  :  Ton  are  not  committed  to  the  cricket  field  site.— • 
Mr.  Holmes  :  Are  you  sure  of  that! — Mr.  Aid.  Hamond:  I  g  ve 
you  my  word  yon  are  not  committed  to  anything."    The  Cvuucil 
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were  now  told  they  were  committed  to  the  sealiog  of  the  agreement 
UmIaj. 

The  TowH  Clerk  :  The  report  which  agreed  to  the  sale  of  this 
land  to  the  College  was  passed  bj  the  Coancil  at  the  December 
meeting.  The  report  to  which  Mr.  Temple  refers  is  the  report  npon 
the  memorial  of  the  stadenta  of  the  Colleges  about  the  site,  and 
which  was  oonfirmed  in  Jane  last. 

Mr.  W.  Smith  :  I  ask  if  the  resolution  passed  four,  or  foar  years 
and  a  half  ago,  has  been  rescinded  7 

The  Town  Clerk  :  I  think  it  has  been. 

Mr.  W.  Smith  :  When  ? 

Mr.  Aid.  Young  :  It  has  not  been  rescinded. 

The  Town  Clerk  :  I  think  it  was  rescinded  by  the  confirmation 
by  the  Coancil  on  December  5,  1883,  of  a  report  of  the  Town 
Moor  Management  Committee  containing  the  following  : — *^  Seeing 
the  difficalties  and  delay  attending  the  obtaining  of  the  site  at  the 
Boll  Park,  on  the  North  Road,  by  the  Colleges  of  Science  and 
Medicine,  this  committee  approves  of  the  action  of  the  Schools 
and  Charities  Committee  in  resolving  to  recommend  the  Coancil  to 
grant  a  new  site  in  the  Cricket  Field,  Bath  Road,  snbject  to  the 
consent  of  the  Charity  Commissioners;  and  have  to  decline  to 
recommend  the  Conncil  to  grant  a  site  at  the  Ball  Park  on  the 
North  Road."  I  think  the  confirmation  of  this  report,  which  then 
became  the  resoJntion  of  the  Coancil,  was  pnictically  a  rescinding  of 
the  resolation  as  to  the  Ball  Park. 

Mr.  W.  Smith  :  That  is  not  an  answer  to  my  qoestion.  I  main- 
tain the  resolation  never  has  been  rescinded  ;  and  I  enter  my  protest 
against  any  action  to-day. 

Mr.  O.  R.  Hbdlbt  said  that  a  deputation,  headed  by  Mr.  L  L. 
Bell,  waited  npon  the  Conncil,  and  impressed  npon  them  (he  demra- 
bility  of  having  a  more  snitable  site  than  the  Cricket  Field  on  which 
to  erect  the  Colleges.  It  was  conceded  by  Mr.  Aid.  Hamond  that 
the  pinfold  site  woald  be  better  than  the  Cricket  Field  ;  and  there 
shoald  be  a  delay  to  enable  this  to  be  considered ;  and  what  Mr.  Aid. 
Hamond  had  said  woald  pat  the  North  Eastern  Railway  Oompanj 
npon  their  gaard  against  being  screwed  oat  of  more  money.  The 
Coancil  wonld  not  be  acting  wrongly  in  letting  this  snbject  stand 
over  :  for  it  woald  be  a  great  pity  to  pat  the  College  in  a  situation 
where  it  woald  be  hid. 

Mr.  Johnson  said  that  as  a  member  of  the  Schools  and  Charities 
•  Committee,  he  woald  support  Mr  Aid.  Angos,  who  simply  wanted 
the  College  of  Science  to  have  what  they  asked  for,  and  so  get  this 
qnestion  settled. 

The  Mayor  said  he  was  extremely  reluctant  to  enter  into  any 
controversial  qnestion  ;  bat  this  question  was  of  so  much  import- 
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ance  he  felt  he  would  not  he  doing  his  doty  if  he  did  not  express  his 
opinion  regarding  it  During  his  year  of  office  he  had  not  taken  any 
part  in  controversial  matter  ;  hnt  the  great  interest  he  felt  in  this 
matter  was  snfficient  to  justify  him  in  breaking  through  the  rule. 
He  urged  the  Council  to  allow  the  consideration  of  the  question  to 
stand  over.  The  scheme,  as  it  came  before  them  to-day,  was  in  an 
entirely  new  foroL  They  had  been  accustomed  to  look  upon  this 
question  as  a  joint  scheme  between  the  two  colleges,  and  not  as  a 
scheme  relating  to  only  one.  He  was  not  particularly  wedded  to  the 
Cricket  Field  site.  He  thought  a  great  deal  better  might  be  done ; 
and  he  urged  them  not  to  treat  the  matter  as  a  College  of  Science 
question  or  a  College  of  Medicine  question,  but  to  deal  with  it  on  a 
wider  basis,  as  an  educational  question  affecting  the  whole  city  and 
district.  Newcastle  was  a  vast  educational  centre  ;  a  great  deal  of 
educational  work  was  being  done  here  at  the  classes  in  connection 
with  Sir  William  Armstrong  and  Co.'s  School,  the  Public  Library, 
Dr.  Rutherford^s  School,  and  other  institutions  in  connection  with 
South  Kensington  and  the  City  of  London  Guilds.  He  would  like 
to  see  a  comprehensive  scheme  which  would  draw  into  a  focus  the 
whole  of  the  labourers  in  educational  work,  so  that  they  might  have 
an  institution  which  would  vie  with  Owen's  Colleges  at  Manchester, 
and  be  a  blessing  to  the  community.  He  trusted  the  Council 
would  allow  the  matter  to  stand  over  avne  die-~{^^  No,  no  ") — so 
that  they  might  take  advice  in  the  promulgating  of  a  scheme 
which  would  be  comprehensive  in  every  respect,  and  a  credit  and 
advantage  to  the  city. 

Mr.  YoiTLL  :  I  should  like  Aid.  Angus  to  tell  us  when  this 
became  a  separated  question  from  the  College  of  Medicine. 

Mr.  Bowden:  Can  the  College  of  Science  compel  as  to  carry  out 
this  agreement  ?  * 

Mr.  Aid.  ELlmond  :  Yes. 

The  Town  Clebk  :  I  do  not  think  they  can. 

Mr.  Aid.  Angus  said  that  a  good  many  years  ago  a  deputation 
called  upon  him  as  Chairman  of  the  Schools  and  Charities  Com- 
mittee, and  asked  him  if  he  knew  of  a  piece  of  ground  suitable 
as  a  site  for  the  College  of  Science.  The  only  piece  he  knew  of  that 
was  suitable  was  the  Cricket  Field,  which  was  then  in  its  entirety. 
He  took  the  deputation  to  the  field,  and  they  said  '/  This  site  is  too 
large  for  our  requirements ;  the  south  side  of  it  will  answer  our 
purposes  ;  can  you  give  us  an  offer  of  this  site  ?  **  The  matter  was 
considered  by  the  Schools  and  Charities  Committee,  and  the  deputa- 
tion gave  their  approval  of  the  site,  and  expressed  themselves  satis- 
fied, and  hoped  the  time  would  soon  come  when  they  would  be  able 
to  build  upon  it ;  and  he  never  questioned  that  they  intended  to  build 
on  the  site  until  the  Bull  Park  site  scheme  was  suggested.  They  all 
knew  that  up  to  the  present  time,  there  had  not  been  the  slightest 
prospect  of  the  College  being  erected  on  the  Bull  Park.    The  Principal 
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of  tho  College  of  Soienoe  and  Mr.  Watson  had  called  apon  him,  and 
said  they  were  anzioos  to  hare  the  matter  settled,  as  they  wished  io 
get  a  permanent  home  for  the  College.  The  question  respecting  the 
sites  was  explained  to  them ;  and  the  Principid  told  him  that,  of  the 
two  sites,  they  preferred,  on  many  accounts  the  Cricket  Field  sita 
It  was  in  a  central  position  for  a  college,  which  would  he  easily 
accessible  to  all  classes  who  wished  to  attend  the  lectures  ;  it  was  a 
site  easily  accessible  by  tramway,  and  had  a  variety  of  qnalificationi 
which  the  Bull  Park  site  had  not.  The  OoUege  of  Science  applied 
on  their  own  behalf,  bnt  snbseqnently  the  College  of  Medicine  joined 
in  the  application.  Now,  when  the  Council  were  ready  to  carry  oat 
the  agreement,  the  College  of  Medicine  said  '*  We  are  not  prepared 
to  accept  your  offer ;  "  and  the  College  of  Science  said  *'  We  are 
prepared  to  accept  your  offer,  and  are  anxious  to  proceed  with  the 
matter.*'  The  College  of  Science  had  given  instructions  to  an 
architect  to  prepare  the  plans  of  a  building.  It  would  be  wrong  fee 
the  Council  now  to  say  *<  We  will  not  seal  this  agreement"  He 
thought  that  the  Conncil  were  in  honour  bound  to  carry  out  the 
agreement 

The  Town  Olbrk  :  A  question  was  asked  respecting  the  ooo- 
ditions  upon  which  this  land  is  sold  to  the  College.  The  agreement 
provides — 

That  the  College  will,  immediBtely  after  the  ezeontion  of  the  oonveyanoe^ 
erect  on  the  land,  or  on  part  thereof,  good  and  sabetantial  CoUegLata 
BoildingB,  for  the  purpoees  of  the  College,  of  the  best  materials  and  work* 
manehip,  and  of  a  design,  and  according  to  plana,  elevatiooa,  and  aeotioofl  to 
be  approved  by  the  Corporation.    And 

6.— -The  oonveyanoe  ahall  contain  a  condition  that  if  at  any  time  the  nid 
piece  of  land  shall  be  no  longer  appropriated  or  required  to  or  for  tiie 
parposes  of  the  said  College  c3  Science,  the  same  shall  revert  to  and  be 
reconveyed  by  the  College  to  the  Corporation  in  trost  for  the  said  Hospital 
of  St  Mary  Magdalene,  and  the  costs  and  expenses  attending  snoh  rtcon- 
▼eyance  shall  be  paid  by  the  College,  with  an  exception  that  if  at  any  time 
after  the  said  Collegiate  Buildioffs  shall  be  erected  as  aforesaid,  the  asid 
College  shall  be  removed  to  another  site,  the  said  land  may  be  exchanged  or  ^ 

sold  u>r  the  benefit  of  the  said  College,  and  the  money  received  for  equity  | 

of  exchange  or  on  the  sale,  may  be  applied  towards  the  erection  or  estab- 
lishment of  the  said  College  upon  the  new  site.  I 
•^This  is  exactly  in  accordance  with  the  Literary  and  Scientific 
Institutions  Act  |

Mr.  Aid.  Hbdlbt  moved  the  sealing  of  a  oonveyanoe  from  Oeorge 
Carry  and  others  to  the  Corporation  of  groond  at  Raby  Street, 
Byker,  as  a  site  for  baths  and  wash-hoases  ;  parchase  money,  £500 ; 
and  albo  the  sealing  of  a  deed  of  covenant  as  to  tithe  rent  charge 
upon  the  property. 

Mr.  Aid.  Stbphbnbon  seconded  the  motion. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamond  :  What  abont  the  tithe  rent  charge  7 

The  Town  Clbbk  :  It  is  a  tithe  rent  payable  for  the  whole  of  the 
property,  and  it  is  divided. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamond  :  Is  the  land  freehold  ? 

Tbe  Town  Clerk  :  Yes.  The  tithe  rent  is  payable  to  the  Vicar 
of  Bjker.  The  whole  amonnt  is  £14  5s.  6d.,  and  we  are  to  pay 
half  of  it 

Mr.  Temple  said  the  Corporation  would  be  paying  considerably 
more  tithe  rent  than  they  shonld  pay.  He  believed  other  portions 
of  the  land  had  been  sold  free  from  encumbrance,  and  ihe  remaining 
portion  was  subject  to  the  tithe  rent  The  Corporation  were  going 
to  take  a  piece  uf  land  which  he  expected  would  have  been  bought 
free  from  encumbrance.  The  tithe  rent  upon  the  whole  of  the  land 
was  £14  a  year,  and  the  Corporation  would  have  half  that  amount 
to  pay  for  the  small  piece  of  land  purchased. 

The  Town  Clerk  said  the  subject  was  discussed  by  the  Baths  and 
Wash-houses  and  Finance  Committees.  The  original  price  was 
£600.  The  tithe  rent  charge  was  not  at  first  believed  to  be  any- 
thing like  £14  for  the  whole;  but  when  it  was  found  that  £7 
would  be  the  Corporation's  portion,  the  purchase  money  was  reduced 
to  £500. 

Mr.  Temple  :  A  £7  rent  charge  is  worth  nearly  £300. 

Mr.  Oliver  :  £250  at  35  years  purchafie. 

The  Mayor  :  I  presume  this  matter  has  been  carefully  considered 
by  the  Finance  Committee. 

Mr.  W.  Smith  :  What  is  the  capital  sum  represented  by  the 
change  7 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamond  suggested  that  the  subject  be  referred  back  to 
the  Finance  Committee  to  see  if  they  could  come  to  an  arrangement 
with  the  owners  to  sell  the  land  clear  of  tithe  rent  chaige.  It  would 
be  better  to  have  the  land  clear  of  encumbrances. 

The  Towif  Clerk  :  We  have  tried  to  do  what  Mr.  Aid.  Hamond 
suggests,  but  the  owners  will  not  agree. 

Mr.  J.  Barker  Ellis  :  Can  we  hold  back  sealing  the  conveyance, 
seeing  that  the  Baths  and  Wash-houses  Committee  have  advertised 
fur  tenders  for  the  work ) 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamono  :  Yes. 
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Mr.  Aid.  Hbdlbt  :  I  am  afraid  we  cannot  make  any  better 
bargain. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hauond  :  Have  you  tried  f 

Mr.  Aid.  Hedlet  :  Yes.  It  is  the  mortgagees  of  George  Hunter 
Hardy. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamokd  :  Has  the  land  been  previously  occupied  for 
agricnltnral  purposes ) 

The  Matob  :  Originally  it  was  agricnltaral  land. 

Mr.  W.  Smith  :  How  many  yards  do  we  take  f 

The  Town  Olbbk  :  1,200  square  yards. 

Mr.  W.  Smith  said  the  price  would  be  10s.  per  square  yard,  and 
there  would  be  5s.  to  6s.  a  yard  more  to  cover  Uie  tithe.  That  was 
absurd.  If  the  tithe  rent  charge  was  not  redeemed  now,  the 
Corporation  might  get  into  trouble  afterwards,  because  it  woold  be 
re-assessed  upon  the  buildings  afterwards. 

Mr.  BiRKBTT  asked  if  the  conveyance  was  iu  accordance  with  the 
agreement  entered  into  after  the  negotiation  with  the  committee? 
Had  anything  been  added  to  it  since  ?  The  Council  had  agreed  to 
vote  money  for  the  purpose  of  buyjng  the  land,  and  he  did  not  know 
how  it  was  that  exception  was  taken  to  it  now. 

Mr.  YouLL  said  Mr.  Birkett  did  not  understand  the  qaestion. 
The  land  surrounded  by  blue  on  the  plan,  was  subject  to  a  Uthe 
rent  charge  of  £14  a-year.  After  it  was  arranged  that  the  Goancil 
should  purchase  a  small  portion  of  the  land,  it  was  discovered  that 
it  was  chargeable  with  tithe  rent,  and  the  price  was  reduced  £100 
in  consideration  of  the  Council  paying  half  the  tithe  rent  char^ 
upon  the  whole  of  the  land.  He  did  not  know  whether  it  was  a 
proper  bargain  as  he  was  not  present  when  it  was  discussed,  bat  it 
was  agreed  to  by  both  the  Baths  and  Wash-houses  and  the 
Finance  Committees.  The  Council  were  purchasing  about  only 
one-fiftieth  portion  of  the  land,  and  were  to  pay  half  of  the 
tithe  rent  charged  upon  the  whole.  It  appeared  to  him  not  a 
proper  bargain. 

The  Town  Clerk  said  that  when  it  was  agreed  to  buy  the 
property  it  was  understood  there  was  a  tithe  rent  charge  of  a 
few  pounds.  When  the  formal  agreement  was  drawn  up  it 
was  found  that  the  tithe  rent  was  a  moiety  of  £14  He 
brought  this  before  the  Baths  and  Wash-houses  and  Finance 
Committees,  and  it  was  agreed  that  £100  should  be  allowed  off 
the  £600. 

Mr.  Walter  Soott  said  he  was  one  of  those  who  made  the 
bargain.  He  examined  the  site,  with  others,  and  came  to  the 
conclusion  that  it  was  the  best  site ;  it  had  three  fronts,  and  a 
good  part  of  the  streets  were  paved.  The  price  of  10s.  per  sqnare 
yard  was  asked,  which  he  thought   veiy  cht^up.     The  committee 
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knew  nothing  of  the  tithe  rent  nntil  afterwards.  The  price 
first  agreed  npon  was  £600,  which  was  cheap  enough,  except  for 
this  titha 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamond  suggested  that  the  sahject  he  referred  hack  to 
the  committee,  and  that  the  original  hargain  be  adhered  to.  He 
did  not  wish  the  Ooancil  to  repudiate  anything  which  had  heen 
done  ;  but  it  seemed  not  only  unjust,  but  wrong  for  the  Council  to 
pay  half  the  tithe  rent  on  the  purchase  of  a  small  portion  of  the  land, 
when  there  was  fifty  times  as  much  land  left  liable  to  the  charge. 
It  was  wrong  in  principle  to  burden  any  Corporate  property  with 
tithe  rent  charge  ;  it  was  an  inconvenient  thing ;  and  he  would 
prefer  paying  even  £650  for  the  land  and  be  clear  of  the  tithe  rent 
charge. 

Mr.  Temple  said  a  large  portion  of  the  estate  had  been  sold  free 
of  tithe  rent  charge.  The  first  time  he  heard  of  the  tithe  rent  having 
to  be  paid  by  the  Corporation  was  when  he  saw  the  notice  on  the 
agenda  a  few  days  ago. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hedlet  said  he  was  willing  to  take  the  subject  back  to 
the  committee. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamond  :  And  if  you  like  to  go  to  £650  I  would  vote 
for  it  to  get  rid  of  the  tithe  rent 

Mr.  TouLL :  I  presume  the  sending  of  this  back  will  not  stop 
our  taking  possession,  and  going  on  with  the  work  ? 

The  Town  Clerk  :  It  will  stop  everything.  We  can  only  ask 
the  vendors  to  alter  their  terms.  There  is  a  binding  contract  to  sell 
upon  the  terms  stated  in  this  conveyance. 

Mr.  Aid.  HAM0in> :  Kot  binding  upon  the  Council.  This  question 
of  the  tithe  rent  charge  comes  for  the  first  time  before  the  Council ; 
and,  therefore,  we  have  a  right  to  say  yes  or  no  to  it. 

The  Town  Clbbk  :  I  think  it  is  binding  upon  the  Council. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamond  :  Kot  until  the  Council  passes  it. 

The  Town  Clerk  :  Then  the  Council  must  repudiate  what  the 
fiance  Committee  has  done. 

Mr.  Aid.  Stephenson  said  the  bargain  had  been  entered  into 
with  their  eyes  open.  As  soon  as  it  came  before  the  Finance 
Committee  they  found  there  was  an  annual  tithe  rent,  but  they  did 
not  expect  their  share  would  amount  to  £7  a  year.  When  it  was 
found  the  Corporation  had  to  pay  a  moiety  of  the  £14,  the  committee 
asked  the  vendors  to  reduce  the  price,  and  £100  was  taken  off, 
making  the  price  £500  and  £7  a  year.  Were  the  committee  to  go 
back  to  the  vendors  and  say,  ^*  You  must  put  a  price  upon  this 
land  free  of  all  tithe  rent  7  " 

Mr.  W.  Smith  :  Yes. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamond  :  Yes. 

X  1 
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Mr.  Aid.  SrsPHnrsoir :  Then  there  will  be  a  delay  for  some  time 
in  erecting  the  baths  and  waeh-honsea. 

Mr.  tiANDERSON  said  that  if  the  vendors  objected  to  alter  tbe 
terms,  and  the  Conncil  had  to  get  another  site  and  hare  new 
plans,  there  would  be  great  loss  and  delay.  The  best  coarse  woald 
be  to  seal  the  conveyance  to-day. 

Mr.  BowoEN  said  it  was  only  a  bagatelle  the  amonnt  they  were 
fighting  for.  They  had  got  an  allowance  of  £100  from  the  original 
price,  and  the  tithe  rent  charge  at  25  years*  purchase  amoanted  to 
only  £175;  so  that  there  was  a  difference  of  only  £75.  If  the 
site  was  the  best,  then  it  was  not  worth  while  postponing  the  eeai- 
ing  of  the  conveyance. 

Mr.  W.  biiiTU :  Aid.  Hamond  wants  the  committee  to  get  rid 
of  the  tithe  rent  charge  altogether.  We  had  better  pay  more 
money  now,  and  get  an  absolute  freehold. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hbdlit  :  The  matter  has  been  in  the  hands  of  the 
Baths  and  Wash-honses  Committee.  I  am  told  there  ie  no 
possible  chance  of  getting  an  alteration  in  the  terms;  bat  still 
we  can  try. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamohd  :  You  can  but  pay  the  vendors  the  equivalent. 

Mr.  Aid.  MiLVAiN :  Was  any  notice  of  the  tithe  taken  at  the 
time  tbe  negociation  was  first  entered  into  7  Was  this  piece  of 
land  sold  under  a  written  agreement  7 

The  Town  Clbbk  :  Not  in  the  first  instance. 

Mr.  Aid.  Milvain:  We  have  to  pay  a  moiety  of  the  £14.  U 
the  whole  place  is  subject  to  £14  per  annum  tithe  rent,  why  not 
pay  only  our  share,  which  is  about  one-fiftieth  of  the  £14  ;  and  let 
it  be  commuted  7 

The  Town  Olerk  :  The  Finance  Committee  have  entered  into  a 
binding  contract  to  pay  a  moiety. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hbdlet  :  At  the  instance  of  the  Baths  and  Wash- 
houses  Committee. 

Mr.  BiBKETT  said  the  site  was  in  a  central  position  at  the  east 
end  of  the  town,  and  whatever  was  decided  to-day,  he  hoped  there 
would  be  no  delay  in  erecting  buildings  upon  the  site. 

Mr.  Sanderson  :  Was  an  agreement  signed  in  the  presence  of 
anyone  to  give  £500  and  pay  the  £7  a  year  7 

The  Town  Clerk  :  I  have  already  said  there  is  a  binding  contract 

Mr.  Aid.  £LkHOND :  Who  entered  into  that  contract  7

THE  TRAMWAY  TO  MESSRS.  HAWTHORN'S  WORKS. 

Mr.  C.  8.  Smith  presented  the  following  report : — 

The  Conndl,  at  its  meetmg  on  5th  March  last,  confirmed  a  report  of  the 
Town  Improvement  Committee,  recommending  that  permiaaion  be  granted 
to  MeasTB.  R.  and  W.  Hawthorn  to  lay  a  tramway  aoroas  Forth  Street  so  as 
to  obtain  direct  access  to  the  JSorth  Bastem  Bail  way  from  their  works 
apon  certain  oonditioos,  one  of  which  was  a  limitation  of  the  trafSic  on  the 
tramway  to  wagons  only  and  engines  not  under  steam.  The  committee 
have  recently  received  from  Messrs.  Hawthorn  an  application  with  regard 
to  the  tramway,  of  which  the  following  is  a  copy  : — 

"7b  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Town  Improvement  Oommittee, 

'*  Gentlemen,— It  will  be  within  yonr  memory  that  you  have  sanctioned  the 
making  by  our  firm  of  an  incline  to  connect  our  works  with  the  North 
Bastem  Railway  for  the  purpose  of  bringiuff  materials  and  locomotives  into 
and  out  of  our  works.  I'his  permission  did  not  include  any  power  to  work 
the  incline  by  looomotiTe  engines. 

"  Our  intention  has  been  to  work  the  incline  by  a  wire  rope,  but  con- 
sidering that  the  traffic  had  to  cross  an  important  street,  we  deemed  it 
advisable  to  visit  other  inclines  in  different  parts  of  the  country,  and  to  take 
the  opinion  of  other '  engineers  who  have  made  a  special  study  of  the 
question. 

"The  result  has  been,  that  a  method  of  workins  the  incline  has  been 
designed,  which,  in  efficiency  and  safetv  to  the  public,  is  far  superior  to 
everything  else,  and  this  system  would  also  interfere  with  the  traffic  in 
a  minimum  degree.  But  aa  this  method  might  be  considered  bjy  a  super- 
ficial observer  to  be  too  much  like  working  the  incline  by  locomotive  power, 
we  think  it  well  to  return  to  you  and  ask  you  kindly  to  consider  it,  and  we 
trust  that  on  examination  you  will  see  that,  though  we  make  our  en:pne 
move,  yet  we  entirely  avoid  every  conceivable  risk  that  would  be  entailed 
bjr  working  the  incline  with  a  locomotive  engine,  and  we  also  reduce  to  a 
minimum  the  evils  of  rope  hauli^. 

"  To  work  the  incline  by  a  rope  would  need  an  engine  at  some  point  on 
the  line  of  traffic.  Wherever  this  point  is,  it  will  involve  the  load  being 
at  some  time  in  the  ascent,  a  Ions  distance  from  it ;  and  therefore  the 
traffic  will  be  interrupted  while  the  load  travels  that  distance,  and  the 
longer  the  "haul**  is,  the  more  rii^  of  breakage  and  accident.     Also  it 
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I 


appean  to  be  oonmdered  that  a  long  rope  working  roand  a  sharp 
carve  is  not  a  perfectly  satiBfaotory  arrangement,  as  the  rope  is  more  | 

strained  and  more  liable  to  break  than  if  it  was  workiiu;  in  a  straight 
line,  and  the  load  and  hauling  engine  caonot  always  M  seen  at  the 
same  time. 

"The  weight  of  experienced  opinion  goes  to  ehow  that  the  best  winding 
enffine  for  onr  purpose  is  a  traction  engine,  with  a  hauling  dram,  which 
wiU  haul  a  certain  dietanoe,  and  leaving  it  fixed  there,  go  a  short  distanoe 
further,  and  Sjgain  haul  the  load  to  it.  By  this  means,  not  only  all 
the  evils  mentioned  above  are  obviated,  but  the  whole  afiair  is  within 
the  siffht  of  the  person  in  charge,  who  can  stop  the  movement  instantly,  | 

if  needed. 

"  There  are  already  i>rovision8  for  working  traction  ennnes  through  tiie  i 

streets.  These  precautions  oould  all  be  enforced,  and  saon  others  as  might 
be  found  desirable.  j 

••  The  enffine  would  be  oonstructed  by  Messrs.  Aveling  and  Porter,  and 
will  be  similar  to  the  steam  rollers  supplied  by  them,  except  that  it  will  be  | 

fitted  with  fianged  wheels,  suitable  for  travelling  on  the  lines  of  rail^ 
instead  of  the  broad  heavy  rollers.    It  will  also  be  fitted  with  a  drum  for  | 

hauling  and  winding  gear. 

**  The  engine  itself  is  capable  of  travelling  at  the  rate  of  3}  miles  per  honr, 
and  ought  not  to  exceed  that  speed.  When  anchored  and  at  rest  it  will 
haul  light  loads,  say  up  to  18  tons,  at  the  rate  of  2^  miles  per  hour,  or  heavy 
loads  at  1}  miles  per  hour. 

"The  hauling  rope  will  be  of  the  best  steel  wire.  Of  course,  all  desoenti 
are  made  the  same  as  ascents. 

"In  hauling  a  locomotive  out  of  our  works,  the  traction  engine  would  bring 
it  to  the  foot  of  the  incline.  The  traction  engine  would  then  ascend  the 
incline  to  a  point  just  short  of  Forth  Street,  where  it  would  anchor  to  a 
large  block  buried  in  the  sround.  The  rope  would  then  be  payed 
out  to  the  locomotive,  and  the  traction  engine,  now  transformed  mto  a 
winding  engine,  would  haul  the  locomotive  up  to  itself.  The  locomo- 
tive would  then  be  anchored,  or  otherwise  secured,  and  the  traction 
engine  being  disconnected,  would  cross  Forth  Street,  and  anchor  itaelf 
entirely  on  the  ground  of  the  North  Eastern  Bailway.  We  then  have 
Forth  Street  clear  for  trafiic,  and  the  traction  engine  on  one  side,  and  the 
load  on  the  other. 

"  The  rope  is  now  payed  oat  across  the  street  (this  stops  the  traffic),  the 
load  is  attached,  and  instantiy  coiEmenceti  to  cross  the  street.  Being 
drawn  at  the  rate  of  IJ  miles  per  hoar,  the  engine  should  not  be  above  one 
minute  crossing  the  street ;  or,  including  paying  out  the  rope  and  hooking 
on,  the  street  ought  not  to  be  blocked  for  a  longer  time  than  it  would  be  by 
an  ordinary  waggon  or  roUey  turning  round  in  it.  Due  precautiona  might 
be  taken  by  employing  men  with  flags,  by  stretching  ropes  across,  or 
otherwise. 

"We  trust  that  this  description  is  intelligible,  and  that  on  consideration 
you  will  find  that  our  proposed  method  of  working  the  incline  is  within  both 
the  letter  and  spirit  of  the  permission  you  have  given  us,  and  that  it  ia  the 
beet  way  of  working  such  an  incline." 

"We  have  explained  this  to  your  Engineer,  Mr.  Laws,  and  we  believe  he 
will  express  himself  favourably  thereupon. 

'*  We  shall  be  glad  to  afford  you  further  information  on  this  qaestion, 
and  have  prepared  a  plan  that  you  c&n  inspect  in  the  Corporation  Offioes, 
should  you  ^nsh  to  do  so, 

"  We  are,  gentlemen,  your  obedient  servants^ 
"R.  and  W.  Hawthorn." 

"P.S.  — We  may  mention  that,  irrespective  of  question  of  permisnon, 
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this  method  is  far  better  and  safer  than  locomotive  haola^  as  the  load,  in 
ascending  or  defloending,  is  always  attached  to  a  fixed  pomt.

The  committee  have  given  Messrs.  Hawthorn's  farther  application  very 
careful  consideration,  and  are  of  opinion  that  the  method  of  working  the 
tramway  proposed  by  them  is  one  proper  to  be  sanctioned,  and  they  reoom- 
mend  the  Council  to  agree  to  the  application.

Coal  Company,  limited,  to  whom  the  Council  agreed  in  March  last  year  to 
lease  the  coal  under  the  Walker  Estate,  one  of  the  terms  beins  that  a  portion 
of  the  land  at  the  Colliery  Staith,  held  by  the  old  lessees  of  the  coal,  should 
be  retained  by  the  Corporation,  have  made  an  application  pointing  out  that^ 
in  consequence  of  this  retention,  they  have  great  difficulty  in  shipping  their 
coal  at  the  staiths  in  their  present  condition,  and  that  it  is  necessary  to 
construct  another  staith,  and  asking  that  the  Corporation  should  pay  the 
coat  of  the  construction  of  the  new  staith,  such  staith  to  be  the  property  of 
the  Coqjoration  at  the  end  of  the  lease.  Tour  committc^e  have  given  the 
application  careful  consideration,  and  recommend  the  Council  to  agree  to  pay 
£100  a  year  for  ten  years  towards  the  building  of  the  new  staitl^  pronded 
the  lease  so  long  continues,  the  first  payment  to  be  made  within  three 
months  after  the  completion  of  the  staitn.    The  staith  to  be  the  property  of

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Mr.  TouLL  said  that  at  the  last  meeting  there  were  1,260,000,000 
of  gallons  in  the  reservoirs.  Now  there  were  958,000,000,  and 
during  the  month  802,000,000  of  gallons  had  been  consamed,  or  an 
average  of  10,000,000  gallons  per  day.  The  requirements  of  the 
city  and  other  people  supplied  by  the  Water  Company  for  domestic 
purposes,  he  understood  to  be  something  like  9,000,000  gallons  per 
day.  The  evaporation  caused  by  the  hot  weather  probably  accoanted 
for  the  deficit,  but  it  showed  most  distinctly  that  the  water  was 
being  reduced  to  the  full  extent  of  the  water  being  used  by  the 
inhabitants.  The  most  casual  observer  would  see  in  passing  along 
the  streets  that  there  was  an  immense  waste  of  water  in  this  city 
and  other  parts  supplied  by  the  Company.  The  Company  had  early 
taken  steps  to  disconnect  the  supply  for  manufacturing  purposes 
from  the  supply  for  domestic  purposes,  and  were  supplying  the  mana- 
factories  from  the  river  ;  and  the  least  the  inhabitants  could  do  was 
to  take  care  that  no  undue  waste  took  place.  They  were  passing 
through  a  droughty  period,  and  the  inhabitants  ought  to  assist  the 
Company  by  economising  the  water.  He  would  like  to  throw  out  a 
hint  to  the  City  Engineer  and  Sanitary  Committee :  from  what  one 
observed  in  the  streets,  there  was  probably  a  little  more  water  used 
for  flushing  sewers  and  watering  streets  than  was  necessary. 
('*  No,  no.'')  Having  regard  to  the  health  of  the  town  that  might

Mr.  B ANDERSON  proposcd  the  following  amendment: — *<That, 
before  considering  the  propriety  of  purchasing  the  property  in  the 
Close  from  the  trustees  of  the  late  John  Thomas  Carr,  the  Finance 
Committee  be  requested  to  direct  the  Property  Surveyor  to  prepare 
for  the  Council,  a  return  showing  the  property  and  land  belonging  to 
the  Corporation  which  has  been  acquired  for  public  improvements 
that  have  not  been  carried  out  and  are  not  now  necessary,  in  order 
that  such  property  may  be  sold,  and  the  proceeds  set  apart  for  par- 
chasing  property  essentially  requisite.**  He  said  he  would  draw 
the  attention  of  the  Council  to  the  large  quantity  of  land  at  present 
in  the  hands  of  the  Corporation,  a  very  great  portion  of  which  was 
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nnremnnerative.     The  first  land  he  would  draw  attention  to  was 

that  purchased  for  the  Trafalgar  Street  improyement     The  front 

portion  of  that  property  was  certainly  in  a  good  condition,  but  that 

at  the  back  was  most  dilapidated,  and  fully  one-third  unoccupied. 

The  houses  were  occupied  by  the  very  poorest  class,  and  there 

seemed  to  be  an  absence  of  all  sanitary  arrangements.     He  thought 

there  was   somethiog  like  £30,000  paid  ^r  that  property,  and 

the  reveoue  from  it  must  be  yery  small  indeed,  considering  the 

quantity   that   was   unoccupied.      Then    there  was  the  property 

in    the    Milk   Market  and  the   Swirle.      At  either  end   it   was 

certainly  superior  as  tenemented   property   to   that  in   Trafalgar 

Street  ;    but   it  should   not  occupy   such  a  yaluable    site  as   it 

did.     Between  the   Milk   Market  and   the   Swirle  there  was  a 

quantity  of  land   let  at  a  mere  nominal  rental.     Half  an  acre 

«as  employed  by  the   Corporation  as  a  storage  for  old  material 

He   thought    there   was    altogether    about    12,000    yards;    and 

when   they   considered   the    Grain   Warehousing    Company  gaye 

£1  a  yard  for  their  land,  that  owned  by  the  Corporation  was 

certainly  more  yaluable.     But  putting  it  at  eyen  £7  a  yard  they 

had  a  sum  of  £80,000  or  £90,000  from  which  a  merely  nominal 

income  was  deriyed.    A  little  lower  down  they  had  the  Ropery  Banks 

— about  4,000  yards.     There  seemed  to  be  no  effort  at  all  made  to 

utilise  that  land,  although  it  was  close  to  the  Quay,  and  might  be 

adapted  for  many  purposes.     Further  eastward  was  the  property 

purchased  from  Mrs.  Gibson  in  1877.   The  chairman  of  the  Finance 

Committee,  when  that  was  before  the  Council,  spoke  of  the  many 

uses  it  might  be  put  to,  and  of  its  yery  great  yalue.     The  rental. 

Aid.  Hedley  mentioned,  was  something  like  £433.     Well,  such  a 

rental  for  £10,000  was  not  to  be  complained  of;  but  during  the 

whole  of  the  seyen  years  nothing  seemed  to  haye  been  done  to  the 

property  except  altering  -  a  portion  of  it  into  a  sanitorium,  which 

had  not  the  appearance  of  haying  been  used.     The  buildings  were  a 

complete  wreck,  except  a  few  cottages  at  the  riyer  side,  and  the 

gross  rental  of  the  whole  of  the  property  in  the  last  year  was  £115, 

so  that,  eyen  taking  it  as  a  speculation,  the  Corporation  had  suffered 

a  yery  serious  loss.     With  regard  to  the  property  in  the  Close,  the 

same  thing  would  happen.     They  could  not  get  it  let — ^nobody  would 

haye  it,  and  the  Council  were  asked  to  pay  £14,000  for  it.     He 

thought  that  if  the  Finance  Committee  continued  to  bring  forward 

those  wild  schemes  for  the  purchase  of  property  that  would  be  of  no 

use  for  some  years  to  come,  their  being  able  to  borrow  money  at  3^ 

per  cent,  instead  of  being  a  boon,  would  end  in  yery  serious  loss  to 

the  town. 

Mr.  GooLDXN  seconded  the  amendment. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hedlbt  said  there  was  no  objection  to  Mr.  Sanderson 
haying  the  information  he  desired,  and  he  acquiesced  in  the 
amendment. 

The  amendment  was  agreed  to.

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THE  TOMLINBOK  LIBRABT. 

Mr.  Oarbb  moyed  the  confirmation  of  the  report  of  the  Pnblie 
Libraries  Committee  relatire  to  the  Rey.  Dr.  Tomlinson's  Library 
[p.  801].  He  said  the  books  had  been  examined  bj  the  Librarian 
(Mr.  Haggerstone),  who  found  a  number  of  them  in  a  dilapidated 
condition,  and  the  sooner  they  were  removed  the  better.  It  would 
cost  probably  £500  to  re-bind  the  books  and  put  them  in  proper  con- 
dition ;  and  the  Ooanoil  most  not  be  surprised  if  the  committeia,  at 
a  future  time,  asked  for  a  special  grant  to  meet  this  expense.  The 
town  was  undf^r  a  debt  of  obligation  to  Dr.  Spence  Watson,  who 
had  drawn  up  the  scheme,  and  got  it  carried  through ;  and  they 
were  also  indebted  to  the  Trustees  for  their  willingness  to  hand  oTer 
the  books. 

Mr.  Wm.  Smith  seconded  the  motion.  He  said  the  Libraries 
Committee  had  no  funds  out  of  which  to  pay  £400  or  £500 
for  rebinding  these  books.  After  providing  for  repayment, 
interest,  and  current  expenses,  the  rate  of  one  penny  left  only 
a  lirifle  with  which  to  buy  new  books.  He  would  like  to 
move  that  a  sum  not  exceeding  £400  be  expended  in  rebinding 
the  books. 

The  Mayor  :  That  is  not  before  us  now. 

Mr.  TsifPLE*.  What  is  the  value  of  the  Tomlinson  Library) 

Mr.  W.  Smith  :  It  is  a  valuable  library.  Nobody  knows  the 
value  of  it 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamono  said  a  sum  of  £25  a-year  was  allowed 
to  the  curate  of  St.  Nicholas  for  acting  as  curator  or  cnstodiaa 
of  -the  Tomlinson  Library.  If  the  books  were  removed  to 
the  Public  Library,  the  services  of  the  curate  would  no  longer 
be  required.  Before  the  books  were  removed  they  shoald 
take  care  that  the  £25  a  year  went  with  the  books  to  the 
Public  Library. 

Mr.  Carse  said  every  endeavour  had  been  made  dnring  the 
negotiations  to  get  the  £25  a  year ;  but  the  committee  foand  it 
absolutely  beyond  their  power  to  get  it.  The  committee  thought  it 
best  to  give  up  the  £25  a  year  and  take  the  books.  The  £25  a 
year  would  go  to  the  St  Nicholas'  Lecturer  Fund. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamoitd:  Have  the  Ecdesiastioal  Commissioners 
approved  of  this  ? 

The  TowH  Clerk  :  The  Charity  Commissioners  have  approved  of 
the  scheme. 

Mr.  Cabse  said  it  was  impossible  to  give  an  idea  of  the  valae 
of  the  books.  Some  of  the  books  could  not  be  bought  for 
money.  Many  of  the  books  were  of  such  great  interest  to 
the  locality  that  it  was  impossible  to  put  a  money  value  apon 
them.  For  the  library  he  thought  £3,000  or  £4,000  oonld 
easily  be  got 
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Mr.  Aid.  Hamonb  :  The  scheme  says  that  out  of  the  annual 
inoome  £25  a  year  shall  be  paid  to  the  said  librarian,  and  the 
residae  to  the  mayor,  aldermen,  and  borgesses.  The  librarian  in 
fbtnre  will  be  Mr  Haggerstone. 

The  Matob  :  The  £25  per  year  has  been  a  portion  of  the  emolu- 
ment of  the  Evening  Lecturer  at  St.  Nidiolas.  The  Charity 
Commissioners  hare  consented  to  the  transference  of  the  books  to 
the  Public  Library,  and  one  of  the  conditions  is  that  the  Eyening 
Lecturer  shall  be  nominally  librarian,  and  once  a  year  take  stock  of 
the  books. 

Mr.  Aid.  Haxond  :  The  scheme  says  the  £25  is  to  be  paid  to 
the  librarian. 

The  Matob:  The  librarian  will  nominally  be  the  Evening 
Lecturer  at  St  Nicholas'. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamond  :  We  should  have  the  money. 

The  Matob  :  Ton  cannot  get  it 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamond  :  We  ought  to  have  had  the  scheme  before  us 
for  discussion. 

Mr.  RioHABDSOH :  It  should  not  have  been  done  in  a  hole  and 
corner.     It  is  a  most  unfair  thing. 

The  resolution  was  agreed  ta 

THB  ISSUB  OF  OOBPOBATIOH  STOOK. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hbdlkt  said  the  Council  had  had  in  their  possession 
for  some  time  the  report  of  the  Finance  Committee  on  the  com- 
pletion of  the  issue  of  £500,000  Coporation  stock,  bearing  interest  at 
3}  per  ceat.  [p.  808].  The  issue  had  been  most  successful.  The 
committee  stated  that  they  could  not  conclude  the  report  '*  without 
giving  expression  to  their  high  appreciation  of  the  services  rendered 
by  the  City  Treasurer,  Mr.  Pace,  in  connection  with  the  floating  of 
the  stock ;  very  much  of  the  success  of  the  enterprise  is  attributable 
to  the  energy,  ability,  and  care  which  Mr.  Pace  has  brought  to  bear 
upon  the  matter.*'  He  moved  the  conflrmation  of  the  report,  and 
**  That  an  honorarium  of  100  guineas  be  awarded  to  Mr.  J.  J.  Pace, 
the  City  Treasurer,  for  his  services  in  connection  with  the  issue  of 
Coporation  Stock."  (Applause.)  This  sum  would  be  a  merely 
nominal  acknowledgment  of  the  great  amount  of  trouble  Mr.  Pace 
had  had  ;  and  he  hoped  the  Council  would  without  hesitation  agree 
to  it.     (Applause.) 

Mr.  Aid.  Stbphekson  seconded  the  motion. 

Mr.  Stbphens  :  It  is  far  too  littla 

Mr.  Aid.  Stephenson  :  It  should  have  been  200  guineaa 

The  motion  was  agreed  to  unanimously. 
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Mr.  Aid.  Hedlvy  said  the  conidderatioii  of  the  report  of  the 
Finance  Committee  recommending  a  fnrther  creation  of  £150,000 
Corporation  stock  [p.  305]  would  stand  over. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamond  said  he  wished  to  congratulate  the  Finanee 
Committee  npon  the  resnlt  of  their  labours  in  connection  with  the 
issue  of  the  £500,000  of  stock  at  3^  per  cent,  interest  He 
belieyed  about  £400,000  was  what  was  called  irredeemable  stock ; 
that  was  stock  that  could  not  be  called  in  under  any  circumstaDcee 
until  1936,  unless  it  was  bought  in ;  and  now  it  was  proposed  to 
issue  £150,000  more.  He  suggested  that  the  £150,000  should  be 
borrowed  redeemable  in  ten,  twenty,  thirty,  forty,  and  fifty  yean, 
BO  that  if  they  found  at  the  end  of  ten  years  that  the  sinkiDg 
fund  would  enable  them,  they  might  pay  off  a  large  sum.  The 
Newcastle  Corporation  stock  was  worth  £110  to  £112  in  the 
market.  ("  No.'*)  Government  consols  at  3  per  cent  were  being 
reduced,  and  holders  received  £108  at  2}  per  cent,  or  £102  at  2} 
per  cent.  He  would  propose  that  the  £150,000  be  floated  at  3| 
per  cent,  and  that  the  commission  paid  should  be  a  ^  per  cent, 
instead  of  1  per  cent.  He  found  that  the  money  was  easily  got  in 
large  sums.  A  lawyer  would  write  to  a  client,  ''  have  you  £5,000 
to  invest  ?  ^ — and  the  money  was  sent,  and  the  lawyer  charged  the 
client  something  for  writing  the  letters,  and  the  signing,  and  the 
lawyer  also  got  1  per  cent  commission.  If  the  lawyer  got  a  |  per 
cent  commission  he  would  be  well  rewarded  for  his  trouble  He 
would  also  propose  that  the  stock  be  issued  at  3^  per  cent,  redeem- 
able in  ten,  twenty,  thirty,  forty,  and  fifty  years.  The  3|  per  cent 
stock  of  the  Metropolitan  Board  of  Works,  which  had  simply  the 
rates  to  depend  upon,  stood  yesterday  at  112^;  Birmingham  3^ 
per  cent,  stock,  103} ;  Leeds  4  per  cent  stock,  111;  Liver|K)ol  3J 
per  cent,  stock,  104;  Manchester  4  per  cent  stock,  116;  ind 
Nottingham  3  per  cent,  stock,  issued  at  85,  was  at  85.  The 
Government  had  reduced  the  interest  on  their  stock,  and  the 
Corporation  of  Newcastle  shuuld  also  do  the  best  they  could  to 
relieve  the  taxpayers.  There  were  companies  in  London  ready  to 
jump  at  SJ  per  cent  He  threw  out  these  suggestions  for  the 
consideration  of  the  Finance  Committee. 

Mr.  TouLL :  As  a  member  of  the  Stock  Committee,  I  invite  Mr. 
Aid.  Hamond  to  attend  the  committee,  and  discuss  these  qnest^oofl 
with  them,  instead  of  here. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamond  :  If  Mr.  Yonll  is  chairman  of  the  committee 
I  will  take  the  invitation;  but  I  do  not  take  invitations  from 
members  of  the  committee. 

Mr.  W.  Smith  :  The  interest  should  be3  per  cent,  and  not 3|  per  cent 

THE  PROPOSED  PUR0HA8B  OF  SINGLETON  HOUSB. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hrdlry  moved  the  confirmation  of  the  report  of  the 
Finance  Committee,  recommending  the  purchase  of  Singleton 
House,  Northumberland  Street  ;  price  X  14,250  [p.  322]. 
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Mr.  Aid.  Stephenson  seconded  the  motioD. 

Mr.  TouLL  :  I  move,  as  an  amendment,  that  Mr.  Sanderson's 
amendment  respecting  the  Close  property,  be  applied  to  this. 

Mr.  Hbpbubn  seconded  the  amendment 

Mr  Aid.  Gbboson  said  he  objected  to  the  report  The  debt  of 
the  city  was  being  added  to  enormously  by  snch  visionary  schemes. 
To  talk  of  getting  money  at  8  per  cent  was  simply  bosL  The 
trade  of  the  country  happened  to  be  in  a  state  of  depression,  bnt 
when  a  revival  took  place  they  would  get  money  on  no  such 
term&  The  report  recommended  one  of  those  foolish  schemes  for 
rushing  into  the  market  to  buy  up  property.  Singleton  House  was 
a  valuable  property  belonging  to  a  charity,  and  it  ought  to  be  sold 
at  the  best  price  for  the  benefit  of  the  charity ;  but  he  objected  to 
the  Corporation  buying  property  for  which  they  had  no  usa  They 
already  had  £100,000  or  £200,000  worth  of  property  which  was 
lying  useless. 

Mr.  Aid.  Angus  said  he  had  always  understood  that  the  Corporar 
tion  could  not  buy  property  unless  there  was  a  definite  object  for 
which  it  was  wanted ;  and  this  condition  should  be  adheriKl  to  in 
this  cascL  He  asked  the  Town  Clerk  whether  the  Corporation 
would  be  right  in  purchasing  this  property,  having  no  definite 
purpose  for  it  ? 

The  Town  Clbbk:  I  do  not  think  so.  I  think  the  report 
intends  to  go  as  far  as  this — that  it  is  desirable  that  it  should 
be  bought  for  any  public  purpose  that  may  arise,  within  a 
short  time  of  conrsa  I  would  suggest  the  addition  in  the 
last  paragraph  of  the  report  of  the  words  "it  is  desirable 
that,"  immediately  before  the  words  "the  house  and  grounds 
be  not  allowed,"  &c. 

The  M/LTOB :  This  would  guarantee  that  the  property  would  not 
be  sold  without  the  Council  assenting  to  it 

Mr.  Aid.  Anqus  :  Tes. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamond  :  We  cannot  buy  it 

Mr.  YouLL  said  that  proposal  was  really  the  getting  in  of  the  thin 
end  of  the  wedge  in  connection  with  the  building  of  a  new  town 
hall ;  and  the  building  of  such  a  hall  ought  to  be  discussed  and 
settled  before  discussing  the  present  question. 

Mr.  Aid.  Stbprbnson:  There  is  a  committee  to  consider  the 
subject  of  a  new  town  hall. 

Mr.  TouLL  :  If  the  committee  appointed  to  consider  the  question 
of  a  new  town  hall  had  reported  and  recommended  the  purchase  of 
bingleton  House,  the  Council  might  have  agreed  to  it  ;  but  in  the 
present  undefined  state  of  affairs  the  consideration  of  the  report 
must  stand  over. 
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Mr.  Aid.  Hakoitd  sapported  Mr.  ToalPs  amendment,  on  the 
anderstanding  that  the  Schools  and  Charities  Committee  woald  not 
accept  any  offer  for  the  property  without  first  commanicating  with 
the  Council. 

The  Mayor  :  Would  it  not  be  better  to  drop  the  report  f 

Mr.  Aid.  Hakond  :  Tes,  with  the  understanding  I  named. 

Mr.  Aid.  Angus  :  Tea. 

Mr.  Aid  SrsPHBiirsoN  :  There  would  be  no  harm  in  affirming  the 
desirability  of  our  purchasing  the  property.  If  we  affirmed  the 
desirability  of  purchase,  then  it  would  be  open  to  the  committee  to 
report  to  us  if  there  is  any  offer  made. 

The  report  was  withdrawn.

Mr.  Aid.  Hbdlbt  moved  the  confirmation  of  the  report  of  the 
Finance  Committee  recommending  an  application  to  the  Lords  of 
the  Treasury  to  sanction  the  appropriation  of  the  unapplied  balanoe 
of  monies  arising  from*  enfranchisements  and  sales  of  Corporate 
property  [p.  327J.  He  said  the  amount  of  ^52,515  9a  w»s 
appropriated,  as  stated  in  the  report,  and  that  left  a  balance  of 
£13,449  Is.  5d.,  a  portion  of  which  the  Finance  Committee 
recommended  should  be  applied  to  the  payment  of  the  pnrchaee 
money  of  the  property  agreed  to  be  purchased  from  Mr.  Aid.

Mr.  Sandbbson  moved  the  confirmation  of  the  report  of  the  Pnblie 
Libraries  Committee  relative  to  the  establishment  of  branch  news 
rooms  in  the  city  [p.  323].  He  said  that  most  of  the  members  of 
the  Council  were  present  at  the  opening  of  the  Reference  Departr 
ment  of  the  Public  Library,  and  would  see  the  news  room  now 
open ;  and  when  they  remembered  that  upwards  of  ten  thonsand 
visits  were  paid  to  that  room  every  week,  they  would  not  charge  the 
Committee  with  having  shown  undue  haste  in  selecting  other  plaoei 
in  outlying  districts  as  branch  news-rooms.  The  School  Board  bad 
generously  assisted  the  Committee  by  placing  the  school  rooms  at 
Bnow  Street,  Byker,  and  Westmoreland  Eoad,  at  their  servioe.    The 
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farnisliiDg  would  not  cost  more  than  £25  each  room :  and  the 
annual  cost  would  be  about  £70.  They  would  be  able  by  means 
of  these  branch  news  rooms  to  promote  a  good  deal  of  useful  reading 
and  information  for  the  people  at  a  small  cost 

Mr.  J.  Barker  Ellis  seconded  the  motion. 

Mr.  Wm.  Smith  understood  the  Council  would  have  to  pay  the 
£70  a  year,  as  the  committee  had  no  funds  in  hand  to  meet  the 
cost 

Mr.  Richardson  :  It  must  come  out  of  the  Library  Rate. 

Mr.  W.  Smith  :  There  is  no  money  there  for  it  The  Council  is 
responsible  for  the  money. 

Mr.  Richardson  :  I  shall  vote  against  the  motion  if  that  is  the 
case. 

Mr.  Sanderson  :  The  understanding  is  that  the  money  comes 
out  of  the  Library  Rate. 

Mr.  Aid.  Stephenson:  I  think  we  had  better  not  start  the 
monetary  question  now,  but  simply  pass  the  report 

Mr.  Bibkstt  said  the  committee  had  done  well  in  providing 
a  central  library ;  and  the  populations  at  the  east  and  west  ends 
would  appreciate  branch  reading  rooms. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamond  said  there  could  not  be  any  objection  to  the 
formation  of  branch  reading  rooms.  The  Council  could  not  legally 
pay  out  of  Corporate  funds  the  cost  incurred.  The  Library  Rate 
realised  about  £2,b00  a  year,  and  he  suggested  that  the  com- 
mittee should  reduce  their  expenditure  on  the  purchase  of  books, 
and  so  be  able  to  spend  the  £70  a  year  on  the  branch  news- 
rooms. 

Mr.  Carse  said  he  agreed  with  what  Mr.  Aid.  Hamond  had  said. 
He  did  not  take  quite  so  gloomy  a  view  of  the  Library  Committee's 
funds  as  did  Mr.  W.  Smith.  He  thought  the  committee  would  be 
able  to  meet  the  expenditure  on  the  branch  news-roomf*.  They  had 
DOW  established  a  library,  and  in  the  future  they  would  not  be  so 
lavish  in  buying  books.

The  Mayor  :  The  qaestion  hefore  the  Conncil  is  as  to  the  accoracr 
of  the  minates. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamond  said  there  was  something  more  than  that 
The  minates  were  recorded,  and  when  signed  at  the  next  meeting  b^ 
the  Mayor  or  the  presiding  chairman,  they  became  valid  and 
prodncable  in  courts  of  law.  A  conncillor  had  a  right  to  ask  any 
question  arising  from  the  minates  before  those  minates  were  con- 
firmed, and,  with  due  respect  for  the  ruling  of  the  Mayor  and  Town 
Clerk,  he  apprehended  Mr.  Holmes  was  in  order  in  asking  a  qaestion 
that  arose  directly  upon  any  minute  that  had  been  read. 

Mr.  W.  Smith  was  about  to  ask  a  question  relating  to  the  site  of 
the  College  of  Hcience,  when 

The  Mayor  said  :  Before  proceeding  to  any  bcsiness  we  mast  deal 
with  the  minates.  Is  the  Council  satisfied  that  the  minutes  an 
correctly  entered  ? 

Mr.  Aid.  Greoson  :  I  move  that  the  minates  be  signed  as  correctly 
entered. 

The  motion  was  agreed  to. 

Mr.  Holmes  :  I  hold  this  qaestion  in  reserve. 

Mr.  Joseph  B.  Ellis  asked,  now  that  the  minates  were  signed, 
if  that  signing  would  debar  Mr.  Wm.  bmith  from  bringing  forward 
the  motion  which  he  had  upon  the  agenda. 

The  Mayor  :  No,  certainly  not. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamond  said  he  demurred  to  that  ruling.  The  minotes 
were  signed  and  were  now  law.  He  had  wished  Mr.  Holmei's 
qaestion  to  be  put  before  the  minutes  were  signed  and  became  law. 
Mr.  W.  Smith  could  not  propose  a  resolution  overthrowing  any 
resolution  come  to  at  the  last  meeting  nnless  he  gave  notice  to 
rescind  the  minute  which  had  been  signed  and  became  law  governing 
the  Corporation. 

Mr.  Holmes  :  I  have  given  notice  of  my  reservation. 

The  Mayor  :  Mr.  Aid.  Hamond's  interpretation  quite  coincides 
with  my  view.  It  is  competent  for  the  Council  to  rescind  a  resolo- 
tion,  but  nntil  a  resolution  is  passed  rescinding  it,  the  minote  mast 
stand  as  law. 

Mr.  W.  Smith  asked  if  he  would  be  in  order  in  proposing  the 
resolution  he  had  upon  the  agenda  relating  to  the  site  of  the 
Colleges. 

The  Mayor  :  The  Town  Clerk  advises  me  that  it  is  quite  com- 
petent for  Mr.  VT.  Smith  to  propose  his  resolution,  which  is  for 
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postpoDing   or  deferring  the  sealing    of  a  docnment  which  we 
determined  to  seal  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  Coancil. 

Mr.  Inglebew  :  Do  I  understand  that  it  has  heen  decided  that 
the  document  cannot  he  sealed  becaase  Mr.  W.  Smith  has  a  notice 
of  the  motion  npon  the  agenda  respecting  it  7 

The  Town  Glebk  :  What  I  advised  the  Mayor  is  that,  aHhoagh 
the  minutes  are  confirmed,  I  see  nothing  to  prevent  Mr.  W.  Smith 
proposing  his  motion ;  and  it  will  be  for  the  Coancil  to  saj  whether 
they  will  pass  it  or  not. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamokd  said  the  Coancil  at  the  last  meeting  ordered 
a  certain  document  to  be  sealed.  Had  the  document  not  been 
sealed?  Were  the  Council  to  be  set  at  defiance  to  let  Mr.  W. 
Smith  bring  forward  his  motion  ?  Such  a  coarse  was  unwarrantable, 
as  well  as  unprecedented  in  the  annals  of  municipal  life.  By  a  yery 
large  majority  it  was  decided  that  the  document  be  sealed ;  and 
were  they  now  to  be  told  that  the  document  at  this  moment  was 
unsealed,  in  spite  of  the  Council's  order  7  He  must  haye  an  answer 
to  this  question,  which  was  a  matter  affecting  the  honour  and 
dignity  of  the  Council. 

The  Mayor  said  that  after  the  last  meeting  of  the  Council  a  deputa- 
tion of  councillors  waited  upon  him,  and  stated  it  was  their  intention 
to  convene  a  special  meeting  of  the  Council,  at  which  to  reconsider  the 
question  of  the  College  site.  He  suggested  that  it  was  very  undesire- 
able  to  convene  a  special  meeting  in  the  middle  of  the  month,  as 
most  of  the  members  had  made  their  arrangements,  and  might  not 
be  able  to  attend  ;  and  he  took  upon  himself  the  responsibility  of 
allowing  the  question  to  remain  over  till  to-day.  If  the  Coancil 
did  not  see  any  reason  to  change  their  opinion  the  resolution  of  last 
month  would  stand,  and  be  carried  out  He  trusted  the  Council  would 
agree  with  him  that  a  special  meeting  for  any  purpose  of  this  kind, 
or  any  other  purpose  unless  the  matter  was  of  great  urgency,  would 
have  been  undesirable.  It  was  simply  with  a  view  of  considering 
the  convenience  of  the  Council  that  he  acquiseced  in  the  coarse  taken. 

Mr.  Browne  said  the  Council  of  the  College  of  Science  having 
seen  that  it  was  proposed  to  discuss  this  question  at  this  meeting, 
a  letter  had  been  written  to  the  Mayor  stating  that  they  were  quite 
willing  to  have  the  sealing  of  the  conveyance  stayed  till  the  Council 
re-discussed  the  subject. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamonb  :  May  I  ask  the  names  of  the  deputation  who 
waited  upon  the  Mayor  ?  ("  No,  no.")  I  have  a  right  to  have 
them.  The  honour  and  character  of  the  Council  are  concerned  in 
withholding  the  sealing  of  the  document,  and  I  have  a  right  to  know 
the  names.  Never  did  I  hear  of  such  a  thing  since  municipal 
corporations  have  had  existence. 

Mr.  Richardson  :  I  should  like  to  know  where  this  is  to  end. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamond  :  I  want  the  names  of  the  deputation  first, 
Mr.  Richardson. 
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Mr.  Aid.  Plttmicbb  :  Is  the  Mayor  boand  to  giye  them  ? 
Mr.  Aid.  Hamond  :  He  is  bound  to  give  them.     In  his  capadtj 
as  chairman  of  this  Ooancil  he  is  bound  to  giye  theoL 

Mr.  Aid.  Plummeb  :  I  do  not  think  the  Mayor  is  bonnd  to  giie 
the  names. 

Mr.  Joseph  B.  Ellis  asked  whether  Mr.  W.  Smith's  notice  oo 
the  agenda  respecting  this  matter  conld  take  precedence  of  everj- 
thing  else  if  Mr.  Smith  moved  the  sospension  of  the  staoding 
orders. 

Mr.  BioHABDSON :  Mr.  Aid.  Hamond  is  waiting  for  the  answer  to 
his  question. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamond  :  It  is  our  right  and  privilege  to  have  the 
names  of  the  deputation  who  waited  upon  the  Mayor. 

The  Mayor:  There  need  be  no  hesitation.  Mr.  Temple,  Mr. 
Toul],  and  Mr.  W.  Smith,  waited  upon  me,  and  they  gave  me  the 
names  of  several  other  gentlemen  who  would  sign  the  requisition  if 
necessary. 

Mr.  Aid.  Gail  :  I  should  have  signed  it  for  one. 

Mr.  Aid.  Grbgsok  :  And  I  should  have. 

Mr.  TouLL  :  I  justify  myself  by  what  I  stated  at  the  list 
meeting-^that  I  would  put  every  spoke  I  could  in  the  wheel  U> 
prevent  the  building  being  put  upon  the  Bath  Road  site. 

Mr.  Tbmplh  said  the  Council  were  told  by  Mr.  Aid.  Hamond 
some  months  ago  that  the  question  of  the  site  of  the  College  would 
not  be  forced  on,  and  yet  at  the  last  meeting  the  sealing  of  the 
conveyance  was  proposed. 

Mr.  Inqlbdew:  I  disclaim  that  the  gentlemen  named  by  the 
Major  were  a  deputation  from  the  Council. 

Mr.  Aid.  Uamond:  It  was  a  deputation  of  the  minority  who 
voted  against  the  sealing. 

The  Mayor:  We  are  somewhat  irregular.  We  are  dibcassing 
business  not  before  the  Council. 

Mr.  W.  Smith  :  I  move  the  suspension  of  the  standing  orders  in 
order  that  I  may  propose  the  resolution  I  have  upon  the  agenda. 

Mr.  Joseph  B.  Ellis  seconded  the  motion. 

The  Council  voted  as  follows  : —

DxoLQiSD  TO  YoTB.--Goanci]lor  Soholefield— 1. 
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The  motion  was  carried,  and  the  standing  orders  saspended. 

Mr.  Wm.  Smith  moved  the  following  resolution  : — '*  That  the 
contract  with  the  College  of  Physical  Science  for  the  sale  to  it  of  a 
piece  of  land  belonging  to  the  Hospital  of  St.  Mary  Magdalene, 
situate  in  Bath  Boad,  agreed  to  be  sealed  at  the  last  meeting  of  the 
Council,  be  deferred,  and  that  the  Finance  Committee  be  instructed 
in  the  meantime  to  confer  with  the  authorities  of  the  Colleges  of 
Physical  Science  and  of  Medicine  with  a  view  to  a  more  suitable 
site  being  obtained,  and  to  report  to  the  Council  as  to  the  same." 
He  said  that  if  the  Council  would,  free  from  passion  and  prejudice, 
consider  this  question,  they  would  perhaps  come  to  the  conclusion 
that  the  position  he  was  taking  was  a  right  one.  At  the  September 
meeting  great  pressure  was  put  upon  members  to  vote  for  the 
sealing  of  the  conveyance,  because  Mr.  Spence  Watson  had  recom- 
mended that  the  arrangement  should  at  once  be  carried  out  After 
the  last  meeting  he  had  a  conversation  with  Mr.  Watson  and  others 
connected  with  the  College  of  Science,  and  found  there  was  not  the 
strong  feeling  in  favour  of  the  Bath  Road  site  that  bad  been  repre- 
sented. Mr.  Watson  did  not  object  to  the  Bath  Road  site ;  if 
they  could  not  get  a  better  one  the  College  would  take  it  ;  they 
preferred  another  site  ;  but  they  vvished  to  have  the  matter  settled. 
The  selection  of  the  Bath  Road  site,  if  the  Council  looked  a  little 
a-head,  would  not  confer  much  honour  upon  the  members  of  the 
Coancil  who  voted  for  it.  Bath  Road  was  a  back  road  leading  to 
nowhere.  He  knew  of  about  ten  gentlemen  who  would  have 
signed  a  requisition  for  the  holding  of  a  special  meeting  of  the 
Council  to  reconsider  this  subject,  and  he  explained  this  to  the 
Mayor,  and  the  Council  had  heard  the  explanation  given  by  the 
Mayor  with  respect  to  what  had  heen  done.  In  the  interests  of  the 
town  the  College  should  be  similar  to  Owen's  College  at  Manchester, 
and  be  worthy  of  the  district.  Newcastle  was  the  centre  of  a  great 
industrial  district,  and  at  the  College,  beside  the  teaching  of  the 
higher  branches  of  education,  there  should  be  instruction  given  in  con- 
nection with  the  great  industrial  interests — mining,  engineering,  and 
shipbuilding,  and  also  agriculture.  Newcastle  had  become  a  great 
centre  in  the  district.  In  the  last  few  years  Newcastle  had  become 
less  a  retail  and  shopdealing  place^  and  had  become  more  a  centre 
for  wholesale  distribution.  It  was  the  duty  of  the  Council,  in  the 
interest  of  those  who  would  follow  them,  to  provide  a  suitable  site 
for  the  Colleges.  In  discussing  the  matter  with  the  Town  Clerk  he 
was  told  that  the  Bull  Park  was  out  of  the  question  at  present, 
inasmuch  as,  to  get  that  site,  an  act  of  Parliament  would  be  re- 
quired, and  possibly  the  consent  of  the  freemen.  The  Town  Cleik 
did  not  bind  himself  to  that  opinion,  but  at  any  rate  there  would  be 
great  delay  in  getting  the  Bull  Park  site,  and  perhaps  it  would 
arouse  great  feeling.  The  Pinfold  site  was  at  the  north  entrance  to 
the  town,  and  there  was  land  behind,  which  would  be  a  site  worthy 
of  the  Colleges  and  of  the  town.  He  now  wished  the  Council  to 
reconsider  their  resolution  respecting  the  site.      There  was  no 
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intention  on  bis  part  to  break  faitb  witb  tbe  College  antboriiies,  wbo 
were  willing  tbat  tbe  sabject  sboald  be  reconsidered. 

Tbe  Town  Olerk  read  the  following  letter:— 

Darbam  College  of  Science,  Newcastle-iipon-Tyne,  Oct.  let,  1884. 
To  the  Worshipful  the  Mayor  of  NewceLttle-upon-Tyne. 
Sir, — As  we  observe  from  the  papers  that  several  members  of  the  Town 
Coiinoil  have  expressed  a  wish  that  tbe  College  should  be  placed  on  another 
site  than  that  which  has  now  been  selected,  and  that  the  Pinfold  site  is 
viewed  with  favour  by  many  persons,  we  beg  to  state  that,  while  perfectly 
willing  and  desirous  to  carry  out  our  part  of  the  contract  With  tbe  Cooncii, 
we  are  also  ready  to  consider  any  offer  of  the  Pinfold  site,  if  it  osn  be  pro- 
cured for  us  on  terms  of  a  more  favourable  character  than  those  now  offered 
for  the  Cricket  Field  site.  We  would  respectfully  suggest  that  under  our  pre- 
sent circumstances  an  early  settlement  of  the  question,  in  some  way,  is  of  vital 
importance  to  the  College.

Mr.  Browne  said  be  bad  great  pleasure  in  seconding  tbe  resola- 
tion,  and  be  took  upon  bimseif  to  do  tbis,  because  be  wisbed  it  to  be 
seen  tbat  tbere  was  no  question  wbatever  of  a  breacb  of  faitb  or  any- 
tbing  else.  Botb  tbe  parties  to  tbe  transaction  seemed  at  tbe  Itst 
moment  to  wish  to  panse,  and  reconsider  tbe  question ;  and  there 
was  no  impropriety  or  injustice  in  doing  so.  Tbere  was  a  vast  amonnt 
,  of  misapprehension  and  wrong  feeling  as  to  tbe  College  of  Science. 
Some  years  ago  tbe  College  was  formed  because  it  was  felt  tbat  the 
trade  of  tbe  district  absolutely  demanded  more  means  of  giving 
technical  education,  and  higher  scientific  education  then  tbe  district 
then  possessed.  Almost  all  great  centres  of  trades  bad  snch 
colleges  ;  and  the  feeling  in  this  district  was,  tbat  without  soch  s 
college,  no  district  could  continue  to  occupy  the  position  it  ought  to 
bold  in  tbe  scientific  and  manufacturing  world.  The  trade  of  New- 
castle had  been  able  to  go  on  and  increase ;  but  the  competition  they 
had  to  face  was  of  the  severest  kind,  not  so  much  with  other  places 
in  England  as  with  foreign  countries.  In  foreign  countries  tbe 
means  for  educating  everybody  from  tbe  wealthiest  down  to  the 
humblest  were,  as  a  rule,  greater  than  in  England.  Englishmen, 
it  was  true,  were  men  of  greater  force  and  character,  but  that 
was  not  sufficient  He  did  not  believe  there  was  one  man  engaged 
in  manufacturing  trades  in  Newcastle  wbo  would  not  endorse  wbst 
be  said — that  keeping  scientific  training  to  the  front  was  the  only 
means  of  maintaining  the  position  of  the  town  and  district  They 
wanted  to  have  their  capitalists  and  their  sons,  and  tbe  workmen  aod 
their  sons  better  trained,  and  more  scientifically  trained,  than  they 
were.  In  Newcastle  there  was  an  admirable  College  of  Medicine 
which  turned  out  a  great  number  of  young  men,  many  of  whom 
were  of  tbe  greatest  value  in  our  own  and  other  districts.  There  was 
a  School  of  Art  which  might  be  more  developed.  The  Gbvenora  or 
Council  of  the  College  of  Science  were  not  a  proprietary  body,  bnt 
were  so  many  men  elected  from  the  subscribers ;  and  it  was  because 
they  wisbed  to  have  tbe  question  of  the  site  settled  that  they  had 
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pushed  this  matter  forward.  The  College  occupied  temporary 
buildings,  which  were  almost  crowded  out ;  and  a  better  education 
could  be  given  if  there  was  more  room.  The  College  was  limited  as 
to  funds ;  and  when  they  had  to  fix  upon  a  site  the  question  was 
which  was  the  best  site,  and  which  could  they  afford  to  buy  ;  and 
they  decided  to  go  to  the  Cricket  Field.  If  the  Corporation  could 
get  the  College  a  better  site  than  the  one  in  Bath  Road,  it  would  be 
well  to  consider  it 

Mr.  Holmes  said  he  rose  with  very  great  pleasure  to  support  Mr. 
Bmith's  resolution  ;  and  he  did  so  for  two  reasons.  First,  that  being 
from  home  when  the  September  meeting  was  held,  he  was  astonished 
to  find  that  so  important  a  question  as  the  sealing  of  the  conveyance 
of  the  Bath  Road  site  was  brought  forward  without  the  proper 
month's  notice  being  placed  upon  the  agenda  ;  and  secondly,  at  a 
previous  meeting  of  the  Council,  when  he  asked  whether  the  Council, 
in  adopting  the  report  respecting  the  student's  memorial,  were  com- 
mitted to  the  Cricket  Field  site,  he  was  assured  and  reassured  most 
emphatically  that  it  did  not  in  any  way  commit  the  Council  to  that 
site.  The  next  intimation  that  he  had  was  that  the  sealing  of  the 
conveyance  of  this  very  Bath  Road  site  was  going  to  be  brought 
forward  at  the  September  meeting.  He  wrote  to  the  Town  Clerk 
at  once,  pointing  out  that  this  was  being  done  in  contravention  of 
tbe  assurances  given  to  him  (Mr.  Holmes)  at  the  last  meeting  of  the 
Council,  suddenly  and  unawares,  pointing  out  that  he  and  many 
other  members  were  from  home  on  their  holidays,  and  could  not 
therefore  possibly  attend  the  Council  meeting  to  object  to  such  a 
proceeding,  brought  before  the  Council  as  it  was  without  a  due 
amount  of  notice.  On  reading  the  newspapers  afterwards,  however, 
he  found  that  the  matter  had  not  only  been  before  the  Council,  but 
that  the  sealing  of  the  agreement  had  been  carried.  Mr.  Temple,  at 
the  September  meeting,  seeing  this  irregularity,  quoted  the  question 
which  he  (Mr.  Holmes)  had  at  the  previous  meeting  asked,  and  the 
answer  given,  assuring  them  that  the  Council  were  not  in  any  way 
whatever  committed  to  the  Bath  Road  site.  Ten  or  twelve  mem- 
bers were,  as  already  said,  not  present  at  that  meeting,  and  were 
thus  deprived  of  the  opportunity  of  discussing  and  voting  upon  the 
question,  because  of  the  insufficiency  and  suddenness  of  tbe  notice. 

The  Mayor  :  I  must  correct  you.  On  the  agenda  of  the  Septem- 
ber meeting  it  was  stated  that  the  conveyance  would  come  up  for 
sealing. 

Mr.  Holmes  :  Yes,  I  say  that  notice  was  given  on  that  agenda  for 
the  first  time.  He  now  came  to  the  most  important  question — the 
site  for  the  College.  He  did  not  know  a  more  important  question 
than  the  fixing  of  a  site  for  a  college  or  public  building.  He  did 
not  know  any  question  upon  which  the  decisions  of  the  Council  had 
in  the  past  been  more  erratic  than  that  of  such  sites.  They  would 
all  remember  that  the  Council  even  once  decided  to  put  the  Free 
Library  over  the  Vegetable  Market  in  Clayton  Street ;  and  he  need 
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not  say  if  that  had  not  been  afterwards  by  a  great  effort  npset,  it  would 
have  been  a  terrible  fiasco.  He  merely  gave  that  as  a  reoent 
instance.  He  could  not  understand  how  gentlemen  like  Mr. 
Richardson  and  others  could  oppose  a  better  site  for  the  College  or 
College?  than  that  at  the  Cricket  Field  when  there  was  the  chance 
of  obtainiug  a  m  nch  better  site.  Gentlemen  appeared  to  him  to  be  trying 
to  force  upon  the  Council  and  the  College  a  site  that  was  admittedly 
a  bad  one— one  so  admitted  in  the  Council,  and  out  of  the  Conndlf 
and  by  men  like  Mr.  E.  M.  Bainbridge,  Mr.  L  Lowthian  Bell,  ind 
others,  to  be  a  bad  one ;  and  he  could  not  understand  how  Mr. 
Bichardson  and  his  friends  could  possibly  stick  to  it  The  Council 
should  look  fifty  or  even  one  hundred  years  ahead  in  matters  of  this 
kind,  and  endeavour  to  get  for  these  Colleges  the  best  site  available, 
and  not  the  very  worst.  He,  therefore,  hoped  the  Council  woold 
postpone,  as  proposed,  the  sealing  of  the  conveyance,  and  give  theee 
important  educational  institutions  the  chance  or  offer  of  the  very 
best  site  procurable. 

Mr.  Richardson  said  he  was  not  present  to  defend  any  action  of 
his  own  on  this  question,  because  it  needed  no  defence ;  but  he 
wished  to  defend  the  consistency  and  honour  of  the  Council.  He 
had  never  advocated  the  Cricket  Field  site  for  the  Colleges,  except 
as  against  the  Bull  Park  site.  He  had  opposed  the  Bnll  Park 
or  any  other  portion  of  the  Town  Moor  being  appropriated  for  thii 
purpose ;  but  never  once  had  he  advocated  the  Cricket  Field  site  on 
abstract  grounds  Mr.  I.  L.  Bell  some  time  ago  had  an  int3rview 
with  him,  and  Mr.  Browne  was  present  Mr.  Bell  asked  what  was 
his  (Mr.  Richardson)  objection  to  tbe  Bull  Park  site,  and  he  told 
him,  and  Mr.  Bell  said  "  I  perfectly  appreciate  your  ground  of 
opposition."  Mr.  Bell  asked  '<  will  you  suggest  any  other  sites f" 
He  (Mr.  Richardson)  replied  '^  if  you  do  not  like  the  Cricket  Field 
site,  why  do  not  you  negotiate  for  the  Singleton  House  site  in 
Northumberland  Street,  the  most  magnificent  site  in  the  town) 
there  is  also  the  site  behind  Windsor  Terrace,  the  Pinfold  site ;  and 
if  you  are  not  satisfied  with  that,  there  is  a  still  more  open  site  of 
about  eight  acres  of  land — the  Cricket  Field — lying  between 
Abbotsford  Terrace  and  the  Orphanage." 

Mr.  Holmes  :  We  did  not  know  about  this.     This  was  all  private. 

Mr.  RioHABDsON  :  The  interested  parties  knew ;  the  College 
authorities  knew. 

Mr.  Bbownb  :  I  confirm  what  Mr.  Richardson  has  said ;  and  I 
cannot  understand  how  he  is  objecting  to  the  same  site  as  he 
suggested  to  us. 

Mr.  Richardson  said  he  had  listened  with  great  pleasure  to  Mr. 
Browne's  speech  as  to  the  necessity  of  the  College ;  but  it^  after 
all,  was  old  stuff  re-hashed  up.  There  was  not  a  member  of  tbe 
Council  who  was  not  convinced  of  the  necessity  of  the  College ;  and 
all  were  anxious  to  give  the  College  the  best  site  in  the  city,  taking 
care  of  other  interests,  and  having  respect  tu  other  engagements. 
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Mr.  W.  Smith  had  made  a  speech  which  he  should  hare  made 
twelve  months  ago.  In  December  last  this  question  was  thoroaghlj 
discussed,  and  by  86  votes  to  16,  it  was  determined  that  the  Colleges 
could  not  have  the  Bull  Park  site,  and  an  alternative  site  was  offered 
on  the  Cricket  Field.  Then  came  an  answer  from  the  College  of 
Science  accepting  the  offer  of  the  Cricket  Field  site  without  the 
slightest  reservation,  and  with  thanks  to  the  Council ;  and  the 
result  was  that  the  Town  Clerk  went  into  the  legal  matter,  and  the 
conveyance  was  presented  to  the  Council  for  sealing  at  the  last 
meeting.  There  were  certain  little  references  to  the  Prince  of 
Wales's  visit,  and  certain  congratulations  upon  the  ecitU  of  the 
occasion,  in  which  he  joined.  Then  Mr.  Aid.  Young,  having  a 
notice  at  the  end  of  the  agenda,  was  allowed  to  propose  his  resolu- 
tion, and  it  was  agreed  to  without  discussion  ;  and  then  the 
conveyance  came  up  for  sealing,  and,  after  a  long  discussion,  the 
Council  determined  by  26  votes  to  15  that  it  should  be  sealed.  He 
maintained  that  the  conveyance  should  have  been  sealed.  The 
Mayor  had  acted  beyond  his  power  in  not  sealing  the  document,  and 
had  made  himself  not  the  channel  of  carrying  out  the  wishes  and 
behests  of  the  majority  of  the  Council,  but  the  instrument  of  an 
insignificant  minority  of  the  Council  (cries  of  '*  No,  no)."  The 
Council  had  willed  that  they  should  retrace  their  steps,  and  recon- 
sider the  question.  He  had  no  objection  to  their  doing  so,  but  he 
wished  to  defend  the  previous  action  of  the  Council.  The  Council 
of  the  College  of  Science  in  their  annual  report  presented  in  1883 
stated  : — "  Seeing  the  difficulties  which  would  have  to  be  encountered 
before  a  suitable  portion  of  land  could  be  sold  to  us  on  the  Bull 
Park  site,  the  Schools  and  Charities  Commissioners  have  kindly 
promised  their  sanction  to  the  allotment  of  a  portion  of  the  Cricket 
Field,  advantageously  situated  for  the  purpose,  at  a  price  which 
may  be  considered  as  highly  advantageous  to  the  Colleges.  This, 
without  debarring  us  from  continuing  our  negotiations  for  what 
may  be  with  reason  considered  as  the  better  site  at  the  Bull  Park, 
assures  us  of  a  situation  which,  although  it  may  be  second  to  the 
Bull  Park  site,  yet  may  nevertheless,  under  the  circumstances,  be 
advantageous  in  the  long  run  to  the  interests  of  the  College."  He 
next  quoted  the  letter  from  Messrs.  Watson  and  Dendy,  read  at  the 
Septembermeeting,  and  asked  what  could  the  Council  do  last  month 
hut  agree  to  seal  the  couveyande.  Now  the  venue  was  changed 
again,  and  they  wanted  to  go  to  the  Pinfold  site.  It  so  happened 
that  between  the  December  meeting  and  the  last  meeting  the 
Schools  and  Charities  Committee,  at  the  instance  of  Mr.  Aid. 
Hamond,  authorized  the  Town  Clerk  and  Mr.  Aid.  Angus  to  go  to 
the  authorities  of  the  colleges,  and  offer  them,  if  they  liked,  the 
Pinfold  site,  and  the  authorities  declined  that  offer.  Who  were 
consistent  on  this  occasion — the  College  of  Science  or  the  Council  t 
He  had  never  objected  to  the  Pinfold  site.  It  was  one  of  the  sites 
he  originally  pointed  out  to  Mr.  Bell.  It  was  evident  from  Mr. 
Smith's  remarks  to-day  that  the  Council  were  to  give  the  Pinfold  site. 
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Mr.  W.  Smith  :  That  is  not  mj  resolation. 

Mr.  RiCHARDSOM  :  Mr.  Smith  alladed  to  the  Gonncil  granting  the 
Colleges  a  site.  The  Council  were  asked — this  was  the  meaning  of 
the  resolntion — ^to  grant  the  Colleges  a  site  free  of  cost.  Mr.  Browne 
had  told  them  to-day  that  althongh  the  College  aathorities  were  not 
dissatisfied  with  the  Cricket  Field  site  they  would  accept  the  Pinfold 
site  if  they  could  get  it  on  easier  terms,  and  he  (Mr.  Richardson) 
took  it  they  expected  to  get  it  for  nothing.  The  Pinfold  site  vaa 
valuable,  part  was  worth  one  guinea  a  yard,  and  the  front  part  at 
least  two  guineas  a  yard.  (*'  No,  na'*)  Would  the  Lords  of  the 
Treasury  ever  consent  to  the  Corporation  conveying  away  pnblic 
property  for  nothing  at  all  for  colleges  which  it  was  patent  to  erery 
one  were  for  class  purposes  9    ('^  No,  no.") 

Mr.  YoULL :  It  has  been  done  in  regard  to  the  Cricket  Field  site. 

Mr.  Richardson  :  The  Charity  Commissioners  were  applied  to 
as  to  the  Cricket  Field  site,  and  those  gentlemen,  as  a  rule^  did 
yield  when  asked  for  a  site  for  educational  purposes.  The  Coandl 
had  been  consistent,  and  it  rested  upon  certain  members  of  the  Gonncil 
and  the  College  authorities  if  the  agreement  was  not  carried  oni 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamond  said  that  having  taken  a  somewhat  similar 
course  to  Mr.  Richardson,  he  felt  it  his  duty  to  say  a  few  words 
upon  this  occasion.  When  the  Council  of  the  College  of  Science 
had  made  up  their  mind  as  to  a  site,  a  minority  in  this  Council 
seemed  determined  that  no  action  should  take  place,  unless  it  wu 
in  perfect  accordance  with  their  own  views  and  sentiments.  That 
minority  had,  in  an  extraordinary  and  unheard  of  manner,  porsned 
a  course  totally  unwarranted.  He  had  always  been  told  it  was  the 
duty  of  a  minority  to  yield  loyally  to  the  wishes  decidedly  expressed 
by  a  majority.  He  exceedingly  regretted  that  the  Mayor  shonld— 
he  would  use  the  mildest  form — on  the  impulse  of  the  moment 
have  acted  with  indiscretion,  and  done  a  thing  to  lessen  the  valae 
of  his  authority,  in  not  doing  what  the  Council  directed  him  to  da 
It  would  have  been  better  if  the  Mayor  had  acted  up  to  the  decision 
of  the  Council,  and  sealed  the  document ;  and  it  would  have  bees 
easy  for  the  Council,  if  further  arrangements  had  been  decided  npoo, 
to  have  reconsidered,  and  annulled  the  resolution  of  last  meeting. 
He  cordially  adopted  the  sentiments  of  Mr.  Richardson — that,  as 
long  as  he  held  a  position  in  the  Council  he  would  use  every  deter- 
mination and  energy  to  prevent  any  college,  be  it  called  the  Albert 
Edward  College,  or  any  other  name,  being  built  upon  the  Boll 
Park.  The  Council  were  trustees  for  the  public  at  large,  and  tbej 
should  not  neglect  the  duties  thrown  upon  them.  He  thoughts 
trusteeship  one  of  the  most  solemn  dutit  s  one  person  could  perform 
for  others ;  and  if  the  Council  thought  more  of  their  trusteeship, 
affairs  would  be  conducted  oftener  in  the  best  interests  of  ibe  pablia 
He  would  resist  to  the  utmost  o£  his  power  the  appropriation 
of  the  Bull  Park  for  any  purpose  whatever.  This  led  bim 
to  make  a  remark  which  would  be  quite  in  order.     He  would 
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oot  condescend  to  answer  scribblers  in  newspapers  from  time  to 
time,  bnt  wonld  come  to  the  Gonncil  at  the  proper  time  to 
defend  his  actions.  A  letter  signed  <<  0.  H.  Yoang "  had 
been  published,  and  it  was  fall  of  inconsistencies  and  untraths  as 
regarded  himself.  (<<  No,  no/'  and  *<  order.")  The  writer  of  the  letter 
aocnsed  him  of  having  changed  his  line  of  tactics  with  respect  to  the 
Bull  Park.  He  had  nut  changed.  When  the  Council,  year  after 
year,  took  no  action  to  enclose  the  35  acres  on  the  Moor  for  a 
recreation  ground,  and  when  he  saw  there  wa9  little  chance  of  the 
Council  availing  themselves  of  the  offer  of  the  freeocen  in  regard  to 
that  35  acres  on  the  Moor,  Mr.  Young  waited  upon  him,  and  having 
Physical  College  on  the  brain,  asked  his  opinion  about  the  Bull 
Park  site  for  the  College,  He  replied  to  Mr.  Young,  ''the 
Corporation  do  not  seem  disposed  to  take  the  35  acres  on  the  Moor ; 
let  the  College  authorities  get  an  act  of  Parliament  to  take  five  or 
ten  acres,  and  give  the  remaining  portion  back  to  the  freemen,  as 
the  Corporation  do  not  seem  to  require  it.*'  But  when  the  Council, 
in  the  public  interest,  thought  fit  to  enclose  that  ground,  the 
Council  became  trustees  of  it  for  the  public,  to  use  it  as  a  public 
recreation  groand ;  and  it  would  then  have  ill-become  the  Council  to 
despoil  the  people  of  any  ground  given  for  their  recreation.  The 
whole  of  the  public  could  enjoy  the  ground  as  a  recreation  ground, 
whilst  a  limited  number  could  enjpy  the  benefits  of  the  College. 
While  he  opposed  the  giving  of  any  portion  of  the  Bull  Park  or 
Moor  as  a  pite  for  a  college,  he  had  not  set  himself  against  any 
other  site.  He  had  stated  in  the  Schools  and  Charities  Committee 
that  Singleton  House  and  the  two  acres  of  land  behind  it  was  the 
best  site ;  but  the  person  who  had  College  of  Science  on  the  brain  had 
also  conceived  the  idea  of  having  a  town  hall  built  on  the  Singleton 
House  site,  and  there  had  been  a  proposal  that  the  Corporation 
should  buy  that  site  for  £14,000,  and  so  get  it  out  of  the  way.  His 
advice  to  the  authorities  of  the  Colleges  of  Science  and  Medicine 
was  to  test  the  sincerity  of  the  Council,  and  of  those  who  said  there 
ought  to  be  a  magnificent  establishment  like  Owen's  College  at 
Manchester,  by  asking  at  once  for  Singleton  House  and  the  land 
adjoining  it.  No  one  could  dispute  that  it  was  the  finest  site  that 
could  be  got,  and  on  it  could  be  erected  a  noble  building 
worthy  of  the  town  and  themselves.  The  Singleton  House 
property  was  under  the  same  tenure  as  the  Cricket  field, 
and  belonged  to  the  St.  Mary  Magdalene  Hospital,  and  was 
under  the  control  of  the  Charity  Commissioners.  He  had  no 
doubt  if  the  matter  was  laid  before  the  Commissioners  they  would 
red  nee  the  price  to  10s.  a  yard,  the  same  as  was  to  be  paid  for  the 
Cricket  Field  site.  He  would  give  his  support  to  this  proposal  if 
the  two  Colleges  were  united,  under  certain  conditions  to  be  laid 
down  for  the  benefit  of  the  public  at  large.  It  should  not  be  made 
a  class  college ;  the  poor  as  well  as  the  better  classes  must  partici- 
pate in  the  benefits.  The  Pinfold  was  one  of  the  seven  pieces  of 
ground  the  Council  took  power  under  the  Act  of  1882  to  purchase 
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from  the  Freemen ;  bat  it  had  a  narrow  frontage  compared  with 
the  Singleton  House  site.  In  connection  with  the  Pinfold  site  there 
wonld  be  two  parties  to  deal  with — the  Corporation  and  the  Magds- 
]ene  Hospital ;  and  he  had  no  donbt  the  Stewards'  Committee  of 
the  Freemen  woald  be  glad  to  do  their  best  to  promote  the  interests 
of  the  Colleges,  fiat  the  Lords  of  the  Treasary  were  different  people 
to  deal  with  compared  with  the  Charity  Commissioners.  Whilst 
the  Charity  Commissioners  might  grant  fa?oarable  terms,  the  Lords 
of  the  Treasary  might  and  woald  demar  to  alienate  any  freehold 
from  the  Corporation.  The  Lords  of  the  Treasary  might  be  willing 
to  grant  a  long  lease  of  the  Corporation  land  to  the  Colleges  on 
favoarable  terms  ;  bat  he  did  not  know  whether  that  would  be 
suitable  to  the  Colleges.  The  Town  Clerk  and  Mr.  Aid.  Angus 
waited  upon  the  authorities  of  the  College  of  Science  with  respect  to 
the  Pinfold  site,  and  the  authorities  said,  "  We  don't  require  it;" 
and  at  their  request  the  Council  agreed  to  seal  the  con?eyance  of 
the  Bath  Road  site.  The  Finance  Committee  should  be  instructed 
to  confer  with  the  authorities  of  the  two  Colleges  with  regard  to  a 
site  for  the  united  Colleges.  He  did  not  believe  they  would  ever 
succeed  in  getting  the  Colleges  to  unite ;  but  he  might  be  wrong 
on  this.  He  would  be  glad  if  the  Finance  Committee  joined  the 
Schools  and  Charities  Committee  in  communicating  with  the  Charity 
Commissioners  to  obtain  the  Singleton  House  and  grounds  as  a  site 
for  the  Colleges. 

Mr.  Aid.  Cail  thought  that,  now  the  <<  washing  day  "  was  over, 
the  Council  could  proceed  to  a  reasonable  and  calm  discussion  of  this 
very  important  subject  No  person  could  deny  the  immense  im- 
portance these  Colleges  would  be  to  the  district,  and  he  was  quite 
satisfied  that  the  Council  would  soon  find  they  had  made  a  mistake 
if  they  did  not  provide  the  best  possible  site  for  the  Colleges.  If  the 
motion  was  adopted  it  would  allow  time  for  all  asperities  to  be 
calmed  down,  so  that  the  question  could  be  carefully  considered. 
He  hoped  those  whose  feelings  had  perhaps  been  rather  hurt  by 
statements  made  on  one  side  or  the  other  would  bury  the  hatchet 
and  join  for  the  public  good. 

Mr.  Carse  said  he  did  not  intend  to  vote  for  Mr.  8mith*B  motion. 
He  agreed  with  nearly  all  that  Mr.  Aid.  Hamond  and  Mr.  Richard- 
son had  said.  For  the  last  three  or  four  years  the  College  of  Science 
had  been  kept  back  from  getting  a  building  simply  in  consequence 
of  the  action  of  members  of  this  Council.  However  desiroas  they 
were  to  help  the  College  of  Science,  there  was  no  donbt  the  Coll^ 
had  been  hampered  to  a  great  degree  by  its  friends  in  this  Council. 
The  College  authorities  made  a  definite  offer  to  take  a  certain  site  at 
a  certain  price,  and  the  Council  agreed  to  the  offer,  and  ai  the  list 
meeting  ordered  the  conveyance  to  be  sealed.  The  Council  room 
was  hardly  cold  before  the  meddling  and  muddling  party  took  steps 
to  stop  action.  If  Mr.  Smith's  resolution  was  carried  it  would  delay 
the  action  of  the  College  of  Science.     The  Coancil  had  nothing  to 
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do  with  the  uniting  of  the  two  Colleges.  They  anderstood  that  the 
two  Colleges  came  to  terms,  and  now  they  had  parted  again.  It 
might  be  months  or  years  before  they  conld  get  the  two  Colleges  to 
act  together,  and  the  delay  would  injure  the  position  of  the  College 
of  Science.  He  understood  that  the  College  of  Science  was  per- 
fectly willing  to  go  on  viith  the  arrangement  come  to  at  the  last 
meeting.  He  had  heard  some  gentlemen  say  the  Cricket  Field  site 
was  in  a  back  street.  It  was  an  open  site  in  a  street  which  would 
lead  to  Shieldfield,  and  probably  would  become  one  of  the  hand- 
somest streets  in  time.  There  were  already  built  on  the  Cricket 
Field  Allan's  Endowed  Schools  and  the  Congregational  Church. 
The  passing  of  Mr.  Smith's  motion  would  do  harm,  and  he  would 
oppose  it  in  the  interests  of  the  College  of  Science. 

Mr.  YoDLL  said  that,  whatever  temporary  harm  might  be  done  to 
the  two  Colleges  by  the  delay,  he  intended  to  support  Mr.  W. 
Smith's  motion,  because  he  believed  the  temporary  harm  would  be 
less  than  the  permanent  injury  which  would  arise  to  future  genera- 
tions if  the  Colleges  were  built  on  the  Bath  Road  site.  The  Council 
had  had  a  long  and  angry  discussion  upon  this  subject,  and  Mr. 
Aid.  Cail  had  appealed  to  them  to  come  back  to  their  ordinary 
common  sense,  and  endeavour  to  arrive  at  a  right  decision.  He  did 
not  know  who  was  entitled  to  the  credit  of  having  first  suggested 
the  Pinfold  site.  The  Council  were  assured  some  months  ago  that 
the  Bath  Read  site  would  not  be  definitely  decided  upon  until  after 
a  report  respecting  the  Pinfold  site  was  presented.  Mr.  Richardson 
claimed  to  be^  the  first  to  suggest  to  Mr.  Bell  and  Mr.  Browne  the 
three  sites  which  had  been  named,  and  Mr.  Aid.  Hamond  also 
claimed  to  be  the  first  to  suggest  the  Pinfold  site. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamond:  I  did  not  claim  to  be  the  first  to  suggest  it 
I  said  I  mentioned  it  to  the  committee. 

Mr.  Richardson  :  I  did  not  say  I  was  the  first 

Mr.  YouLL  would  give  them  both  credit  for  their  intentions,  and 
hoped  they  would  succeed  in  getting  a  new  site  fixed  upon.  He 
did  not  know  when  the  Pinfold  site  was  first  suggested,  tinder  the 
Town  Improvement  Act  of  1882  the  Council  took  power  to  deal  with 
the  Pinfold  and  other  pieces  of  ground  in  front  of  Fenham  Terrace, 
and  also  at  Spital  Tongues,  which  had  been  sold  to  Mr.  Clayton. 
The  Pinfold  proper  was  part  of  the  Town  Moor.  Immediately  behind 
the  Pinfold  was  land  belonging  to  the  Corporation  of  Newcastle. 
Immediately  behind  the  line  of  the  Moor  coming  towards  the  town, 
was  the  front  of  the  houses  in  Fenham  Terrace,  and  to  the  north- 
ward the  front  of  the  honses  commonly  called  '*  Councillors'  Row." 
Between  these  two  points  was  the  Pinfold.  The  Council  had  a  bye- 
law  prohibiting  the  erection  of  buildings  except  in  the  line  of  the 
8treet;  so  that  under  the  bye-laws  not  a  single  brick  could  be  put 
upon  the  Pinfold  site  for  any  purpose  whatever.  What,  therefore, 
was  the  value  of  the  Pinfold  site  ?  It  was  worth  the  ordinary  price 
of  garden  ground,  from  28.  6d.  to  Ss.  per  square  yard.     That  was 
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the  maximam  Talne  of  the  Pinfold  site  ;  and  yet  the  Ooancil  were 
told  that  it  was  worth  two  gaineas  a  square  yard.  He  hoped 
they  would  adopt  Mr.  Smith's  motion  in  order  that  Mr.  Aid  Gairs 
appeal  might  be  carried  ont — that  the  Coancil  might  qaiet  down, 
and  be  in  a  proper  state  by  the  time  they  received  a  report  from  the 
Finance  Committee  respecting  the  fixing  of  a  proper  site.  Mr. 
Richardson,  Mr.  Carse,  and  Mr.  Aid.  Hamond  had  referred  to  the 
conduct  of  the  minority  of  the  Coancil  in  regard  to  this  qaestion, 
and  Mr.  Carse  had  called  them  '*  meddlers  and  maddlers."  Perhaps 
they  were.  He  woald  be  content  to  be  dabbed  a  meddler  iDd 
muddler  if  they  succeeded  in  getting  a  joint  building  for  the  two 
colleges  in  a  position  worthy  of  the  city.  A  great  deal  had  been 
said  by  Mr.  Aid.  Uamood  as  to  the  duty  of  trustees.  That,  he 
supposed,  referred  to  the  Council  being  the  holders  of  the  freehold 
of  the  Moor,  and  having  to  protect  the  rights  of  the  freemen. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamond  :  It  refers  to  the  85  acres  of  the  Moor  for  t 
recreation  ground,  of  which  we  are  trustees. 

Mr.  Youll:  I  cannot  understand  what  it  refers  to  unless  it 
were 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamond  :  What  I  intended  to  convey  to  the  Coancil 
was,  that  previous  to  the  Council  authorizing  the  enclosing  of  the 
35  acres  of  the  Mocr  given  by  the  freemen,  it  was  in  a  precisely 
similar  position  as  the  other  portion  of  the  Moor ;  but  the  moment 
the  35  acres  were  enclosed  by  the  vote  of  the  Council,  we  became 
trustees  of  the  35  acres  to  maintain  for  the  recreation  of  the  people. 
It  is  totally  different  to  the  Town  Moor  generally. 

Mr.  YouLL :  The  duty  of  trustees  was  referred  to,  and  he  did  not 
know  then  whether  Mr.  Aid.  Hamond  referred  to  the  Council  being 
trustees  for  the  owners  of  the  freehold  and  the  protection  of  the 
freemen,  or  trustees  of  only  the  35  acres.  Under  their  last  Act  of 
Parliament  the  Council  had  taken  power  to  appropriate  another 
part  of  the  Town  Moor  in  lieu  of  a  portion  of  the  35  acres ;  and  did  not 
that  interfere  to  some  extent  with  their  trusteeship  7  Mr.  Aid. 
Hamond  was  one  of  a  deputation  who  waited  upon  Mr.  Bnnniog  to 
ask  whether  the  Bull  Park  site  would  suit  the  Colleges  of  Science  and 
Medicine,  and  gave  Mr.  Bunning  to  understand  that,  if  it  would  suit  the 
purpose  of  the  colleges,  he,  Mr.  Aid.  Hamond,  would  support  it 

Mr.  Aid.  HikMONv  :  I  have  stated  to  the  Council  that  up  to  the 
time  of  the  35  acres  being  enclosed  I  had  no  objection  to  the  Bull 
Park  being  taken  as  a  site  for  the  College,  provided  an  Act  of  Parlia- 
ment was  obtained,  and  the  balance  of  the  land  handed  over  to  the 
freemen ;  but  since  1882,  when  the  ground  was  encloaed,  we  have 
become  trnstees  of  the  ground  for  the  town. 

Mr.  Youll  :  Up  to  the  time  the  35  acres  were  enclosed  Mr.  Aid. 
Esmond  was  iu  favour  of  the  Colleges  being  built  upon  the  Bnll 
Park.  He  had  heard  Mr.  Aid.  Hamond's  explanations,  and  he  could 
not  help  thinking  that  the  Alderman  was  not  the  right  persoo  to 
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talk  of  the  consf^itencj  of  members.  At  a  meeting  of  tbe  Town 
Moor  Management  Committee  at  which  he  (Mr.  Youll)  was  present 
Mr.  Aid.  Young  charged  Mr.  Aid.  Hamond  with  going  with  him 
to  Mr.  Banning  and  offering  the  Ball  Park  site.  Mr.  Aid.  Hamond 
at  first  denied  it,  but  snbseqaently  stated  that  after  Mr.  Aid.  Yoang 
had  finished  he  woald  tell  the  committee  why  he  went  to  Mr. 
Banning,  and  why  he  had  altered  his  views.  Mr.  Aid.  Hamond, 
in  explanation,  said  "  I  admit  I  went  with  Mr.  Yoang  to  see  Mr. 

Banning 

Mr.  Aid.  ELlhond  :  Not  as  a  deputation.  Mr.  Yonng  met  me 
in  the  street,  and  asked  me  to  go. 

Mr.  Youll  :  I  don't  care  whether  it  was  as  a  depntation  or  not. 
Have  it  yoar  own  way.  Mr.  Aid.  Hamond  in  his  own  person,  and 
not  representing  anybody  else,  went  with  Mr.  Aid.  Young  to  see 
Mr.  Bunning.     Will  that  do  for  you  ? 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamond  :  In  1879. 

Mr.  Youll  :  In  the  committee  to  which  I  have  referred  Mr.  Aid. 
Hamond,  in  reply  to  Mr.  Aid.  Young,  said,  *'  Quite  true,  Mr.  Young, 
I  went  with  you  to  see  Mr.  Bunning  about  this  Bull  Park  site,  but 
I  then  had  an  object  in  view ;  I  was  anxious  then  to  get  the  35  acres 
enclosed,  and  I  wanted  you  and  your  friends  to  vote  for  that 
enclosing,  but  the  moment  I  got  your  votes  I  turned  against  you." 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamond  :  I  deny  distinctly  having  used  those  words  in 
committee. 

Mr.  Youll  :  I  pledge  my  word,  in  the  presence  of  more  than  one 
gentleman  who  was  present  at  the  time,  that  Mr.  Aid.  Hamond's 
explanation  as  to  the  alteration  of  his  opinion  as  to  the  Bull  Park 
site  was  given,  if  not  in  precisely  the  same  words,  at  least  in  almost 
the  exact  words  I  have  used  to-day.  Is  that  the  consistent  gentle- 
man who  to-day  is  to  get  up  and  twit  gentlemen  as  to  their  action 
on  this  question  who  honestly  believed  they  were  doing  right  ? 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamond  :  Question. 

Mr.  Youll  :   We  have  no  personal  object  to  serve. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamond  :  Question. 

Mr.  Youll  :  I  speak  for  myself.  I  have  no  direct  or  indirect 
interest  in  either  of  the  Colleges.  My  only  desire  is  to  get  them 
tbe  best  site  and  the  best  buildings,  in  order  to  have  their  work 
carried  on  in  the  best  mode.  As  I  have  already  said,  if  I  am  to  be 
dabbed  a  meddler  and  muddler,  1  shall  be  glad  to  be  so  dabbed  if 
we  at  last  obtain  the  best  site  for  the  Colleges.  I  have  voted  against 
the  Bath  Road  site,  and  in  favour  of  the  Bull  Park  site ;  and  in 
spite  of  the  advocacy  of  Mr.  Kichardson  and  Mr.  Aid.  Hamond,  I 
hope  the  day  will  come  when  the  Freemen  will  see  their  way  not  to 
object  to  the  Ball  Purk  site.  No  one  can,  after  looking  at  the 
names  in  the  division  to-day,  dispute  whom  we  are  fighting  on  this 
question.    We  are  fighting  wholly  and  solely  the  Freemen.    ("  No,"

and  "  Tes.")  I  hope  the  time  will  come  when  even  they  will  see 
that  the  Bull  Park  is  the  best  site  for  the  Colleges  of  Bcience  and 
Medicine  to  be  bailt  upoD.  I  hope  the  resolution  will  be  carried. 
If  we  are  not  to  have  the  Bnll  Park  site,  then  by  all  means  let  us 
have  the  land  behind  the  Pinfold,  with  the  Pinfold  laid  out  as 
pleasure  grounds  in  front  of  the  buildings. 

Mr.  Gibson  said  the  College  anthorities  had  stated  that  they  wws 
satisfied  with  the  site  in  the  Cricket  Field  ;  and,  as  the  matter 
stood,  he  thought  the  Council  would  be  acting  inconsistently  and 
unjustly  if  they  refused  to  carry  out  the  bargain  entered  into 
already.  The  College  authorities  had  agreed  to  bny  the  Cricket 
Field  site,  and  the  Council  had  agreed  to  sell  it  ;  and  why  not 
carry  out  the  bargain  ?  The  College  was  almost  at  a  dead-lock  from 
want  of  proper  buildings ;  and  he  hoped  the  Council  woald 
not  do  injury  to  it  by  putting  a  further  stop  to  the  baildiag 
proceedings.  If  the  consideration  of  the  subject,  as  proposed  bj 
Mr.  Smith,  could  have  been  completed  in  a  short  time — say  three 
weeks — well  and  good  ;  but  his  opinion  was  that  there  would  be  a 
great  delay,  which  would  injure  the  position  of  the  College. 

Mr.  Aid.  Plummbr  said  he  unfortunately  was  absent  from  the 
last  meeting  of  the  Council.  Sometimes  when  a  resolution  was 
carried  by  a  majority  of  only  one  or  two,  the  minority  afterwards 
found  that  if  other  members  had  been  present  the  result  of  the 
division  would  have  been  different;  and  under  such  circumstances 
he  had  been  in  favour  of  the  matter  being  reconsidered.  Bat  in 
the  present  case  the  resolution  ordering  the  sealing  of  the  docoment 
was  carried  by  a  large  majority  ;  and  he  did  not  think  gentlemen 
who  had  been  absent  should  oppose  th.it  large  majority.  If  the  course 
proposed  was  generally  adopted  it  would  be  impossible  to  get  on  with 
the  regular  business  of  the  Council.  The  reason  why  he  would  vote 
against  Mr.  Smith's  motion  was  simply  that  the  gentlemen  who  did 
their  duty  by  attending  the  last  meeting  carried  the  sealing  of  the 
conveyance  by  a  large  majority. 

Mr.  Aid.  Stkphemson  said  he  had  acted  consistently  in  this 
matter  from  its  inception  to  the  present  time.  His  opposition  to 
the  Bull  Park  scheme  had  always  been  based  on  what  Mr.  Richard- 
son had  already  stated — that  as  long  as  he  lived  and  could  raise  his 
voice  in  the  Council,  he  would  oppose  any  part  of  the  Moor  being 
used  for  building  purposes.  He  had  no  objection  to  Mr.  Smith's 
resolution  as  an  abstract  question,  and  if  it  really  meant  what  it 
stated,  he  could  vote  for  it.  They  were  called  upon  to  reconsider 
the  vote  of  the  last  meeting  for  two  consideration&  The  first 
consideration  was  that  certain  members  felt  aggrieved  that  the 
resolution  ordering  the  sealing  of  the  conveyance  was  carried,  becaaae 
certain  members  who  were  absent  would^  if  they  had  been  present, 
have  supported  the  non-sealing  of  the  conveyance.  The  gentlemen 
should  have  been  present  at  the  lat^t  meeting  if  they  felt  the  matter 
of  such  importance,  especially  as  there  was  notice  of  the  sealing  put 
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upon  the  agenda.  The  other  consideration  was  that  the  Oonncil 
had  JQst  received  a  commnnication  from  the  College  authorities 
stating  that  thej  were  not  nnprepared  to  consider  any  other  site  if  it 
coold  be  procared  on  more  favoarable  terms.  This  communication 
did  not  mean  quite  so  much  as  some  members  supposed.  Dean 
Lake  stated  in  the  letter  that  the  authorities  were  prepared  to  carry 
ont  their  part  of  the  contract  for  the  completion  of  the  purchase  of 
the  Cricket  Field  site,  and  added  that  **we  are  also  ready  to  consider 
any  offer  of  the  Pinfold  site,  if  it  can  be  procured  for  us  on  terms 
of  a  more  favourable  character  than  those  now  offered  for  the 
Cricket  Field  site."  What  did  this  mean)  The  price  for  the 
Cricket  Field  site  was  £2,541,  which  was  exactly  half-a-gninea  per 
square  yard.  If  the  Council  could  give  them  a  more  favourable 
offer  for  the  Pinfold  site  the  authorities  would  be  inclined  to 
consider  it  lie  heard  it  stated  the  other  day  in  the  Finance 
Committee  ihjkt  certain  parts  of  the  Pinfold  site  were  worth  two 
guineas  a  ya?d ;  and  the  Council  had  been  told  to  day  by  Mr.  Yonll 
that  the  Pinfold  site  could  not  be  built  upon — that  they  did  not 
want  to  build  upon  the  Pinfold  site  proper,  but  wanted  the  land 
behind  the  Pinfold.     What  was  the  land  behind  the  Pinfold  worth? 

Mr.  YouLL :  I  intended  to  have  followed  up  what  I  stated  by 
saying  that  for  land  immediately  adjoining,  belonging  to  the  Schools 
and  Charities  Committee  and  the  Corporation,  the  highest  price  ever 
obtained  was  12s.  per  square  yard;  and  taking  a  large  plot  such  as 
would  be  required  for  the  colleges,  the  price  would  be  practically 
about  the  same  as  the  Colleges  were  to  pay  for  the  Bath  Road  site.  In 
my  opinion — and  no  one  has  had  more  experience  of  Jesmond  district 
than  I  have — that  would  be  a  fair  and  full  price  considering  the  size 
of  the  site. 

Mr.  Aid.  Stephenson  said  he  was  prepared  to  accept  Mr.  Youll's 
statement.  Dean  Lake  said  they  would  consider  the  offer  of  the 
Pinfold  if  it  could  be  procured  on  more  favourable  terms  than  the 
Cricket  Field  site.  The  Council  were  not  able  to  give  a  more 
favourable  offer,  and  therefore  he  thought  it  probable  that,  all  things 
taken  into  consideration,  the  best  course  would  be  to  let  the  matter 
go  as  settled  a  month  ago.  The  concluding  clause  in  Dean  Lake's 
letter  was  very  important — "  we  would  respectfully  suggest  that 
under  our  present  circumstances  an  early  settlement  of  the  question, 
in  some  way,  is  of  vital  importance  to  the  College."  Would  the 
adoption  of  Mr.  Smith's  motion  lead  to  an  early  settlement  of  the 
qoestion  ?  ('*  No  ").  It  was  five  years  since  the  consideration  of 
this  matter  commenced,  and  if  another  change  was  made  it  was 
almost  certain  that  two,  three,  or  even  four  years  might  elapse  before 
a  settlement  was  arrived  at.  The  Council  would  be  acting  in  perfect 
harmony  and  consistency  with  the  proceedings  of  the  last  meeting 
if  they  now  opposed  Mr.  Smith's  motion,  and  let  the  conveyance 
be  sealed;  and  if,  after  the  document  was  sealed,  the  College 
authorities  wished  to  go  to  another  site,  a  change  oould  be  made. 
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He  never  had  opposed  any  site  for  the  College  saTe  and  exoept  the 
site  upon  the  Town  Moor,  and  he  would  tenaciously  and  pertinaciotuly 
oppose  any  part  of  the  Moor  ever  heing  taken  for  sach  a  parpose. 
Some  one  had  told  the  Conncil  that  there  was  going  to  be  a  wedding 
between  the  Colleges  of  Science  and  Medicine,  bnt  where  was  the 
evidence  that  the  Colleges  were  going  to  be  amalgamated  ?  There 
had  been  no  communication  from  either  of  the  Colleges  saying  they 
intended  to  amalgamate.  The  Colleges  were  getting  together  at  one 
time,  but  had  separated  again,  and  were  likely  to  be  separated  for 
some  time  to  come. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hedlbt  said  he  would  vote  as  be  did  at  the  previous 
meeting,  in  favour  of  the  Cricket  Field  site,  which  he  thought  better 
for  the  College  than  the  Pinfold  site. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamond  :  I  will  move  the  following  amendment  :— 
"  That  previous  to  the  sealing  of  the  conveyance  to  the  College  of 
Physical  Science,  the  Town  Clerk  be  instructed  to  communicate 
with  them  as  to  whether  they  would  prefer  Singleton  House  and 
grounds,  if  they  can  be  obtained  on  similar  terms  from  the  Charity 
CommiseionerR." 

Mr.  Richardson  :  I  will  second  this  amendment  with  pleasure. 

Mr.  Inglkdew  said  it  appeared  to  him  that  the  only  question 
the  Council  had  to  consider  was  whether  the  site  in  Bath  Road  was 
suitable  for  a  College.  The  Council  had  received  a  letter  from  the 
authorities  of  the  College  stating  that  the  Bath  Road  site  was  a 
good  one,  and  one  which  they  would  accept.  Now  it  was  suggested 
the  College  should  be  built  upon  the  Bull  Park  or  at  the  Pinfold. 
The  real  question  was  which  was  the  best  site  and  most  suitable  for 
all  purposes.  Learning  was  not  spread  by  having  buildings  with  a 
grand  frontage.  They  did  not  want  students  put  in  a  place  where 
there  would  be  much  noise  ;  and  they  should,  therefore,  have  the 
College  in  a  quiet  place  like  Bath  Road. 

Mr.  Walter  Scott  thought  Bath  Road  site  the  most  unsuitable 
in  Newcastle  for  the  Colleges.  Bath  Road  was  a  back  street.  Mr. 
Carse  had  said  there  were  beautiful  buildings  in  the  street  First 
there  was  a  long  blank  wall  with  a  urinal ;  on  the  other  side  was 
a  mineral  water  manufactory,  and  then  the  Baths,  which  was  a 
common  building,  opposite  which  was  the  Riding  School.  Beyond 
that  were  back  streets,  and  land  which  had  been  the  place  of  deposit 
for  rubbish  for  ten  or  twelve  years,  and  would  continue  to  be  a  deposit 
for  the  next  twenty  years.  He  was  wishful  to  have  the  Colleges 
erected  on  the  best  site.  If  they  could  not  have  the  Bull  Park  then 
let  them  have  the  next  best  site,  and  erect  on  it  a  beautiful  building. 

Mr.  CuLLET  said  he  fully  sympathised  with  the  position  taken 
by  Mr.  Kichardson  and  Mr.  Aid.  Hamond,  both  of  whom  had 
thoroughly  vindicated  their  position.  He  was  anxious  that  the 
Conncil  should  not  vote  on  this  matter  without  considering  the  im- 
portance of  the  College  in  regard  to  the  future  of  Newcastle.    If  * 
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mistake  was  made  now  in  regard  to  the  site  it  conld  not  be  remedied, 
and,  therefore,  it  would  be  better  to  postpone  the  settling  of  the 
matter  for  a  short  time,  so  that  a  site  snch  as  woald,  in  the  fntnre, 
be  a  credit  to  Newcastle  might  be  obtained.  The  Oouncil  should 
look  to  the  fntnre,  and  not  legislate  only  for  the  present. 

Mr.  Wm.  Smith  replied  npon  the  discussion.  He  thought  great 
credit  was  due  to  the  Mayor  for  having  allowed  this  subject  to  be 
brought  again  before  the  Council.  He  denied  that  the  College  of 
Science  would  be  a  class  institution.  The  present  Principal  of  the 
College  had  come  from  Nottingham  where  he  had  taught  classes 
composed  of  working  men  and  others ;  and  the  College  here  would  be 
on  a  comprehensive  scale.  If  his  motion  was  adopted  there  would 
be  no  reason  for  the  settlement  of  the  question  being  long  delayed  ; 
it  conld  be  settled  in  a  month.  Let  the  Finance  Committee  meet 
representatives  from  the  Colleges,  and  discuss  the  matter,  and  a 
special  meeting  of  the  Council  could  be  held  before  a  month  was 
over,  and  the  matter  be  settled.  The  College  of  Science  was  for  the 
whole  community,  and  the  Council  would  be  acting  for  the  interest  of 
Newcastle  if  they  gave  a  site  behind  the  Pinfold  for  the  College, 
which  they  had  power  to  do.  There  were  citizens  in  Newcastle  who 
no  doubt  would  provide  ample  means  for  erecting  the  buildings,  and 
this  Oouncil,  as  representing  the  ratepayers,  should  set  the  example 
by  giving  one  of  the  best  sites. 

Mr.  Richardson  :  Does  Mr.  Smith  exclude  the  Bull  Park  site  in 
bis  resolution  1 

Mr.  W.  Smith  :  I  have  opposed  the  Bull  Park  site,  and  I  am 
not  going  for  it  now.  I  say  the  Pinfold  site  is  better  than  the 
Cricket  Field  site,  if  we  cannot  get  a  better  one.  Behind  Windsor 
Crescent  you  have  a  good  sized  field  which  the  Sheriff  holds  at  an 
annual  rent. 

The  Mayor  :  I  am  going  to  suggest,  as  it  is  desirable  to  have  a 
unanimous- vote,  that  in  Mr.  Smith's  motion,  after  the  words  ''  site 
being  obtained,"  there  be  inserted  the  words  *'  not  upon  the  Bull 
Park  or  Town  Moor." 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamond  :  If  Mr.  Smith  will  agree  to  that  suggestion  I 
shall  be  most  happy  to  adopt  it  in  order  that  the  vote  may  be  unani- 
mous.   I  hope  the  committee  will  bear  Singleton  House  site  in  mind. 

The  Mayor  :  Mr.  Aid.  Hamond*s  amendment  is  withdrawn,  and 
Mr.  Smith  adds  to  his  motion  the  words  '*  such  site  not  being  on  the 
Bull  Park  or  on  the  Town  Moor." 

Mr.  Temple  :  Let  us  be  clear.   Is  the  Pinfold  part  of  the  Moor  ? 

The  Mayor  :  No,  it  is  not  considered  part  of  the  Moor. 

The  resolution  of  Mr.  W.  Smith,  as  amended,  was  put  to  the 
meeting  and  agreed  to. 

The  Mayor  :  The  vote  is  unanimous,  and  this  is  the  best  and 
fullest  justification  of  the  course  I  adopted. 
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Mr.  Ingledew  :  I  object  to  this  as  a  fraad  npon  the  CJoanciL  I 
asked  that  the  names  be  taken  down,  and  you  have  jast  said  the 
motion  is  carried  nnanimoaslj. 

The  Matoe  :  I  did  not  hear  joa  ask  that  the  names  be  takea 
down.  If  the  Council  will  permit  me  I  will  have  the  names  taken 
down  to  satisfy  Mr.  Ingledew. 

Mr.  BiOHARDSON  appealed  to  his  coUeagne,  Mr.  Ingledew,  to  with- 
draw his  op{K>sition,  and  let  the  resolution  be  passed  ananifflously. 

Mr.  Ingledew  withdrew  his  request  to  have  the  namee  taken  down. 

The  Mayor  :  I  will  again  put  the  motion  as  amended. 

Mr.  Holmes  held  up  his  hand  against  the  motion,  and  said :  I 
am  not  going  to  commit  myself  to  anything. 

The  Mayor  :  I  declare  the  resolution  carried  unanimously  with 
the  exception  of  Mr.  Holmes. 

Mr.  Wm.  6mith  :  I  had  no  objection  to  the  words  being  inserted 
in  the  resolution  as  I  have  no  intention  whatever  of  having  the 
Colleges  on  the  Town  Moor.  If  gentlemen  will  not  pass  this  un- 
animously I  will  appeal  to  the  Mayor  to  take  the  names  down. 

Mr.  Temple  :  Can  Mr.  Smith  be  allowed  to  amend  his  resolution 
in  this  manner  ? 

The  Mayor  :  Mr.  Smith  has  the  consent  of  the  seconder  of  the 
resolution. 

Mr.  Temple  :  But  he  has  not  the  consent  of  the  Council. 

The  Mayor  :  You  are  going  to  vote  upon  it. 

Mr.  Temple  :  What  we  wish  to  vote  for  is  that  the  Finance 
Committee  shall  consider  which  is  the  best  site  ;  but  now  with  the 
alteration  made  in  the  resolution  you  are  going  to  debar  the  beet 
site — the  Bull  Park  site.  No  one  can  deny  that  the  resolution  will 
debar  the  best  site  in  the  town.  Whether  we  may  be  able  to  give 
the  Colleges  the  Bull  Park  site  is  another  thing.  I  will  vote  for  the 
first  part  of  the  resolution,  but  I  will  vote  against  this  addition  to  it 

Mr.  W.  Smith  :  I  have  always  opposed  building  on  the  Town 
Moor.  If  we  passed  the  resolution  as  desired  by  Mr.  Temple  the 
Town  Clerk  would  tell  us  that  we  would  have  to  go  to  Parliament 
for  a  bill,  and  this  might  delay  the  matter  for  years.  Therefore  I 
say  take  the  best  site  you  can  get  now. 

Mr.  Oliver  :  I  enter  my  protest  against  excluding  any  site  what- 
ever.    Leave  it  open  to  the  Finance  Committee. 

Mr.  Winter  said  he  would  vote  against  the  motion  if  put  with 
the  words  added  to  it.  He  would  vote  for  the  motion  as  it  originally 
stood,  and  he  thought  Mr.  Smith  had  made  a  mistake  in  adopting 
the  suggestion  of  Mr.  Aid.  Hamond. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamond  :  It  is  not  my  suggestion.  It  is  the  Mayor's 
suggestion. 
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Mr.  Winter  :  I  am  certain  two-thirds  of  the  Conncil  approve  of 
the  motion  as  originally  proposed — to  leave  the  matter  open  ;  and  if 
the  words  are  added  in  all  probability  the  motion  will  be  thrown  ont. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hahond  :  I  will  move  the  addition  of  the  words  as  an 
amendment 

Mr.  Holmes  :  I  coald  vote  freely  for  the  original  resolntion,  but 
I  will  not  vote  for  it  as  amended.  I  do  not  want  to  debar  myself 
or  any  of  my  colleagaes  from  any  site  whatever. 

Mr.  W.  Wilson  :  If  the  motion  as  originally  submitted  is  put  I 
will  vote  against  it,  but  as  amended  I  will  vote  for  it. 

Mr.  Browne  :  I  have  always  felt  that  the  question  of  the  Bull 
Park  was  not  before  the  authorities  of  the  College  of  Science  when 
the  Dean  of  Durham  wrote  the  letter.  I  do  not  think  they  con- 
templated building  upon  the  Town  Moor  at  all.  I  am  as  personally 
anxious  as  any  member  for  the  welfare  of  the  College  of  Science, 
and  I  have  come  to  the  conclusion,  as  a  member  of  this  Council,  not 
to  support  any  proposal  to  build  on  the  Town  Moor. 

Mr.  W.  Smith  :  I  think  after  what  members  of  the  Council  have 
said,  that  my  motion,  as  originally  proposed,  should  be  put. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamond  :  I  move  as  an  amendment  that  the  resolution  be 
amended  so  as  to  read  : — ''  That  the  contract  with  the  College  of 
Physical  Science  for  the  sale  of  a  piece  of  land  belonging  to  the  Hospital 
of  St.  Mary  Magdalene,  situate  in  Bath  Road,  agreed  to  be  sealed  at 
the  last  meeting  of  the  Council,  be  deferred ;  and  that  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee be  instructed  in  the  meantime  to  confer  with  the  authorities 
of  the  Colleges  of  Physical  Science  and  Medicine,  with  a  view  to  a 
more  suitable  site  being  obtained,  such  site  or  sites  not  being  upon 
the  Bull  Park  or  the  Town  Moor ;  and  to  report  to  the  Council  on 
the  same." 

Mr.  BicHARDSON  :  I  second  the  amendment 

Mr.  Laird  said  he  would  oppose  any  building  upon  the  Town 
Moor  for  any  purpose  whatever,  and  from  whatever  quarter  the 
proposal  might  come ;  and  to  give  a  site  at  the  Bull  Park  would  be 
putting  in  the  thin  end  of  the  wedge. 

The  Council  voted  as  follows  upon  Mr.  Aid.  Hamond's  amend- 
ment : — 

For  the  Amendment: — ^The  Mayor,  Sheriff;  Aldermen  StephenBon, 
Cowen,  Uamond,  MilvaiD,  Gail,  Wilson,  and  Ridley ;  Cuuncillors  Jackson, 
W.  WilsoD,  Gnlley,  C.  S.  Smith,  Browne,  Milling,  Sanderson,  W.  Scott, 
W.  Smith,  Calvert,  Joseph  B.  Ellis,  Johnson,  Sutton,  Richardson,  G.  R. 
Hedley,  Bowden,  Scholeneld,  Farness,  OampbeU,  Birkett,  Laird,  Goolden, 
and  Hepbnm — 32. 

Against  the  Amendment  :— Aldermen  Hedley,  Gregson,  Yoang,  and 
Barkas;  Councillors  Winter,  YouU,  Gibson,  Carse,  Stephens,  J.  Barker 
Ellis,  Holmes,  Temple,  Bixon,  and  Stout — 14. 

Declined  to  Vote  :— Councillor  Oliver^- 1. 

The  amendment  was  therefore  carried,  and,  on  being  pat  as  the 
motion,  was  carried  on  a  show  of  hands.

PROPOSED  BX-IBRASGKMSBT  OF  WARDS. 

Mr.  Tbmplb  presented  the  following  report,  and  proposed  that  the 
report  and  plans  be  printed  and  circulated  among  the  members  :— 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Council  held  on  1st  Au^t,  1883,  it  was  resolred, 
"That  in  the  opmion  of  the  Council  it  is  desirable  that  the  number  of 
wards  in  the  oitjr,  and  also  the  number  of  oounoiUors  assigned  to  each  ward, 
should  be  reconsidered  and  altered,  so  as  to  secure  a  better  representation 
of  the  ratepayers  in  the  Council,  and  that  a  committee  be  formed  consisting 
of  the  alderman  and  the  senior  councillor  for  each  ward,  to  consider  a 
scheme  for  altering  the  number  and  boundaries  of  the  wards,  and  the 
number  of  councillors  to  represent  the  altered  wards,  and  to  report  thereon 
to  the  CoundL*' 

The  committee  thus  appointed  hare  given  the  matter  submitted  to  them 
▼ery  careful  consideration,  and  havinff  regard  to  the  following  provisions  of 
Section  30  of  the  Municipal  Corporations  Act,  1882,  viz.  :— 
Sub-Section  (1.)  If  two-thirds  of  the  Council  of  a  borough  affree  to 
petition,  and  the  Council  thereupon  (jetition  the  Queen  for  the 
alteration  of  the  number  and  boundaries  of  its  wards,  it  shall  be 
lawful  for  Her  Majestv  from  time  to  time,  by  Order  in  Council,  to 
fix  the  number  of  wards  into  which  the  borough  shall  be  divided ; 
and  the  borough  shall  be  divided  into  that  number  of  wards. 
(3. )  Where  an  Order  in  Council  has  beoi  so  made  the  Secretary  of  State  shall 
appoint  a  Commissioner  to  prepare  a  scheme  for  determining  the 
boundaries  of  the  wardsandapportioning  the  councillors  among  uiem. 
(5.)  In  case  of  alteration  of  wards,  ne  shall  so  apportion  among  the  altered 
wards  the  councillors  for  those  wards  as  to  provide  for  their  con- 
tinuing to  represent  as  large  a  number  as  posssible  of  their  former 
constituents. 
(6.)  Each  councillor  shall  hold  his  office  in  the  ward  to  which  he  is 
assigned  for  the  same  time  that  he  would  have  held  it  had  the 
waras  remained  unaltered. 
(10.)  Hie  number  of  councillors  assig|ned  to  each  ward  shall  be  a  number 
divinble  by  three ;  and  in  fljong  their  number  the  Commissioner 
4ftU*  as  f«r  as  he  deems  it  practicable,  have  regard  as  well  to  the 
number  of  persons  rated  in  the  ward  as  to  the  aggregate  rating  of 
the  ward. 
They  have  to  submit  the  following  scheme  for  altering  the  number  and 
boundaries  of  the  wards  of  the  dty,  and  the  number  of  councillors  to 
represent  them,  and  have  to  recommend  the  Council  to  petition  the  Queen 
for  a  re-amngement  of  the  wards  in  aooordanoe  with  the  ioheme»  viz.:— '

Mr.  YouLL  said  the  regulations  for  hirings  of  farm  servants  had 
been  carefully  considered  by  the  Parliamentary  and  Bye  Laws 
Committee,  and  also  by  the  Markets  Committee;  and  were,  he 
thought,  such  as  ought  to  be  passed.  He  moved  the  sealing  of  the 
following  regulations : —

HIBINQS  FOB  FABM  SXBVANTS. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Cooncil  of  the  City  of  Newcastle-npon-Tyne,  held  in 
the  Gonaoil  Chamber,  in  the  Town  Hall,  in  the  said  City,  on  the  Twenty- 
second  day  of  October,  1884,  the  said  Counoil,  by  virtue  and  in  exercise  of 
the  powers  vested  in  them  by  the  "  Newcastle-upon-Tyne  Improvement 
Act,  1873,"  and  of  any  other  power  enabling  them  in  this  behau,  do  find, 
provide,  and  appropriate  the  Market  House  situate  in  the  Bigg  Market  in 
the  said  City,  and  commonly  called  the  Corn  Market,  as  a  proper  and  oon- 
veojent  place  for  holding  Public  Hirings  for  Farm  Servants ;  and  do  make 
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and  ordain  the  following  orders,  mlai,  and  reealations  for  the  ordering, 
directing,  and  regulating  the  said  Hirings,  and  for  fixing  when  the  same 
shall  be  held,  that  is  to  say : — 

1.— Hirings  for  single  farm  senrants  shall  be  held  in  the  Com  Market  on 
the  first  Monday  in  the  month  of  May,  and  on  the  first  Monday  in  the  month 
of  November  in  every  year. 

2. — Hiring  for  hinds  or  married  farm  servants  shall  be  held  on  the  fink 
Wednesday  in  the  month  of  April  in  every  year. 

3.— Each  of  the  said  Hirings  shall  commence  at  9  o'clock  in  the  morning, 
and  continue  until  2  o'clock  in  the  afternoon. 

4. — ^No  person  shall  be  admitted  to  any  Hiring  for  single  farm  servanta, 
except  farmers  and  others  attending  the  same  for  the  purpose  of  hirinff  such 
servants,  and  single  farm  servants  attending  for  the  purpose  of  being  hired, 
and  the  parents  or  guardians  of  such  servants. 

5. — ^At  all  Biriogs  for  single  farm  servants,  the  male  farm  servants  ihtU 
stand  in  and  occupy  such  portion  of  the  Corn  Market  only  as  shall  be 
appropriated  and  set  apart  for  male  farm  servants,  and  the  female  farm 
servants  shall  stand  in  and  occupy  such  portion  of  the  Com  Market  only  as 
shall  be  appropriated  and  set  apart  for  female  farm  servants. 

6. — No  person  shall  be  admitted  to  any  Hiring  for  hinds  or  married 
farm  servants,  except  farmeis  and  others  attendiog  the  same  for  the 
purpose  of  hiring  such  servants,  and  hinds  or  married  farm  servanta 
attending  for  the  purpose  of  being  hired,  and  members  of  the  families  of  roch 
servants. 

7.— Each  person  attending  any  Hiring  shall  pay  the  sum  of  one  penny 
for  admission  thereto,  and  shall  be  snppued  with  a  ticket,  which  shall  not  be 
transferable,  and  which  must  be  produced  on  demand  by  any  Polioe 
Constable ;  and  any  person  failing  to  produce  such  ticket  may  be  removed 
from  the  Hiiing  by  any  Police  Constable. 

8. — No  person  in  a  state  of  intoxication  shall  be  admitted  to  any  Hiring, 
and  if  found  there  in  ^uch  state  may  be  immediately  removed  therefrom  by 
any  Police  Constable. 

9.— No  person  atteuding  any  Hiring  shall  use  profane,  indecent,  offensive^ 
or  insulting  language;  or  conduct  himself  or  herself  improperly,  or  otherwise 
cause  any  annoyance  there.  And  any  person  offending  against  this  reguU- 
tioo  may,  without  prejudice  to  proceedings  against  nim  for  any  penalty 
to  which  he  may  be  liable,  be  removed  nrom  the  Hiring  by  any  Polioe 
Constable. 

And  to  the  end  that  these  orders,  rules,  and  regulations  may  be  fully 
known  to  all  whom  it  may  concern,  the  said  Council  do  further  order  that 
the  same  printed  in  le^ble  characters,  and  affixed  in  some  conspicuous  place 
or  places  within  the  said  city,  and  also  that  they  be  advertisea  two  succei- 
sive  times  in  one  of  the  weekly  newspapers  pubUsbed  in  the  said  city. 

Given  under  the  common  seal  of  the  Mayor,  Aldermen,  and  Citizens  of 
the  City  and  County  of  Newcastle-upon-Tyne,  this  Twenty-second  day  of 
October,  1884. 

Mr.  Stephens  seconded  the  motion. 

The  Town  Clerk  read  the  following  petition,  signed  by  a  large 
n amber  of  farmers  : — 

To  the  Worshipful  the  Mayor,  Aldermen,  and  Councilhra,  of  the  CfUy  and 

County  of  NewcasUe-upon-  Tyne. 

The  humble  petition  of  the  farmers  residing  in  North  Durham  and  Sooth 

North amberland,  and  accustomed  to  attend  the  Hirings  in  Newcsstie* 

upon-Tyne, 
ShjeweTh  that  for  a  period  of  about  ten  years  the  Hirings  in  Newcastle  for 
farm  servants  have  been  held  in  the  Corn  Market,  prior  to  which  time  the 
Hirings  had  from  time  immemorial  been  held  in  the  Parade  Ground.    That 
while  the  Com  Market  is  in  some  respects  a  suitable  place  fur  the  holding  of 
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aneh  Hirings,  in  that  its  position  is  central,  and  tbat  in  bad  weather  shelter 
ia  afforded  to  the  pereons  there  assembled,  yet  in  the  opinion  of  your 
petitioners  snch  advantages  are  more  than  counter-balanced  by  the 
aisadvantages  attendant  thereon.  That  during  the  said  Firings  the  Com 
Market  becomes  so  much  crowded  that  the  farmers  attending  there  for  the 
porpose  of  hiring  servants  have  no  facilities  for  making  the  necessary 
enquiries  of  and  proper  arrangements  and  engagements  with  the  persons 
who  offer  themselves  for  service.  That  owing  to  the  position  of  the  Com 
Market  numbers  of  persons  collect  and  intrude  themselves  there  for  other 
purpNoses  than  the  business  of  the  said  Hirings,  thus  increasing  the  crowd 
and  impeding  those  who  attend  for  a  legitimate  object.  That  from  the  over- 
crowding and  the  intrusion  of  disorderly  persons  in  the  Com  Market  at  the 
■aid  Hinngs  much  confusion  and  disorder  has  frequently  arisen,  necessitating 
on  several  occasions  the  active  interference  of  the  police,  and  rendering  it  at 
times  impossible  for  your  petitioners  to.  conduct  any  business.  That  m  the 
opinion  of  vonr  petitioners  the  Parade  Ground  aforesaid  is  a  suitable  place 


for  the  holdins  of  the  Hirings,  being  sufficiently  centrid  for  the  purpose,  and 
affording  ample  space  for  their  prope 
extent  interfering  with  general  traffic. 


affording  ample  space  for  their  proper  conduct  without  to  any  appreciable 


Your  petitioners  therefore  humbly  pray  that  your  honourable  Council  will 
make  such  provision  for  the  holding  of  the  Hinngs  in  the  said  Parade 
Ground  or  some  other  suitable  place  as  you  may  deem  proper. 

Mr.  Youll:  I  hope  that  the  difficalties  referred  to  by  the 
memorialists  will  be  got  rid  of  by  the  new  regulations.  At  any 
rate  we  propose  to  try  the  regulations. 

Mr.  Stephens  thought  the  new  regulations  would  meet  the 
difficulties.  The  consideration  of  the  petition  could  be  deferred 
till  the  Council  saw  how  the  regulations  worked  at  the  next 
November  hirings. 

Mr.  W.  Smith  suggested  that  the  Town  Hall  might  be  used  as 
well  as  the  Com  Exchange  for  hirings,  and  so  prevent  overcrowding. 

Mr.  Aid.  MiLVAiN  asked  if  the  new  regulations  would  be  enforced 
at  once. 

The  Matob  :  The  new  regulations  come  into  operation  at  once. 

Mr.  Aid.  MiLVAiN  :  Then  if  the  farmers  and  their  servants  wish 
to  be  allowed  to  go  elsewhere,  yon  are  going  to  compel  them  to  go 
to  the  Corn  Exchange.  If  that  be  so  it  is  an  interference  with 
the  business  of  other  people,  who  surely  know  best  what  will  suit 
themselves. 

Mr.  Aid.  Qreosoh  :  The  petition  speaks  of  the  Parade  Ground, 
or  any  other  suitable  place. 

Mr.  YoULL  :  I  have  already  said  that  the  regulations  will  meet 
the  difficulty. 

The  Town  Clerk  :  The  Council  ought  to  know  that  the  regula- 
tions were  submitted  to  the  Farmers'  Club,  and  were  approved. 

The  motion  was  agreed  to. 

BAILIFF  OF  THE  BURGESS  AKD  KON-BURGESS  COUnTS. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hedlet  presented  and  moved  the  adoption  of  the 
following  report : — 
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The'  Finance  Committee  have  to  inform  the  Goaneil  that  the  office  d 
Bailiff  of  the  Burgess  and  Non-Bargees  Borough  CivH  Courts  of  the  City  ■ 
▼Acant  through  the  death  of  Mr.  Kohert  Smaile,  and  that  they  have  had 
before  them  applications  for  the  appointment  from  Mr.  Jonathsn  Cooke 
l^ewcastle,  auctioneer;  Mr.  Henry  Gill>  Newcastle,  bailiff's  assistant;  Mr. 
J.  M.  Marr,  Newcastle,  agent ;  and  the  committee  recommend  tiie  CouieiL 
to  appoint  a  B&iliff  of  the  Courts  at  its  first  meeting. 

Dated  this  9th  day  of  October,  1884.

Mr.  Aid.  Stephbnson  seconded  the  motion* 

The  TowK  Clbbk  said  he  had  receiyed  an  application  for  &» 
appointment  from  Robert  Flowers. 

Mr.  JoSBPH  B.  Ellis  :  What  are  the  emoluments? 

The  TowK  Clerk  :  A  salary  of  £20  a  year,  and  some  fees 
amounting  to  between  £5  and  £10  a  year. 

The  report  was  adopted,  and  it  was  resolved  to  take  the  four 
candidates  as  nominated.  On  a  division  20  votes  were  given  for 
Mr.  Marr,  and  16  for  Mr.  Oooke.    Mr.  Marr  was  elected. 

ISSUE  OF  OOBPOBATIOH  8T00E. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hbdley  moved  the  confirmation  of  the  following  report 
presented  on  July  2nd,  with  the  alterations  in  the  amoonts : — "  The 
Finance  Committee  have  to  inform  the  Council  that  bonds  amount- 
ing to  £69,937  will  shortly  fall  in,  and  that  it  is  necessary  to  provide 
for  their  payment,  and  also  to  provide  the  moneys  which  the  Cor- 
poration have  determined  to  borrow  for  new  works  amounting  to 
£53,270.  The  School  Board  require  £24,970  for  the  purpose  of 
repaying  existing  loans.  And  the  committee  recommend  the  Council 
to  create  Corporation  Stock  for  these  purposes  and  for  the  expenses 
of  creation  to  the  amount  of  £150,000.  Dated  this  19th  day  of 
June,  1884." 

Mr.  Aid.  Stephenson  seconded  the  motion. 

Mr.  Wm.  Smith  said  he  thought  that,  looking  at  the  position  of  the 
Corporation,  3  J  per  cent,  interest  was  too  high  a  rate  in  comparison 
with  other  corporations.  The  stock  should  be  issued  at  S^  per  cent, 
and  he  was  sure  money  could  be  got  at  that  rate.  If  stock  were 
issued  at  3^  per  cent,  and,  if  instead  of  getting  £99  for  every  £100, 
they  came  down  to  £95  or  £96,  the  saving  of  the  ^  per  cent  over 
the  60  years  would  be  £15  per  £100.  According  to  a  report  in 
the  Finance  Committee,  which  was  only  in  draft,  the  Corporation 
had  a  surplus  of  assets  equal  to  nearly  £2,000,000,  irrespective  of 
the  rating  power ;  and  not  even  the  Bank  of  England  or  Covem- 
ment  consols  were  better  security  than  the  bonds  and  stock  of  the 
Corporation  of  Newcastle ;  but  the  Council,  by  their  action,  showed 
that  they  really  did  not  know  the  value  of  the  Corporation  security. 
Such  places  as  Middlesbrough,  Darlington,  and  Gateshead,  which  had 
only  the  rating  power  to  offer  as  security,  could  get  money  as  cheaply 
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as  this  Ck>rporatioa  now  did.  Owing  to  the  re-arrangement  of 
consols,  and  the  redaction  of  the  interest  from  3  to  2f  per  cent.,  the 
Talne  of  the  stocks  of  the  Liverpool,  Birmingham,  Alanchester,  and 
other  corporations  had  increased  ;  and  if  the  Newcastle  Oorporation 
stock  went  on  to  the  market  they  would  find  it  to  be  worth  more 
than  £99.  There  was  no  fear  of  the  Oorporation  not  being  able 
to  borrow  at  3^  per  cent;  and  they  wonld  be  bad  fioanciers 
if  they  borrowed  at  8}  per  cent.  If  the  chairman  of  the 
committee  wonld  alter  the  rate  of  interest  to  3^  per  cent  he 
wonld  not  move  an  amendment,  bat  if  that  alteration  was  not 
made,  he  wonld  move  an  amendment  that  the  rate  of  interest  be 
84  per  cent. 

Mr.  TouLL  said  he  regretted  that  Mr.  W.  Smith  was  not  present 
at  the  last  meeting  of  the  Stock  Committee  when  a  fnll  explanation 
was  given.  Under  the  Act  of  Parliament  anthorising  the  creation 
of  stock,  the  rate  of  interest  was  fixed  at  3  J  per  cent.;  and  this 
conld  not  be  altered  without  another  Act  of  Parliament  The 
Corporation  were  issuing  their  stock  at  par,  and  not  at  £99.  It 
was  only  right  that  the  Oouncil  should  know  that  they  were  getting 
the  full  £100,  without  any  commission  being  paid.  If  the  stock 
were  issued,  as  Mr.  W.  Smith  suggested,  at  £96  and  3^  per  cent, 
the  Oorporation  would  lose  for  the  first  sixteen  years  the  benefit  of 
the  lower  interest.  The  Oorporation  were  now  getting  the  full  par 
value  of  their  stock,  without  paying  any  commission ;  and  people 
were  getting  interest  only  from  the  date  when  the  money  was 
handed  over  to  the  Oorporation ;  and  this  had  never  been 
done  by  any  municipality  in  England,  and  it  showed  that  the 
Newcastle  stock  stood  as  well,  if  not  better,  than  any  other 
corporation  stock  in  the  kingdom.  If  the  Newcastle  Corpora- 
tion went  on  as  they  were  doing  their  stock  would  reach  a  very 
high  podition  in  the  market,  and  they  would  have  no  difficulty  in 
obtaining  money. 

Mr.  Wk.  Smith  said  a  commission  of  1  per  cent,  had  been  paid, 
and  that  reduced  the  price  of  the  stock  to  £99.  If  the  Act  was 
so  drawn  that  stock  oonld  only  be  issued  at  3^  per  cent,  then  they 
ought  to  obtain  another  Act,  and  in  the  meantime  take  temporary 
loans.  He  moved,  as  an  amendment,  that  the  consideration  of  the 
report  stand  over. 

Mr.  Carsa  seconded  the  amendment.  He  said  if  something 
conld  be  done  to  get  a  further  reduction  of  the  rate  of  interest,  it 
would  be  a  great  boon  to  the  people  of  Newcastle.  He  was  certain 
the  Corpoiation  could  borrow  money  at  3^  per  cent,  and  it  was 
their  duty  to  borrow  at  the  cheapest  possible  rate. 

Mr.  Aid.  Stephbhsoit  said  he  did  not  yield  to  Mr.  Wm.  Smith  or 
Mr.  Oarse  in  his  desire  to  go  abont  this  business  in  as  economical  a 
way  as  possible  ;  but  he  must  take  exception  to  what  those  gentle- 
men had  said.    The  committee  had  been  told  by  the  Town  Clerk  that 
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they  ooald  not  attempt  to  issoe  any  forther  stock  except  at  3^  per 
cent,  interest,  without  getting  an  additional  Act  of  Parliament  If 
the  amendment  was  adopted  they  mnst  postpone  any  further  issae 
of  stock.  It  was  too  late  this  year  to  take  steps  to  go  to  Parliameot 
next  year ;  they  conld  not  get  the  necessary  power  until  the  year 
after  next ;  so  that  fully  two  years,  or  two  years  and  a  half,  woold 
pass  before  anything  conld  be  done  in  the  issue  of  further  stock. 
Speaking  as  business  men,  that  delay  would  be  fatal.  They  had 
heard  from  Mr.  YouU  that  the  Newcastle  Corporation  Stock  ranked, 
if  not  the  first,  at  least  among  the  first  in  the  kingdom.  Mr.  Wm. 
Smith  had  stated  that  the  Corporation  had  nearly  £2,000,000  of 
accrued  surplus.  A  good  deal  of  that  was  on  paper.  Mr.  Wm. 
Smith,  in  saying  this,  was  quoting  from  a  draft  report  of  the  Finance 
Committee,  and  had  forgotten  that  on  the  top  it  was  marked 
**  private  and  confidential.*'  In  that  report  it  was  stated  that  the 
Corporation  property  was  worth  £1,700,000.  Liverpool,  whose 
stock  was  perhaps  the  premier  stock  in  England,  had  real  estate 
very  much  larger  than  Newcastle  possessed,  and  personal  estate  which 
yielded  £130,000  a  year  ;  and  yet  the  Liverpool  stock  was  issaed 
at  a  discount.  Newcastle  Corporation  had,  in  issning  their  stock, 
only  paid  a  commission  of  one  per  cent. — a  condition  of  things  no 
other  corporation  in  the  kingdom  had  accomplished.  If  they 
wished  to  issue  the  £150,000  at  3^  per  cent  they  might  get 
the  money,  but  not  for  two  years  and  a  half;  and  they  would 
imperil  the  success  of  their  venture.  They  were  now  going  to  get 
this  £150,000  all  in  hard  cash,  paid  down ;  there  would  be  no  com- 
mission or  charge  to  be  paid. 

Mr.  Bell  :  What  about  temporary  loans  f 

Mr.  Aid.  Stephenson  said  the  City  Treasurer  had  been  instructed 
by  the  Stock  Committee  to  take  such  monies  as  might  be  offered 
from  time  to  time,  and  had  got  about  £50,000  towards  this 
£150,000. at  Si  per  cent  without  any  commission  being  paid. 
Monies  were  coming  in,  and  old  loans  were  to  be  paid  off.  He 
hoped  Mr.  W.  Smith  would  withdraw  his  amendment  on  this 
occasion  at  all  events,  and  allow  the  report  to  be  confirmed  by  a 
unanimous  vote. 

Mr.  W.  Skith  :  I  will  not  withdraw. 

Mr.  Browne  said  that,  as  he  understood,  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee had  power  to  issue  this  stock  either  at  or  above  par. 
If  they  had  power  to  issue  above  par  it  would  find  its 
value  if  they  did  not  throw  too  much  upon  the  market 
They  might  be  sure  that  the  committee  brought  out  the  stock 
with  great  cara 

The  Council  divided  as  follows  upon  Mr.  W.  Smith's  amend- 
ment :— -

The  amendment  was  negatiyed,  and  the  report  was  confirmed  on 
a  show  of  hands. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hedlet  proposed  the  following  resolutions  :^ 

FixBtly, 

That  under  the  authority  and  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  New- 
oaatle-upoD-T^e  Corporation  Loans  Act,  1882,  the  Corporation  acting  by 
the  Council  do  hereby  in  exercise  of  their  several  statutory  powers  create 
Stock,  to  be  called  Newcastle-upon-Tyne  Corporation  Redeemable  Stock, 
and  to  be  issued  to  an  amount  which  shall  be  sufficient  for  the  following 
purposes,  but  not  exceeding  £28,270. 

(a)  For  raising,  instead  of  re-borrowing,  the  sum  of  £28,087*  required  by 
the  Corporation  for  the  purpose  of  paying  off,  when  due,  sums 
amounting  to  £28,087,  which  will  fail  due  before  the  first  day  of 
July,  1885,  being  a  portion  of  their  debts  now  subsisting  on  the 
security  of  outstanding  securities,  granted  by  the  Corporation,  for 
raising  money  for  the  purposes  of  the  following  Acts,  that  is  to 
say:— 

The  Newcastle-upon-T3rne  Lnprovement  Act,  1837. 

The  Newcastle-apon-Tyne  Improvement  Act,  1841. 

The  NewcaBtle-upon-Tyne  Improvement  Act,  1850. 

The  Newcaatle-upon-Tyne  Improvement  Act,  1870. 

The  Newcaatle-upon-Tyne  Improvement  Act,  1871. 

The  Kewcaatle-upon-iyne  Improvement  Act,  1877* 

The  Public  Libraries  Act,  1855. 

The  Public  Health  Act,  1875. 
and  which  sums  the  Corporation  are  under  those  Acts  authorised 
to  re-borrow. 

(&)  For  raising  the  following  sum,  which  has  not  been  raised,  that  is  to 
say:— 

The  sum  of  £183  on  account  of  the  money  which  the  Cor- 
poration have  authority  to  raise  by  borrowing  under  the  powers  con- 
ferred upon  them  by  the  Newcastle-upon-lT^ne  Corporation  Loans 
Act,  1882,  for  the  expenses  incurred  and  to  be  incurred  by  the 
Corporation  in  and  about  the  creation  and  issue  of  the  Corporation 
Stock  hereby  created. 

Secondly, 

That  such  stock  shall  be  issued  at  the  price,  and  shall  bear  the  divi- 
dends, and  be  transferable  in  the  manner  hereinafter  specified  (that  is  to 
say):- 

(a)  The  minimum  price  of  issue  to  be  par. 

(6)  Stock  to  be  issued  in  sums  of  £10  and  upwards,  being  a  multiple 
of  £10. 

(e)  Dividends  at  £3  10s.  per  cent,  per  annum,  pyable  half-yearly  on 
1st  January  and  1st  July,  but  when  Stock  is  iBsued  during  the 
currency  of  a  half-year,  interest  at  £3  IOb.  per  cent,  per  annum  to 
be  paid  from  the  day  of  payment  of  the  price  of  the  Stock  to  the 
next  half-yearly  dividend  day. 

{d)  Stock  to  be  transferable  by  deed  and  not  in  books. 
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Thirdly, 

That  Riefa  Stook  shall  be  redeemable  at  par  on  the  let  day  of  July, 
18S0,  imleia  previously  eanoelled  by  porohase,  either  in  the  open  mariLot  or 
by  agreement  with  the  stockholder. 

Fourthly, 

That,  snbjeot  to  the  approval  of  the  Commissioners  of  Her  Majesty's 
Ttvaaaiy,  an  agreement  be  entered  into  with  the  CommissionerB  of  Inlaiid 
Bevenae,  for  the  payment  to  the  last  mentioned  Commissioners  of  oomposi- 
tion  nnder  the  provisions  of  Section  68  of  "The  Inland  Revenue  Act, 
1880,"  for  the  Stamp  Duty  on  transfers  of  Stook  issued  under  the  foregoing 
resolutions.

That  under  the  anthoriW  and  subjeot  to  the  provisions  of  the  New- 
oastl*>npon-Tyne  Corporation  fioans  Act,  18822,  the  Corporation  acting  by 
the  Coonoil  do  hereby  in  exercise  of  their  several  statutory  powers  create 
Stook,  to  be  oalled  Newcastle-upon-Tyne  Corporation  Irredeemable  Stock, 
and  to  be  issued  to  an  amount  which  shall  be  snflBoient  for  the  foUowiog 
parposes,  but  not  exceeding  £121,730. 

(a)  For  raising  the  following  sums  (amounting  in  the  aggregate  to  the  sum 
of  £70,880,  which  has  not  been  raised)  that  is  to  say  : — 

1.  The  sum  of  £13,800  on  account  of  the  money  whioh  the  C(l^ 
poration  have  authority  to  raise  by  borrowing  nnder  the  powon 
conferred  upon  them  by  the  Contagious  Diseases  (Animals)  Act, 
1878,  for  providinff,  erecting,  and  fittios  up  wharves,  stations, 
lairs,  sheds,  and  other  places  for  the  landing,  reception,  keening, 
sale,  slaughter,  or  disposal  of  foreign  animals,  oaroases,  fodder, 
litter,  dung,  and  other  things  in  pursuance  of  the  said  Act. 

2.  The  sum  of  £24,470  on  aocouot  of  the  money  which  the  Cot- 
poration  have  authority  to  raise  by  borrowing  under  the  powers 
conferred  upon  them  by  the  Act  of  9  and  10  Victoril^  Chapter  74 
(an  Act  to  encourage  the  establishment  of  Public  Baths  sad 
Washhousee),  the  Act  of  10  and  11  Victoria,  Chapter  61  (an  Act  to 
amend  the  Act  for  the  establishment  of  Public  Baths  and  Wssh- 

'  houses),  and  the  Baths  and  Washhousee  Act,  1878,  for  providingi 
erecting,  fitting  up,  and  furnishing  Public  Baths  and  Waahhonsw^ 
including  Swimming  Baths. 

3.  The  sum  of  £5,000  on  account  of  the  money  whioh  the  Cor- 
poration have  authority  to  raise  by  borrowins  under  the  powen 
conferred  upon  them  by  the  Act  of  5  and  6  Victoria,  Chapter  96 
(an  Act  to  amend  the  laws  concerning  prisons),  and  the  Newcsstle- 
npon-l>^ne  Improvement  Act,  1882,  for  constructing  and  fitting  up 
police  stations  with  strong  rooms  for  the  temporary  confinement  cs 
persons  taken  into  custody  by  the  constables  of  the  city. 

4.  The  sum  of  £10,000  on  acoount  of  the  money  which  tiie  Cor- 
poration have  authority  to  raise  by  borrowing  under  the  ppwen 
conferred  upon  them  by  the  Public  Health  Act,  1875,  for  providing 
laying  out,  planting,  improving,  and  maintaining  lands  for  ths 
purpose  of  being  used  as  public  walks  or  pleasure  grounds. 

5.  The  sum  of  £24,970  on  acoount  of  the  money  which  tiie  Co^ 
poration  have  authori^  to  raise  by  borrowing  under  the  powefs 
conferred  upon  them  by  the  Newcastle-upon-iyne  Improvement 
Act,  1882,  for  loans  to  the  School  Board  of  the  city. 

6.  The  sum  of  £1,640  on  account  of  the  money  whioh  the  Cor- 
poration have  authority  to  raise  by  borrowing  under  the  powers 
conferred  upon  them  by  the  Newcastle-upon-Tyne  Corporation 
Loans  Act,  1882,  for  the  expenses  incurred  and  to  be  incurred  by 
the  Corporation  in  and  about  the  creation  and  issue  of  the  Cocpon^ 
tion  Stock  hereby  created. 
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(b)  For  nifliog,  instead  of  borrowing,  the  ram  of  £41,850  required  by  the 
Corporation  for  the  pnrpoee  of  paying  off,  when  dne,  anms  amonnt- 
ing  to  £41,850,  which  will  fall  dae  before  the  let  dav  of  Jaly,  1885, 
being  a  portion  of  their  debts  now  snbsisting  on  the  security  of 
oatstanding  secnritiee  granted  by  the  Corporation  for  raising  money 
for  the  parposes  of  the  following  Acts,  that  is  to  say  : — 

The  Kewoastle-apon-Tyne  Improyement  Act,  1855. 

The  Newcastle-njDon-Tyne  Improyement  Aot^  1865. 

The  Contagions  I)iseases  (Animals)  Act,  1878. 
and  which  sams  the  Corporation  are  under  those  Acts  authorised 
to  re-borrow. 

Secondly, 

That  such  Stock  shall  be  issued  at  the  price,  and  shall  bear  the  diri- 
dends,  and  be  transferable  in  the  manner  hereinafter  specified  (that  is  to 
•ay):— 

(a)  The  minimum  price  of  issue  to  be  par. 

(6)  Stock  to  be  issued  in  sums  of  £10  and  upwards,  being  a  multiple 
of  £10. 

(e)  Dividends  at  £3  10s.  per  cent,  per  annum,  ^yable  half-yearly  on  1st 
Jannarv  and  1st  Jnly,  but  when  Stock  is  issued  during  the  cnrrenoy 
of  a  half-year,  interest  at  £3  10s,  per  oent.  per  annum  to  be  paid 
from  the  day  of  payment  of  the  price  of  the  Stock  to  the  next  half- 
yearly  dividend  day. 

{d)  Stock  to  be  transferable  by  deed  and  not  in  books. 

Thirdly, 

That  snoh  Stock  shall  be  irredeemable  except  by  purchase,  either  in 
the  open  market  or  by  agreement  with  the  stockholder. 

Fourthly, 

That  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Commissioners  of  Her  Majesty's 
Treasury,  an  agreement  be  entered  into  with  the  Commissioners  of  InUnd 
Bevenue  for  the  payment  to  the  last-mentioned  Commissioners  of  composi- 
tion under  the  provisions  of  2:^ection  53  of  **  The  Inland  Revenue  Act, 
1880,"  for  the  Stamp  Duty  on  transfers  of  Stock  issued  under  the  foregoing 
resolutions. 

Mr.  Aid.  Stephbnson  seconded  the  resolations. 

Agreed  to. 

COAL  STAITH  AT  WALKBB. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hbdlet  moved  the  confirmation  of  a  report  of  the 
Finance  Committee,  recommending  that  the  Corporation  pay  £100 
for  ten  years,  towards  the  cost  of  the  erection  of  a  coal  staith  at 
Walker,  by  the  Walker  Colliery  Co.  [p.  361.]  He  said  the 
committee  tbooght  it  better  to  pay  £100  a  year  for  ten  years,  than 
£1,000  at  once ;  so  that,  in  case  anything  occnred  at  the  colliery, 
the  Corporation  would  be  saved  any  sum  that  had  not  been  already 
paid. 

Mr.  Aid.  Stephensok  seconded  the  resolution. 

Mr.  Inolbdew  asked  if  the  lease  to  the  Walker  Colliery  Company 
was  sealed  yet 

Mr.  Aid.  Hbdlbt  :  Not  yet 

Mr.  Inolbdew  :  Is  this  part  of  the  terms  ? 

b2 
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Mr.  Aid.  HsDLBT :  It  is. 

Mr.  Johnson:  Has  it  been  sUpalated  that  the  OompaDj  shAli 
keep  the  staith  in  repair  during  their  lease  and  not  leave  it 
a  wreck? 

Mr.  Aid.  Hedlet  :  Proper  covenants  will  be  inserted. 

Mr.  Wm.  Smith  said  the  Corporation  altered  the  frontage  at 
Walker,  and  the  Corporation  had  to  give  the  Colliery  Company  the 
shipping  aocommodation  required. 

Agreed  to. 

THE  PROPOSED  RECREATION  GROUND  ON  BUHS'  MOOR. 

The  adjourned  debate  upon  the  following  motion,  proposed  o& 
June  4,  by  Mr.  Carse — **  That  the  motion  confirming  the  report  of 
the  Town  Management  Committee,  passed  by  the  Council  on  the 
5th  December,  1883,  recommending  the  enclosure  of  the  twenty-five 
acres  of  the  Nuns'  Moor  for  the  purposes  of  recreation,  be  and  herebj 
is  rescinded  ;  and  that  the  said  committee  be  requested  to  consider 
the  necessity  for  a  recreation  ground  on  or  near  the  Nuns'  Moor, 
and  whether  it  cannot  be  met  by  the  appropriation  of  a  portioQ  of 
the  present  enclosed  ground  on  the  Moor,  and  to  report  thereon  to 
the  Council,  together  with  the  proposed  cost,  both  in  capital  and 
annual  outlay,"  was  resumed  by 

Mr.  YouLL,  who  said  it  was  so  long  ago  since  the  debate 
commenced  that  he  had  almost  forgotten  what  Mr.  Carse  bad  said. 
The  proposal  to  enclose  25  acres  of  land  at  the  Nuns*  Moor  had  been 
fully  debated,  and  was  agreed  to.  The  ground  ought  to  be  laid  oat 
for  the  use  of  the  people  at  the  west  end  of  the  town.  The  people 
at  the  north  end — he  spoke  for  himself  at  any  rate — were  perfectly 
satisfied  with  the  recreation  ground  and  parks  they  had,  and  it  was 
only  fair  that  the  people  at  the  west  end,  who  contributed  a  large 
sum  of  money  to  the  rates,  should  have  something  done  for  them. 
The  park  at  the  west  end  was  too  small.  If  they  could  bare 
reversed  the  parks,  and  placed  the  Armstrong  Park  at  the  west  end, 
and  the  Elswick  Park  at  the  east  end,  the  division  would  have  been 
fairer.  That,  however,  could  not  be  done,  and  thd  next  best  thing 
was  to  provide  a  recreation  ground  at  the  Nuns'  Moor,  which  woald 
be  of  great  service  to  the  people  at  the  west  end.  He  hoped  the 
Council  would  adhere  to  its  resolution  of  December  5th,  and  carry 
it  out  in  its  integrity. 

Mr.  Dixon  said  he  would  like  to  know  what  position  the  Council 
were  in  regarding  the  probability,  if  not  the  certainty,  of  getting 
the  25  acres  which  the  freemen  agreed  should  be  taken  on  the  None* 
Moor.  He  would  like  to  know  whether  that  agreement  with  the 
freemen  was  to  be  carried  out  or  not.  If  that  agreement  was  to  be 
carried  out  it  would  be  better  to  let  the  35  acres  of  the  Moor  at  the 
^orth  Koad  remain  undivided ;  but  if  that  agreement  was  not  to  be 
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carried  ont^  and  there  was  little  or  no  probabilitj  of  getting  any 
land  at  the  west  end,  then  he  wonld  strongly  nrge  that  an  exchange 
be  made  for  a  portion  of  the  35  acres  on  the  Moor,  under  the  power 
given  by  the  Act  of  Parliament.  There  was  no  part  of  the  town  so 
badly  supplied  with  recreation  gronnd,  in  proportion  to  its  popula- 
tion, as  the  west  end ;  whilst  the  north  end  was  abundantly 
supplied  There  was  every  probability  of  the  population  at 
the  west  end  rapidly  increasing,  and  they  would  need  a  park. 
There  had  been  almost  mile-s  of  new  streets  built  at  the  west 
end  in  the  last  few  years,  and  there  was  every  indication  of 
farther  extensions.  Elswick  Park  was  a  beautiful  park,  and  was 
the  most  useful  park  in  Newcastle,  owing  to  its  being  in  the 
centre  of  the  population. 

Mr.  JosBPH  B.  Ellis  said  he  did  not  think  the  opposition  of  Mr. 
Carse  was  genuine;  because,  although  he  sought  to  get  the  Oouncil 
to  undo  what  it  had  by  a  large  majority  decided  should  be  done,  he 
concluded  his  motion  by  asking  that  the  committee  should  farther 
enquire  and  see  what  was  necessary  to  be  done.  It  was  agreed  in 
the  Town  Moor  Management  Committee  by  17  votes  to  3,  that  they 
should  make  arrangements  to  take  25  acres  of  the  Nuns'  Moor  to 
form  a  recreation  ground  for  the  people  at  the  west  end.  Mr.  Oarse 
had  said  that  the  subject  was  never  fully  discussed  in  the  Council, 
but,  as  far  as  his  (Mr.  Ellis's)  knowledge  went,  those  things  which 
were  least  debated  in  the  Council  were  generally  the  most  successful. 
But  whether  this  matter  was  debated  or  not  there  was  the  fact  that 
the  resolution  was  carried  by  26  votes  to  10.  In  1870  the  Council 
confirmed  a  resolution  that  it  was  necessary  to  take  25  acres  of 
recreation  ground  at  the  west  end.  Three  years  ago  the  Council 
applied  for  and  got  an  Act  of  Parliament,  under  which  power  was 
obtained  to  take,  if  the  Council  thought  fit,  a  portion  of  land  at  the 
west  end  in  exchange  for  a  portion  of  the  35  lucres  of  the  Moor  at 
the  North  Road.  There  was  a  population  of  30,000  or  40,000 
people  at  the  west  end.  If  the  Council  could  get  the  freemen  to 
give  25  or  30  acres  on  the  Nuns'  Moor,  on  payment  of  £4  per  acre 
p«r  year,  would  it  be  wise  to  gi^e  up,  in  lieu  of  it,  a  portion  of  the 
land  at  the  North  Boad,  one  of  the  most  valuable  sites  in  Newcastle) 
The  land  at  the  North  Boad  had  been  already  enclosed,  and  an 
arrangement  had  been  made  for  the  Town  Moor  Management  Com- 
mittee to  spend  X600  to  £1,000  in  making  the  old  pond  suitable  for 
skating  purposes.  Mr.  Carse  thought  the  Council  had  spent  too 
much  already  on  parks.  Mr.  Carse  had  opposed  parks  ;  he  opposed 
the  Armstrong  park  and  that  little  enclosure  in  Eldon  Square. 
Mr.  Carse  had  said  that  ''  the  Council  had  no  business  to  spend  the 
rates  of  the  town  in  upholding  the  fancies  and  fads  of  several 
people."  Just  imagine  Mr.  Carse  saying  this  when  he  himself  had 
a  proposal  before  tbe  Corporation  to  spend  £30,000  for  a  fine  art 
gallery.  He  wondered  whose  fad  that  was.  The  subject  of  a 
recreation  ground  at  the  west  end  had  been  enquired  into  in  the  past 
fourteen  years,  and  the  Council  had  three  times  approved  the  prin- 
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ciple  of  proriding  one,  and  he  hoped  they  wonld  affinn  it  tgain 
to-day. 

Mr.  Gray  said  the  qnestion  of  the  necessity  of  additional  recrea- 
tion ground  for  the  people  at  the  west  eod  had  been  so  forcibly  pot 
by  Mr.  Dixon  that  there  was  little  leit  for  him  to  say  on  beh&lf  of 
the  constituency  he  represented.  It  was  well  known  that  Elswick 
Park  was  not  large  enongh  for  the  great  number  of  people  who 
wished  access  to  it;  at  times  the  park  was  inconveniently  crowded. 
There  was  no  grass  where  children  could  play  and  roll  about  on,  or 
cricket  and  football  be  played.  Excepting  the  portion  set  apart  fur 
bowling  greens,  and  the  small  space  for  children  to  play  on,  all  was 
used  as  garden  ground,  and  people  must  keep  upon  the  walks. 
What  was  wanted  for  the  people  of  Elswick  and  Westgate  was  more 
breathing  space,  greater  facilities  for  recreation,  and  more  room  to 
more  about  in.  The  resolution  agreed  to  on  December  5  by  a  large 
majority  was  a  very  proper  one,  and  he  had  no  doubt  the  freemen, 
with  a  knowledge  of  the  necessities  of  the  people  at  the  west  end, 
would  agree  to  let  the  Corporation  rent  the  ground  required  at  the 
Nuns*  Moor. 

Mr.  WiL  WiusoN  said  the  question  of  the  Oorporation  obtaining 
possession  of  26  acres  of  the  Nuns*  Moor  was  debated  at  one  of  the 
Guilds  of  the  freemen,  and  the  decision  the  stewards  came  to  was 
that  as  soon  as  the  Council  got  Parliamentary  authority  they  ooald 
have  the  land.  There  seemed  to  be  scarcely  two  opinions  as  to  the 
necessity  of  the  west  end  having  more  park  accommodatioD  pro- 
vided. The  opinions  of  the  freemen  were  very  much  in  harmony 
with  Mr.  Carse'e  opinion — that  the  recreation  ground  at  the  North 
Road  was  really  not  wanted ;  the  ground  had  been  railed  off,  and 
there  was  scarcely  ever  anybody  in  it 

Mr.  Holmes  :  It  is  not  prepared  yet. 

Mr.  WiLsoir :  Before  the  ground  at  the  North  Road  was  railed 
round  lads  used  to  play  there,  but  now  it  was  deserted.  It  was  a 
proper  question  to  consider  whether  the  Council  could  not  take  25 
acres  in  lieu  of  a  portion  of  the  35  acres  at  the  North  Road,  and  so 
save  XI 00  a  year. 

Mr.  HoLHBS :  No,  let  ns  have  the  whole  of  it. 

Mr.  Tkmplb  said  Mr.  Dixon  had  talked  about  the  great  extension 
of  houses  and  streets  at  the  west  end.  There  had  in  the  year  been 
189  houses,  self-contained  and  flats,  built  at  the  west  end,  and  in 
Jesmond  ward  228  had  been  built 

Mr.  C.  8.  Smith  said  it  would  be  folly  on  the  part  of  the  Council 
to  sacrifice  any  of  the  valuable  land  at  the  North  Road  for  land 
required  at  the  west  end.  He  thought  the  freemen  would  be  willing 
to  assist  the  committee  in  carrying  out  the  negotiations  which  bad 
been  already  entered  into  to  obtain  25  acres  of  the  Nuns'  Moor. 
With  a  little  good  temper  and  persuasion  this  could  be  secoied. 
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Mr.  W.  WiLSOR  :  I  do  not  think  there  is  any  indisposition  on  the 
part  of  the  stewards. 

Mr.  0.  8.  Smith  :  I  do  not  think  there  is  any  disposition  on  the 
part  of  the  freemen  to  oppose  this. 

Mr.  Bell  said  he  would  support  Mr.  Carse's  motion  hecause  he 
thought  the  Council  had  dealt  very  unfairly  with  them  in  regard  to 
this  matter.  The  necessity  of  another  park  at  the  west  ond  had 
ne?er  been  discussed  by  the  Council.  At  the  tail  end  of  a  meeting 
a  resolution  affirming  the  principle  of  having  a  park  at  the  Nuns* 
Moor  was  passed  without  any  discussion  ;  and  when  half  of  those 
at  the  meeting  did  not  know  what  the  motion  was.  At  the  meeting 
of  the  Town  Moor  Management  Committee,  the  chairman  refused 
to  allow  the  question  of  the  desirability  of  the  formation  of  this 
park  to  be  discussed,  and  that  was  unfair  to  the  committee  ;  he 
would  only  permit  the  price  of  the  land  to  be  discussed ;  and  he 
^Mr.  Bell)  admitted  that  the  freemen  went  into  the  thing  very 
fairly.  Mr.  Carse  had  put  before  the  Council  a  yery  mild  proposi- 
tion in  asking  that  the  matter  be  left  to  the  committee  for 
consideration.  He  (Mr.  Bell)  would  have  been  quite  prepared  to 
vote  for  an  enclosure  on  the  Nuns*  Moor,  but  he  would  like  to 
know  what  it  was  to  be  used  for.  He  did  not  think  it  was  necessary 
to  have  an  ornamental  enclosure ;  but  if  they  wanted  it  for  cricket, 
croquet,  and  other  games,  the  land  could  easily  be  levelled.  If 
they  wanted  to  make  it  an  enclosure,  like  the  Brandling  Park,  it 
would  not  be  appreciated  by  the  public. 

Mr.  Winter  said  that  in  speaking  upon  this  subject  the  Council  only 
heard  of  legislation  for  the  east  or  w?st  ends,  and  not  for  the  benefit 
of  the  town  generally ;  but,  in  his  opinion,  if  any  district  required 
an  open  space  more  than  another,  it  was  the  district  not  far  from 
the  Town  Hall.  If  the  Council  in  their  wisdom,  or,  he  might  say, 
in  their  folly,  were  inclined  to  spend  more  money  on  parks,  it  should 
not  be  spent  at  the  east  or  west  ends.  Mr.  Joseph  Ellis  was  anxious 
about  the  people  in  Westgate  ;  but,  looking  at  a  map  of  the 
town,  Arthur's  Hill  district  was  nearer  to  the  Leazes  Park  than 
the  place  proposed  to  be  enclosed.  The  Nuns*  Moor  was  already  a 
recreation  ground,  and  required  no  enclosing.  The  public  had  a 
perfect  right  to  go  now  on  the  land  at  any  time  ;  but  if  it  waa 
enclosed  it  would  be  closed  to  the  public  at  certain  hours.  If  the 
Council  considered  the  amount  of  money  already  spent  on  parks, 
he  thought  it  would  be  admitted  they  had  done  their  duty  to 
the  town. 

Mr.  W.  Smith  said  there  was  a  large  and  increasing  population 
settling  at  the  west  end  away  from  the  Leazes  Park.  It  would 
be  a  great  mistake  to  make  the  25  acres  on  the  Nuns'  Moor 
into  a  park,  with  roads  for  children  to  walk  along;  it  should 
be  a  recreation  ground.  If  they  wanted  a  monument  of  folly  in  the 
management  of  parks,  it  was  the  spending  of  a  considerable  anm  in 
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enclosing  the  land  at  the  North  Road,  and  not  even  letting  sheep 
eat  the  grass.  He  believed  X8  or  £10  an  acre  might  have  been 
got  for  the  eatage  of  the  grass  at  the  North  Road  groand,  and  that 
the  SO  acres  woold  have  produced  £300  a  year;  bat  that  had  been 
thrown  away.  The  west  end  wanted  more  breathing  space,  and 
he  hoped  the  resolution  of  the  December  meeting  woald  be 
carried  out 

Mr.  Ankan  said  that,  as  a  freeman,  he  had  always  supported  the 
motion  of  Mr.  Ellis.  There  was  one  little  difficulty  that  should 
be  taken  into  consideration,  and  that  was  that  the  Stewards  and 
Freemen  had  no  legal  power  to  enter  into  an  arrangement  with  the 
Corporation  to  let  tlie  ground  until  power  was  obtained  in  an  Act 
of  Parliament 

Mr.  Cabse  replied  npon  the  discussion.  He  said  it  was  qnite 
clear  that  the  length  of  time  which  had  elapsed  since  the  discussion 
of  the  motion  commenced  had  dulled  the  memory  of  several  membon 
to  a  very  considerable  degree.  They  evidently  did  not  know  what 
his  resolution  was,  or,  if  they  did,  they  had  grossly  misrepresented  it 
in  their  observations  to-day.  He  had  omitted  a  few  words  from  the 
resolution  in  order  to  give  it  wider  scope.  He  denied  that  he  had 
voted  against  the  extension  of  the  Armstrong  Park;  the  Heaton 
Park  was  bought,  and  the  rest  was  given,  and  he  certainly  never 
voted  against  Sir  Wm,  Armstrong's  gift.  It  was  a  dream  on  the 
part  of  Mr.  Ellis  to  say  that  he  (Mr.  Oarse)  intended  to  ask  the 
Council  to  spend  £20,000  or  £30,000  in  providing  a  fine  art 
gallery.  When  the  subject  of  an  art  gallery  came  before  the 
Council  he  would  not  ask  for  any  money  for  the  building,  but  onlj 
a  small  amount  to  support  it ;  he  proposed  to  get  the  money  for  the 
building  in  another  way.  In  regard  to  the  25  acres  on  the  Nuns' 
Moor  he  denied  that  there  was  power  to  rent  that  land.  The 
freemen  had  power  to  let  100  acres  of  land,  and  there  were  now  93 
or  95  acres  let,  and,  unless  an  Act  of  Parliament  was  obtained  the 
proposed  agreement  as  to  the  land  could  not  be  carried  out.  He  did 
not  intend  to  oppose  the  west  end  people  having  an  increase  of  park 
accommodation,  but  it  should  be  done  properly.  Do  not  let  them 
have  an  enclosed  recreation  gronnd.  They  had  experience  of  an 
enclosed  recreation  ground  at  the  North  Road ;  a  dreary  place,  with 
long  grass,  and  nobody  going  into  it  The  Nuns'  Moor  was  a 
recreation  ground  now,  always  open  to  the  public.  The  north  end 
had  more  than  its  share  of  open  space,  and  the  west  end  might 
receive  25  acres  in  exchange  for  land  at  the  north  end.  He  could 
understand  the  great  value  of  the  land  at  the  North  Road  if  it  were 
intended  to  build  upon  it,  but,  as  an  open  space  for  men,  womeo, 
and  children  to  go  to,  the  Nuns'  Moor  was  as  valuable  land  as  that 
at  the  North  Road.  He  maintained  that  this  question  had  been 
discussed  by  the  Council  The  resolution  was  passed  irregularly  on 
December  5.     (  "  No,  no  "  ). 

Mr.  0.  S.  Smith  :  I  rise  to  order. 
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The  Matob  :  Mr.  Carae  must  withdraw  the  statement  that  the 
resolution  was  passed  irregnlarly.  It  was  passed  in  order,  and  is 
recorded  on  oar  minntes. 

Mr.  Joseph  6.  Ellis  :  And  as  manj  were  present  as  there  are 
here  now. 

The  Mayor  :  There  was  a  qaornm. 

Mr.  Cabsb  :  I  hold  I  am  justified  in  osing  the  word  "  irregularly"; 
and  I  shall  prove  it. 

Mr.  0.  S.  Smith  :  I  protest  against  this. 

Mr.  Cabsb  :  Yon  may  protest  till  doomsday  it  will  not  matter. 

The  Mator:  After  the  statement  of  Mr.  Carse,  I  will  ask 
the  Town  Clerk  if  there  was  any  irregularity  in  passing  the 
resolution. 

The  Town  Clbrk  :  I  think  there  was  no  irregularity  whatever. 
There  were  37  members  of  the  Council  present.  The  resolution 
was  discussed  as  long  as  members  wished  to  discuss  it,  and  then  it 
was  put  to  the  vote,  and  26  voted  for  it,  10  against  it,  and  1 
declined  to  vote. 

Mr.  Cabsb  :  I  do  not  intend  to  withdraw  the  word—  (Cries 
of  "  withdraw.") 

Mr.  Tbkple:  We  must  stop  the  discussion  until  the  word  is 
withdrawn. 

Mr.  Cabsb  :  I  have  a  right  to  explain.     (Cries  of  "  chair.") 

The  Mayor:  Mr.  Carse  is  entitled  to  make  an  explanation ;  but 
I  hope  the  result  will  be  to  put  himself  in  order. 

Mr.  Carsb  said  he  always  bowed  to  the  decision  of  the  Mayor. 
He  mentioned  the  word  ''irregularly"  for  this  reason,  that  the 
subject  was  not  taken  up  in  its  proper  place  on  the  agenda.  After 
a  long  debate  had  taken  place  upon  some  other  question,  most 
of  the  Council  were  rising,  when  they  were  asked  to  stay  a  little  as 
Mr.  Aid.  Angus  had  some  routine  business  to  bring  forward.  Mr. 
Aid.  Angus  got  through  his  work.  The  Council  settled  down  a 
little,  but  14  or  15  members  had  left;  and  then  this  matter  relating 
to  the  Nuns'  Moor  was  taken  out  of  its  place  on  the  agenda.  He 
and  others  had  thought  the  whole  business  was  over  for  the  day, 
and  had  left  the  Council  chamber ;  and  he  was  justified  in  saying 
the  business  was  "  irregularly'*  done.     (''  No,  no.") 

Mr.  C.  8.  Smith:  There  has  been  no  apology  made  for  the 
observation. 

Mr.  Carsb  :  If  the  Mayor  says  there  was  no  irregularity  I  will 
withdraw  the  word. 

Mr.  HoLMBS :  The  irregularity  seems  to  have  been  in  Mr.  Carse 
leaving  the  Council  meeting  before  the  work  was  over ;  and  because 
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the  resolation  wm  passed  in  his  absence  we  are  to  hare  this  dragged 
all  np  again. 

The  Mayor  :  The  Town  Clerk  advises  me  that  the  business  wii 
taken  in  its  proper  order. 

Mr.  Cabsb  :  I  hold— (cries  of  «  withdraw  "  and  «  chair."^ 

Mr.  Aid.  MiLVAiET :  To  put  an  end  to  this  noise  I  ask  the  Mayor 
to  rule  whether  Mr.  Carse  is  in  order  or  not. 

The  Mator  :  I  do  rnle  as  firmly  as  I  possibly  can,  thai  no 
gentleman  is  justified  in  stating  that  the  business  of  this  Goniieil 
is  conducted  irregularly. 

Mr.  Carse  :  I  say  no  more,  but  I  consider  that — (cries  of  '^  with- 
draw "}.  If  gentlemen  think  I  am  going  to  be  put  down  by 
clamour  they  are  mistaken. 

Mr.  Stbphkks  :  This  is  trifling  with  the  Mayor  and  erery  gentle- 
man present     If  Mr.  Carse  will  not  withdraw  we  must  go  to  the 

vote. 

Mr.  Carsb  :  I  regret  this  exceedingly,  but  it  is  not  my 
fault     Everybody  cries   ^  chair  ^  when   I   speak.     It  is  unfair. 

(*•  Chair,"  «  chair.")    I  declare  I  will  not  withdraw ("  Chair," 

"chair.-) 

Mr.  Temple  :  We  have  now  arrived  at  a  point  when  this  moBt 
be  settled.  The  Mayor  has  ruled  that  Mr.  Carse's  word  ''irr^fularly" 
is  out  of  order;  and  Mr.  Carse  has  distinctly  put  the  diair  at 
defiance,  and  says  he  will  not  withdraw.  The  question  now  is  who 
is  to  be  master — the  Mayor  or  Mr.  Carse. 

Mr.  HoLMBS:  I  move  that  Mr.  Carse  be  not  heard  until  be 
withdraws  the  word. 

Mr.  WiL  Smith  :  I  second  that 

The  Mayor  :  I  think  Mr.  Carse  is  misapprehended.  You  wOl 
withdraw  the  word,  Mr.  Carse. 

Mr.  Carsb  :  I  was  going  to  withdraw  ten  minutes  ago,  but  wss 
interrupted.     (Cries  of  "  no,  no,"  and  "  chair.") 

Mr.  Holmes  :  I  press  my  motion. 

Mr.  Carse  :  If  I  have  said  anything  reflecting  upon  the  Council 
I  withdraw  it  at  once. 

Mr.  Aid.  Potter  :  Withdraw  the  word. 

Mr.  Carsb  :  I  withdraw  the  word — that  this  was  done  by  the 
Council  irregularly.     Will  that  satisfy,  gentlemen  ?

COMMUNICATION  FROM  GIBSON  8TBEBT  TO  THB  QUAY. 

Mr.  Andbrsbn  said  he  desired  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Oonncil 
to  the  want  of  a  convenient  and  accessible  communication  from 
Gibson  Street  to  the  Quay.  He  had  given  the  qaestion  considerable 
attention,  and  ten  months  ago  he  laid  the  matter  before  the  Town 
Improvement  Oommittee,  who  reqaested  the  Oity  Engineer  to 
survey  Wood's  Entry  leading  from  Qibson  Street  to  the  Quay,  with 
a  view  to  having  it  widened,  and  he  was  instrocted  to  estimate  the 
cost  of  the  same.  The  report  and  estimate  were  laid  before  the 
oommittee,  but  as  they  had  no  funds  at  iheir  command  the  matter 
was  allowed  to  rest  there.  He  thought  they  had  now  arrived  at  a 
time  when  steps  should  be  taken  to  provide  a  convenient  communica- 
tion, easy  of  access,  between  Gibson  Street  and  the  Quay.  The 
Corporation  not  having  provided  healthy  homes  for  the  Quay 
labourers  in  the  place  of  the  wretched  dwellings  recently  demolished 
in  Sandgate,  and  they  being  obliged  now  to  reside  in  the  higher  part 
of  the  city,  it  was  highly  necessary  that  the  desired  improvement 
should  be  carried  out,  to  obviate  the  necessity  of  these  labourers 
having  daily  to  fight  their  way  through  the  narrow  and  disgraceful 
passage  called  Wood's  Entry,  which  was  at  present  the  only  means 
of  communication.  He  moved,  ^*  That  this  Council  instructs  the 
Town  Improvement  Oommittee  to  provide  a  suitable  communica- 
tion between  Gibson  Street  and  Uie  Quay,  in  lieu  of  the  Wood 
Entry." 

Mr.  Calvbrt  seconded  the  resolution.  He  said  he  had  been 
asked  by  working  people  in  that  locality  to  enquire  whether  an 
improvement  could  not  be  made.  People  had  to  go  round  by  the 
circuitous  road  to  the  Quay,  or  by  Wood's  Entry  which  was 
very  unpleasant  in  its  present  state.  An  improvement  could  be 
made  at  a  moderate  outlay,  and  it  would  add  considerably  to  the 
convenience  of  the  ratepayers. 

Mr.  Joseph  B.  Ellis  said  the  proposed  improvement  would  be  a 
great  convenience  to  people  going  to  the  Quay.  He  proposed  as  an 
amendment  that  the  subject  be  referred  to  the  Town  Improvement 
Committee  to  report  as  to  the  best  route  from  Gibson  Street  to  the 
Quay. 

The  Matob:  Will  you  accept  this  7 
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Mr.  AvDBBflBH :  Yes. 

The  motion,  «i  altered,  was  agreed  to. 

PROPOSED  CATTLE  LAIES. 

Mr.  G.  R  Hbdlet  rose  ''  to  urge  npon  the  Cooncil  the  desin- 
bility  of  makiog  some  additional  cattle  lairs  at  the  west  end  of  the 
city,  for  the  accommodation  of  foreign  stock,  and  to  suggest  a  soit- 
able  place  for  the  parpose,  and  the  mode  of  erection."  He  said  he 
wonld  to-day  ask  the  Council  only  to  affirm  the  principle  that  saoh 
lairs  were  wanted,  and  that  they  ongbt  to  be  bnilt  by  the  Corpora- 
tion. The  importation  of  liye  stock  each  week  to  Newcastle  had 
greatly  increased,  but  there  had  been  no  increase  made  in  the  aooom- 
modation,  of  a  permanent  nature,  for  its  storage.  There  were  some 
temporary  sheds  under  the  North  Eastern  Railway  Company  let  to 
salesmen,  but  they  were  under  a  week's  notice,  and  they  might  reoeiTe 
that  notice  at  any  time.  There  was  there  accommoidation  for  over 
1 ,400  cattle.  The  number  of  cattle  at  the  market  sometimes  amoanted 
to  about  3,600 ;  and  there  was  the  English  stock  oyer  and  above  thai 
He  was  not  taking  into  account  sheep  and  swine,  and  they  also 
required  cover  and  warmth.  AH  cattle  were  well  taken  care  of  in 
Denmark ;  live  stock  of  all  kinds  were  taken  out  in  the  momiog 
and  tethered,  and  were  brought  in  at  night.  The  land  in  Denmark 
was  mostly  in  the  hands  of  the  owners,  and  men,  women,  and 
children,  from  morning  till  evening  did  nothing  else  but  pay  atteii« 
tion  to  their  flocks  and  herds.  The  Corporation  had  organised 
splendid  import  accommodation  ;  and  lairs  were  required  in  whidi 
animals,  after  leaving  the  sanatorium,  could  be  stored  until  the 
market  day.  In  the  cattle  market  there  was — thanks  greatly  to 
Mr.  Gray — accommodation  for  animal&  It  had  been  demonstrated 
not  long  ago  that  such  lairs  as  he  proposed  were  very  profitable 
speculations.  It  was  palpable  that  such  places  were  very  mach 
needed,  when  a  small  lair  accommodating  80  head  of  cattle  let  at 
from  £240  to  £250  a  year.  There  was  a  high  blank  wall  to  the 
east  of  the  present  lairs  under  the  cattle  market,  and  his  proposal 
was  to  excavate  and  tunnel  a  portion  of  the  market  to  the  east  of 
the  seven  existing  sheds.  Ten  sheds,  to  accommodate  100  head  of 
cattle  each,  could  be  made  at  a  cost  of  £500  a  piece,  or  under  it. 
Not  to  take  the  fictitious  letting  of  the  other  sheds,  he  would  estimate 
that  £100  a  year  would  be  paid  for  one  to  accommodate  100  head 
of  live  stock  ;  and  if  the  making  of  a  lair  cost  £500,  and 
it  was  let  for  £100,  the  Corporation  would  receive  20  per 
cent,  upon  the  outlay.  He  would  hardly  enforce  the  carrying 
out  of  the  whole  scheme  at  the  present  time.  It  might  be 
said  that  the  market  would  not  be  of  so  much  use  if  disease 
broke  out  among  cattle  in  sheds  under  it.  But  there  were 
already  cattle  lairs  under  the  market;  and,  if  necessary,  the 
portion  of  the  market,  in  which  stock  could  be  sold,  might 
be  barricaded.     It  was  inevitable  that  in  a  very  abort  time  the 
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Railwaj  Oompanj's  lairs,  accommodating  1,400  head  of  stock, 
would  be  taken  down.  There  had  been  one  or  two  private 
schemes  brought  forward.  Mr.  Shipley  had,  he  believed,  placed 
a  scheme  before  them  for  accommodating  only  400  or  500 
cattle;  and  there  was  this  great  objection  to  it  that  the 
accommodation  was  provided  on  three  floors,  and  the  whole  size  of 
the  building  would  be  only  60  yards  sqnare.  Such  a  paltry  scheme 
should  not  obtain  the  attention  of  the  Council.  In  Pottery  Lane 
there  was  a  large  building  belonging  to  the  North  Eastern  Railway 
Company,  which  had  been  in  the  hands  of  Mrs.  Burn,  and  in  the 
past  it  accommodated  about  800  cattle;  but  the  Railway  Company 
now  proposed  to  cement  the  place,  and  make  accommodation  for 
about  500  more.  But  even  with  this  extension  there  would 
not  be  nearly  sufficient.  This  was  leaving  out  any  accom- 
modation for  sheep  and  swine.  Sometimes  as  many  as  3,600 
sheep  came  from  abroad,  and,  when  there  was  jio  disease 
among  swine,  he  had  known  as  many  as  1,000  to  1,200  swine 
come  from  Denmark  and  Sweden.  This  was  a  branch  of  revenue 
which  the  Corporation  should  look  upon  with  very  great  favour. 
Last  year  the  city  received  in  tolls  and  dues  about  £10,000 
from  the  imported  stock.  The  accommodation  he  asked  for  was 
really  required,  it  would  be  a  very  profitable  investment,  and  it  should 
be  in  the  hondis  of  the  Corporation.  Supposing  the  North  Eastern 
Railway  Company  made  accommodation  in  Pottery  Lane  tor  1,200 
head  there  would  be  this  great  drawback — all  the  animals  would  be 
under  one  roof,  and  if  disease  broke  out  the  whole  building  would 
be  closed.  Such  a  thing  would  not  take  place  with  the  scheme  he 
now  proposed,  because  each  lair  or  shed  would  be  divided  from  the 
others  by  earthen  walls.  The  lain  could  be  ventilated  by  shafts, 
which  could  be  so  arranged  that  there  would  be  no  fear  of  infection. 
He  proposed  that  the  Council  affirm  the  principle  that  accommoda- 
tion was  wanted  for  live  stock  in  Newcastle,  and  that  that  accom- 
modation should  be  in  the  hands  of  the  Corporation,  and  that  a  small 
committee  be  appointed  to  report  upon  the  subject. 

The  Mayor  :  Will  not  the  Finance  Committee  take  this  up ) 

Mr.  Joseph  B.  Ellis  said  the  City  Engineer  would  lay  before 
the  Finance  Committee  to-morrow  a  plan  for  a  building  on  the  north 
side  of  Railway  Street,  to  accommodate  290  cattle  at  a  cost  of 
£2,500.  He  asked  Mr.  Hedley  to  refer  the  subject  to  the  Finance 
Committee. 

Mr  G.  R.  Hbdlet  said  there  were  some  gentlemen  who  had 
special  talents  in  regard  to  buildings  of  this  sort,  who  were  not  on 
the  Finance  Committee,  and  he,  therefore,  wished  to  have  a  small 
special  committee. 

Mr.  Holmbs  said  he  had  great  pleasure  in  seconding  Mr. 
Hedley's  motion.  Mr.  Hedley  had  taken  a  great  deal  of  interest 
in  this  question  ever  since  he  entered  the  Council;   and  they 
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nmst  all  admit  he  had  made  oat  a  good  case.  They  were  aware 
of  the  great  defidency  of  lair  aocommodatioa  in  conDectioii 
with  the  great  cattle  trade  of  Newcastle.  The  saggestion  that 
cattle  lairs  should  be  made  under  the  market  was  worth  carefol 
consideration. 

Mr.  Aid.  Wilson  said  he  could  bear  his  testimony  to  the  need  of 
additional  cattle  lairs  at  the  west  end  of  the  town.  On  all  sides  the 
Council  were  asked  to  provide  accommodation  for  the  stock  intended 
for  the  market.  He  hoped  the  subject  would  be  taken  up  vigoronsij; 
but  whether  Mr.  Hedley's  plan  was  the  best  to  adopt,  he  was  not 
prepared  to  state.  Land  at  the  west  end  was  very  scarce,  and  he 
was  afraid  it  would  be  dear  to  purchase.  The  committee  ooald 
enquire  into  the  whole  case,  and  would,  he  hoped,  be  able  to  place 
before  the  Council  a  good  scheme  before  very  long. 

Mr.  Aid.  tiTBPHBNSOH  hoped  Mr.  Hedley  did  not  wish  to  bind 
the  Council  down  by  his  resolution  to  carry  out  his  suggestion.  He 
suggested  that  the  resolution  shoald  be  altered  to  a  recom- 
mendation that  the  committee  '' consider  the  desirability"  of 
providing  lairs.  The  Finance  Committee  had  this  question  before 
them  now. 

Mr.  O.  R  Hbdlbt  :  I  prefer  a  Special  Committee. 

Mr.  Aid.  Stbphbkson  :  Mr.  Hedley  wants  to  bind  us  absolutely. 

Mr.  Q.  R.  Hbdlbt  :  I  have  no  desire  to  bind  the  Council  to 
any  scheme.  I  only  want  the  Council  to  affirm  the  principle 
that  there  is  the  want,  and  that  if  the  want  is  to  be  supplied, 
it  should  be  snpplied  by  the  Corporation  itself.  I  shall  be  gled 
to  name  the  committee  at  the  next  Council  meetbg — if  I  hare  a 
seat  here. 

Mr.  Cabsb  asked  if  Mr.  Hedley  wished  the  Corporation  to  provide 
lairs  to  the  ezclasion  of  anybody  else.  ("  No.")  It  would  be  a 
pity  for  the  Corporation  to  provide  lairs  if  other  people  had  aooom- 
modation  which  would  serve  the  purposa 

Mr.  Aid.  Babkab  :  The  subject  can  be  referred  to  the  Finance 
Committee,  with  the  addition  of  one  or  two  specialists  desired  bj 
Mr.  Hedley. 

Mr.  Templb  said  he  would  object  to  the  Council  heing  committed 
to  enter  into  a  scheme  in  competition  with  traders.  Mr.  Hedlej 
asked  the  Council  to  affirm  the  desirability  of  having  more  laire^the 
Corporation  providing  them ;  and,  if  they  did  that,  they  would  be 
entering  into  competition  with  other  people,  and  they  had  no  xigb^ 
to  do  80. 

Mr.  Gray  said  he  did  not  think  the  Council  had  that  information 
on  this  subject  which  would  justify  them  in  affirming  the  principle 
Mr.  Hedley  wished.  At  the  present  time  the  Council  had  no 
statistics  before  them  as  to  the  accommodation  in  lairs  in  the  city* 
A  large  sum  of  money  had  of  late  been  spent  upon  the  cattle 
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sanatorinm;  and  the  Goonoil  ahoold  pause  before  agreeing  to  spend 
a  large  sum  in  providing  lairs.  In  connection  with  the  foreign 
trade  there  were  many  contingencies  to  consider.  At  the  present 
time  endeavours  were  being  made  in  Denmark,  which  might  prove 
successful,  to  divert  some  of  the  cattle  trade  from  Newcastle  to 
Grimsby.  Before  agreeing  to  further  expense  he  would  like  to  be 
assured  that  further  lairs  were  required,  and  that  it  was  the  duty  of 
the  Corporation,  as  against  private  individuals,  to  provide  them. 
If  Mr.  Hedley  would  alter  his  motion  and  empower  the  committee 
to  consider  whether  there  was  a  necessity  for  additional  lairs,  the 
Council  might  accept  it 

Mr.  Aid.  Cail  said  Mr.  Hedley  properly  commenced  by  urging 
the  humane  argument  that  care  ought  to  be  taken  of  the  animals 
which  come  to  Newcastle;  but  making  cellars  under  the  market 
would  not  be  the  way  to  carry  out  that  desire.  In  the  cellars  there 
could  not  be  proper  ventilation ;  and,  as  the  inspectors  were  strict, 
they  might  shut  up  the  cellars  before  long.  The  scheme  put  forward 
of  having  a  three  storied  building  with  lairs,  under  one  roof,  would 
be  attended  with  very  great  danger.  This  crowding  of  cattle  into 
the  town — and  a  town  which  had  already  such  a  high  death  rate — 
was  a  very  wrong  thing  to  do.  If  they  continued  the  present  plan 
of  carrying  on  the  market,  other  places  like  Grimsby,  would  take 
the  trade  from  them.  It  was  clear  that,  where  they  could  have 
plenty  of  open  ground,  and  on  it  a  suitable  market,  and  lairs  to 
any  extent,  they  would  have  a  far  better  chance  of  defying 
competition,  than  by  cobbling  up  places  in  all  directions  in  which 
to  store  cattle. 

Mr.  Hepburn  asked  whether  the  sheds  at  the  cattle  market, 
recently  let  by  auction,  had  been  all  taken  by  the  gentlemen  who  bid 
for  them,  and  whether  rent  had  been  paid  for  them  according  to  the 
contract. 

The  Mayor  :  The  rent  has  been  pud,  but  whether  the  shede  are 
occupied  or  not  is  their  business. 

Mr.  Walter  Boott  said  the  plan  suggested  by  Mr.  Hedley 
was  well  adapted  for  the  purpose.  Dry  sheds  could  be  made 
under  the  market,  and  they  could  be  well  ventilated  by  carrying 
shafts  up. 

Mr.  JosKPH  B.  Ellis  said  that  this  subject  was  already  in  the  hands 
of  the  Finance  Committee,  and  a  plan  would  be  laid  before  them  to- 
morrow for  providing  accommodation  for  290  cattle  at  a  cost  of  £2,500. 
The  Privy  Council  Inspector  objected  to  the  ventilation  from  the 
present  lairs  being  carried  up  into  the  market.  The  only  competi- 
tion Newcastle  .had  to  be  afraid  of  was  in  connection  with  the 
midland  counties,  to  which. foreign  cattle  were  sent  from  here.  The 
cattle  were  wanted  in  the  midlimd  counties  for  the  markets  held  on 
the  Tuesdays  and  Wednesdays ;  and  they  could  not  be  sent  on  if  they 
had  to  be  purchased  in  Newcastle  market  on  the  Tuesdays.    A  large 
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portion  of  the  cattle  were  consequently  now  sold  direct  from  the 
eheds  before  the  market  day.  If  the  Corporation  provided  sofficient 
shed  accommodation  near  the  market,  many  more  people  would 
come  from  the  midland  counties,  and  purchase  cattle  on  the  Mondays; 
and  despatch  them  to  the  distant  markets,  and  there  would  then  be 
no  fear  of  Orimeby.  The  plan  of  the  City  Engineer  was  for  a  bnildiog 
two  stories  high.  He  urged  Mr.  Hedley  to  leave  the  matter  in  the 
hands  of  the  Finance  Committee. 

Mr.  O.  R  Hedlet  replied  upon  the  discussion.  He  said  the 
proposal  referred  to  by  Mr.  Joseph  Ellis  to  provide  accommodation 
in  Railway  Street  for  290  cattle,  at  a  cost  of  £2,500,  was  veiy 
expensive.  His  (Mr.  Hedley's)  scheme  would  cost  only  £1,500  to 
provide  accommodation  for  300  cattle.  It  was  absolutely  neoessaiy 
that  the  storage  of  stock  should  be  concentrated  at  one  place. 
Buyers  came  from  Manchester  and  other  places  on  the  Monday,  and 
purchased  cattle,  and  it  was  necessary  that  dealers  should  have  the 
stock  where  it  could  be  easily  got  at,  and  near  the  railway  sidings. 
If  they  did  not  show  that  they  cared  for  the  animals  that  came  from 
abroad,  and  could  give  them  proper  attention,  the  trade  would  be 
injured.  An  animal  after  a  long  sea  voyage,  if  it  was  not  carefully 
attended  to  and  kindly  treated,  would  lose  flesh  as  quickly  as  a 
candle  would  lose  grease  in  a  high  wind.  Mr.  Carse  had  asked  if 
the  adoption  of  the  motion  would  do  away  with  private  speculation. 
Decidedly  not.  After  providing  storage  for  1,000  head  of  cattle, 
there  would  still  be  storage  required  for  sheep  and  swine.  There 
was  plenty  of  room  for  private  speculation  over  and  above  what  the 
Corporation  might  do.  The  foreign  cattle  trade  was  an  increasing 
trade,  and  Newcastle  was  a  great  centre  for  it ;  and  there  would  be 
no  danger  of  it  going  back  so  long  as  the  Corporation  showed  due 
regard  for  stock  and  did  not  impose  too  many  expenses.  He  did 
not  wish  to  bind  the  Council  to  any  absolute  plan.  He  only  wished 
them  to  affirm  the  principle  that  cattle  lairs  were  wanted,  and  would 
leave  the  plan  and  building  of  them  in  the  hands  of  a  small  com- 
mittee. He  had  great  respect  for  the  Finance  and  Markets 
Committees,  but  there  were  builders  and  contractors  in  the  Coundl 
who  were  not  on  those  committees. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hedlet  moved  an  amendment  to  the  effect  that  the 
subject  be  referred  to  the  Finance  Committee  to  consider  and  import 
upon. 

Mr,  W.  Smith  seconded  the  amendment 

Mr.  G.  R  Hedlet  said  he  would  agree  to  refer  the  subject  to 
the  Finance  Committee  if  he  could  add  special  members. 

The  Mator  :  It  is  quite  competent  to  add  one  or  two  names  for 
the  purpose  of  this  work. 

Mr.  G.  B.  Hedlet:  I  cannot  consent  unless  you  allow  me  to 
mention  the  names  of  the  gentlemen  to  be  added  to  the  Finsnoe 
Committee  for  the  purpose  of  this  work. 
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Mr.  H0LMB8 :  Oan  they  rote  7    ("  No,"  "  Yes.") 

The  Matob:  Mr.  Hedley  will  perhaps  nominate  the  extra  mem- 
bers at  the  next  meeting. 

Mr.  Inglbdew  :  Not  exceeding  fonr. 

The  motion  of  Mr.  Hedley  was  altered  to  read  as  follows,  and 
was  agreed  to: — '^That  the  Finance  Committee  be  requested  to 
consider  the  desirability  of  making  some  additional  cattle  lairs  at 
the  west  end  of  the  city,  for  the  acommodation  of  foreign  stock,  and 
to  report  thereon  to  the  Oouncil.  The  Finance  Committee  to 
invite  four  members  of  the  Conncil,  to  be  named  by  Mr.  Hedley  at 
the  next  meeting,  to  attend  and  assist  the  Finance  Committee  in 
the  discussion  of  the  question." 

SHBLTBB  FOB  QUATSIDB  LABOUBBBS. 

The  following  notice  was  upon  the  agenda  in  the  name  of  Mr. 
Campbell  : — **  To  draw  the  attention  of  the  Council  to  the  necessity 
of  providing  a  shelter  on  the  Quay  for  the  Quayside  labourers,  and 
to  move  that  the  Finance  Committee  be  requested  to  give  directions 
for  the  requisite  work  to  be  carried  out." 

Mr.  Aid.  MiLTAiH  said  he  had  undertaken,  in  the  absence  of  Mr. 
Campbell,  to  refer  to  this  subject  He  had  spoken  to  the  Engineer, 
who  stated  that  he  had  plans  for  a  shelter  prepared,  and  would 
submit  them  to  the  Finance  Committee  to-morrow. 

PBOPOSBD  WIDBNING  OF  THB  APPBOACH  TO  SHIBLDFIBLD. 

Mr.  Annak  moved  '*  that  the  Town  Improvement  Committee  be 
requested  to  consider  the  desirability  of  tiding  steps  for  the  widen- 
ing of  Pleasant  Row,  so  as  to  afford  a  readier  means  of  access  to 
8hieldfield."  He  said  that  Shieldfield  formed  a  large  portion  of  All 
Saints*  East  Ward,  and  was  very  populous.  The  means  of  access  to 
Shieldfield  from  New  Bridge  Street  were  by  means  of  Pleasant 
Row,  and  Ridley  Street  further  east.  The  entrance  by  Ridley 
Street  was  the  usual  width,  and  was  quite  adequate,  but  the 
entrance  by  Pleasant  Row  was  very  narrow.  At  Pleasant  Bow 
the  road,  including  the  footpaths,  was,  he  thought,  about  38  feet 
wide  for  a  length. of  100  to  120  yards  :  and  in  the  next  70  or  80 
yards  the  width  gradually  lessened  to  something  like  22  feet. 
Pleasant  Row  being  the  most  important  entrance  to  Shieldfield,  its 
narrowness  made  locomotion  very  dangerous.  '  On  the  west  side  of 
Pleasant  Row  were  houses  and  shops,  and  at  the  east  side 
was  the  garden  of  the  first  house  in  Ridley  Villas,  and  the 
wall  of  the  back  garden.  If  the  improvement  he  suggested 
were  carried  out,  the  entrance  to  Shieldfield  would  be  much 
improved;  and  the  site  at  the  east  side  would  be  valuable  for 
building  purposes. 

Mr.  Andbbsbn  seconded  the  resolution. 
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Mr.  YouLL  :  Mr.  Aonan  intends  that  the  road  shall  be  oontmoed 
through  from  Pleasant  Row  to  Faloonar  Street. 

Mr.  Annan  :  Yes. 

Agreed  to. 

THE  ST.  MAKT  THE  YiaaiK  HOSPITAL. 

Mr.  Aid.  YouNO  proposed:  ''That  the  trustees  of  the  estate  of 
SU  Mary  the  Virgin  Hospital  be  respectfallj  requested  not  to 
formnlate  any  scheme  for  the  appropriation  of  the  sarplns  income  oi 
this  charity  nntil  the  city  Conncil  has  had  an  opportunity  of  fallj 
conpidering  the  same.*'  He  said  he  did  not  propose  this  resolution 
in  any  spirit  of  antagonism  to  the  trustees  of  the  hospital  estate. 
The  whole  of  the  surplus  income  of  the  charity  was  to  be  devoted  to 
aid  educational  objects ;  and  it  was  desirable  that  the  Council  should 
have  the  opportunity  of  considering  any  scheme  which  was  fonna- 
lated. 

Mr.  Olivke  seconded  the  resolution. 

Agreed  to, 

PUBLIO  WORKS  OONSTBUGTION  OOimiTTEB. — ^MODE  OF  APPOnmBO 
OOMMITTSBS. 

Mr.  BiRKETT  proposed:  ^'That,  with  the  view  of  furthering 
the  efficiency  of  the  carrying  out  of  the  business  of  the  Cor- 
poration, a  standing  committee,  to  be  designated  The  Pablio 
Works  Construction  Committee,  be  appointed  for  the  purpose 
of  giving  general  sorperintendeuce  over  the  construction  of  all 
new  and  existing  public  works,  improvements,  and  bnildingt 
throughout  the  city,  such  as  have  been,  and  are  now  being  carried 
out  under  the  direction  of  the  Finance  and  other  committees." 
He  said  there  were  ten  standing  committees,  and  he  was  a  member 
of  nine  of  them,  and  he  had  tried  to  give  a  good  deal  of  attentioii 
to  the  business  which  came  before  the  committees.  After  sixteen 
months  close  attention  to  the  business  of  the  Corporation  he  had 
come  to  the  conclusion  that  a  great  number  of  members  of  various 
committees  were  selected  to  attend  to  the  most  important  works,  or 
rather  the  most  expensive  works,  because  of  their  seniority  or  some- 
thing of  that  kind.  He  did  not  wish  to  name  any  particular  public 
work  or  to  be  invidious,  but,  seeing  the  Council  were  nearly  at  the 
commencement  of  another  year,  he  thought  it  a  suitable  time  to 
propose  the  resolution,  the  carrying  out  of  which  would,  he  thought, 
result  in  great  saving  to  the  Corporation,  and  great  advantage  to  the 
ratepayers. 

Mr.  J.  Barker  Ellis  seconded  the  motion. 

Mr.  Aid.  Greoson  said  Mr.  Birkett's  proposal  was  similar  to  a 
resolution  which  was  brought  before  the  Council  by  the  late  Mr. 
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Greeny  and  in  action  it  was  found  to  be  totally  impraotioable.    The 
ammgement  did  not  and  conld  not  act 

Mr.  WiNTBB  said  the  arrangement  was  never  in  operation,  and 
therefore  it  was  absurd  for  any  one  to  say  it  did  not  or  could  not 
act.  It  would  be  patent  to  ordinary  men  of  sense  that  men  who 
were  great  in  finaucial  matters  were  not  always  the  men  who  were 
great  in  regard  to  questions  of  drainage  and  construction.  Most  of 
the  new  work  was  initiated  in  the  Finance  Committee,  and  to  call 
it  a  Finance  Committee  was  a  misnomer.  He  was  certain  that  many 
things  carried  out  by  the  Finance  Committee  were  failures.  Any 
sensible  man  taking  a  calm  and  dispassionate  view  of  the  matter 
woald  agree  with  Mr.  Birkett's  resolution,  bat  the  proper  time  for 
bringing  it  forward  was  the  commencement  of  the  year.  Members 
onght  not  to  be  chosen  for  committees  on  account  of  their  seniority, 
or  their  connection  with  cliques  or  coteries,  or  anything  of  that  kind, 
hot  simply  for  their  ability  to  carry  oat  work  ;  and  the  sooner  the 
committees  were  appointed  on  this  principle,  instead  of  in  the  present 
haphazard  way,  the  better  it  would  be  for  the  CoancU,  and 
constructive  works  would  not  turn  out  to  be  such  failures  as  they 
sometimes  were.  In  the  constraction  of  the  Quay,  oval  cylinders 
were  put  in  and  they  split.  Had  there  been  men  who  knew 
anything  they  would  not  have  put  in  oval  cylinders  to  sup- 
port such  a  heavy  weight  That  was  the  work  of  the  Finance 
Committee. 

Mr.  Aid.  Stbphihsoh  :  That  was  the  engineer. 

Mr.  WiHTBH :  The  Finance  Committee  adopted  the  plan,  and  it 
is  no  use  saddling  it  upon  the  engineer.  There  was  a  good  deal  of 
what  I  would  call  amateur  engineering  going  at  the  time  ;  and 
it  was  the  amateur  engineering  that  put  in  the  oval  cylinders 
which  split  from  the  top  to  the  bottom.  If  there  had  been 
a  practical  committee,  such  as  Mr.  Birkett  proposed,  round 
cylinders,  which  would  have  borne  the  pressure,  would  have 
been  put  in. 

Mr.  Wir.  Smith  said  that  the  committee  which  had  charge  of  the 
Quay  carried  out  the  recommendation  of  a  first<;la8s  engineer. 
With  regard  to  the  work  of  the  Town  Improvement  Committee,  some 
of  the  street  paving  had  been  a  disgrace ;  the  road  to  the  Swing 
Bridge  had  been  paved,  and  had  had  to  be  taken  up  again;  in 
Qrainger  Street,  and  other  streets,  the  pavement  had  been  altei^ad  ; 
and  they  could  scarcely  walk  along  withoat  seeing  carriages  and 
horses  fall  down.  He  saw  a  gentleman  thrown  off  his  horse  owing 
to  the  miserable  pavement.  In  connection  with  the  tramways  there 
had  been  amateur  engineering ;  and  he  thought  Mr.  Winter  had 
had  a  great  deal  to  do  with  it  It  was  not  in  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee, but  in  the  Town  Improvement  Committee  that  there  was 
amateur  engineering.  As  to  the  committee  proposed  by  Mr. 
Birkett,  were  the  Council  to  put  only  builders  and  practicid  men 
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npon  it     He  (Mr.  Smith)  wonld  not  troBt  them,  and  thought  thej 
would  want  others  to  check  them. 

Mr.  Bbowne  daid  there  was  no  doaht  whatever  that  the  qoeation, 
whether  the  committees  were  appointed  in  the  best  possible  way,  was 
a  matter  for  consideration.  It  had  always  seemed  to  him  that,  as  a 
matter  of  fact,  the  Council  did  not  nominate  anyone  for  the  ^ree 
standing  committees,  but  simply  gave  a  blank  appointment,  and  the 
members  appointed  themseWes.  The  two  senior  members  chose  what 
committee  they  would  serve  on,  the  two  next  in  seniority  chose  their 
committee,  and  the  two  juniors  took  the  remaining  committee.  It 
was  not  easy  to  say  which  was  the  best  principle  for  nominating 
members,  but  certainly  it  did  not  always  follow  that  the  men  them- 
selves were  the  best  judges  as  to  which  committee  they  would  be 
most  useful  on.  Mr.  Birkett  should  have  raised  the  whole  plan  on 
which  committees  were  appointed.  In  carrying  out  engineering 
works  it  did  not  always  follow  that  a  committee  of  engineers  would 
be  the  best.  Committees  connected  with  railways  were  not  com- 
posed entirely  of  engineers.  They  wanted  a  combination  of 
good  all  round  business  men  on  committees.  No  committee 
were  bound  to  be  their  own  professional  adviser.  There  wtf 
a  strong  proverb  about  a  man  who  was  his  own  lawyer, 
and  the  same  thing  might  be  said  of  those  who  acted  as  their 
own  engineering  advisers,  especially  when  they  had  an  officer 
to  do  the  work. 

Mr.  Aid.  Barkas  thonght  it  unwise  to  introduce  such  a  radical 
change  as  Mr.  Birkett  proposed  at  the  end  of  a  year  of  municipal 
life.  If  a  question  of  this  kind  was  to  be  considered  it  was 
desirable  to  have  the  new  members  present,  as  well  as  those 
who  had  been  in  the  Council  a  long  time.  All  the  com- 
mittees were,  more  or  less,  constructive  committees,  and  a 
committee,  such  as  Mr.  Birkett  proposed,  would  have  to  con- 
sist of  members  gleaned  from  all  the  committees.  He  suggested 
that  the  resolution  should  be  held  in  abeyance  nntil  the  annoal 
meeting. 

Mr.  Tbmplb  said  the  subject  had  been  frequently  before  the 
Council,  and  had  been  discussed  and  re-discussed.  On  a  former 
occasion,  they  were  told  that  they  should  not  bring  it  forward  at  the 
annual  meeting  when  the  Committee  were  re-elected ;  but  should 
bring  it  forward  earlier  and  settle  the  mode  of  election.  Now  they 
were  told  that  the  proper  time  to  bring  the  resolution  forward  was 
the  annual  meeting ;  and  so  this  would  go  on  until  perhaps  some  of 
them  were  not  here.  Other  things  being  equal,  he  thought  they 
would  admit  that  the  Finance  Committee  ought  to  be  composed  of 
men  who  understood  finance ;  and  why  should  not  the  Finance 
Committee  adhere  to  finance  work  ?  If  the  Finance  Committee 
looked  only  after  money  questions,  many  matters  would  be  better 
looked  after.  He  agreed  with  Mr.  Browne  that  they  did  not  want 
engineers  to  look  after  engineers.     If  they  had  a  fair  average  man^ 
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an  all  round  man  as  Mr.  Browne  said — ^let  him  go  to  the  committee 
whose  work  he  knew  something  abont ;  and  not  have  committees 
appointed  in  the  present  haphazard  way — ^first  come,  first  serred. 
Mr.  W.  Smith  had  spoken  of  amateuring  engineering  in  the  Town 
Improvement  Committee  in  regard  to  the  tramways;  and  could 
there  be  a  stronger  argument  in  favour  of  this  motion  ?  Much  had 
been  said  about  the  first  portion  of  the  tramways ;  but  the  best 
piece  of  pavement  in  Newcastle,  until  within  the  last  two  years, 
was  the  pavement  put  down  under  the  much  ill-used  Mr.  Fowler ; 
and  yet  it  was  pavement  which  was  condemned  by  the  so-called 
amateur  engineer.  The  old  tramway  pavement  was  standing  better 
than  the  new  part 

Mr.  Olivcb  :  Was  it  not  taken  up  and  put  down  again  1 

Mr.  Temple:  No.  The  best  piece  of  tramway  is  at  the  end  of 
the  City  Boad.  The  whole  tendency  of  the  system  adopted  in 
appointing  committees  has  been  to  put  the  round  man  into  the 
square  hole,  and  the  square  man  into  the  round  hole,  and  the  sooner 
we  endeavour  to  change  the  system  the  better. 

Mr.  Carsb  said  that  after  his  experience  in  the  Council  for  six 
years  he  thought  the  plan  suggested  by  Mr.  Birkett  was  tbe  best. 
Mr.  Winter  had  stated  that  the  Finance  Committee  did  their  con- 
structive work  very  badly,  and  Mr.  Wm.  Smith  stated  that  the 
Town  Improvement  Committee  did  their  work  badly;  and  he  thought 
there  was  a  great  deal  of  truth  in  what  those  gentlemen  said.  Such 
a  committee  as  Mr.  Birkett  suggested  was  wanted,  and  he  did  not 
think  there  could  be  any  better  time  for  bringing  forward  this 
resolution  than  the  present,  as  at  the  next  meeting  the  committees 
would  be  appointed. 

Mr.  Aid.  Wilson  said  he  objected  to  the  resolution  because  it 
would  result  in  multiplying  committees.  There  was  difficulty 
enough  at  present  in  getting  members  to  attend  meetings  of  com- 
mittees, and  if  another  committee  was  appointed  the  difficulty  would 
be  increased.  If  attention  was  mere  given  to  their  duties  on  existing 
committees  it  would  be  better. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hbdley  said  he  did  not  see  where  Mr.  Birkett's  com- 
mittee was  to  come  from.  The  Finance,  Town  Improvement,  and 
Watch  Committees  were  each  composed  of  one  third  of  the 
members  of  the  Council,  and  there  were  members  on  other 
oommittees.  He  thought  there  were  already  too  many  com- 
mittees. He  did  not  think  any  change  would  improve  the 
work.  The  Finance  Committee  did  the  best  they  could,  and 
for  special  work,  such  as  the  new  baths  and  wash-houses, 
appointed  special  sub-committees,  composed  of  men  best  able 
to  carry  out  the  special  work. 

Mr.  Holmes  said  he  had  often  brought  this  snbject  forward.  He 
had  been  told  that  the  beginning  of  the  municipal  year  was  the 
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wrong  time  to  propose  a  change,  and  that  the  proper  time  waa  at 
the  end  of  the  year.  Now,  Mr.  Birkett  had  brought  it  forward  at 
the  end  of  the  year,  and  was  told  that  the  proper  time  to  do  bo  was 
the  beginning  of  the  year.  The  present  method  of  forming  com- 
mittees was  abont  as  absard  a  method  as  oonld  be  adopted.  A  man 
entered  the  Council  with  special  abilities  for  special  work,  and 
expected  to  be  pat  upon  the  committee  for  the  work  of  which  he 
was  specially  adapted ;  bat  he  soon  fonnd  that  this  consideration 
had  nothing  whatever  to  do  with  the  formation  of  committees.  The 
two  senior  members  of  a  ward  took  the  Finance  Committee ;  the 
next  in  seniority  took  the  Town  ImproTement  Committee;  and  the 
two  janiors  took  the  Watch  Committee.  He  had  been  a  member 
of  Jthe  Conncil  for  eight  years,  and  had  been  a  member  of  the  Watch 
Committee  for  the  whole  of  that  time.  He  entered  the  Council 
intending  to  have  the  choice  of  the  committee  on  which  he  would  act; 
and  he  had  made  up  his  mind  as  to  the  committee  on  which  be 
would  request  to  be  placed;  but  when  he  came  into  the  Conncil 
chamber  he  was  told  by  his  seniors  that  he  had  nothing  whatever  to 
do  with  the  matter,  and  mast  go  to  the  committee  they  would  send 
him  to.  He  was  relegated  to  the  Watch  Committee,  and  he  was  a 
member  of  it  yet ;  and  looking  at  the  steady  way  in  which  the 
members  of  8t.  Andrew's  North  Ward  were  returned  to  the 
Council,  he  was  likely  to  remain  on  the  Watch  Committee 
for  many  years.  The  result  of  this  method  was  that  members 
got  upon  committees  they  had  no  adaptability  for.  His  opinion 
was  tiiat  every  member  should  be  allowed  to  serve  on  the 
committee  he  thought  himself  best  suited  for.  The  committees 
should  not  be  formed  in  the  haphazard  stupid  fashion  now 
adopted. 

Mr.  Aid.  Stephenson  said  no  one  would  be  more  delighted  than 
he  would  be  if  Mr.  Holmes,  after  eight  years  service  on  Uie  Watch 
Committee,  was  promoted  to  the  Finance  Committee.  80  far  as  he 
had  been  able  to  follow  Mr.  Birkett  and  other  speakers,  their 
observations  seemed  to  be  aimed  at  the  Finance  Committee.  Mr. 
Birkett  was  a  distinguished  member  of  the  Fmance  Committee,  and 
if  they  had  made  blunders,  Mr.  Birkett  certainly  had  given  his 
countenance  and  consent  to  them  since  he  had  had  a  seat  in  the 
committee.  What  would  be  the  result  of  carrying  Mr.  Birkett's 
motion  7  He  ventured  to  think  that  the  two  committees  over  which 
the  Mayor  so  worthily  presided,  would  feel  the  effects  quite  as  mndi 
as  the  Finance  Committee.  The  resolution  aimed  at  all  pnblic 
works,  and  if  it  were  carried  there  would  be  continued  friction 
and  divided  action.  He  hoped,  after  what  had  been  said 
to-day,  that  Mr.  Birkett  would,  for  the  present,  withdraw  the 
resolution,  and  let  the  committees  go  on  as  they  were  for  som^ 
time  to  come. 

Mr.  Holmes  :  Do  you  defend  the  Finance  Committee  having  soj' 
thing  to  do  with  constructive  works) 
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Mr.  Aid.  Stephehsok  :  Certainly. 

Mr.  YouLL  said  that  twelve  months  ago  the  Parliamentary  and 
Bye-Laws  Committee  were  instmcted  to  consider  the  subject  of  the 
appointment  and  duties  of  committees.  He  had  not  been  able  to 
appoint  a  meeting  of  the  sab-committee  to  consider  the  question, 
or  there  would  have  been  a  report  before  now  as  to  the  fonnation  of 
all  oommitteea  If  Mr.  Birkett  and  those  members  who  thought 
with  him  as  to  this  Public  Works  Construction  Committee,  would 
act  in  the  way  Mr.  Aid.  Stephenson  did — adhere  to  one  committee, 
and  do  the  work  as  well  as  Mr,  Aid.  Stephenson  had  done  his  on 
the  Finance  Committee,  all  work  would  be  well  done.  The  great 
bane  of  the  Council  was  members  being  on  so  many  committees,  to 
show,  at  the  end  of  the  year,  that  they  had  attended  240  or  280 
meetings.  He  did  not  make  this  remark  to  offend  Mr.  Birkett  If 
they  would  each  make  up  their  minds  not  to  force  themselves  upon 
committees  where  they  were  of  no  service,  but  would  adhere  to  a 
committee  where  they  could  work,  the  bnsiness  of  the  Council  would 
be  better  done.  If  they  had  committees  consisting  of  twelve  or 
fourteen  members  instead  of  twenty-six  the  work  woald  be  better 
and  quicker  done,  and  the  Council  would  have  more  confidence  in 
the  work  done.  If  they  reduced  their  anxiety  to  be  on  so  many 
committees,  and  limited  themselves  to  one,  two,  or  three  committees, 
the  work  would  be  better  done ;  and  that  was  the  best  remedy  for 
what  Mr.  Birkett  complaimed  of. 

Mr.  Aid.  Cail  said  that  for  many  years  he  was  a  member  of  the 
Finance  Committee,  and  thought  he  had  done  some  good  service  on 
it,  but  last  year  his  name  was  struck  off,  and  he,  therefore,  had  had 
nothing  to  do  with  constructive  works  during  the  year.  From  his 
previous  training  in  life  be  thought  he  might  be  usefol  on  many 
occasions  in  regard  to  constructive  works,  but  he  had  now  no 
opportunity  of  being  useful. 

Mr.  Walter  Scott  thought  the  mode  of  appointing  committees 
required  changing,  and  he  was  glad  Mr.  Birkett  had  proposed  that 
resolution.  When  he  entered  the  Council  three  years  ago  he  was 
told  by  Mr.  Aid.  Gregson  that  he  was  to  go  upon  the  Watch  Com- 
mittee. He  fully  expected  he  would  have  been  put  upon  the  Town 
Improvement  Committee,  where,  on  account  of  his  experience,  he 
would  have  been  of  use. 

Mr.  Aid.  Qbsosoh  said  the  election  of  members  of  committees 
took  place  among  the  representatives  of  the  ward,  and  all  he 
had  to  do  was  to  tell  Mr.  Scott  the  decision  of  his  fellow 
members.  He  would  have  liked  Mr.  Bcott  to  be  on  the  Town 
Improvement  Committee,  but  he  (Aid.  Gregson)  had  no  choice 
in  the  matter. 

Mr.  Tbhple  :  I  move,  as  an  amendment,  that  the  whole  question 
of  the  appointment  of  committees  be  referred  to  the  committee  for 
consideration. 
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Mr.  Wm.  Smith  seconded  the  amendment 

Mr.  BiRKBTT :  I  will  agree  to  what  Mr.  Temple  proposes,  provided 
it  is  done  previous  to  the  election  of  the  committees  for  the  next 
twelve  months. 

Mr.  Bbowne  :  Cannot  the  committees  be  appointed  for  three 
months,  and  that  will  allow  tinoe  to  consider  the  matter. 

The  Town  Clerk  :  They  were  appointed  provisionallj  last  year. 

Mr.  BiRKBTT  replied  upon  the  discussion.  He  said  he  wts  Borry 
to  hear  the  remarks  of  Mr.  Yoall,  who  seemed  not  to  appreciate, 
bat  to  ridicnle  members  who  attended  regularly  the  meetings  of  the 
Council  and  committees,  and  attended  to  tbeir  duties.  He  had 
attended  to  his  duties  last  year,  and  made  248  attendances,  and  this 
was  brought  up  against  him  by  Mr.  Toull  as  a  contemptible  motive  to 
score  a  large  return  at  the  end  of  the  year.  If  there  was  a  com- 
mittee appointed  specially  to  attend  to  constructive  vrork,  whether 
relating  to  parks,  the  extension  of  the  Free  Library,  a  town  hall,  the 
Qaay,  cattle  lairs,  or  whatever  work  it  might  be,  he  was  certain  the 
work  would  be  well  done.  There  were  gentlemen  in  the  Coancil  who 
could  discharge  most  efficiently  every  duty  that  would  be  required 
of  them  in  connection  with  constructive  works.  It  was  said 
that  this  was  an  inopportune  time  to  propose  the  resolution, 
as  the  election  of  committees  would  take  place  at  the  next 
meeting.  He  thought  this  the  most  opportune  time,  as,  if  the 
resolution  was  adopted,  the  committee  could  be  elected  at  the 
annual  meeting. 

Mr.  Browns  :  Is  it  not  the  case  that  last  year  the  committees 
were  appointed  provisionally  f 

The  Mayor  :  Yes. 

Mr.  Browne  :  Might  they  not  be  appointed  the  same  way  this 
year,  so  that  we  may  have  the  opportunity  of  considering  the 
resolution  ?    This  would  meet  Mr.  Birkett's  views. 

The  Town  Clerk  :  The  committees  were  appointed  last  year  until 
the  Council  should  otherwise  direct 

Mr.  BiRKETT :  If  the  committees  were  appointed  for  three  months 
or  so  I  will  accept  the  suggestion. 

The  Mayor  :  You  cannot  fix  the  time.  You  can  appoint  the 
committees  provisionally. 

Mr.  Temple  :  How  would  it  do  to  have  a  special  meeting  to  con- 
sider this  question  7 

Mr.  Aid.  Potter  :  Make  it  a  committee  of  the  whole  Council  to 
consider  the  subject 

The  Town  Clerk  :  I  doubt  very  much  whether  any  action  yoo 
take  to-day  coold  bind  the  action  of  the  annual  meeting.    ^<>^ 
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cannot  bind  the  new  Council  as  to  the  election  of  committees. 
I  do  not  think  that  any  resolation  passed  bj  yon  to-day  as  to 
the  appointment  of  committees  would  be  binding  on  the  new 
Council. 

Mr.  Temple  :  My  amendment  is  that  the  whole  matter  be  referred 
to  the  committee  to  take  the  appointment  of  committees  into  con- 
sideration. 

Mr.  Aid.  Stephenson  :  Would  not  the  word  the  '^  constitution  *' 
of  committees  be  better  1 

Mr.  Temple  :  I  will  accept  any  word  which  is  proper.  The 
amendment  is  '*  That  a  committee  be  appointed  to  consider  the 
appointment  and  constitution  of  the  seyeral  committees." 

The  Mayor  :  Is  this  accepted  by  Mr.  Birkett  ? 

Mr.  Birkett  :  Yes. 

The  proposal  of  Mr.  Temple  was  agreed  to. 

Mr.  Temple  :  I  move  that  three  members  be  selected  from  each 
of  the  three  Standing  Committees  to  form  this  committee,  and  that 
each  committee  select  the  three  representatives.

The  aDnaal  meeting  of  the  Council  was  held  to-day  in  the  Council 
Chamber,  Town  Hall,  the  Retiring  Mayor  (Mr.  H.  W.  Newton) 
in  the  chair.  There  were  also  present — the  Sheriff;  Aldermen 
Cail,  Wilson,  Plummer,  Hamond,  Scott,  MiWain,  Hedley,  Barkas, 
Gregson,  Potter,  Angus,  Stephenson,  and  Young;  Councillors 
Hepworth,  Qnin,  Winter,  J.  Barker  Ellis,  Morton,  Scholefield, 
Dickinson,  Bowden,  Youll,  Browne,  Owen,  Carse.  Stout,  Dobson, 
Campbell,  Wm.  Smith,  Jackson,  Gibson,  Andersen,  Calvert,  Bell, 
Annan,  Hepburn,  Goolden,  Dixon,  Cutter,  Baty,  Hedley,  C.  S. 
Smith,  Stephens,  Wilson,  Holmes,  Richardson,  Ingledew,  Joseph

The  Retiring  Mayor  :  Before  proceeding  with  the  business  on 
the  agenda,  allow  me  to  express  in  my  own  name,  and  on  behalf  of 
the  Council,  our  extreme  pleasure  at  seeing  Mr.  Councillor  Cutter 
once  more  in  his  place.     (Applause). 

Mr.  Cutter  :  I  return  you  my  sincere  thanks  for  your  kind  con- 
gratulations ;  and  I  trust,  under  Divine  Providence,  that  my  health 
and  vigour  may  be  renewed,  and  thus  enable  me  once  more  to  dis- 
charge my  duties.     (Applause.) 

election  of  mayor. 

The  Retiring  Mayor  :  The  first  business  before  the  Council  is 
the  election  of  a  Mayor  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Mr.  Aid.  Heuley:  Mr.  Mayor,  nine  years  ago,  on  the  9th 
November,  1875, 1  had  the  pleasure  of  pr  posing  my  friend,  Mr. 
Stephenson,  to  be  Mayor  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  I  had  also  the 
pleasure  of  finding  that  the  Council  accepted  that  nomination 
unanimously.  I  feel  that  I  ought  to  be  exceedingly  grateful  that  I 
have  been  spared  for  so  many  years  to  have  the  opportunity  of  again 
proposing  my  friend  to  be  Mayor  to  soooeed  you,  ur,  in  the  cLdr 
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which  yoa  have  filled  so  well  daring  the  past  twelve  months.  Nine 
years  ago  twelve  aldermen  were  present,  and  I  am  sorry  to  say  that 
only  five  of  them  are  now  left  to  us.  One,  Mr.  Aid.  Pollard,  has  re- 
signed, and  the  other  six  have  heen  removed  from  us  by  death.  It  is  a 
melancholy  lesson  that,  in  the  short  space  of  nine  years,  ont  of  the 
twelve  aldermen  who  took  part  in  the  election  of  Mayor  in  that 
year,  six  should  have  been  removed  from  this  Council  by  death. 
Since  that  time  Mr.  Aid.  Stephenson  has  had  nine  years  of  very 
active  business  life  in  the  Council.  He  is  one  of  our  most  active 
and  intelligent  members.  He  has  taken  a  prominent  part  in  almost 
everything  that  has  occurred  in  the  Council ;  and  more  particularly 
is  he  the  one  who  has  taken  the  most  active  part  in  advocating  the 
creation  and  issue  of  the  3^  per  cent.  Corporation  stock  (applause) ; 
and,  through  his  advocacy  and  constant  support,  the  issue  of  the 
stock  has  been  brought  to  the  great  success  which  you  all  know  it 
is.  (Applause.)  You,  Mr.  Mayor,  have  filled  that  chair  in  a  very 
important  year  with  great  ability,  with  great  success,  and  with  great 
satisfaction,  not  only  to  the  Council,  but  also  of  the  whole  city. 
(Applause.)  We  cannot  expect  another  Royal  visit  during  the 
corporate  year  upon  which  we  are  now  entering;  but  I  believe  a 
very  important  meeting  will  take  place  in  Newcastle  during  the 
year.  The  Wesleyan  Conference  will  meet  in  Newcastle  in  July 
and  August  of  next  year.  Mr.  Aid.  Stephenson  is  a  very  prominent 
member  of  that  body,  and  I  think  it  would  be  very  appropriate  if 
the  Council  placed  him  in  the  position  to  welcome  the  members  of 
the  Conference  as  the  Chief  Magistrate  of  the  city.  (Applaase.) 
You  all  know  Mr.  Aid.  Stephenson  so  well  that  it  is  quite 
unnecessary  I  should  dwell  upon  his  abilities  for  undertaking  the 
duties  which  you,  sir,  have  so  well  discharged.  I  feel  assured  that 
if  he  is  elected  he  will  give  the  greatest  satisfaction  to  us  all.  I* 
therefore,  have  great  pleasure  in  proposing  that  Mr.  Aid.  Stephenson 
be  Mayor  of  this  city  for  the  ensuing  year.     (Applausa) 

Mr.  W.  D.  Stephens  :  Mr.  Mayor  and  gentlemen,  it  is  a  very 
great  pleasure  to  me  to  have  the  opportunity  of  seconding  the  pro- 
posal that  has  been  made  by  Mr.  Aid.  Hedley — that  my  friend,  Mr. 
Aid.  Stephenson,  should  occupy  the  chair  for  the  ensuing  year. 
Between  Mr.  Aid.  Stephenson  and  myself  a  friendship,  perfectly 
unclouded,  has  existed  for  a  great  number  of  years.  We  differ  on 
many  points,  but  it  is  many  years  since  we  agreed  to  differ.  It  is  a 
friendship  that  I  have  valued,  and  still  value.  I  may  remind  Mr. 
Aid.  Hedley,  who  never  does  indulge  in  prophesy  unless  he  is  per- 
fectly sure,  that  in  1876,  when  proposing  a  vote  of  thanks  to  Mr. 
Stephenson,  the  then  retiring  Mayor,  he  said  that  in  all  probability 
in  the  course  of  a  few  years  the  Council  would  call  Mr.  Stephenson 
back  again  to  occupy  the  office  of  Mayor.  That  has  now  come  troei 
(Applause.)  We  all  know  Mr.  Aid.  Stephenson.  He  is  not  anew 
or  untried  man.  We  know  his  ability  has  been  brought  to  bear 
upon  all  occasions  in  which  he  has  taken  part  in  the  deliberations  is 
this  Ooandl,  and  more  particalarly  in  connection  with  the  oreatioo 
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and  issae  of  the  consolidated  stock  of  this  Oorporation.  (Applause.) 
I  am  sure  we  all  agree  that  Mr.  Aid.  Stephenson  is  a  man  who 
deserves  honour  at  the  hands  of  this  Conncil ;  and,  although  as  a 
rule,  I  do  not  myself  think  it  right  to  vote  for  a  gentleman  who  has 
occupied  the  position  before,  still  this  forms  the  very  exception  to 
the  rule  that  I  have  laid  down  in  my  own  mind.  It  is  with  the 
very  greatest  degree  of  personal  pleasure  that  I  second  the  nomina- 
tion of  Mr.  Aid.  Stephenson  to  occupy  a  position  which  I  am  sure 
he  will  fill  with  dignity,  and  not  only  support  the  honour  of  the 
Council,  but  also  support  the  honour  of  the  citizens  of  this  large 
and  influential  city.  (Applause.)  It  may  be  well  said  of  Mr.  Aid. 
Stephenson  that  he  is  a  good  all-round  man,  who  will  fill  the  position 
in  all  senses.  I  have  great  pleasure  in  seconding  the  proposition 
made  by  Mr.  Aid.  Hedley. 

No  other  gentleman  was  nominated,  and  Mr.  Aid.  Stephenson 
was  unanimously  elected  Mayor. 

The  oaths  having  been  taken,  and  the  declaration  made  by  the 
Mayor-Elect, 

The  Retiring  Matok  placed  the  chain  of  office  and  robes  upon 
him,  and  handed  to  him  the  key  of  the  Corporation  seal,  and  said  : 
Mr.  Mayor,  allow  me  to  congratulate  you  on  your  election,  and  to 
express  the  hope  that  you  may  have  health  and  happiness  in  the 
discharge  of  your  official  dutie&     (Applause.) 

The  Mayor-Elect:  Mr.  Ex-Mayor,  Mr.  Aid.  Hedley,  Mr. 
Stephens,  and  gentlemen,  I  feel  profoundly  grateful  to  you  for  the 
honour  you  have  conferred  upon  me  to-day.  I  think  that  any  man 
may  pardonably  feel  proud  of  being  twice  elected  Mayor  of  the 
ancient  city  of  Newcastle-upon-Tyne,  especially  when  the  election 
has  been  so  spontaneous  and  so  unanimous  as  it  has  been  on  both 
occasions.  (Applause.)  I  approach  the  duties  of  the  office  with 
mingled  feelings  of  privilege  and  responsibility.  The  privilege  is 
high,  and  brings  with  it  many  dignities  and  advantages;  but  I  wish 
to  keep  before  myself  the  responsibility  also.  Without  pledging 
myself  too  much,  I  will  say  in  all  honesty,  that  during  my  year  of 
office  I  will  endeavour  to  bring  under  contribution  every  power,  and 
faculty,  and  ability  I  possess  in  the  furtherance  of  all  that  tends  to 
the  well-being  and  advantage  of  Newcastle  generally.  (Applause.) 
I  shall  try  to  press  into  the  year  as  much  honest  hard  work  for  the 
general  good  as  may  be  possible.  My  friend  who  moved  the 
nomination  referred  to  the  inroads  which  death  has  made  in  this 
Council,  and  to  a  little  extent  he  has  anticipated  what  I  proposed  to 
say.  It  is  true  that  only  five  aldermen  remain  of  the  twelve  who 
graced  the  aldermanic  circle  on  the  occasion  when  I  was  first  elected 
Mayor  in  1875,  and  those  five  are  our  esteemed  friends.  Aldermen 
Ridley,  Wilson,  Hedley,  Gregson,  and  Plummer ;  and  I  hope  they 
may  be  long  spared  to  favour  us  by  their  experience  and  counsel  in 
the  deliberation  of  the  varied  matters  that  come  before  us. 
(Applause.)    There  are  only  28  gentlemen  connected  with  this

Coancil,  whether  aldermen  or  conncillors,  who  are  here  this  morning, 
or  might  haye  been  present  bat  for  some  hindering  drcnmstance, 
who  were  members  of  the  Coancil  on  the  occasion  to  which  I  hare 
already  referred.  So  the  progress  of  years,  and  the  inexorable  flight 
of  time  have  wrought  these  apparently  sadden  and  sad  changes 
among  us.  We  bare  only  28  members  remaining  of  the  64. 
There  are  36  new  members.  Resignations,  deaths,  and  promoiioos 
have  brought  aboat  the  existing  state  of  things.  I  hope  we  shall 
have  a  happy  year,  and  I  am  certain  we  shall  if  we  all  prefer  one 
another  in  honour,  if  we  all  try  to  have  respect  and  show  respect  for 
each  other's  feelings  and  opinions,  and  give  credit  to  others  for  the 
same  disinterestedness  and  steadiness  of  purpose  that  we  each  claim 
for  ourselves.  (Applause.)  I  will  try  to  rule  fairly  and  honestly 
between  man  and  man  ;  and  will  hold  the  balance  without  fear  or 
favour ;  and  if  ever  I  should,  in  the  hour  of  difficulty,  call  for  the 
support  of  the  Ckiuncil,  I  am  sure  that  sapport  will  be  cordially  and 
readily  given.  (Applause.)  On  Sunday  morning  next  we  shall 
pursue  the  time-honoured  custom  of  attending  the  Cathedral  Church 
of  St.  Nicholas',  when  a  sermon  will  be  preached,  and  a  collection 
taken  on  behalf  of  the  Medical  Charities  of  the  city.  I  hope  on  that 
day  we  shall  have  a  large  following  of  the  Council,  and  also  of  the 
magistracy,  and  the  consular  body  in  the  city.  I  hope  yon  will 
again  confer  upon  me  the  pleasure  which  was  given  me  nine  years 
ago,  of  accompanying  me  to  my  own  place  of  worship,  in  Elswick 
Road,  on  the  morning  of  the  30th  inst,  when  a  sermon  will  be 
preached,  and  a  collection  taken  on  behalf  of  the  Orphanage  at  the 
Moor  Edge.  (Applause.)  It  only  remains  for  me  to  thank  yon 
once  again  for  the  unmistakeable  assurance  of  your  good  will  shown 
to-day.  I  have  pleasure  in  notifying  that  my  valued  friend,  Mr. 
Aid.  Hedley,  has  done  me  the  honour  to  accept  the  office  of  Depnty 
Mayor  for  the  year.  (Applause.)  Mr.  Aid.  Hedley  will  act  for  me 
in  my  absence  from  the  city,  or  in  the  event  of  sickness.  I  hope^^ 
it  pleases  Providence  that  I  should  be  spared  to  see  the  closeot  the 
year  of  office,  that  my  conduct  and  work  wi  11  be  such  as  to 
justify  and  merit  the  confidence  you  have  re  posed  in  me  to-day. 
(Applause.) 

BLEOnOH  OF  SHERIFF. 

Mr.  Aid.  MiLVAor :  The  first  business  which  comes  before  you,  Mr. 
Mayor,  is  the  election  of  a  Sheriff  ;  and  I  have  pleasure  in  rising 
to  propose,  as  the  successor  of  my  friend,  Mr.  Nelson,  who  has  done 
such  honour  to  the  position,  Mr.  Joseph  Baxter  Ellis.  Mr. 
Ellis,  like  our  friend  Mr.  Nelson,  has  not  long  been  a  member  of  the 
Council,  but  during  the  time  he  has  been  a  member  he  has  shown  such 
an  aptitude  for  business,  and  such  attention  to  the  duties  that  come 
before  us,  that  in  all  respects  I  think  he  is  a  very  fit  and  proper 
person  to  follow  my  friend,  Mr.  Nelson,  who  will  shortly  lay  down 
the  sword  and  gown  of  office.  (Applause.)  Mr.  Ellis  has  not  been 
in  the  Connoili  bat  that  is  no  reason  at  all,  from  past 
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experiences,  why  he  shoold  not  be  nominated  and  elected  to  fill  the 
honourable  post  of  Sheriff.  ( Applause).  My  friend,  Mr.  Nelson, 
was  in  the  same  position  as  Mr.  Ellis  with  regard  to  length  of  service 
in  the  Council ;  and  he  was  elected  Sheriff  becaQse  the  Council 
believed  he  would  not  only  discharge  the  duties  well,  but  adorn  the 
office ;  and  I  am  sure  if  the  Council  elect  Mr.  Ellis,  that  he  also 
will  discharge  the  duties  well,  and  give  every  satbfaction  to  the 
Council.     (Applause.) 

Mr.  B.  C.  Browne  :  I  have  great  pleasure  in  seconding  the 
nomination  of  my  friend,  Mr.  Joseph  Baxter  Ellis,  for  the  office  of 
Sheriff  I  have  little  to  add  to  what  Mr.  Aid.  Milvain  has  already 
said.  Although  Mr.  Ellis  has  been  only  a  short  time  among  us,  he 
has  thoroughly  gained  our  confidence,  and  has  thrown  into  his  work 
an  energy  and  enthusiasm  which  are  of  great  value,  and  which 
would  be  of  great  value  in  discharge  of  the  duties  of  the  Shrievalty. 
(Applause.)  Last  year  we  elected  a  young  Councillor  to  be  Sheriff, 
and  we  all  admit  that  the  office  could  not  have  been  better  filled,  or 
the  duties  more  worthily  discharged  than  they  had  been  by  Mr. 
Nelson.  (Applause.)  If  we  follow  the  same  plan  now,  and 
replace  the  present  Sheriff  by  my  friend  Mr.  Ellis,  we  shall  do  well. 
(Applause.) 

Mr.  Aid.  Gregsoh  :  If  the  two  gentlemen  who  have  just  spoken 
rose  with  satisfaction  to  propose  Mr.  Ellis,  how  much  more  satisfac- 
tion should  I  feel  when  I  rise  to  propose  for  your  acceptance  a 
gentleman  whose  services,  whose  seniority,  whose  zeal,  and  whose 
gentlemanly  and  urbane  conduct  were  so  well-known.  (Applause.) 
Mr.  Gray  is  a  member  of  at  least  two  committee,  and  I  am  sure  his 
fellow  committeemen  will  bear  witness  to  his  being  energetic  and 
zealous  to  a  degree  which  is  astonishing,  considering  the  difficulty 
Mr.  Gray  is  under  in  having  to  come  to  town  from  a  distance.  If  you 
elect  Mr.  Gray  Sheriff  you  will  be  rewarding  long  service,  tried  ability, 
and  great  zeal  (applause) ;  and  Mr.  Gray,  in  occupying  the  office 
which  Mr.  Nelson  now  holds,  will  not  only  do  credit  to  himself,  but 
to  the  town.  His  great  business  abilities  are  as  well  known  to  all 
the  Council  as  they  are  to  myself.  In  electing  Mr.  Gray  you  will 
fulfil  your  duty  by  recognising  seniority  of  service  well  spent.  With 
these  few  words  I  beg  leave  to  nominate  Mr.  Thomas  Gray  for  the 
honourable  office  of  Sheriff.     (Applause.) 

Mr.  Aid.  Barkas  :  Mr.  Mayor,  I  rise  with  great  pleasure  for  the 
purpose  of  seconding  the  nomination  which  has  been  so  appropriately 
made  by  Mr.  Aid.  Gregc^n.  Mr.  Gray  we  are  all  familiar  with. 
He  has  been  a  member  of  the  Council  for  about  thirteen  years  and 
a  half.  He  has  worked  actively  on  various  committees,  he  has  been 
a  regular  attender  at  our  meetings,  and  we  are  all  perfectly  familiar 
with  bis  qualities  and  valuable  services.  It  is,  therefore,  unnecessary 
for  me  to  dwell  upon  them  within  the  walls  of  this  chamber.  I  have

him  to  the  office  of  Sheriff  for  the  present  year.     (Applaose.)

Declinbd  to  Vote  :  Councillors  Gray,  Annan,  and  Joseph  B.  Ellis-^ 

Mr.  Gray  was  declared  elected  Sheriff  for  the  year,  and  he  made 
the  customary  declaration,  and  received  from  the  retiring  Sheriff  the 
robe  and  snnff  box. 

The  Shbbiff  :  Mr.  Mayor,  Mr.  Aid.  Gregson,  Mr.  Aid.  Barbs, 
and  gentlemen,  I  beg  to  express  to  yon  my  sincere  thanks  for  the 
honourable  position  in  which  you  have  placed  me  to-day.  I  can 
safely  say  that  this  position  has  not  been  sought  for  on  my  own 
part,  if  I  had  consalted  my  own  feelings  I  would  have  preferred 
remaining  a  private  member  of  the  Council ;  but  when  it  was  pointed 
out  to  me  that  all  the  members  of  the  Council  ought  to  take  upon 
themselves  the  responsibililies  attaching  to  member.ship,  and  that, 
seeing  I  have  been  a  member  of  the  Council  for  thirteen  years,  the 
time  had  arrived  when  I  should  take  upon  myself  some  of  those 
responsibilities,  I  set  aside  my  personsal  feelings  and  convenience, 
and  decided  to  allow  myself  to  be  put  in  nomination,  especially  as  I 
felt  sure — as  has  been  proved  to-day — it  was  the  wish  of  the 
majority  of  the  Council  that  I  should  undertake  the  duties  of  the 
office.  (Applause.)  I  hope  to  be  able  to  discharge  the  duties  of 
the  office  with  the  same  honour  as  my  predecessor,  so  that  at  the 
close  of  my  year  of  office  the  honour  of  the  Shrievalty  will  be  as 
untarnished  as  it  is  to-day,  when  I  receive  it  from  my  predecessor. 
(Applause.)  I  have  only  to  thank  you  again.  I  am  sure  I  will  be 
able  to  obtain  great  assistance  from  my  old  friend,  the  Mayor,  and 
I  hope,  at  the  end  of  the  year,  when  I  resign  the  office,  that  it  will 
be  found  I  have  filled  it  with  entire  satisfaction  to  the  Council  and 
the  community  at  large.     (Applause.) 

The  Mator  :  I  welcome  my  friend,  Mr.  Gray,  as  Sheriff.  As 
Mr.  Aid.  Barkas  said  last  year,  when  nominating  Mr.  Newton  for 
the  Mayoralty— 

**  How  happy  could  I  be  with  either. 
Were  t*other  dear  charmer  away." 

I  should,  no  doubt,  have  got  on  well  with  Mr.  Ellis,  and  I  am  sore 
I  shall  get  on  well  with  Mr.  Gray,  who  is  an  old  colleague  of  mine. 
When  I  was  Mayor  nine  years  ago  I  had  as  Sheriff  another 
colleagae,  the  late  Mr.  Thomas  Forster.    The  Sheriff  and  I  viU

(Applause.) 

VOTE  OF  THANES  TO  THB  BZ-HATOB. 

Mr.  Aid.  MiLVAiN :  It  is  twelve  months  yesterday  since  I  had 
the  honour  and  pleasure  of  proposing  that  my  friend,  Dr.  Newton, 
should  take  the  chair,  and  preside  over  the  deliberations  of  the 
Council  during  the  year  which  has  to-day  expired.  On  that  occasion 
I  took  tbe  liberty  to  predict  that  on  the  chain  of  office  and  mantle 
of  state  being  placed  on  his*  shoulders,  I  felt  confident  he  would 
discharge  the  duties  of  his  high  office  in  a  way  satisfactory  to  all, 
and  creditable  to  himself.  Now  that  his  eventful  year  of  office  is 
over  I  think  I  may  safely  congratulate  myse  f  that  all  the  predic- 
tions which  I  then  made  have  been  amply  fulfilled.  (Applause.) 
During  the  year  the  ex-Mayor  has  presided  oyer  our  deliberations  ' 
with  marked  ability,  with  great  impartiality,  and  with  excellent 
jodgment — a  judgment  second  neither  to  that  of  a  Hodgson,  or  a 
Headlam,  or  a  Gregson,  or  of  any  of  the  great  men  who  have  gene 
before  him  in  the  chair.  (Applause.)  During  his  year  of  office  he 
has  received  and  entertained  noblemen,  gentlemen,  statesmen,  and 
men  of  the  highest  possible  educational  capacity,  as  members  of  a 
learned  association  in  this  country.  He  has  also  received  and 
entertained  a  British  Grcneral  of  great  distinction — a  General  of 
whom  the  army  and  the  nation  are  justly  proud.  (Applause.) 
And  he  has  received  and  entertained  England's  future  King  and 
Queen  (applause),  and  other  members  of  the  Koyal  family  with 
their  titled  attendants.  (Applause.)  On  all  these  occasions  the 
£x-Mayor  acted  with  marked  distinction.  He  maintained  the 
ancient  hospitality  of  this  town,  and  he  maintained  the  honour  and 
and  dignity  of  the  high  office  in  such  a  way  as  to  secure  the 
unanimous  approTal  of  the  Council  and  the  special  thanks  of  our 
Boyal  visitors.  (Applause.)  But  this  is  not  all ;  for  we  know  that 
the  outside  community,  from  the  noblemen  and  gentlemen  of  the 
district,  down  to  the  lowly  sons  and  daughters  of  toil,  have  come 
forward  in  their  thousands  to  express  their  approbation  of  his  con- 
duct in  a  way  that  never  can  be  forgot ;  for  they  have  presented  to 
him  splendid  and  costly  testimonials,  which  will  be  handed  down  as 
heirlooms  to  his  children,  and  children's  children.  (Applause.) 
You  will  agree  with  me  that  it  is  unnecessary  to  detain  you  longer ; 
it  would  be  a  work  of  supererogation  to  say  more.  I  move  that  the 
special  thanks  of  the  Council  be  given  to  the  Ex-Mayor  for  the 
very  able  and  satisfactory  manner  in  which  he  has  discharged  his 
duties  during  the  past  year. 

Mr.  Aid.  Barkas  :  Mr.  Mayor,  twelve  months  ago  I  had  the 
pleasure  of  seconding  the  nomination  of  my  friend,  Mr.  Newton,  for 
the  office  which  you  now  occupy.  At  that  time  Mr.  Aid.  Milvain 
and  I  made  large  promises  as  to  the  adaptibility  of  Mr.  Newton  for 
the  office  which  he  then  sought.  He  has  filled  that  office  during 
the  past  year  with  satisfaction,  not  only  to  the  Oonnoil,  but  with 
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satiBfaotion  to  the  entire  town  (applause) ;  and  I  think  that  ^  the 
Prince  '*  and  ''  Dr.  Newton  '*  are  honsehold  words  in  almost  Tery 
house  in  Newcastle  and  the  surrounding  villi^es.  The  visit  of  the 
Prince  and  Princess  of  Wales  was  a  great  event  and  caused  some 
expense ;  but  I  never  saw  a  pageant,  and  never  saw  any  manifesta- 
tion by  the  population  so  great  and  so  enthusiastic  as  during  that 
Royal  visit ;  and  I  know  from  mingling  with  people  that  Dr.  Newton's 
conduct  gave  entire  satisfaction  during  that  visit,  and  in  fact,  he 
has  given  satisfaction  throughout  the  whole  of  his  Mayoralty. 
(Applause.)  I  have  great  pleasure  in  seconding  the  vote  of  thanks 
to  him. 

The  motion  was  agreed  to  unanimously. 

The  Mator  :  I  need  scarcely  say,  Mr.  Ex-Mayor,  that  you  have 
been  accorded  the  unanimous  thanks  of  the  Council.  I  endorse 
every  word  that  has  fallen  from  the  mover  and  seconder  of  the 
vote  of  thanks.  I  think  you  will  be  able  to  carry  into  the  com* 
parative  seclusion  you  will  now  enjoy,  memories  of  activity  during 
a  very  eventful  year.  I  hope,  now  that  you  are  released  from  the 
burdens  and  anxieties  of  office,  that  you  will  be  able  to  enjoy  yourself 
more  generally  than,  from  circumstances,  you  have  been  able  to  do 
during  the  past  year.     (Applause.) 

The  Ex-Matob  :  Mr.  Mayor,  Mr.  Aid.  Milvain,  Mr.  Aid.  Barkas, 
and  gentlemen,  I  am  profoundly  grateful  to  you  for  the  very  kind 
reception  which  you  have  given  to  the  vote  of  thanks  for  my 
services  during  the  past  year.  It  has  been  a  very  great  pleasure  for 
me  to  work  with  the  Corporation  of  Newcastle ;  because  I  have 
found  during  the  whole  of  my  year  of  office  the  most  earnest  and 
willing  support  from  every  section  of  gentlemen  occupying  seats  in 
this  Chamber  (applause) ;  and  the  citizens  also  have  accorded  me  a 
most  generous  support.  (Applause.)  There  is  no  doubt  that  the 
duties  of  the  past  year  have  been  exceptional  in  their  gravity  ;  and 
the  Chief  Magistrate  required  all  the  support  he  could  possibly 
secure,  both  from  within  and  without  this  Chamber;  and  it  was  a 
satisfaction  to  me  to  find  that  that  support  was  not  wanting  during 
the  trying  events  of  the  year.  The  royal  visit  has  been  referred  to 
in  most  graceful  terms  by  my  friend  Mr.  Aid.  Milvain  ;  and  I  am 
not  exaggerating  when  I  say  that  visit  was  associated  with  con* 
siderable  anxieties ;  and  it  was  a  very  great  relief  to  find  the  various 
items  of  the  programme  pass  over  so  pleasantly,  and  to  find  there 
was  nothing  left  behind  but  the  one  feeling  of  sympathy  and  satisfac- 
tion which  seemed  to  pervade  the  entire  commnnity.  (Applause.) 
During  the  year  learned  societies  and  scientific  and  commercial 
institutions  visited  Newcastle,  and  they  one  and  all  left  with  the 
impression  that  Newcastle  was  a  vast  centre,  and  they  carried  away 
pleasant  recollections  of  Tyneside,  For  myself,  the  duties  connected 
with  office  during  the  year  will  occupy  a  very  pleasant  place  in  my 
memory  ;  because  during  the  year,  which  was  ushered  in  by  a 
division  in  the  Council,  we  had  nothing  but  the  strictest  oonoord  in 
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our  midst.  Not  one  jar  raffled  the  tide  of  mnnicipal  life;  and  it  is 
extremely  gratifying  to  iind  that  after  the  year  has  passed  orer,  I  stand, 
I  may  say,  eren  better  with  my  brother  Coancillors  than  I  did  at  its 
oommencement  (Applansa)  Whilst  thanking  the  Gonncil  generally, 
I  woald  especially  thank  my  confrere  Mr.  Aid.  Gregson,  who  very 
kindly  acted  as  Depnty-Mayor  dnring  the  year.  (Applaase.)  I 
felt  this  was  no  small  hononr,  and  at  the  commencement  of  the  year 
was  one  of  those  angaries  which  pointed  to  happiness  in  the  dis- 
charge of  the  duties  of  office.  In  addition  to  the  members  of  the 
Conncil,  the  Corporation  staff  have  been  most  kind^  and.  without 
being  invidious,  I  may  particularise  the  Town  Clerk,  and  the  Com- 
mittee Clerk.  (Applause.)  The  value  of  their  services  to  the  Mayor 
in  times  of  difficulty  is  beyond  computation ;  no  one  but  those  who 
have  come  continually  in  contact  with  them  can  form  an  estimate  of 
their  real  worth ;  and  whilst  thanking  every  one,  I  must  especially 
mention  Mr.  Hill  Motum,  and  Mr.  John  Amos.  (Applause.)  The 
Sheriff  and  myself  have  worked  hand-in-hand  dnring  the  year. 
It  has  been  a  very  great  pleasure  to  be  associated  with  Mr.  Nelson  ; 
and  there  is  not  the  least  doubt  that  the  day  is  not  very  far  distant 
when  Mr.  Nelson  will  get  his  promotion  to  the  chair  of  the  Mayor, 
which  he  would  worthily  fill.  (Applaase.)  I  thank  you  again  for 
your  vote,  and  if  dnring  the  present  year  I  am  not  quite  so  zealous 
in  the  discharge  of  my  municipal  duties,  and  devote  more  time  to 
my  professional  duties,  I  hope  you  will  be  a  little  lenient. 
(Applause.) 

TOTB  OF  THiJrSS  TO  THB  EX-SHBBIFF. 

Mr.  Aid.  Hamond:  Twelve  months  ago  it  was  my  privilege 
and  good  fortune  to  propose  a  gentlemen  to  fill  the  office  of  Sheriff, 
who  had  certainly  not  experience  so  far  as  regarded  length  of 
servitude  in  this  Council,  but  who  was  so  situated  amongst  his 
fellow  citisBens  that,  although  he  was  young  in  the  Council,  I  knew 
he  would  fulfil  the  duties  of  that  high  office  in  the  way  I  then 
mentioned.  I  find  that  in  the  coarse  of  my  remarks  on  November 
9,  1888, 1  used  these  words  : — "  I  have  every  confidence  in  pro- 
posing our  friend,  Mr.  Thomas  Nelson,  to  you  to  be  Sheriff  for  the 
ensuing  year.  He  ie  the  worthy  son  of  a  worthy  sire ;  and  I  have 
the  assured  conviction,  in  proposing  him  to  be  Sheriff  of  this  county, 
that  he  will  maintain  the  honour  of  the  office,  that  he  will  fulfil  its 
duties  with  credit  to  himself  and  satisfaction  to  his  fellow-citizens, 
and,  above  all,  that  he  will  uphold  the  honour  of  the  Sovereign  of 
whom  he  will  be  the  direct  representative  in  this  city."  I  think, 
gentlemen,  although  these  were  not  the  words  of  prophesy,  but  words 
of  sincere  conviction,  that  in  no  one  point  has  my  friend  Mr.  Nelson 
been  found  wanting.  (Applause.)  He  has  in  the  most  nnmistake- 
able  manner  filled  the  duties  of  the  office  with  honour  to  himself; 
he  has  fulfilled  the  duties  of  the  office  with  satisfiiu^tion  to  the 
public;  and  above  all,  his  urbanity,  general  courtesy,  and  high 
gentlemanly  bearing  throughout  his  year  of  office^  will  form  a  bright 
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episode  in  the  history  of  the  Bhrieyalty  of  Newcastle ;  and  it  will  be 
somewhat  difficalt,  yonng  as  Mr.  Nelson  is,  for  oldw  gentlemen  to 
eqnal  him  in  the  performance  of  the  duties  of  office.  He  has  also 
maintained  the  honour  of  his  Sovereign;  and  he  had  the  distinguished 
privilege  of  a  special  invitation  from  the  Sovereign's  eldest  soa  to 
dine  with  him  at  Oragside.  All  these  things  combined  make  it  now 
a  proud  privilege  for  me  to  propose  a  vote  of  thanks  to  mj  best  and 
most  valued  friend,  Mr.  Nelson,  for  the  high,  distingaished,  and 
courteous  bearing  he  has  shown  during  his  year  of  office.  I  wish 
health  and  prosperity  to  him  in  his  private  capacity,  and  I  hope  that 
a  few  years  hence  he  may  have  as  worthily  filled  the  office  of  Chief 
Magistrate  of  this  city,  as  he  has  worthily  filled  that  of  Sheriff  of 
this  ancient  county.     (Applause.) 

Mr.  Dobson:  Mr.  Mayor,  twelve  months  ago  I  had  the  pleasnze 
of  seconding  the  nomination  of  my  friend,  Mr.  Nelson,  for  the  office 
of  Sheriff;  and  I  said  at  that  time,  that,  although  he  was  muni- 
cipally young,  he  would  make  a  courteous  and  dignified  Sheriffi 
That  prediction  has  been  fulfilled,  as  is  proved  by  the  admirable 
manner  in  which  he  has  discharged  the  duties  of  his  office.  I  may 
say  that  Mr.  Nelson  has  won  golden  opinions  all  around.  (Applause.) 
I  need  say  no  more,  but  will  second  the  vote  of  thanks  which  haa 
BO  gracefully  and  felicitously  been  proposed  by  Mr.  Aid.  EEamond. 

The  motion  was  agreed  to  unanimously. 

The  Mayor  :  Mr.  Ez-Sheriff,  I  have  the  pleasure  to  notify  to 
yon  that  every  hand  has  been  held  up  in  support  of  the  vote  of 
thanks  to  you.  I  very  cordial  re-echo  what  has  fallen  from  the 
mover  and  seconder  of  the  resolution.  You  have  fairly  won  yonr 
spurs  to  the  Mayoralty,  and  I  hope  that  in  the  not  too  far  distant 
future  we  may  see  you  occupying  this  position.  (Applanse.)  Tour 
courtesy,  urbanity,  and  gentlemanly  kindness  throughoat  the  year 
have  won  golden  opinions  from  the  entire  city,    (Applanse.) 

The  Ex-Sheriff  :  Mr.  Mayor,  Mr.  Aid.  Esmond,  Mr.  Dobson, 
and  gentlemen,  before  entering  this  chamber  to-day  I  felt  consider- 
able hesitation  and  doubt  as  to  my  capacity  to  at  all  adequately 
convoy  to  you  my  thanks  for  the  honour  yon  bestowed  upon  me 
twelve  months  ago.  I  need  hardly  say  that  that  hesitation  and 
difficulty  is  very  greatly  increased  by  the  kind  and  far  too  flattering 
terms  in  which  Mr.  Aid.  Esmond  and  Mr.  Dobson  have  referred  to 
the  manner  in  which  I  endeavoured  to  discharge  the  duties  which 
fell  upon  me,  and  still  more  by  the  cordial  reception  yon  have  given 
to  their  remarks.  I  most  highly  esteem  the  privilege  of  official 
life,  which  it  has  been  the  good  pleasure  of  the  Council 
to  bestow  upon  me.  I  can  assnre  yon  that  I  have  found  my 
duties  of  an  exceedingly  agreeable  character,  and  free  from  the 
unpleasant  function  which  sometimes  fall  to  the  lot  of  the 
Sheriff.  In  every  respect  my  year  of  office  leaves  nothing 
but  pleasant  recollections  in  my  mind.  I  cordially  reciprocate  the 
remarks  of  the  Mayor  in  regard  to  myselL    I  thank  yon  all  for  yonr 
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Idndness  to  me.  I  hope  I  have  sastained,  as  it  has  been  mj  earnest 
endeavonr  to  do,  the  hononr  and  dignitj  of  the  office  of  Sheriff. 
(Applause.)  May  I  crave  the  personal  indulgence  of  the  Council  for 
a  moment?  I  have  already  handed  to  my  successor  the  time 
honoured  snuff  box.  I  have  another  snuff  box  in  my  custody,  and  I 
should  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  returning  it  to  Mr.  Aid. 
Hamond.  It  is  the  snuff  box  which  the  late  Sultan  of  Turkey 
presented  a  few  years  ago  to  Mr.  Aid.  Hamond  in  recognition  of 
valuable  services  rendered  by  hiuL  The  worthy  Alderman  entrusted 
this  box  to  me  as  a  memento  of  his  nominating  me  for  the  office 
of  Sheriff,  and  I  now  beg  to  return  it  to  him  with  my  thanks. 
(Applause.) 

Mr.  Aid.  EL^mond:  I  thank  my  friend,  the  late  Sheriff,  for 
returning  the  snuff  box,  and  I  hope  I  may  be  spared  to  return  it  to 
him  during  his  mayoralty,  when,  if  the  Council  will  accept  it  as  a 
momento  of  Aid.  Hamond,  I  shall  be  glad  to  give  it  to  the  Corpora- 
tion.   (Applause). 

YOTB  OF  THANKS  TO  THB  EX-MATORBSS  AND  MRS.  NBLSOK. 

Mr.  Aid.  YouNO :  There  is  one  omission  I  beg  to  rectify.  We 
have  properly  expressed  our  thanks  to  the  Mayor  and  Sheriff,  but 
we  have  entirely  overlooked  the  ladies.  On  previous  occasions  we 
have  never  forgotten  the  ladies.  I  have  great  pleasure  in  proposing 
that  we  accord  a  vote  of  thanks  to  Mrs.  Newton  for  the  admirable 
manner  in  which  she  assisted  the  Mayor,  and  also  to  Mrs.  Nelson. 
(Applause.) 

Mr.  Dickinson  seconded  the  motion.

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TO   THE   RIGHT  WORSHIPFUL  THE  MAYOR,  ALDERMEN,  SHERIFF 

AND  COUNCILLORS  OF  THE  CITY  AND  COUNTY  OF 

NEWCASTLE-UPON-TYNE. 

Mb.  Mayor  and  Gentlemen, 

Tour  Committee,  in  submitting  the  Third  Annual  Report,  are 
pleased  to  be  able  to  record  satiflfactory  progress  in  every  department  of 
the  Institution. 

THE  LENDING  LIBRARIES. 

This  department  was  open  to  the  public  on  298  days,  and  during  tliat 
period  261,325  volumes  wei'e  issued  for  home  reading,  being  an  increase 
of  49,913  volumes  on  the  number  circulated  during  1881-82.  The 
gross  issues,  during  the  three  years  the  Libraries  have  been  open,  have 
amounted  to  774,662  volumes,  and  when  this  large  circulation  is  taken 
into  consideration,  it  is  exceedingly  gratifying  to  know  that  only  eight 
volumes,  of  which  the  Librarian  has  no  record,  have  been  actually  lost. 

1,002  volumes  have  been  added  during  the  year,  making  a  total 
26,282  volumes  as  the  stock  in  this  department. 

During  the  year  4,432  applications  have  been  received  for  Readers 
Tickets,  or  renewals.  1,621  have  been  cancelled  through  the  death, 
removal,  or  resignation  of  the  holders,  leaving  18,002  as  the  number  now 
in  use. 

A 
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JUVENILE  DEPARTMENT. 

This  section  of  the  Institution  continues  to  provide  healthy  recreation 
and  instruction  for  the  younger  members  of  the  community.  Since  the 
publication  of  the  last  report,  the  limit  of  reader's  age  has  been  reduced  to 
12  instead  of  14  years  as  heretofore,  and  with  marked  success.  A  number 
of  special  Juvenile  Tickets,  entitling  the  holders  to  borrow  from  this 
department  only,  have  been  applied  for  and  granted.  During  the  year 
38,055  volumes  have  been  issued,  being  an  increase  of  11,680  on  tk 
circulation  of  the  previous  year.  The  gross  issues  for  the  three  yeare 
have  amounted  to  103,634  volumes. 

The  wear  and  tear  have  been  of  necessity  very  heavy,  and  584  volumes 
during  three  years  have  required  to  be  bound  or  rebound.  A  number  d 
books  have  been  lost  or  damaged  by  the  young  borrowers,  but  in  every 
case  the  loss  or  injury  has  been  made  good,  either  by  the  borrower,  or  his 
or  her  guarantor,  and  it  is  satisfactory  to  be  able  to  announce  that  only 
one  volume  is  reported  by  the  Librarian  in  his  annual  stock-taking 
returns,  to  be  missing  in  this  department. 

Ministers  of  religion,  school-mastera  and  school-mistresses,  Sonday 
school  teachers,  and  parents  still  continue  to  take  a  great  interest  in  this 
Library,  and  have  exercised  a  very  salutary  influence  on  the  reading  of 
the  juvenile  borrowers  during  the  past  year. 


SPECIFICATIONS  FOR  PATENTS  OP  INVENTIONS. 

This  collection  now  consists  of  8,262  volumes,  80  volumes  having  been 
added  during  the  year.  This  Library,  on  its  transfer,  twelve  months  ago, 
was  found  to  be  in  a  somewhat  dilapidated  and  imperfect  condition, 
several  volumes,  as  well  as  a  large  number  of  individual  patents,  being 
missing.  The  Library  Staff  has  for  some  time  past — when  opportunity 
offered — been  engaged  in  the  work  of  collating  the  collection,  and;  when 
this  is  completed  it  is  hoped  that  H.M.  Commissioners  may  be  able  to 
supply  the  missing  volumes  and  parts. 

During  the  year  1,257  patents  have  been  consulted;  but  no  record 
has  been  kept  of  the  number  of  times  upon  which  various  Indices  to  the 
collection,  the  Abstracts  of  the  Specifications,  or  the  Journal  of  the 
Commissioners  have  been  used,  as  these  may  be  at  any  time  referred  to 
without  an  application  form  being  filled  up. 
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THE  NEWS-ROOM. 

419,649  visits  have  been  paid  to  the  News-Room  during  the  year. 
The  number  of  Newspapers,  Magiizines,  and  Reviews  supplied  have  been 
as  follows :— Daily  32,  Bi-Weekly  3,  Weekly  G6,  Bi-Monthly  3,  Monthly 
55,  and  Quarterly  11. 

In  consequence  of  the  overcrowded  state  of  the  room,  the  principal 
Magazines  and  Reviews  were  removed  to  the  Patent  Library  early  in  the 
year.  In  addition  to  the  space  thus  gained  in  the  News-Room,  a  large 
number  of  the  regular  readers  of  this  class  of  serial  publications  have 
expressed  their  satisfaction  at  the  change,  in  consequence  of  the  greater 
quiet  now  experienced.  A  large  number  of  ladies  are  among  the  regular 
readers,  while,  under  the  old  conditions,  a  lady  in  the  News-Room  was 
almost  unknown. 

The  Official  Time-Tables  of  the  Railway  and  Steamboat  Companies, 
together  with  the  local  and  other  Guides,  have  been  suspended  from  a 
rail  affixed  to  the  north-east  wall  of  the  News-Room,  where  they  can  be 
readily  referred  to,  while  considerable  space  is  saved  by  their  removal 
from  the  tables. 

Finding  that  the  newspapers  placed  upon  the  reading  desks  were  very 
much  torn  under  the  system  of  cords  and  weights  in  use,  as  well  as  by 
the  strain  upon  the  papers,  from  the  readers  resting  their  arms  upon 
them,  your  Committee  have  replaced  the  cords  and  weights  by  brass  rods 
and  padlocks,  and  have  canied  a  brass  rail  along  each  side  of  the  desks, 
at  four  inches  distance  from  them.  A  great  improvement  has  already 
been  experienced  in  the  condition  of  the  newspapers  at  the  end  of  the 
day,  and  this  is  the  more  satisfactory  that  many  of  these  papers  are  filed 
or  bound  for  purposes  of  reference. 

REFERENCE  LIBRARY. 

The  preparatory  work  for  this  important  department  is  rapidly  drawing 
to  a  completion,  and  the  Committee  hope  to  be  able  to  open  it  to  the 
public  early  in  1884. 

The  original  intention  of  your  Committee  was  to  begin  the  work  of 
the  Reference  Library  with  a  stock  of  10,000  volumes,  but  they  are  glad 
to  say  that  the  stock  already  numbers  17,658  volumes  (including  3,262 
of  Patents),  and  it  may  be  reasonably  expected  that  considerable  additions 
will  be  made  before  the  opening  of  the  Library. 

In  July  last,  your  Committee  were  fortunate  enough  to  secure  by  pur- 
chase the  whole  of  the  valuable  Library  of  C.  W.  Merrifield,  Esq.,  F.R.S., 
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consisting  of  over  1,000  volumes,  chiefly  of  a  scientific  character.  It  is 
exceedingly  rich  in  Mathematical  Works,  Naval  Architecture,  and  Trans- 
actions of  Societies.  Those  volumes  which  were  duplicates  of  works 
already  purchased  have  been  sold  to  advantage,  and  your  Committee 
are  satisfied  that  Newcastle  now  possesses  one  of  the  best  Mathematical 
collections  in  the  United  Kingdom. 

In  the  last  Report  a  list  of  some  of  the  principal  purchases  in  each 
class  was  given,  and  it  has  again  been  thought  desirable  to  detail  the 
chief  acquisitions  since  the  date  of  that  publication.

THE  THOMLINSON  LIBRARY. 

Tour  Committee  met  the  Trustees  of  the  Thomlinson  Library  on 
March  13th,  1883,  but  those  gentlemen  decided  not  to  accept  the  offer 
made  by  the  Public  Libraries  Committee  for  the  transfer  of  that  collec- 
tion to  the  Public  Library  of  the  City. 

The  Trustees  admitted  that  the  Libraiy  was  in  a  very  bad  state,  but 
promised  that  they  would  immediately  issue  an  appeal  for  subscriptions 
to  be  expended  upon  putting  the  building  and  its  contents  into  a  thorough 
state  of  repair,  and  would  arrange  to  have  the  Library  open  to  the  public 
during  the  hours  provided  for  in  the  rules. 

A  Special  Committee  has  been  appointed  to  note  the  proceedings  of 
the  Trustees,  and  to  report  from  time  to  time  as  to  the  work  accomplished 
by  that  body. 

Your  Committee  beg  to  say  that  they  have  not  abandoned  the  hope 
that  this  collection  may  yet  be  secured  to  the  general  public  for  reference 
purposes,  and  that  the  decision  of  the  Trustees  is  not  in  any  way  to  be 
considered  as  final. 

CONFERENCES. 

Messrs.  Carse  and  Vinycomb  attended  (as  a  deputation  from  this 
Committee)  the  Thii'ty-sixth  Annual  Conference  of  Northern  Union  of 
Mechanics'  Institutions,  held  at  Elswick  on  August  8th,  under  the  pre- 
sidency of  Sir  W.  G.  Armstrong,  C.B.  Mr.  Carse  addressed  the  meeting 
upon  the  work  accomplished  in  the  Libraries,  and  Mr.  Vinycomb  upon 
the  success  which  had  attended  the  Educational  de})artment  during  the  year. 

Mr.  Haggerston  attended  the  Sixth  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Library 
Association  of  the  United  Kingdom^  held  at  Liverpool,  on  September 
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nth,  12th,  l;^th,  and  14th,  under  the  presidency  of  Sir  James  A.  Picton, 
F.S.A.  A  numl)er  of  valuable  papers  were  read  on  Libraries  and  their 
management.  Daring  the  meeting  a  very  successful  Exhibition  of 
liibrary  appliances  was  held.  Newcastle  contributed  the  plans  of  the 
new  building,  together  with  a  number  of  specimens  of  book-binding  as 
done  for  the  Institution  by  local  binders,  and  it  is  satisfactory  to  know 
that  these  were  pronounced  by  experts  to  be  the  best  for  Public  Library 
purposes  in  the  Exhibition.  Tour  Librarian  was  for  the  third  time  re- 
elected a  member  of  the  Council  of  the  Association. 

DEPUTATIONS. 

During  the  year  several  deputations  from  Libraries  established  under 
the  "Public  Libraries  Acts"  have  visited  the  Library,  as  well  as  a  number 
of  Librarians  and  others  interested  in  the  work  and  management  of 
kindred  Institutions. 

DONATIONS. 

Several  valuable  donations  have  been  received.  Special  mention  may 
be  made  of  those  given  by  His  Grace  the  Duke  of  Northumberland,  the 
Trustees  of  the  British  Museum,  the  Secretary  of  State  for  India,  and 
Dr.  Bruce.  The  number  of  volumes  received  during  the  year  has  been 
887,  with  395  pamphlets,  and  50  newspapers. 

It  will  be  seen  by  reference  to  pages  25  to  80,  that  761  volumes, 
350  pamphlets,  and  41  newspapers  of  the  total  number  presented  have 
been  received  from  public  institutions,  and  private  individuals  outside  of 
Newcastle;  while  76  volumes,  45  pamphlets,  and  9  newspapers  only  haye 
been  given  by  residents  within  the  City. 

The  Committee,  while  taking  this  opportunity  of  returning  their 
thanks  to  all  those  who  have  so  thoughtfully  made  presentations  to  the 
Libraries  or  News-Koom  during  the  year,  would  very  respectfully,  but  at 
the  same  time  most  earnestly  urge,  not  only  upon  the  citizens  of  New- 
castle, but  upon  all  those  who  are  interested  in  the  Educational  advan- 
tages offered  by  such  att  institution  as  the  Public  Libmry,  to  aid  the 
Committee  as  far  as  they  can  by  gitls  of  books,  etc.

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REPORT  OP  THE  EDUCATIONAL  COMMITTRE. 


The  Committee  have  great  pleasure  in  making  a  highly  satisfactory  report 
for  the  session. 

The  nnmber  of  students  has  been  in  excess  of  last  session,  and  the 
percentage  of  successes  in  the  Government  Examinations  held  in  May 
being  much  above  the  average  of  the  country. 

The  subjects  taught  have  included,  in  Government  School  of  Art,  Free- 
hand, Model  and  Perspective,  Painting  in  Oil  and  Water  Colours,  and 
from  Cast  and  Nature. 

In  Government  Science  Classes  the  subjects  taught  have  embraced 
Machine  Construction  and  Drawing,  Mechanical  and  Geometrical  Draw- 
ing, Building  Construction,  Mathematics,  Theoretical  and  Applied  Me- 
chanics, Magnetism  and  Electricity,  Soeam  and  the  Steam  Engine,  Mining 
and  Mine  Surveying,  Organic  and  Inorganic  Chemistry. 

The  total  number  of  students  in  Science  and  Art  Classes  was  220,  and 
at  the  Government  Examinations  in  May  193  science  papers  were  worked 
with  the  result  that  1 33  obtained  prizes  and  certificates,  showing  70  per 
cent.,  while  the  average  of  the  whole  country  has  been  66,  a  result  highly 
gratifying  and  argues  much  for  the  efforts  of  the  teachers  in  connection 
with  the  Institution. 

In  Art  44  students  sat  for  examination,  of  whom  15  obtained  certi-. 
ficates,  the  total  results  being  as  follows: — 2  First-class  honours  Certifi- 
cates with  Medals,  43  First-class  Certificates  bearing  Queen's  Prizes,  86 
other  Certificates,  making  131  awards  as  against  82  last  year. 

In  the  City  and  Guilds  of  London  Institutes  Examinations  1  student 
gained  Honours  Certificate,  with  Silver  Medal,  and  £5,  and  2  other 
students  Honours  Certificates. 

Mr.  William  Hill,  a  student  in  the  class  of  Principles  of  Llining  under 
Mr.  Joseph  Proud,  Teaqhier  and  Certificated  Mine  Manager,  who  obtained 
a  First-class  Certificate  in  that  subject  at  the  May  examinations,  has  also 
gained  a  Certificate  under  the  Mines  Regulation  Act  of  1872,  and  can  now 
take  charge  of  any  colliery  in  Great  Britain. 

The  most  successful  student  of  the  year  has  been  Mr.  John  T. 
Nicolson,  who  has  gained  2  First-class  Honours  with  Medals,  2  Queen's 
Prizes,  5  Certificates ;  also  the  Local  Exhibition  of  £50,  half  of  which 
is  subscribed  locally,  and  who  has  now  become  a  student  at  Edinburgh 
University  to  pursue  his  studies  during  next  session,  being  entitled  as 
standing  highest  in  the  order  of  merit* 
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The  works  of  99  students,  sent  to  London  for  Oovernment  awards  in 
May,  were  passed  as  highly  creditable. 

The  Literary  and  Commercial  Classes  have  been  largely  attended,  and 
the  results  as  per  reports  of  the  teachers  highly  satisfactory.  InstmctioQ 
was  given  in  the  following  subjects : — 

German  (Elementary  and  Advanced). 
French  do.  do. 

Shorthand    do.  do. 

English  Grammar  and  Composition. 
Writing  (Plain  and  Ornamental). 
Book-keeping,  Arithmetic,  &c. 
The  total  number  of  students  being  280. 

Prizes  are  awarded  to  the  student  in  each  class  who  obtains  the  highest 
number  of  marks  in  examinations  and  for  attendance. 

The  total  number  of  students  receiving  instructions  in  the  several  classes 
for  the  session  has  been  463,  being  considerably  above  the  former  session, 
which  is  a  very  gratifying  result  of  the  facilities  offered  by  the  Committee. 

The  Teachers  in  the  Government  Classes,  acting  under  Mr.  J.  A.  G. 
Ross  as  principal,  have  had  the  entire  confidence  of  the  Committee,  and 
the  same  must  be  said  of  the  gentlemen  associated  in  the  Literary  and 
Commercial  Classes. 

Two  competitions  in  Oratory  in  connection  with  the  classes  under  the 
"Richard  Thompson  Bequest,"  and  for  which  prizes  of  £2  10s.,  £1  lOs,, 
and  £1  are  awarded  for  the  best  speeches  at  each  competition,  were  held 
in  the  past  year.  The  first  was  held  November  24th,  1882.  Subject: — 
**  Earl  Beaconsfield  as  Orator  and  Statesman,*'  and  the  second  March  SOth, 
1883 — "  Mohammedanism  and  its  Influence  on  Civilization." 

An  excellent  Debating  Class  is  held  at  which  a  good  attendance  of 
members  are  alwnys  present,  and  subjects  of  public  interest  discussed  with 
mutual  advantage  to  the  members. 

It  is  a  matter  of  gratification  to  the  Committee  to  find  so  much  good 
accruing  from  the  &cilities  offered,  and  the  excellent  teaching  given  at 
these  classes,  and  are  able  to  congratulate  the  public  on  the  excellent 
working  of  this  portion  of  the  Public  Libraries. 

The  continued  interest  taken  by  Mr.  R.  K.  Vinycomb,  Honorary  Sec- 
retary, in  the  arrangement  and  general  management  of  the  Educational 
Section  of  the  Public  Libraries,  entitles  him  to  the  thanks  of  the  Com- 
mittee and  the  general  Public.
